From  the  first  moment  "The  Retail  Mer- 
chants' Association  of  Canada"  was  formcil, 
up  to  the  present  time,  the  need  of  an  Official 
Organ  was  deemed  necessary,  whereby  we 
could  convey  to  the  members  in  concise  and 
economic  form  the  work  the  organization  is 
doing.  Several  atttempts  were  made  to 
launch  such  a  medium,  but  the  great  growth 
and  development  of  the  organization  has 
now  demanded  that  this  journal  should  pre- 
sent itself  permanently  and  regulary  each 
month  to  the  members  and  subscribers.

Dusty  Streets  a  Menace  to  Trade . 

MEBCHANIS  WANT  PBOPEB  STREET 
WATERING  SERVICE. 

There  is  no  department  of  municipal  gov- 
ernment in  which  the  average  retail  mer- 
cxiant  is  so  much  interested  in  as  in  that  of 
street  cleaning  and  watering.  This  is  not 
only  applicable  to  large  cities,  but  also  to 
towns  and  villages.  The  effect  of  having 
dirty  and  dusty  streets  is  injurious  in  a 
threefold  degree,  as  it  destroys  the  value  of 
merchandise,  it  prevents  customers  shopping 
with  pleasure  and  comfort,  and  it  has  also 
a  very  injurious  effect  upon  the  health  of 
the  merchants  and  their  clerks,  as  well  as 
upon  those  whose  families  reside  over  the 
stores.  In  Toronto  considerable  time  and 
effort  has  been  put  forth  by  the  Association 
in  endeavoring  to  bring  about  better  condi- 
tions. Year  after  year  the  retail  merchants 
of  Toronto  complained,  bnt  without  redress, 


until  the  Executive  of  the  Association,  with 
a  deputation  of  about  two  hundred  retailers, 
waited  upon  the  Property  Committee  and 
impressed  upon  them  the  necessity  of  taking 
some  active  measures  to  abate  the  nuisance. 
Considerable  experimenting  then  took  place, 
such  as  flushing  and  more  frequent  cleaning 
at  night.  Carts  with  very  small  sprinklers 
were  then  put  on,  and,  while  an  improve- 
nicnt  in  the  general  system  was  made  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years,  yet  we  looked  for 
still  greater  improvements  during  the  present 
year,  but  unfortunately  a  step  has  been 
taken  in  the  backward  direction,  and  it  looks 
as  though  the  City  Council  was  going  to 
drift  back  into  the  old  conditions.  Letters 
of  protest  have  been  sent  to  the  Mayor,  and 
he  has  forwarded  them  on  to  the  City  En- 
gineer for  a  recommendation,  but  two  months 
have  now  elapsed,  and  no  recommendation 
has  yet  been  received.  The  Street  Commis- 
sioner shelters  himself  behind  the  time-worn 
reply,  "I  want  more  money;  the  city  is 
growing  larger,  but  the  appropriation  is  the 
same. ' '  We  must  not  look,  therefore,  to 
the  City  Engineer  or  to  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner to  initiate  any  action  that  will  pro- 
duce results;  they  are  tied  by  the  action  of 
the  members  of  the  Council,  in  not  granting 
more  in  the  estimates  for  that  purpose. 
Who  shall  we  look  to,  then?  Ourselves,  can 
be  the  only  reply — we  who  elect,  and  who 
contribute  a  large  share  of  the  taxation  of 
the  city.  We  have  the  remedy,  and  the  only 
remedy,  right  in  our  own  hands. 

The  present  cost  of  street  cleaning  and 
watering  amounts  to  $91,041.82  per  annum. 
This  is  taken  out  of  the  general  fund,  and 
contributed  to  by  all  taxpayers.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  amount  for  street  watering 
is  not  sufficient  to  water  all  the  streets  in 
the  city.  Atlhough  all  the  owners  of  the 
property  in  the  cit.y  contribute  toward  the 
fund,  and  those  who  receive  no  street  water- 
ing say  that  it  is  not  fair  to  tax  them  for  a 
service  that  they  do  not  receive.  There  is 
reason  and  justice  in  this  argument,  but  it

does  not  ^olve  the  difficulty.  If  stre<'t 
watering  should  be  done  according  to  the 
amount  contributed  through  taxation  as  t 
present  devised,  then  the  King,  Yonge  and 
Queen  street  merchants,  together  with  those 
in  the  wholesale  districts,  certainly  have  the 
first  claim,  as  they  pay  by  far  the  largest 
share  of  the  cost  of  street  watering.  The 
business  portion  of  the  city  is  frequented 
most  by  visitors,  residents  and  shoppers,  and 
for  this  reason  it  is  urged  that  the  business 
streets  should  receive  a  better  street  water- 
ing service,  and  as  all  use  the  business 
streets,  all  should  contribute.  But  the  real 
difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  dirt  and 
dust  from  the  side  streets,  if  they  are  not 
watered,  is  blown  on  to  the  asphalt  pave- 
ments, and  the  side  streets,  which  are  mostly 
macadam,  must  be  watered  to  prevent  this, 
and  consequently  hundreds  of  side  streets 
running  off  the  main  thoroughfares  must  be 
watered.  The  problem,  tlierefore,  is  not 
solved  if  we  attempt  to  confine  the  street 


watering  to  the  business  streets,  and  the 
injustice  is  all  the  more  glaring,  as  a  large 
number  of  residents  on  these  side  streets 
living  in  shacks  would  be  receiving  a  service 
that  would  be  partially  paid  for  by  their 
fellow-citizens  who  reside  in  other  parts  of 
the  city  on  highly  assessed  property,  and 
who  suffer  with  dust  and  dirt  and  receive 
no  service,  and  when  they  complain  are  told 
that  "we  have  no  money." 

The  proposition  to  flush  the  main  business 
asphalt  streets  every  night  or  every  alternate 
night  by  means  of  the  hose,  to  our  mind,  is 
simply  a  waste  of  money,  energy  and  time. 
The  experiment  has  been  tried  and  proved  a 
failure,  and  when  the  watering  carts  are 
put  on  the  macadam  side  streets  the  mud  is 
taken  up  by  the  hundreds  of  wagon  tires  and 
carried  right  on  to  the  asphalt,  and  before 
12  o'clock  in  the  day  thousands  of  pounds 
of  mud  have  become  dry  dust,  and  the  wind 
catches  it  up  on  the  smooth,  hot  asphalt 
together  with  the  horse  manure,  and  the 
flushing  of  last  night  is  a  thing  long  for- 


gotten by  the  merchant  and  his  customer, 
and  especially  by  the  grocers,  fruit  mer- 
chants, confectionei's,  or  those  who  have 
fine  smooth  glass  cases  or  highly  polished 
furniture  or  fittings.  The  theory,  therefore, 
of  the  Street  Commissioner  or  those  who 
have  had  no  practical  experience  iu  retailing 
cannot  be  compared  with  those  who  wear 
their  lives  out  behind  their  counters  and 
who  know  the  actual  conditions  better  than 
can  be  taught  in  any  other  school.  With 
these  conditions  in  front  of  us,  what  is  the 
remedy?  That  is  our  first  concern.  There 
seems  to  us  at  present  only  one.  Estimate 
what  the  cost  would  h<i  to  sprinkle  the 
streets  of  the  whole  city  properly,  and  put 
the  cost  in  the  estimates,  and  let  all  the 
citizens  have  a  decent  serx'ice.  The  asphalt 
streets  should  be  cleaned  or  flushed  once  or 
twice  a  week  with  proper  appliances,  but 
the  system  adopted  by  using  the  hose  is,  and 
always  will  be,  a  failure.  The  hydrants  are 
too  far  apart,  and  the  force  from  the  hose 


is  not  direct  enough  on  the  surface  of  the 
asphalt,  which  results  in  a  waste  of  watsr 
and  of  time,  and  the  night  street  cars  and 
traffic  interferes  with  the  use  of  the  hose. 
Commissioner  Jones  estimates  that  the  cost 
of  flushing  Yonge  street  from  Davenport 
road  to  King,  Queen  street  from  Yonge  to 
Niagara,  and  King  street  from  Sherbourne 
to  Spadina,  and  some  of  the  short  down-town 
streets,  such  as  Bay,  Adelaide,  Richmond, 
etc.,  would  require  four  gangs  of  men  each, 
and  the  cost  would  be  $82.80  per  night,  or 
$12,896  for  a  season  of  six  months;  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  even  when  this 
expenditure  is  made,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
keep  on  the  "white  winged  brigade,"  and 
which  should  be  put  on  much  earlier  in  the 
sej.son  and  kept  on  much  laiter,  and  it  will 
lie  necessary  also  to  keep  on  the  light 
sprinklers. 

Recently,  Mr.  Walsh,  attorney  for  the 
Sanitary  Street  Cleaning  and  Sprinkling 
Machine  Company,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  visited 
Toronto,  and  called  upon  Mr.  Jones,  To- 


ronto's Street  Commissioner,  exhibiting  the 
design  of  a  patent  street  cleaning  and 
sprinkling  machine,  the  cost  of  which,  we 
understand,  is  $1,000  each,  or  they  will  rent 
them  for  six  dollars  per  day.  An  illustration 
of  one  of  the  machines  is  given  in  this  num- 
ber, and  they  claim  that  the  enormous 
pressure  that  the  water  can  be  thrown  on  to 
the  street  from  their  machines  is  greater 
than  that  of  a  hose,  with  the  additional 
advantage  that  the  same  machine  can  be 
used  to  also  throw  a  light  spray.  The  full 
particulai-s  of  the  machines  have  been  handed 
over  to  the  Municipal  Committee  of  the 
Association,  and  we  hope  that  the  company 
will  be  able  to  give  a  demonstration  on  our 
streets  so  that  the  7nerchants  and  civic 
officials  will  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing 
if  what  they  claim  can  be  practically  demon- 
strated; if  so,  it  will  be  a  boon  tO'  the  mer- 
chants, and  one  that  will  be  greatly  appre- 
ciated.

position  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  new 
project,  shows  the  faith  that  he  has  in  the 
new  invention.  Like  all  great  inventors, 
Mr.  Stark  is  studious,  quiet  and  unpreten- 
tious, and  he  impresses  one  as  a  man  who  is 
absorbed  in  his  life  study,  and  having  a 
complete  grasp  of  the  electrical  and  tele- 
phone problems. 

The  new  invention,  which  is  now  in  opera- 
tion, demonstrating  its  utility,  has  long  since 
passed  the  theoretical  stage,  and  consists  of 
a  new  system,  which  will  enable  the  tele- 
phone, electric  light,  electric  power,  tele- 
graph and  electric  bell  service  to  be  supplied 
on  the  same  circuit.  The  Canadian  En- 
{lineer  and  Electrical  Science  'Review,  which 
deals  very  fully  with  a  technical  review  of 
the  subject,  says: 

' '  The  inventor  has  long  been  impressed 
with  the  idea  that  it  would  be  a  source  of 
great  economy  if  a  central  energy  system 
could  be  devised,  which  would  enable  a  cur- 
rent of  sufficient  voltage  to  be  delivered

the  telephone  subscriber's  station  to  pro- 
vide him  with  light  and  power  also.  As  a 
result  of  continued  experiments,  he  has  suc- 
ceeded in  perfecting  a  system  by  which  it  is 
possible  to  use  an  ordinary  electric  light 
direct  current  of  11.0  volts,  for  the  operation 
of  telephone  instruments,  without  possible 
danger  thereto;  hence,  owing  to  this  new 
development,  every  telephone  subscriber  is 
also  supplied  with  a  current  which  will  light 
any  number  of  lamps  that  he  may  require, 
in  addition  to  driving  motors,  operating 
telegraph  instruments,  electric  bells,  fire  and 
burglar  alarms,  etc. 

"As  the  same  conduits  would  carry  the 
mains  for  all  services,  the  number  of  under- 
ground ducts  would  be  reduced  to  a  mini- 
mum, and  the  amount  of  trenching  would 
be  lessened.  The  system  of  distributing 
could  be  so  laid  out  as  to  avoid  congestion, 
and  the  present  chaotic  web  of  underground 
and  overhead  electric  light  and  telephone 
wires  could  be  replaced  by  one  well-ordered 
and  clearly  defined  system  of  conduits 
carrying  the  mains  for  every  kind  of  electric 
service.  These  new  conditions  cannot  fail 
to  be  a  source  of  economy  not  yet  reached 
in  electric  light  and  telephone  construction. 

ECONOMY  OF  OPERATION. 

' '  It  is  obvious  that  with  the  exception  of 
the  cost  of  the  operation  of  the  telephone 
switchboard,  the  combined  systems  could  be 
maintained  for  the  same  expenditure  as  is 
now  incurred  by  either  one  of  the  companies 
now  supplying  electric  light  or  telephones. 
In  other  words,  one  managing  and  mainten- 
ance staff  would  be  required,  instead  of  two, 
as  at  present. 

"It  may  also  be  stated  that  the  use  of  a 
direct  current  of  110  volts  reduces  all  danger 
of  personal  injury  from  shock  to  the  mini- 
mum. In  fact,  we  believe  no  case  has  yet 
been  recorded  where  death  has  resulted  from 
receiving  a  shock  from  a  current  of  this 
description  and  voltage;  whereas  the  num- 
ber of  fatalities  due  to  shocks  received  from 
alternating  currents  of  high  frequency  is 
legion. 

"With  regard  to  the  general  efficiency  and 
economy  of  the  three-wire  system  for  elec- 
tric lighting,  the  fact  that  the  largest  and 
most  economical  lighting  plants  in  Great 
Britain,  both  company  and  municipal,  includ- 
ing London,  Liverpool  and  Glasgow,  employ 
this  system,  is  a  sufficient  demonstration  of 
its  merits. ' ' 

No  doubt,  now  that  this  new  invention  is 
ready  to  be  put  into  operation,  the  old  stock 
arguments  will  be  used  by  the  existing  tele- 
phone companies,  that  another  telephone 
service  will  mean  confusion  and  expense  to 
the  merchants  and  citizens,  but  these  or  any 
arguments  that  may  be  presented  will  never 
be  able  to  stem  the  tide  of  progress. 

Electrical  inventions  of  all  sorts  are  only 
in  their  infancy.  Men  with  brains,  persever- 
ance and  industry  will  always  be  travelling 
new  paths  of  discovery,  and  if  the  new  sys- 
tem is  an  imj)rovement  on  the  old  system,  as 


stated  by  electrical  experts,  then  our  mer- 
chants must  not  let  fear  of  injuring  an  old 
system  stand  in  the  way  of  progress.  As 
far  as  we  know,  our  merchants  and  citizens 
are  under  no  obligation  to  the  existing  com- 
pany, and  our  retail  merchants  have  been 
and  are  paying  the  largest  portion  of  the 
service  given  by  that  company,  and  if  the 
introduction  of  another  company  will  in  any 
way  give  us  what  we  should  have  had  long 
ago,  the  latest  long  distance  machine  equip- 
ment at  the  same  price  as  charged  in  other 
cities,  and  without  having  to  pay  an  extra 
five  dollars  and  sign  a  three-year  contract, 
then  we  think  the  introduction  of  a  double 
service  will  be  a  blessing  instead  of  an 
injury. 

When  the  introduction  of  the  municipal 
telephone  service  in  Toronto  was  attempted 
a  few  years  ago  hundreds  of  contracts  were 
.signed  by  the  merchants  and  citizens,  ill 
favoring  its  operation  and  ready  to  welcome 
a  new  company  in  the  field.  Of  course,  the 
question  of  municipal  ownership  at  that  time 
was  at  its  height;  everyone  believed  in  it, 
and  few  understood  it.  Since  then  the  ques- 
tion has  been  more  fully  discussed,  and  the 
passing  enthusiasm  has  given  place  to  serious 
thought.  Had  the  plan  which  the  munici- 
pality had  in  view  at  that  time  been  put  into 
operation  the  present  invention  would  have 
completely  eclipsed  it,  but  should  we  stand 
still  and  discourage  all  new  inventions  and 
all  great  inventors  because  we  do  not  want 
to,  or  cannot,  abandon  the  old.  If  the  argu- 
ment held  good  we  would  yet  be  living  in 
the  days  of  wooden  spades  and  candles. 

The  more  we  study  this  new  invention  the 
more  revolutionary  we  find  it  to  be,  absorb- 
ing, as  it  does,  into  one  telephone  company 
electric  light  and  power,  as  well.  Not  only 
will  it  receive  the  condemnation  of  the  exist- 
ing telephone  companies,  but  the  electric 
light  and  power  companies  will  find  in  it 
also  an  unexpected  rival.  This  latter  condi- 
tion, however,  will  be  welcomed  by  the  "reat 
majority  of  electric  light  and  power  users, 
and  no  argument  is  so  thoroughly  convincing 
as  the  argument  that  saves  dollars  and  cents 
to  the  merchants.  Mr.  F.  Dagger,  telephone 
engineer,  referring  to  the  new  patent,  says: 
"We  have  now  reached  a  stage  in  the 
history  of  the  telephone  when  the  manual  or 
'hello  girl'  system  is  about  to  give  place  to 
automatically  machine  operated  exchanges, 
which  will  enable  each  subscriber  to  be  his 
own  operator,  controlling  his  line  while  in 
use,  ensuring  him  perfect  secrecy,  and  rend- 
ering his  conversations  free  from  interrup- 
tion. Already  these  systems  are  being  in- 
stalled on  a  large  scale  in  Chicago,  and 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich.;  Columbus,  Ohio;  Day- 
ton, Ohio;  Portland,  Maine,  and  other  cities 
in  the  United  States.  In  Canada,  also,  the 
Canadian  Machine  Telephone  Co.  is  install- 
ing a  system  in  Ottawa,  and  is  preparing  to 
enter  the  telephone  field  aggressively. 

"Further  than  this,  a  new  system  has 
recently  been  patented,  which  provides  for 
the  supply  of  elcH;tric  light,  power,  telephone 
and  telegraph  facilities  on  the  same  circuit, 


thereby  effecting  a  great  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  construction  and  maintenance.  This 
system  is  in  actual  operation,  and  so  far  as 
it  has  been  tested  is  an  undoubted  success. 
If  the  same  results  can  be  obtained  on  a 
large  system  as  have  already  been  effected, 
and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  it,  this  latest 
development  will  prove  not  only  a  source 
of  great  economy  to  electric  light  and  tele- 
phone users;  but  it  should  be  a  most  profit- 
able investment  for  those  who  are  fortunate 
enough  to  control  it." 

The  proposed  cost  to  the  merchants  and 
householders  of  this  new  combination,  as  far 
as  we  can  ascertain,  will  be  as  follows: 

The  cost  of  placing  the  'phone  in  each 
dwelling  house,  office  or  store,  with  long  dis- 
tance attachments  and  the  latest  improved 
instrument,  will  be  $6  each  per  annum. 
Calls  are  then  bought  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  per  hundred,  subject  to  a  discount  on 
large  quantities.  No  charge  is  made  for 
messages  received.  This  system  will  enable 
every  subscriber  to  pay  for  just  what  he  uses 
and  no  more.  At  the  present  rate  of  fifty 
dollars  ($50)  per  annum,  the  cost  to  each 
subscriber  is  fourteen  cents  per  day,  Sun- 
days included,  so  that  at  the  proposed  rate 
a  subscriber  of  the  new  company  would  use 
his  'phone  fourteen  times  per  day  and  pay 
no  more  than  the  present  rate  charged  by 
the  Bell  Company.  The  new  company,  how- 
ever, in  order  to  prevent  the  price  per  annum 
going  above  what  is  now  charged,  intend  to 
limit  the  maximum  cost  of  their  'phones  to 
forty-five  dollars  per  annum  for  business 
and  office  telephones,  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  residence  phones.  An  additional 
advantage,  however,  will  be  obtained  in  the 
cost  of  the  electric  light,  as  the  new  company 
propose  to  place  the  cost  about  equal  to  that 
now  charged  for  gas.  A  committee  has  beon 
appointed  by  our  Association  to  bring  in  a 
full  report  on  the  whole  subject,  and  we 
would  suggest  that  the  merebants  in  all  muni- 
cipalities ask  tlieir  representatives  not  to 
close  contracts  or  agreements  with  any  com- 
pany until  they  liave  all  possible  information 
given  them  on  the  new  system.

AIMS  AND  OBJECTS  OF  THE 
RETAIL  MERCHANTS  ASSO- 
CIATION OF  CANADA. 

"Wliereas,  tlie  manufacturing,  agricultural, 
laboring  and  other  classes  have  formed 
organizations  for  the  purpose  of  expressing 
their  united  views  before  the  Dominion,  Pro- 
vincial and  Municipal  Governments,  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  their  various  trade 
conditions,  and  by  this  means  they  have  suc- 
ceeded in  a  large  measure  in  obtaining  great 
advantages,  and  as  the  Retail  Merchants 
form  a  very  large  commercial  body,  and  con- 
tribute a  very  large  percentage  of  the  taxa- 
tion of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Dominion, 
they  have  also  recognized  that  by  not  hav- 
ing an  organization  in  the  past  they  have 
suffered  thereby,  and  it  was  therefore  deem- 
ed expedient  to  form  "The  Retail  Mer- 
chants' Association  of  Canada"  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  the  commercial  inter- 
ests of  all  classes  of  the  retail  trade,  and 
thereby  be  able  to  express  their  united 
views  before  the  proper  legislative  authori- 
ties. This  organization  was  therefore  form- 
ed at  a  convention  of  Retail  Merchants  held 
in  Toronto  in  April,  1897.  Among  one  of 
the  chief  spirits  in  the  movement  was  Mr. 
E.  M.  Troworn,  the  present  Central  Secre- 
tary.   Mr,  Trowern  was  one  of  the  leading 


retail  jewellers  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  and 
while  in  that  avocation  he  was  elected  by  the 
Retail  Jewellers'  Association  as  Secretary, 
which  post  by  re  election  from  time  to  time 
he  held  for  a  number  of  years. 

While  attending  the  duties  of  Secretary  of 
the  Retail  Jewellers'  Association,  he  recog- 
nized that,  one-line  associations  had  only  a 
limited  scope,  and  they  had  no  influence  m 
coping  with  legislative  and  other  affairs  of 
great  importance.  He  was  also  impressed 
and  fully  recognized  that  members  of  any 
single  line  of  trade  being  spread  so  far  apart 
in  the  Dominion  and  Province  made  it  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  united  action  on  any  trade 
subject,  and  the  cost  would  be  too  great  to 
send  out  an  organizer  to  visit  them  singly, 
and  the  work  also  connected  with  the  cor- 
respondence and  preparation  of  any  pro- 
posed statutory  amendments,  or  to  take 
action  on  any  specific  trade  matters,  was 
more  than  any  business  man  engaged  in  the 
retail  trade  could  afford  to  devote  his  time 
to;  and  that  this  work,  like  all  other  work 
worth  doing,  should  be  done  well,  and  to  do 
this  as  it  should  be  done  by  some  individual 
who  could  give  his  whole  time  and  attention 
to  it,  and  receive  compensation  accordingly. 

Plan  of  Construction. 

The  plan  upon  which  the  Retail  Merchants ' 
Association  of  Canada  is  constructed  makes 
all  classes  of  Retail  Merchants  eligible  for 
membership. 

The  Dominion  of  Canada  is  divided  into 
Provincial  Associations,  and  the  Provinces  are 
.livided  into  Counties.  In  each  County  a 
branch  is  established,  and  five  chief  officers, 
designated  as  President,  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Second  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretary,  are  elected  from  among  the 
members,  and  they  have  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  affairs  of  the 
branch  Association  in  their  City,  Town  or 
County.  Sections  of  the  various  trades  are 
then  formed  such  as:  Boot  and  Shoe  Deal- 
ers, Butchers,  Bakers,  Book  Sellers  and  Sta- 
tioners, Bicycle  Dealers,  Uonfectioners,  Co.il 
and  Wood  Dealers,  Druggists,  Dry  Goods, 
Furniture  Dealers,  Furiterers,  Fancy  Goods 
and  Picture  Frame  Dealers,  Flour  and  Feed 
Dealers,  Grocers,'  Gents'  Furnishings,  Hard- 
ware and  Stove  Dealers,  Hatters  and  Fur- 
riers, Jewellers  and  Watchmakers,  Merchant 
Tailors,  Milk  Dealers,  Opticians,  Photograph- 
ers, Reslaurnats,  Tobacconists,  Undertakers, 
etc.,  etc.  Out  of  each  section  five  officers 
are  also  elected,  as  follows :  Chaii'man,  First 
Vice-Chairman,  Second  Vice-Chairman,  Trea- 
surer, and  Secretary.  The  officers  of  these 
sections,  together  wdth  the  chief  officers  of 
the  branch,  form  the  General  Executive 
Board  for  the  County.  All  matters  pertain- 
ing to  purely  trade  subjects,  such  as  whole- 
salers selling  at  retail,  or  the  regulation  of 


prices,  etc.,  etc.,  are  discussed  in  the  section 
meetings,  and  all  matters  of  local  trade 
interest  and  changes  in  the  Municipal  ct 
Legislative  Acts,  such  as  Peddlers'  licenses, 
transient  traders,  trading  stamps,  and  fraud- 
ulent selling  and  misrepresenting  goods,  etc., 
are  referred  to  the  General  Executive  Board 
of  the  City  or  County.  The  members  of  all 
General  Executive  Boards  form  the  Central 
Executive  Board,  which  meets  in  convention 
once  a  year,  or  as  often  as  is  deemed  advis- 
able. 

Officers  of  Central  Executive 
Board. 

The  officers  of  the  Central  Executive 
Board  for  this  year,  who  were  elected  at  the 
convention  held  on  March  25th  last,  at  Ham- 
ilton, were:  Central  President,  G.  J.  St. 
Leger,  Boot  and  Shoe  Merchant,  210  Yonge 
street,  Toronto;  Central  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent, A.  L.  Geen,  Druggist,  Belleville;  Cen- 
tral Second  Vice-President,  B.  G.  Davis, 
Grocer,  Windsor;  Central  Treasurer.  W.  B. 
Rogers,  Furniture  Dealer,  97  Yonge  street, 
Toronto,  and  Central  Secretary,  E.  M. 
Trowci-n,  161  Bay  street,  Toronto. 

Organization. 

This  thorough  system  of  organization 
puts  all  the  Retail  Merchants  in  every  city 
and  tow-n  in  touch  with  each  other,  and  also 
all  sections  of  trade.  For  instance,  if  a 
trade  difficulty  occurs  in  the  City  of  Hamil- 
ton, the  Secretary  of  the  Branch  communi- 
cates with  the  Central  Secretary  at  Toronto, 
and  he  submits  the  information  to  all  the 
section  Secretaries,  thus  giving  all  a  knowl- 
edge of  what  is  being  done.  Through  this 
method  of  organization  the  trading  stamp 
scheme  was  stamped  out,  and  a  great  deal 
of  needed  legislation  for  the  retail  trade  has 
been  effected,  and  a  great  deal  more  is  ex- 
pected to  result  from  this  united  representa- 
tive body  of  Retail  Merchants  throughout 
the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Growth  of  the  Association. 

The  growth  of  the  Association  is  greater 
than  W'fls  anticipated  by  the  most  sanguine 
and  enthusiastic  of  the  promoters  of  this 
organization.  The  spirit  of  organization  in 
all  trades  and  industries  prevails  throughout 
the  entire  continent,  and  in  recognition  of 
this  every  class  of  trade  in  commercial  indus- 
try in  the  Dominion  from  coast  to  coast  are 
developing  an  increase  of  membership,  and 
as  section  after  section  realizes  its  import- 
ance and  is  brought  to  recognize  aU  the  bene- 
ficial results  that  have  been  effected  by  the 
federation  of  all  trades,  and  the  concentra- 
tion of  the  legislative  authority,  as  well  as 
determining  the  needed  requirements,  of  the 
various  trade  interests,  that  arise  from  time 
to  time,  the  beneficial  results  are  obvious. 

Broad  Principles- 

The  Association  is  founded  and  base<l 
upon  broad  principles.    Unity    among  all 
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those  who  are  buying,  selling,  holding  anJ 
distributing  merchandise  was  never  more 
needed  than  now.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
value  of  the  merchandise  in  the  stores  of  the 
Retail  Merchants  of  the  Dominion  amounts 
to  about  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars 
$100,000,000) ;  they  thereby  pay  the  great 
bulk  of  the  wages,  duty,  insurance,  freight, 
etc.,  incurred  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
same,  and  until  this  Association  was  formed 
they  had  no  representation  as  a  class  to  pre- 
sent their  views  before  the  Legislatures  or 
Municipal  Councils,  and  they  have  suffered 
thereby.  The  Eetail  Merchants  of  Toronto 
pay  over  45  per  cent,  of  the  entire  taxes  of 
the  city.  How  much  do  the  taxes  of  the 
Eetail  Merchants  of  the  Dominion  amount 
to?  Should  they  not  have  something  to  say 
to  improve  the  internal  commerce  of  their 
cities  and  towns! 

Trusts  are  rapidly  forming  and  growing 
in  strength  daily,  and  the  stronger  they  grow 
the  more  constantly  they  are  forcing  the 
price  of  their  wares  higher,  and  the  Retail 
Merchants  are  degenerating  into  the  unpaid 
agents  of  these  trusts. 

Aims  and  Objects. 

The  Retail  Merchants'  Association  of 
Canada  has  therefore  mapped  out  the  follow- 
ing as  some  of  its  aims  and  objects: 

1st.  To  safeguard  the  interests  of  the 
Retail  Merchants  of  the  various  departments 
of  trade  throughout  the  Dominion. 

2nd.  To  have  the  retail  trade  of  the  cities, 
towns  and  villages  confined  to  the  legitimate 
Retailer. 

3rd.  To  endeavor  to  enlist  the  co-opera- 
tion of  all  manufacturers  and  wholesale  and 
jobbing  interests,  in  securing  equitable  prices 
on  all  classes  of  staple  and  standard  mer- 
chandise; and  to  confine  staple  goods  of 
well-known  manufacture  to  the  legitimate 
trade,  so  as  to  prevent  them  being  used  for 
advertising  purposes  by  unscrupulous  dealers 
and  department  stores,  and  thus  produce  a 
more  healthy  condition  of  trade. 

4th.  To  secure  closer  friendly  relation- 
ship and  good-fellowship  among  Retailers 
and  similar  associations,  which  have  for  their 
objects  the  advancement  of  our  mutual  inter- 
ests. 

5tli.  To  enforce  the  Transient  Trade  Act, 
so  that  the  busy  season  for  the  Merchant  in 
any  line  will  not  be  invaded  by  transients, 
who  come  and  go  to  suit  their  convenience, 
to  the  detriment  of  the  tax-paying  Retailer. 

6th.  To  have  the  Peddlers '  License  system 
of  the  Dominion  and  Province,  and  of  the 
Cities  and  Towns  of  the  Dominion  and  Prov- 
ince readjusted. 

7th.  To  secure  equitable  legal  recognition 
for  the  protection  of  the  ju.st  rights  of  mer- 
cantile interests,  part  of  wliich  is  to  make 
corporations  and  their  officers  responsible 
under  the  law,  the  same  as  is  now  meted  out 
to  individuals  when  tliey  commit  fraud  and 
practise  deception. 

8th.  To  have  a  law  placed  upon  the  statute 
books  making  it  a  criminal  oifence  to  adver- 
tise goods  either  as  to  weight,  quality  or 


luice  different  to  what  they  actually  are, 
either  through  the  press,  through  circulars, 
catalogues,  or  by  any  other  means. 

9th.  To  secure  a  legislative  act  to  pre- 
vent the  false  stamping  of  goods. 

10th,  To  enforce  the  Adulteration  Act,  so 
as  to  protect  the  public  from  fraudulent  and 
adulterated  goods. 

11th.  To  secure  proper  equalization  of 
insurance  rates. 

12th.  To  obtain  proper  equalization  of 
taxation,  so  that  we  can  compel  department 
stores,  trusts  and  foreign  corporations  to 
jiay  their  proper  share  of  taxation. 

13th.  We  believe  also  that  it  would  be 
greatly  in  the  interests  of  all  the  laboring, 
manufacturing,  commejcial  and  purchasing 
classes  of  the  Dominion  to  have  all  lines  of 
goods  belonging  to  each  trade  defined  in 
groups  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  Mer- 
chants, and  a  record  of  them  placed  upon 
the  statute  books  of  the  Province,  and  that 
power  be  asked  to  regulate  and  control  by 
license  or  otherwise  all  such  groups  or  lines 
of  trade  in  cities  having  a  population  of 
:i 0,000  or  over. 

14t)).  To  secure  iniprovenieuts  in  munici- 
pal laws,  so  as  to  stimulate  the  internal  com- 
merce of  all  cities,  towns  and  villages. 

15th.  To  have  all  legislation  that  affects 
the  Eetail  interests  that  is  introduced  into 
the  Provincial  or  Dominion  Legislatures 
made  known  to  the  Retailers  before  it  be- 
comes law. 

16th.  To  have  the  fees  for  tlie  collection 
of  small  debts  in  the  Division  Courts  reduced 
so  that  accounts  can  be  collected  more  easily. 

17th.  To  promote  legislation  in  the  direc- 
tion of  securing  an  efficient  Insolvent  Act, 
and  better  postal  regulations. 

18th.  To  secure  by  to-operation  reduceil 
railroad  rates  for  our  members,  so  as  to 
enable  tliem  to  visit  the  manufacturing  and 
business  centres  in  any  part  of  the  Domin 
ion. 

I'Jtli.  To  abolish  as  far  as  j)ossible  all 
gift  schemes,  trading  stami)s,  cash  counons, 
and  coupons  of  all  classes,  and  all  systems 
tliat  are  injurious  to  the  Eetail  trade. 

21st.  To  encourage  mercliants  to  co-oper- 
ate and  reciprocate  in  buying  from  one  an- 
other, thus  keeping  tlieir  ciirrenc*'  in  local 
circuhltiou. 

■_'2nd.  To  assist  every  member  of  the 
Association  to  obtain  the  aildrcss  of  any 
dealer  or  manufacturer  of  goods  of  his  line 
in  any  part  of  tlie  world,  and  to  enable  him 
to  receive  any  trade  information  obtainable, 
and  for  this  reason  the  official  organ,  "The 
Retail  Merchants'  Journal,"  has  been  pub- 
lished so  as  to  obtain  from  the  manufactur- 
ing world  just  such  infonnation  in  order 
that  it  may  be  disseminated  throughout  the 
entire  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  at  all  times 
place  the  Retailer  in  touch  with  the  manu- 
facturers, jobbers  and  wholesale  dealers  of 
all  lines  of  goods. 

23rd.  To  have  all  ci.inplaints  of  false 
weights,  false  stamping  of  goods,  adulterated 
goods,  doubtful  advertising  schemes,  viola- 
tions of  city  l)y-laws  affecting  the  trade,  or 


misrepresentation  in  merchandise  of  all  kinds 
to  be  registered  at  the  Central  Office  of  the 
Association  for  investigation;  and  when  suf- 
ficient evidence  has  been  obtained  we  will 
undertake  the  prosecution,  and  thus  save 
individual  merchants  from  appearing. 

24th.  To  have  the  fee  system  abolished 
for  examining  the  scales  and  the  weights  and 
measures  of  Retail  Merchants,  and  have  the 
same  paid  for  out  of  the  Dominion  Treasury, 
as  it  is  of  greater  benefit  to  the  public  than 
it  is  to  the  merchants,  and,  in  our  opinion, 
the  merchants  should  not  be  compelled  to 
pay  a  special  and  direct  tax  when  they  pay 
such  a  large  proportion  of  the  taxes  now. 

The  membership  fee  of  the  Association  is 
Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  per  annum;  one  dollar 
is  retained  by  the  Branch  Association,  and 
one  dollar  per  capita  is  paid  to  the  Central 
Board  for  organization  expenses,  and  to 
assist  in  paying  the  expenses  of  the  Central 
Office. 

When  the  Retail  Merchants  of  any  cit3' 
or  town  desire  to  establish  a  Branch  As- 
sociation, if  they  send  the  names  of  two  or 
three  merchants  who  are  desirous  of  forming 
au  Association  to  the  Central  Secretary,  at 
the  Head  Office,  with  a  list  of  the  names  of 
I  lie  merchants  of  their  city  or  town,  and  the 
date  and  place  for  holding  the  meeting,  cir- 
culars will  be  forwarded,  and  upon  the  com- 
))letion  of  the  organization  and  the  election 
of  officers,  a  charter  and  all  necessary  books, 
jiapers  ami  instructions  will  be  sent,  and 
direct  communication  can  then  be  obtained 
upon  all  subjects  of  interest  to  all  Retail 
Merchants,  and  to  all  the  various  sections. 
Every  unorganized  district  is  inviicd  to  cor- 
respond at  once  with  the  Head  Office. 

Some  of  the  Objects  Attained 
by  the  RetaH  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation of  Canada. 

1.  AVc  have  organized  the  retail  trade  of 
the  Dominion  and  Province  so  that  we  have 
now  direct  communication  between  all  sec- 
tions of  retail  merchants  in  the  principal 
cities  and  towns,  so  that  our  views  can  be 
])laced  intelligently  before  our  legislators. 

2.  We  have  established  aud  furnislied  u 
central  office,  where  all  classees  of  retiil 
iiurcluints  can  correspond  aud  receive  in- 
formation to  enable  them  to  consider  sub- 
jects pertaining  to  their  trade,  and  also  mat- 
ters of  interest  to  all  retail  merchants,  an  I 
where  we  rtvcive  all  proposed  measures  that 
.ire  introduced  into  the  Dominion  and  Pro- 
\  incial  Legislatures. 

.'!.  We  have  prevented  t)ie  application  of 
the  ()roposed  business  tax  introiluced  into  the 
last  Legislature,  which  would  have  placed  ?« 
heavy  lax  on  all  retail  merchants,  and  i 
light  one  on  large  corporations. 

4.  We  have  been  iiistnmiental  in  having  i 
special  tax  placed  on  all  areas  under  the 
sidewalks  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  so  that 
(iepartment  stores  could  not  use  public  pro- 
perty and  cdinpete  with  lnvivily  taxed  mer- 
chants. 

5.  We  were  instrumenlal  in  having  a 
Hoyal  Conunission  apjiointed  to    bring  in  a 


report  on  an  equitable  system  of  taxation, 
and  to  investigate  the  evil  effect  depart- 
ment stores  have  on  single  lino  merchants; 
but  the  Commission  failed  to  ruport  on  the 
subject,  and  submitted  a  plan  of  taxation  in 
favor  of  large  mercantile  corporations. 

6.  We  had  a  legislative  act  placed  upon 
the  statute  books  of  the  province  so  as  t^ 
enable  all  municipalities  to  abolish  the  trad- 
ing stamp  scheme,  and  this  was  done,  at  an 
enormous  expense  to  the  Association,  as  the 
Trading  Stamp  Company  appealed  to  the 
High  Court,  to  determine  the  power  of  the 
province  to  pass  the  Act,  bul  we  sncceeden 
in.  having  the  Act  sustained. 

7.  We  waited  upon  the  Toronto  City 
Council  and  Committee  on  Works,  and  ha. I 
the  street  watering  of  our  business  streets 
improved,  and  we  are  still  after  further  im- 
provements. 

8.  We  appealed  the  assessment  of  the  T. 
Eaton  Company,  and  had  their  assessment 
increased  so  as  to  produce  a  revenue  of 
about  $3,000  more  per  annum  for  the  city 
of  Toronto. 

9.  We  opposed  a  proposition  to  elect  the 
Board  of  Control  from  the  whole  city,  unle.w 
it  was  surrounded  by  certain  conditions, 
and  succeeded,  as  we  believe  such  a  legis- 
lative measure  would  put  the  control  of  the 
city  in  the  hands  of  monopolists. 

10.  We  appealed  to  the  Dominion  Gov 
ernment  and  had  the  Italians  removed  fro'u 
usir^g  the  Toronto  Custom  House  without 
paying  rent,  which  they  were  doing  to  the 
detriment  of  the  tax-paying  fruit  mer- 
chants. 

11.  We  charged  the  T.  Eaton  Company  in 
the  courts  with  fraudulently  selling  and  mis- 
representing silverware,  and  found  them 
guilty,  and  they  appealed  to  the  Higli 
Court  of  Appeal,  and  then  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  our  charges  were  sustained,  and 
they  were  fined,  and  had  to  pay  all  the  costs, 
and  the  charge  of  fraud  is  now  registered 
against  them. 

12.  We  adopted  the  "Price  Restrictive 
Plan,"  and  put  it  into  operation,  which  ?s 
putting  a  great  many  dollars  into  the  pock- 
ets of  our  merchants. 

13.  We  opposed  the  increase  of  duty  on 
woollen  goods,  and  on  ladies'  boots  and 
shoes,  until  such  times  as  a  higher  standard 
of  such  goods  were  made  in  Canada,  and  mo 
succeeded. 

14.  We  objected  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Co. 
adopting  and  enforcing  the  slot  machine  on 

'all  retailers,  and  sent  a  representative  to 
Ottawa  to  present  onr  views  before  the 
Minister  of  Justice,  on  the  powers  they 
should  nossess. 

15.  We  have  adopted  a  system  whereby  all 
the  names  of  bad-pay  customers  are  place  I 
on  lists,  and  tliese  lists  are  forwarded  to 
the  merchants  everj'  month,  and  kept  on 
record  in  our  ofiSce. 

16.  We  opposed  the  legislation  to  enable 
municipalities  to  go  in,to  the  fuel  business, 
as  it  was  encroaching  on  the  rights  of  the 
retailers;  and  we  succeeded. 

17.  We  opposed  the  municipality  of  To- 


nmto  from  estalilishing  a  public  al)attoir, 
unless  they  fii-st  ascertained  the  exact  coat, 
so  as  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  market  muddle. 

18.  We  are  gatlieriiiK  faicts  from  ail  muni- 
cipalities, so  as  to  enable  us  to  prepare  a 
proper  measure  tn  regulate  pedlars  and 
transient  traders. 

19.  We  bnposed  a  measure  introduce!, 
whereby  retail  merchants  would  be  compelled 
to  employ  clerks  in  stores,  restaurants,  et.;., 
no  longer  than  nine  hours  per  day,  Saturday 
included,  anpl  succeeded,  anrl  had  this  legis- 
lation carried  no  restaurant  keejier  could 
have  served  meals  liefore  eight  in  the  morn- 
ing or  after  six  in  the  evening.

21.  We  opjiosod  the  introduetnon  of  a  mea- 
sure in  the  Dominion  House  whereby  the 
retail  milk  dealers  would  be  required  to 
abolish  all  their  present  milk  cans,  and  be 
|iut  to  a  regular  yearly  expense,  by  paying 
an  inspcctirui  fee;  and  we  succ.ee:led. 

22.  We  are  preparing  a  measure  to  have 
the  fees  for  the  collection  of  small  debts 
reduced,  and  we  have  received  communica- 
tions on  tlie  subject  from  all  the  leading 
cities  in  the  world.

the  retail  merchants  to  obtain  better  trade 
conditions.

eDITORIAL 


The  Proposed  Business  Tax 

Should  Be  Understood  by  All  Eetail  Mor- 
chants. 


The  problem  of  taxation,  although  always 
an  important  one,  has  received  more  atten- 
tion and  more  public  discussion  during  the 
past  few  years  than  it  has  ever  before. 
There  are  so  many  new  theories  propound- 
ed, and  so  many  plans  devised,  which  are 
regarded  by  some  as  the  only  solution  to 
the  difficulty,  that  out  of  the  many  it  wouhl 
only  be  reasonable  to  suppose  that  some  con- 
clusion had  been  arrived  at  whereby  the 
practical  application  of  some  of  the  many 
theories  would  have  resulted  in  producing  "n 
equitable  system. 

Taxation  is  a  rate  imposed  on  a  commun- 
ity for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  revenue  to 
provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  community, 
and  its  first  principles  should  be  based  upon 
the  law  of  equity,  and  it  has  only  been  where 
this  law  has  been  disobeyed  that  conflicts 
have  arisen. 

No  person  who  has  ever  studied  the  sub- 
ject could  favor  the  present  system,  with  its 
numerous  exemptions  and  contradictions. 

Our  Association  have  devoted  consider- 
able time  pointing  out  the  many  inconsis- 
tencies that  exist  in  the  present  method  of 
department  stores.  It  was  shown  that  the 
T.  Eaton  Company,  of  Toronto,  although 
carrying  a  stock  after  the  Christmas  sales, 
according  to  their  own  sworn  statement,  of 
$855,847,  were  only  assessed  for  $203,944, 
and  the  late  Judge  McDougall  considered 
that  they  were  justified  in  deducting  25  per 
cent,  off  what  they  termed  was  the  cost 
))ricc  of  Dieir  goods  after  allowing  for  de- 
preciation. 

Not  only  was  tliis  special  discount  allowed, 
but  they  charged  up  as  liabilities  money 
borrowed  from  the  bank  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  buildings  and  real  estate,  and 
this  was  also  allowed,  the  late  Ju<lge  Mc- 
Dougall requesting  that  a  special  case  be 
brought  before  the  courts  to  determine  this 
point.  The  Attorney-General  wad  :ij)i(c:iU;d 
to  by  our  As.sociati(iii,  l»ut  no  action  has 
yet  been  taken. 

Our  contc'utiou  is  that  if  the  Eaton  Coni- 
pay  are  alh)w(Hl  to  take  a  special  di.scnu  it 
off  their  cost  price,  and  allowed  also  the 
privilege  of  charging  up  against  their  asset,-, 
as  a  liability  money  liorrowcd  from  tiic 
bank  to  buy  land  and  build  buildings,  wliy 
cannot  all  merchants  do  the  same  thing, 
and  thus  wipe  out  almost  all  of  their  per- 
sonalty taxation.  This  is  one  reason  why  ^ye 
object  to  the  present  system  of  discrimi na- 


tion, and  one  reason  why  we  have  taken 
such  a  strong  stand  against  department 
stores,  especially  as  they  carry  very  large 
stocks,  and  evade  their  fair  share  of  taxa- 
tion by  unloading  it  on  to  retail  stoie 
property  that  is  not  able  to  bear  it. 

We  have  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of 
the  Provincial  Grovernmeut  to  the  unfair  ap- 
plication of  the  present  system,  and  have 
introduced  measures  with  the  object  of 
remedying  the  evil.  After  considerable  agi- 
tation, and  after  waiting  upon  them  with  a 
deputation  of  about  five  hundred  retail  mer- 
chants, we  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  prom- 
ise from  the  Government  that,  in  view  of  the 
fact  tlaat  we  had  introduced  two  or  throe 
bills  to  regulate  department  stores,  if  sve 
would  allow  the  matter  to  stand  over  they 
woilld  appoint  a  Boyal  Commission  to  bring 
in  a  report  on  the  question  of  taxation,  an  I 
also  on  the  evil  effect  that  the  department 
store  isystem  had  on  the  retail  trade. 

The  Commission  was  appointed,  and  our 
Association  spent  considerable  time  and 
money  laying  before  them  the  facts  on  the 
subject,  all  of  which  is  recorded  at  consid- 
erable expen/se  in  the  Government  reports. 
When,  however,  the  Commission  brought  in 
their  report,  not  one  line  appeared  in  it  re- 
ferring in  any  way  to  the  .subject  of  de- 
partment stores,  althougli  we  were  positive- 
ly promised  that  if  we  would  withdraw  ouv 
Department  Store  Bill,  the  subject  would  be 
properly  dealt  with.  Not  only  this,  but  the 
report  suggests  a  system,  known  as  "the 
business  tax, ' '  which,  if  adopted,  as  sug- 
gested and  proposed  by  the  Commissioners, 
and  introduced  into  the  Local  House  this 
session  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross,  it  will  place 
a  still  heavier  burden  upon  the  retail  mer- 
chant. In  brief,  the  measure,  in  addition  ^o 
making  other  ehangps  in  the  Assessment  Act, 
proposes  to  abolish  the  present  personal 
property  tax,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  tax  th3 
annual  value  of  land  and  premises,  whi,;£i 
means  a  sum  equal  to  seven  per  cent,  of  the 
assessed  value  thereof.  For  instance,  if  the 
assessed  value  of  the  land  and  store  bull  1- 
ing  was  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  rental 
value  would  be  7  per  cent,  equal  to  $700  per 
annum,  multiply  this  by  71/.  per  cent.,  aa  1 
the  result  would  be  $52.50,  or,  to  make  the 
proposition  more  simple,  take  the  yearly  re  at 
of  your  premises,  and  multiply  it  by  7/2 
per  cent.,  and  the  result  will  be  the  business 
tax.  This  amount  would  bo  in  lieu  of 
what  the  merchant  now  pay.s  for  personalty. 
The  system  of  collecting  taxes  on  realty — 
land  and  buildings — would  be  in  addition  10 
the  above,  and  would  remain  just  the  same 
as  it  does  now,  with  perhaps  a  higher  rate. 


Tho  effect  of  this  proposed  system  would 
be  to  remove  the  burden  of  taxation  from 
some  of  the  wholesale  merchants,  and  from 
some  manufacturers,  and  place  it  upon  the 
retail  merchants,  whose  premises  are  now 
highly  assessed. 

In  the  city  of  Toronto  the  following 
figures,  taken  from  the  Asessment  De- 
partment report,  and  given  as  an  illustra- 
tion, will  show  the  inequality  of  the  pro- 
poited  plan. 

The  real  jiroperty,  or  land  and  buildings, 
of  twenty-eight  leading  wholesale  houses  are 
now  assessed  as  follows: 

Total  assessed  value  of  land  and  buili- 
ings,  $953,174. 

Total  assessed  value  of  personal  property 
or  merchandise,  $1,370,000. 

The  present  amount  paid  by  these  firms 
on  personalty,  at  19l^  mills,  $26,715. 

The  amount  they  would  pay  under  the 
proposed  business  tax,  and  in  lieu  of  the 
amount  n,ow  paid  by  them  on  personalty, 
$5,004.'08. 

The  real  property,  or  land  and  buildings, 
of  fifteen  leading  retail  merchants,  including 
the  two  department  stores,  are  assessed  as 
follows : 

Total  assesed  value  of  land  and  buildings, 
$1,592,602. 

Total  assessed  value  of  personal  property, 
or  merchandise,  $730,500. 

The  presenit  amount  paid  by  these  firms 
on  personialty,  at  191/2  mills,  $14,244.75. 

The  amount  they  would  pay  under  the 
proposed  business  tax,  and  in  lieu  of  the 
amount  now  paid  by  them  on  personalty, 
$8,361.10. 

The  above  figures  show  that  the  land  an  l 
buildings  of  the  retail  Tnerchants  are  assesse-l 
for  $639,428  more  than  the  wholesale  pro- 
perty, and  the  difference  between  the  as- 
sessed value  of  the  merchandise  assessed  in 
the  wholesale  houses  and  that  assessed  in  the 
retail  houses  amounts  to  $639,500  greater  in 
that  of  the  wholesale  houses.  The  saving 
under  the  proposed  business  tax  to  tho 
above  twenty-eight  wholesale  dealers  would 
be  $21,710.92,  and  the  difference  betwe-Mi 
the  amount  now  paid  and  what  would  ^  c 
])aid  by  the  fifteen  rotnil  morchants  would 
be  .$5,,SS3.65. 

Of  this  amount  saved  however,  to  the 
above  retail  houses,  $5,752.43  would  be 
saved  by  the  T.  Eaton  Company,  who  are  in- 
cluded in  tlie  fifteen  retail  places,  leaving 
the  trifling  average  balance  of  $131.22,  or 
$9.40  each,  in  favor  of  the  other  fourteen 
retailers,  and  the  enormous  sum  of  $21, 
710.92,  or  $775.38  each,  in  favor  of  the 
wholesale  trade,  or  the  total  sum  of  $27,- 
463.35  in  favor  of  the  wholesale  houses  an.l 
one  department  store,  as  against  the  sum  of 
$131.22  for  the  retail  trade. 

These  figures,  however,  apply  only  to  a 
small  section  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  and 
when  we  apply  the  principle  to  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  retail  premises,  we  find  thit 
small  retail  grocers  and  butchers,  who  are 
now  paying  taxes  on  two  or  three  hundred 


dollars  worth  of  jiersonalty,  and  paying  on 
all  they  possess,  without  having  anything  al- 
lowed for  depreciation,  would  have  their 
taxes  increased  in  some  cases  three  and  four 
fold,  while  large  department  stores  and 
heavily-stocked  wholesale  houses  would  have 
their  taxation  decreased  three  or  four  fold, 
or,  in  other  words,  all  the  druggists,  tobac- 
conists, grocers,  butchers,  bakers,  laundry 
men,  milk  dealers,  fruit  merchants,  restaur- 
ant keepers,  boot  and  shoe  dealers  and  re 
pairers,  bicycle  repair  shops,  coal  and  wood 
dealers,  confectioners,  furniture  dealers, 
hardware  merchants,  jewellers  and  merchant 
tailors,  and  the  great  number  of  other  small 
and  large  retail  merchants  would  be  con- 
tributing by  far  the  largest  share  of  the 
taxation  to  keep  up  the  fire  department,  the 
police  and  detective  department,  and  all  the 
other  machinery  necessary  to  good  civic  gov- 
ernment, to  protect  the  bulk  of  merchandise 
in  the  city,  owned  by  the  wholesale  mer- 
chants and  department  stores.  It  is  becaus3 
of  this  injustice  and  this  attempt  to  create 
still  further  class  legislation  that  the  Retail 
Merchants  Association  of  Canada  are  pro- 
testing against  the  application  of  this  pro- 
posed tax,  and  demanding  fair  play  for  the 
retail  merchants  of  the  province. 

When  the  measure  came  up  for  considera- 
tion before  the  Special  Taxation  Committee 
of  the  Local  Legislature,  representativ  js 
from  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade,  the 
Manufacturei-s'  Association,  the  Single  Tax 
Association,  and  other  organizations,  were 
present,  all  urging  its  adoption,  and  our 
Association  was  the  only  body  who  opposed 
the  legislation.  We  pointed  out  the  great 
injustice  that  would  be  imposed  on  the  re- 
tail trade,  if  the  measure  becanie  law,  and 
bow  it  would  stir  up  the  retail  men  from 
all  over  the  province  to  protest  against 
such  unfair  discrimiilation. 

We  pointed  out  that  it  Avas  only  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  those  bodies  who  were 
present  desired  to  urge  its  passage,  becausa 
it  would  save  them,  individually  and  col- 
lectively hundreds  and  thousands  of  dollars 
per  annum. 

Through  our  organized  opposition  to  the 
bill,  we  succeeded  in  having  it  left  over 
until  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature, 
when  it  will  come  up  again,  and  in  the 
meantime  it  behooves  every  retail  merchant, 
and  all  the  members  of  every  branch  of  our 
organization  from  one  end  of  this  province 
to  the  other,  to  study  this  proposed  mea- 
sure, and  impress  upon  your  representa- 
tives the  necessity  of  having  a  faiir  and 
equitable  measure  of  taxation  introduced, 
and  not  one  that  will  impose  upon  one  class 
the  burdens  of  the  other  class,  and  for  this 
reason  we  must  again  impress  upon  every 
retail  merchant  the  necessity  of  standing 
shoulder  to  shoulder  with  us,  so  as  to  en- 
able us  to  i)rotcct  our  common  interests, 
))oth  in  the  Provincial  as  well  as  in  the  Do 
minion  Legislatures.

The  Home-Comers'  Festival. 

There  can  be  but  one  comment  on  the  re- 
sult of  the  Home  Comers'  Festival,  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Toronto  Board  uf 
Trade,  and  that  is  that  the  committee  who 
had  the  matter  in  charge  did  not  realize 
their  expectations,  if  their  expectations 
were  truthfully  recorded  in  the  press  ad- 
vance notices.  The  hotel  keepers,  the  res- 
taurant keepers,  butchers,  bakers,  grocers, 
milk  dealers  and  other  merchants,  report 
that  there  was  no  excess  of  bu-iiness  over 
what  usually  takes  place  aroun  1  the  1st  of 
.Inly,  and  the  above  mentioned  merchants 
are  the  best  thermometer  to  indicate  any 
sudden  increase  in  the  population. 

We  can  readily  understand,  however,  that 
it  is  an  easy  matter  to  pass  unfavorable 
criticism  on  any  movement,  and  also  a  com- 
mon thing  to  allow  such  events  to  happen 
without  criticism,  for  fear  of  offending;  but 
if  we  desire  to  derive  some  profit  by  the 
experience  of  these  experiments,  we  deem  it 
not  out  of  place  to  point  out  wherein  we 
think  some  improvements  might  have  been 
made. 

We  must  air  admit  that  the  idea  was  a 
happily  conceived  one,  the  sentiment  aroused 
in  the  heart  of  every  Canadian,  both  here 
ami  abroad,  by  the  thought  of  the  "Home 
Comers"  was  beautifully  expressed  in  the 
prize  poem, so  delightfully  written,  and  there 
was  not  a  hamlet  in  Toronto,  or  throughout 
our  Dominion,  where  the  "old  folk"  resid- 
ed, and  who  had  sons  and  daughters  in 
other  climes,  but  who  fancied  they  could  see 
their  boys  and  girls  again  homeward  bound. 
We  can  find  no  fault  with  the  intention,  and 
no  fault  with  the  sentiment;  but  in  order 
to  realize  good  intentions  and  bring  good 
results  from  lofty  sentiments,  we  must  be 
intensely  practical,  otherwise  the  public  and 
the  contributors  will  be  inclined  to  withhold 
their  support  from  other  good  movements 
that  might  bring  good  results.  Before  such 
a  huge  undertaking  as  this  was  launched  the 
originators  should  have  called  representa- 
tives from  all  public  bodies  together,  by  .i 
written  invitation,  and  found  out  just  how 
far  they  would  have  helped  the  scheme  to- 
ward making  it  a  success.  When  this  had 
been  accomplished,  and  it  was  found  that  the 
desire  was  general,  the  entire  project  should 
have  rested  with  the  railroads;  if  they  would 
not  have  given  substantial  reductions  in 
rates,  it  would  have  been  better  to  have 
there  and  then  abandoned  the  scheme. 

Had  the  rates  been  substantially  reduced, 
the  committees  should  have  consisted  of  re 
presentatives  from  all  classes  of  the  people, 
manufacturers,  wholesale  and  retail  mer- 
chants, mechanics,  clerks,  fraternal  and 
church  organizations,  etc.,  and  all  willing 
workers,  and  not  ten  or  twenty  men  who 
are  so  busy  with  their  own  and  public  af- 
fairs that  they  could  not  possibly  attend 
committee  meetings. 

The  two  or  three  men  who  have  just  nut 
forth  so  much  effort,  no  matter  how  ener- 
getic they  may  be,  could  never  hope  to  en 


thuse  the  great  body  of  Toronto's  citizens, 
so  that  they  would  write  away  to  their 
friends  and  tell  them  of  the  low  railway 
fares,  the  gi'eat  preparations  that  were  be- 
ing made  for  their  reception,  the  public  wel- 
come they  were  going  to  receive,  the  glad 
hand  that  was  going  to  be  extended  to  them, 
the  street  decorations,  the  free  lunches,  the 
horse  show,  the  grand  concerts,  etc.,  etc. 
The  chief  difficulty  in  the  whole  scheme  was 
its  exclusiveness,  its  lack  of  active  business 
men  on  the  committees,  its  desire  to  not 
take  the  workers  into  the  confidence  of  the 
promoters.  No  great  public  movement  can 
ever  succeed  unless  the  masses  are  interested 
in  it,  as  was  evidenced  on  Pretoria  Day, 
or  during  our  Industrial  Exhibition  season, 
when  every  business  man  and  merchant  is 
endeavoring  to  make  it  a  success.  Then 
again,  while  the  subject  is  under  criticism, 
we  might  say  that  it  was,  in  our  opinion,  a 
mistake  to  have  asked  the  City  Council  to 
grant  $5,000  for  the  purpose.  We  under- 
stand that  the  citizens  contributed,  in  addi- 
tion to  this  grant,  $20,000  more,  making 
over  $25,000  in  all.  A  great  many  property 
owners  object  to  having  public  funds  used 
for  purposes  of  this  kind,  and  especially  us 
the  spending  of  it  was  not  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  City  Council,  or  proper  civic 
oflicials,  and  we  hope  that  the  committee 
will  render  a  detailed  statement  to  the  con- 
tributors, showing  the  full  receipts  and  ex- 
wndituree,  so  that  any  unfavorable  criti- 
cism in  this  derection  may  be  avoided. 

We  must  give,  however,  the  active  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  credit  for  their  untir- 
ing efforts,  and  their  good  and  patriotic  in- 
tentions, and  we  hope  that  their  experience 
will  be  useful  and  serve  a  good  purpose  for 
those  who  may  have  similar  intentions  in 
the  future,  always  remembering  that  "Four 
Days  of  Solid  Public  Enjoyment"  must  be 
backed  up  by  "Four  Days  of  Solid  Public 
Desire,"  created  through  all  channels  of 
the  community,  and  not  through  any  special 
class.

THE   RESTAURANT    SECTION  INTERESTED. 

Among  the  legislation  opposed  by  our  As- 
sociation at  the  Provincial  Legislative  ses.- 
sion  just  closed  was  the  following  biU,  which 
would  have  greatly  inconvenienced  every 
restaurant  and  hotel  keeper  in  the  province: 
An  Act  respecting  the  Employment  and 
Wages  of  Female  and  Day  Laborers. 

His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  employ  any  female 


in  any  shop,  factory,  retail  store,  confection- 
ery, eating  house  or  restaurant,  for  a  greater 
number  of  hours  than  nine  in  any  one  day, 
unless  such  female  is  paid  extra  for  such 
time  beyond  nine  hours  as  she  may  be  so  em- 
ployed at  the  rate  and  in  the  proportion  of 
one  and  one  half  hours'  pay  for  each  extra 
hour  so  employed;  provided,  however,  that 
such  female  may  be  so  employed  for  a 
greater  number  of  hours  than  nine  without 
such  extra  pay  on  Saturdays  and  days  pre- 
ceding public  holidays  so  long  as  the  aggre- 
gate number  of  hours  of  her  employment  for 
any  one  week  does  not  exceed  fifty-four. 

3.  Any  employer  who  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  contained  in  Section  1  hereof 
shall  for  the  first  offence,  on  conviction  there- 
of, forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  $20,  besides  costs,  and  not  more  than 
$50,  besides  costs;  and  for  the  second  of- 
fence, on  conviction  thereof,  such  person 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  $50,  besides  costs,  and  not  more  than 
$100,  besides  costs,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment thereof  he  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  gaol  of  the  county  in  which  the  of- 
fence is  committed,  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  thirty  days  and  not  more  than  six 
months,  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  convicting  magistrate;  and 
for  the  third  and  any  subsequent  offence,  on 
conviction  thereof,  such  person  shall  be  im- 
prisoned in  such  gaol  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  months  and  not  more  than  one  year, 
to  be  kept  at  hard  labor  at  the  discretion  of 
the  convicting  magistrate. 

It  is  for  purposes  of  watching  legislation 
of  this  character  that  our  Association  was 
partly  formed,  and  it  can  easily  be  seen 
that  if  it  had  become  law  no  working  man 
could  have  been  served  in  a  restaurant  be- 
fore eight  in  the  morning  or  after  six  in  thi 
evening,  and  instead  of  it  accomplishing 
what  the  labor  unions  would  desire,  it  would 
have  been  forcing  the  restaurant  keepers  to 
either  serve  the  meals  themselves  or  close  up 
their  places  of  business.  The  members  of 
oui-  Eestaurant  Section  therefore  strongly 
opposed  this  premature  and  badly  conceived 
measure,  and  we  are  pleased  to  record  its 
successful  defeat.  It  is  tiie  introduction  of 
legislation  of  this  character  that  must  bind 
the  Eetail  Merchants  more  closely  together 
in  order  to  oppose  it,  and  it  must  weaken  the 
influence  of  any  body  of  union  representa- 
tives who  attempt  to  enforce  it. 

MERCHANT   TAILORS'  SECTION. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Merchant  Tail- 
ors'  Section  of  our  Association  last  month 
Mr.  T.  Bilton,  chairman,  presided.  Among 


other  important  matters,  the  following  bill 
introduced  in  the  Dominion  House  at  this 
session  received  their  careful  attention: 
An  Act  to  Eegulate  the  Sale,  and  Provide 
for  the  Inspection,  of  Textile  Fabrics. 
His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Com- 
mons of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Pure 
Fibre  Act,  1903. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires, — 

(a)  The  expression  "pure  wool"  means 
sheep's  wool  which  has  not  been  previously 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  any  textile 
fabric  or  other  goods  or  products; 

(b)  The  expression  "woollen  goods" 
means  goods  or  fabrics  composed  wholly  of 
pure  wool; 

(c)  The  expression  "mixed  goods"  means 
all  manvifactures  made  in  imitation  of  wool- 
len goods  and  not  composed  wholly  of  pure 
wool; 

(d)  The  expression  "shoddy"  mems 
sheep's  wool  or  any  other  fibre  which  iios 
previously  been  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
any  textile  fabric  or  other  goods  or  pro- 
ducts. 

3.  Every  manufacturer  of  textile  fabrics 
shall  mark,  label  or  tag  such  goods  in  plain 
printed  letters  or  figures  which  cannot  be 
detached  except  by  design;  and  the  mark, 
label  or  tag  shall  state  accurately  the  ci'U- 
stituent  fibres  of  every  material  of  niiioli 
such  goods  are  composed  and  their  relative 
proportions. 

4.  Every  clothier,  tailor  or  other  person 
who  makes  any  textile  fabric  into  clothing, 
garments  or  any  article  to  be  sold  as  sucli, 
shall  place  firmly  upon,  and  attach  to,  e."  ;ii 
garment  and  article  so  made  a  label,  tag  or 
tab  stating  whether  the  said  article  or  gar- 
ment is  made  out  of  woollen  goods,  m5>ed 
goods  or  shoddy. 

5.  All  textile  fabrics,  including  clotlic, 
clothing  and  every  article  manufactured  (or 
in  any  of  the  processes  or  stages  of  majni- 
facture),  imported  from  other  countries, 
shall  be  marked,  labelled  or  tagged  as  pro- 
vided for  in  case  of  manufactures  thereof  in 
Canada.  The  labels,  tags  or  tabs  required 
by  this  Act,  is  not  theretofore  affixed,  slif  ll 
be  affixed  by  the  owners  or  importers  wiiiJe 
the  goods  are  in  the  custody  of  the  custom- 
house officers,  and  it  shall  be  the  duly  cf 
such  officers  to  inspect  all  such  goods,  aij  ] 
see  that  the  proper  labels,  tags  or  tabs  are 
af&xed;  and  such  goods  shall  not  pass  out 
of  the  custody  of  such  officers  until  such 
labels,  tags  or  tabs  have  been  so  affixed. 

6.  Any  person  who  wilfully,  recklessly  or 
carelessly  marks  incorrectly  any  goods  re 
quired  by  this  Act  to  be  marked,  labelled  or 
tagged,  so  as  to  show  a  larger  per  centum  ot 
wool  or  a  smaller  per  centum  of  shoddy  cr 
other  cheaper  fibre  or  material,  or  so  as  to 
deceive  and  mislead  the  purchaser  thereof, 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence,  and,  on  sum- 
mary conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a  fine 


of  not  less  thau  fifty  nor  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars. 

7.  All  textile  fabrics  which  have  been 
manufactured  or  imported  i^rior  to  the  com- 
ing into  force  of  this  Act  and  which  have 
then  passed  out  of  the  liands  of  the  manu- 
facturer or  importer  thereof,  the  ingredient 
or  component  parts  of  viliich  fabrics  are  not 
known  by  the  owner  or  custodian  thereof 
shall,  in  lieu  of  the  label  or  marks  hereby 
required,  be  marked  by  the  owner  or  custodi- 
an thereof  with  a  label  bearing  the  words, 
"Manufactured  prior  to  the  Pure  Fibre 
Act ;  composition  not  known ; ' '  and  for  such 
goods  the  affixing  of  such  label  shall  be 
deemed  a  compliance  with  this  Act. 

8.  Any  clothier,  tailor,  merchant,  or  otlier 
person,  who, — 

(a)  knowingly  purchases  any  textile  fab- 
rics, which  are  not  properly  labelled  or  mark- 
ed according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or 

(b)  sells,  or  offers  to  sell,  or  exposes  for 
sale,  any  textile  fabrics  that  are  not  proper- 
ly labelled  or  marked,  or 

(c)  manufactures  into  clothing  any  tex- 
tile fabrics,  and  sells  or  offers  to  sell  or  ex- 
pose such  clothing  for  sale  without  being 
properly  labelled  or  marked; 

shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence,  and,  upon  sum- 
mary conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars. 

9.  Any  manufacturer  or  importer  of  tex- 
tile fabrics  who  sells,  offers  to  sell,  or  per- 
mits to  be  sold  or  removed  from  the  place  of 
manufacture  or  the  custody  of  the  custom- 
house officers,  such  fabrics  manufactured,  or 
in  the  process  of  manufacture,  without  be- 
ing properly  marked  or  labelled  as  requirea 
V>y  this  Act,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence, 
and  upon  summary  conviction  thereof,  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

10.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1904. 

The  unanimous  opinion  of  the  meeting 
was  tliat  the  measure,  although  intended  to 
be  directed  against  the  sale  of  shoddy  and 
inferior  grade  woollens,  for  high  quality 
material  would  not  accomplish  its  object, 
and  it  was  surrounded  by  so  many  clumsy 
provisions  as  to  make  it  unworkable.  To 
I)roi)erly  carry  out  clause  5  it  would  be  ne- 
cessary to  have  dozens  of  skilled  woollen 
manufacturers  and  analysts  in  the  customs 
house  to  examine  the  cloth  and  put  on  the 
labels  or  tags,  or  see  that  they  had  been 
properly  put  on  by  the  manufacturers,  and 
it  would  also  be  necessary  to  greatly  enlarge 
our  present  customs  house  and  all  other  cus- 
toms houses  all  over  the  Dominion.  In  ad 
dition  to  that,  detectives  would  have  to  bo 
engaged  to  travel  all  over  the  Dominion  and 
"spot"  any  merchant  tailor  w.io  had  ii  i 
tags  or  the  wrong  tags  on  any  of  his  stock 
and  to  properly  carry  out  Ihe  projiosed  legis- 
lation it  would  be  necessary  to  have  exam- 
ining stations  where  customers  could  take 
the  clothes  after  they  are  made  up  and  have 
them  inspected  so  as  to  see  that  the  cloth 
(iiiirsiionded  with  the  label  or  tag.  This 


would  mean  another  army  of  skilled  inspect- 
ors, and  other  large  premises.  Seeing  all 
these  and  other  objections  in  front  of  them, 
the  members  decided  to  oppose  the  passage 
of  this  legislation.  They  were  all  unanimous 
that  it  should  be  regarded  as  a  serious  of- 
fence to  misrepresent  the  quality  of  any 
piece  of  cloth,  but  they  believed  that  there 
was  no  evidence  to  show  that  the  Merchant 
Tailors  of  the  Dominion  had  so  degenerated 
as  to  have  so  much  legal  machinery  sur- 
rounding them  as  that  proposed,  and  they 
believed  also  that  a  merchant's  name  over 
his  door  and  his  reputation  to  maintain  for 
honor  and  integrity,  was  the  best  safeguard 
that  the  buying  public  could  be  guided  by. 
If  a  customer  thought  now  that  he  had  been 
deceived,  he  had  the  court  to  appeal  to,  and 
this  they  decided  was  the  fair  tribunal  to 
appeal  to.  The  proposed  legislation  was 
consequently  forwarded  to  all  our  branches 
and  laid  before  the  Merchant  Tailors'  Sec- 
tions, and  it  was  decided  that  it  should  be 
strenuously  opposed. 

PRESTON  FALLING  IN  LINE. 

A  communication  has  been  received  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Eeta:il  Merchants'  As- 
sociation of  Preston,  stating  that  at  their 
last  meeting  they  decided  to  affiliate  with 
our  body. 

The  General  Secretary  will  shortly  visit 
them  and  make  final  arrangements. 

WINDSOR  BRANCH. 

The  Windsor  Branch  of  the  Eetail  Mer- 
chants' Association  of  Canada  held  their 
regular  monthly  meeting  in  the  Association 
rooms  on  Tuesday  evening,  June  9th,  190.3. 

President  A.  E.  Edgar  in  the  chair. 

There  was  a  good  attendance,  and  consid- 
erable business  came  before  the  meeting. 

The  principal  business  of  the  evening  was 
the  appointing  of  the  various  sub-commit- 
tees to  carry  out  the  details  of  the  first  an- 
nual outing  of  the  Association,  to  be  held 
on  Monday,  August  3,  next,  that  date  hav- 
ing been  set  as  the  Civic  Holiday  in  Wind- 
sor, Walkerville  and  Sandwich.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  names  of  the  members  appoint- 
ed :

The  Seci'etary  was  instructed  to  write  to 
the  Ketail  Clerks'  Union  in  regard  to  the 
early  closing  movement,  which  was  forced 
upon  part  of  the  merchants  only  some  six 
mouths  ago.  This  matter  has  caused  a  !:ri!.it 
deal  of  disMiHsion  at  the  Association  s  meet  ■ 
ings,  and  if  the  Retail  Clerk's  Union  do  not 
take  some  action  toward  withdrawing  then- 


threat  of  boycotting  those  merchams  who 
refuse  to  close  their  stores  at  six  o'clock  in 
Ihc  evening,  the  union  or  the  Association 
will  see  their  finish  before  long.  Several 
communications  from  the  Dominion  Secre- 
tary were  read.  One  of  these  told  of  the 
establishment  of  a  most  successful  branch  at 
Ottawa. 

A  vigoroiis  protest  from  the  merchant 
Tailors  of  Windsor  against  the  passage  of 
the  bill  now  before  Parliament,  which,  if 
passed,  would  compel  the  tagging  or  label- 
ling of  each  garment,  showing  the  grade  or 
quality  of  the  cloth  in  the  garment,  was  sent 
to  the  Dominion  Secretary  in  order  that  it 
might  be  sent  to  the  proper  committee  of  the 
House  who  have  the  obnoxious  measure  in 
charge.  Some  other  matters  of  a  minor  na- 
ture were  disposed  of  by  reference  to  com- 
mittees. 

The  meeting  adjourned  after  each  chair- 
man of  committees  had  pledged  himself  to 
make  an  effort  to  secure  the  success  of  the 
excursion.

The  Retail  Grocers  will  hold  their  annual 
excursion  on  Ottawa's  Civic  Holiday. 

LEGISLATION    TO     CREATE     MUNICIPAL  COAL 
AND  WOOD  YARDS  DEFEATED. 

It  was  not  surprisng  to  find  some  of  the 
municipal  representatives  rush  to  the  Leg- 
islature and  ask  for  the  privilege  of  obtain- 
ing legislation  to  operate  numicipal  coal  and 
wood  yards,  when  the  air  was  filled  with 
what  is  termed  municipal  ownership,  and 
hundreds  and  thousands  of  persons  are  wip- 
ing to  ado2>t  and  accept  it,  in  the  belief  that 
it  is  their  only  salvation,  and  hundreds  of 
representatives  are  willing  also  to  advocate  it, 
in  the  belief  that  its  popularity  and  its  ad- 
vocacy may  assist  them  to  float  into  power. 
It  is  not  our  intention,  however,  in  this 
article  to  consider  the  question,  or  to  say 
where  it  should  begin,  or  where  it  shouM 
end.  This  subject  will  be  dealt  with  in  some 
future  issue. 

Many  of  those  who  desired  the  i)roposed 
legislation  did  not  stop  to  consider  that  the 
coal  and  wood  dealers  did  not  cause  the 
strike,  and  that  it  was  a  matter  over  whic'i 
they  had  no  control.  They,  however,  were 
blamed  for  it,  and  were  looked  upon  as  be- 
ing instrumental  in  increasing  the  prices 
and  the  real  cause  of  the  trouble,  the  short- 
ago  of  sujjply,  was  entirely  overlooked. 

Our  G  encral  Executive  Board,  however,  did 
\\hat  should  ha\e  been  done  by  every  numi- 
cipal council  in  the  province.  They  called 
the  coal  and  wood  dealers  together,  and 
asked  them  to  explain  their  position.  Our 
board  found  that  in  many  cases  the  retail- 
ers were  filling  orders  at  cost  price,  in  order 
to  hold  their  custom,  and  in  some  cases  they 
sold  below  cost.  Their  invoices  were  exam- 
ined, and  the  conclusion  we  arrived  at  was 
that  instead  of  the  municipality  entering 
into  an  undertaking  of  which  they  had  no 
knowledge,  they  should  have  acted  througli 
the  coal  and  wood  dealers,  who  were  famil- 
iar with  the  market,  posted  in  quality,  and 


prepared  to  give  credit  Avhenever  it  was  de- 
sirable, as  well  as  having  all  the  facilities 
and  being  spread  over  convenient  parts  of 
the  city,  which  would  have  prevented  the 
congestion  of  the  delivery.  How  could  a 
few  inexperienced  aldermen  expect  to  pur- 
chase supplies  for  an  article  that  could  not 
be  obtained  by  skilled  men,  who  had  suifi- 
cient  capital,  and  were  permanent  customers 
of  the  mine  owners  or  shippers? 

An  intelligent  consultation  with  the  re- 
tail dealers  would  have  discovered  that  the 
real  cause  of  the  trouble  lay  in  the  fact 
ithat  if  any  dealer  placed  an  order  for  a 
large  quantity  of  coal  at  a  high  price,  and 
the  price  suddenly  fell  by  the  closing  of 
the  strike,  that  dealer  might  have  been  ruin- 
ed by  having  his  capital  wiped  out,  and  few 
men  in  any  line  of  business,  no  matter  how 
philanthropic  they  may  be,  would  have 
taken  that  risk,  even  though  they  knew 
what  fearful  results  nii^ht  have  happened 
to  the  community;  but  here  is  where  the 
public  fund  might  have  been  used  for  far 
better  purposes  than  that  of  trying  to  wipe 
out  the  retail  dealers  of  Toronto,  who  have 
over  two  millions  of  capital  invested  in  land, 
buildings,  wharfs,  and  machinery — not  men- 
tioning the  capital  required  for  purchasing 
fuel — situated  all  over  the  city,  and  who  are 
also  large  taxpayers.  Had  a  proper  busi- 
ness arangement  been  made,  every  retail 
dealer  would  have  been  only  too  glad  to 
have  had  the  chance  of  presenting  his  in- 
voices to  a  proper  committee  of  the  City 
Council,  and  allowed  the  Council  to  decide 
with  them  as  to  what  profit  they  should 
have  obtained,  if  any,  and  then,  if  the  price 
had  dropped  after  what  supply  they  could 
have  obtained  had  been  secured,  the  city 
should  then  have  made  that  loss  good 
out  of  the  public  funds;  in  this  way  they 
would  have  saved  the  city  from  a  loss,  and 
would  have  served  the  public  ever  so  much 
better.  This  would  have  been  practical 
municipal  direction,  and  if,  as  some  may 
argue,  this  cannot  be  done,  how  then  is  it 
possible  for  a  municipality  to  control  the 
wliole  of  any  enterprise,  if  it  cannot  and 
has  not  the  power  to  control  part?  Our 
method  is  practical  ownership,  the  method 
^adopted  by  the  city  and  the  power  asked 
by  the  municipality  was  theoretical  owner- 
ship, and  between  these  two  theories  groat 
consideration  must  be  given.  In  our  opin- 
ion there  can  be  no  public  ownership,  unless 
the  whole  public  are  interested  in  the  pro- 
ject. Who  are  so  much  interested,  and  whc 
are  so  capable  of  looking  after  any  part  of 
the  public  service  as  those  men  who  form 
part  of  the  public,  and  who  have  made  their 
business  their  life  study,  and  who  have  sufK 
cient  faith  in  its  development  as  to  place 
their  time,  talent  and  capital  into  it. 

What  possible  success  could  the  Council 
of  the  City  of  Toronto  have  by  conducting 
a  municipal  coal  and  wood  yard?  when  a 
public  ser\'ice  like  street  cleaning  or  street 
watering  cannot  be  carried  out  satisfac- 
torily, when  the  cattle  market  is  about  to 
receive  a  serious  blow  from  private  enter- 


prise, her  street  railway  contracts  cannot  be 
enforced,  the  St.  Lawrence  Market  muddle 
remaining  fresh  in  our  memories,  and  our 
assessment  system  all  lop-sided.  Had  the 
Legislature  granted  the  power  to  the  muni- 
cipality to  operate  coal  and  wood  yards 
there  would  have  been  no  reason  why  they 
could  not  have  granted  them  power  to  con- 
duct grocery  stores,  jewellery  stores,  barbei 
shops,  dairies,  restaurants,  or  banks,  and  if 
that  was  granted,  to  whom  would  tlie  pnt- 
ronage  be  distributed? 

Fancy  the  oj^portunity  for  wire-pulling, 
for  grafts,  for  special  positions  for  close 
and  distant  relatives.  Our  Association  is  to 
be  congratulated  upon  the  firm  stand  it  took 
in  opposing  this  innovation,  and  the  manner 
in  which  it  opposed  the  opening  of  the  door 
for  any  such  legislation,  and  the  members 
of  the  Municipal  Committee  of  the  Legis- 
lature are  to  be  congratulated  by  unanim- 
ously opposing  the  passage  of  the  bill.

Political  Parties  Must  be 
Abolished. 

There  can  he  but  one  business  ponp.lusinii 
arrived  at  concerning  the  charges  made  by 
the  Honorable  G.  E.  Gamey  against  the 
Honorable  J.  R.  Stratton,  and  that  is,  if 
all  the  members  of  Parliament,  both  for 
the  Dominion  as  well  as  the  Provincial 
Houses,  were  elected  to  serve  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  country,  instead  of  the  best 
interests  of  their  respective  political  par- 
ties, we  would  have  better  government  and 
cleaner  men  to_  govern  us.  The  charges,  the 
evidence  and  the  judges'  finding,  are  all 
sufficient  to  satisfy  any  business  man  that 
the  sooner  politics,  as  they  now  exist,  are 
abolished  the  better.  There  are  some  who 
say  that  we  must  always  have  two  conflict- 
ing parties,  but  there  is  uo  more  need  for 
them  than  there  is  for  having  two  conflict- 
ing elements  in  one  household,  or  in  one 
business  house ;  and  in  our  opinion  one  of 
tlie  largest  factors  in  the  community,  both 
as  a  source  to  educate  as  well  as  a  power  to 
abolish  the  present  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  affairs,  is  the  retail  merchant,  who  comes 
directly  in  contact  with  all  classes  of  the 
public.  The  time  anil  money  spent  in  in 
x'estigatins;'  enarre.-;  of  corruption',  in  elc- 
tions,  and  timber  limit  steals,  and  other 
scandals  should  be  spent  by  our  legislat- 
ors in  lifvotins;  earnest  eflfurt  to  build 
this  young  and  providentially-blest  country, 
and  settting  an  example  to  the  other  na- 
tions of  the  earth,  showing  them  how  we,  as 
a  mixed  family  of  British,  American,  Ger- 
man, Italian,  native  Indian,  or  Doukabour, 
can  live  together  in  harmony  and  happiness, 
abolisMng  political  and  religious  strife,  and 
all  having  one  object  in  ^dew,  the  develop- 
ment of  this  Canada  of  ours,  so  that  we  may 
leave  on  the  pages  of  history  a  record  of 
national  honor  worthy  of  Canadians,  and  a 
credit  to  the  British  Emj)ire,  and  not  have 
the  unsavory  record  of  party  strife  and  po- 
litical intrigue  which  has  just  been  herald- 


ed to  the  world,  held  up  as  an  example  of 
our  public  men  and  our  Canadian  charac- 
ter.

A  Legislative  Victory. 

For  "The  Milk  Dealers'  Section"  of  Our 
Association. 

The  measure  introduced  by  Mr.  A.  Camp- 
bell, M.P.,  of  West  York,  in  the  Domin- 
ion House,  at  this  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, has  been  discussed  so  often  by  the 
milk  dealers,  and  threatened  to  be  intro- 
duced for  so  many  years  past,  by  the  rural 
representatives  of  the  Milk  Producers'  Asso- 
.iarion.  that  whoii  it  came  to  the  olE:e 
from  Ottawa  in  printed  form,  it  was  exam- 
ined with  considerable  curiosity.  It  is  by 
no  means  a  document  of  many  -((Vords,  but  its 
application  would  have  absorbed  very  many 
dollars  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  milk  deal- 
ers of  the  Dominion  had  it  been  put  into 
operation.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the 
bill: 

No.  20.]  [1903. 
BILL. 

An  Act  to  Amend  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Act. 

In  amendment  of  The  Weights  and  Mea- 
sures Act,  chapter  104,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  His  Majesty  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  When  milk  is  sold  by  the  can,  the  can 
shall  be  considered  as  equivalent  to  eight 
gallons,  and  the  half  can  to  four  gallons. 

2.  Milk  cans  shall,  when  presented  for 
verification  to  any  inspector  of  weights  and 
measures,  be  inspected  and  stamped  with 
their  capacity  as  then  determined. 

3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  a 
tariff  of  fees  to  be  paid  for  inspecting  and 
stamping  milk  cans,  but  the  said  fees  shall 
not  exceed  one  and  one-half  cent,  per  gal- 
lon. 


So  much  has  been  said  in  the  public  press 
and  through  other  agencies  concerning  tlic 
class  of  men  who  own  individual  milk  routts, 
that  it  might  be  supposed  that  when  they 
came  face  to  face  with  a  fight  for  their 
rights  in  the  community,  that  they  would 
iiave  looked  upon  the  task  of  travelling  all 
the  way  to  Ottawa  and  asking  for  recogni- 
tion of  those  rights  as  an  impossibility,  and 
dodged  the  issue,  but  those  wjjo  m.iy  li;;v" 
held  this  opinion  of  the  member^  of  the 
Retail  Milk  Dealers'  Section  of  our  Asso- 
ciation were  calculating  upon  entirely  dif- 
fernt  material  to  that  which  exists  in  our 
ranks.  From  the  time  the  bill  was  first  read 
in  our  board  room  until  the  telegram  was 
sent  from  Ottawa  some  wocks  afterwards 
stating  that  "We  knocked  out  Campbell's 
milk  biU, "  every  man  was  a  worker,  not 
one  stone  was  left  unturned,  the  retail  milk 
dealer  was  in  to  win,  and  like  every  other 
good  cause  that  is  based  ui)on  what  is  right 
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and  just,  success  must  follow,  if  we  do 
not  become  faint  by  the  wayside. 

After  the  Milk  Dealers'  Section  had  de- 
cided to  oppose  the  bill,  it  was  laid  before 
the  Central  Executive  Board  of  our  Asso- 
ciation, and  they  agreed  that  it  should  be 
opposed,  and  decided  to  use  every  effort 
toward  that  end.  Two  delegates  were  then 
chosen  to  visit  Ottawa,  Past  Chairman  R.  W. 
Dockeray,  and  the  Central  Secretary.  They 
were  introduced  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Kemp,  M.P., 
and  inter^'iewed  the  Hon.  Sir  Richard  Cart- 
wright,  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce, 
and  the  Hon.  Mr.  l-ipii!i(ri-,  Minister  of  In- 
land Revenue,  and  laid  before  them  the 
reasons  why  we  objected  to  the  measure. 
The  task  was  a  serious  and  important  one, 
yet  all  positions  in  life  have  some  amusing 
features,  and  this  was  e\ddenced  when  be- 
tween the  two  delegates  tlicy  carried  a  well- 
worn,  battered,  and  time-stained  old  milk 
can  up  Parliament  Hill,  and  had  it  formally 
introduced  into  the  presence  of  the  chief 
Ministers,  as  e%'idence  of  things  seen,  not  re 
presenting  it  as  the  "full  dinner  pail,"  but 
simply  as  a  silent  witness. 

After  the  bill  had  received  its  second  read- 
ing they  again  visited  Ottawa,  to  give  evi- 
dence before  a  special  committee  of  the 
House,  before  which  the  bill  had  been  re 
f erred,  consisting  of  Messrs  Holmes  (chair- 
man), Bickerdike,  Cowan,  Campbell,  De 
mers,  Henderson,  Kemp,  Leonard,  McLaren, 
Monk  and  Wright. 

Delegates  were  present  from  Nova  Scotia, 
Quebec,  and  Ontario,  representing  the  Re- 
tail Milk  Dealers,  and  also  the  Milk  Pro- 
ducers. The  President  and  Secretary  ..f 
the  Milk  Producers'  and  Creamery  Asso- 
ciation presented  evidence  on  their  behalf, 
and  Messrs.  R.  Dockeray,  T.  Price,  and 
J.  L.  Spink,  together  with  retail  represen- 
tatives from  Montreal  and  Quebec,  gave  e^•i- 
dence  on  behalf  of  the  Retail  Milk  Dealers 
Section  of  our  Association.  All  features  of 
the  case  were  examined,  and  after  a  lengthy 
and  enthusiastic  consideration,  the  bill  was 
thrown  out,  by  a  vote  of  six  against  it  and 
four  in  favor  of  it,  thus  proving  again  the 
necessity  for  proper  organization,  so  that 
our  views  can  be  intelligently  laid  before 
our  legislators. 

Especial  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
untiring  efforts  of  the  chairman,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Lock  and  Secretary  R.  H.  Pill  for  the  earn- 
est and  energetic  manner  in  which  they  en- 
tered into  the  coiillict,  and  especially  as  the-v 
had  the  disagreeable  duty  to  perform  of  col- 
licting  the  special  fund  to  pay  the  ex 
penses.  And  the  members  should  also  be 
congratulated  for  the  hearty  financial  re- 
sponse accorded  to  the  officers. 

In  selecting  Past  Chairman  Dockeray  as 
a  delegate,  the  Section  showed  the  greatest 
wisdom.  He  certainly  knows  his  business, 
and  has  the  welfare  of  the  Association  at 
heart,  and  his  cool  and  collected  manner, 
added  to  his  excellent  judgment  and  clear 
evidence,  greatly  assisted  in  helping  us  to 
win  the  case,  and  no  better  men  could  be  se- 
lected to  accompany  him  than  Messrs.  J.  L. 


Spink  and  T.  Price,  both  large  retail  re- 
presentatives, and  both  of  them  thoroughly 
well  versed  in  the  technical  questions  that 
were  asked,  Mr.  Spink  remarking  that  he 
did  not  think  the  farmers  required  special 
guardians  to  look  after  them;  that  they 
were  clever  enough  to  know  what  amount  of 
milk  they  were  selling.  Especial  mention, 
however,  must  be  made  of  the  untiring  and 
unselfish  interests  displayed  and  accorded  to 
our  delegates  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Kemp,  M.P., 
member  for  East  Toronto;  he  certainly  con- 
sidered the  case  on  its  merits,  and  enterel 
into  every  feature  of  it  in  a  complete  and 
bdsiness-like  manner. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  and 
recorded,  and  forwarded  to  him,  at  the  last 
meeting,  and  the  significant  remark  made  by 
one  member,  and  responded  to  by  them  all 
when  the  motion  was  unanimously  passed,  is 
worthy  of  notice,  ' '  I  knew  Mr.  Kemp  only

Dealers'  Section,  and  treasurer  of  the  To- 
ronto Driving  Club,  was  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Horse  Racing  Committee.  Look 
out  for  some  good  races. 

President  John  Willmot  has  moved  out  to 
his  summer  residence  at  EgUnton. 

Mr.  John  Butcher,  grocer,  has  gone  on  a 
pleasure  trip  to  England.  We  hope  he  will 
come  back  more  buoyant  tlian  ever. 

Mr.  Henry  Puddy  has  been  appointed 
chairman  of  the  Games  Committee  for  the 
picnic.  Look  out  for  the  events  being  car- 
ried out  promptly. 

Mr.  S.  Corrijian  has  moved  from  the  oil 
stand  near  Adelaide  Street  on  ionge,  to  a 
stand  on  Yonge  Street  near  Queen,  on  the 
same  side.  He  says  that  while  his  store  has 
gouc  up  his  prices  remain  down.

Remember  the  retail  butcliers  only  hold

The 
machinery  of  our  Price  Restrictive  Plan  is 
for  the  purpose  of  regulating  and  restricting 
the  few  who  endeavor  to  violate  commercial 
laws  and  who  arc  known  as  "cutters." 

In  the  one  case,  like  in  the  other,  the 
observer  of  the  law  has  to  subscribe  to 
maintain  the  law  which  is  made  iifcessary 
liy  the  violators  of  the  law.

ADVANTAGE-;  OF  Till-:  .SMOW  WINDOW.

It's  a  far  cry  from  the  fly-.speckled  win- 
dow of  the  "corner"  store  of  twenty  years 
gone  to  the  broad  expanse  of  shining  pla-.e 
glass  of  the  modern  dry  goods  empor  u'ii. 
In  those  good  old  days  the  storekeeper  niir, 
a  window  in  his  store  front  merly  because 
it  was  customarv  to  do  so,  not  because  h.v 
hoped  to  use  it  as  a  vehicle  to  exploit  his 


merchandise.  Beyond  the  light  that  it  ga^•e 
to  the  store's  interior,  its  vocation  in  life 
was  of  little  consequence.  Now  and  then 
the  proprietor  of  the  store  would  plas-B 
some  out-of-season  article  in  it,  more  to 
get  it  out  of  the  way  than  to  attract  the 
attention  of  the  passers-by. 

From  such  small  beginnings,  however, 
evolved  the  dazzling  displays  which  one  can 
see  in  the  windows  of  the  leading  stores  of 
almost  every  city  in  Canada.  The  shrew  I 
merchant  soon  realized  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  a  tastefully  arranged  show  of 
his  newest  goods. 

Take  a  store  in  a  town  of  say  ten  thou- 
.sand  people,  located  on  the  principal  street. 
There  isn't  a  person,  man  woman  or  child, 
who  doesn't  pass  such  a  place  of  business 
at  least  once  during  a  week.  A  window 
with  well  displayed  goods  in  wh  eh  the 
passer-bj'  may  happen  to  be  interested,  js 
bound  to  receive  more  than  a  casual  glance, 
if  article  and  price  seem^to  be  satisfactory, 
;i  sale  quickly  follows. 

The  live  merciiant  is  realizing  more  and 
more  just  what  modern,  freshly  decorated 
windows  mean  to  him.  When  we  look  back 
but  a  few  years  and  see  the  really  reniark- 
;ible  changes  which  have  been  inaugurated 
down  to  date,  it  is  amply  apparent  that  tlie 
twentieth  century  storekeeper  is  striving  to 
ir.ake  the  most  of  his  opportunities. 

The  niorchant  who  is  anxious  to  keep  his 
show  windows  dressed  in  latest  fashion  has 
to  supply  his  decorator  with  more  than 
mere  articles  of  merchandise.  The  fixture 
cpiestion  within  the  last  few  years  has  bo- 
come  of  utmost  importance  to  the  pr  j 
prietoi-s  of  stores. 

Nothing  detracts  from  the  appearance  if 
a  window  display  so  much  as  poorly  support- 
ed or  draped  dress  goods  or  other  merchan- 
dise. Nowadays  a  merchant  tan  procuve 
handsome  flxtiire*  for  almost  any  conceiv- 
able purpose.  The  large  fixture  supply 
houses  constantly  keeji  their  best  men  i,; 
work  designing  liandy  ai)pliances  to  facili- 
tate the  window-dresser's  work. 

It  is  a  fatal  mistake  for  a  merchant  to 
think  that  goods  can  be  put  into  a  window 
in  any  fasJiion,  so  long  as  tliey  can  be  seen. 
The  clerk's  golden  rule,  "Goods,  that  are 
uell  shown  are  lialf  sold,'  applie.?  with  as 
nuich  force  to  tli»'  window  as  it  does  to  the 
counter. 

Time  was  when  a  merclunit  could  hau^ 
his  goods  on  the  gas-pipe  and  keep  on  doing 
lausiness  at  the  same  old  stand.  In  the  a 
days  of  hustle,  however,  the  sheriff  usually 
gets  the  storekeeper  who  clings  to  .sucli 
archaic  ideas. 

The  modern  merciiant  must  work  out  his 
success  along'  modern  lines.  Let  him  supply 
his  store  with  everything  needful  properly  to 
display  his  goods.  Don't  drape  handsome 
dress  goods  over  dry  gooils  boxes,  to  save 
the  price  of  a  few  papier  mache  skirt 
forms. — I'rofilahlc  Adverlising,  Retail  Edi- 
lion.

Money  in  the  Cash  Box. 

There  are  too  many  manufacturing  and 
wholesale  firms  that  are  in  the  rut  of  an- 
tiquity, and  are  following  up  day  by  day 
the  methods  that  were  a  part  of  the  17th 
century  style  of  doing  business,  when  it  was 
necessary  for  the  manufacturer  and  whole- 
saler to  make  arrangements  for  an  annual 
campaign  in  advance  in  order  that  the  small 
amount  of  advertising  they  did  should  not 
interfere  with  other  arrangements. 

The  swift  iron  horse  that  carries  the 
products  of  the  manufacturer,  the  cargoes  of 
the  wholesale  dealer  and  the  commercial 
traveller,  and  his  sample  cases,  to  the  stores 
of  the  retail  dealer,  the  lightning  flash  of  the 
telegraph  wire,  the  quick  voice  of  the  tele- 
phone, the  rapid  revolution  of  the  printing 
press,  have  made  it  both  dangerous  and  in- 
judicious to  meet  all  these  rapid  turnovers 
of  the  production  of  the  factory,  can  mejt 
these  conditions  by  one  bold  stroke  of  the 
pen,  and  not  have  a  cent  for  good  thing.5 
that  happen  to  come  along  during  the  year. 

Too  many  manufacturors,  too  many  wiiole- 
sale  houses,  too  many  jobbers,  and  by  far, 
far,  too  many  retailers,  do  seriously  take 
into  consideration  the  i)robable  results  if 
judicious  and  carefully  thought-out  methods 
of  advertising.  It  is  thus  that  things  arj 
done  in  just  about  the  same  way  year  after 
year,  and  contracts  are  renewed  with  the 
same  list  of  journals  and  publications  re- 
gardless of  results.  Does  it  ever  occur  *j 
you  that  there  are  changes  going  on,  .and 
tliat  (Janada  to-day  is  not  Canada  of  yester- 
day? You  have  made  changes  in  your  busi 
ness  methods.  The  p\ishing  of  your  conit)e- 
titors  has  forced  you  to  keep  a  sharp  look- 
out for  improveir.ents  and  a  watchful  eye  on 
the  new,  up-to-date  way  of  getting  trade. 

Keep  a  little  money  for  the  new  thing!) 
that  may  come  along.  Some  of  these  new 
|)ropositions  or  mediums  of  advertising  may 
have  a  clientage  that  will  introduce  you  into 
better  and  far  more  profitable  company 
than  you  have  liad  witli  your  old  assoeiate-i. 
Kill  the  phrase,  "Our  appropriation  is  ex- 
hausted." 

The  advertising  man  has  a  proposition  tj 
present  for  your  consideration;  do  not  call 

out  "appropriation  exhausted,"  you  may 
just  as  judii  iously  make  your  appropriation 
(if  voiii'  doctoi  's  1)111  for  the  entire  year  ;iH 


you  do  your  advertising  appropriation.  In 
the  first  case,  if  your  medical  appropria- 
tion becomes  exhausted,  there  is  no  doctor 
to  cure  your  ailments.  Your  business  can 
get  more  seriously  ill  than  you  suspect,  and 
you  can  only  cure  it  by  consulting  the  Doc- 
tors of  Advertising.  One  is  a  specialist  of 
the  physical  being,  the  other  is  a  specialist 
of  that  great  giant,  Commerce.  When  your 
business  needs  infproving,  your  advertising 
needs  a  little  attention  at  the  same  tim:", 
pehaps  a  good  deal  of  close  study. 

The  writer  of  this  sketch  had  an  experien-.-e 
some  yeai-s  ago  that  it  will  be  well  to  give  here 
give  here  as  an  example  of  "  appropri'.i- 
as  an  example  of  "appropriation  exhaust- 
ed." When  the  celebrated  Gilmore  Band 
was  organized  and  made  its  first  tour 
of  this  continent,  the  manager  was  so 
full  of  the  plans  of  the  tour  and 
:a-rangement  of  the  music  that  would  suit  the 
tastes  of  each  particular  locality  througli 
which  tours  were  to  be  maile  and  concerts 
given,  that  he  had  let  the  contracts  for  the 
])rinting  matter  and  advertisements  in  one 
"ai)propriation. "  A  sudden  spell  of  sick- 
ness (that  is,  the  public  needed  tlie  adver- 
tising doctor).  The  band  was  engaged  .n 
St.  Louis,  and  their  next  concert  was  to 
lie  given  in  Omaha,  Neb.,  and  the  unforseen 
liappened.  The  only  available  building  n 
Omaha  was  burned;  this  meant  a  change  of 
route  or  tlio  loss  of  several  days,  and  the 
only  thing  that  we  could  do  was  to  put  the 
ca.se  before  the  manager,  and  the  answir 
was,  ' '  No  money  ai>propriated  for  this 
emergency."  This  was  the  first  tour  of  tha 
t'ompany,  ami  our  first  experience,  as,  is 
jiolitely  termed,  press  agent,  but  we  prefer 
to  call  ourselves  "The  Advertising  Doc- 
tor," so  we  took  the  case  in  hand,  and  fro-n 
our  private  cmsIi  box  appropriated  the 
necessary  cash  to  take  advantage  of  the  new 
thing  that  came  along. 

Kansas  City,  Missouri,  was  the  only  open 
date,  and  the  only  possible  solution,  so  -"e 
took  the  chance,  witli  the  lesult  that  we  gave 
concerts  to  4,000  jieople  at  each  perform- 
ance, and  giving  in  all  i'mir  concerts, — wit'i 
a  profit  of  ■'>0l)  ni't  i-ash,  and  no  time 
lost. 

Kantias  City  liad  been  considered  by  thT 
management  too  small  for  our  large  com- 
bination. So  it  is  with  many  advertisers 
wlio  consider  some  journal  too  small  for 
tlicii-  patronage.

papers,  but  you  cannot  reach  all  the  peopla 
through  one  paper.    It  is  better  and  safer 
plan  to  administer  homeopathic  doses  to  all  , 
papers  than  it  is  to  confine  yourself  to  one 
particular  journal.

Study  Your  Space. 

Don't  sit  down  and  have  your  heart  fuil 
of  foolishness,  and  think  you  will  make  the 
compositor  and  proof-reader  suffer  for  your 
negligence  by  cramming  your  space  full  "f 
long-winded  and  worded  matter.  Type  is 
not  elastic,  nor  does  the  printer  read  your 
thoughts.  These  columns  contain  140  lines 
of  the  smallest  type  that  is  of  practical  use 
(agate),  and  it  is  impossible  to  crowd  any 
more  than  that  amount  into  a  column. 

Don 't  use  repetitions  of  words — the  reader 
as  well  as  the  listener  gets  fatigued  when 
"I  say,"  "I  say,"  "I  say,"  etc.,  etc, 
etc.  If  you  have  anything  to  say,  tell  it,  in 
one  good,  strong,  loud,  and  positive  word ; 
ejaculations  in  speech  are  wearisome  to  the 
ear,  repeated  words  are  fretful  to  the  eye 
and  insulting  to  the  intelligence  of  your 
readers.  We  presiimc  you  write  adver- 
tisement«  for  readers  to  read,  or  perhaps 
you  only  desire  to  fill  up  the  space  the  in- 
dustrious advertising  solicitor  persuaded  • 
you  or  your  employer  to  contract  for.  If 
the  latter  is  your  aim,  jam  it  full  and  run- 
ning over  with  superfluous  words  that  jar 
and  jumble  the  reader  and  brings  you  no 
trade.

Filling  up   Space    and  Writing 
Advertisements  at  the 
Last  Moment. 

There  is  no  poorer  way  to  do  bad  adver- 
tising than  to  put  off  your  work  of  writing 
an  advertisement  until  the  time  the  paper  is 
ready  to  go  to  ])ress;  then  jump  at  it,  and 
jam  a  few  unintelligent  words  into  as  many 
sentences  that  will  make  the  advertisement 
as  meaningless  as  it  is  possible  to  do  with 
your  limited  amount  of  tim.e.  You  can't 
write  a  good  advertisement  on  tlie  flash  >f 
the  moment,  no  more  than  a  lawj'er  can 
write  a  brief  or  ;i  doctor  diagnose  a  case  on 
the  spur  of  the  moment.

A  Story  from  a  Commercial 
Traveller  of  Scotland. 

Til  the  sixties  a  retail  dry  goods  merchant 
of  the  old  school,  who  carried  on  business  m 
a  town  of  considerable  size  in  the  south  of 
Glasgow,  and  who  was  known  for  his 
peculiarities  and  traits  by  his  customers, 
and  the  houses  with  whom  he  did  business. 
He  dealt  with  only  three  wholesale  houses, 
situated  in  the  city  of  Glasgow.  The  same 
firms  are  still  in  existence  to-day.  For  con- 
venience, we  will  call  the  first  party  Mack, 
and  then  let  the  drama  proceed. 

Mack  on  one  occasion  sold  to  one  of  his 
particular  customers  a  piece  of  furniture 
print,  which  in  those  days  was  consider.?d 
the  supreme  production  of  the  loom,  and  to- 
day is  recognized  in  the  commercial  trade  as 
"Cretonne."  Mack's  custonitr  had  made  a 
misfit  in  the  estimation  of  the  amount  of 
goods  required,  and  after  having  purchased 
all  Mack  had,  found  that  some  more  was 
needed,  and  upon  the  request  of  his  cus- 
tomer for  more,  his  answer  was,  "I'll  get 
it  for  ye. "  "  A '  well, ' '  she  says,  "  A ' 
want  it  at  once."  "A'  rieht,  ye '11  hae  it 
by  the  morn. ' '  So  Mack  at  once  wrote  .  o 
the  firm  of  J.  &  W.  C,  instructing  them  to 
send  a  piece  of  goods  the  same  as  sample 
( nelosed  by  return  express.  It  is  well 
known  among  commercial  people  and  whole- 
sale 'houses  that  when  some  firms  are  short 
of  a  certain  line  of  goods,  it  is  a  courtesy 
extended  by  other  firms  in  the  same  business 
to  give  them  what  they  need,  but  in  this 
instance  it  was  impossible  to  get  it;  so, 
after  searching  through  the  wholesale  houses 
for  a  specific  pattern  in  vain,  they  secured  a 
pattern  as  near  to  it  as  possible. 

The  goods  were  duly  shipped  to  Mack, 
:uul  on  receipt  of  the  same,  and  after  com- 
paring them  with  his  first  order,  he  turned 
to  his  boy  witii  the  sample  of  goods,  saying, 
"Bund'e  it  up  and  send  it  back,  and  I'll 
write  them  a  letter: 

Mi«srs.  J.  &  W.  C,  Glasgow: 

(lents, — TJie  goods  you  sent  me  are  no 
more  like  the  .sample  I  sent  you  than  my 
ann  is  like  the  walls  of  China,  therefore  1 
have  returned  them. 

The  Jiead  member  of  the  firm,  who  knew 
Mack  intimately,  took  the  letter  by  his  own 
hand  to  R.  S.,  who  was  the  buyer  for  that 
department,  and  handed  it  to  him,  with  the 
remark,  "Mr.  S.,  you  had  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Mack,  of  so  and  so,  the  other  day,  for  a 
]iiece  of  furniture  print."  Bob  stuttered 
a  few  moments  and  answered,  "Yes..' 
' '  Well,  there  is  a  letter  from  him,  you  ha  l 
better  .answer,"  and  turned  on  his  he.  I 
with  a  smile.  Bob  knew  Mack 's  peculiarities 
as  well  as  the  boss,  and  on  reading  it  had  a 
g(wd  laugh.  He  immediately  sat  dovra,  an.l 
the  following  is  his  reply: 

Mr.  Mack 

We  are  in  receipt  of  yours  of  yesterday  '.j 
date,  and  in  answer,  would  say  that,  not 
li;iving  seen  your  arm  nor  the  walls  of  China, 
we  cannot  compare  them  with  the  goods 
sent.

We  understand  that  a  new  company  are 
about  to  commence  operations  in  Toronto, 
similar  to  the  "Merchants'  Exchange,"  of 
Hamilton.  This  company  induce  the  mer- 
chants to  become  co-operatively  interested 
in  "Merchants'  Exchange  Tickets,"  which 
are  given  away  to  purchasers,  similar  to 
trading  stamps. 

In  our  opinion  the  system  is  a  violation 
of  the  Trading  Stamp  Act,  and  we  desire 
to  notify  the  promoters  or  any  who  may  take 
part  in  it,  that  upon  its  first  appearance 
here  those  who  are  interested  will  have  an 
opportunity  of  considering  the  subject  with 
our  Police  Magistrate. 

TRADING   STAMP  LEGISLATION   IN  MONTREAL. 

We  must  congratulate  our  Montreal  Re- 
tail merchants  for  succeeding  in  passing 
legislation  to  prevent  the  operations  of  the 
Trading  Stamp  Company  in  that  city.  The 
measure  is  framed  after  the  manner  of  the 
one  we  succeeded  in  having  pasesd  in  the 
I'rovince  of  Ontario.  The  chief  clauses  are 
as  follows:  • 

No  person  in  the  city  of  Montreal  shall 
give,  sell,  distribute,  or  receive  any  trading 
stamps  or  coupons,  nor  shall  any  person  em- 
ploy similar  means  nor  resort  to  similar  de- 
^'ices  which  may  be  construed  as  equivaler+ 
to  or  as  having  the  same  effect  as  the  said 
trading  stamps  or  coupons. 

No  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation 
shall,  in  the  said  city  of  Montreal,  carry  on 
or  pursue  the  trade  of  such  stamps  or  cou- 
pons, or  other  similar  devices,  or  their  equi- 
■\alent,  or  that  which  may  be  construed  as 
liaving  the  same  effect. 

The  measure  goes  into  operation  on  May 
Ist,  1904,  and,  of  course,  the  usual  threat 
lias  been  made  by  the  Trading  Stamp  Com- 
pany that  they  will  appeal  and  test  the  val- 
idity of  the  Act,  and  they  will  take  it,  i* 
necessary,  to  the  Privy  Council  in  England. 
They  make  the  same  old  claim  that  the  prov- 
ince has  no  power  to  pass  legislation  of  that 
character.  They  made  the  same  claim  in 
Ontario,  and  we  defeated  them  in  the  conrts 
here,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  the  8am» 
law  should  not  hold  good  in  Quebec;  but 
this  one  thing  we  can  assure  our  Montreal 
retail  friends,  that  if  the  Trading  Stamp 
Company  should  appeal  to  the  High  Court 
of  England,  they  can  reckon  on  having  the 
retail  merchants  of  Ontario  standing  side 
by  side  with  them  in  the  fight.  We  have 
cleared  them  out  of  the  Province  of  On- 
tario, and  we  hope  they  may  soon  be  driven 
out  of  the  other  provinces.

LARGEST  BANK  SAFE  ON  THE 
CONTINENT. 

J.  &  J.  Taylor,  the  well-known  safe  manu- 
facturers of  Toronto,  will  in  a  short  time 
complete  the  construction  of  the  largest 
safe  and  bank  vaults  on  this  continent, 
which  is  to  be  installed  in  the  head  offii-e 
of  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  in  Montreal 
City. 

An  idea  of  its  magnitude  can  be  gleane  I 
from  the  following:  It  is  three  times  larger 
and  more  expensive  than  anything  that  has 
yet  been  in  this  country  before.  It  is  a 
large,  double  deck  chrome  steel  vault,  for 
the  use  of  the  head  office  of  the  bank,  and 
the  Royal  Trust  Company,  there  being  upp?r 
and  lower  entrance  doors  to  the  vault.  The 
vault  is  20  feet  by  22  feet  4  inches  by  37 
feet  high,  with  a  centre  floor,  the  whole 
vault  being  built  up  of  hardened  steel 
plates  to  a  thickness  of  three  and  one-half 
inches.  The  entrance  doors  are  very  mas- 
sive, being  double  the  thickness  of  anything 


that  is  in  use  in  the  country,  the  outer  doors 
having  a  total  thickness,  exclusive  of  the 
bolt  work,  of  13 1/2  inches,  and  the  inner 
doors  51/2  inches,  the  vestibule  5  inches. 
Each  pair  of  doors  are  fitted  with  eigat 
eombiijation  locks,  and  three  movement  time 
locks.  The  doors'  hinges  swing  on  ball 
and  roller  bearings,  so  that  notwithstanding 
its  excessive  weight,  a  child  can  move  t. 
There  is  a  total  weight  in  the  whole  outfit 
of  about  520,000  pounds.  It  will  require 
in  all  eleven  sixty  thousand  pound  cars  to 
carry  this  material  to  Montreal,  and  to 
give  a  still  better  idea  of  how  elaborate  a 
job  it  is,  we  may  say  that  there  was  no  work 
finished  like  this  in  the  States,  when  tliis 
contract  was  commenced.  The  work  was  de- 
signed by  an  American  vault  designer,  the 
leading  man  in  his  line  in  the  States.

POLITENESS  AND 

CHEERFULNESS  MEANS  SUCCESS  IN 
LIFE. 

To-day  let's  discuss  Cheerfulness  and 
Politeness,  the  two  characteristics  that  make 
success  and  civilization. 

Cheerfulness  and  politeness  are  practically 
the  same  thing. 

They  mean  a  great  deal  to  each  of  us  in 
the  effort  to  succeed,  and  they  mean  every- 
thing to  human  progress  and  the  general 
happiness  and  welfare. 

Recently  a  young  man  has  been  promoted 
to  the  general  management  of  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad.  Alfred  H.  Smith  is  his 
name,  he  is  very  young,  and  not  long  ago  he 
was  an  of&ce  boy. 

Many  reporters  have  interviewed  this 
young  man,  trying  to  find  out  the  causes  of 
his  great  success. 

Not  one  has  failed  to  observe  the  unfail- 
ing politeness  and  good  humor  of  the  new 
general  manager.  One  observant  reporter 
said  of  him :  ' '  He  is  the  kind  of  man  you 
would  always  like  to  have  around  you.  He 
is  the  kind  of  a  man  you  would  be  glad  to 
oblige  in  any  way.  He  could  easily  got 
whatever  he  might  ask  for." 

Mental  ability,  attention  to  business  and 
many  other  good  qualities  have  helped  in 
the  success  of  this  remarkable  young  rail- 
road man.  But  we  believe  that  his  good 
nature  and  politeness  have  done  as  much  as 
anything  else  to  pnsh  him  upward. 

A  mistake  that  many  of  us  make  is  this : 
We  imagine  that  there  is  something  servile 
about  politeness.  Many  of  us  feel  that  in 
being  brusque  we  assert  our  superiority. 

Not  a  few  Americans  seem  to  think  that 
cheerfulness  and  polite  manners  constitute 
a  confession  of  inferiority. 

There  was  never  a  greater  mistake  made. 

The  polite  man  is  the  utronf/  man.  Po- 
liteness is  a  demonstration  of  physical  force. 

The  cheerful  man  is  the  xirong  man. 

Feebleness  is  shown  first  of  all  in  irrita- 
bility and  bad  temper. 

The  surest  sign  of  a  small  mind  is  a  quar- 
relsome disposition.  The  small  mind  is  over- 
come by  small  obstacles,  and  exhibits  tlie 
irritation  that  comes  with  difficulties. 

We  realize  that  this  talk  is  vague  and 
seems  not  to  lead  to  anything  definite.  But 
we  shall  trust  to  each  reader's  thoughts  for 
amplification  and  utilization  of  these  gener- 
alities. 

In  every  undertaking  you  will  find  cheer- 
fulness .and  politeness  strong  assets  in  your 
favor.  It  is  the  cheerful  clerk  who  pleases 
customers  and  wins  promotion. 

The  cheerful,  polite  owner  secures  the 
respect  of  those  who  work  for  him,  and  he 
gets  their  best  services. 

There  are  thousands  of  doctors  whose  suc- 
cess is  made  up  almost  entirely  of  pleasant 
manners  and  thoughtfulness  for  others.  Of 
many  doctors  it  is  said  that  patients  feel 
better  the  moment  their  doctor  enters  the 
room — such  doctors  never  fail  of  patients. 

No  one  could  exaggerate  the  part  that 
cheerfulness  plays  in  the  clergyman 's  suc- 
cess. 

The  same  thing  may  be  said  of  waiters,  of 
barbers,  of  commercial  travellers — of  all 
men  whose  success  depends  on  their  influence 
with  other  men. 

You  may  say  that  some  very  successful 
men  are  ill-tempered.  True;  there  are  ex- 
ceptions to  every  rule.  But  the  ill-tempered 
successful  men  have  very  often  made  their 
original  success  through  cheerftd  politeness. 

Had  you  seen  such  men  when  they  were 
climbing  up  the  hill  you  would  have  found 
in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  models  of  polite 
energy.  They  are  ill-tempered  now  because 
they  feel  that  they  can  afford  to  be. 

And  many  a  so-called  successful  ill-tem- 


pered man  is,  comparatively  speaking,  a 
failure. 

Who  can  say  how  far  he  might  have  gone 
on  the  road  to  success  had  he  not  yielded  to 
temper  and  the  petty  love  of  domineering? 

One  of  the  first  requirements  for  promo- 
tion, for  fitness  to  fill  an  executive  place,  is 
polite  consideration  for  others. 

And  one  of  the  first  and  surest  signs  that 
a  man  is  unworthy  of  promotion  given  is  a 
development  of  ill-temper. 

When  a  man  is  put  over  others,  his  work 
IS  to  get  good  results  from  those  under  him. 
In  this  country,  where  self-respect  is  a  part 
of  every  decent  man's  mental  equipment, 
the  ill-tempered  boor  cannot  succeed  as  a 
manager.  He  cannot  get  the  best  results 
from  those  who  work  with  him. 

Mr.  Davenport  has  drawn  two  faces  on 
this  page.  They  are  the  same  faces,  except 
for  the  change  in  expression.  The  face  is 
strong,  of  the  type  that  achieves  results. 

But  how  easily  you  can  see  the  influence 
that  the  two  expressions  would  have  on  the 
success  of  the  individual. 

All  of  us  need  the  help,  sympathy  and 
collaboration  of  others  in  our  work  here. 

Our  manner  and  expression  can  draw  sym- 
pathy to  us — giving  us  success — or  drive 
sympathy  away — dooming  us  to  failure. 

Each  man's  success  is  that  of  a  man 
among  men.  We  all  rely  on  others,  and  he 
who  glides  along  smoothly  goes  farthest. 

Gladstone  was  polite  invariably — even  in 
the  fierce  fights  of  debate.  And  his  manner 
was  the  same  when  he  returned  the  salute 
of  a  cab  driver  on  Carlton  Terrace  as  when 
he  spoke  to  the  greatest  man  in  England. 

The  great  General  von  Moltke  was  as  po- 
lite with  the  youngest  ofiicer  or  private  sol- 
dier as  with  the  German  Emperor— and  his 
manner  gave  a  much-needed  rebuke  to  the 
arrogance  of  the  miserable  petty  German 
officers.  The  viciously  impolite  manners  of 
many  of  them  fortell  very  clearly  how  little 
they  will  ever  amount  to  outside  the  drink- 
ing bouts  of  the  "officers'  casino." 

The  really  great  men  of  all  countries  are 
polite,  because  great  men  are  strong  men, 
and  politeness  is  one  kind  of  strength. 

Good  manners  and  cheerfulness  should  be 
cultivated  for  their  own  sake.  But  if  you 
must  act  for  personal  gain,  you  can  make 
no  better  investment  of  effort  than  in  trying 
to  cultivate  in  yourself  politeness  and  cheer- 
fulness. 

There  is  not  a  man  but  could  advance  him- 
self in  that  way.  Every  young  man  who  is 
gruff,  ill-mannered  when  he  dares  be,  is 
sitnply  keeping  himself  back.

RETAIL  MERCHANTS  AND 
LABOR  UNIONS. 

THE   BUTCHERS'    SECTION    HAVE   A  GRIEV- 
ANCE. 

Next  to  the  family  physician  the  re- 
tail merchant  comes  very  close  to  the 
domestic  affairs  of  the  home.  He  is 
in  close  touch  with  tht  housewife  and 
knows  precisely  how  much  she  cau  af- 
ford to  spend  on  her  dry  goods,  meat, 
groceries,  milk,  vegetables,  bread,  etc.,  or 
the  master  of  the  house,  or  the  bachelor 
on  their  clothes,  lunch,  laundry,  cigars, 
boots  and  shoes. 

In  these  respects  retail  merchants  be- 
ing the  dispensers  standing  between  the 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  on  the 
one  hand  and  the  gene.al  pubUe  on  the 
other,  are  placed  in  the  position  of  pub- 
lie  servants  to  distribute  and  give  their 
services  to  all  classes  alike. 

When  any  new  conditions  arise  in  the 
community  it  naturally  follows  that  they 
are  the  first  to  feel  its  eflects,  and  in  this 
respect  they  can  be  likened  to  the  ther- 
mometer of  inland  trade,  and  from  this 
standpoint  we  desire  to  consider  the  re- 
cent action  taken  by  the  Toronto  Dis- 
trict Labor  Council,  and  what  the  gen- 
eral effect  vrill  be  on  Ihe  community  if 
the  policy  adopted  by  the  labor  body 
should  be  generally  enforced. 

Before  stating  our  case  we  desire  to 
say  that  perhaps  no  class  in  the  com- 
munity are  more  in  sympathy  witn  the 
wise  efforts  that  labor  unions  are  put- 
ting forth  to  improve  their  condition, 
than  retail  merchants.  We  rejoice  in 
all  the  good  work  that  they  have  ac- 
complished to  bring  men  closer  togeth- 
er, and  to  teach  them  that  every  man 
has  a  claim  upon  his  fellow  man  as  a 
brother,  and  as  such  he  should  extend  to 
him  the  spirit  and  practice  of  the  gold- 
en rule,  in  the  practical  affairs  of  every 


day  Ufe.  We  therefore  wish  labor  or- 
ganizations every  success  and  only  hope 
that  they  may  exercise  the  greatest  wis- 
dom and  the  greatest  discretion  now 
that  they  have  accomplished  the  primary 
step  of  organizing  together. 

Eecently,  however,  there  has  been  pre- 
sented before  our  General  Executive 
Board  a  complaint  from  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  members  of  our  ' '  Butchers ' 
Section,"  which  has  been  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed by  them  at  their  special  meeting. 
Their  statement  is,  that  the  oflicers  of 
"the  Amalgamated  Meat  Cutters  and 
Butcher  Workmen  of  North  America," 
Local  Union  No.  188,  Toronto,  of  which 
Mr.  Letts  is  business  agent,  which  is  affil- 
iated with  the  Toronto  District  Labor 
Council,  have  issued  circulars  of  a  false 
and  threatening  character.  In  one  cir- 
cular which  was  addrebsed  to  all  retail 
butchers,  it  sets  out  the  reason  why  they 
demand  that  the  union  card  should  be 
placed  in  every  retail  butchers'  shop, 
and  offers  to  give  some  personal  advice 
to  the  proprietors  as  to  how  they  should 
make  improvements,  they  then  close  by 
stating  that  "in  the  meantime  you 
would  probably  find  business  not  just 
as  satisfactory  as  you  would  like,"  that 
is  if  the  said  proprietors  do  not  join 
the  union,  take  their  advice  as  to  how 
to  conduct  a  retail  yhop  and  display 
the  union  card. 

After  this  circular  was  issued  another 
circular  was  sent  out  signed  by  the 
' '  Business  Agent  of  the  Butchers ' 
Union,"  calling  a  meeting  of  retail 
butchers.  It  sets  forth  that  labor  hav- 
ing decided  upon  shorter  hours  for  them- 
selves, they  believe  that  they  should  now 
demand  that  the  employers  should  take 
shorter  hours,  and  that  only  those  who 
close  early  and  belong  to  the  union 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  Union  Shop  Card 
and  to  the  patronage  of  organized  labor. 


They  state  that  they  svould  rather  have 
had  the  "Eetail  Butchers'  Section"  han- 
dle this  question,  but  as  a  reason  for 
their  not  doing  so,  they  say  "each  mem- 
ber is  busy  in  his  shop,"  and  what  they 
mean  to  convey  by  this  must  be  left  to 
the  imagination  of  the  reader.  This 
mass  meeting  which  was  called  by  them 
through  the  above  circular,  was  at- 
tended by  about  twenty  five  retail  butch- 
ers, out  of  about  two  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-five who  are  doing  business  in  the  city, 
and  over  two  hundred  of  whom  are  mem- 
bers of  our  organization.  After  some 
discussion,  the  hour  for  closing  was  fix- 
ed at  7  o'clock,  the  hour  which  the  larger 
number  of  retail  butchers  have  been 
closing  at  for  years. 

After  this  meeting  an  anonymous  cir- 
cular was  sent  out  addressed  to  the  cus- 
tomers of  some  of  those  retail  butchers 
who  object  to  be  controlled  by  any  ar- 
bitrary measure  enacted  by  any  labor 
union  or  other  organization,  and  who 
claim  the  right  to  know  what  best  suits 
their  customers  in  their  particular  loca- 
tions, and  because  they  believe  that  the 
employers  have  the  ability  to  conduct 
their  own  meetings  and  decide  upon  their 
own  measures  without  having  to  have 
their  clerks  decide  it  for  them.  Tlie 
anonymous  circular  in  part  reads  as  fol- 
low: 

Dear  Sir  and  Madame, — 

"We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  retail  butchers  being 
anxious  to  reduce  the  hours  of  their  em- 
ployees held  a  meeting  and  decided  to 
close  their  shops  at  7  p.  m.  every  evening 
except  Saturdays,  otherwise  the  em- 
ployees would  have  to  work  from  7  a. 
m.  to  9  p.  m.,  and  midnight  on  Satur- 
days, which  they  felt  were  too  long 
hours. 

"We  are  pleased  to  note  that  all  the 
butcher  shops  in  the  city  closed  at  7

p.  m.,  except  nine,  who  were  placed 
on  the  unfair  list  by  organized  labor." 

"You  have  been  reported  as  dealing 
with  one  of  the  following  named  butch- 
ers, and  believing  you  do  not  know  the 
circumstances  of  the  grievance,  we  here- 
with notify  you  that  the  following  are 
the  nine  shops  who  are  open  until  late 
hours." 

Then  follow  the  names  of  nine  butch- 
ers who  object  to  be  dictated  to,  and 
who  will  not  be  forced  into  having  their 
shops  managed  by  their  employees'  union, 
and  the  names  also  of  three  retail  butch- 
ers who  accepted  the  union  cards  at 
first  and  then  when  they  found  that 
their  fellow  merchanta  were  being  co- 
erced they  would  not  allow  themselves 
to  be  controlled  by  such  methods,  and 
the  union  asked  that  the  cards  be  hand- 
ed back,  which  the  proprietors  gladly 
did.  The  circular  closed  by  stating  that 
"We  mail  you  this  notice  and  will  noti- 
fy the  public  when  the  above  dealers 
have  a  desire  to  be  fair,"  signed  with 
no  name  only  organized  labor.  Other 
circulars  were  then  distributed  from 
house  to  house  setting  forth  the  names 
of  those  butchers  organized  labor  con- 
sidered fair,  who  had  the  union  card 
hanging  up  in  theif  shops,  who  closed 
at  7  o'clock  and  who  had  contributed 
two  dollars  to  their  funds.  The  names 
also  were  attached  of  those  who  were 
selected  as  not  being  fair  to  organized 
labor. 

This  is  a  brief  statement  of.  the  facts 
that  led  up  to  a  full  consideration  of 
the  whole  subject  by  the  members  of  the 
"Retail  Butchers'  Section." 

After  ^  full  discussion  had  been  en- 
tered into  the  following  report  of  the 
Trade  Improvement  Committee,  to  whom 
it  was  referred,  was  adopted,  and  it 
was  then  forwarded  on  to  our  General 
Executive  Board  to  be  dealt  with,  which 
is  comprised  of  membeis  of  all  sections 
of  the  retail  trade. 

Toronto,  1903. 
To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Butch- 
ers'  Section  of  the  Eetail  Merchants' 

Association  of  Canada: 
Your  committee  having  met  to  con- 
sider what  effect  the  hanging  of  union 
cards  in  our  various  shops  would  have 
on  the  trade,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  We  believe  that  as  the  rules  and 
regulations  which  are  made  by  the  union 
are  subject  to  the  control  of  the  work- 
men, and  can  be  changed  by  them,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  employers,  that 
it  is  not  advisable  that  we  should  be 
bound  or  united  by  any  union  of  which 
we  are  forced  to  join,  and  over  which 
we  have  no  control. 

2.  That  as  master  butchers,  our  inter- 
ests, and  those  of  our  employees  while 
they  should  be  mutual,  demand  different 
regulations,  and  therefore  require  a  sep- 
arate organization  through  which  our 
interests  may  be  protected  and  guarded, 
and  whereas  we  now  have  a  good  ' '  Butch- 


ers'  Section"  of  "The  Retail  Merch- 
ants' Association  of  Canada,"  we  think 
it  not  advisable  to  unite  with  any  other 
body,  and  thus  miiltiuly  organizations. 

3.  That  we  see  no  reason  why  we 
should  be  selected  out  from  the  various 
retail  trades  and  other  Irage  retail  cor- 
porations, and  be  asked  to  place  union 
cards  in  our  windows  and  shops,  while 
retail  merchants  and  large  corporations 
in  our  and  other  lines  refuse  to  hang 
up  such  signs  and  are  not  required  to 
do  so. 

4.  That  we  consider  that  the  circulars 
distributed  by  the  union  are  not  only 
false  in  their  intention,  but  threaten- 
ing in  their  character,  and  we  request 
that  a  legal  opinion  be  obtained  on  the 
same. 

5.  That  as  we  have  received  various 
reports  from  retail  butchers  stating  that 
several  of  their  customers  have  refused 
to  deal  with  them  if  they  continue  to 
hang  the  union  cards  in  their  stores, 
we  believe  that  as  retail  merchants, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  deal  with  the  pub- 
lic, we  should  not  entangle  ourselves 
in  any  class  quarrels,  but  treat  all  alike, 
and  we  further  believe  that  as  the  union 
makes  no  distinction  between  the  char- 
acter, ability,  or  trustworthiness  of  its 
members,  that  in  our  opinion  the  cards 
are  not  of  any  special  value  to  the  em- 
ployers, or  to  the  general  public. 

6.  We  furthermore  believe  that  as  the 
laws  that  govern  labor  in  Canada,  and 
also  the  conditions  of  the  workmen,  are 
somewhat  different  heie  to  what  they 
are  in  the  United  States,  it  is  not  in 
the  best  interests  of  our  country  to  have 
our  industrial  interests  controlled  by 
international  bodies  located  in  other 
countries,  as  it  has  a  tendency  to  unset- 
tle our  manufacturing  interests,  and  it 
takes  our  money  out  of  the  country. 

7.  That  while  we  express  our  opinion 
on  the  above,  we  believe  that  we  should 
offer  no  opposition  to  our  employees  be- 
longing to  a  union,  if  they  so  desire, 
yet  we  strongly  object  to  have  them  dic- 
tate, make,  or  endeavor  to  enforce  rules 
and  regulations  upon  Uo  before  first  sub- 
mitting said  rules  and  regulations  before 
our  section  for  consideiation.  Therefore 
we  believe  that  it  is  net  in  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  retail  butchers  to  accept 
or  hang  up  the  union  cards  in  their 
shop.    Signed  by 

The  Trade  Improvement  Committee. 

The  matter  having  been  carefully  con- 
sidered by  the  General  Executive  Board 
and  an  opinion  obtained  from  the  so- 
licitor that  the  circulars  above  referred 
to  were  a  distinct  violation  of  the  Crim- 
inal Code,  and  that  the  union  was  li- 
able to  be  summoned  in  the  Police 
Court  for  issuing  them.  They  decided, 
however,  that  it  could  hardly  be  pos- 
sible that  the  Toronto  District  Labor 
Council  were  cognizant  of  the  action 
taken  by  this  newly  lormed  Butchers' 
Workmen's  Union,  and  they  decided  to 


lay  all  the  facts  before  the  Labor  Coun- 
cil before  taking  any  action.  A  special 
committee  was  appointed  and  waited  up- 
on the  Labor  Council  and  stated  the 
facts  to  them  as  above  set  forth,  and 
we  expect  shortly  to  receive  their  opinion 
concerning  the  complaint. 

During  the  discussion  of  this  subject 
very  many  strange  circumstances  which 
are  connected  with  it  are  worthy  of  the 
consideration  of  all  retail  merchants.  The 
signed  anonymous  circulars  which  were 
sent  out  by  this  "Amalgamated  Meat 
Cutters  and  Butcher  Workmen  of  North 
America,  Local  Union  No.  188,"  and  the 
arguments  put  forth  by  their  ofiScers 
before  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Dis- 
trict Labor  Councol,  all  plead  that  only 
those  who  have  the  union  card  hanging 
up  in  their  shops  are  fair  to  labor,  and 
they  proceed  to  argue  that  organized  la- 
bor demands  the  card,  und  that  they  will 
not  patronize  any  merchant  who  has  not 
got  it  in  sight,  or  eon  sealed  somewhere 
about  his  premises.  That  a  decree  has 
gone  forth  that  all  retail  butchers  must 
have  the  large  union  cird,  or  organized 
labor  wiU  withdraw  its  patronage. 

On  the  other  hand  a  large  number  of 
retail  butchers  complain  that  some  of 
their  best  customers  have  withdrawn 
their  accounts  from  them  because  they 
have  seen  the  cards  hanging  in  their 
shops.  The  customers  have  given  no 
reason  for  so  doing,  hiK  they  have  quiet- 
ly left  the  butcher  who  has  had  the 
card  in  his  possession  and  taken  their 
account  to  other  butchers  who  have  not 
got  them. 

Is  this  at  all  surprising  when  we  know 
of  the  unfortunate  s'ruggle  that  has 
been  going  on  and  is  likely  to  go  on, 
unless  greater  judgment  jirevails  between 
capital  and  labor?  Is  it  possible  that 
the  great  body  of  manufacturers,  their 
assistants  and  clerks  and  the  great 
body  of  employers  and  their  staff  of  as- 
sistants and  clerks  are  jjoing  to  be  drawn 
to  the  retail  shops  who  exhibit  labor 
union  signs  when  the  conflict  be- 
tween these  two  classes  has  been  so  bit- 
ter and  almost  unreasonable?  with 
no  sign  of  improvement.  Then  why  should 
retail  butchers  who  mual  serve  all  classes 
alike  be  drawn  into  this  conflict?  Have 
not  retail  butchers  ana  retail  merchants 
generally  who  have  no  union  signs  hang- 
ing in  their  shops,  given  credit  to  work- 
men when  they  have  been  out  on  strike, 
and  many  of  them  are  owing  the  re- 
tail men  yet  for  the  accommodation,  and 
have  they  not  also  given  credit  to  the 
cjntractors  and  employers,  and  when 
vork  has  been  resumed,  and  in  some 
eases  the  strikers  have  obtain- 
ed their  demands,  have  they 
not  taken  their  accounts  to  the 
Wm.  Davies  Co.,  or  to  the  T.  Eaton  Co., 
where  they  are  obliged  to  pay  cash,  and 
in  whose  stores  no  union  card  hangs?  If 
tlic  decree  has  gone  forth  that  organized 
hibor  anu  their  wives  and  families  must

we  to  infer  that  no  goods  of  any  sort 
are  purchased,  or  sent  to  the  homes  of 
members  of  labor  unions  in  department 
store  deliver}'  wagons?  Tf  a  few  retail 
Lutchers  fax  to  have  their  names  pub- 
ished  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  this  great  city,  and  published  in  the 
official  organ  of  the  labor  unions,  whose 
advertising  support  is  largely  made  up 
by  retail  merchants,  ana  the  union  offi- 
cials give  no  reason  for  not  putting 
large  meat  corporation.^  and  others,  on 
their  circulars  who  will  not  hang  up 
their  signs,  are  we  not  to  conclude  that 
the  union  is  not  acting  fair? 

Why  should  a  few  retail  butchers  be 
singled  out  and  the  g'cat  body  of  the 
better  class  of  retail  butchers  who  have 
not  put  up  the  sign  bo  left  off  tin  cir- 
culars? It  seems  to  us  that  if  those 
who  are  interesting  themselves  in  this 
class  quarrel  will  only  reflect  the}'  will 
see  that  they  are  conducting  an  incon- 
sistent and  mistaken  warfare.  Why 
should  retail  butchers  be  selected  and 
held  up  as  overworking;  themselves  and 
their  employees  and  ke  iping  long  hours, 
when  as  a  matter  of  fact,  with  only 
very  few  exceptions,  those  who  engage 
shop  men  let  them  leave  at  6  o'clock, 
and  the  large  number  of  those  who  have 
not  got  union  cards  iianging  up  give 
their  employees  better  wages  and  bet- 
ter hours  than  those  wl,o  have  accepted 
the  cards.  The  hours  of  retail  butchers 
generally  are  not  to  hi  compared  with 
fruit  dealers,  confecticners,  druggists, 
restaurant  keepers,  ht  tel  keepers,  to- 
bacconists, and  a  great  'Tiany  other  retail 
merchants. 

Are  union  men  so  thoroughly  con- 
sistent, thoughtful  and  considerate,  that 
they  would  not  buy  a  drink,  accept  a 
cigar,  buy  fruit  or  eat  ice  cream  after 
7  o'clock  in  the  evening,  because  they 
believe  that  the  person  serving  them 
should  be  home  enjoying  shorter  hours 
of  labor  in  the  bosom  oi  their  family? 

Are  all  the  Chinese  'aundries  patron- 
ized by  the  capitalists  and  those  who 
want  to  crush  down  lalor?  Do  members 
of  labor  unions  object  to  patronize  these 
all  night  and  all  day  workers,  or  buy 
bananas  from  Italian  pedlars  at  mid- 
night just  because  th'^y  do  not  close 
at  7  o'clock'  or  because  *hey  do  not  have 
the  union  card  hanging  up  in  their  shops 
or  on  their  carts? 

The  inconsistency  is  too  apparent; 
the  truth  is  too  glaring.  The  problem 
of  creating  fair  play  will  never  be 
solved  by  the  introduction  of  such  meth- 
ods as  are  attempted  Ly  ' '  The  Amal- 
gamated Meat  Cutters  and  Butcher 
Workman  of  North  A-uerica. "  T-f  we 
have  any  knowledge  of  ihe  character  and 
disposition  of  the  retail  butchers  of  the 
city  of  Toronto,  or  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  we  will  be  very  much  surprised 
if  they  allow  themselves  to  be  selected 
out  from  among  the  gr"at  body  of  their 


fellow  retail  merchants  and  be  experi- 
mented upon  by  their  employees,  and 
told  that  they  must  not  even  enter  their 
stores  after  7  o'clock  to  make  up  their 
books.  We  have  found  the  great  ma- 
jority of  retail  butchers  to  be  good  heart- 
ed, generous,  clear  headed,  and  withal 
intensely  practical  and  'ietermined.  They 
will  bear  a  good  deal,  and  suffer  much 
for  peace  sake,  but  when  they  once  see 
that  they  are  being  imposed  upon  and 
selected  out  to  be  experimented  upon 
by  walking  delegates  they  will  at  once 
take  a  stand  and  resent  such  interfer- 
ence, and  the  retail  butchers,  backed  by 
their  fellow  retail  merchants,  will  carry 
the  banner  on  to  victory,  as  was  evi- 
denced in  the  anti-trading  stamp  legis- 
lation. And  when  once  we  move  forward 
we  will  never  go  back.  For  the  sake 
then  of  all  the  good  tiiat  organized  la- 
bor has  done  for  themselves  in  the  past 
and  for  the  sake  of  the  enormous  amount 
of  good  work  that  is  ahead  of  them  at 
present  to  do,  we  ask  them  not  to  bring 
on  a  conflict  with  the  retail  butchers 
in  which  all  classes  of  retail  merchants 
will  become  involved.  We  hope  they  will 
consider  wisely  and  ralmly  the  incon- 
sistent position  they  will  be  forced  to 
take,  and  we  trust  they  will  not  let  the 
question  of  early  closing,  which  has 
wrecked  many  organizations  throughout 
the  world  in  the  past,  and  which  can  only 
be  solved  by  the  retail  merchants  them- 
selves, injure  the  best  interests  of  labor. 
Labor  unions  must  recognize  that  they 
represent  only  one  portion  of  the  com- 
munity, and  they  certainly  should  un- 
derstand their  own  conditions  best,  but 
they  must  allow  all  other  classes,  which 
constitute  by  far  the  greater  part  of 
the  six  millions  of  British  Canadians,  the 
same  privilege.  The  day  for  force,  ter- 
rorism and  dictation  is  fast  passing 
away;  we  are  approaching  the  stage  of 
arbitration  and  conciliation.  Men  and 
women  who  have  been  educated  and  rear- 
ed under  the  British  flag  can  never  be 
coerced;  they  can  nevei'  be  driven;  they 
want  a  voice  in  creatiug  the  law,  and 
they  want  a  voice  in  .  eeing  that  it  is 
properly  enforced,  but  they  will  never  al- 
low one  class  or  one  body  to  make  laws 
for  them  and  endeavor  to  enforce  them 
without  first  obtaining  their  consent. 
There  is  so  much  good  useful  work  for 
labor  unions  to  do  that  we  trust  they 
will  not  entangle  themselves  in  any  class 
quarrel  with  their  best  friends,  the  re- 
tail merchants.

FREEDOM  vs.  SLikVBRY. 

The  great  conflict  of  opinion  on  the 
advisability  of  constructing  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Eailway  that  exists  among 
the  politicians  causes  the  observer  to  won- 
der what  motive  exists  behind  the  agita- 
tion. 

If  Canada  requires  another  railway  to 


develop  its  resources,  cannot  the  proposi- 
tion be  dealt  with  in  a  calm,  business 
manner?  The  interests  of  this  Dominion 
should  be  paramount  to  every  other  con- 
sideration when  its  welfare  is  being  dis- 
cussed by  our  legislators. 

Party  politics  and  narty  prejudices 
should  be  cast  aside,  and  appeals  to  our 
better  judgment  should  take  their  place. 

An  undertaking  to  build  a  railroad 
which  will  result  in  a  great  gain  or  a 
great  loss,  and  which  requires  the  ex- 
penditure of  millions  of  dollars  of  public 
money,  should  be  taken  out  of  the  hands 
of  both  Government-:  if  its  construction 
or  destruction  is  approached  in  the  spirit 
of  party  gain.  We  have  stated  before, 
and  we  state  again,  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  clear-thinking  man  in  this  young 
country  to  free  himself  from  party  poli- 
tics. It  warps  our  intelligence,  fosters 
prejudice,  and  enslaves  our  better  in- 
stincts. 

In  conversation  with  a  very  able  legis- 
lator not  long  ago,  he  regretted  that  he. 
could  not  speak  out  his  inward  Sentiments 
without  being  dictated    to  by  a  party  ; 
caucus.    He  said:    "Tf  I  went  contra  to 
the  ruling  of  the  party  leaders,  I  would 
be  killed  politically  forever  "    And  the* 
party  rulers  may  conspire  to.  defeat   a  ' 
measure  because  if  it  carried  it  might  ", 
prove   advantageous,   and   thereby  gain/, 
public  approval,  or  they  may  approve  of  . 
a  measure  in  order  to  kill  their  opponents.; 
And  while  all  this  performance  is  going  " 
on,  and  one  political  party  is  heaping  up 
mire  on  the  other  political  party,  the  men  ' 
who  call  themselves  free  born  and  shout 
with  great  gusto,  "Britons  never,  never 
shall  be  slaves,"  are  looking  on  at  this 
monstrous  farce,  and  by  their  votes  assist- 
ing to  keep  the  ring  open.      I  would 
sooner  be  dead  politically  than  to  allow 
my  freedom  of  thought  to  be  enslaved 
and  directed  by  any  political  cabinet  or  , 
party  on  earth. 

Let  us  keep  clearly  in  front  of  us  this 
one  thought,  "A  house  divided  against 
itself  cannot  stand."  Party  politics  was 
invented  by  ward  heelers  for  the  benefit 
of  ward  heelers,  and  until  it  is  abolished 
we  will  have  wrangling  and  confusion 
instead  of  clear  deliberation  and  thought- 
ful consideration  for  all' that  is  highest 
and  best,  and  all  that  is  clean  and  honest.

Those  who  have  given  the  subject  of 
retail  trade  organization  any  study,  must 
have  realized  that  an  organization  to  be 
of  any  value  must  be  able  to  cope  with 
all  general  retail  trade  subjects,  as  well 
as  any  specific  trade  subject  that  re- 
quires to  be  dealt  with.  Retail  merch- 
ants as  a  class  represent  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  wealth,  activity  and 
intelligence  of  the  community.  They  oc- 
cupy the  highest  assessed  property  in  all 
cities  and  towns,  and  are  the  largest 
taxpayers.  They  warehouse  the  im- 
ported and  home  made  and  home 
grown  merchandise  and  products 
and  become  responsible  to  the 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  for  all 
the  cost  in  connection  with  labor,  duty, 
material,  etc.,  up  to  the  time  it  is  handed 
to  the  consumer.  For  this  reason  their 
interests  are  wide  and  important,  and 
can  only  be  cared  for  through 
a  proper  organization  composed  of 
all  classes  of  retail  merchants. 
The  disjointi'd  single  line  trade 
organizations  that  have  existed  in  the 
past,  and  which  may  be  formed  in  the 
future,  can  never  hope  to  be  able  to 
prevent  unwise  legislation  from  being 
enforced   or   placed   upon   our  Provin- 


cial or  Dominion  statute  books,  that  will 
injure  all  retail  merchants  ahke.  Take 
for  instance  the  proposed  business  tax 
measure  that  was  introduced  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Ontario  Legislature,  and 
which  was  held  over  until  the  next  ses- 
sion,  through   the   efforts   of   our  As- 
sociation, and  which  if  applied  will  in- 
crease more  than  three  fold,  ninety-five 
per  cent,  of  all  retail  merchants'  taxes, 
or  take  the  anti-trading  stamp  legisla- 
tion which  was  brought  about  altogether 
through  the  efforts  of  our  Assncintior, 
and  at  an  enormous  cost.    What  could 
single  line  Grocers'  Associations,  Drug- 
gists' Associations,  Bakers'  Associations, 
Furniture  Dealers'  Associations,  or  any 
other  single  line   association  have  ac- 
complished in  these  matters?  or  in  other 
important  matters  that  have  yet  to  be 
undertaken?     Labor   organizations  are 
united  as  a  whole.    The  manufacturers 
are  united  as  a  whole,  and  so  with  the 
Retail  Merchants  of  Canada.    The  day 
for  the  limited  vision,  and  the  narrow 
sphere  is  done,  business  men  must  be 
large  enough  to  see  that  what  helps  one 
must  help  all,  and  what  helps  all  must 
help     one,     and      that     in     order  to 
organize    one    line    of    trade    it  will 
cost   more   and   accomplish   less,  than 
by  organizing  all  and  having  all  sections 
of  trade  considering  separately  their  par- 
ticular line  of  business  and  meeting  to- 
gether when  necessary,  but  all  working 
under  one  banner,  and  all  contributing 
to  one  end.    In  our  opinion  this  is  the 
only  way  by  which  the  retail  trade  can 
be  improved.    The  history  of  all  one  line 
associations  have  been,  and  always  will 
be,  that  a  few  men  have  to  carry  the 
burden  of  the  expense  and  the  labor 
put  into  them,  and  the  results  have  not 
been     accomplished     for      the  gen- 
eral    good     of      the     retail  trade 
in      proportion     to     the     efforts  pnt 
into    them.    Before    the    retail  trade 
can  be  improved  in  Canada  there  re- 
mains an  immense  amount  of  work  to 
be  done,  and  a  large  territory  yet  to 
be   organized.     What   the   results  will 
be  depends  upon  the  moral  and  financial 
support  that  all  classes  of  retail  merch- 
ants give  to  our  Association.    The  mem- 
bership fee  has  been  made  small  so  that 
every   one   could   contribute,    and  thus 
take  an  interest  in,  and  aid  us  to  ac- 
complish what  we   are   endeavoring  to 
obtain.    Ever  since  our  organization  has 
been  established,  we  have  put  forth  every 
effort  on  behalf  of  the  best  interests 
of  retail  merchants  all  over  Canada,  and 
the  expenditure  has  been  greater  than  the 
income,  but  as  some  sacrifice  has  to  be 
made  to  obtain  any  moral  or  legal  re- 
form at  first,  we  have  done  so  willing- 
ly, but  now  that  further  efforts  have 
to  be  made  and  important  issues  have 
to  be  faced,  we  expect  that  retail  merch- 
ants everywhere  will  send  in  their  mem- 
bership fees  without  waiting  to  be  asked. 
The  Association  is  no  longer  an  experi- 


ment, the  unity  of  all  retail  trades  is 
the  only  rational  plan  to  improve  retail 
conditions  and  all  that  remains  to  be 
done  is  for  all  to  pull  at  the  one  end 
of  the  rope,  for  only  "in  unity  is  there 
strength."  j,  j

FIRE    INSURANCE  AND  ITS 
RELATION  TO  CREDIT. 

The  constant  diminution  in  the  rate 
per  cent,  of  profits  and  the  marked  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  doing  business,  due 
largely  to  sharp  competition,  have  well 
nigh  reduced  the  business  of  a  wholesale 
merchant  or  jobber  to  profitless  transac- 
tions. Accordingly,  it  has  become  an  ab- 
solute necessity  that  losses  from  bad 
debts  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  The 
jobber,  therefore,  is  forced  to  give  very 
careful  attention  to  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  those  to  whom  credit  is  granted. 
He  must  make  careful  investigation  of 
matters  which  in  the  prosperous  times  of 
the  past  have  been  lightly  considered  or 
possibly  entirely  overlooked.  The  trained 
judgment  of  the  credit  man,  therefore, 
IS  being  constantly  exercised  concerning 
these  things  which  tend  to  make  credit- 
giving  a  risk  that  is  not  '--rrmted  by  the 
present  condition.  If  the  retail  merchant 
only  realized  this  he  would  cease  to  take 
offence  when  he  is  courteously  asked  for 
particulars  with  respect  to  his  affairs. 

Insurance  has  come  to  be  recognized 
as  one  of  the  most  important  elements 
entering  into  the  question  of  credit.  Next 
to  the  trusting  out  of  goods,  insurance 
against  fire  is  the  most  important  matter. 
Nevertheless,  there  are  many  merchants 
who  fail  to  give  insurance  that  consider- 
ation to  which  it  is  entitled.  It  is  often 
found  in  investigating  statements  that 
either  no  insurance  at  all  is  carried  or 
else  that  the  insurance  is  vrrv  small  com- 
pared with  the  value  of  the  stock  on 
hand. 

The  retail  merchant  should  realize  that 
when  he  buys  goods  upon  credit  without 
taking  out  proper  insurance,  he  asks  the 
jobber  to  assume  a  double  risk.  First, 
there  is  the  ordinary  credit  risk,  and 
second,  there  is  the  risk  from  fire.  Al- 
most invariably  the  goods  remaining  in 
the  warehouses  of  the  jobbers  are  amply 
insured.  When  the  goods  are  transferred 
from  the  jobber's  warehouse  to  the  store 
of  the  retailer  thry  sliould  likewise  be 
insured  against  fire. 

If  insurance  is  being  neglected  from 
iack  of  appreciation  of  its  importance 
that  fact  may  indicate  to  the  creditor 
that  the  business  methods  in  general  of 
the  merchant  are  more  or  less  slack.  If 
he  is  heedless  of  insurance,  which  is  so 
vitally  important,  very  naturally  he  may 
be  suspected  of  trusting  out  his  goods 
too  freely,  and  to  be  an  indifferent  col- 
lector, and  also  a  carele.ss  buyer.  Straws 
^show  which  way  the  wind  blows,  and  the 
•manner  in  which  insurance  is  managed  is 
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a  straw  in  the  wiad  which  the  jobber  is 
prone  to  watch  very  closely. 

The  high  rates  for  insurance  prevail- 
ing in  towns  and  villages  is  often  given 
as  a  reason  for  not  carrying  insurance  or 
for  carrying  limited  amounts  only.  Does 
it  never  occur  to  the  retail  merchant  that 
the  only  reason  for  high  rates  is  that  on 
the  average  fires  in  such  localities  are 
more  frequent  and  more  disastrous  than 
in  better  protected  places!  Insurance 
premiums  are  based  upon  the  quality  of 
the  risk.  The  higher  the  rate  is  that  the 
insurance  companies  name,  the  greater 
the  danger  is  that  they  know  to  exist; 
hence  the  greater  need  to  the  merchant 
of  the  protection  that  insurance  gives. 

For  the  country  merchant  to  carry  any 
part  of  the  risk  himself  is  to  be  penny 
wise  and  pound  foolisn.  Such  a  course 
is  unjust  to  those  who  extend  credit  to 
him.  Accordingly,  he  should  not  be  sur- 
prised when  pursuing  this  course,  if,  in 
some  cases,  credit  is  absolutely  withheld 
until  his  stock  is  sufficiently  insured. 

The  unwisdom  of  neglecting  insurance 
on  the  score  of  economy  becomes  appar- 
ent on  some  unfortunate  day,  when  the 
merchant's  stock  is  consumed  by  fire  and 
the  earnings  and  accuirnlations  of  years 
vanish  in  an  hour.  If  the  stock  had  been 
properly  insured  there  would  be  enough 
to  meet  business  obligations  and  start 
anew.  If  it  was  not  properly  inshred 
then  all  is  lost,  and  capital  and  credit 
are  both  gone.  Insurance  is  a  subject 
worthy  of  most  careful  thought  upon  the 
part  of  every  business  man.  If  there 
has  been  neglect  in  this  regard,  the  rem- 
edy should  be  applied  at  once.  It  will 
have  the  effect  of  renewing  confidence 
and  strengthening  credit,  as  well  as  pro- 
tecting the  business,  the  home  and  the 
family.  Every  merchant's  rule  should 
be  to  keep  well  insured  in  good  com- 
panies, and  never  allow  policies  to  lapse.

Ever  since  the  formation  of  our  As- 
sociation Mr.  Willmot  has  been  an  active, 
earnest  member  of  our  Executive  Board. 
He  realized  that  in  order  to  improve 
trade  conditions  men  must  meet  together, 
discuss  their  opinions,  frame  proper  legis- 
lative acts,  and  then  have  them  properly 
lived  up  to,  and  he  saw  in  the  formation 
of  our  Association  a  medium  through 
which  men  of  all  religious  opinions,  all 
nationalities  and  all  classes  of  the  retail 
trade  could  meet  upon  common  ground, 
which  would  result  in  benefit  to  them- 
selves and  benefit  to  all  concerned.  When 
the  "Butchers'  Section"  was  first  form- 
ed he  was  unanimously  elected  chairman, 
which  position  he  occupied  for  two  years. 
For  two  years  previously  he  also  occu- 
pied the  position  of  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  last  year  he  was  unanimously 
elected  President  of  the  "Toronto 
Branch. ' ' 

He  is  a  man  of  cool,  calculating,  sound 
business  judgment,  unpretentious  and  yet 
dignified,  and  absolutely  upright  in  all 
his  transactions.    He  is  strongly  opposed 
to  all  manner  of  schemes  that  are  even 
slightly  shaded  with  deception  to  catch

He  says:     "A  grown 
person  will  select  what  they  want,  and 
they  will  often  not  take  any  advice  from 
me  or  my  clerks,  but  children  who  know 
nothing  and  who  are  so  often  sent  shop- 
ping to  the  butchers,  I  must  give  them 
the  best  I  have." 

He  always  took  a  strong  stand  against 
' '  trading  stamps, ' '  and  was  one  of  the 
leaders  in  the  fight  to  have  them  abol- 
ished. 

He  is  a  thoughtful,  clear,  forceful  and 
logical  speaker,  and  his  dry  humor  and 
satirical  references  have  clinched  many 
arguments  and  created  much  laughter. 

He  married  the  eldest  daughter  of  the 
late  Captain  StoUery,  and  has  two  sons 
and  one  daughter.  He  is  a  member  oi" 
the  Board  of  Church  Management  of  the 
Bloor  Street  Baptist  Church,  and  is  in 
constant  attendance  in  his  Sunday  School 
work.

There  are  perhaps  very  few  merchant 
tailors  in  the  city  of  Toronto  who  are 
much  better  and  more  favorably  known 
among  their  fellow  retail  merchants  than 
Mr.  Samuel  Corrigan,  of  175  Yonge 
street.

TREASURER  TORONTO  BRANCH,  THE  RETAIL 
merchants'    ASSOCIATION    OF  CANADA. 


Perhaps  there  is  no  retail  store  better 
known  throughout  the  Dominion  of  Cana- 
da than  the  great  hat  and  fur  house 
of  the  W.  &  D.  Dinecn  Company,  on 
the  corner  of  Youge  and  Temperance 
streets,  Toronto. 

Over  thirty-nine  years  ago  this  business 
was  established  in  a  very  humble  manner 
on  Yonge  street  by  the  two  brothers, 
Mr.  W.  &  D.  Dincen.  The  busi- 
ness was  not  sufficiently  large  to  engage 
the  services  of  both  brothers  constant- 
ly, and  Mr.  W.  Dineen  was  engaged  in 
another  business  so  that  he  could  sup- 
ply the  newly  formed  business  with  his 
earnings,  and  Mr.  D.  Dineen  who  was 
a  practical  hatter,  was  kept  busy  re- 
modeling hats  and  making  sales  for  the 
infant  business. 

By  constant  and  ])erse\priiig  ctforts 
the  business  grew  until  the  services  of 
both  brothers  were  required.  They 
moved  from  their  small  premises  to 
larger  ones,  until  they  found  their  stock 
sufficiently  large  to  enable  them  to  lease 
the  store  on  the  nortliwest  corner  of 
Yonge  and  King  streets.  Unfortunately 
for  the  firm  at  this  juncture,  Mr.  D. 
Dineen  died  and  the  entire  management 
was  then  undertaken  by  Mr.  W.  Dineen. 
At  the  expiration  of  the  lease  of  these 
premises  the  owners  (Jesired  to  build, 
and  Mr.  Dineen  purchased  their  present 
corner  and  erected  the  Dineen  build- 
ing, which  is  one  of  the  most  hand- 
some structures  on  our  main  business 
street.  A  full  description  of  the  build- 
ing an.d  its  various  departments  will  ap- 
pear in  another  issue. 

Mr.  W.  Dineen  was  carried  into  this 
country  in  his  mother's  arms  when  he 
was  not  quite  twelve  months  old,  com- 


ing over  from  Ireland  in  the  year  1842. 

He  received  a  sound  business  educa- 
tion, completing  it  at  Upper  Canada  Col- 
lege, and  then  entered  into  conimer- 
rial  life.  He  possesses  exce  itional  good 
judgment  and  has  a  wide  grasp  of  trade 
conditions  generally,  and  especially  in  his 
own  business,  which  requires  considerable 
foresight  in  purchasing  furs,  which  are 
purchased  usually  nine  to  twelve  months 
in  advance  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
and  the  many  and  varied  styles  which 
are  constantly  fluctuating  makes  the  task 
all  the  more  difficult. 

He  devotes  himself  very  closely  to  ids 
business,  believing  that  employees  fash- 
ion themselves  very  much  after  the  execu- 
tive head.  He  can  be  found  in  his  office 
any  morning  during  the  week  at  half 
past  seven,  and  is  the  last  to  leave  the 
premises  at  closing  up  time.  His  manner 
is  quiet,  approachable  and  polite;  he 
forms  opinions  quickly  and  wastes  no 
time  in  superfluous  words.  He  receives 
agents,  advertising  canvassers,  mission- 
aries, beggars  or  millionaires  all  in  the 
same  polite  spirit,  and  in  this  respect 
many  retail  merchants  would  be  benefited 
by  following  his  example.  Having  once 
made  up  his  mind  and  given  his  word, 
liis  word  is  his  bond,  and  is  regarded 
by  him  to  be  just  as  sacred  as 
a  written  agreen:eut.  -  This  generous 
and  unselfish  disposition  has  made 
him  a  general  favorite  among 
his  fellow  retail  merchants,  and  his  ad- 
vice and  assistance  is  sought  by  many 
in  his  own  line  of  business,  and  his 
coimsel  and  financial  assistance  has  been 
of  great  value  in  our  Asso- 
ciation work,  one  fellow-tradesman  re 
marking  that  ' '  I  could  never 
be  jealous,  to  see  him  succeed,  he  de- 
terves  it, ' '  which  is  the  best  testimonial 
any  merchant  can  earn  among  his  fel- 
lows. He  has  been  a  constant  member 
of  our  Association  since  its  inception  and 
was  one  of  the  conveners  of  the  first 
meeting  held.  He  was  unaninuusly  re- 
elected Treasurer  at  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing, which  T)osition  he  has  occupied  for 
some  years. 

He  is  married  and  has  two  sons,  Wil- 
liam and  Frank,  both  of  whom  take  an 
active  part  in  the  present  business.

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THE  PROPOSED  BUSINESS 
T4X. 

In  every  issue  of  this  journal  from 
now  until  the  next  session  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature  we  intend  to  remind 
our  members  and  readers  of  the  neces- 
sity for  making  a  combined  effort  to  op- 
pose this  iniquitous  business  tax  meas- 
ure. 

In  our  last  issue  we  set  out  very  fully 
the  manner  in  which  it  operated  and  gave 
illustrations  showing  how  it  placed  heavy 
burdens  of  taxation  on  all  retail  merch- 
ants and  removed  them  from  the  manu- 
facturing, wholesale  and  other  districts. 
The  measure  has  been  badly  conceived, 
and  the  Royal  Commission  who  are  re- 
sjionsible  for  it  have  not  given  the  sub- 
ject that  full  consideration  that  we  hoped 
they  would.    At  great  expense  to  our- 
selves we  laid  fully  before  the  commis- 
sion the  evil  effect  that  large  mercantile 
corporations  and  department  stores  have 
on  a  retail  community  when  they  gather 
up  hundreds  of   thousands   of  dollars' 
worth  of  merchandise  which  requires  po- 
lice and  fire  protection,  and  upon  which 
they  pay  little  or  nothing  in  taxation,  and 
the  groat  percentage  of  taxation  is  raised 
upon  business  property,  the  owners  and 
occupants  of  which  suffer  by  the  unfair 
competition  resorted  to  by  these  under- 
assessed and  low  taxed  places.    The  pro- 
posed business  tax  instead  of  improving 
this  unfortunate  condition,  lightens  the 
burden  for  these  places  and  makes  the 
burden  all  the  heavier  for  the  retail 
merchant,  and  we  believe,  therefore,  that 
we  are  perfectly  justified  when  we  say 
that  the  bill  was  framed,  not  in  the  in- 
terest of  justice  and  fair  play,  but  in 
the  interest  of  wealthy  commercial  cor- 
porations and  against  the  best  interests 
of  all  retail  merchants  throughout  the 
province.    The    question    of  obtaining 
equitable  taxation  has  created  more  dis- 
cussion and  caused  more  strife  than  per- 
haps any  other  question  in  the  world. 
The  pilgrim  fathers  could  tolerate  the 
burdens  of  taxation  no  longer  and  they 
set  sail  across  the  mighty  ocean  for  a 
new  land  where  they  could  have  a  voice 
in  making  their  own  laws  on  taxation,  as 
well  as  on  other  subjects. 

Speaking  for  the  great  body  of  the 
British-Canadians  of  this  province  we 
think  we  are  voicing  their  sentiments 
when  we  say  that  we  do  not  intend  set- 
ting our  sail  for  any  new  land,  but 
we  intend  to  stay  right  at  home  here 


in  this  fertile  province  of  the  Dominion 
and  fight  for  our  rights  as  citizens  and 
as  retail  merchants  and  show  those  who 
are  in  power  that  we  have  a  voice  in 
framing  legislation  that  affects  our  in- 
terests. Our  voice  has  been  heard  at  the 
special  taxation  committee  in  the  Legis- 
lature condemning  this  injustice,  and  it 
must  now  be  re-echoed  throughout  every 
city  and  town  in  this  province. 

The  argument  put  forth  by  some  sub- 
sidized journals  that  because  this  pro- 
posed tax  would  make  every  retail  merch- 
ant pay,  and  that  none  would  escape,  is 
as  foolish  as  it  is  vicious.  The  first  prin- 
ciple of  taxation  should  be  based  on 
equity,  and  as  taxation  means  a  rate  im- 
posed on  a  community  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  a  revenue  for  the  expenses 
of  a  community,  the  first  consideration 
should  be  an  equitable  rate  and  an  equit- 
able basis  of  valuation  upon  which  the 
rate  should  be  placed. 

As  we  have  pointed  out  before 
the  most  highly  assessed  property  in 
every  city  and  town  is  the  business  prop- 
erty of  the  retail  merchants;  they  are 
paying  the  greatest  share  of  taxation 
now.  The  proposed  business  tax  relieves 
all  personalty,  adds  an  additional  tax  to 
rental  values,  does  not  discriminate  be- 
tween the  merchant  who  has  a  large  stock 
and  the  one  who  has  very  little  stock,  and 
it  will  add  additional  taxation  on  all 
retail  property  in  order  to  make  up  the 
decrease  in  revenue. 

To  properly  consider  the  problem  of 
taxation  and  in  order  that  a  fair,  equit- 
able and  intelligent  measure  should  be 
presented  to  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature, the  Government  should  have  se- 
lected a  commission  from  among  those 
who  have  given  the  subject  of  taxation 
the  greatest  amount  of  consideration  and 
thought  and  who  have  had  some  prac- 
tical experience  in  its  application.  As 
it  was,  with  perhaps  one  exception,  those 
I  who  formed  the  commission  had  no  prac- 
tical experience  on  the  subject,  and  the 
result  is  that  the  complication  as  sug- 
gested instead  of  being  reduced  is  still 
further  increased. 

We  can  readily  understand  that  there 
are  not  many  experts  to  choose  from  to 
have  formed  a  qualified  commission,  but 
right  in  Toronto  we  have  Mr.  James 
Proctor,  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Ee- 
vision,  who  is  perhaps  one  of  the  best 
posted  men  on  the  subject  of  taxation 
that  we  have  in  Canada,  and  one  who 
has  given  it  an  immense  amount  of  care- 


ful consideration  and  whose  long  prac- 
tical experience  in  its  application  and 
his  knowledge  of  the  present  Assess- 
ment Law  would  have  been  invaluable. 
We  have  also  Mr.  James  Foreman,  As- 
sistant Assessment  Commissioner  for  the 
city  of  Toronto,  a  man  of  exceptional 
ability  on  the  subject,  and  one  who  has 
devoted  so  many  years  of  good  prac- 
tical service,  that  his  advice  would  have 
been  of  great  value  on  such  a  commis- 
sion. 

There  are  also  such  men  as  Mr.  F.  B. 
Hutton,  Assistant  Assessment  Commis- 
sioner for  Hamilton,  a  very  able  Assess- 
ment Commissioner,  with  a  large  grasp 
of  the  subject;  S.  H.  Kent,  Assistant 
City  Clerk,  Hamilton;  F.  MacKelcan, 
City  Solicitor,  Hamilton;  Stephen  Grant, 
Assessment  ('ommissioner,  London,  Ont. ; 
Judge  Reynolds,  of  Brockville;  John  Ken- 
nedy, of  Guelph ;  W.  A.  Boys,  Barrie,  and 
a  number  of  others  who  have  given  the 
subject  considerable  attention,  so  that 
no  excuse  can  be  offered  that  the  men 
were  not  available  who  would  have 
brought  in  an  intelligent  report,  and  one 
that  could  have  been  put  into  operation 
without  injuring  any  class. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  ' '  Ontario 
Municipal  Association, ' '  which  convened 
at  Guelph  on  August  the  12th  and  13th, 
and  which  is  composed  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  assessment  ofiieials  and  others  who 
have  the  practical  working  out  of  the 
assessment  law,  they  condemned  the  pro- 
posed Assessment  Bill,  and  said  it  would 
bring  ruin  upon  many,  and  that  if  ap- 
plied it  would  exceed  the  ability  of  the 
ratepayers  to  pay  it. 

The  following  resolution  was  unani- 
mously passed  by  them : 

' '  That  this  association,  having  care- 
fully considered  the  Assessment  Bill  now 
under  consideration,  so  far  as  it  affects 
the  assessment  of  property,  considers  that 
the  Assessment  Bill  should  not  be  pass- 
ed in  its  present  form  or  any  similar 
form,  as  it  is  now  reasonably  clear  that 
the  taxes  under  it  will  not  enable  tlie 
municipalities  to  pay  their  way  unless  by 
increasing  the  general  taxes  far  beyond 
the  former  limit  of  two  cents  on  the 
dollar,  and  so  making  the  taxes  to  prop- 
erty-owners far  beyond  any  ability  of  the 
average  taxpayer  to  pay." 

In  speaking  to  this  resolution  Mr.  Hut- 
ton,  of  Hamilton,  said  that  the  mimi- 
cipalities  could  rest  assured  that  the- 
Government  had  determined  on  the  main 
principles  of  the  bill,  viz:  the  replacing 
of  the  personalty  tax  by  the '  business 
and  house  tax,  and  the  change  in  the 
method  of  the  income  tax. 

In  Hamilton  they  found  that  the  pro- 
posed 71/2  per  cent,  basis  for  the  busi- 
ness tax  was  too  low;  the  value  of  busi- 
ness premises  to  the  tenant  was  10  to 
12  per  cent.;  80  to  90  per  cent,  of  their 
rents  were  in  excess  of  10  per  cent,  of 
the  value  of  the  property.  He  protest- 
ed  against  such  legislation  being  put 
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through  without  consulting  the  muni- 
cipalities and  was  surprised  at  the  lack 
of  interest  there  appeared  to  be  in  this 
unfair  measure.  Mr.  James  Foreman, 
of  Toronto,  stated  that  in  Toronto  the 
banks,  loan  and  insurance  companies  and 
large  office  buildings  would  pay  less  un- 
der the  proposed  bill,  and  he  stated  that 
while  a  larger  amount  would  be  collect- 
ed from  the  retail  property  holders,  yet 
Toronto  would  colllect  $28,878  less  in 
taxes  than  it  is  collecting  now,  figured 
at  the  minimum  rate. 

Under  the  new  law,  Mr.  Grant,  of  Lon- 
don, Ont.,  said  that  London  would  re- 
ceive much  less  in  taxes  than  it  is  now 
receiving,  and  the  retail  merchants  would 
pay  much  more. 

Mr.  James  Proctor,  Chairman  of  the 
Court  of  Eevision  of  Toronto,  delivered 
a  forceful  and  impressive  address.  He 
was  interested,  he  said,  in  administeriug 
the  assessment  law,  and  for  that  reason 
he  was  anxious  to  have  a  good  law,  and 
while  the  present  law  required  some 
amendments  to  make  it  fair  and  just, 
yet  the  proposed  law  was  one  of  the 
most  clumsy  and  unworkable  proposi- 
tions that  was  ever  presented  to  any 
municipality.  He  contended  that  the  po- 
lice and  the  fire  department,  and  all  the 
advantages  of  free  education,  city  water, 
electric  light,  etc.,  should  be  borne 
equitably  by  all  who  participated  in 
these  advantages.  The  expense  in  con- 
nection with  protecting  millions  of  dol- 
lars' worth  of  merchaindise  should  not  be 
placed  on  the  present  overburdened  home 
owners,  where  it  would  be  placed  un- 
der the  proposed  Assessment  Bill. 

The  large  wholesale  merchant  carry- 
ing five  hundred  thousand  dollars'  worth 
of  merchandise  on  a  back  street  would 
pay  no  more  than  a  retail  merchant  on 
a  front  street  who  carried  a  stock  of 
five  thousand  dollarfl. 

He  argued  ably  and  well  for  an  equit- 
able measure  and  trusted  that  the  re- 
tail merchants  all  over  the  country  would 
become  awakened  to  the  intention  of  the 
measure  and  that  the  members  of  the 
Ontario  Municipal  Association  would  use 
their  utmost  endeavors  to  liave  the  pro- 
posed measure  reconsidered. 

Among  those  present  who  fully  endorsed 
the  resolution  and  the  sentiments  expressed 
were  John  Kennedy,  Guelph;  W. 
A.  Boys,  Barrie;  W.  A.  Grier, 
Owen  Sound;  8.  H.  Kent,  Hamilton; 
Mayors  of  St.  Catharines,  Lindsay,  Lon- 
don, Windsor,  Brantford,  Peterboro, 
Gait;  Aid.  Ellis,  Ottawa;  Thos.  Caswell, 
City  Solicitor,  Toronto;  City  Solicitor 
Mclntyre,  Kingston;  A.  P.  Slater,  Niag- 
ara Falls;  F.  M.  MacKelcan,  City  Solici- 
tor, Hamilton;  R.  P.  Slater,  Niagara 
Falls;  W.  P.  Hubbard,  Toronto. 

Sufficient  evidence  is  therefore  given  to 
show  that  in  addition  to  the  measure 
V)eing  an  unworkable  one,  that  it  oper- 
ates unfairly  against  all  retail  merch- 


ants, that  they  are  going  to  be  the 
chief  sufferers  and  that  they  must  take 
the  initative  in  the  fight  to  oppose  this 
measure  becoming  law,  and  it  now  rests 
with  every  man  to  ^o  his  duty.  Our 
association  is  the  instrument  through 
which  you  can  direeV  your  efforts  in  or- 
ganized form.  It  is  formed  for  your  pro- 
tection, it  has  done  good  and  noble  work 
in  the  past,  it  will  do  so  in  the  future, 
only  we  must  have  every  retail  merch- 
ant throughout  Canada  rallying  under 
its  banner.

THE  MISSION  OF  TRADE  AND 
ASSOCIATION  JOURNALS. 

Although  almost  every  class  of  trade 
in  every  country  in  the  world  is  repre- 
sented by  one  or  more  trade  journals,  yet 
the  field  will  never  be  fully  covered.  And 
the  desire  to  publish  others  will  never 
cease  so  long  as  advertisers  and  subscrib- 
ers are  willing  to  support  new  ventures, 
and  their  continued  existence  depends  up- 
on the  thoughts  and  ideas  they  contain 
thatappealto  their  readers.  Tlie  nussionof 
a  trade  journal  is  three-fold,  1st  to  pro- 
vide remuneration  for  the  publisher  and 
editor;  2nd,  to  convey  knowledge  of  the 
wares  that  wholesalers  and  manufactur- 
ers have  to  offer  to  the  retailers,  and 
3rd,  to  keep  the  retailers  posted  in  trade 
reports  and  trade  happenings,  and  to  con- 
vey to  him  useful  information  that  will 
benefit  him  in  his  every  day  business. 

These  three  elements  are  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  life  of  a  good  trade  jour- 
nal, as  they  should  convey  intelligence 
from  the  manufacturer  to  the  whole- 
saler and  on  to  the  retailer,  and  vice  versa, 
and  are  therefore  necessary  to  enable 
any  publication  to  exist,  or  trade  infor- 
mation to  be  disseminated. 

A  purely  trade  journal  to  be  success- 
ful cannot  undertake  to  do  any  more  than 
convey  passing  trade  events,  prices  cur- 
rent, etc.,  from  the  manufacturer  on  to 
the  wholesaler,  jobber  or  retailer,  criti- 
cize such  subjects  as  may  be  of  a  gen- 
eral character  and  in  which  all  may  be 
interested,  but  association  journals  are 
conducted  primarily  for  the  benefit  of 
the  association,  and  usually  at  a  loss 
to  the  association,  and  they  are  therefore 
necessarily  confined  to  the  class  they  rep- 
resent. If  it  is  a  Manufacturers'  As- 
sociation journal,  its  mission  would  be  to 
convey  to  the  manufacturers  the  subjects 
that  the  association  is  interested  in  and 
the  reports  of  what  similar  asociations 
are  doing  in  various  parts  of  the  world, 
etc.  The  Retail  Merchants '  Journal  con- 
veys to  the  retail  merchant  subjects  that 
are  of  interest  to  him,  and  that  are  being 
discussed  in  the  various  trade  sections,  and 
it  conveys  this  information  also  to  whole- 
salers and  manufacturers,  and  its  mission 
is  purely  for  the  purpose  of  talking  right 
out  from  the  standpoint  of  a  retail- 
er, and  it  can  afford  to  condemn,  re- 
buke or  commend  if  necessary  either  man- 


ufacturer, wholesaler  or  retailer,  accord- 
ing to  the  decisions  and  resolutions  pass- 
ed by  its  members.    If  a  manufacturer, 
wholesaler  or  retailer  should  violate  any 
of  the  ordinary  laws  of  commerce,  or 
take  a  position  that  would  interfere  with 
the  rights  of  their  neighbors,    or  if  un- 
just laws  are  about  to  be  applied  that  will 
injure  the  retailer  and  benefit  the  manu- 
facturer or  wholesaler,  an  association 
journal  stands  ready  to  announce  that 
fact  without  fear  or  favor.    This  would 
be  outside  the  sphere  of  a  trade  journal 
and  could  not  be  expected  from  them. 
The  sphere  therefore  of  a  trade  journal 
and  an  association  journal  do  not  in  any 
way  conflict.    The  former  can  exist  on 
the  support  of  all  or  one  portion  of  the 
trade,  the  latter  cannot  exist  unless  it  is 
backed  up  by  the  support  of  an  associa- 
tion,   and  upon  the  activity  of  the  as- 
sociation will  the  life  of  the  journal  de- 
pend. 

Every  association  is  strengthened  by 
the  efforts  of  an  association  journal,  and 
every  member  is  improved  and  benefited 
liy  reading  the  association  journal  and 
by  subscribing  for  every  trade  journal  in 
his  line  of  business. 

The  brightest  minds,  and  the  most  suc- 
cessful merchants,  are  those  who  sub- 
scribe for  every  trade  journal  in  their 
line.  Every  writer  presents  new  thoughts, 
and  new  thoughts  put  in  new  life,  and 
new  life  adds  dollars  to  every  till;  it  is 
therefore  part  of  an  association  journal's 
duty  to  advise  every  member  to  be  a  sub- 
scriber to  his  trade  journal,  and  not  only 
subscribe  for  them,  but  read  them  and 
pay  for  them.  The  mission  of  trade  and 
association  journals  should  therefore  be 
nmtually  beneficial,  which  we  hope  they 
may  be.

A  PROBLEM  FOR  THE 
CHURCHES. 

It  is  stated  on  the  authority  of  one 
of  the  largest  manufactures  in  the 
United  States  that  there  are  more  than 
200,000  women  and  girls  in  New  York 
working  for  forty  cents  a  day.  And  it  is 
estimated  that  upwards  of  70,000  female 
children  under  twelve  years  of  age  are 
in  service  in  that  country  as  cash  girls 
and  factory  operators.  These  little  girls 
are  required  to  be  on  their  feet  from 
ten  to  twelve  hours  each  day,  and  to 
perform  the  duties  of  men  in  many  in- 
stances, and  receive  a  mere  pittance  for 
their  devoted  sernces. 

Is  it  not  time  that  women  had  extended 
to  them  some  law  for  their  protec- 
y  tion  ?  And  while  any  good  measure  will 
receive  the  endorsement  of  all  classes 
who  are  opposed  to  the  present  system,  it 
will  be  attacked  by  capitalistic  combina- 
tions controlling  manufacturing  enter- 
prises in  the  great  department  stores, 
which  are  the  immediate  beneficiaries  of 
!,  this  vicious  process  of  pauperizing  labor. 

Just  reflect  on  that  vast  army,  over 
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two  hundred  thousand  poor  struggling 
women  and  girls  paying  rent,  providing 
clothes,   and  procuring   food   on  forty 
cents  a  day.    No  provision  can  be  made 
for  sickness,  and  to  provide  for  old  age 
is  entirely  out  of  the  question.    Is  it 
any  wonder  we  have  crime,  and  vice  and 
sin  staring  us  in  the  face,  and  pass- 
ing us  on  all  sides  in  the  crowded  thor- 
oughfares of  our  great  cities.    Two  dol- 
lars and  forty  cents  a  week  for  grow- 
ing womanhood.    Two  dollars  and  forty 
cents  a  week  if  they  never  miss  one 
week  in  the  year,  all  through  the  swel- 
tering summer  and  all  through  the  piere- 
y  ing  frost  of  the  winter,  if  they  stop 
they  must  starve,  No  comforts,  no  holi- 
days, no  relief,  simply  trudge  and  work 
away  in  ill-ventilated  factories  and  un- 
sanitary workrooms,  in  order  that  goods 
can  be  made  cheap  and  some  one  can  ob- 
tain "Bargains."  May  God  forgive  us. 
Every  article  that  is  touched  by  the  poor 
tired  fingers  of  these  aching  hearts  is 
passing  out  over  the  counters  of  the  de- 
partment stores  of  our  cities  with  sad- 
ness woven  in  every  stitch,  and  should 
gloomily    remind  us  that  we  are  rob- 
bing our  nation  of  its  womanhood  and 
we  are  assisting  with  our  purchases  to 
dethrone  our  sisters  and  enslave  ' '  God 's 
noblest  gift  to  man. ' '  Church  workers, 
what  are  you  doing?  Are  you  willing  to 
stand   by   and   see   these   poor  unfor- 
tunate, struggling,  suffering  women,  who 
are  helpless  to  move,  who  are  compelled 
to  work,  and  who    have     become  the 
slaves  of  false  conditions,  suffer  and  hun- 
ger so  that  you  may  clothe  yourselves 
in  fine  linen  and  pide    yourselves  on 
your  shrewdness  in    securing    some  of 
\  these  blood-stained  "Friday  Bargains." 
May  the  Time  soon  come  when  you  will 
recognize  that  assisting  to  free  these 
poor  modern  century  slaves  is  part  of 
your  work,  and  part  of  your  duty,  and 
may  some  of  the  more  charitably  dis- 
posed ones  become  awakened  to  use  their 
wealth  and  their  influence  in  striking  at 
the  root  of  this  monstrous  evil,  and  in- 
stead of  spending  time  and  money  wor- 
rying over  foreign  missions  may  they 
recognize  that  the  real,  practical  work 
of  any  church  is  that     which  is  re- 
quired to  be  done  around  and  about  our 
own  home  first.   Let  us  pay  better  wages 
and  build  fewer  poorhouses,  and  spend 
less  time  on  our  Boards  of  Charity  and 
Houses  of  Providence.    Let  woman  be 
either  taken  out  of  the  field  of  labor 
competition  altogether,  or  let  her  be  paid 
equal  wages  with  men  for  equal  work, 
and  not  because  she  is  docile  and  weak 
and  helpless  rob  her  of  her  labor,  her 
strength,  her  womanhood  and  her  life.

NECESSITY  FOR  FRUIT  AND 
VEGETABLE  INSPECTION. 

Fruit  and  vegetables  are  among  tlie 
most  delicate  and  sensitive  articles  that 
enter  into  human  consumption.    As  our 


cities  become  more  crowded  and  the  pop- 
ulation seeks  smaller  quarters,  the  chances 
for  keeping  fruit  and  vegetables  as 
was  the  custom  in  years  gone  by  in 
commodious  cellars,  becomes  more  diffi- 
cult and  what  was  formerly  done  by  the 
housewife  has  now  to  be  done  by  the 
fruit  merchant  or  vendor.  Consider- 
able attention  has  been  given  to  the  rais- 
ing and  producing  of  fruit  and  veget- 
ables by  the  Provincial  Government,  as 
well  as  considerable  attention  to  proper 
fruit  inspection,  but  uo  matter  how  care- 
ful we  may  be  about  its  origin  or  about  the 
method  of  packing  and  shipping  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  our  efforts  will  all  end  in 
failure  if  their  transmission  is  not  com- 
plete from  the  commission  hou.ses  into 
the  homes  of  the  consumers. 

Unfortunately  the  retail  fruit  and  veg- 
etable trade  of  Toronto  has  drifted  away 
from  the  orderly  well  kept  fruit  store 
of  the  past,  and  the  struggle  for  exist- 
ence is  now  between  the  fruit  merch- 
ant and  the  pedlar,  and  probably  at 
no  time  in  the  history  of  Toronto  has 
there  been  more  pedlars  of  fruit  than 
there  is  at  the  present  time.  The  ped- 
lars consist  of  two  classes,  those  who  oe- 
coupy  stores  and  who  have  pedlars'  wag- 
ons, and  those  who  have  no  stores,  but 
have  pedlars'  wagons  and  push  carts. 
The  latter  class  are  the  ones  we  think 
strict  attention  should  be  paid  to  by 
our  civic  officials  to  see  that  they  have 
proper  places  and  proper  facilities  for 
keeping  these  articles. 

A  trip  through  some  of  the  liomes 
of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  vendors  of 
this  city  would  perhaps  be  the  best  means 
of  convincing  fruit  and  vegetable  users 
that  a  change  in  the  system  should  be 
demanded. 

Considerable  stress  has  been  placed  up- 
on the  necessity  for  pure  milk  and  va- 
rious other  articles  of  human  food,  but 
in  our  opinion  the  foul  cellars  and  un- 
healthy rooms  that  a  great  deal  of  the 
fruit  of  this  city  is  kept  in  has  more 
to  do  with  the  conveying  of  disease 
than  almost  anything  else.  When  milk 
or  meat  commences  to  decay  it  does  so 
quickly  and  can  be  observed  almost  in- 
stantly, but  fruit  and  vegetables  absorb 
tlie  poisonous  gases  of  the  atmosphere 
and  are  slower  to  show  signs  of  decay, 
which  makes  it  all  the  more  necessary 
to  have  them  kept  in  properly  ventilated 
and  properly  arranged  places. 

The  law  in  England  regarding  the 
proper  housing  and  selling  of  fruit  and 
vegetables  is  very  rigid,  and  while  we 
have  not  got  the  crowded  conditions 
of  the  old  land  here,  yet  the  necessity 
for  inspection  is  quite  as  important,  and 
sliould  receive  the  Immediate  attention  of 
our   City  Council. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  examine 
first  such  articles  as  bananas.  These  are 
now  imported  by  the  car  load,  chiefly 
by  Italians,  and  instead  of  being  placed 
iu   proper   fruit   warehouses,   they  are 


crowded  into  dwellings  situated  in  old 
St.  John's  ward,  now  number  three  ward, 
in  crowded  places  with  poor  drainage, 
poor  light  and  unhealthy  ventilation, 
From  there  they  are  distributed  to  some 
of  the  best  houses  in  the  city,  which 
if  the  consumers  only  knew  the  condi- 
tions under  which  they  ripened,  they 
would  soon  cease  to  take  any  chances, 
by  either  allowing  them  into  their  homes 
or  upon  the  tables. 

In  our  opinion  if  these  subjects  were 
more  thoroughly  discussed  and  enquire(' 
into,  we  would  have  less  need  to  pro- 
vide either  hospitals  for  consumption  or 
liospitals  of  isolation,  and  to  all  con- 
sumers we  would  say  if  you  wish  to 
buy  healthy,  well  ripened  fruit  patronize 
the  legitimate  fruit  merchant.

STRENGTH  AND  BEAUTY. 

Strong  characters  are  not  rare,  and 
beautiful  characters  are  not  rare;  but 
characters  that  are  both  strong  and 
beauiful  are  rare.  It  is  so  difficult  to 
he  firm  and  not  be  hard,  to  be  in- 
flexibly just  and  not  to  be  cold,  to  have 
the  solid  virtues  that  make  for  strength, 
.nnd  with  them  the  soft  and  gracious 
qualities  that  command  our  love.  Some 
men  and  women  have  the  decorative 
virtues — they  are  full  of  generosity, 
noble  impulse,  charity  and  magnanimity, 
and  enthusiasm;  but  they  have  not 
with  these  the  strength  of  mind  and 
will  that  can  resist  the  "taking"  and 
popular  tendency  if  it  be  forbidden  by 
sound  principles  of  justice  and  of  practi- 
cal common  sense.  Some  people  on  the 
other  hand  have  only  the  fundamental 
qualities — they  are  just  but  they  can  not 
be  generous;  honest  but  never  liberal; 
truthful  but  never  merciful.  They  have 
principle,  but  they  have  never  yielded 
to  a  wise  enthusiasm,  or  been  moved  out 
of  their  slow  plodding  habit  by  some  sa- 
cred zeal  for  a  great  and  good  cause. 
The  world  yields  to  the  strong  men;  it 
admires  them,  it  honors  them;  but  it 
does  not  love  them.  They  command  its 
respect,  but  they  do  not  engage  its  affec- 
tion. On  the  other  hand  the  world's 
heart  is  drawn  out  to  the  beautiful 
lives,  but  it  discovers  to  its  pain  that  it 
must  not  lean  upon  tliem.  They  are  too 
good  for  human  nature's  daily  food. 
They  are  not  to  be  trusted  in  our  hours 
of  real  trial  and  perplexity.  What  they 
gain  in  heart  they  seem  to  lose  in  head; 
and  we  grow  conscious  that  they  are 
tender  and  generous  and  kind,  but  they 
are  not  wise.  Of  how  few  is  it  true  that 
they  are  not  only  strong  but  beautiful, 
not  only  beautiful  but  strong.

PUBLIC  ABATTOIRS. 

The  question  of  erecting  a  public  abat- 
toir is  one  that  not  only  the  Wholesale 
and  Eetail  Butchers  are  interested  in, 
but  also  the  general  public.    It  has  been 
very  fully  discussed  by  the  members  of 
our  Butchers'  Section,  and  the  following 
is  a  report  presented  by  them  to  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board: 
Report   on    the    question   of    a  Public 
Abattoir,  submitted  to  the  Butchers' 
Section  of  the  Eetail  Merchants' 
Association  of  Canada,  1903: 
Your  committtee,  having  been  reauest- 
ed  to  bring  in  a  report  on  the  question 
of  a  public  abattoir,  have  met  twice  and 
considered  the  question  in  some  of  its 
bearings,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

Seeing  that  the  business  of  killing 
cattle  has  been  conducted  for  such  a 
length  of  time  by  the  butchers  engaged 
in  that  business,  and  taking  into  consid- 
eration the  fact  that  all  slaughter  houses 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Health  OflBcer,  and  knowing  that  the 
butchers  as  a  whole  are  law-abiding  men 
and  only  too  anxious  to  comply  with  any 
reasonable  request  that  the  Medical 
Health  OflScer  may  make  from  time  to 
time,  we  believe  that  it  would  be  against 
the  best  interests  of  this  city  to  disturb 
the  butchers  from  their  present  locations 
now  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

We  submit  also  that  as  there  is  such 
a  large  sum  of  money  invested  in  pro- 
perty that  is  used  expressly  for  the  hous- 
ing and  killing  of  cattle,  that  in  the 
event  of  a  public  abattoir  being  erected, 
it  would  be  rendered  useless  by  such  an 
act,  and  we  believe  that  a  gross  injustice 
would  be  done  all  concerned  in  the  trade, 
and  we  also  believe  that  said  butchers 
would  look  for  adequate  compensation 
for  the  property  being  rendered  value- 
less, and  we  strongly  recommend  that  due 
weight  be  given  this  phase  of  the  ques- 
tion before  the  civic  authorities  become 
involved  in  litigation. 

We  have  viewed  the  question  also  of 
the  changed  conditions  under  whirtn  the 
trade  would  be  conducted,  and  we  are 
unanimous  in  our  opinion  that  the  pub- 
lic at  large,  as  well  f>s  the  trade  are 
better  served  under  ex:sting  conditions 
than  they  would  be  under  such  condi- 
tions that  would  necessarily  follow  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  a  public 
abattoir.  We  also  wish  to  point  out 
the  fact  that  the  Unon  Stock  Market 
is  now  completed,  and  the  men  who  are 
interested  are  practical  business  men, 
who  have  invested  a  very  large  amount 
of  money  in  this  particular  venture,  and 
this  market  is  now  open  for  business, 
and  if  anything  should  happen  that  a 
portion  of  the  live  cattle  that  have  hith- 
erto been  coming  to  our  Western  Market 
should  enter  the  Union  Market,  under 
no  circumstances  whatever  would  these 


cattle  find  their  way  to  the  city  abattoir. 
We  look  upon  the  Aldermen  and  civic 
offcials  as  being  guardians  of  the  city's 
money  and  interests,  and  we  are  posi- 
tive that  not  a  solitary  Alderman  of  the 
present  council  could  be  found  who  would 
invest  one  dollar  of  his  own  money  in 
a  venture  of  this  kind,  when  the  future 
of  the  continuance  of  the  present  large 
supply  of  live  cattle  at  our  own  Western 
Cattle  Market  is  so  uu-.ertain. 

Your   committee  would   also  like  to 
point  out  that  for  the  past  fifty  years 
it  has  been  the  custom  xor  all  young  men 
engaged  in  the  trade  to  foster  habits 
of  thrift,  and  by  their  accumulated  sav- 
ings have  been  enabled  to  start  in  busi- 
ness for  themselves,  i':  may  have  been 
only  in  a  humble  mannor,  but  the  method 
of  conducting  the  trade  has  enabled  them 
to  do  so  with  credit  to  themselves  and 
all  concerned.  Now  if  the  city  interferes, 
and  established  an     abattoir  and  the 
business  of  killing  on  private  property  is 
denied,  the  killing  of  all  cattle  will  at 
once  fall  into  the  hauls  of  a  few  large 
corporations  and    companies,    and  the 
small  man  of  the  prcocnt  and  the  fu- 
ture can  say  good  bye  to  the  prospect 
of  ever  becoming  engaged  in  business  on 
his  own  behalf.   This  picture  is  not  over- 
drawn, the  practical  man  who  up  to  the 
present  has  made  a  success  of  his  iwn 
business  understands  this  question  in  rll 
its  bearing,  to  a  greater  extent  than  .  r> 
one  outside  of  the  trade  can  ever  hope 
to. 

Throughout  the  Dominion  of  Caua  ia 
there  is  only  one  city  that  you  can  com- 
pare with  Toronto,  in  a  question  of  this 
kind,  and  that  is  Montreal,  and  the 
experience  of  that  city  in  connection 
with  running  a  public  abattoir  has  been 
a  complete  failure,  and  it  has  never  been 
able  to  make  a  return  on  the  very  large 
expenditure  of  money  necessitated  in 
its  erection,  and  in  its  maintenance.  The 
butchers  as  a  body  made  use  of  it,  but 
they  as  a  body  have  abandoned  its  use 
to-day  because  it  has  not  accomplished 
the  purposes  that  those  worthy  public 
men  had  hoped  it  would  when  they  com- 
menced the  agitation  for  its  erection. 
The  history  of  the  public  abattoir  in 
Montreal  goes  to  show  that  when  the 
building  was  completed  and  the  by-law 
was  put  into  effect  that  a  very  large 
percentage  of  the  city  butchers  who  had 
resided  inside  the  city  limits  for  many 
years  immeditely  removed  outside  the 
city,  they  not  only  refused  to  enter  the 
abattoir  and  to  make  use  of  it,  but  they 
also  ceased  to  remain  citizens  of  Mon- 
treal, and  your  committee  beg  leave  to 
report  that  in  their  opinion  a  similar 
condition  of  affairs  will  immediately 
follow  the  erection  of  a  public  abattoir 
in  this  city. 

To  show  how  little  this  question  is 
understood  by  some  of  the  members  of 
our  City  Council  who  have  interested 
themselves  in  this  question,  it  was  re- 


ported in  the  press  that  they  stated  pub- 
licly that  an  abattoir  sufficient  for  the  re- 
quirements of  the  trade  of  the  eity  of 
Toronto  could  be  erected  for  the  paltry 
sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000). 
and  your  committee  cannot  allow  that 
statement  to  go  unchallenged.    To  buy 
ten  acres  of  land,  to  ^rect  an  abattoir 
sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  all  the 
killing  to  be  done  in  the  city,  to  build 
and  provide  for  the  very  large  number 
of  stables  and  pens  for  the  housijig  of 
all  cattle  to  enable  them  to  be  properly 
prepared  before  killing,  and  to  give  all 
firms  now  interested  in  the  business  suffi- 
cient room  to  properly  conduct  their  busi- 
ness, and  to  provide  coolers,  etc.,  would 
entail  upon  the  city  an  expenditure  of 
at  least  $250,000,  and  after  the  build- 
ing is  erected,  we  must  add  the  cost  of 
a  staff  of  skilled  men  who  would  have 
to  be  appointed  to  oversee  and  manage 
the  building,  and  premises,  in  the  in- 
terests    of     the     city,     and    if  you 
add    to    these    amounts    the  amount 
to    be     paid    in     salaiies     and  the 
very  large    amount    necessary    to  es- 
tablish a  plant  of  this  kind  you  will  see 
that  in  the  end  the  cost  to  the  individual 
butcher  using  the  abattoir  will  be  very 
much  larger  than  the  cost  of  killing  cat- 
tle on  private  property,  as  is  done  to- 
day. 

Your  committee,  while  recognizing  the 
very  valuable  services  of  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  of  this  city,  in  his  com- 
mendable efforts  on  behalf  of  the  citi- 
zens, would  beg  respectfully  to  submit 
that  before  the  city  could  close  up  all 
j  the  private  slaughter  houses  they  would 
j  have  to  establish  the  fact  that  a  nuisance 
f  does  exist  on  all  the  present  premises. 
We  contend  that  with  reasonable  care, 
and  with  tight  floors,  and  with  the  im- 
mediate removal  of  all  hides  and  tal- 
low, and  all  offal,  together  with  the  use 
of  all  modern  convemences,  and  with 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  concerned 
in  the  trade,  slaughter  houses  can  be  con- 
ducted not  only  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  general  public,  but  also  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Medical  Health  ofiicer. 

Your  committee  in  suomitting  the  fore- 
going report,  are  unanimous  in  their 
opinion  that  whether  as  wholesale  or  as 
retail  butchers,  we  feel  perfectly  justified 
in  opposing  the  erecting  of  a  public 
abattoir,  and  we  also  beg  to  state  that 
while  we  have  dealt  with  the  matter 
from  several  different  standpoints,  we 
have  not  by  any  means  exhausted  the 
subject,  as  much  more  can  be  said  from 
our  standpoint  as  tax  paying  citizens.

Is  it  in  the  interests  of  health  and 
cleanliness  to  have  goods  of  all  classes 
housed  together,  such  -iS  eatables,  pois- 
onous drugs,  furs,  candies,  soap,-  deli- 
cacies, coal  oil,  perfumes,  rubbers,  and 
constantly  opening  dusty  bales,  etc ,  with 
the  additional  dust  raised  by  thousands 
of  feet  settling  on  everything  at  all  hours 
of  the  day? 

Should  corporations  be  allowed  to 
group  several  kinds  of  goods  together 
under  one  roof  and  by  selling  some 
at  less  than  cost  and  others  in  which 
they  liave  taken  almost  the  entire  con- 
trol at  enormotis  profits,  and  by  this 
means  destroy  the  value  of  staple  goods 
and  the  livelihood  of  the  skilled  spe- 
cialist? 

Never  allow  yourself  or  any  one  else 
to  shake  your  confidence  in  yourself,  to 
destroy  your  self-rcliaice ;  for  this  is 
the  very  foundation  of  all  great  achieve- 
ments. When  that  is  gone,  your  whole 
structure  falls.  Confidence  in  your- 
self, unbounded  faitli  m  yourself  which 
even  amounts  to  boldness  at  times,  is 
absolutely  necessary.  Great  undertak- 
ings require  great  confidence. 

Did  you  ever  notice  how  many  good 
people  there  are  in  Toronto  who  at- 
tend church  and  pray  on  the  Sabbath 
and  make  loud  Christian  professions  and 


tlien  search  every  hole  in  the  city  for 
what  they  consider  are  "Bargains"  ev- 
ery day  in  the  week.  If  you  want  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  them  saimter 
through  some  of  the  stores  and  ask  some 
of  the  clerks  what  they  think  about 
them. 

In  a  West  Philadelphia  butcher  'e  shop 
last  week  they  were  short  of  dummies, 
and  the  boss  decided  to  stuff  three  of 
the  hams  with  sawdust.  A  hungry  man 
came  along,  grabbed  one  of  them  and 
ran  up  the  avenue.  He  was  caught;  but 
instead  of  prosecuting  him,  the  butcher 
gave  him  a  dime  to  ouy  something  to 
eat.  He  explained  that  the  laugh  he 
had  watching  the  crowd  chase  the  man 
up  the  street  until  a  policeman  stopped 
him,  and  his  dismay  when  he  discovered 
that  he  had  nothing  but  a  sawdust  ham, 
was  well  worth  ten  cents. 

In  the  good  old  summer  time,  hams 
must  be  put  away  in  the  butcher's  ice- 
chest,  like  all  other  meats.  The  con- 
sequence is  that,  for  many  hours  of  the 
day,  the  show-window  of  a  butcher's 
shop  looks  as  barren  as  a  Yorkshire 
moor.  One  of  the  large  Western  pack- 
ing firms  has  originated  the  idea  of  fur- 
nishing butchers  who  patronize  them  with 
dummy  hams,  to  be  huug  in  the  window 
while  the  real  thing  13  in  cold  storage. 
This  idea  has  the  double  advantage  of 
advertising  the  particular  brand  of  ham 
and  of  giving  the  buicher  an  appear- 
ance of  continuous  prosperity,  even  in  the 
hottest  weather.  The  imitation  hams  are 
made  of  wood;  they  -ire  covered  with 
canvas,  like  the  real  hams,  and  fully 
stained,  as  though  the  grease  had  soak- 
ed through.  Nine  out  of  ten  passers- 
by  would  not  know  the  difference. 

Mr.  McDonough,  one  of  the  wealthiest 
men  of  New  Orleans  in  the  generation 
now  past,  was  a  poor  grocer  boy,  as 
many  other  great  men  have  been,  and 
he  decided  early  in  life  that  he  would 
make  his  life  a  triumph,  not  merely  in 
the  gaining  of  wealth,  but  right  living 
and  the  full  enjoyment  of  every  day 
while  he  secured  his  fortune.  That  is 
wisdom.  So  many  give  their  whole  at- 
tention to  the  securing  of  wealth  that, 
when  they  have  secured  it,  they  have 
not  the  health  or  the  jears  or  the  dis- 
position to  enjoy  it.  But  Mr.  Mc- 
Donough was  wise  enough  not  to  do 
that,  and  he  shaped  his  life  by  the  rules 
which  he  had  engraved  on  his  monu- 
ment. They  are  as  follows: 

Never  covet  what  is  not  your  own. 

Do  unto  all  men  as  yui  would  be  done 

by. 


Never  bid  another  do  what  you  can  do 
yourself. 

Never  give  out  that  which  does  not 
come  in. 

Never  put  off  till  to  norrow  what  you 
can  do  to-day. 

Never  think  any  matter  so  trifling  as 
not   to   deserve  notice. 

Let  the  greatest  order  regulate  the 
transaction  of  your  life. 

Kemember  always  that  labor  is  one  of 
the  conditions  of  our  existence. 

Study,  in  the  course  of  your  life,  to 
do  the  greatest  amount  of  good. 

Time  is  gold;  throw  not  one  minute 
away,  but  place  each  one  to  account. 

If  any  one  speaks  evil  of  you,  let 
your  life  be  so  that  none  will  be- 
lieve- him. 

Deprive  yourself  of  nothing  necessary 
to  your  comfort,  but  live  in  honorable 
simplicity  and  frugality. 

Labor  then  to  the  last  of  your  ex- 
istence. 

Kead  over  the  above  maxims  at  least 
once  a  week.

ADVERTISING  AND  AD- 
VERTISING. 

A  retail  merchant  thought  he  di<l  a 
very  smart  thing  some  weeks  ago.  He 
was  one  of  those,  who  as  a  rule  do  not 
advertise,  but  in  some  way  or  other 
he  had  been  induced  to  give  advertising 
a  trial  and  blossomed  forth  in  a  half 
page  ad.  in  a  local  paper.  Then  he  lost 
his  nerve.  We  do  not  recall  just  what 
it  was  he  had  advertised,  but  he  was  a 
master  of  words  if  not  of  business  and 
had  described  the  article  in  glowing 
terms.  He  had  intended  to  sell  a  good 
article  at  a  small  loss,  but  when  peo- 
ple came  in  to  buy  it,  many  of  them 
his  regular  trade,  others  who  bought  the 
advertised  article  and  nothing  else,  he 
saw  ruin  staring  him  in  the  face  and 
sought  a  way  out  of  it.  He  found  a 
way,  if  not  the  way.  It  lay  in  a 
lot  of  inferior  goods  of  the  same  gen- 
eral appearance  that  could  be  substi- 
tuted for  what  he  had  intended  to  sell, 
and  be  sold  at  a  profit.  He  sold  so 
much  of  the  article  that  week  that  he 
tried  another  ad.  the  following  week. 
His  second  week's  experience  has  turned 
him  against  advertising,  for  nobody  took 
any  stock  in  what  he  said.  It  was  a 
small  place  and  a  fool  was  not  born  in 
that  locality  every  minute. 

Advertising  for  the  legitimate  merch- 
ant must  first  of  all  be  truthful.  Ap- 
parent success  built  on  dishonest  founda- 
tions is  bound  to  fall. 

The  man  who  advertises  an  article 
holds  it  out  in  his  hand  as  it  were  and 
says,  "Come  look  at  this,  buy  it,  com- 
pare the  price  you  paid  for  it  with 
what  you  would  have  had  to  pay  for  the 
same  article  elsewhere  and  then  judge 
our  store  with  other  stores  by  the  same 
ratio  of  comparison.  Anyone  can  see, 
looked  at  in  this  light,  how  a  deceit- 
ful ad.  stamps  a  whole  place  with  the 
same  brand. 

We  believe  in  advertising  because  we 
see  that  with  few  exceptions  the  suc- 
cessful merchants  of  to-day  are  those 
who  persistently  followed  it  up.  We 
even  believe  in  selling  something  once 
in  a  while  at  less  than  cost,  but  the  man 
who  cannot  do  it  and  do  it  with  a  smile 
has  no  business  to  try  it.  The  good 
book  tells  us,  "The  Lord  loveth  a  cheer- 


ful giver,"  and  without  being  profane, 
trade  is  much  the  same;  by  imputation 
it  also  says  "He  hateth  a  grudging 
one."  Not  to  be  profane,  trade  is  very 
much  like  the  Lord  in  this  respect.  It 
hates  the  merchant  who  hands  out  his 
bargains  with  a  sour  face  or  like  the 
man  putting  plugged  coins  in  the  col- 
lection plate — fake  bargains. 

Such  merchants  had  best  be  content 
with  the  trade  they  can  get  in  other 
ways. 

An  advertisement  is  to  the  business 
itself  what  the  show  window  is  to  the 
stock.  Grocers  do  not  display  old  wormy 
goods  in  their  windows.  They  show  tlie 
best  and  most  attractive  their  stock  con- 
tains. The  advertisement  should  like- 
wise be  bright  and  attractive.  Lots  of 
people  will  see  the  ad.  who  never  did 
and  perhaps  never  will  see  the  show  win- 
dows. 

Make  it  as  attractive  as  possible  and 
have  the  stock  and  business  back  it 
up. 

The  trade  that  is  worth  something  and 
that  will  stick  is  built  on  confidence.  We 
saw  a  farmer  trying  to  catch  a  young 
horse  that  was  loose  in  a  field  during 
one  of  our  rides  on  the  outskirts  a  short 
time  ago.  He  tried  to  get  close  to  the 
animal  but  every  time  he  made  an  at- 
tempt to  grab  it  it  ran  away.  Then  he 
tried  new  tactics;  he  took  an  apple  or 
an  ear  of  corn,  we  forget  which  now. 
and  again  approached  the  horse  hold- 
ing out  his  hand  with  the  tid-bit  on  it. 
The  horse 's  curiosity  was  aroused,  like- 
wise his  appetite.  It  kept  edging  nearer 
and  nearer;  by  and  bye  it  was  close 
enough  to  smell  it,  then  it  began  to 
nibble.  The  farmer  was  not  idle  all  this 
time  either.  When  the  horse  got  near 
enough  to  sijiell  what  was  in  his  hand, 
he  stroked  its  nose,  when  it  began  to 
nibble  he  put  his  arms  on  its  neck.  The 
last  we  saw  of  the  pair  was  the  farm- 
er riding  off  on  the  horse's  back  with 
a  bit  in  its  mouth.  It  is  just  so  with 
trade;  first  of  all  it  must  be  attracted, 
then  suited,  after  which  comes  control.

HOW  TO  HOLD  YOUR 
TRADE. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  a  mereh 
ant  can,  nine  times  out  of  ten,  per- 
suade a  customer  to  take  what  he  recom- 
mends, but  how  many  of  the  "nine  per- 
sons out  of  ten ' '  are  satisfied  with  the 
article  he  recommends  after  they  have 
tried  it?  If  they  are  not  satisfied  they 
are  apt  to  try  another  store  when  again 
in  want  of  the  same  article.  This  is 
a  risk  a  merchant  take.?  when  he  recom- 
mends anything.  The  only  safe  course 
to  pursue  is  to  confine  his  sales  to  goods 
of  acknowledged  values — that  is,  goods 
which  owe  their  large  sale  to  their  merits, 
so  his  customers  will  feel  they  receive 
fnW  value  for  their  money  every  time 
they  deal  with  him.  This  is  the  only 
way  to  hold  trade,  and  a  man  who  does 
not  or  can  not  hold  his  trade  will  have 
to  struggle  for  an  existence  all  the  days 
of  his  life. 

No  man  in  the  retail  trade  can  get 
rich  on  one  sale  or  in  one  month.  The 
retail  business  is  in  this  particular  like 
an  express  company,  which  makes  its 
money  on  the  small  packages  it  car- 
ries; twenty-five  cents  charges  on  one, 
forty  cents  charges  on  another,  and 
so  on,  and  but  a  few  cents  profit 
on  each.  It  is  the  large  number  of  small 
charges  that  makes  the  money,  so  every 
retail  merchant  must  strive  for  a  large 
number  or  small  transactions.  He  must 
make  every  sale  do  him  good  by  send- 
ing away  every  customer  feeling  they 
have  received  full  value  for  their  money. 

"Goods  well  bought  are  half  sold," 
is  as  true  a  proverb  to-day  as  ever,  but 
"well  bought"  does  not  mean  low  price 
only.  It  means  quality  quite  as  much  as 
cost,  for  low  price  goods  do  not  mean 
cheap  goods.  "The  best  is  the  cheap- 
est ' '  always,  whether  it  be  a  paper  of 
pins,  a  box  of  matches,  soap,  muslin — 
in  fact,  anything  must  be  good  to  be 
cheap.  He  must  always  buy  goods  that 
are  in  demand  by  everybody  and  sell 
them  at  a  fair  profit;  then  he  will  draw 
new  trade  and  hold  it,  too,  just  as  cer- 
tain as  a  good  speaker  or  a  fine  singer 
will  '  draw  a  crowd. — Grocers'  Eeview, 
I'hiladelphia.

HOW  TO  MAKE  ADVER- 
TISING PAY. 

The  fundamental  thing  in  advertising 
is  to  have  something  to  talk  about;  of 
course,  you  want  to  talk  about  your  store 
and  your  business;  in  order  to  do  that 
you  nuist  have  a  store  that  you  can 
talk  about — one  that  is  neat  and  clean 
and  in  which  the  goods  are  well  dis- 
played and  the  room  well  lighted  at  all 
times,  with  a  proprietor  and  clerks  pleas- 
ant and  couretous  in  their  manner  to  all 
patrons.  Having  such  a  store  with  a 
reputation  for  honest  dealing  and  re- 
liable goods,  you  have  something  to  talk 
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about  that  will  always  interest  the  read- 
ers. Never  be  funny  in  your  ads.;  a 
funny  sentence  is  laughed  at  and  for- 
gotten, while  a  few  serious  words  may 
set  the  reader  thinking  of  his  need  of 
your  service  or  of  your  goods,  and  will 
eventually  bring  him  to  you. 

Be  truthful;  never  make  an  assertion 
which  you  do  not  intend  to  keep,  for 
such  an  assertion  will  do  you  more  harm 
in  one  issue  than  you  can  recover  in 
a  very  long  time.  People  who  do  not 
know  you  personally  form  their  im- 
pressions of  you  through  your  ads.,  and 
as  it  is  these  people  whom  you  want  for 
your  new  customers,  you  must  talk  to 
them  through  the  newspaper  in  such  a 
way  they  will  have  confidence  in  you. 
When  you  have  gained  their  confidence, 
you  can  rest  assured  that  when  they 
need  your  service  they  will  call  on  you, 
and  if  you  treat  them  right,  they  will 
stay  with  you  and  put  in  a  good  word 
for  you  to  their  friends.  A  word  about 
cuts  here  will  not  be  amiss;  a  cut  will 
draw  attention  to  an  ad.  quicker  than 
anything  else,  but  to  have  the  desired 
effect  it  should  bear  a  distinct  relation 
to  the  text  or  your  ad.  Do  not  use  the 
same  cut  too  often,  for  it  will  become 
too  familiar  and  lose  its  attractiveness. 

Webster  defines  the  word  advertise  as 
"To  inform,  to  give  notice,  advice  or 
intelligence  to. ' '  We  should  bear  in  mind 
when  writing  an  advertisement  that  we 
are  trying  to  educate  the  people  up  to 
realizing  their  need  of  our  services.  We 
must  also  teach  them  the  difference  be- 
tween the  reliable,  honest,  conscientious 
merchant  and  the  quack,  whose  only  am- 
bition is  to  trade  his  wares  for  the  peo- 
ple's hard  earned  cash. 

Quacks  have  always  realized  the  im- 
portance of  advertising,  in  fact  they  owe 
their  success  to  their  extensive  adver- 
tising. If  you  feel  that  you  cannot 
write  your  own  ads.  and  do  justice  to 
your  business  do  not  try,  for  a  poor- 
ly written  ad.  is  worse  than  none  at  all, 
as  it  creates  a  bad  impression  which  we 
must  avoid  by  all  means.  Advertising 
is  a  science. 

When  you  contract  for  your  3pace  get 
an  advantageous  position  either  on  front 
page  or  next  to  reading  matter;  don't 
let  them  stick  your  ad.  some  place  where 
no  one  can  see  it  unless  they  are  looking 
for  it.  Have  the  printer  use  a  nice  bor- 
der, something  attractive,  that  will  make 
your  announcement  stand  out  from  the 
rest.  When  your  ad.  is  in  a  good  po- 
sition, keep  it  there  all  the  time  and  peo- 
ple will  get  so  used  to  it  in  that  position 
that  they  will  naturally  go  to  it  to  see  what 
you  have  to  say,  and  they  will  be  dis- 
appointed if  it  is  not  there. 

One  more  thought  and  I  am  through; 
that  is,  keep  everlastingly  at  it.  What- 
ever you  do,  do  not  advertise  in  a  spas- 
modic way,  but  keep  hammering  at  the 
people  all  the  time.     After  you  have

THE  SUCCESSFUL  TRA- 
VELLER 

Salesmen  who  are  able  to  go  out  into 
the  world  and  create  business  are  the 
highest  types  of  the  men  of  that  profes- 
sion, says  The  Retailers'  Journal.  With 
such  salesmen  the  central  and  ever  dom- 
inating idea  is  to  make  business,  not 
merely  take  orders  from  old  customers. 
How  to  accomplish  their  purpose  is  the 
thing  which  they  are  at  work  on  con- 
stantly. While  other  salesmen  may  be 
telling  stories  or  having  a  good  time 
waiting  for  a  chance  to  see  a  customer, 
the  man  with  the  creative  thought  upper- 
most in  his  mind  is  trying  to  study  out 
a  plan  whereby  he  can  carry  out  his  pur- 
pose. 

As  a  rule,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the 
best  salesmen  of  this  class  make  but  little 
fuss  when  talking  business  with  their  cus- 
tomers, but  it  will  also  be  noticed  that 
what  they  have  to  say  goes  right  home, 
and  instead  of  arguing  with  the  customer 
he  instructs  him — tells  him  things  of  in- 
terest about  the  goods  under  considera- 
tion. He  will  point  out  qualities  that  an- 
other salesman  never  knew  existed,  and 
he  will  tell  about  these  things  in  such  a 
way  as  to  command  the  attention  of  the 
customer.  And  what  is  more,  he  will  tell 
the  truth,  and  tell  it  in  such  a  simple, 
straightforward  way  that  the  customer 
will  be  certain  that  it  is  the  truth. 

The  salesman  who  is  able  to  create 
business  does  not  resort  to  the  cheap 
tricks  which  the  man  on  the  road  often 
resorts  to  in  order  to  sell  goods,  for  he 
knows  it  is  not  profitable.  He  wants  to 
sell  his  customer  again,  and  he  must 
retain  his  confidence.  He  must  feel  cer- 
tain that  the  customer  believes  implicitly 
all  he  says,  for  this  is  necessary  to  his 
general  plan  of  work. 

This  idea  of  knowing  just  a  little  more 
about  his  goods  than  the  mere  order- 
taker  knows  is  the  key  to  the  true  sales- 
man's success.  He  must  first  know  what 
he  is  talking  about  when  he  attempts  to 
sell  the  retail  merchant  a  bill  of  goods. 
If  he  has  cultivated  along  with  his  knowl- 
edge some  graces  of  speech  and  manner 
he  will  be  better  able  to  present  his  case. 
The  man  of  refinement  who  will  talk  of 
things  whose  nature  he  thoroughly  under- 
stands can  always  get  a  hearing  and  sell 
goods,  enlarging  all  the  time  the  field 
they  are  made  to  occupy.  Such  salesmen 
are  truly  creators  of  business.

TORONTO 
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JOURNEYMEN  BUTCHERS 
ON  STRIKE. 

The  Butchers'  Union  of  Eochester 
have  struck.  They  wanted  higher  wages, 
and  when  told  that  this  being  a  dull 
season  and  their  request  could  not  be 
granted  they  quit  work. 

The  trouble  began  in  the  Eochester 
Packing  Company.  When  it  was  found 
that  the  Eochester  Packing  Companies 
goods  were  being  sold  to  Mr.  J.  M. 
Halloek,  in  the  market,  the  officers  of 
the  union  called  out  Mr.  Halloek 's  men. 

A  meeting  of  Eetail  Butchers  was  then 
called  and  it  was  decided  that  all  em- 
ployees who  supported  the  walking  dele- 
gate in  his  action  and  refused  to  use 
their  influence  in  having  the  men  who 
had  been  called  out  sent  back  to  work 
they  should  be  dismissed.  After  the 
meeting,  the  members  of  the  Eetail 
Butchers'  Association  presented  to  their 
men  the  following  conditions  upon  which 
they  would  retain  them  in  their  employ. 

1.  The  retail  meat  dealers  of  Eoch- 
ester signed  an  agreement  last  fall  with 
regard  to  hours  and  wages,  and  they 
have  lived  up  to  that  agreement  and 
it  is  satisfactory  to  them. 

2.  We  assert  the  right  which  we  have 
not  signed  away  to  buy  of  whom  we 
choose  without  dictation  from  the  walk- 
ing delegate. 

3.  In  justice  to  meat  dealers  we  ask 
you  to  disavow  the  action  of  the  walk- 
ing delegate  and  to  send  back  to  work 
the  men  called  out  by  him. 

Following  this  action  of  the  Retail 
Butchers'  Association  there  was  a  meet- 
ing of  the  union  at  which  it  was  de- 
cided to  pupport  the  walking  dele- 
gate, and  the  next  morning  the  meat 
cutters  and  sausage  makers  went  on 
strike,  and  the  meat  business  was  crip- 
pled. Customers  were  served  by  the 
proprietors  of  the  markets  themselves 
with  such  help  as  volunteered  to  assist. 
The  members  of  the  Association  even 
went  into  each  others  markets  and  as- 
sisted each  other. 

Matters  progressed  in  this  way  for 
some  days,  neither  side  making  any  ma- 
terial gain.  Then  came  a  move  which 
depressed  some  of  the  members  of  the 
Retail  Butchers'  Association.  It  was 
the  signing  of  a  new  union  agreement 
by  Patrick  Fahy,  the  proprietor  of  one 
of  the  largest  markets  in  the  city,  from 
which  the  union  men  had  been  dis- 
missed at  the  beginning  of  the  trouble. 


Mr.  Fahy  had  previously  signed  the 
agreement  of  the  Eetail  Butchers'  As- 
sociation, in  which  it  was  stipulated 
that  the  signer  would  fight  to  the  last 
ditch  for  his  rights.  Mr.  Fahy  claims 
that  he  did  not  fully  understand  the 
import  of  his  action  nor  comprehend 
what  its  effect  would  be  when  he 
signed  the  agreement  entered  into  by  the 
Association.  He  did  not  handle  the 
products  of  the  Rochester  Packing  Com- 
pany; was  paying  union  wages,  and 
living  up  to  the  conditions  imposed 
by  the  unions.  He  had  no  personal  quar- 
rel with  the  union,  he  stated,  and  he 
felt  that  the  loss  he  was  suffering  for 
the  sake  of  others  was  greater  than  he 
could  afford. 

' '  I  was  completely  demoralized, ' '  he 
said  to  a  reporter,  "My  business  was 
being  demoralized.  In  over  forty  years 
I  never  had  trouble  with  my  men  be- 
fore, so  I  told  the  union  people  to 
send  back  my  men,  and  they  came  back. ' ' 

Following  the  action  of  Mr.  Fahy,  four 
or  five  other  butchers,  not  members  of 
the  Association,  signed  a  similar  agree- 
ment with  the  union,  and  it  was  ex- 
pected that  there  would  immediately 
be  a  stampede  on  the  part  of  the  re- 
maining butchers  to  settle  the  matter 
and  permit  the  union  to  run  their  busi- 
ness for  them.  The  Butchers'  Associa- 
tion called  another  meeting,  after  which 
an  officer  said:  "Mr.  Fahy's  defection 
was  a  serious  blow  to  the  Association, 
but  we  have  quite  recovered  from  it. 
It  was  thoroughly  discounted  to-night  by 
the  unanimous  spirit  of  a  very  large 
body  of  employers,  who  do  nearly  all 
the  business  of  the  city.  The  Associa- 
tion is  now  strong  and  vigorous,  and 
the  members  are  firmer  than  ever  in 
their  resolve  to  maintain  the  position 
they  have  taken.  I  can  say  that  there 
will  be  no  more  defections  from  the 
Association.  There  were  over  a  hundred 
dealers  at  our  meeting,  and  we  pledged 
ourselves  anew  to  stand  by  each  ether. 
Up  to  the  time  we  have  made  no  effort 
to  secure  outside  help.  We  shall  now 
start  to  bring  in  men  from  other  cities. 
We  are  more  determined  than  ever  that 
we  will  not  yield  to  the  unreasonable 
demands  of  the  union." 

When  the  news  that  Mr.  Fahy  liad 
given  in  became  generally  known,  the 
union  people  used  it  as  a  trump  card. 
They  visited  the  markets  and  it  is  al- 
leged they  used  not  only  Mr.  Fahy's 
name,   but   other   names     equally  well 


known,  endeavoring  to  persuade  the  boss 
butchers  to  give  up  the  struggle.  In  a 
a  few  instances  they  succeeded,  as,  when 
the  bosses  approached  were  told  the  lead- 
ing butchers  were  giving  up  the  fight, 
it  was  natural  the  agreement  would 
have  an  effect.  To  offset  the  stories 
being  circulated  a  list  of  the  names 
of  those  who  had  agreed  to  resist  the 
demands  of  the  union,  and  to  fight  for 
their  rights  to  conduct  their  business 
as  they  considered  best,  has  been  dis- 
tributed. 

This  report  which  was  published  in 
the  ' '  Butchers '  Advocate, ' '  the  leading 
meat  journal  of  Ne^^  York  and  Chicago, 
shows  the  great  necessity  for  all  retail 
butchers  to  consult  and  stand  together 
to  guard  and  further  their  own  interests.

ARGUMENT. 

This  poem  was  written  iti  connection  with  the  suicide  of  one  Alexander  Reder,  who,  filling  his  pockets  with 
stones,  drowned  himself  in  Toronto  Bay,  in  the  summer  of  1899. 
An  inquest  held,  resulted  in  the  following  verdict  : 

"  That  Alexander  Keder,  who  died  on  the  14th  of  July,  deliberately  committed  suicide,  by  jumping  into  the 
"Bay.  The  cause  of  the  act  was  despondency,  the  result  of  being  brought  to  Toronto  under  false  pretences  by 
"Sigmand  Lebelski,  acting  for  the  T.  Eaton  Company." 

In  the  action  of  the  poem  one  of  the  employees  of  a  large  firm  is  supposed  to  recount  to  another  the  hallucina- 
tions of  a  female  operative,  who  is  dyinp  of  brain-fever,  brought  on  by  worry  and  overwork,  and  aggravated  by  the 
illusion  that  she  had  met  Reder's  ghost  \n  a  tunnel  under  the  street,  supposed  to  separate  two  branches  of  a  great 
establishment.  In  her  delerium  the  poor  girl  broods  at  first  over  the  mental  agony  of  Reder  before  his  rash  act  and 
then  suddenly  supposes  that  his  ghost  appears  and  upbraids  her  for  yielding  her  honor  for  gold,  when  he  yielded 
his  life  rather  than  break  his  union  pledges.  Her  pleadings  with  the  ghos<  for  a  merciful  jndgment  on  her  offence 
bring  out  her  story,  and  its  climax  m  the  death  of  those  she  sinned  to  save  ;  the  final  apostrophe  being  on  the  in- 
iquity of  the  bargain  system.

'a  bad  monopoly;  it  is  worse  still  to  have 
so  fierce  an  injustice  practised  upon  the 
city.  "We  pay  too  much  and  get  no  ser- 
vice, and  we  are  treated  with  contempt 
when  we  apply  for  redress.  Surely  this 
sort  of  thing  can  be  remedied.  It  is 
only  occasionally  one  can  get  telephone 
connection  with  one's  friends  and  cus- 
tomers; it  is  always  that  we  get  'cheek' 
from  the  company. ' ' 

And,  commenting  on  the  same  subject 
in  a  later  issue,  it  says 

"I  had  a  considerable  talk  with  Mr. 
Dunstan,  the  manager  of  the  telephone 
system  of  Toronto,  and  though  I  found 
him  a  very  amiable  and  capable  man,  I 
was  not  at  all  convinced  by  his  argument 
that  the  best  possible  system  had  been 
adopted  for  the  convenience  of  those  who 
subsccribe  to  the  telephone  service  in  this 
city.  His  argument  that  the  Telephone 
Company  had  tried  to  do  something  a 
couple  of  years  ago  for  the  subscribers 
which  has  been  rudely  spoiled  bv  the  city 
and  Dominion,  was  touching  but  not  con- 
vincing. He  explained  to  me  tkat  two 
or  three  years  ago  the  company  had  ask- 


ed for  more  capital  and  had  been  refused. 
Options  which  he  then  held  for  vacant 
buildings  available  for  his  work  were 
forfeited.  His  plea  is — and  it  deserves 
publication — that  Toronto  having  resist- 
ed an  incearse  of  rates,  necessarily  has 
to  suffer  from  the  resistance  that  was 
made.  I  do  not  agree  with  him  in  this 
matter.  I  think  the  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany has  endeavored  to  biilly  Toronto, 
that  it  has  always  had  enough  capital  to 
do  its  business,  and  that  the  congestion 
which  now  exists  is  a  part  of  the  effort 
of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  get  its 
way  no  matter  whether  'the  way'  is 
legitimate  or  whether  it  is  a  phase  of 
bullying.  I  would  like  to  give  the  whole 
of  Mr.  Dunstan 's  statement,  for  he  cer- 
tainly can  put  a  thing  as  beautifully  as 
any  man  there  ever  was  who  represented 
a  corporation  that  demanded  more  than 
its  share.  He  tells  me — and  no  doubt  his 
statements  are  correct — that  the  present 
congestion  of  business  is  largely  occa- 
sioned by  the  adding  of  a  new  building 
to  their  present  establishment  so  that 
there  may  be  more  opportunities  for  the 
arrangement  of  wires.  The  problem  still 
presents  itself  to  me  as  strongly  as  ever, 
why  those  who  pay  for  a  telephone  ser- 
vice should  be  made  the  victims  of  a 
company  wliich  is  not  wise  and  kind 
enough  to  serve  its  customers.  I  was 
very  much  pleased  to  learn  that  the  girls 
who  sometimes  give  such  impertinence 
over  the  telephone  wires,  are  paid 
eighteen  dollars  a  month,  and  that  spe- 
cialists get  twenty-five.  Mr.  Dunstan 
calls  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  tele- 
.]  hones  are  much  more  used  than  they 
were  years  ago;  that  each  telephone  has 
many  more  calls  than  before.  I  can 
readily  appreciate  that  fact.  That  an 
antiquated  telephone  instrument  should 
be  left  in  an  oflSce  is  accounted  for  by 
Mr.  Dunstan  on  the  ground  that  before 


the  city  made  the  arrangement  with  the 
Telephone  Company  fifty  dollars  a  year 
was  set  forth  as  the  amount  that  should 
be  paid,    and    the    agreement  having 
lapsed — for  forty-five    dollars  a  year — 
the  larger  amount  rendered  necessary  by 
the  agitation  of  two  or  three  years  ago 
must  be  resumed.   I  think  Mr.  Dunstan 's 
mistake  is  in  the  belief  that  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company,  instead  of  the  pub- 
lic, have  rights  in  the  city  of  Toronto 
which  it  is  quite  proper  tp  enforce.  It 
is  quite  touching  to  a  newspaper  man  to 
converse  with  so  gentle  an  advocate  of 
what  is  giving  everybody  trouble.  The 
fact  that  we  are  getting  a  beastly  ser- 
vice because  the  Telephone  Company  have 
permitted  their  business  to  become  so 
congested,  remains  the  same.    We  are  not 
getting  the  worth  of  our  money,  whether 
the  calls  are  more  numerous  than  they 
were  or  whether  there  are  fewer  people 
to  answer  when  we  ring.    It  may  be  that 
Central  is  the  chief  offender,  but  there 
should  be  no  offender;  we  should  get  a 
good  service  in  every  part  of  the  town. 
The  fact  that  we  are  being  bullied  and 
taught  that  more  capital  should  be  al- 
lowed the    company    is  unsatisfactory. 
We  are  paying  for  an  ordinary  means 
of  transmitting  our  ideas  to  people  at  a 
distance,  and  we  pay  for  that  at  a  rate 
which  should  give  us  proper  considera- 
tion.   If,  as  he  says,  the  Government  and 
the  municipality  have  denied  the  Tele- 
phone Company  a  right  to  increase  their 
capital,  the  general  public  should  regret 
having  joined  in  such  a  conspiracy.  The 
opposite  is  the  case,  for  the  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company,  in  a  desire  to  utilize 
its  monopoly,  has  been  anything  but  kind 
in  its  administration  of  what  has  grown 
to  be  a  public  necessity." 

This  is  precisely  our  \'iew  of  the  mat- 
ter. If  the  Bell  Telephone  Company 
liave  not  the  capital  or  the  facilities  to

give  the  public  a  good  service,  it  would 
he  far  better  for  them  to  say  so,  and  to 
allow  their  subscribers,  fifty  or  sixty  per 
cent,  rebate  off  their  accounts  until  such 
times  as  they  can  give  a  good  service. 
If  they  pretended  to  be  fair  and  follow- 
ed out  the  ordinary  rule  of  reduction, 
they  could  easily  calculate  that  if  a 
good  first-class  service  is  worth  forty- 
five  dollars  or  fifty  per  annum,  how  much 
is  the  most  miserable  service  in  British 
North  America  worth,  and  when  this  is 
discovered,  remit  the  rebate  amount  by 
cheek  to  each  and  every  subscriber.  Not 
long  ago  this  company  applied  to  the 
Hamilton  City  Council  and  secured  a  five 
year  franchise  for  that  city,  and  agreed 
to  pay,  in  addition  to  some  free  tele- 
phones in  the  Municipal  Buildings,  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
They  charge  twenty -five  dollars  for  si- 
ness  phones  and  fifteen  dollars  for  resi- 
dences. At  the  present  time  they  are 
operating  under  no  agreement  with  the 
city  of  Toronto,  and  we  would  not  be 
surprised  to  see  them  offer  the  city  of 
Toronto  a  larger  sum  per  annum  for  the 
exclusive  right  for  a  number  of  years. 
No  class  of  the  community  should  be 

more  interested  in  this  subject  than 
retail  merchants;  they  are  the  largest 
users  as  a  class,  and  they  have  suffered 
more  inconvenience  through  the  present 
system  than  any  other  body. 

Any  money  that  this  company  may 
offer  to  the  city  for  the  special  privilege 
of  securing  a  monopoly  must  come  out 
of  the  earnings  of  the  company,  and  this 
would  mean  that  the  amount  must  be 
paid  by  and  come  out  of  the  subscribers. 

If  they  can  pay  large  sums  to  the 
municipality  for  obtaining  a  monopoly, 
they  should  be  able  to  give  reduced  rates 
to  their  present  subscribers,  and  one 
thing  is  perfectly  certain,  any  effort  that 
may  be  put  forth  to  subsidize  the  city 
at  the  expense  of  those  who  require  the 
service  must  be  vigorously  opposed. 

If  municipalities  require  more  revenue 
let  them  raise  it  by  levying  a  tax  on  all 
alike,  not  by  receiving  money  from  a 
company  for  a  service  that  is  only  used 
by  about  eight  thousand  people  out  of 
over  two  hundred  thousand.  This  system 
would  be  placing  the  few  in  the  power 
of  the  company,  who  would  have  the 
authority  of  the  city  to  extract  high 
rates  from  them,  and  perhaps  tedious  liti- 
gation to  secure  for  the  few  a  good  ser- 
vice. This  is  a  subject  that  we  trust  our 
present  aldermen  or  any  who  may  intend 
offering  themselves  at  the  next  municipal 
election,  will  become  familiar  with,  and 
every  retail  merchant  should  see  that 
they  work  and  vote  for  only  those  who 
guard  and  protect  our  interests. 

The  proposition  recently  made  by  the 
Stark  Electrical  Company  to  supply  tele- 
phdiics  at  $R  j)Pv  Miiiuiin  and  ouo  cetit 


per  call,  with  a  limit  of  forty  dollars 
per  annum  on  business  phones,  is  meet- 
ing with  unprecedented  success,  and  we 
understand  that  they  will  shortly  apply 
for  the  privilege  of  putting  their  system 
into  operation.  As  the  same  wires  that 
carry  the  telephone  service  conveys  with 
it  electric  light,  which  will  cost  less  than 
the  present  price  of  gas,  it  is  very  im- 
portant that  the  Bell  Telephone  Gompauy 
s)iould  not  secure  a  monopoly  for  the 
'phone  service,  and  compel  all  retail 
merchants  to  be  at  the  mercy  of  the  Bell 
Telephone  Co.,  the  Electric  Light  Co. 
and  the  Consumers'  Gas  Company. 

Our  interests  at  present  lie  in  the  direc- 
tion of  securing  any  good  opposition  that 
will  give  us  a  good  service  at  a  reason- 
able cost,  and  if  we  keep  the  field  open 
we  may  be  able  to  secure  the  services  of 
both  telephone  companies  for  less  than  wc 
are  now  paying  for  the  poorest  service  in 
America. 

Our  advice  to  all  retail  merchants  in 
every  municipality  is,  guard  well  your 
interests  and  do  not  allow  any  corpora- 
tion to  bribe  the  municipality,  for  the 
corporation's  personal  gain,  at  your  ex- 
pense.

HAVE  YOU  MET  THEM? 

Most  grocers  who  handle  truck  have 
run  up  against  her.  Her  principal  joy 
is  to  arrive  just  as  the  grocer  is  un- 
loading liis  truck  from  his  wagon.  She 
picks  over  the  whole  lot,  getting  the 
best  of  everything  she  can  lay  her  hands 
on,  for  she  is  very  accommodating  and 
don't  care  if  she  does  have  to  wait  on 
herself.  She  even  compliments  herself 
on  this  line,  saying,  with  a  sweet  smile 
which  rasps  on  the  grocer's  nerve  like 
a  file  on  a  sore  tooth,  "Wouldn't  it 
be  nice  if  everybody  would  wait  on  them- 
selves like  I  do!  You  wouldn't  have  to 
have  near  so  much  help." 

We  were  in  front  of  a  store  the  other 
day  watching  the  manoeuvres  of  just 
such  a  woman  and  likewise  taking  a 
rather  wicked  pleasure  in  watching  their 
effect  on  the  grocer.  He  was  busy  wait- 
ing on  somebody  else,  and  all  of  his 
help  was  also  tied  up  waiting  on  other 
customers  so  the  woman  in  question  had 
fuU  swing. 

By  the  time  the  grocer  was  disengaged 
she  had  got  together  everything  but  po- 
tatoes. These  the  grocer  proceeded  to 
measure  up  himself  the  woman  watch- 
ing lum  closely.  But  she  couldn't  even 
leave  them  alone;  she  proceeded  to  throw 
out  all  of  the  little  ones  and  all  of  the 
very  large  ones  and  would  only  take 
medium-sized  smooth   ones  saying  that 


"Other  people  liked  the  little  and  big 
ones  but  give  her  the  medium-sized 
ones."  The  grocer  had  been  getting 
madder  all  of  the  time  and  this  was  the 
last  straw.  He  chucked  the  potatoes 
back  in  the  basket  and  told  her  she 
Avould  have  to  take  them  as  they  run 
or  not  at  all. 

At  this  the  woman  got  very  indignant, 
telling  him  that  they  let  her  pick  her  po- 
tatoes out  at  all  of  the  other  stores  in 
the  neighborhood,  mentioning  three  or 
four  of  them,  and  saying  that  she  want- 
ed to  be  treated  fairly  or  she  wouldn't 
buy  from  him. 

The  grocer  was  not  cowed,  however. 
He  told  her  that  he  wanted  to  treat  her 
fairly,  but  that  he  also  wanted  to  treat 
all  of  his  trade  fairly,  and  that  he 
could  not  do  so  if  he  allowed  her  and 
others  like  her  to  skin  over  everything, 
taking  the  cream,  and  leaving  the  rest 
skim  milk;  especially  so  as  she  did  not 
want  to  pay  cream  prices.  To  make  a 
long  story  short,  the  woman  went  away 
and  we  should  judge  never  came  back. 
Now  the  question  arises,  was  it  good 
business  for  the  grocer  to  say  what  he 
did?  We  think  he  was  entirely  justi- 
fied. There  is  a  class  of  people  who 
are  never  satisfied  unless  they  are  get- 
ting 50  cents  worth  for  25  cents,  and 
this  woman  was  one  of  tliem. 

She  would  go  around  bamboozling  fool- 
ish storekeepers,  and  then  brag  to  her 
friends,  who  got  their  money's  worth 
but  not  more,  how  cheap  she  bought 
and  make  them  dissatisfied  with  their 
purchases.  But  not  only  that,  we  could 
see  many  of  the  grocer's  own  custom- 
ers at  the  time  this  woman  was  there, 
ca.sting  envious  glances  at  her  glean- 
ing all  over  the  stuff  and  getting  the 
best  of  it,  while  they  had  to  be  con- 
tent with  what  was  given  to  them.  You 
will  find  this  kind  of  people  wanting  a 
certain  cut  of  meat  at  the  price  of  less 
(;hoice  cuts,  and  so  on  through  the  whole 
line. 

You  can  never  make  anything  off  of 
them.  If  they  can  be  got  rid  of  with- 
out getting  their  ill  will,  it  is  better; 
but  their  trade  is  no  good  anyhow.  The 
accommodation  and  please -everybody 
racket  is  thrown  away  on  such  people. 
They  ain't  worth  a  cuss. — The  Eambler 
in  the  Grocers'  Review.

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LIGHTS  AND  SHADOWS 

On  Co-Operative  Loan  Companies. 

The  more  thtit  so-called  co-operative 
building  and  loan  asociations  are  look- 
ed into  the  more  difficult  it  becomes  to 
understand  how  there  can  be  profitable 
employment  of  capital  in  such  affairs 
without  enormous  consumption  of  funds 
for  expenses.  Recently  a  case  was  tried 
in' the  Court  of  Appeal  before  judges 
of  that  high  court,  in  which  an  appel- 
lant named  Lee  was  against  a  mutual 
loan  and  investment  company.  The 
matter  appears  in  the  Ontario  Law  Re- 
ports, part  3,  page  471.  Justice  Osier 
held  that  the  appellant,  who  gave  addi- 
tional security  to  the  company  by  becom- 
ing a  shareholder  to  the  extent  of  $1- 
200,  was  a  borrower,  not  an  investor. 
Though  the  company  claimed  to  have 
lost  money  and  the  appellant  was  assess- 
ed for  a  large  sum  to  make  up  for  his 
deficit  in  stock,  the  judges  felt  that  he 
was  not  an  investor  as  companies  go, 
but  was  simply  a  borrower.  The  com- 
plications of  loans  undertaken  with  com- 
panies which  are  more  or  less  usurious 
in  their  tendencies  and  dependent  upon 
the  defaults  of  borrowers  for  their  pro- 
fits, should  be  looked  after  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  an  extent  far  beyond  the  lim- 
it which  has  been  fixed.    The  distinction 


>\  hic'h  has  been  outlined  ' '  between  a  bor- 
rowing member  and  an  investing  mem- 
ber" should  be  clear.  In  the  case  in 
point  the  borrowing  member,  who  was 
also  included  as  an  investing  member, 
' '  paid  between  ten  and  eleven  per  cent. ; 
if  he  had  paid,  or  was  to  be  made  to  pay, 
what  the  defendants  demanded  in  addi- 
tion, the  rate  would  have  been  increased 
to  something  like  eighteen  per  cent. ' ' 
The  learned  judge  remarked:  "There 
is  in  such  facts  a  suggestion  of  extor- 
tion which  one  would  think  ought  to  be 
made  impossible  by  the  Legislature,  be- 
cause this,  I  am  afraid,  is  by  no  means 
an  isloated  case.  The  two  classes,  the 
borrowers  and  the  investors,  should,  I 
think,  be  classified;  their  respective 
rights  and  obligations  more  clearly  de- 
clared; and  in  the  case  of  borrowers  on 
mortgage,  the  maximum  obligation 
should  be  declared  in  plain  language  in 
the  mortgage  itself  instead  of  having  to 
be  spelled  out  of  a  series  of  complicated 
and  repeatedly  amended  rules,  as  in  the 
present  instance."  It  is  very  unfor- 
tunate that  litigants  have  to  spell  out 
laws  made  by  the  Legislature:  they  have 
to  decide  what  is  to  be  the  meaning  of 
a  government  enactment;  they  must  be  in 
doubt  as  to  what  their  obligations  are. 
The  man  who  had  the  suit  would  have 
had  to  pay  $500,  his  proportion  of  the 
loss  claimed  by  the  company  on  their 
business  on  a  $1,200  loan,  in  order  to 
obtain  which  loan  he  had  to  take  shares. 
The  whole  thing  is  so  complicated  and 
so  miserable  that  an  actuary's  report 
which  I  have  before  me  on  the  entire 
matter  seems  perfectly  unintelligible. 
That  the  investing  and  borrowing  public 
should  be  left  at  the  mercy  of  men  who 
make  a  business  of  this  sort  of  thing 
cannot  be  comprehended.  If  I  had  space 
to  spare  I  would  give  the  figures  in  the 
statement  of  the  actuary,  which  clearly 
prove  that  in  the  initial  instance  the 
borrower  must  make  money,  but  in  the 
final  instance  it  would  take  him  nearly 
two  hundred  years  to  get  to  where  pro- 
fits would  accrue  and  he  could  obtain 
funds. 

Following  is  the  letter  I  spoke  of  as 
coming  from  an  actuary: 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  submitting  to  you 
figures  explaining  the  operation  of 
Building  Association  funds,  which  are 
based  on  the  prospectus  and  contract 
form  of  the  Dominion  Co-operative 
Home  Building  Association!,  Toronto. 
Since  seeing  you  last  I  have  written  to 
other  companies  doing  similar  business 
in  Canada,  and,  judging  from  their  lit- 
erature sent  me,  believe  them  to  be  car- 
rying on  business  on  virtually  the  same 
methods.  The  idea  of  co-operation  ap- 
pears to  have  originated  with  English 
companies,  which  have,  however,  operat- 
ed on  a  strictly  equitable  and  co-opera- 
tive basis.  American  concerns  of  a  sim- 
ilar kind  have  been  promoted,  and  Cana- 


dian companies  are  now  being  started 
extensively  throughout  the  Dominion. 
There  are  at  present,  I  understand, 
about  a  dozen  in  existence  in  Canada, 
and  some  have  already  gone  to  the  wall. 

I  am  assuming  that  the  growth  of  the 
society  will  be  normal,  one  hundred  new 
members  being  added  each  month.  The 
prospectus  which  I  enclose  explains  that 
a  monthly  payment  of  $2.50 — 50  cents 
of  which  is  the  expense  contribution — is 
made  until  the  contracting  party  is 
placed  in  his  home.  Assuming  that  10 
of  such  payments  are  required,  $20,000 
will  be  credited  to  home  account,  and 
there  will  be  still  a  balance  required  of 
$980.00,  which  is  collected  in  monthly 
payments  of  $5.00  until  the  whole  lia- 
bility is  wiped  out.  In  addition  to  this 
there  is  the  50  cents  collected  for  ex- 
penses as  before. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  first  month 
100  members  are  assumed  to  have  regis- 
tered, and  pay  into  the  association  $200. 
This  $200,  according  to  contract,  is  paid 
out  in  four  instalments  of  $50  each, 
which  are  the  first  payments  made  on 
the  homes  of  the  first  four  registering 
members.  These  members  are  designat- 
ed as  maturing  members,  and  are  placed 
in  their  homes  immediately,  as  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  homes  can  be  provided  by 
instalments  of  $50.  The  beginning  of 
the  second  month  another  hundred  mem- 
bers will  have  registered,  making  a  total 
membership  of  200,  contributing  $400 
to  the  funds  of  the  association.  The 
first  four  are  now  required  to  make  an 
additional  payment  of  $5.00  a  month, 
since  their  monthly  payments  after  ma- 
turity are  $5.00.  The  association  ex- 
pends this  $400  in  providing  for  eight 
$50  monthly  instalments,  being  the  se- 
cond payment  for  the  first  four  members 
and  a  first  payment  for  a  second  four, 
who  now  become  maturing  members. 
This  process  is  shown  in  the  table  en- 
closed. At  the  twentieth  month  the  to- 
tal membership  will  be  2,000,  the  month- 
ly assessment  payable  by*  members 
whose  contracts  have  matured  and  are 
yet  to  mature  amounts  to  $4,259,  which 
provides  for  $5 — $50  monthly  payments 
on  homes,  and  leaves  a  balance  of  $9.00. 
At  the  twenty-first  month  20  payments 
will  have  been  made  on  the  homes  of  the 
first  four  members,  which  are  therefore 
fully  paid  for  by  the  association.  It  now 
takes  a  mortgage  on  these  properties 
in  lieu  of  the  monthly  contributions  yet 
to  be  made  by  these  members. 

You  will  observe  that  these  four  mem- 
bers are  now  placed  in  a  column  headed 
"Matured  Memberjs.."  The  monthly 
assessment  provides  for  89  maturing 
members,  so  that  the  total  number  of 
members  placed  in  homos  ;it  the  21st 
month  is  93. 

A  casual  glance  at  this  table  will  ex- 
plain how  members  who  are  induced  by 


reckless  promises  to  join  the  associa- 
tion must  inevitably  be  disappointed.  In 
one  prospectus  I  have  noticed  that  a 
member  will  be  placed  in  his  home  in  12 
months,  in  another  24  months  is  assumed 
as  the  limit.  The  85th  member  who  reg- 
isters is  placed  in  his  home  at  the 
20th  month.  The  207th  member  who 
registers  is  placed  in  a  home  at  the  end 
of  34  months;  his  contract  having  start- 
ed in  the  third  month,  he  is  compelled  to 
wait  31  months;  and  so  on.  As  the  so- 
ciety becomes  older,  and  its  affairs  and 
membership  become  normal,  a  member 
must  expect  to  wait  practically  15  year? 
before  he  is  placed  in  his  home. 

The  assumption  on  which  these  table«- 
are  based  is  an  extremely  fair  one,  aniT 
gives  the  most  favorable  figures  possi- 
ble for  the  society.  Indeed,  if  new  mem- 
bers cease  to  register  and  old  members 
become  dissatisfied,  a,s  quite  probably 
would  happen,  and  drop  out,  the  associa- 
tion will  be  absolutely  unable  to  carry 
out  its  contract  with  maturing  members 
whose  homes  are  being  provided  for. 

The  scheme  is  entirely  inequitable; 
new  members  have  to  pay  for  old  mem- 
bers and  members  are  induced  to  join  by 
unsustainable  arguments. 

In  conclusion^  I  would  draw  your  at- 
tention to  a  table  showing  the  ratio  of 
expenses  to  disbursements.  As  stated 
before,  a  levy  of  50  cents  a  month  is 
made  on  all  members.  At  the  hundredth 
month  the  monthly  collection  for  ex- 
penses is  $5,000,  the  monthly  disburse- 
ment for  loans  is  $24,000,  making  the 
very  large  expense  ratio  of  21  per  cent. 
It  is  to  be  understood  here  that  agents 
of  the  association  receive  their  commis- 
sion out  of  an  aditional  entrance  fee, 
and  all  legal  and  other  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  getting  the  homes  are  borne 
by  the  members  themselves,  so  that  a 
very  good  graft  is  in  hand  for  the  pro- 
moters. It  is  worthy  of  notice  also  that 
the  prospectus  contains  letters  from  such 
prominent  men  as  G.  W.  Ross  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Briggs,  who  certify  to  the 
character  of  the  promoters. 

I  cannot  think  of  giving  the  intricate 
tables  which  the  actuary  has  furnished, 
but  will  wait  to  do  so  until  there  is  some 
dispute  with  regard  to  the  facts.  The 
whole  business  is  so  intricate  that  no 
working  man  or  working  woman  should 
be  placed  in  the  position  of  solving  the 
problem.  The  business  is  bad,  and 
should  be  cut  out  by  the  Government. 
An  entirely  disinterested  person  has  giv- 
en me  a  multitude  of  figures  which  I  can 
hardly  comprehend.  I  think  I  am  in  as 
good  a  position  to  comprehend  these  fig- 
ures as  the  one  who  is  solicited  at  a 
back  door  to  make  .in  investment  or  to 
do  some  borrowing.  The  thousands  of 
figures  are  only  confusing;  one  cannot 
observe  them  without  thinking  that  it 
would  be  wise  to  keep  out  of  anything 


so  complicated  and  in  which  the  figures 
of  an  actuary  prove  that  it  is  impossible 
to  be  safe.  The  law  courts  also  show 
that  people  should  keep  out  of  either 
such  borrovnngs  or  investments,  and  the 
only  advice  that  seems  to  be  worth  while 
under  the  circumstances  is  to  stay  with 
people  who  are  doing  business  on  old 
lines.  The  Legislature,  as  the  judges 
have  said,  should  make  it  impossible  for 
these  people  to  tangle  people  up.  Mr. 
Downey,  a  member  of  the  Legislature, 
who  hails  from  Guelph,  should  be  con- 
gratulated on  having  initiated  the  cam- 
paign against  such  institutions,  but  the 
fight  isn't  over. — Saturday  Night. 
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TRADING  STAMPS. 

At  the  last  convention  of  the  Eetail 
Merchants'  Association  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  the  trading  stamp  question 
was  discussed,  and  the  following  is  what 
the  Grocers'  Review  says  on  the  subject: 

"A  good  deal  of  discussion  ensued  at 
the  convention  on  trading  stamps.  No 
real  remedy  was  suggested.  Legislative 
prohibition  has  been  tried,  but  with  no 
result.  Agreements  have  been  made  not 
to  handle  them,  only  to  be  broken.  The 
mutual  coupon  has  only  resulted  in  per- 
petuating the  evil.  Out  in  Scranton  they 
tried  the  mutual  coupon  as  a  means  to 
drive  out  the  green  stamp,  only  to  find 
that  members  who  used  them  by  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Association,  now  find  it  im- 
possible to  discard  them.  As  a  result, 
certain  members  of  that  Association,  find- 
ing that  there  was  money  in  the  scheme, 
have  incorporated  a  trading  stamp  com- 
pany, and  are  now  in  it  for  aU  there  is 
in  it.  Thus  the  evil  grows.  Over  in 
Newark  the  trading  stamps  are  the  curse 
of  the  town.  One  dealer  advertises  five 
dollars'  worth  of  stamps  with  six  cans 
of  corn  for  sixty  cents.  With  a  package 
of  Gold  Dust  the  consumer  can  obtain 
one  dollar's  worth  of  stamps.  Still  an- 
other dealer  advertises  seven  dollars' 
worth  of  stamps  with  one  pound  of  baking 
powder  at  forty-five  cents,  or  with  a 
pound  of  sixty-cent  tea. 

"The  result  of  all  this  is  that  the  cus- 
tomer either  gets  a  poor  article  of  mer- 
chandise or  the  grocer  gives  away  a  good 
share  of  his  profits.  We  incline  to  the 
belief  that  the  customer  pays  the  freight. 
Now,  this  being  the  ease,  why  not,  in- 
stead of  spending  money  on  trading 
stamps,  create  a  fund  that  could  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  exposing  the  methods 
of  the  trading  stamp  concerns,  showing 
consumers  that  the  cost  comes  from  them, 
and  that  gift  enterprises  of  any  sort  are 
of  no  real  value  to  them,  and  thus  create 
a  sentiment  against  their  use?  It  is  time 
to  take  a  stand,  and  instead  of  pulling 
with  the  tide  of  gift  schemes,  make  as 
intelligent  effort  to  work  the  other  way." 

The  retail  merchants  of  the  ProTinee 


of  Ontario  can  congratulate  themselves 
that  they  have  an  Association  whose  offi- 
cers spent  time  and  money  travelling 
through  the  various  cities  and  towns  hav- 
ing petitions  signed  and  organizing  the 
retail  merchants,  and  after  introducing  a 
measure  at  three  successive  sessions  of  the 
Legislature,  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  law 
that  abolished  trading  stamps  out  of  the 
province. 

The  fight  was  an  enormous  one,  in- 
volving unlimited  time  and  energy,  and 
the  expense  was  much  more  than  most 
retail  merchants  are  aware  of,  and  one 
which  should  have  been  contributed  to 
by  every  merchant  who  gave  trading 
stamps.  Our  advice  to  our  American 
brethren  is,  don't  waste  time  trying  to 
kill  trading  stamps  by  moral  suasion  or 
by  creating  another  evil  equally  as  bad; 
organize,  and  go  to  your  State  Legisla- 
tures with  a  properly  drafted  measure 
that  you  are  sure  will  stand  the  law  courts 
and  then  work  as  one  man  to  have  the 
measure  made  law,  and  you  will  accom- 
plish more  in  one  year  than  you  will  in 
ten  years  any  other  way.  To  organizers 
and  officers  of  the  provinces  and  states 
who  have  not  yet  secured  good  legisla- 
tion for  this  object,  if  our  Ontario  ex- 
perience is  of  any  value  we  would  strong- 
ly urge  you  to  secure  a  good  fund  first 
before  you  apply  for  legislation,  as  you  ^ 
will  need  it,  and  you  wiU  also  find  some 
who  are  willing  to  attend  meetings  and 
complain  about  being  compelled  to  pay 
the  Trading  Stamp  Company,  and  what 
a  terrible  hold-up  it  is,  but  who  will  never 
contribute  one  cent  after  you  have  done 
the  work,  and  you  will  probably  not  see 
them  again  until  some  other  fake  strikes 
the  community,  and  they  will  again  come 
forward  for  the  nssistance  to  be  helped 
out. 

We  know  of  some  retail  merchants 
who  paid  as  high  as  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum  to  the  Trading  Stamp 
Company,  and  who  moaned  and  groaned 
over  their  burden,  and  when  the  sub- 
scription list  went  around  to  pay  for  the 
work  they  decorated  the  sheet  with  their 
autographs  by  putting  down  $2.  Two 
dollars!  and  they  have  rarely  been  seen 
around  among  their  fellow-workers  since. 
Every  association  has  been  handicapped 
in  this  way  so  our  ad\'icc  now  is,  get  the 
money  first,  and  do  the  work  afterwards, 
or  your  secretary  or  organizer  will  have 
to  live  on  fresh  air  and  promises  and 
receive  no  credit  for  their  work.  And 
your  association  will  have  an  old  debt 
on  its  hands  to  liquidate. 
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SURE  INFORMATION.

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fc^THE  AGITATIONtlAGAINST 
THE  BUSINESS  TAX. 

The  agitation  against  the  application 
of  the  business  tax  is  gathering  strength 
as  the  time  rolls  on,  and  as  the  injustice 
becomes  better  known  among  all  classes 
of  the  retail  trade.  The  amount  that 
ninety  per  cent,  of  all  retailers  will  have 
to  pay  in  excess  of  what  they  are  now 
paying  is  bad  enough  under  the  proposed 
measure,  but  when  we  know  that  the  total 
amount  raised  in  every  municipality  in 
Ontario  under  this  business  tax  will  be 
less  on  the  whole  than  is  now  collected, 
but  greater  on  the  retail  merchants,  we 
recognize  that  an  injustice  is  being  done 
that  should  not  be  tolerated  by  any  body 
of  men  who  respect  their  occupation,  or 
have  any  regard  for  their  manhood. 

As  we  have  stated  before,  taxation  to 
be  just  must  be  equitably  dLstributed,  and 
all  should  bear  an  equal  share  of  the  bur- 
den. The  pro|)Osed  tax  selects  out  the 
retail  merchants,  who  are  now  paying 
taxes  on  the  most  highly  assessed  pro- 
perty in  the  community,  and  it  places 
seven  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  seven  oer 
cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  business 
land  and  buildings,  and  the  sum  total 
takes  the  place  of  the  present  personalty 
tax.  or,  in  other  words,  a  barber  shop  or 
a  laundry  occupying  premises  on  a  main 
street  of  the  same  value  as  a  wholesale 
jewelry  house  on  a  back  s.t,reet  would  all 
pay  the  same  amount  for  fire  and  police 
protection.  The  wholesale  jewelry  house 
may  cany  a  stock  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  the  barber  shop  or  the  laundry 
fixtures  may  be  valued  at  one  hundred 
dollars,  but  all  three  places  would  pay 
the  same  amount.  This  we  say  is  abso- 
lutely unfair,  and  should  be  resisted  with 
all  the  force  and  energy  that  it  is  poss- 
ible to  gather  up.  It  is  favoring  the 
rich  at  the  expense  of  the  poor;  it  is 
forcing  the  butcher,  the  baker,  the  milk 
dealer,  the  small  hotelkeeper,  the  restaur- 
ant-keeper and  others  to  pay  a  larger 
share  than  their  just  portion  to  provide 
fire,  light  and  police  protection  for  large 
department  stores,  who  will  under  the 
proposed  plan  pay  less  than  they  are  now 
paying.  We  do  not  think  it  jiossible  that 
the  Canadians  in  this  province  will  stand 
for  such  discrimination,  but  will  rise  up 
and  demand  that  the  proposition  be  with- 
drawn. 

We  have  stated  before  that  this  sub- 
ject is  too  serious  to  be  experimented 


with,  and  if  there  are  no  members  in  the 
Government  who  have  time  to  give  to  this 
subject,  they  should  appoint  three  or  four 
professional  assessment  commissioners 
and  let  our  Association  appoint  one  or 
more,  and  place  the  whole  subject  in  such 
form  that  no  injustice  will  be  done.  This 
bill  has  been  introduced  by  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Ross  as  a  recommendation  from  a  Royal 
Commission  which  was  appointed  to  bring 
in  a  report,  but  as  none  of  the  members 
of  the  commission  were  practical  asses- 
sors, with  the  exception  of  one,  the  pro- 
visions in  the  report  introduced  will  be 
lUfficult  to  apply,  and  unfair  to  us  when 
applied. 

It  is  the  duty  of  ever^--  retail  merchant 
in  the  province  to  study  and  understand 
this  proposed  legislation,  and  when  you 
understand  it  ask  your  provincial  repre- 
sentative to  vote  it  down  when  it  comes 
up  in  the  Legislature,  and  if  he  does  not 
do  so,  make  it  your  business  at  the  next 
election,  no  matter  what  side  of  politics 
you  may  be  on,  to  give  him  a  seat  at 
home. 

The  farmers  are  receiving  special  con- 
cessions throuffh  agricultural  associa- 
tions: the  Labor  Council  have  secured  a 
Labor  Bureau;  the  manufacturers  have 
special  taxation  concessions,  but  retail 
merchants  have  never  yet  received  any 
concessions  or  any  favors  either  from  the 
Provincial  or  Dominion  Governments,  and 
they  do  not  purpose  having  unfair  legis- 
lation imposed  upon  them  that  will  make 
them  pay  a  lartrer  share  than  their  just 
proportion  in  the  community. 
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CANADIAN    SENTIMENT  vs. 
RETAIL  PROFIT— MADE 
IN  CANADA. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  more  lauda.ble 
sentiment  than  a  national  one,  if  it  con- 
veys the  pride  that  is  taken  in  develop- 
ing the  highest  and  best  instincts  of  our 
national  life.  The  love  of  country  and  of 
home  is  as  natural  as  that  of  family  and 
kinshin,  and  no  matter  where  we  find 
men,  if  they  are  properly  constituted, 
their  eyes  will  sparkle  and  their  patriot- 
ism  will  be  aroused  when  we  refer  to  the  ~ 
noble  deeds  that  have  been  done  by  their 
countrymen,  or  the  sacrifices  they  have 


made  to  protect  and  defend  the  honor  of 
their  country.  Its  advocacy  is  therefore 
in  harmony  with  natural  law,  and  it  does 
not  take  much  energy  to  arouse  national 
sentiment  in  this  direction,  and  especiallv 
in  Canada.  An  effort  has  recently  been 
made  to  present  conspicuously  on  a 
large  number  of  lines  of  Canadian-made 
wares  the  words,  "Made  in  Canada," 
and  especially  has  this  been  noticeable 
on  a  large  number  of  exhibits  at  the 
Industrial  Exhibition  'just  held  in  To- 
ronto. 

The  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Associ- 
tion  are  to  be  commended  for  striving  to 
strengthen  this  sentiment  and  to  encour- 
age the  purchasers  to  keep  their  money 
iu  circulation  within  the  Dominion,  there- 
by building  up  onr  cities  and  towns  by 
retaining  our  population,  using  our  own 
nianufactured  wares  and  consuming  our 
own  products.    This  is  in  reality  a  true 
national  policy.     In   promulgating  this 
policy,   however,    the  retail  merchants, 
through  whose  hands  ninety  per  cent,  of 
the  manufactured   articles  pass,  are  a 
factor  that  must  be    considered.  The 
manufacturers  of  Canada  may  advertise 
as  lavishly  as  they  choose;   they  may 
respond  in  the  most  glowing  terms  to 
after-dinner  speeches,  and  their  banquet- 
ing aalls  may  be  replete  with  mottoes, 
and  honored  by  the  presence  of  the  most 
distineniished  Nationalists  and  Imperial- 
ists they  may  enter  into  partnership  with, 
and  look  for  the  continued  patronage  of 
the  Daughters  of  the  Empire  League  to 
wave  the  new  flag,  "Made  in  Canada," 
but  if  the  retail  merchant  cannot  see 
sufficient  profit  behind  this  magnificent 
sentiment  to  pay  his  rent,  taxes,  wages 
and  bills  payable  when  they  mature,  the 
sentiment   must   be   truly   "built  upon 
the  sand."    We  are  told  that  "there  is 
no  sentiment  in  business,"  and  this  is, 
unfortunately  for  this  boasted  religious 
age,  only  too  true.    The  pledge  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  Empire,  the  wives  of 
the  zealous  advocates  of  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers'  Association,  the  Empire 
League,  the  Labor  Council,  the  Minis- 
terial Association  and  a  host  of  other 
endeavorers,  together  with  the  wives  of 
some  retail  merchants,  all  tumble  down 
and    worship    the  great    modern  god, 
"Bargains"  whenever  it  is  held  up,  whe- 
ther they  are  made  in  our  Central  Prison 
or  in  Siberia.    Sentiment  is  forgotten, 
reason  is  suspended,  pledges  are  broken, 
rich  and  poor,  old  and  young,  saints  and 
sinners,  the  dirty  and  the  clean,  the  dis- 
eased and  the  healthy,  the  literate  and 
the  illiterate,  all  crush  and  scramble  and 
grasp  when  the  goods  that  have  been 
"made  in  Canada"  and  about  whose  mer- 
its so  much  has  been  boasted,  are  slaugh- 
tered on  the  bargain  counters  of  our  de- 
partment and  other  stores. 

To  pay  rent,  to  pay  taxes,  to  provide 
for  our  homes,  to  educate  our  boys  and 
girls,  to  contribute  toward  almost  everv 


church  and  charitable  urj;auization  that 
comes  seeking  our  aid,  wo  as  retail  mer- 
chants must  have  fair  wages— improperly 
Vailed  by  some,  profits— to  pay  for  the 
risks  we  take  through  credit,  shrinkage 
and  loss  in  fasliion  changes,  and  every 
sane,   intelligent   retail    merchant  must 
knmv   that   all   these   expenses   and  all 
these  risks  can  never  be  paid  by  selling 
goods  at  cost  price,  or  by  attempting  to 
compete  with  .i^SS^ery  concerns  who  are 
getting  special  discounts  from  Canadian 
manufacturers  because  they  happen  to 
place  a  larger  ()r<ler,  for  the  purpose  of 
adding     fuel     to  the  "Bargain"  fire. 
When  the    members  of  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers'  Association,  or  the  ad- 
vocates of  the  "Made  in  Canada"  cam- 
paign learn  that  retail  merchants  are 
ceasing  to  be  "  hewers  of  wood  and  draw- 
ers of  water,"   and  when   retail  mer- 
\  chants  in  all  lines  cease  to  handle  any 
manufacturer's  goods  that  are  sacrificed 
on  the  bargain  altar,  no  matter  whether 
■'  they  are  made  in  Canada  or  in  Hong 
^'  Konp-,  when  that  time  arrives,  and  when 
'   the  manufacturers,  wholesalers   and  re- 
tailers meet  in  conference,  and  all  see 
that  the  rights  of  each  other  are  properly 
safeguarded  and  the  trade  i>irate  is  muz- 
zled, until  that  time  comes  very  little 
progress  will  be  made  by  the  advocates  of 
the  "Made  in   Canada"  campaign. 

If  Canadian  manufacturers  will  allow 
their  goods  to  be  slaughtered  in  the  open 
market,  they  must  not  be  surprised  to 
find  American,  German,  English  or  goods 
of  any  other  nationality  on  the  shelves 
of  the  retailers,  and  upon  which  they 
endeavor  to  make  a  profit  to  pay  their 
expenses,  ©specially  when  the  profit  on 
some  Canadian-made  goods  has  been  de- 
stroyed. 

The  strongest  factor  in  the  world  to- 
day, to  place  goods  before  the  general 
public,  is  the  retail  merchant.  Manufac- 
turers may  advertise  their  wares  on  every 
conspicuous  corner   of  the  earth;  they 
may  distribute  free  samples,  make  spe- 
cial exhibits  in  department  stores  or  ex- 
hibitions, or  persuade  the  public  to  be 
sure  ami  buy  their  wares,  and  take  no 
substitute,  but  when  the  customer  comes 
face  to  face  with  the  retail  merchant  and 
asks  his   advice,  the  merchant  has  the 
solving  of  the  problem  in  his  own  hands. 
He  is  master  of  the  situation,  and  hun- 
('reds  upon  hundreds  of  customers  are 
ordering  every  day  the  goods  recommend- 
ed by  the  merchant,  who  is  personally 
known  in  his  locality.    Is  it  unnatural? 
Is  it  not  one  of  the  oldest  methods  of 
trade?     Retail   price-cutting    and  price 
demoralization   is   responsible   for  more 
vicious  opposition,  more  adulteration  and 
more  competition  among  manufacturers 
than  anything  else.    Take,  for  instance, 
the  great  quantity  of  food  cereals,  soaps 
and  patent  medicines  that  are  on  the 
market  to-day,   largely   created  because 
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his  line,  some  pirate  cut  the  price,  ajid 
the    competition     soon    commenced  to 
spread  and  spread  so  viciously  that  every- 
one was  striving  to  see  how  much  below 
cost  they  could  sell  at.    A  new  line  then 
appears  on  the  market,  and  it  must  nat- 
urally take  precedence  over  the  old  cut- 
rate  article,  so  that  the  retailer  could 
get  a  profit,  and  it  in  its  turn  shares  the 
same  fate  as  the  former,  and  so  the  great 
warfare  and  conflict  continues,  and  event- 
ually the  wreck  is  seen  all  along  the  line. 
The  manufacturer  puzzling  to  see  how 
he  can  retain  his  old  plant  and  his  old 
trade;   the  wholesaler  having  sleepless 
nights  wondering  how  the  retailer  can 
l)ay  his  notes  when  he  sells  below  cost, 
and  is  suspicious  that  he  is  the  person 
who  must  suffer,  and  his  suspicions  gen- 
erally  prove  correct,  when  he  receives 
notice  that  a  compromise  or  an  extention 
i-i  necessary  by  some  retailer,  who  was 
supposed  to  be  safe  and  sound,  but  whose 
statement  shows  that  his  expenses  were 
being  paid  by  his  creditors,  and  so  the 
great  mixed  performance  goes  on,  just 
because  intelligence  is  not  used,  and  be- 
j  cause   manufacturers  have  not  adopted 
1  '  The  Price  Restrictive  Plan"  as  devised 
'  by  our  Association, 

' '  Made  in  Canada "  is  a  good  song, 
but  before  it  will  ever  be  sung  with 
gusto  and  force  it  must  be  backed  up 
with  something  more  than  sentiment, 
more  than  a  motto;  it  must  mean  fair 
wages  to  the  artisan,  fair  profit  to  the 
manufacturer  and  wholesaler,  and  fair 
play  and  fair  profit  to  tlie  retailer,  and 
when  the  words  "Made  in  Canada"  are 
set  to  that  music,  the  retail  merchants 
will  take  up  the  tune,  and  the  public  will 
take  up  the  chorus,  and  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Dominion,  together  with  the  in- 
habitants of  North  America,  will  then 
know  that  "Made  in  Canada"  means 
something  more  than  a  passing  sentiment 
and  something  more  than  an  exliibition 
sign. 

nuring  the  recent  Exhibilidii  lield  in 
Toi'onto  the  writer  was  examining^ some 
excellent  specimens  of  Canadian-made 
goods,  goods  that  would  do  credit  to  any 
country  in  the  world.  The  sign  "Made 
in  Canada"  was  conspicuous,  and  also 
another  sign,  which  appeared  on  this  as 
well  upon  a  large  number  of  other  ex- 
hibits, as  follows:  "The  T.  Eaton  Co.. 
Limited,  Toronto,  Canada,  have  pur 
chased  this  entire  exhibit." 

Two  ,  well-to-do  retail  merchants  who 
do  a  large  retail  trade  in  western  towns, 
were  also  examining  the  goods  and  com- 
menting on  their  excellence,  when  one 
asked  the  other  if  they  handled  them, 
and  the  answer  was,  "No,  not  now;  1 
used  to,  but  when  the  department  stores 
started  to  handle  them  and  cut  the  price 
I  quit,  and  I  now  import  all  mine. ' ' 
' '  Can  you  buy  at  as  good  a  price  ? ' ' 
asked  the  other.  "T  pay  a  shade  more 
owing  to  the  duty,  but  T  got  a  groalor 


range  of  patterns  to  choose  from,  and  I 
get  away  from  this  sort  of  competition 
(pointing  to  the  Eaton  card).    I  would 
prefer  to  buy  Canadian  goods,  but  I  buy 
goods  I  can  make  a  profit  on." 

Tlie  whole  argument  is  summed  up  in 
that  conversation,  and  the  last  clause, 
■'  I  buy  goods  I  can  make  a  profit  on, ' ' 
should  be  written  on  the  palms  of  every 
manufacturer's  hands.  It  is  the  key- 
■,iote  to  the  whole  situation,  and  it  is  the 
answer  we  as  retail  merchants  give  to 
the  advocates  and  promoters  of  the  Can- 
adian sentiment,  "Made  in  Canada." 
We  will  buy  your  goods  and  we  will  help 
)  0u  to  build  up  this  God-blessed  country, 
but  sell  us  goods  "we  can  make  a  profit 
on,"  and  you  help  us  to  fix  the  profit. 
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THE  SPIRIT  OF  CC -OPERA- 
TION. 

In  almost  every  civilized  country  on 
the  globe  one  of  the  leading  questions 
I  t  the  day  is,  how  can  we  so  co-operate 
with  each  other  that  we  can  reduce  the 
cost,   equalize   the   'earning  power  and 
produce  better  results  to  the  State,  and 
to  the  individual?    This  is  seen  in  ques- 
tions    of     Imperial  federation,  British 
))reference  and  municipal  and  government 
ownership,  which  are  now  being  so  fully 
discussed.    The  sign  is  a  good  one,  and 
it  shows  that  man  is  recognizing  more 
and  more  that  he  is  "  his  brother 's  keep- 
er,"  and  although  the  world  is  crowded 
with  selfishness  and  greed  in  all  avenues 
of  life,  yet  the  spirit  of  co-operation  is 
becoming    recognized  even    among  the 
selfish  classes  as  the  best  means  of  self- 
protection    and    preservation.  Business 
f  men  are  recognizing  more  and  more  that 
1  reaty  is  better  than  war,  that  agreements 
and  contracts  are  better  than  cruel,  unrea- 
sonable competition,  and  that  competition 
directed  in  ciiannels  to  produce  excellence 
sliould  always  be  encouraged,  but  com- 
petition directed  in  channels  of  price 
-  slaughtering  means  destruction  and  folly. 
The  problem  of  knowing  just  how  to  di- 
rect this  spirit  of  the  age  so  that  we  do 
not  defeat  in  ime  plan  what  we  propose 
to  adopt  in  another,  requires  more  skill 
than  is  necessary  to  direct  an  army  or 
establish  a  university. 

Huge  corporations,  trusts  and  syndi 
cates  have  all  come  in  for  their  share  of 
abuse  in  the  reconstructing  process  that 
is  going  on,  and  this  has  largely  been 
caused  because  they  have  had  only  the 
single  eye  for  their  own  upbuilding,  and 
have  remained  quite  unconcerned  as  to 
what  happened  to  their  fellow-competi- 
tors. 

Tons  upon  tons  of  literature  have  been 
printed  upon  the  subjects  of  trusts  and

monopolies,  some  in  favor  of  tbem  and 
some  as  strongly  opposed,  and  we  regret 
to  say  that  not  a  few  who  have  written 
upon  the  subject  have  formed  opinions 
from  a  mere  superficial  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  and  they  have  cither  not  had 
the  opportunity  of  observing,  or  were 
not  naturally  gifted  with  the  power. 

In  our  opinion  a  monopoly  properly 
managed  {\nd  wisely  and  humanly  con- 
ducted, has  a  tendency  toward  equalizing 
the  cost  of  distribution,  and  it  gives  all 
who  take  part  in  the  process  an  oppor- 
tunity of  receiving  a  fair  share  for  their 
labor  and  risks.  The  sun  has  a  monopoly, 
so  also  has  the  moon.  To  illustrate  how 
a  company  having  a  monopoly  on  an 
idea  and  how  it  works  out  commercially, 
let  us  take  the  Hallwood  Cash  Register 
(.'ompany,  which  has  factories  and  offices 
in  almost  every  civilized  country  on 
earth,  and  has  capital  engaged  in  its 
operations  amounting  to  $46,925,000. 
Their  registers  are  protected,  first  by 
patents,  which  the  State  has  given  them, 
and  a  right  which  no  one  seems  to  dis- 
pute, although  it  is  the  first  step  generally 
in  trust  and  monopoly  making.  By  their 
brains  and  energy  they  have  invented 
machines  that  are  different  in  their  con- 
struction to  any  other  machine  of  a  simi- 
lar kind  made,  and  the  laws  of  every 
country  in  which  they  are  established 
says  that  they  liave  the  right  to  protec- 
tion, and  have  given  them  the  exclusive 
power,  or,  in  other  words,  a  monopoly,  to 
make  the  kind  and  style  they  manufac- 
ture, because  they  have  had  the  brains 
and  energy  to  invent  something  useful, 
and  no  one  else  can  infringe  on  that  right 
for  a  certain  number  of  years. 

But  because  they  have  that  monopoly 
they  are  not  dealing  unjustly  with  the 
merchants,  and  it  would  not  pay  them  to 
do  so,  but  quite  the  reverse,  they  know 
that  unless  their  prices  were  reasonable 
the  merchants  would  not  buy  their  ma- 
chines, and  unless  their  machines  were 
properly  made  they  would  soon  lose  their 
enormous  inveslment.  so  that  while  they 
have  a  monopoly  on  the  natent,  they  see 
that  they  must  co-operate  with  the  mer- 
chants by  giving  them  value  for  value, 
or  they  would  soon  possess  a  valueless 
property,  and  one  whose  exclusiveness 
would  soon  be  confined  to  themselves. 
And  this  same  argument  would  apply  to 
any  other  company  in  the  same  line,  or 
this  argument  would  apply  to  this  com- 
pany if  they  were  the  only  company  in 
existence,  because  if  they  put  the  price 
too  high,  the  merchants  would  soon  be 
using  their  old  cash  drawers.  Any  pat- 
ent, product  or  property  to  be  of  value 
must  be  negotiated;  it  must  be  requireii 
by  some  one  other  than  ourselves.  If 
we  place  the  price  too  high,  the  sales  will 
cease  or  be  diminished;  if  we  place  the 
price  too  low  the  labor  must  be  cheap 
and  the  merchant  will  have  no  profit  and 
the  article  will  be  poor.    New  inventions 


and  new  methods  come  into  practical  ex- 
istence, because  the  new  way  is  better 
and  commercially  more  profitable  than 
the  old,  otherwise  we  would  stick  to  the 
old  way,  and  the  new  invention  would  be 
useless.  We  must  therefore  recognize  iu 
tliis  problem  that  the  old  conditions  that 
exist  are  always  conipeting  with  new  in- 
troductions, and  tliis  competition  is  the 
regulating  force  that  prevents  serious 
results  from  those  who  would  corner  the 
market  and  extract  extortionate  rates 
upon  articles  of  necessity. 

For  instance,  if  the  wheat  market  of 
the  world  was  cornered  so  that  the  price 
went  up  to  ten  dollars  per  bushel,  before 
it  could  be  held  there  long  it  would  be 
necessary  to  corner  the  corn,  rye,  barley, 
potato  or  vegetable  market  also,  as  peo- 
ple would  soon  cease  buying  wheat  and 
use  other  products,  or  if  the  hard  coal 
market  was  cornered  and  the  prices  went 
beyond  reason,  we  would  fall  back  upon 
soft  coal  or  wood.  And  so  the  competi- 
tion of  the  modern  product  or  invention 
is  always  subject  to  the  competition  of 
what  it  succeeded,  and  this  always  will 
be  the  check  rein  to  prevent  serious  dif- 
ficulty. 

The  subject  of  co-operation  is  such  an 
immense  one  that  we  do  not  propose  to 
go  very  far  into  it  in  this  issue,  but 
every  day  is  bringing  us  nearer  and 
nearer  to  the  time  when  we  as  retail  mer- 
chants must  face  the  proposition  in  our 
particular  line  of  business.  Our  As^soei- 
tion  was  established  for  the  purpose  of 
co-operating  in  improving  the  municipal 
and  legislative  acts  that  affect  our  iiiter- 
osts,  and  also  to  bring  the  mercli.mts 
closer  together,  so  that  we  may  be  better 
[trepared  for  the  revolution  that  is  grad- 
ually but  surely  going  to  take  jjlace  in  all 
V  lines  of  retail  trade.  Associations  of 
I  manufacturers,  wholesalers  or  retailers 
are  the  first  step  toward  emancipation 
from  the  cursed  blight  of  merciless  and 
degrading  price-cutting  competition.  The 
nien  who  are  the  promoters  of  associa- 
tions in  all  parts  of  the  earth  are  men 
wh(^  prefer  to  shout  "Peace  on  earth, 
good-will  toward  all  men ' '  than  to  con- 
fine themselves  to  the  seclusion  of  their 
own  shops  and  say,  "Am  I  my  brother's 
keeper?"  or  to  use  the  time-worn  expres- 
sion, ''I  have  no  use  for  associations;  T 
;im  running  my  own  business." 

}~  When  men  grow  big  enough  in  spirit 
to  see  that  their  prosperity  depends  upon 
the  prosperity  of  others,  they  will  then 
begin  to  realize  the  true  meaning  of  co- 
operation, and  the  great  need  for  associ- 
ations. It  would  be  more  than  inconsist- 
r cnt  on  our  part  if  we  advocated,  as  we 
do,  the  necessity  for  organization  among 
retail  mercliants,  and  denied  the  same 
privilege  to  any  other  class.  If  labor 
organizes,  why  should  not  capital  do 
likewise?  If  a  few  retail  merchants  form 
themselves  into  a  buying  syndicate  and 
purchase  their  goods  in  quantities  direct 


from  the  manufacturers  for  the  purpose 
of  buying  closer  and  doing  away  with,  as 
they  say,  the  wholesaler's  profit,  why 
should  any  objection  be  made  if  the 
wholc/iale  merchants  formed  themselves 
into  a  syndicate  or  brokerage  firm,  so 
that  ihvy  could  buy  more  cheaply?  This 
reasoning  must  be  logical,  because  if 
a  few  retail  merchants  can  buy  more 
cheaply  by  buying  in  quantities  either 
through  a  syndicate  or  a  joint  stock 
company,  how  much  more  cheaply  can 
wholesale  mercliants  buy  who  buy  ten 
times  the  quantity?  The  answer  is  very 
^  simple.  So  that  the  more  we  begin  to 
'  reason  out  the  question  of  co-operation 
the  more  we  begin  to  see  thai  org^inlza- 
tions,  associations,  monopolies,  trusts, 
syndicates  or  whatever  other  name  tftey 
may  be  called  by,  all  profess  to  be  form- 
ed for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  spirit 
of  co-operation,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  to  all  connected  therewith  the 
privileges  the}'  obtain. 
'  A  large  number  of  writers  on  this  sub- 
ject, for  want  of  better  knowledge,  class 
department  stores  among  trusts,  syndi- 
cates or  monopolies,  whereas  department 
stores  are  an  unnatural  development  of 
a  natural  law,  and  they  should  be  dealt 
with  and  placed  in  another  class  entirely 
by  themselves,  as  they  occupy  and  are 
created  with  different  motives,  and  for 
different  purposes  to  that  of  syndicates, 
^trusts  or  monopolies. 

The  life  of  say  any  sewing  machine 
c(iin});niy  who  jiossess  patents  on  their  ma- 
chines consists  in  their  ability  to  manu- 
facture a  good  article  at  a  paying  price, 
but  they  do  not  manufacture  patent  medi- 
cines one  day  and  sell  them  at  a  cut  price 
in  order  to  sell  sewing  machines,  anil 
then  some  days  cut  the  price  of  sewing 
machines  and  raise  the  price  of  patent 
Miodicines,  so  as  to  make  a  good  profit  all 
iivoiind.  No  manufacturer  could  resort 
to  that  plan,  but  upon  this  plan  the  en- 
V  tire  department  store  system  is  built. 
They  collect  merchandise  of  all  sorts  un- 
der one  roof  and  then  juggle  and  gam- 
ble with  prices  worse  than  is  done  by 
many  jioolrooms,  gambling  resorts,  or 
stock  broking  offices  in  America.  Human 
nature  is  fond  of  taking  chances,  and 
this  is  why  so  many  grab  at  articles  sup- 
posed to  be  bargains,  and  why  so  many 
department  stores  succeed. 
•  Had  and  all  as  the  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany or  a  great  many  coal  mining  and 
other  companies  have  been  pictured,  they 
do  not  resort  to  the  tricks  of  a  depart- 
ment store  to  make  sales,  so  that  in  the 
discussion  of  the  subject  of  trusts  and 
monopolies  we  must  not  include  depart- 
ment stores,  l)ut  consider  them  under  an- 
other phase  of  the  subject  altogether. 
They  are  created  by  a  few  for  the  benefit 
of  a  few  at  the  expense  of  the  many,  and 
tln'ir  methods  and  motives  are  entirely 
contrary  to  the  highest  development  of 
either  moral,  spiritual  or  commercial  life. 
The  spirit  of  co-operation  is  in  the  air; 
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it  is  developing  in  every  quarter  of  the 
globe,  and  if  it  is  properly  guided  and 
construeted  it  must  be  an  unprecedented 
blessing,  and  if  it  is  wrongly  directed  it 
will  create  woe  and  devastation,  espe- 
cially ajnong  small  and  weak  retail  mer- 
chants. 

Our  advice  is,  therefore,  to  keep  post- 
ed on  what  is  taking  place  around  you, 
associate  with  your  fellow-retailers,  act 
co-operatively  with  them  in  their  initial 
steps,  as  you  will  need  them  when  the 
great  commercial  revolution  takes  place, 
which  is  coming  as  sure  as  the  sun  will 
rise  to-morrow  in  the  east  or  gradually 
sink  beyond  the  horizon  at  eventide  in 
the  west.

TORONTO'S  NEXT  MAYOR. 

It  will  not  be  long  before  the  candi- 
dates who  think  their  claims  are  good 
for  the  mayoralty  and  aldermanic  chairs 
of  Toronto,  will  be  feeling  the  pulse  of 
the  leaders  of  the  various  organizations 
throughout  the  city  to  find  out  what 
their  chances  are  for  election  or  re- 
election. 

The  principle  usually  followed  to  re- 
turn those  Aldermen  who  have  given 
faithful  service,  has  been  followed  very 
generally  by  the  members  of  our  Asso- 
ciation. 

We  have  centered  ourselves  in  the  past 
on  some  of  the  mayoralty  candidates 
and  a  few  of  the  Aldermen  who  opposed 
us  in  matters  of  taxation,  and  on  the 
Trading  Stamp  Act,  and  we  succeeded 
in  having  them  left  home  long  enough 
for  them  to  consider  their  error. 

It  is  somewhat  early  to  learn  who 
the  aspirants  for  the  Mayor's  chair  will 
be,  but  one  thing  is  perfectly  certain 
that  any  attempt  to  drag  party  politics 
into  the  issue  should  be  stamped  out  at 
once.  Party  polities  should  have  no 
place  in  our  municipal  affairs,  there  is 
.scandal  enough  now  surrounding  On- 
tario polities  without  having  any  of  that 
sort  of  refuse  thrust  into  civic  affairs. 
The  public  have  enough  trouble  now  to 
watch  the  proceedings  of  our  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  municipal  servants  without 
having  to  be  burdened  with  all  the 
freaks  of  the  politicians  who  are  al- 
ways ready  to  discredit  any  good  meas- 
ure that  does  not  emanate  from  their 
party  friends.  Mayor  Urquhart  was 
comparatively  an  unknown  quantity 
when  he  was  elected,  he  had  had  no  on- 
portunity  of  showing  what  he  could  do. 
He  has  filled  the  ofiBce  of  Chief  Magis- 
trate of  our  city  now  for  about  one 
year,  and  we  believe  that  we  voice  the 
sentiment  of  every  independent  elector 
when  we  say  that  he  has  done  excep- 
tionally well,  and  he  certainly  deserves 
to  be  re-elected  for  another  term.  He 
has  proved  himself  to  be  eminently  fair 


to  aU  classes  of  the  people,  his  person- 
al character  stands  above  reproach,  and 
his  close  devotion  and  untiring  energy 
have  made  him  an  object  lesson  that 
any  of  his  successors  could  copy  with 
great  profit  to  themselves  and  to  the 
community.  He  is  unfortunately  a 
party  politician,  but  no  elector  can 
point  to  one  single  instance  where  he  has 
forfeited  his  independence  to  serve  his 
political  friends  or  party,  and  in  this 
respect  he  stands  above  the  level  of 
the  ordinary  party  politician,  and  for 
this  one  reason  he  should  be  re-elected 
unanimously  and  without  opposition. 

It  may  possibly  be  that  some  among 
his  own  party  may  think  that  he  has 
not  been  "bending"  enough  to  suit 
them,  or  others  among  his  political  op- 
ponents may  desire  to  oppose  him,  be- 
liveing  that  if  they  could  defeat  him 
it  would  be  a  victory  for  their  party, 
but  we  as  retail  merchants  must  ge,t 
away  beyonid  political  prejudices  and 
not  allow  any  politicians,  or  ^he  machin- 
ery of  politicians  to  interfere  with  the 
progress  of  Toronto.  Mayor  Urquhart 
has  done  something,  and  he  should  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  finish  his  work, 
and  as  we  see  it  every  retail  merchant 
throughout  the  city  should  rally  to  his 
support  and  re-elect  him  for  another 
term.

SSSFAIR  PLAY  IN  TRADE. 


Notwithstanding  the  great  army  of 
manufacturers  we  have  in  Canada,  all 
endeavoring  to  place  their  goods  upon 
the  market,  the  number  who  insist  upon 
having  their  products  placed  equitably 
into  the  hands  of  the  consumer  so  that 
the  wholesale  jobber  and  the  retailer  will 
be  able  to  be  paid  for  their  labor  in 
handling  the  products  are  very  few  in- 
deed. 

We  have  heard  some  manufacturers 
say  when  they  were  told  that  their  goods 
were  being  slaughtered  among  the  retail 
price  cutters,  that  ''it  made  no  difference 
to  them  so  long  as  thev  sold  the  quan- 
tity," and  they  seemed  to  think  that 
when  the  public  saw  flaring  bill  posters 
and  large  announcements  in  the  public 
press,  that  this  would  be  sufficient  to  sell 
their  wares,  and  that  the  retailers  would 
be  compelled  to  sell  their  goods  even  at 
a  loss. 

This  might  have  been  true  a  few  years 
ago,  but  the  conditions  are  changing. 
Retailers,  through  their  organization,  the 
Retail  Merchants'  Association  of  Can- 
ada, are  becoming  more  alive  to  their 
own  interests,  and  the  day  for  handling 
goods  for  the  manufacturers  at  no  profit 
IS  fast  passing  away. 

The  dawn  of  a  new  era  is  rapidly  ap- 
proaching.    The  popular  goods  of  the 


future  will  be  those  upon  which  the  re- 
tailer can  make  a  living,  and  these  are 
the  goods  that  will  have  the  best  sale 
and  be  advertised  in  the  best  and  most 
lastiner  manner,  as  thousands  of  retailers 
all  over  this  Dominion  will  be  recommend- 
ing these  goods,  whether  they  are  made 
in  Canada  or  elsewhere,  to  their  custom- 
ers, and  this  is  certainly  the  best  and 
most  profitaJble  method  of  advertising. 

Among  those  manufacturers  who  are 
the  exception  to  the  general  rule,  and  to 
whom  the  retail  trade  are  largely  in- 
debted for  the  manner  in  which  they  have 
endeavored  to  protect  both  the  whole- 
saler and  the  retailer,  are  Messrs.  Lever 
Bros.,  manufacturers  of  Sunlight  soap.

\  of  Niagara  Falls,  N.Y.,  Dr.  Pierce,  of 
the  World's  Medical  Dispensary  Associ- 
ation of  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  the  Ferrol  Co., 
the  Chamberlain's  Remedies  Co.,  and  a 
number  of  other  manufacturers,  should 
all  receive  the  hearty  support  of  all  re- 
tailers who  handle  their  goods,  and  of 
all  retailers  and  their  families  who  use 
their  goods.  Manufacturers  who  are 
fair  minded  enough  to  desire  and  apply 
a  condition  for  the  sale  of  their  goods 
so  as  to  have  an  absolute  fixed  retail 
price  for  all  alike,  and  in  which  there 
can  be  no  price  cutting,  can  be  relied 
upon  as  being  honest  enough  to  put  the 
very  best  material  in  their  products,  so 
that  their  reputation  will  live  long  after 
they  are  dead.  We  ask  you  then  as  re- 
tail merchants  to  remember  that  Messrs. 
Lever  Bros.,  manufacturers  of  Sunlight 
soa'-),  and  the  other  manufacturers  be- 
fore mentionel,  together  with  all  those 
who  have  adopted  the  contract  plan,  are 
your  real  friends,  not  only  in  sentiment 
out  in  practical  every-dav  apnlication, 
because  they  insist  on  fair  play  and 
equality  for  all,  they  use  the  best  and 
purest  material  in  the  manufacture  of 
their  soaps,  and  they  will  not  allow  their 
goods  to  be  slaughtered  by  the  price- 
cutting  pirate.  We  hope  otlier  manufac- 
turers will  soon  copy  their  example,  and 
that  the  retail  trade  throughout  Canada 
will  give  them  their  hearty  support  when 
they  do. 
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GUELPH  ORGANIZED 

A  special  meeting  of  the  retail  mer- 
chants of  the  city  of  Guelph  was  held 
in  the  Council  chamber  of  the  City  Hall 
on  Tuesday  evening,  Sept.  29th,  at  8 
o'clock,  for  the  purpose  of  considerino 
the  proposed  business  tax,  and  also  the 
advisability  of  forming  a  branch  of  our 
Association  in  that  city. 

Upon  motion,  Mr.  J.  A.  McCrea  was 
unanimously  chosen  chairman  of  the 
nieetine-,  and  an  address  was  delivere<I 
by  the  Central  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  M. 
Trowern,  who  outlined  the  aims  and  ob- 
jects of  the  Association,  and  also  ex- 
plained the  manner  in  which  the  proposed 
business  tax  would  be  applied. 

It  was  the  unanimous  wish  of  the  meet- 
ing that  a  branch  should  be  formed,  and 
;i  representative  committee  was  appoint- 
ed to  visit  the  various  merchants  of  the 
city  and  to  hold  another  meeting  on  Fri- 
day evening,  Oct.  16tb,  at  the  same  place. 
The  Central  Secretary  was  again  present, 
accompanied  by  Organizer  James  Eadie. 

Everyone  present  expressed  themselves 
as  being  quite  satisfied  that  the  time  had 
arrived  for  united  action  on  the  part  of 
all  the  retail  merchants  throughout  Can- 
ada, and  that  the  best  wav  to  accomplish 
the  desired  end  was  through  our  Associa- 
tion. It  was  therefore  unanimously  de- 
cided to  form  a  branch,  and  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected:

MEETING  OF  THE  GENERAL 
EXECUTIVE  BOARD, 
TORONTO  BRANCH. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  the  Toronto  Branch  of 
the  R.  M.  A.  of  Canada  was  held  in  our 
board-room,  Medical  Building,  on  Mon- 
day evening,  Sept.  21st,  at  8  o'clock. 

President  John  Willmot  occupied  the 
chair,  and  there  was  a  large  attendance 
of  members  of  the  Board.  The  minutes 
of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the 
Secretary  and  confirmed. 

A  report  from  the  Municipal  Coni- 
initti-  showed  that  that  committee  were 


still  actively  engaged  in  endeavoring  to 
obtain  a  better  street  watering  service, 
also  better  police  protection,  and  a  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  passed  request- 
ing the  Mayor  to  send  letters  to  the 
principals  of  the  various  students'  col- 
leges throughout  the  city  and  ask  them 
to  refrain  from  doing  any  damage  to  any 
of  the  merchants'  signs,  as  was  done 
on  Hallowe'en  evening  of  last  year. 

The  Police  Commissioners  were  also 
requested  to  see  that  any  persons  who 
took  part  in  any  procession  that  took 
place  on  that  evening  were  made  to  walk 
in  the  middle  of  the  road. 

Considerable  discussion  took  place  on 
the  report  brought  in  by  the  Finance 
Committee  regarding  a  proposal  to  liqui- 
date the  liability  which  was  created  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  in  securing  the 
anti-trading  stamp  and  other  legislation, 
and  after  a  somewhat  uunecessary  and 
lengthy  discussion  on  the  report  it  was 
unanimously  carried,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  every  member  will  do  his  share  to 
lift  the  debt.  And  the  meeting  closed 
at  11.30.

j)rogrammes,  tickets,  cook-books,  moving 
pictures,  enunciators,  curtain  advertise- 
ments, oil  paintings,  pamphlets,  etc.,  etc. 
and  whereas,  experience  has  shown  clear- 
ly that  these  forms  of  advertising  are  not 
productive  of  substantial  results,  and 
should,  therefore,  from  a  business  stand- 
point, be  discouraged,  especially  as  such 
advertisements  have  been  almost  invari- 
ably secured  from  merchants  against 
their  judgment;  therefore,  be  it  resolved, 
that  the  members  of  this  Association,  and 
also  the  merchants  not  members  of  the 
Association,  disapprove  of  the  aforesaid 
(.lethods  of  advertising  as  unproductive, 
unprofitable  and  unbusinesslike,  and  that 
they  pledge  themselves  that  they  will  not, 
from  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  these 
regulations,  make  use  of  anv  such  adver- 
tisements." 

At  their  regular  meeting,  held  on  Aug- 
ust 4th,  the  following  motion  was  unan- 
imously adopted: 

"That  from  this  date  on  if  any  mem-

What  is  it  worth 
to  3'ou  to  be  able  to  close  up  early  and 
enjoy  evenings,  which  was  never  possible 
before  organization,  except  in  rare  cases? 
What  it  is  worth  to  be  posted  on  pure 
food  laws,  to  know  what  to  sell,  etc.? 
What  is  it  worth  to  you  as  a  merchant 
to  have  a  body  of  men  ready  to  obtain 
needed  legislation,  local  or  State?  What 
is  it  worth  to  have  all  the  fake  collection 
schemes  shown  up  that  have  heretofore 
reaped  a  harvest  in  this  town?  as  well 
as  a  number  of  other  questions  pertinent 
to  the  merchants.

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THS  CEREAL  FOOD  PROBLEM 


The  idea  of  the  St.  Louis  Grocers '  As- 
sociation to  limit  the  production  of 
breakfast  foods  in  so  far  as  the  num- 
ber of  brands  is  concerned  is  a  good 
one.  There  are  altogether  too  many 
brands  on  the  market  at  present,  and  the 
elimination  of  a  few  of  them  would 
bave  the  unqualified  approval  of  the 
trade.  Under  existing  conditions  the 
cereal  food  problem  is  one  of  the  most 
difficult  that  grocers  have  to  solve.  As 
the  committee  of  the  St.  Louis  Associa- 
tion puts  it: 

"We  are  confronted  just  now  with 
half  a  hundred  brands  of  cereal  foods, 
all  about  the  same,  and  all  of  them  mak- 
ing a  fierce  fight  to  get  the  retail  gro- 
cers to  handle  their  goods.  Every  pos- 
sible means  are  adopted  by  these  people 
to  induce  or  compel  the  grocers  to  put 
their  goods  in  stock ;  they  are  bribing 
our  clerks  and  even  ourselves  by  cou- 
pons and  ]>rizes,  and  they  are  giving 
away  presents  to  our  customers.  Some 
of  these  brands  will  stick,  but  a  great 
many  of  them  will  not.  When  those 
that  are  not  going  to  stick  drop  out  of 
the  market,  the  retail  grocers  will  be 
left  to  hold  the  bag  with  a  lot  of  stale 
and  unsalable  goods  on  their  shelves,  a 
total  loss. ' ' 

As  to  the  method  of  procedure  to  ac- 
complish the  desired  result,  the  commit- 
tee states  its  plan  as  follows: 

"Your  committee  desires  to  take  more 
time  to  the  matter.  We  will  call  before 
us  the  representatives  of  the  various 
food  companies,  with  a  view  to  finding 
out,  first,  if  they  are  reliable ;  second, 
if  their  goods  have  merit;  third,  if  tliey 
intend  to  push  s:iles  with  the  consumers, 
and  iourth,  if  they  will  guarantee  both 
the  sa!?  and  seeping  qualities  of  their 
products." 

Tf  the  grocers  throughout  the  country 
would  follow  this  example  and  finally 
adopt  a  certain  number  of  brands  as 
a  standard,  the  situation  would  be  great- 
ly improved.  There  would,  of  course,  be 
a  spectacular  display  of  energy  on  tlio 
part  of  the  manufacturers  in  order  to 
have  their  particular  products  placed 
on  the  preferred  list,  but  when  order  was 
at  last  restored,  the  business  would  be  on 
a  better  foundation  than  it  is  at  pres- 
ent. 


Incidentally,  it  might  be  a  good 
scheme  to  throw  out  some  of  the  most 
glaring  offenses  against  euphonious  and 
business-like  nomenclature.

DIFFICULT  TO  UNDERSTAND 

CONSISTENCY  THOU  ART  A  JEWEL. 

"Getting  The  Price. — There  is  never 
any  difficulty  in  getting  a  fair  price  if  a 
man  puts  out  goods  people  want,  and  he 
makes  up  his  mind  wliat  he  shall  sell 
them  at.  The  number  of  people  who 
chase  around  trying  to  get  others  to  hold 
an  umbrella  over  them  instead  of  carry- 
ing their  own  is  most  astonishing.  Once 
in  a  while  you  meet  a  man  who  is  get- 
ting a  better  figure  than  his  neighbors 
right  along  for  the  same  goods,  and 
that  without  wearing  out  his  shoes  and 
husking  his  own  voice  attending  asso- 
ciation meetings.  It  all  depends  on  the 
man.  He  who  lets  travellers  run  his 
husines^s  and  who  listens  to  all  that 
buyers  say  in  regard  to  goods  and  prices, 
gets  the  worst  of  it  every  time.  There 
always  has  been  and  always  will  be 
trade  for  the  man  or  concern  that  sells 
the  right  goods  and  has  backbone  enough 
to  nsk  a  price.    Another  thing,  people 


seem  to  appreciate  goods  more  when 
they  pay  a  fair  price." 

The  above  advice  is  offered  by  the 
editor  of  a  trade  journal  who  was  re- 
cently appointed  Secretary  of  a  Eetail 
Association,  and  the  leading  address  de- 
livered at  the  meeting,  which  was  pub- 
lished in  full  in  his  paper,  and  com- 
mended highly  for  its  depth  of  thought 
and  consideration,  dealt  entirely  with 
the  subject  of  reducing  competition  by 
having  an  arrangement  made  with  the 
manufacturers  so  that  they  could  "stiffen 
the  backbone"  of  the  retailer.  In  the 
above  article  he  sees  no  need  for  retail- 
ers to  husk  their  voice  at  association 
meetings  or  wear  out  their  shoes  attend- 
ing them.  If  no  mistake  has  been  made 
on  the  part  of  the  newly  elected  offi- 
cial in  penning  this  article,  then  all  we 
can  say  is  that  the  association  has  our 
sincere  sympathy,  and  its  demise  may 
be  expected  hourly.

WHAT  U>JCLE  SIM  SMOKES. 

there's  money  for  tobacco  growers, 

MORE    for   the  trust. 

The  year's  consumption  of  tobacco 
in  the  United  States  alone  includes 
seven  billions  of  ciga;rs,  ten  billions 
of  cigarettes,  and  two  hundred  and 
eighty  millions  of  pounds  of  manufac- 
tured tobacco.  The  one  item  of 
smoking  and  chewing  tobacco,  exclu- 
sive of  cigars,  cigarettes  and  snuff, 
registers  an  annual  over-all  value  of 
more  than  $500,000,000.  In  addition. 
England  smokes  six  billions,  Japan 
three  billions  and  China  one  and 
half  millions  of  cigarettes  every 
twelvemonth.  This  outside  cigarette 
puffing  burns  up  forty-five  millions  of 
pounds  of  tobacco  and  puts  $4,000,000 
into  the  bank  account  of  the  Ameri- 
can grower,  giving  the  giant  balance 
to  the  trust.

ARE  GOLD  WATCHES  LIABLE 
TO  SEIZURE  ? 

Au  interesting  point  iias  been  raised 
in  legal  proceedings  at  Ottawa,  Ont.,  as 
regards  the  exemption  of  watches  from 
i-ciziiro  under  execution  for  debt.  In  the 
eases  of  Abbott  v. .  ArcKenna,  the  gold 
v-.atch  of  the  defendant  was  seized  by  the 
sheriff  under  an  execution.  The  law  ex- 
Gmj)ts  from  seizure  chattels  in  ordinary 
use  in  the  debtor's  occupation,  and  it  is 
contended  that  as  the  defendant,  Mc- 
Kenn,i,  is  a  hotelkeeper,  and,  as  such, 
bound  to  have  his  bar-room  closed  at  a 
certain  hour  fixed  by  .'Statute,  his  watch 
comes  under  the  heading  of  exempted 
Mrticles.  The  issue  v.iised  has  not  yet

EDITEDIBY    TIIE    ADVERTISING  DOCTOR. 


ADVERTISE. 

THEN  TREAT  YOUR  CUSTOMERS  PROPERLY. 

No  matter  what  else  may  be  deemed 
essential  to  successful  merchandising,  the 
fact  remains  that  the  courteous  and  con- 
siderate treatment  of  customers  is  one 
of  its  most  important  factors,  says  the 
Eetailer  and  Advertiser.  Judicious  ad- 
vertising will  undoubtedly  bring  visitors 
to  a  store,  but  it  requires  something 
more  than  the  advertiser's  skill  to  con- 
vert them  into  satisfied  customers, 

When  the  public  have  been  induced  to 
visit  a  store  the  principal  object  of  ad- 
vertising has  been  achieved.  It  remains 
for  the  merchant  and  his  assistants  to 
extend  to  possible  customers  such  a  wel- 
come and  such  courteous  attention  as  will 
tend  to  make  them  actual  customers  and 
lifelong  friends.  When  the  right  kind 
of  treatment  is  not  given  the  result  can 
scarcely  fail  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  aU 
concerned.  Persons  who  think  they  have 
not  been  properly  treated,  and  who  oth- 
erwi^se  might  have  become  permanent 
patrons,  may  leave  the  store  never  to  re- 
turn. The  merchant,  as  far  as  they  are 
concerned,  loses  the  benefit  of  past  and 
future  advertising  and  may  gain  a  kind 
of  notoriety  that  he  does  not  want,  and 
which  may  prove  very  injurious. 

This  may  be  considered  an  extreme 
view  of  the  case,  and  it  may  be  thought 
that  such  results  are  very  unlikely  to  oc- 
cur, but  they  are  not  beyond  the  bounds 
of  possibility.  It  may  be  argued  with 
much  show  of  reason  that  no  merchant 
would  be  so  unwise  as  to  adopt  a  policy 
that  would  drive  possible  customers  away, 
but  it  is  none  the  less  true 
that  good  customers  have  left 
stores  they  would  otherwise  have  pat- 
ronized sdmply  because  thefy  thought 
they  were  not  properly  treated.  Some 
of  these  persons  may  have  had  very  ex- 
alted views  of  their  own  importance,  or 
they  may  have  been  hyper-sensitive  con- 
cerning the  treatment  they  received,  but 
this  does  not  alter  the  fact  that  their 
custom  was  lost  to  the  merchant  with 
whom  they  might  otherwise  have  traded. 

It  may  be  assumed  as  an  incontro- 
vertible fact  that  the  average  merchant 
is  in  business  to  get  all  the  trade  that 
he  can  obtain.    If  this  be  so  it  is  mani- 


festly important  that  no  possible  cus- 
tomers shall  be  driven  from  his  store. 
He  should,  therefore,  study  the  charac- 
teristics of  his  customers  and  be  pre- 
pared to  adapt  himself  to  their  peculiari- 
ties. If  some  of  his  patrons  have  a 
higher  opinion  of  their  own  importance 
than  the  facts  will  warrant  it  is  not 
necessary  that  he  shall  be  the  one  to  show 
them  their  correct  standing  in  the  com- 
munity. Competition  is  too  keen  in  this 
age  to  make  it  profitable  to  try  to  put 
people  in  their  proper  places.  It  does 
a  merchant  no  harm  to  leave  his  cus- 
tomers in  the  enjoyment  of  their  little 
delusions.  It  will  do  him  no  good  to 
let  them  know  that  he  thinks  they  are 
deluded. 

The  peculiarities,  the  affectations,  the 
little  weaknesses  and  delusions  of  man- 
kind are  what  render  it  so  important  that 
the  merchant  and  his  clerks  should  pos- 
sess a  knowledge  of  human  nature.  The 
possession  of  this  faculty  enables  them 
to  detect  the  hidden  springs  which  gov- 
ern individual  actions,  and  teaches  the 
best  course  to  pursue  in  regard  to  petty 
foibles  and  idiosyncrasies.  But,  after 
all,  the  instances  in  which  this  knowledge 
is  required  are  rare  in  comparison  with 
the  cases  which  may  be  treated  on  gen- 
eral principles. 

A  fixed  rule  of  unvarying  politeness 
and  prompt,  intelligent  service  is  all  that 
is  absolutely  necessary  under  ordinary 
circumstances.  This  is  well  understood 
by  the  managers  of  successful  stores,  who 
insist  that  their  subordinates  shall  treat 
all  classes  of  customers  with  the  same 
degree  of  courteous  attention.  A  knowl- 
edge of  human  nature  is  undoubtedly  of 
great  value  to  all  who  have  to  deal  with 
the  general  public,  but  it  is  not  indis- 
pensable in  ordinary  business  transac- 
tions. 

Insufacient  help  is  a  fruitful  cause  of 
much  dissatisfaction,  and  frequently  re- 
sults in  loss  of  custom.  In  this  age 
of  rush  and  hurry  no  one  likes  to  be  kept 
waiting,  and  some  are  so  situated  that 
they  positively  cannot  afford  to  wait. 
Such  persons  are  pretty  sure  to  take  their 
custom  elsewhere  if  they  are  not  wait- 
ed upon  in  a  reasonable  time.  This  mat- 
ter is  difficult  of  adjustment,  for  in 
nearly  all  stores  there  are  times  when 


there  is  little  for  the  staff  to  do,  and 
all  merchants  naturally  wish  to  keep  ex- 
penses down  as  much  as  possible.  But, 
notvrithstanding  these  facts,  it  is  a  doubt- 
ful policy  for  a  merchant  to  run  the 
risk  of  losing  customers  by  neglecting 
to  provide  sufficient  assistance. 

The  merchant  who  invites  customers  to 
his  store  through  his  advertisements 
should  always  be  prepared  to  wait  upon 
them  when  they  come.  Of  course  there 
may  be  cases  when  it  is  impossible  to  pro- 
vide enough  help,  but  such  happenings 
should  not  be  of  frequent  occurrence.  In- 
evitable loss  will  be  the  result  if  many 
customers  are  habituallv  kept  waiting 
The  more  customers  a  merchant  has  the 
better  are  his  chances  of  success,  pro- 
vided he  can  retain  them.  But  he  can- 
not hope  to  keep  them  if  he  is  unable 
to  give  them  proper  attention.  If  he 
has  not  enough  help  he  should  get  more. 
If  he  has  not  room  enough  he  should 
enlarge  his  store  or  remove  to  a  larger 
one.  That  is  the  way  big  businesses 
aire  built  up.  But  no  merchant  wiU 
ever  establish  a  big  business  if  he  makes 
a  practice  of  keeping  customers  wait- 
ing. 
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A  VALUELESS  CLAIM. 

The  advertiser  should  pause  a  moment 
for  reflection  when  he  is  tempted  to 
open  his  advertisement,  or  catalogue,  or 
booklet,  with  the  statement  that  his 
goods  "are  the  best  on  the  market," 
or  words  to  similar  effect.  It  is  quite 
certain  that  not  one  solitary  reader  will 
believe  such  a  statement  or  take  any 
stock  in  it  whatever.  Yet  there  are 
scores  of  such  advertisements  and  book- 
lets printed.  In  fact,  it  seems  almost 
impossible  for  an  advertiser  to  refrain 
from  making  the  claim  that  his  product 
is  the  "best  ever."  Perhaps  it  is;  but 
asserting  the  fact  in  lar?e  letters  does 
not  convince,  or  even  interest,  the  pub- 
lie.  The  space  can  be  utilized  far  more 
profitably  by  gi^'ing  prominence  to  the 
great  feature  of  the  product  that  makes 
it  superior  to  others.  It's  time  for  ad- 
vertisers to  break  away  from  all  such 
moss-grown  traditions  as  this  "best  on 
earth"  idea. — Profitable  Advertising.

SOME    GOOD    ADVICE  TO 
LABOR  UNIONS 

Archbishop  Ireland,  of  St. 
Paul's,  Minn  ,  one  of  the  greatest  of 
the  West's  great  men,  delivered  an 
address  at  a  picnic  in  St.  Paul  on 
Labor  Day,  from  which  we  make 
some  extracts  that  are  worthy  of 
careful  perusal  : 

"Labor  unions  have  given  wage- 
earners  the  consciousness  of  their 
rights,  and  have  done  much  to 
obtain  higher  wages  and  shorter 
hours.  But  labor  unions  must  be 
on  their  guard  against  serious  evils 
threatening  them.  They  cannot  be 
tolerated  if  they  interfere  with  the 
personal  liberty  of  norr-union  men_ 
who  have  a  right  to  work  in  or  out- 
side of  unions,  as  they  please. 
Public  opinion  and  public  law  will 
and  must  protect  this  liberty.  It 
were  social  chaos  if  we  were  to  im- 
pose our  opinions  on  others  by 
force.  What  right  have  I  to  im- 
pose my  religious  belief  by  force  ? 
What  right  have  labor  unions  to 
impose  their  opinions  by  force  ? 
It  is  wrong  in  labor  unions  to  limit 
the  output  of  work  on  the  part  of 
members.  The  members  them- 
selves are  injured  ;  they  are  reduced 
to  a  dead  level  of  inferiority. 

"The  functions  of  law  in  regard 
to  capital  and  lab^r  is  to  protect 
the  natural  rights  of  both  capitalist 


and  wage-earner,  to  care  for  the 
weaklings  and  the  unfortunate. 
Never  should  it  go  so  far  as  to  de- 
stroy or  limit  personal  enterprise 
or  personal  liberty.  State  Social- 
ism, allowable  in  things  which  can- 
not be  done  by  individuals,  is  most 
hurtful  when  it  goes  beyond 
bounds.  The  prosperity  of  America 
is  due  to  individual  effort.  State 
Socialism  is  utterly  abhorrent  to 
American  institutions  and  ideas. 

"I  do  not  deny  the  theoretical 
rights  of  the  wage-earners  to  strike 
as  a  remedy  for  what  they  believe 
to  be  injustice,  but  practically 
strikes  do  most  harm  to  the 
strikers  themselves.  Men  are  left 
whole  seasons  without  work,  with- 
out pay.  The  public,  in  presence 
of  strikes,  is  turned  against  labor 
unions,  and  without  entering  for 
the  moment  into  the  examination 
of  the  rights  and  wrongs  of  exist- 
ing strikes,  I  may  say  nothing  has 
arisen  for  a  long  time  in  the 
country  which  has  done  more  harm 
in  the  public  estimation  of  labor 
unions  than  the  condition  now  pre- 
valent in  our  citie?.  Building 
operations  have  been  suspended 
for  months,  and  the  whole  pros- 
perity of  the  people  has  been  re- 
tarded. 

"Public  opinion  is  favorably  dis- 
posed toward  labor.  Let  wage- 
earners  ever  strive  to  be  reason- 


able, to  ask  only  what  is  right. 
Let  them  be  patient,  knowing  that 
great  reforms  are  never  done  in  a 
day.  Believing  that  they  are  right, 
let  them  appeal  to  the  g^od  sense 
of  their  employer--,  and  if  this  is 
not  enough,  let  them  call  in  a  board 
of  arbitration.  I  commend  very 
much  the  work  of  the  Civic  Feder- 
ation of  America.  The  power  of  a 
board  of  this  kind,  made  up  of 
wage-earners,  employers  and 
members  and  representatives  of 
public  opinion  is  such  that  public 
opinion  will  uphold  its  verdict 
whether  against  capital  or  against 
wage-earners.  Public  opinion  in 
America  is  omnipotent. 

"The  labor  question  of  to-day  is 
far-reaching  in  its  consequences. 
Common  sense,  a  spirit  of  justice 
and  of  patriotism  alone  can  solve 
it.  Let  the  wage  earners  show  to 
the  country  that  they  are  swayed 
by  justice  and  patriotism,  and  they 
will  win  in  all  righteous  claim.*."

A  STRONG  movement  is  on  foot 
in  the  West  in  favor  of  holding  a 
Dominion  Exhibition  in  Winnipeg 
in  1905,  and  committees  of  the 
Exhibition  Board  are  being  ap- 
pointed to  look  into  the  question 
of  changing  the  present  site,  and 
other  matters. 


ONTARIOS    COAL  PROBLEM. 


BKTTEB     TRANSPORTATION     FACILITIES  RE 
QUIRED     WITHIN    THE  DOMINION. 


The  rude  awakening  shock  given  to  the 
people  of  Ontario  by  the  striking  Pennsy- 
lvania miners  last  year,  is  an  object  lesson 
which,  may  we  not  hope,  will  be  found  preg- 
nint  with  far-reaching  results  for  Canada. 
It  also  is  a  powerful  sidelight  thrown  upon 
our  commercial  conditions,  the  result  of 
political  iniquities  prepetrated  against  this 
Province  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. 

Ontario  without  coal  was  a  tragic  spec- 
t  icle  with  a  grim  foreboding,  and  death 
blow  against  home  and  industry,  a  condition 
not  long  to  be  tolerated  by  a  free  people. 
If,  however,  the  aouteness  of  the  situat'on, 
f'>r  either  present  or  future  needs,  strike  or 
no  strike,  shall  direct  the  sober,  intelligent 
mind  of  Ontario,  divested  of  party  bias,  into 
a  state  of  serious  reflection,  the  coal  squeeze 
should  prove  a  commercial  blessing  for  all 
Canada. 

But  why  should  this  great  Province  suffer, 
and  to  whom  does  the  responsibility  belong? 
Not  to  the  unfortunate  miner,  whose  atti- 
tude was  but  an  incident   revealing  to  us 
the  fiction  of  our  commercial  methods. 
Have  we  not  yonder  by  the  sea,  in  Nova 
Scotia,  billions  of  tons  of  coal,  in  which  we 
have   both   an   inherent   and  commercial 
interest  ?    Have  we  not  a  mighty  waterway 
flowing  on  to  that  great  treasure  house  of 
niture,  the  grandeur  of  which  politicians 
delight  to  sing  ?    Have  we  not,  as  a  Prov- 
ince, poured  into  thut  commercial  highway 
$50,000,000  for  its  improvement  and  con- 
struction of  great  canals  to  facilitate  com- 
merce and  cheaper  transportation  ?  Yet, 
alas!  not  a  cargo  of  that  precious  commodity 
has  entered  the  ports  of  Ontario  for  either 
domestic  or  industrial  consumption  ;  and 
why  is  it  so  ?    We  have  in  the  past  ignored, 
with  reckless  defiance,  every  principle  of 
commercial  ecnomy  in  establishing  facili- 
ties of  transportation.    Adverse  railway 
conditions  have  been  created  and  permitted 
to  develop  into  a  giga  itic  drag  not,  design- 
edly operated  to  destroy  the  commercial 
utility  of  our  great  waterway  to  the  sea. 
Therefore,  and  notwithstanding  the  naturaj 
and  commercial  economic  source  which  Nova 
Scotia  is  for  Ontario's  supply  of  coal,  we 
are  shut  out  from  obtaining  it  by  existing 
adverse  conditions.    Thus,  Ontario  is  forced 
to  seek  in  Pennsylvania  the  unnatural  and 
only  other  available  source  of  supply,  and, 
for  so  doing,  is  punished  to  the  c.\tcnt  of  .5."} 
cents  per  ton  in  the  form  of  duty.  These 
business  methods  are  unworthy  of  emulation 
by  the  Esquimaux,  and  for  their  existence 
there  is  no  palliation.    However,  this  gall 
and  wormwood  is  being  administered  by 
thoughtless  consent  of  the  people.  They 
have  no  choice  othfi-  than  to  endure  the 
punishmuut,  or  order  a  change  of  niediciuu. 


As  an  example  of  the  handicap  placed 
upon  this  Province  in  this  connection,  the 
following  rates  of  transportation  will 
sufficiently  indicate.  Rail  coal  from 
Pennsylvania  for  Ontario  points,  is  received 
at  Suspension  Bridge  : 
Rail-haul  to  Toronto,  84  miles, 

freight   60c.  per  ton 

Duty   53c.  " 

$1.13 

From  Bridge  to  Interior  rail 

points  in  Ontario,  freight 

and  duty  averages   .$1  37  per  ton 

For  the  season  of  1901,  a  maximum  rate 
year,  upon  the  lakes  there  was  hauled  from 
Buffalo  and  other  Lake  Erie  points  to  Lake 
Superior,  by  the  American  system  of  water 
transportation,  a  1,000-mile  water-haul,  4,- 
593,000  tons  of  coal,  at  38c.  per  ton.  The 
same  system  hauled  back  from  Lake  Super- 
ior, principally  from  Duluth  to  Bufifalo,  7,- 
635,000  barrels  of  flour,  at  12c.  per  barrel. 

The  Ontario  millers'  export  rate  for  less 
than  500  mills  of  rail-haul  to  an  American 
seaport  was  29  cents,  or  nearly  2^  times  the 
water-haul  from  Duluth  to  Buffalo. 

The  foregoing  facts  suflSciently  demon- 
strate two  things  :  The  commercial  value 
of  the  U.S.  marine,  and  her  water  system  of 
transportation,  and  the  value  of  which  a 
similar  system  holds  in  its  grasp  for  Ontario. 
A  value  and  system  which  no  tariff  tinker- 
ing or  political  patchwork  can  substitute  or 
supply. 

The  solution  of  Ontario's  coal  problem 
involves  the  wider  issue  of  the  economic 
transportation  of  her  products  from  the  farm 
and  factory  to  the  sea  Thus  would  our 
manufacturers  realize  by  such  a  system  a 
two  fold  advantage  from  the  sound  com- 
mercial policy  of  low  rates  of  transportation 
and  wider  markets,  the  policy  which  made 
Britain  "mistress  of  the  seas,"  and  placed 
her  exports  in  the  world's  remotest  markets. 

When  the  coal  that  belches  forth  from 
the  tall  chimneys  in  Ontario,  is  of  the 
"mined  in  Canada'  brand,  the  people  will 
join  in  that  "business  is  business,  and 
Canada  for  Canadians." 

We  have  had  much  eloquent  talk  about 
nation  building.  We  are  now  thirty-six 
years  upon  the  job,  and  by  the  record  are 
self-convicted  nationil  wreckers.  Why  has 
a  marine  of  1,311,000  tons  existing  in  1877 
shrunk  to  680,000  tons  in  1900  ?  Where  is 
our  lake  and  river  commerce  and  inland 
marine  ?  Where  is  our  population  ?  Our 
resistance  to  and  failure  to  grasp  and  utilize 
the  greatest  commercial  force  which  nature 
could  bestow  upon  a  people  for  the  unifica- 
tion of  our  counti-y  in  commerce  and  senti- 
ment, is  meeting  with  its  reward  in  the 
commercial  struggle  of  the  age.  The  boun. 
daries  of  our  Dominion  have  proven  too 
wide  for  the  scope  of  our  provincial  imagina- 
tion. 

These  things  do  not  point  to  a  progress 
which  the  greatness  of  our  country  warrants, 
nor  a  wide  commercial  knowledge  by  our 
people.

REFRIGERATING  THE 
HOUSE. 

Every  summer  when  the  heated  terms 
rage,  bring  to  us  the  question  :  How  shall  we 
keep  cool  ?  to  stay  in  the  shade  and  to  avoid 
undue  exercise  or  worry.  After  centuries  of 
more  or  leas  qualified  civilization  the  human 
race  has  got  no  farther  yet  than  to  wield  the 
fan  or  perhaps  take  some  cooling  drink— but 
these  do  not  really  extinguish  heat  in  any 
oomplete  sense.  It  is  curious  that  we 
should  be  so  helpless  at  the  summer  solstice 
and  under  the  dog  star.  We  easily  put 
snmmer  in  our  rooms  when  the  lowest 
loroes  reign,  we  can  have  comfortable 
warmth  when  Boreas  blows  his  loudest 
fcrnmpet,  but  when  the  nineties  of  the 
thermometer  come  we  simply  suffer  like  the 
Stoic  or  the  Moham-nedan  and  say  Kismat. 
It  is  f.^te  and  why  repine,  bu  the  matter 
goes  far  beyond  a  question  of  mere  tempor- 
ary comfort.  Heat  of  the  nineties  is  not 
merely  a  continuous  misery— it  is  a  scourge 
and  a  pestilence.  It  takes  off  human  life. 
It  is  a  ruthless  slayer  of  infants  aud  chil- 
dren— and  sometimes  the  old — as  the  hated 
Herod  of  the  New  Testament.  Doubtless 
it  shortens  lives  that  might  go  on  much 
longer  if  only  the  heated  terms  could  be 
shortened  and  if  in  the  house  there  might 
always  be  a  safe  sanctuary  into  which  it  is 
denied  a  foothold  ;  what  is  then  wanted  is  a 
mechanism  that  will  refrigerate  the  house 
and  at  an  expense  that  will  bring  it  within 
the  popular  reach.

Iu  this  age  that  has  produced  the  telephone, 
the  trolley  and  so  many  other  things  that 
out-do  the  wonders  of  the  fairy  tales,  could 
it  be  supposed  that  great  heat  must  for  ever 
hold  us  in  its  clutches  ?  By  this  system  and 
the  apparatus  supplied,  you  not  only  get 
pure  ice,  and  always  ready  in  the  home, 
hotel,  college,  etc.,  but  it  can  be  readily 
connected  with  any  ordinary  sized  room 
and  will  in  a  few  minutes  reduce  the 
temperature  from  90  to  60  degrees.  This  is 
something  that  no  other  apparatus  will  do 
in  the  home  or  hospital — reduce  in  the  hot 
summer  months  the  temperature  of  the 
Foom.

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NOVA  SCOTIA  WANTS  BET- 
TER  TRANSPORTATION  FA- 
CILITIES WITH  TH  S  OTHER 
PROVINCES. 

At  the  last  session  o(  the  Pro- 
vincial Parliament  of  Nova  Scotia 
the  following  report  was  brought 
in  by  a  special  Conimittee,  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  question  of 
transportation  and  if  read  in  con- 
junction with  an  article  which  ap- 
pears in  this  issue  under  the  head- 
ing of  "  Ontario's  Coali  Problem," 
it  can  readily  be  seen  that  some 
definite  and  continuous  action 
should  be  taken  to  have  a  greater 
volume  of  reciprocal  trade  within 
the  Dominion.  The  report  was 
brought  in  by  Mr.  E.M.  Macdonald 
and  was  as  follows  : — 

Your  Committee  appo'nted  to  consider 
"  The  advantages  and  position  of  this  Pro- 
viDce  in  connection  with  the  transportation 
problem  in  Canada,  and  the  possibilities  of 
development  of  markets  for  our  coal  and 
other  products,  and  to  recommend  what 
steps  should  he  taken  in  order  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Province  in  this  regard" 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 


They  are  impressed  with  the  deep  im- 
portance to  the  Province  of  the  subject 
involved,  and  regret  that  the  appointment 
of  the  Committee  at  so  late  a  period  in  the 
session  left  too  short  a  time  to  dtal  with  it 
adequately. 

The  Committee  have  had  under  considera- 
tion the  following  subjects  : 

First— Transportation  within  the  Prov- 
ince. 

The  construction  of  railways  now  pro- 
jected, together  with  our  present  accommo- 
dations, will,  it  is  hoped,  in  the  near  future, 
furnish  excellent  facilities  within  the  Prov- 
ince, but  the  present  local  freight  rates  on 
our  Company  roads,  and  as  between  Local 
Company  roads, are  found  in  many  instances, 
and  in  the  Counties  interested,  to  be  a 
serious  menace  to  business  prosperity,  and 
the  situation  calls  for  legislation  giving 
Government  control  over  such  rates,  and 
the  subsequent  exercise  of  this  power  in 
propsr  cases.  We  are  glad  to^note  that  in 
the  Western  Railway  contract  the  Govern- 
ment has  retained  control  over  freight  and 
passenger  rates,  and  we  recommend  that 
all  roads  subsidized  or  assisted  in  their  con- 
struction by  the  Government  be  required 
to  submit  thcT  rates  to  Government 
regulation. 

Second— Interprovincial  transportation. 

The  development  of  our  coal,  iron  and 
steel  industries,  and  of  the  fishing  industry, 
and  the  extension  of  our  markets  lor  these 
products  in  other  portions  of  the  Dominion, 
depends  almost  wholly  upon  the  facilities 
in  transportation  that  can  be  secured,  and 
the  reduction  in  cost  of  transporting  to  the 
producer. 

The  establishment  of  bait  freezers  has 
helped  to  develop  the  fishing  industry,  and 
in  order  that  the  people  of  Central  Canada 
and  the  Central  United  States  may  be 
reached  with  our  fish  products,  we  require 
certain  advance  steps  to  be  taken.  From 
the  facts  before  us  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  following  improvements  are 
required  : 

Firat— The  establishment  of  refrigerators 
at  the  different  railway  terminals,  to  which 
fijh  could  be  sent  for  shipment  at  all  times. 

Second — The  adoption  of  improved  cold 
storage  cars,  and  better  attention  paid  to 
icing  cars  in  transit. 

Third — Government  assistance  for  experi- 
mental car  lots  of  fresh  fish  to  be  sent 
directly  to  Chicago  or  other  Western  points, 
under  the  supervision  of  an  expert. 

Fourth — The  establishment  of  a  large 
freezer,  or  freezers,  at  different  points,  to 
provide  bait  for  bankers. 

With  reference  to  coal,  we  at  present 
furnish  to  what  is  known  as  the  Montreal 
market  about  1,000,000  tons  of  coal. 

With  the  exception  of  occasional  small 
quantities  sent  by  rail,  it  can  be  safely  said 
that  Nova  Scotia  lias  not  entered  the 
market  to  the  West,  and  has  not  attempted 
to  supply  the  demand  west  of  Montreal. 
We  are  practically  the  only  coal  producing 
Province    in   the   Dominion,   other  than 


British  Columbia,  and  should  from  every 
standpoint  from  which  national  spirit 
ought  to  b3  considered  be  supplying  the 
Province  of  Ontario  at  least  with  bituminous 
~coaI.  In  order  to  enable  our  coal  to  reach 
points  west  of  Montreal,  cheaper  trans- 
portation must  be  secured  by  water.  This 
could  best  be  done  by  a  system  of  inter- 
provincial trade.  And  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Committee  this  question  is  wrapped  up 
with  the  larger  one,  namely,  that  Nova 
Sootia,  with  its  position  as  the  "vestibule" 
of  Canada,  and  its  natural  facilities,  should 
become  the  terminus  of,  and  the  distributing 
point  for,  in  Canada,  of  Canadian  com- 
merce. 

The  principal  receiving  centres  for  the 
products  of  the  North  rn  and  Western 
States,  and  the  Provinces  and  wheat-pro- 
ducing Territories  of  the  Canadian  North- 
west, are  the  cities  of  Chicago,  Milwaukee, 
Duluth  and  Fort  William,  situated  on  the 
head  waters  of  Lake  Michigan  and  Lake 
Superior.  Though  the  port  of  Liverpool  is 
500  miles  closer  to  these  points  via  the  St. 
Lawrence  than  via  Buffalo  and  New  York, 
seven-eighths  of  the  immense  traffic  collect- 
ed at  these  points  passes  to  Europe  through 
the  American  route.  The  extent  of  the 
traffic  may  be  realized  when  it  is  stated  that 
the  volume  of  traffic  passing  through  the 
Detroit  River  totalled  nearly  42,000,000 
tons,  in  1901. 

The  extent  of  the  commerce  of  the  Great 
Lakes  is  hardly  appreciated  in  Eastern 
Canada,  though  the  importance  of  divert, 
ing  the  stupendous  trade  through  Canadian 
channels  is  exciting  the  keenest  interest  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  and 
this  transportation  problem  is  probably  the 
most  important  one  before  the  Canadian 
people.  The  same  question  exists  in  regard 
to  the  commerce  of  Ontario  in  butter,  cheese 
and  cattle,  where  practically  the  same  con- 
dition of  affairs  is  to  be  found  in  regard  to 
the  proportion  of  traffic  passing  through 
American  channels. 

The  reasons  of  this  proportion  of  trade 
passing  through  American  channels  are, 
among  others,  that  there  has  never  been  a 
proper  system  of  transpartation  in  Canada. 
The  lower  rates  of  freight  through  the 
United  States  channels,  the  attempt  to  make 
Montreal  and  Quebec  the  ocean  ports,  the 
absence  of  return  freights  to  Western  poiits 
from  these  ports,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  the  great  Canadian  Railways, 
at  all  times,  and  especially  in  winter,  to 
carry  their  freights  over  their  lines  and  con- 
nections to  American  ports.  Whilst  the 
agitation  for  a  better  system  of  transport- 
ation is  going  ou  in  Central  Canada,  and  the  ' 
matter  of  cheaper  rates  is  being  pressed,  the 
disadvantages  of  Montreal  and  Quebec  as 
ocean  ports  are  beginning  to  be  appreciated. 
• 

There  seems  to  be  insurmountable  diffi- 
culties in  the  way  of  Montreal  and  Quebec 
beconiing_  the  great  exporting  depots  of 


Canada,  for  obvious  reasons,  which  may  be 
briefly  summarized  as  : 

First— The  discrimiaation  against  these 
cities  chargeable  to  the  railways. 

Second — Extra  cost  of  ocean  freights  from 
these  points. 

Third — Heavy  insurance  collected  from 
vessels  using  the  St.  Lawrence  route. 

Fourth — Difficulties  of  the  navigation  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  fact  that  both 
these  ports  are  closed  six  months  of  the  year. 

Fifth — Delays  in  vessels  transporting  pro" 
ducts,  due  to  the  difficulties  attendant  upon 
the  navigation  of  the  Gulf  and  River  St. 
Lawrence  by  ocean  steamers. 

We  believe  that  there  is  a  better  solu- 
tion iu  Canadian  interests  for  this  question, 
and  iu  that  solution  the  commanding  posi- 
tion of  our  Province  should  play  the  most 
important  part. 

The  cost  of  transporting  products  by 
water  is  much  less  than  by  rail,  and  the  cost 
of  continued  water  transport  is  cheaper  than 
double  transhipment. 

There  are  no  difficulties  in  navigition  in 
the  River  or  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  or  in  the 
Sti-aits  of  Northumberland,  in  excess  of 
what  is  mat  in  the  Great  Lakes. 

The  caual  system  has  been  improved  so 
that  vessels  of  the  draft  cf  fourteen  feet  can 
pass  safely  through  them,  and  there  is  to- 
day no  lake  boats  that  come  to  Buffalo  that 
could  not  be  able  to  reach  the  Strait  of 
Cinso,  or  some  port  in  Northern  Nova 
Scotia. 

There  are  no  return  cargoes,  to  any  extent 
from  Montreal  to  Quebec,  for  the  vessel 
briuging  the  products  of  the  West,  while 
our  coal,  iron  and  other  industries  should  be 
able  to  'supply  continuous  freights  for  all 
points  west  of  Montreal. 

Western  products  brought  to  Nova 
Scotia  during  the  season  of  navigation 
could  be  stored  and  shipped  when  desired 
direct  to  Europe  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

There  is  a  market  for  our  coal  products 
of  over  800.000  tons  in  the  lake  cities  of 
Toronto,  Hamilton  and  Kingston,  whose 
people  now  purchase  American  coal.  The 
Sydneys,  Straits  of  Canso  and  Pictou  are 
the  three  great  coal  and  iron  depots  of  the 
Province,  and  all  of  these  ports  are  accessible 
for  lake  boats,  and  can  furnish  return 
cargoes  to  the  West  of  our  products. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  we  believe 
that  the  strongest  eflforts  should  be  put 
forth  to  present  the  idea  that  Nova  Scotia 
should  be  ths  terminus  of  Canadian  trade, 
and  the  great  exporting  point  for  Atlantic 
transportation  of  the  products  of  the  Dom- 
inion, and  to  press  our  strong  position 
before  every  Canadian  interest,  and  that  our 
Federal  Ministers  and  representatives  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  as  some  of  them  have 
already  done,  should  be  asked  to  advocate 
every  means  and  expenditure  and  assist 
every  movement  that  would  tend  to  the 
realization  of  this  object. 

There  are  many  phases  of  this  ((uestion 
upon  which  the  Committee  liavc  been  un- 
able in  the  sliort  time  at  their- disposal  to 


obtain  full  and  necessary  information,  and 
which  should  be  enquired  into,  in  order  to 
push  the  favorable  consideration  of  this 
proposal  upon  the  attention  of  the  Canadian 
people,  and  the  Committee  ask,  that,  in  so  far 
as  they  can  under  the  rules  and  constitution 
be  permitted  to  do  so,  they  be  allowed 
to  continue  their  enquiries  and  investiga- 
tions and  their  efiforts  to  present  the  ad- 
vantages and  position  of  the  Province  in 
the  solution  of  the  transportation  problem 
in  the  Federated  Provinces.

eDITORIAL 


THE  PROPOSED  BUSINESS 
TAX 

The  more  information  we  gather 
from  the  various  cities  and  towns 
throughout  the  Province  regarding 
the  manner  in  which  the  proposed 
Business  Tax   would   affect  the 
great  majority  of  retail  merchants, 
the  more  we  feel  justified  in  oppos- 
ing its  application.    As  we  have 
pointed  out  in  our  previous  issues, 
when  writing   upon  this  subject, 
ninety  per  cent,  of  the  retail  mer- 
chants throughout   the  Province 
would  be  compelled  to  pay  a  very 
large  increase  on  their  present  tax 
if  the  business  tax  becomes  law, 
and  yet  a  smaller  amount  of  taxes 
would  be  collected  out  of  the  whole 
community,  which  proves  thai  the 
burden  would  be  [shifted  from  the 
majority  and  loaded  unto  the  retail 
trade.    This  we  claim  is  absolutely 
unfair,  and  any   attempt  in  the 
direction  of  endeavoring  to  pass 
such  legislation  will  be  met  in  the 
future  as  in   the   past   with  the 
strongest  and  most  vigorous  opposi- 
tion from  our  Association.  We 
have  also  stated  before,  that  this 
proposed  legislation,  was  the  result 
of  a  lengthy  consideration  ot  the 
subject  of  taxation,  by  a  Royal 
Connmission,  appointed  by  the  On- 
tario Government  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  in  a  report  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  to  deal  with  ail  its  various 
phases,  as  well  as  Department  Store 
taxation.    An  immense  amount  oi 
evidence  was  laid  before  the  Com- 
mission, and  our  Association  went 
to  considerable  expense  and  trou- 
ble in  submitting  evidence,  show- 
ing that  under  the  present  system 
the  merchant  who  owned  his  stock 
was  forced  to  pay  heavy  taxation^ 
while  the  one  who  owned  very  little 
stock,  but  who  had  a  stock  of  simi- 


lar value,  escaped  ;  and  yet  both 
had  the  same  police  force  and  other 
municipal  protection.  We  also 
pointed  out  that  the  T.  Eaton  Co., 
although  carrying  a  stock  of  up- 
wards of  one  million  and  a  half 
dollars,  were  only  assessed  for  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  we 
submitted  propositions  whereby 
department  stores  should  be  taxed, 
so  that  they  would  make  some  re- 
turn to  the  community  for  the  de- 
preciation they  have  created  in 
retail  store  property.  We  pointed 
out  also  to  the  Commission  that  if 
the  proposed  business  tax  was 
adopted,  that  the  department  stores 
would  pay  less  than  they  are  now 
paying,  and  the  great  majority  of 
retail  merchants  would  pay  more. 

An  immense  amount  of  evidence 
was  taken  on  this  subject,  and  pub- 
lished in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mission, but  strange  to  say  not  one 
suggestion  has  been  made  public, 
as  to  what  remedy  they  proposedi 
and  not  one  line  appears  in  the  new 
taxation  bill  as  introduced  by 
Premier  Ross  referring  to  the  sub- 
ject of  department  store  taxation, 
and  no  consideration  has  been 
given  to  the  evidence  presented  by 
the  retail  trade,  although  the  peuple 
of  the  Province  have  had  to  pay 
a  large  sum  of  money  to  have  the 
evidence  taken  down  and  published. 
And  we  are  surprised  that  no  mem- 
ber of  the  House  on  either  side 
has  not  taken  up  this  subject  and 
found  out  the  reason  why  the  re- 
quest of  the  merchants  were  so 
disregarded.  We  dislike  to  believe 
that  the  influence  of  corporate 
power  had  the  effect  of  smothering 
the  evidence  of  the  retailers,  or 
that  the  necessity  for  enlarging  the 
election  fund  had  the  effect  of 
silencing  some  of  our  public  ser- 
vants, but  the  fact  remiins  that  no 


consideration  was  given  to  the  evi" 
dencc  of  the  retail  merchants,  and 
that  every  consideration  has  been 
given  to  the  requests  of  commer- 
cial corporations  and  department 
stores,  as  is  shown  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  proposed  business  tax 
measure. 

No  one  who  has  ever  given  tax- 
ation any  study,  will  admit  that 
the  present  system   of  collecting 
personalty   taxation  is  a  fair  one, 
but  if  any  change  is  to  be  made 
let  it  be  an  improvement  on  our 
present  system,  not  a  retrograde 
step.    The  whole  question  must 
be   considered   from    the  widest 
standpoint,  not  from  the  standpoint 
of  any  class,  and  some  of  our 
public  bodies  consisting  of  whole- 
sale merchants  and  manufacturers, 
having  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
as  the  present  system  is  too  in- 
quisitorial, that  they  would  like  to 
have  it  changed,  and  they  there- 
fore conclude  that  because  a  busi- 
ness or  rental  tax  would  accom- 
plish that  end,  that  it  should  be  the 
right  and  proper  method,  and  with- 
out giving  the  subject  careful  study, 
or  going  to  the  trouble  of  ascer- 
taining how  it  would  affect  the  re- 
tail trade,  they  hastily  reason  that 
as  long  as  they  can  avoid  having 
the  assessor  ascertain  the  value  of 
their  stocks,  and  as  the  proposed 
plan  will  do  that,  it  must  be  the 
correct  plan.    In  our  opinion,  it 
would  be  far  better  to  abolish  tax- 
ation on  all  personalty,  than  to  levy 
it  unfairly  as  the  proposed  bill  in- 
tends to  do,  or  it  would  be  better 
to  tax  all  personalty  wherever  it  is 
found,  than  to  tax  a  retail  merchant 
who  is  carrying  a  five  thousand 
dollar  stock,  the  same  amount  as  a 
wholesale  merchant  who  is  carry- 
ing a   hundred   thousand  dollar 
stock.    The  underlying  principle 
of  taxation  is  equality  of  assess- 
ment, and  if  wealth  or  ability  to 
pay  is  to  be  the  standard,  let  the 
application   of    the   standard  be 
applied  without  fear  and  without 
favor — not  favor  the  rich  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  poor,  or  load  up  every 
dollar  on  the  homes  of  the  retail 
merchants   and  artizans   and  re- 


move  as  far  as  possible  the  burdens 
from  the  commercial  stocks  of  the 
millionaire. 

In  our  opinion  the  Ontario 
Government  should  have  appointed 
a  Royal  Commission  consisting  of 
the  best  posted  assessors  in  the 
Province  or  Dominion,  not  one  who 
although  capable  and  efficient  in 
their  various  official  capacities,  had 
not  the  practical  advantages  ne- 
cessary to  determine  the  proper 
method  of  collecting  taxation  equit- 
ably and  fairly.  This  problem 
must  be  viewed  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  whole  community,  not 
from  a  single  class,  but  unfortun- 
ately the  proposed  business  tax 
will  injuriously  affect  the  great 
mass  of  retail  merchants  more 
than  it  will  any  other  class  and 
we  have  therefore  undertaken  to 
oppose  its  application  so  as  to  pro- 
tect our  just  rights,  and  we  trusj; 
that  every  self-respecting  retailer 
will  not  stand  idly  by  and  have 
such  an  unfair  measure  placed 
upon  him.  Our  organization  is  for 
the  purpose  of  protecting  your 
commercial  interests,  and  it  is  the 
only  means  at  the  present  time 
through  which  they  can  be  pre- 
served.

ORGANIZING  ASSOCIATIONS. 

AN   EDUCATIONAL  MOVEMENT. 

There  are  two  essential  elements 
in  building  up  an  organization  that 
must  always  be  borne  in  mind,  and 
those  of  us  who  are  interested  in 
the  work  and  who  are  convinced 
through  careful  study  and  ex- 
perience that  an  association  of  re-' 
tailers  is  as  necessary  as  an  associ- 
ation of  manufacturers,  labor 
unions,  farmers  or  other  bodies, 
and  that  the  only  way  in  which  we 
can  improve  retail*  conditions  is 
through  organization,  must  re- 
member, that  the  work  is  an 
educational  one. 

It  must  not  be  expected  that  all 
retail  merchants  will  be  able  to 
grasp  the  entire  problem  at  once, 


they  must  be  educated  gradually 
to  its  needs  and  requirement.s. 
The  first  essential  element  is  to 
convince  the  doubting  ones  that 
they  cannot  possibly  live  for  them- 
selves alone,  they  must  depend  up- 
on their  fellow  tradesmen  for  the 
advantages  they  enjoy.  No  manu- 
facturer would  think  of  investing 
his  capita],  and  wasting  his  energy 
to  provide  goods  for  one  isolated 
retail  merchant  in  any  city  or  town, 
he  does  it  for  all  in  that  line,  where- 
ever  they  can  be  found,  and  this 
one  illustration  shows  the  depend- 
ence that  exists  one  on  the  other. 
When  we  have  approached  some 
retf.il  merchants  we  have  heard 
them  talk  as  though  the  entire 
machinery  -in  all  the  mills  and 
factories  on  all  the  continents  of 
the  earth  were  revolving  for  their 
particular  benefit,  and  that  they 
can  live  and  thrive  without  con- 
sidering or  wasting  their  time  on 
the  conditions  that  surround  them, 
and  that  associations,  and  govern- 
ments either  civic,  political,  or  con- 
tinental are  uselessand  unnecessary, 
and  some  of  these  same  men  are 
posing  as  religious  leaders  and 
Sunday  school  teachers,  or  occupy- 
ing other  positions  which  if  their 
own  argument  was  applied  would 
be  also  useless  and  unnecessary. 

The  true  spirit  of  the  Christian 
religion  that  has  been  gradually  and 
silently  making  its  way  forward 
and  which  has  become  firmly  fixed 
in  the  hearts  of  its  true  advocates, 
is  beginning  to  reach  out  beyond 
the  pale  of  the  churches  and  it  is 
forcing  its  way  into  the  commercial 
avenues  and  highways  of  life.  Men 
have  been  listening  a  long  time  to 
the  old  prayer  "  Thy  Kingdom 
Come"  and  they  now  want  to  put 
the  true  principles  of  the  One  who 
uttered  it  to  a  test.  They  want  to 
know  of  what  use  is  all  our  elabor- 
ate church  architecture,  our  ex- 
pensive clergy  and  their  polished 
sermons,  and  the  enormous  ex- 
penditure of  wealth  devoted  to 
educating  the  heathen  in  foreign 
lands,  if  we  cannot  practically  ap- 
ply the  Christian  teachings  to  our 


every  day  life  behind  our  counters. 
The  forward  step  of  the  Christian- 
religion  is  going  to  exhibit  itself 
through  associations, organized  and 
composed  of  men  of  all  denomin- 
ations for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  commercial  pathways  smoother 
and  easier  to  walk  upon,  and  in- 
stead of  the  bitter  sting  of  vicious 
price  cutting  competition,  it  will 
endeavour  to  exalt  competition 
to  the  highest  plane,  that  of  reach- 
ing out  after  excellence. 

Men  to  become  good  members 
then  must  be  taught  first  to  be  un- 
selfish, and  to  understand  that 
what  is  good  for  one  is  good  for 
all,  and  what  is  good  for  all  must 
be  good  for  one.  When  they  have 
learned  this  first  lesson  they  will  be 
able  to  grasp  the  larger  problem  ^ 
and  they  will  be  able  to  understand 
that  they  must  have  larger  views 
than  those  contained  within  the 
confines  of  their  own  store  or  their 
own  line  of  trade  in  their  own  city 
or  town.  They  will  learn  that  the 
retail  problem  to  be  properly 
solved  includes  the  united  interests 
of  the  entire  retail  trade  of  the 
Dominion,  and  only  because  the 
government  of  the  earth  is  not  con- 
trolled by  one  great  commonwealth 
would  they  stop  at  the  boundary 
line  of  Canada.  In  our  opinion  all 
the  great  future  reforms  of  the 
world  will  be  evolved  through 
associations  or  unions  and  the 
hand  writing  can  be  seen  already 
upon  the  wall,  but  we  must  have 
patience  with  those  who  are  not 
yet  educated  in  the  great  trade 
problems,  and  gradually  but  surely 
every  fair  minded  retailer,  large  or 
small,  who  is  not  already  enrolled 
under  our  banner  will  unite  with 
us  and  assist  in  carrying  out  the 
good  work. 
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Rock  I.sland  is  trying  to  secure 
the  location  in  its  midst  of  a 
branch  the  Fairbanks  Scale  Com- 
pany intends  establishing  in 
Canada. 


MANUFACTURERS  AND 
WHOLESALERS  WHO 
RETAIL  TO  CON- 
SUMERS. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  time 
worn  subjects  and  one  that  has 
.  been  discussed  more  regularly  and 
annually  from  generation  to  gener- 
ation than  all  other  subjects  by  all 
classesof  the  retail  trade  is  "Should 
Manufacturers  and  Wholesalers  sell 
direct  to  Consumers?"  The  unani- 
mous expression  of  opinion  from 
all  retail  dealers  in  every  line  of 
trade  is,  that  the  practice  is  very 
injurious  to  retail  merchants,  and 
it  is  also  considered  detrimental  to 
the  best  interests  ol  all  those  manu- 
facturers and  wholesalers  who  prac- 
tice it. 

There  are  two  or  more  phases  of 
this  subject  that  should  be  carefully 
considered  by  the  manufacturers 
and  the  wholesalers  who  sell  direct 
to  consumers.  We  have  heard  very 
many  arguments  produced  by  the 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  why 
they  resort  to  this  custom.  We 
have  been  told  by  some  who  are 
charged  with  this  practice  that  they 
do  not  sell  in  a  general  way  to  the 
public,  they  sell  only  to  their  em- 
ployees, and  the  employees  of 
other  wholesale  houses  in  the  same 
line,  and  also  to  travellers,  who  re- 
ciprocate by  selling  to  them,  from 
their  warehouses.  They  state  also 
that  if  they  refused  to  sell  the 
above  class,  that  they  would  go  to 
their  competitors,  and  that  they 
would  be  only  too  glad  to  supply 
them.  Other  wholesale  houses  state 
that  they  never  refuse  to  sell  to 
anyone,  only  they  rebate  back  to 
their  customers  any  profit  they 
make  over  and  above  the  whole- 
sale cost. 

Some  Toronto  wholesale  houses 
make  no  pretence  to  hide  the  fact, 
they  tell  U3  plainly  that  they  sell  to 
so  few  retail  merchants  in  the 
city  that  it  is  immaterial  whether 
the  local  trade  like  it  or  not,  they 
depend  entirely  on  the  trade  of  the 
outside  cities  and  towns.  Others 
again  in  the  wholesale  grocery  line 
have  told  us  that  the  reason  why 


they  sell  to  some  large  consumers 
is  that  if  they  did  not  sell,  the 
consumers  would  order  from  Ham- 
ilton, London  or  Montreal  and  they 
are  obliged  to  do  it  in  self  defencei 
but  they  are  willing  to  assist  in  any 
plan  to  remedy  the  evil.  We  must 
admit  therefore  that  when  all  the 
reasons  have  been  compiled  that 
the  custom  has  grovrn  up  and 
exists  because  no  definite  plan  has 
been  arrived  at  by  the  retail  trade. 
Instead  of  the  units  protesting  as 
individuals  some  rule  of  action 
should  be  laid  down  and  strictly 
adhered  to  through  our  association 
by  the  officers  and  members  of 
every  section  of  the  retail  trade 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  Dominion.  A  case  was  laid 
before  us  only  last  week  where  a 
customer  called  upon  a  retail  boot 
and  shoe  dealer  and  asked  to  look 
at  a  certain  make  of  shoe,  the  pro- 
prietor who  had  just  come  in  from 
the  manulacturers,  recognized  the 
customer  as  one  whom  he  had 
noticed  looking  at  shoes  in  the 
warehouse ;  he  stepped  up  and 
served  the  customer  and  quoted 
him  the  wholesale  cost  price,  and 
the  customer  remarked  that  was 
exactly  what  he  was  offered  the 
same  shoe  for  at  wholesale,  and  he 
didn't  think  the  wholesale  people 
should  fool  him  by  quoting  him 
retail  prices  when  they  told  him 
that  he  would  have  to  pay  consider- 
ably more  in  a  retail  shop.  This 
illustrates  the  folly  of  selling  goods 
in  wholesale  houses,  and  shows  the 
evil  effect  the  system  has  upon  all 
concerned.  Some  wholesale  houses 
boast  that  they  never  refuse  to 
sell  at  retail  but  they  always  make 
the  retail  public  pay  good  long 
prices  and  give  illustrations  of  how 
customers  who  thought  they  were 
buying  at  wholesale  prices  were 
really  paying  fifty  per  cent,  more 
than    the    highest    retail  price. 

Whether  the  goods  are  sold  at 
wholesale  or  retail  prices  the  effect 
on  the  retail  trade  has  been  proven 
to  be  very  injurious,  and  the  evil 
result  is  so  far  reaching  th^t  it 
comes  back  on  the  wholesaler  and 


he  suffers  in  the  end.  In  our  long 
experience  in  both  the  wholesale 
and  retail  trade  we  believe  that 
wholesale  houses  who  are  equipped 
with  a  staff  sufficient  to  handle 
their  trade  cannot  afford  thetime  of 
their  clerks  to  be  taken  up  by  serv- 
ing some  fastidious, timewasting  re- 
tail customers  whoare  never  conten- 
ted until  they  have  seen  everything 
in  the  warehouse  and  after  having 
parcel  after  parcel  pulled  down 
they  either  purchase  a  few  cents 
worth  by  breaking  packages  or 
dozen  lots  or  depart  with  that  time 
honored  remark  so  delightful  to  all 
retail  merchants.  "  We  were  only 
looking  round  to-day  we  will  call 
tomorrow." 

The  clerk  having  been  forced  to 
waste  his  time  and  the  proprietor 
who  has  been  closeted  in  his  office  is 
wondering  why  his  city  and  country 
customers  are  growling  so  much 
because  their  orders  are  not  filled 
promptly. 

The  remedy  for  all  this  lies  at 
our  door,  we  must  take  the  advance 
step,  and  now  that  our  organiza- 
tion is  so  rapidly  reaching  out  into 
every  city  and  town  in  the  Dom- 
inion we  are  in  a  strong  position 
and  prepared  with  what  we  want, 
and  ready  to  consult  in  a  friendly 
and  judicious  way  with  the  manu- 
facturers and  wholesalers  and  when 
an  agreement  is  arrived  at  we  will 
have  it  signed  by  every  manufac- 
turer and  wholesaler  in  all  lines  of 
trade,  and  we  will  then  be  able  to 
tell  and  report  to  every  section  of 
trade  throughout  the  Dominion 
within  twenty-four  hours  who  are 
our  friends  and  who  are  opposed 
to  the  best  interests  of  all. 

The  draft  agreements  are  being 
prepared  now  and  we  hope  shortly 
to  have  a  conference,  with  the 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  on 
the  subject,  having  satisfied  our- 
selves fully  on  all  the  legal  objec- 
tions and  doubts  that  have  been 
brought  forward,  and  we  trust  that 
every  member  in  every  section  will 
give  their  officers  their  strongest 
and  most  active  support  in  carry- 
ing out  whatever  may  be  decided 
upon  by  the  joint  conference. 
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A  SIDE  LIGHT  FROM  HAMIL- 
TON ON  THE  PROPOSED 
BUSINESS  TAX. 

Reports  that  have  been  gathered 
from  various  cities  and  towns  in 
the  Province  all  show  that  the  ap- 
plication of  the  business  tax  will 
prove,  as  we  first  estimated,  to  be 
an  extra  burden  on  all  retail  mer- 
chants by  the  great  removal  of  the 
present  amount  of  personalty  tax- 
ation from  the  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers. 

As  an  illustration  of  how  the  tax 
will  affect  the  retail  merchants  of 
Hamilton,  we  have  ascertained 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Ham- 
ilton Assessment  Commissioner  the 
following  figures  :  — 

Retail  Property  : 

Present  assessed  value  of  Real  Estate,  ^ 
$2,934,310. 

Present  assessed  value  of  Personalty, 
$645,150. 

Taxes  paid  now,  $12,903. 

Taxes  to  be  paid  Business  Tax,  115,405  12. 

Wholesale  Property  : 
Present  assessed^  value  of  Real  Estate, 
$435,940. 

Present    assessed    vahie  of  Personalty, 
$649,200. 

Taxes  paid  now,  $12,984. 

Taxes  to  be  paid  Business  Tax,  12,228.68. 

Manufacturing  Property  : 

Present  assessed  value  of  Real  Estate, 
$1,574,870. 

Present  assessed  value  of  Personalty, 
$797,590. 

Taxes  paid  now,  $15,951.80. 

Taxes  to  be  paid  Business  Tax,  $8,268.06. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  under 
the  proposed  bill  the  taxes  on  the 
retail  trade  will  be  increased  about 
twenty-five  per  cent.,  and  the  taxes 
on  the  wholesale  and  manufactur- 
ing trades  reduced  from  fifty  to 
eighty  per  cent.  ;  and  this  is  not 
all.  The  total  amount  raised  out 
of  the  whole  municipality  would 
be  much  less  than  is  now  collected, 
and  unless  the  seven  per  cent,  rate 
is  increased  very  considerably, 
three  or  four  mills  would  have  to 
be  added  to  the  present  twenty  to 
raise  the  amount  required,  and  as 
the  value  of  the  retail  property  is 
so  very  much  larger  than  the  other  ] 
classes  they  would  be  again  saddled 
with  an  additional  tax. 

This  illustration  is  one  of  a  num- 


ber to  show  what  an  unjust  mea- 
sure has  been  proposed,  and  to 
show  every  retail  merchant  the 
necessity  of  making  a  strong,  ear- 
nest fight  to  oppose  its  application- 
In  Toronto  and  other  cities  the 
same  comparison  exists,  and  the  re- 
tail merchants  every  where,  through 
the  efforts  of  our  Association,  are 
determined  to  defeat  this  iniquitous 
bill. 

STAND  TOGETHER. 

Retail  merchants  all  over  this 
vast  Dominion  must  stand  together 
to-day  if  they  want  to  preserve 
their  just  rights  in  the  Provincial 
and  Dominion  Legislatures. 

Up  to  the  present  time  we  have 
never  been  regarded  as  a  class 
worthy  of  notice,  because  a  large 
number  of  us  have  been  afraid  to 
speak  out  when  we  knew  we  had 
been  imposed  upon,  for  fear  we 
might  offend  a  customer  or  have 
public  opinion  turn  against  us.  As 
a  class  we  are  the  largest  tax 
payers,  in  every  community,  and 
we  pay  all  the  duty,  wages,  freight 
expenses  and  all  other  outlays  on 
all  merchandise  and  all  products 
from  the  time  they  are  taken  to  the 
manulacturer  as  raw  products  until 
they  are  placed  on  our  shelves  for 
sale. 

As  a  united  body  we  can  advise 
our  legislators  and  we  can  stand 
prepared  to  defend  our  rights  when 
any  attempt  is  made  to  interfere 
with  them. 

As  units  in  the  past  we  have 
been  helpless,  and  as  units  we 
would  be  powerless  to  defend  our- 
selves against  the  proposed  in- 
iquitous "  Business  tax  legislation" 
which  proposes  to  reduce  the 
wholesale  merchants'  taxes  on  per- 
sonalty by  eighty  per  cent,  and 
increase  the  retail  merchants' 
taxes  on  personalty  by  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  but  now  that  we  are 
organized  we  can  defend  ourselves 
against  these  unfair  measures,  and 
we  give  notice  now  to  the  members 
of  the  Provincial  Legislature  on 


both  sides  of  the  house  that  if  they 
ignore  our  demands  for  a  fair  and 
impartial  consideration  of  this  in- 
iquitous tax  bill  that  they  need 
not  look  for  our  support  when  they 
need  it.  We  are  a  non-political 
body,  but  the  united  voice  of  every 
retail  merchant,  who  has  better 
opportunities  of  meeting  the  great 
body  of  the  electorate  who  visit 
our  stores,  than  any  other  class, 
can  change  the  complexion  of  any 
government,  and  will  do  so  if  we 

are  unfairly  treated.

y  Farmers'  Institutes,  Cheese,  and 
Butter  Associations,  Fat  Stock 
Shows,  Fruit,  Honey,  Poultry, 
Swine  and  Breeders  Associations, 
Exhibitions  of  all  kinds,  Agricul- 
tural Colleges,  Labor  Bureaus, 
Exemptions  to  Manufacturers,  all 
of  which  are  receiving  monetary 
,i  assistance  from  the  Government. 
We  ask  for  no  monetary  assistance, 
all  we  ask  is  that  fair  play  shall  be 
accorded  to  us  when  legislation  is 
considered  that  affects  our  interests. 
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A  Company  has  been  formed 
in  Berlin,  Germany,  to  purchase 
meat  in  the  vast  country  opened 
up  by  the  great  Siberian  railroad. 
For  this  purpose  salted  meat  will 
be  packed  in  4-kilogram  (8.8-pound) 
packages  and  transported  in  car- 
lots  of  10.000  kilograms  (22,000), 
and  then  brought  for  sale  to  the 
great  central  meat  market  of  Ber- 
lin. Only  the  better  cattle  will  be 
slaughtered  for  the  company,  re- 
presentatives of  which  start  on  the 
journey  to  make  arrangements  in  a 
few  days.  The  expenses  for  trans- 
port duty  and  other  outlays  are 
placed  at  3,500  marks  ($833)  for 
a  carload  of  10000  kilogrrams 
(22,000  pounds).  The  imports  are 
expected  to  begin  in  the  spring.

The  Retail  Merchants  Associa- 
tion of  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  have  a 
"Charities  endorsement  Commit- 
tee" and  no  collector  of  funds,  or 
seller  of  tickets  for  any  charitable 
purpDse  in  that  city  need  ask  the 
merchants  for  assistance  unless 
they  present  a  card  of  endorsement 
from  the  association.  The  duty  of 
the  Committee  is  to  look  into  the 
affairs  of  all  public  or  private 
charities,  and  if  they  are  not  con- 
ducted according  to  what  they 
consider  is  economic  or  profitable 
they  will  not  endorse  them  and  the 
merchants  in  that  case  do  not  sub- 
scribe. This  should  be  followed  by 
our  Association  everywhere.

Christian  Endeavor  Convention, 
$67,000  ;  Welcome  to  the  Soldiers, 
$65,000 ;  Admission  Day  Semi- 
centennial, $48,0:0;  Welcome  to 
President  McKinley,  $33,000  ; 
Epworth  League  Convention, 
$61,000  ;  Knights  of  Pythias  Con- 
vention, $60,000.  For  the  Knights 
Templar  Conclave  that  will  meet 
here  in  1904,  probably  not  less 
than  $70,000  will  be  collected.  It 
is  a  poor  convention  that  cannot 
count  on  thirty  or  forty  thousand 
dollars  for  its  entertainment  in  this 
generous  city.  Year  after  year,  the 
money  is  cheerfully  given,  and  as 
cheerfully  burned  up.  Part  of  it, 
at  least,  Mr.  B.  R.  Maybeck,  a  San 
Francisco  architect,  thinks,  might 
be  devoted  to  enhancing  the  city's 
permanent  beauty  ;  and  he  offers 
a  valuable  suggestion  to  that  end.

FARMER  STOREKEEPERS. 

We   have   asked   the  question 
more  than  once,  how  is  the  large 
proportion  of  Canadian  farmers 
who     try     storekeeping    to  be 
accounted  for  ?    And  we  are  as 
yet  without  a  satisfying  answer. 
Another  thing  that  adds  to  one's 
wonder  is  that  a  very  considerable 
number  of  those  who  wish  to  be 
merchants  are  farmers  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Quebec.    How  are  we  to 
account  for  thij  when   we  have 
been  told,  for  a  hundred  years, 
how  conservative  is  the  French 
Canadian  habitant — the  meaning 
of  habitant  is  a  small  rural  pro- 
prietor or  farmer — how  happy  in 
his  surroundings,  how  little  desiring 
change  !    It  used  to  be  said  that 
the  Montreal  and   Quebec  com- 
mercial travellers  of  a  generation 
ago  coaxed  many  a  habitant  to  be- 
come a  shop-keeper,  flattering  him 
with  the  ease  of  the  occupation, 
with  visions  of  wealth  thereby  to 
be  gained,  and  flattering  his  wife 
that  she  might  become  the  Lady 
Bountiful  of  the  parish.  Rarely 
was  the  vision  fulfilled.  Rarely 
did  the  simple-minded  farmer  be- 
come a  successful  merchant.  He 
lacked  knowledge  of  merchandise, 
knowledge  of  accounts,  knowledge 
of  human  nature.    Most  often  he 
made  an  ignominious  failure,  and 
was  saddled  with  debt  for  many  a 
day. 

Here  are  some  specimens  of  the 
farmer  storekeeper  : 

Having  formerly  been  peddlers 
among  the  farmers  of  that  section. 
Price  Bros,  opened  a  regular  store 
business  at  Iberville,  east  of  Mont- 
real, in  the  spring  of  1902.  They 
have  been  sued  on  several  recent 
occasions,  and  made  an  ofTer  to 
their  creditors  last  week  of  25 
cents  on  the  dollar,  which  they 
have  since  amended  to  35  cents. 

L.  Lacombe,  formerly  a  farmer, 
and  who  began  storekeeping  at 
St.  Victor  de  Tring,  a  little  more 
than  a  year  ago,  has  arranged  to 
pay  his  creditors  50  per  cent,  of

A.  Chouinard,  a  farmer  and 
fisherman  at  L'Anse  au  Gresfonds, 
on  the  Gaspe  Coast,  who  has  also 
been  doing  a  limited  store  business 
for  several  years,  is  unable  to  pay 
in  full,  and  proposes  a  compromise. 

The  assignment  is  noted  of 
Joseph  Pigeon,  general  retail  deal- 
er, at  Beloeil,  Que.  This  is  an- 
other case  of  the  farmer  store- 
keeper with  the  usual  results.  In 
1899  he  engaged  in  business  as  one 
of  the  firm  of  Archambault  & 
Pigeon,  who  became  embarrassed 
and  compromised  at  90  cents  in 
January,  1901.  In  March  follow- 
ing the  firm  dissolved,  Pigeon  con- 
tinuing alone,  but  he  has  done  no 
better.  About  ten  days  ago  a 
seizure  was  put  in  on  a  past  due 
claim,  and  he  has  now  put  his 
affairs  in  the  hands  of  an  assignee- 
— Monetary  Times.

UNITED  STATES  IMMIGRA- 
TION. 

The  immigration  of  aliens  of  a 
not  wholly  desirable  class  into  the' 
United  States,  seems  to  be  increas- 
ing to  an  alarming  extent,  notwith- 
standing the  restrictions  imposed 
by  the  authorities.  The  annual 
report  of  the  Bureau  of  Immigra- 
tion, for  the  year  just  closed,  shows 
a  large  increase  of  steerage  im- 
migration, compared  with  last  year, 
the  aggregate  for  the  fiscal  year  of 
1903  being  857,046,  or  an  increase 
of  20&,303,  which  is  32  per  cent. 
The  statistics  show  that  the  United 
States  are  receiving  an  increased 
number  of  immigrants  from  all 
foreign  sources.  Of  the  total 
steerage  immigration,  there  came 
from  Europe  814,507,  from  Asia 
29  960,  and  from  all  other  sources 
12,573.  Including  the  cabin  pas- 
sengers, the  total  income  of  aliens 
to  the  United  States  during  the 
year  aggregated  921,315,  or  105,- 
043  more  than  the  greatest  number 
heretofore  reported  for  any  one 
year.    Of  these,  230,622  came  from 


Italy,  and  206,011  from  Austria- 
Hungary.  Russia  sent  136,093  ; 
Germany,  40,036  ;  Sweeden,  46,- 
028;  while  England  was  the  home 
only  of  26,219,  and  Ireland  of 
35.310.  Japanese  immigrants  in- 
creased by  5,698  and  Chinese  by 
560,  compared  with  last  year. 
The  total  amount  of  money 
brought  by  613,164  steerage  pas- 
sengers into  the  United  States  was 
$16,177,513.  The  number  of  re- 
jections, exclusive  of  those  denied 
admission  at  the  land  boundaries 
of  the  United  States  was  8769, 
nearly  double  these  of  the  preced- 
ing year.

They  lead 
the  observer  to  think  that  the 
merchant  who  owns  this  seedy  out- 
fit must  be  like  his  horse,  a  back 
number.

The  various  companies  trans- 
acting fire  busmess  in  London,  in 
1901,  covered  risks  for  ;£"975,0I4,- 
285.  Now  municipal  mutual  in- 
surance is  started,  and  fifteen  Lon- 
don authorities  propDse  to  take  it 
in  hand.  We  note  that  not  more 
than  $5,000  will  be  retained  on  any 
one  risk  ;  it  is  stated  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  rest 
to  be  underwritten,  so  the  munici- 
pal authorities  will  have  to  fall 
back  on  either  the  fire  offices  or 
Lloyd's  somehow.  The  School 
Board  of  London  prudently  de- 
clines to  carry  any  special  hazards 
— such,  for  instance,  as  schools 
which  are  near  to  timber  yards. 
These  risks  the  fire  offices  are  be- 
nevolently allowed  to  retain  them- 
selves. Altogether  the  experiment 
is  a  curious  one.  —  London  Review.

A?"T(£R  an  ex  imination  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Mutual  Life  Com- 
pany of  New  York,  asked  for  by 
-the  company,  which  occupied  the 
entire  examining  f  jrce  of  the  New 
York  Department  from  January 
2nd  to  September  21st,  1903, 
every  dollar  of  the  hundreds  of 
millions  handled  by  the  company 
from  January  ist,  1898,  to  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1903,  was  checked  and 
found  accounted  for  in  strict  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  of  the  State.  In 
his  official  sanction  of  the  findings 
of  tht  ex  iminers,  the  Superinten- 
tendent  of  Insurance  says  :  "  I  think 
it  fitting  to  note  the  unusual  extent 
and  thoroughness  of  this  examina- 
tion and  the  evidence  which  it 
bears  to  the  conscientious  and  care- 
ful management  of  this  large  in- 
stitution." 


One  of  the  causes  of  the  labor 
troubles  in  the  shoe  trade  at  Que- 
bec, says  the  Montreal  Gazette,  is 
a  rule  of  the  union  which  subjects 
a  member  to  a  penalty  if  he  does 
more  than  a  fixed  amount  of  work 
in  a  week.  "  It  is  a  rule  that  robs 
both  the  employer  and  the  good 
man,  and  one  that  neither  the  good 
man  nor  the  employer  should  have 
to  submit  to.  The  prize  of  success 
is  not  won  by  loafing,  whether  such 
loafing  is  voluntary  or  enforced."

The  Canada  Furniture  Com- 
pany's sawmill  at  Wiarton,  Ont., 
was  on  the  22nd  October,  destroyed 
by  fire,  at  a  loss  of  about  $60,000, 
including  several  hundred  thous- 
and feet  of  lumber,  partially 
covered  by  insurance.  On  the 
same  date,  one  of  the  Flavelle 
Milling  Company's  elevators  at 
Lindsay,  Ont.,  took  fire,  and  was 
damaged  to  the  amount  of  some 
thousands  of  dollars,  insured.

The  Montreal  Street  Railway 
has  expended  during  the  last  few 
months,  the  sum  of  $125,000  in  new 
closed  cars.  They  are  each  fitted 
with  air  brakes,  and  with  four 
motors,  of  40  horse  power  each. 
Heavier  cars  mean  heavier  ec^uip- 
ment  generally,  and  whereas  a  few 
years  ago  a  72  pound  rail  was  the 
heaviest  in  use,  now  all  the  rails 
being  laid  are  96  pounds  to  the 
yard.  This  year  the  city  will  re- 
ceive 10  per  cent,  of  the  railway 
company's  gross  receipts.

MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP 
OF  THE  TELEPHONE  SER. 
VICE  IN  GLASGOW. 

Two  years  agoTurnbridge  Wells 
and  Glasgow  were  pointed  to  as 
bright   eximples    in  Municipal 
Ownership   of  telephone  service. 
A  few  months   ago  the  former 
abandoned  the  attempt  at  giving 
a  satisfactory  telephone  service  and 
sold  their  plant  to  the  National 
Company.    Now  reports  are  com- 
ing   to   hand    of  unsatisfactory 
results  in  Glasgow.    The  Batlie,  a 
journal  published  in  Glasgow,  in 
its  issue  of  September  9th,  says  : — 
"  The -position  of  the  Glasgow 
Corporation    Telephone  Depart- 
ment as  disclosed  by  the  published 
accounts  for  the  past  financial  year, 
is  proving  a  source  of  uneasiness 
to  those  ratepayers  with  a  sound 
knowledge  of  finance.    Nor  have 
their  fears  been  alleviated  by  the 
auditors'  remarks,  who,  in  issuing 
their  report  make  it  perfectly  plain 
that  things  are  not  as  they  ought 
to  be.  'They  point  out  that  no  de- 
preciation has  yet  been  provided 
for,  nor  has  any  sum  standing  at 
the    debit   of    preliminary  and 
general  expenses  in  capital  account 
been  written  ofif  out  of  revenue. 
In  the  matter  of  the  sinking  fund 
adequate  provision  has  not  been 
made,  although,  according  to  the 
auditors,  the  requirements  of  the 


Act  of  Parliament  have  apparently 
been  complied  with.    Up  till  now 
certain     management  expenses, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  no 
small   sum,  have   not   formed  a 
charge  against  revenue.  Despite 
all  this  the  committee  who  run  the 
telephone   department   have  the 
temerity  to  present  the  ratepayers 
with  a  financial  statement  showing 
a   balanee   of    several  thousand 
pounds  on  the  right  side,  and  claim- 
ing that   if  the  undertaking  had 
been  a  jointstock  enterprise  the 
result  would  have  been  that  a  divi- 
dend of  5  per  cent,  on  the  capital 
involved  would  have  been  paid.  In 
this  connection  let  it  be  pointed 
out  that  had  the  directors  of  a 
concern  formed  under  the  Com- 
panies Act  put  forward  a  balance 
sheet,  such  as  the  one  under  review 
and  declared   a    dividend,  they 
would  have  laid  themselves  open 
to  much  the  same  charges  as  are 
confronting  at  present  Mr.  Whit- 
taker  Wright,  of  London  and  Globe 
Finance  Company  fame,  in  which 
undertaking  the  trusting  share- 
holders lost  all  they  had  risked. 

"  It  is  greatly  to  be  feared  that 
instead  of  getting  out  of  the  tangle 
the  telphone  department  will  land 
itself  deeper  into  the  mire,  although 
this  is  a  contingency  apparently 
viewed  with  equanimity  by  those 
in  control  who,  of  course,  had 
nothing  to  lose.    It  has  been  said 


that  figures  can  be  made  to  prove 
anything,  and  if  there  is  one  thing 
the  balance  sheet  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Telephone  shows,  it  is  that 
the  ratepayers  of  Glasgow  have 
been  saddled  with  a  white  ele- 
phant as  matters  stand  at  present. 
Were  the  enterprise  a  success, 
apart  from  its  financial  aspect, 
there  might  be  some  hope,  but  un- 
fortunately the  service  is  falling 
far  short  of  what  it  ought  to  be, 
having  regard  to  its  formation  at 
a  period  when  the  telephone 
business  has  been  pretty  well  re- 
duced to  a  fine  art."

TROUBLE    FOR    THE  TELE- 
PHONF  CO. 


Judge  TuUey,  of  Chicago,  has 
granted  an  order  referring  the 
claims  against  the  Chicago  Tele- 
phone Company,  aggregating,  it  is 
said,  several  millions  of  dollars,  to 
a  master  in  chancery.  There  are 
1,200  complainants,  who  are  en- 
titled, according  to  a  decision  of 
the  Illinois  Appellate  Court,  to 
recover  all  they  have  paid  the 
company  in  excess  of  the  franchise 
rate  of  $125  per  year,  and  it  will 
take  a  master  in  chancery  a  year 
to  hear  the  proofs. 
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IF  WHOLESALE  GROCERS 
CARRY  THE  STOCK, 
THEY  WANT  THE 
TRADE. 

In  order  to  ascertain  just  what 
position  they  will  be  in  in  the 
future,  the  Ontario  Wholesale 
Grocers  Guild  through  their  Execu- 
tive have  taken  the  first  step  toward 
that  end.  They  contend  that  as 
they  are  compelled  to  carry  large 
stocks  which  are  of  great  con- 
venience to  the  retailers,  and  as 
they  purchase  very  heavily  from 
the  manufacturers,  thus  giving  the 
manufacturers  ready  money,  they 
should  have  some  consideration  for 
their  risks  and   large  investment. 

This  is  a  question  worthy  of  con- 
sideration by  every  retail  merchant, 
in  all  lines  of  tiade. 

The  circular  reads  as  follows  : 
Gentlemen, — "Doubtlessyou  are 
aware  that  there  are  springing  up 
in  Canada  several  firms  of  retailers 
and  others  formed  into  a  joint  stock 
company,  for  the  purpose  of  buy- 
ing  goods  at  the  same  price  as 
legitimate  wholesale  grocers.  Two 
of  these  firms  have  lately  come 
into  existence  in  Toronto,  one  in 
Hamilton    and   one   in  London. 
Their  method  of  doing  business  is 
to  divide  the  profits  at  stated  inter- 
vals  between   themselves.  This 
you  can  readily  see  is  unfair  to 
outside  retailers  who  are  not  mem- 
bers of  the  companies  ;  it  is  also 
unfair  to  the  wholesale  grocers  who 
have  capital  invested  and  carry  a 
large  stock  for  the  convenience  of 
the  retail  trade.    I  think,  there- 
fore, that  you  will  agree  with  me 
that  the  wholesale  grocery  trade  is 
entitled   to   the  support   of  the 
broker  and  manufacturer  against 
such  unfair  competition,  as  these 
companies  are  practically  co-oper- 
ative concerns  and  any  broker  or 
manufacturer  might  just  as  well 
sell  direct  to  the  retail  grocer  as  to 
sell  to  firms  of  this  kind.  They 
style  themselves  wholesale  grocers, 
but  it  is  plain  that  they  are  so  only 
in  name.    It  is  my  duty  to  ascer- 


tain from  you,  if  possible,  your 
attitude  towards  firms  of  this  de- 
scription, and  whether  or  not  you 
consider  it  proper  for  you  to  sell 
goods  to  them  direct,  and  also 
whether  you  eonfine  your  business 
to  the  strictly  wholesale  grocer,  or 
do  you  sell  any  of  the  retail  trade 
in  this  Province."

Potter,  D.  E.  Brown,  E.  J.  Curtain, 
ss.  Clyde,  June  21,  1902." 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  note  was 
forwarded  to  Mr.  Curtain,  at  Mr 
St.  John's  store,  the  bottle  having 
been  picked  up  by  George  Snow, 
near  Lewisport,  on  July  8,  1903. 
having  been  362  day  beating 
about  Green  Bay.  The  goods 
mentioned  were  forwarded  to  Mr. 
Snow  immediately.

RETAIL  MERCHANTS'  ASSO- 
CIATION OF  NEW  YORK  TO 
WAGE  WAR  ON  TRADING 
STAMPS. 

Following  the  Retail  Merchants' 
Association  of  Cafiada's  example, 
a  movement  is  being  started  by  the 
Retail  Merchants'  Association  of 
New  York,  for  the  abolition  of  the 
trading  stamp  system  in  New  York. 
The  Association  has  already  re- 
ceived many  complaints  from  large 
and  small  out-of  town  merchants, 
particularly  those  doing  business 
in  New  York,  against  the  harmful 
effects  of  trading  stamps,  with  a 
request  that  some  action  be  taken 
to  prohihit  their  distribution. 

The  Merchants'  Association  de- 
clares that  the  scheme  of  issuing 
trading  stamps  is  an  artificial 
means  of  stimulating  trade,  which 
results  to  the  injury  of  the  mer- 
chant as  well  as  to  the  consumer. 
It  also  acts  as  a  discrimination 
against  the  retailer  who  is  unable 
to  procure  the  Stamps. 


Circular  letters  are  now  being 
sent  out  to  retail  merchants  in  New 
York,  and  prominent  retail  con- 
cerns in  the  important  cities  of  the 
State,  asking  for  financial  assist- 
ance in  the  attempt  to  be  made 
during  the  coming  session  of  the 
New  York  Legislature,  to  have  the 
use  of  thetradingstamps prohibited. 
This  circular  letter  sets  forth  the 
tacts  above  described,  and  goes  on 
to  state  that  the  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation is  now  examining  laws 
which  had  been  passed  upon  the 
subjectof  trading  stamps  by  several 
States  and  the  judicial  decisions 
which  have  shown  the  weak  points 
of  these  laws.  The  Association 
is  of  the  opinion,  formed  from 
study,  that  a  law  which  will  abolish 
the  trading-stamp  business  by 
equitable  and  constitutional  means 
can  be  drafted. 

"  Such  a  measure,"  declares  the 
Association,  "  if  adequately  started 
by  business  interests,  would,  be- 
yond question,  be  passsed  by  the 
Legislatures  of  New  York  and 
other  States."  The  Association 
will  undertake  to  procure  the 
passage  of  bills  to  regulate  trading 
stamps  and  abolish  their  harmful 
effects,  if  the  necessary  money  is 
subscribed  by  those  directly  inter- 
ested 

"  The  suggestion  has  been  made 
that  firms  manufacturing  or.  con- 
trolling specialties,  whose  retail 
selling  price  is  fixed  by  contracti 
are  particularly  interested,  for  the 
reason  that  giving  trading 
stamps  with  articles  having  a  con- 
tract retail  price  is  in  effect  to  cut 
the  price  of  such  articles,  to  the 
great  harm  of  other  retailers  who 
cannot  give  away  trading  stamps 
and  are  not  permitted  to  sell  the 
restricted  articles  at  less  than  con- 
tract retail  price." 

The  Association  intends  to 
systematically  organize  the  busi- 
ness men  of  New  York  in  support 
of  the  measure,  and  through  them 
bring  such  proper  pressure  to  bear 
upon  the  Assembleymen  and  Sen- 
ators from  each  district  as  to  in- 
sure the  passage  of  an  equitable 


bill,  free  from  constitutional  ob- 
jections. This  will  be  done  by 
means  of  circulars  and  petitions, 
thoroughly  distributed  in  every 
county,  supplemented  by  personal 
work  of  organization,  if  desirable. 
Each  round  of  circulars  sent  out 
will  cost  from  $6oo  to  $700,  and  in 
addition  to  these  will  be  the  cost 
of  personal  visits  by  the  agents  of 
the  Association  to  all  the  leading 
towns  of  the  State.  The  entire 
expense  is  estimated  to  be  about 
$20,000.

WE  SHOULD  CONGRATULATE 
OURSELVES. 

This  is  what  the  Retail  Mer- 
chants' Association  of  Philadelphia 
says  : — 

"Unless  the  trade  arouses  itself, 
we  will  soon  be  deluged  with 
trading  stamps,  and  our  experience 
will  be  like  that  of  other  cities,  viz  , 
trying  to  lock  the  door  after  the 
horse  is  stolen." 

"The  Association  has  decided  to 
circulate  for  signatures  an  agree- 
ment not  to  handle  trading  stamps. 
We  want  on  this  list  the  name  of 
every,  retail  merchant  in  the  city. 
Committees  will  be  appointed  to 
wait  upon  the  trade,  and  we  be 
speak  for  them  a  courteous 
reception  and  a  hearty  response  to 
the  request." 

"The  trading  stamp  is  one  of  the 
biggest  trade  evils  of  the  twentieth 
century,  and  no  expense  of  time  or 
money  should  be  considered  too 
great  to  drive  it  from  our  midst. 
No  good  comes  from  their  use." 

In  some  reforms  we  must  admit 
that  our  cousins  across  the  border 
are  in  advance  of  us  but  we  are 
away  ahead  of  them  in  chasing  out 
the  trading  stamp  fakir  and  we 
should  congratulate  ourselves  upon 
our  splendid  victory.

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A  GOOD  WAY  TO  GET 
TRADE. 

We  get  around  a  good  bit  among 
grocery  stores  ;  and  it  seems  to  us 
there  is  great  room  for  improve- 
ment in  nearly  all  of  them.  Most 
of  the  stores  we  visit  do  an  order 
trade.  This  is  attended  to,  in  most 
cases,  in  the  mornings.  The  orders 
being  in  a  hurry,  all  hands  devote 
their  time  and  energy  to  getting 
them  out. 

A  customer  who  comes  in  at  this 
time,  especially  if  he  or  she  be  a 
stranger,  is  got  out  of  the  way  as 
quickly  as  possible.  Sometimes 
they  are  even  made  to  feel  that 
they  are  in  the  road,  and  that  their 
trade  is  not  wanted. 

This  is  a  mistake.  The  first 
time  a  customer  enters  a  store  is 
the  time  to  make  a  good  impression- 
The  newcomer  generally  wants 
time  to  look  around  and  size  a 
place  up.  When  a  customer  enters 
a  store,  if  it  is  the  right  kind,  nine 
points  out  of  ten  are  won.  All 
that  remains  to  gain  the  customer 
is  to  show  them  that  their  presence 
is  appreciated,  and  that  it  is  desired 
to  please  them. 

We  know  how  hard  it  is  to  get 
orders  out  on  time;  but  we  also 
know  that  very  few  grocers  are  do- 
ing all  the  business  they  would 
like  to,  and  it  seems  to  us  that, 
while  holding  what  trade  he  has, 
the  grocer  should  also  be  alive  to 
the  possibilities  of  getting  new 
business. 

We  question  whether  most 
grocers  know  just  how  much  can 
be  gained  along  the  lines  of  an 
increased  business — right  in  their 
own  stores.  Quite  a  small  pro- 
portion of  the  people  who  enter  a 
given  store  buy  all  they  need,  of 
what  the  store  has  in  stock,  at  that 
store. 

It  should  be  the  business  of  the 
grocer  to  call  his  customers'  atten- 
tion to  such  goods  as  he  thinks 
will  please.  This  can  be  done  by 
signs  and  prices  on  the  goods. 
A  small  circular,  to  be  put  out 
with  each  sale,  calling  attention 
to  special  lines,  also  helps. 


One  grocer  we  know  of  noted 
those  who  were  not  buying  their 
tea  from  him,  and  increased  his  tea 
trade  considerably  by  giving 
samples  to  such. — Philadelphia 
Grocers  Revieiv-

A  BIG  SURPLUS. 

The  cash  receipts,  including 
Government  grants,  from  the  To- 
ronto Industrial  Exhibition,  for 
1903,  totalled  $228,834.58,  and  the 
expenditure  $176  596.37,  leaving  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $52,238,21. 
The  total  ordinary  receipts,  $168,- 
834.  The  highest  previous  record 
was  in  1898,  when  receipts  totalled 
$116,000.  The  paid  admissions  of 
that  year  were  only  $83,000,  while 
for  1903  they  were  $134,583. 

The  directors  decided  to  ask  the 
city  for  $210,000  for  new  buildings 
to  enable  them  to  build  a  live 
stock  amphitheatre  and  horticul- 
tural hall.  The  matter  came  be. 
fore  the  city  council  and  it  was 
decided  that  this  year  would  be  an 
inopportune  time  to  submit  a  by- 
law asking  for  so  large  a  grant. 

*  *  * 

Mr.  Geo.  E.  Drummond,  presi- 
dent of  the  Canadian  Manufac- 
turers' Association,  and  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Montreal  Board  of 
Trade,  will  be  tendered  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Board  of  Trade  of 
that  city  for  1904.

The  Dominion  Government  has 
added  a  clause  to  the  regulations 
regarding  the  enforcement  of  the 
surtax  on  German  goods,  provid- 
ing for  its  application  to  articles 
the  chief  value  of  which  was  pro- 
duced in  Germany,  though  the 
manufacture  may  have  been 
finished  elsewhere.  According  to 
the  regulations,  as  they  now  stand, 
if  the  market  value  of  the  article  as 
sold  by  the  German  exporter,  in 
its  partly  manufactured  or  un- 
finished condition,  represents  more 
than  50  per  cent,  of  the  value  of 
the  finished  product  ready  for 
export  to  Canada,  it  is  subject  to 
the  surtax  imposed  on  German 
goods. 


PEDLARS  AND  Ti^ANSIENT 
TRADERS. 

From  all  parts  of  the  Province 
we  hear  the  same  complaint,  that 
pedlars  and  transient  traders  are 
not  sufficiently  regulated  under  the 
present  statutes. 

The  Legislative  Committee  of 
our  Association  are  now  preparing 
their  views  on  the  subject,  and  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  send  them  to 
all  our  Branches  at  an  early  date, 
so  that  they  can  express  their  views 
on  the  subject,  and  assist  the  com- 
mittee to  prepare  an  equitable  and 
fair  bill,  so  that  it  can  be  brought 
before  the  next  session  of  the  Pro- 
vincial House.  In  this  matter  we 
ask  the  assistance  of  every  muni- 
cipality in  Ontario.

NOT   CONFINED  TO 
ENGLAND. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Bradford,  (Eng.,)  Drapers'  Asso- 
ciation an  extraordinary  state  of 
things  was  revealed,  says  the  Ex- 
change.— "There  are  in  England, 
around  the  cloth  manufacturing 
centres,  what  are  called  clothing 
clubs.  The  aim  of  these  clubs  is 
to  enable  working  people  to  pay 
for  their  goods  on  the  instalment 
plan,  and,  in  this  they,  perhaps, 
perform  no  bad  work;  but  it  has 
been  learned  that  the  clubs  are  run 
by  employes  of  the  mills,  and  that 
they  obtain  their  supplies  wholesale 
from  the  mills  for  which  they  work, 
thus  cutting  the  tailor  out  of  much 
of  his  proper  trade.  The  idea  of 
supplying  clothes  to  customers  who 
were  unable  to  pay  more  than  a 
small  sum  each  week  is  being 
grasped  by  the  drapers  themselves, 
but  they  rightly  object  to  the  mills 
doing  business  through  other 
mediums." 

This  same  grievance  can  be  laid 
at  the  door  of  some  Canadian 
Manufacturers  and  we  hope  soon 
to  take  concerted  action  to  prevent 
it. 
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THE  PROPOSED  BUSINESS 
TAX 

The  more  it  is  investigated  the  more 
unjust  it  is  found  to  be. 

Retail  Mercha?its  all  over  the  Province 
Condemn  it. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  after  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  "The  Retail  Mer- 
chants Association  of  Canada"  had 
pointed  out  the  unfair  manner  in 
which  the  proposed  business  tax 
would  operate  against  ninety-nine 
per  cent,  of  the  retail  merchants  of 
the  Province,  the  bill  was  laid  overi 
and  a  special  taxation  committee 
consisting  of  twenty  members  of 
the  Legislature  was  appointed  to 
re-consider  the  objections  to  the 
measure  as  pointed  out  by  our 
association  and  to  meet  sometime 
before  the  next  session  of  Parlia- 
ment.   The  committee  which  con- 
sists of  the  Hon.  J.  M.  Gibson, 
(Chairman)  and  Messrs.  Foy,  Beck, 
Whitney,  Carscallen,  Preston,  Duff, 
Hoyle,  Pettypiece,   Hanna,  Lee, 
Barber,  Tudhope,  Stock,  Latch- 
ford,    McKay,     Pattulo,  Pense 
Powell  and  McDiarmid,   met  on 
Wednesday  morning,  Nov.  25th,  at 
10  o'clock  in  the  Parliament  build- 
ings.   In  his  opening  remarks  the 
chairman    intimated     that  the 
Government  was   not  going  to 
abandon  the  measure,  and  that  the 
Committee  must  put  it  through  in 
some  form.    He  made  it  clear  that 
with   the   increasing  cost  of  ad- 
ministering the  affairs  of  the  Pro- 
vince, it  made  it  necessary  to  find 
a  larger  revenue  from  some  source, 
and  it  was  his  opinion  that  the 
large  corporations  were  not  bear- 
ing their  proper  share  of  the  public 
burdens  although    he    made  no 


reference  to  what  corporations  wer^ 
meant.    The  bill  he  declared  was 
a  well   drawn  measure  and  he 
valiantly  defended   it   which  we 
think  would  have  appeared  very 
much  better  on  his  part  had  he  left 
unsaid  until  the  committee  as  a 
whole  had  discussed  it  clause  by 
clause  and  some  definite  conclusion 
had  been  arrived  at  by  them.  He 
stated  also  that  the  Royal  Com- 
mission who  prepared  the  report 
upon  which  the  bill  was  framed 
and  who  were  appointed  by  the 
Government,  consisted  of  two  high 
court  judges  and  other  gentlemen 
of  equal  high  social  standing  in  the 
community.    He  asked  the  Com- 
mittee not  to  allow  themselves  to 
be  diverted   from   a  measure  on 
which  so  much  time  and  thought 
had  been  expended.   He  remarked 
that  the  chief  objections  that  were 
raised  against  the  bill  came  from 
those  who^  had  given  it  about  five 
minutes  study,  forgetting  that  the 
best  posted  assessors  and  those  who 
are  most  familiar  with  the  assess- 
ment law  had  given  the  proposed 
measure  considerable  study  and 
had  condemned  every  clause  in  it. 
However  assertions  are  fortunately^ 
not  arguments,  and  condemnation, 
contrary  to  facts,  only  exhibit  the 
iveakness  of  the  case,  which  was 
brought  out  ve^y  clearly  when  it 
was   found   necessary    to  make 
amendments  to  nearly  every  clause 
in  this  "  well  drawn  measure"  and 
proving  that  the  "chief  objectors'' 
had  given  the  bill  very  consider- 
able thought    and    study.  The 
Ontario     Municipal  Association 
first  appeared  before    the  Com- 
mittee and  they  again  presented 
their  views.     This  association  is 
composed  of    assessment  com- 
missioners, assessors  and  officers  of 
various  municipalities.    They  have 


given  considerable  thought  to  the 
proposed  bill  and  are  unanimous 
in  their  condemnation  of  every 
clause  in  it. 

The    representatives   of  "  The 
Toronto   Board   of    Trade"  and 
"  The    Canadian  Manufacturers 
Association"  were  also  present  and 
they  again  favored  the  bill,  but 
gave  no  good  reason  why  it  should 
be  supported.    They  discussed  the 
question  entirely  from  their  own 
standpoint,  and  seemed  to  be  quite 
unconscious  of  the  unfairness  of 
the  proposition  which  proposes  to 
remove  the   burden   of  taxation 
from  their  shoulders  and  place  it 
upon  the  smaller  merchants.  In 
the  course  of  the  discussion  the 
Chairman,  Mr.  Gibson,  remarked 
that  he  could  see  an  injustice  in 
the  bill,  regarding  the  discrimina- 
tion that  was  going  to  be  made  in 
favor  of  the  wholesale  merchants 
as  against  the  retail  merchants  and 
he  thought  that  they  should  pay  a 
higher  rate.    This  was  quite  inter- 
esting to  ourcommitteeinthe  faceof 
the  announcement  that  "the  Royal 
Commission  had  always  kept  in 
mind  that  all  residents  in  a  munici- 
pality should   contribute   to  the 
municipal  expanses  in  proportion 
to  their  wealth"  and  that  those  who 
raised  any  objections  to  the  bill 
were  those  who  had  given  it  only 
five  minutes  study."    The  Legisla- 
tiveCommittee  of  "The  Retail  Mer- 
chants   Association   of  Canada" 
represented  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Rogers» 
Chairman,  and   Messrs.  Gibbard' 
Trowern,  Willmot,  Corrigan,  Hig- 
gins  and  Puddy  were  also  again  pre- 
sent to  raise  their  voice  against  theap- 
plication  of  this  iniquitous  measure. 
They  noted  the  opening  remarks 
of  the  chairman  and  also  the  fact 
that  while  all  the  evidence  that 
was  ofifered  at  the  previous  meet- 
ing of  the  Legislative  Committee 
of  the  House  had  been  reported  in 
printed  form,  the  abjections  made 
by   our   association   both  orally 
before  the  Committee,  and  also  for- 
warded to  them  in  writing,  which 
were  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
the  large  body  of  retailers,  were  no 


referred  to  in  the  printed  report. 
These  circumstances  led  us  to  be- 
lieve that  some  members  of  the 
committee  were  not  seeking  for 
information,  so  much,  as  they  were 
anxious  to  bolster  up  a  weak  and 
tottering  measure  that  had  been 
launched  by  the  government, on  the 
recommendation  of  a  Royal  Com- 
mission, and  which  it  appeared 
they  wanted  to  support,  not  so 
much  because  of  its  virtues,  which 
they  could  see  were  diminishing, 
but  more  because  of  its  origin  and 
fatherhood.  We  therefore  refrained 
from  offering  any  further  recom- 
mendations or  from  going  further 
into  the  details  of  the  inconsistency 
of  the  bill,  but  we  again  placed 
ourselves  on  record  as  being 
opposed  to  its  application,  and  we 
told  the  committee  with  no  uncer- 
tain sound  that  if  they  insisted 
upon  recommending  the  bill  in  its 
present  form  that  they  would  cause 
such  "  a  resurrection  among  the 
retail  merchants  of  this  Province 
as  they  little  expected.  In  the 
course  of  our  investigations  so  far, 
we  have  found  that  everywhere  the 
great  body  of  retail  merchants  will 
suffer  by  the  bill  if  it  becomes  law. 
The  Legislative  Committee  and  the 
members  of  the  Toronto  Board  of 
Trade  and  the  Canadian  Manu- 
facturers Association  in  consider- 
ing the  bill  seem  to  have  had  no 
regard  for  the  real  conditions  that 
exist  in  the  retail  trade;  they  seem 
to  have  little  or  no  idea  that  such 
a  thing  as  licjanses  exist,  and  one 

■  and  all  ignore  the  fact  that  in 
Toronto  alone  over  thirty  thousand 

-  dollars  is  now  collected  through 
retail  licenses,  which  is  taxation, 
only  called  by  another  name. 
Take  the  case  of  a  bill  distributor, 
he  must  pay  a  license  now  of 
twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  per 
annum  before  he  can  conduct  his 
business.  All  laundries  from  $5  00 
to  $25  00  per  annum,  Restaurants 
$5  00  to  $25:00,  and  so  forth,  in 
addition  to  their  personalty  tax. 
Under  the  proposed  bill  all  Laun- 
dries, Restaurants,  Bill  distributors. 
Cigar  and  Tobacco  dealers  and 
others  will  not  only  have  to  pay 


their  present  licenses,  for  which 
they  claim  they  get  no  more  pro- 
tection than  unlicensed  merchants, 
but  they  will  be  called  upon  to  pay 
a  business  tax  as  well. 

One  restaurant  keeper  we  are 
personally  acquainted  with,  pays 
now  about  fifteen  dollars  as  a 
personalty  tax,  and  which  is  on  the 
full  value  of  what  he  owns,  and  he 
pays  his  rent  and  license  besides. 
Under  the  proposed  business  tax 
he  would  have  to  pay  $100.00  in 
addition  to  his  license  and  rent. 
All  retail  butchers  in  addition  to 
their  licenses  would  have  to  pay 
five  to  ten  times  more  than  they 
are  now  paying  and  receive  no 
more  advantages  in  the  com- 
munity. Is  there  any  wonder  that 
the  retail  trade  all  over  the  pro- 
vince would  be  aroused  if  such  an 
unfair  and  ill-conceived  measure 
was  adopted.  And  yet  we  are  told 
that  the  object  of  the  bill  is  'to 
make  corporations  bear  their 
proper  share  of  the  public 
burdens." 

Upon  investigation  we  find  that 
the  largest  retail  corporation  in 
the  Province,  the  T.  Eaton  Co., 
who  are  now  paying  $877  5.00  would 
pay  under  the  proposed  bill  only 
$3022.57  and  what  they,  and  the 
large  wholesale  houses  escape,  will 
have  to  be  made  up  by  the  poor 
struggling  corner  grocery  man  and 
the  over-worked  restaurant  keeper^ 
baker,  butcher,  cigar  seller,  laundry 
man  and  all  other  small  tradesmen. 
This  is  the  outcome  of  the  '  long 
and  tedious  devotion"  given  to  the 
question  of  taxation  by  the  Royal 
Commission,  whose  upper-most 
thought  we  are  told  was  "that  the 
poorer  classes  shall  be  practically 
untaxed."  This  Journal  is  quite 
conscious  that  these  statements  are 
not  palatable  to  the  members  of 
the  Royal  Commission,  nor  to  the 
Toronto  Board  of  Trade,  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers  Associa- 
tion or  to  the  members  of  the 
Provincial  Government  who  fram- 
ed the  bill,  but  this  JOURNAL  is 
not  seeking  for  popularity  or  praise 
at  the  expense  of  the  now  over 
burdened     retail    merchant,  our 


course  was  long  ago  dtfined,  our 
duty  stands  out  clear  before  us, 
and  when  we  find  an  injustice  such 
as  the  proposed  business  tax  about 
to  be  placed  upon  our  weaker 
brethren,  no  influence,  no  wealth, 
or  no  fear  will  cause  U3  to  deviate 
one  hairs  breadth  from  the  straight 
path  of  duty.  Retail  merchants  this 
is  your  opportunity  to  resist  unwise 
legislation  and  to  show  that  you 
intend  to  have  a  voice  in  the 
future  legislation  of  this  Province, 
when  your  interests  are  trampled 
upon.  Officers  of  the  local 
branches  you  will  be  called  upon 
shortly  from  all  over  this  vast 
Province  to  rally  your  represent- 
atives and  appoint  delegates  to 
meet  with  your  Toronto  brethern 
and  visit  the  legislative  chamber 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  We 
want  at  least  five  thousand  men, 
and  we  want  every  city  and  town 
represented.  Every  retail  merch- 
ant in  Toronto  who  has  been  visit- 
ed has  promised  to  turn  out, 
and  many  will  lock  up  their 
shops,  and  be  present.  The 
enthusiasm  is  spreading,  the 
facts  are  becoming  known,  and 
those  legislators  who  are  un- 
conscious of  the  power  and  in- 
fluence of  the  retail  merchants 
who  are  the  largest  tax  payers  as 
a  class  in  every  community,  will 
receive  such  a  surprise  that  will 
make  them  hesitate  before  they 
vote  to  have  the  proposed 
iniquitous  bill  made  law.  When 
you  receive  notice  remember  you 
are  wanted.

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THE  NEW  TELEPHONE 
COMPANY   A  BOON 
TO  ALL  RETAIL 
MERCHANTS. 

For  some  time  past  Mr.  Alex- 
ander H.  Stark  has  been  gradually 
completing  arrangements  whereby 
he  could  'put  his  valuable  patent 
into  practical  operation. 

This  new  system,  i<nown  as  the 
Stark  Electric  system,  is  the  in- 
vention of  Mr.  Alex.  M.  Stark— 
who  was  until  recently  Superin- 
tendent of  Equipment  and  Service 
for  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  in 
Toronto,  and  who  has  had  charge 
of  the  Telephone  System  since  its 
inception  in  Toronto —consists  of 
a  new  and  improved  method  of 
distributing  electrical  energy  over 
one  circuit,  and  segregating  it  for 
a  variety  of  uses,  such  as  electric 
lighting,  telephoning,  driving  mo- 
tors for  manufacturing  and  other 
purposes,  operating  Fire  and  Bur- 
glar alarm  systems,  etc. 

Hitherto  it  has  been  necessary 
te  construct  separate  plants  for  the 
supply  of  each  of  these  utilities  ; 
but  under  the  Stark  System  the 
combined  service  can  be  provided 
in  one  central  station  plant  and 
.only  one  system  of  wiring  is  re- 
quired to  convey  all  these  services 
into  the  premises  of  the  user. 
Every  subscriber  to  the  telephone 
service  is  supplied  with  current  at 
1 10  volts,  which  may  be  used  for 
electric  light,  telephone,  power  or 
any  other  purpose  requiring  the 
use  of  electricity. 

The  electric  light  system  will  be 
equal  in  every  respect  to  the  most 
modern  plants  in  operation  in  any 
part  of  the  world,  while  the  tele- 
phone plant  being  operated  by  a 
current  of  uniform  volume  and 
frequency,  perfect  transmission  at 
all  times  will  be  guaranteed.  The 
absence  of  the  transformers  on  the 
distributing  mains,  and  the  fact 
that  the  subscribers'  circuit  will 
only  carry  a  direct  current  of  from 
1 10  to  115  volts,  ensures  complete 
security  from  danger  in  the  use  of 
either  electric  light  or  telephone 
instruments. 


The  cost  of  constructing  the 
wiring  for  the  Stark  Electric 
System  (which  includes  telephone) 
telegraph,  light  and  power)  will  be 
little  in  excess  of  that  of  building 
the  outside  plant  of  a  modern 
telephone  system  only.  From  this 
it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  in  this 
system  an  economy  absolutely  un- 
attainable in  any  other.  In  other 
words,  the  necessity  of  construct- 
ing and  maintaining  separately  a 
telephone  plant  and  an  electric 
light  and  power  plant,  is  entirely 
done  away  with,  and  the  saving 
thus  effected  will  make  possible  a 
reduction  in  the  cost  of  these  utili- 
ties to  retail  merchants  and  the 
public,  on  an  average  of  about  fifty 
per  cent,  for  telephones,  and  thirty- 
three  and  a  third  per  cent  on 
present  published  rates  for  electric 
light  in  Toronto. 

The  committee  appointed  by  our 
Association  to  examine  into  the 
new  system  visited  the  experimen- 
tal station  and  were  satisfied  that 
it  possessed  all  that  the  inventor 
claimed  for  it  and  that  it  would  be 
of  immense  value  to  all  merchants 
and  their  customers  both  for  con- 
venience, and  economy. 

Upon  the  investigation  and  re- 
commendation of  practical  electri- 
cal experts  the  committee  recom- 
mended the  Association  to  adopt 
the  system,  and  as  an  evidence  of 
the  need  for  a  new  system  the 
Company  have  secured  upwards  of 
4.000  contracts  for  telephones  and 
electric  light  and  power  service  of 
the  Stark  Electric  System  from 
the  citizens  of  Toronto  and 
Toronto  Junction.  Orders  are 
coming  in  daily,  and  at  the  pre- 
sent rate  the  number  will  be  largely 
increased  by  an  early  date;  and  the 
result  of  the  independent  telephone 
movement  in  the  United  States 
justifies  the  belief  that  within  five 
years  there  will  be  not  less  than 
20,coo  subscribers  to  the  Stark 
Electric  System  in  the  City  of 
Toronto  alone. 

The  very  low  figure  of  $600  per 
annum  and  one  cent  per  outgoing 
call  for  local  service  will  enable 


thousands  to  enjoy  the  advantages 
of  the  telephone,  who  are  deprived 
of  its  convenience  by  the  present 
high  prices,  in  addition  to  this,  the 
measured  rate  system  of  charging, 
wherever  adopted  on  a  reasonable 
low  scale,  has  proved  more  popular 
than  a  flat  rate,  and  will  ensure  a 
more  general  demand  for  the 
service  than  would  otherwise  exist, 
as  a  subscriber  pays  only  for  the 
calls  he  may  make. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Company 
have  fixed  the  maximum  rate  for 
business  'phones  at  $40.00  and 
house  'phones  at  $20.00  per  an- 
num so  that  in  no  case  would  the 
amounts  charged  of  one  cent  per 
call  exceed  these  rates. 

Patents  have  been  secured  in 
every  civilized  country  in  the 
world,  and  a  local  company  has 
just  been  formed  in  Toronto  which 
will  cover  a  circle  of  fifteen  miles 
in  circumference.  The  directors 
of  the  new  Company  are  :

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Fin- 
ancial and  Commercial,  as  well 
as  both  the  Wholesale  and  Retail 
interests,  are  well  represented  on 
the  Board,  thus  insuring  careful 
and  energetic  management,  and 
preventing  the  possibility  of  the 
absorption  of  this  company  by  any 
other. 

The  new  company  propose  to 
make  application  shortly  to  the 
Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  and  to  other  cities,  for  the 
privilege  of  an  operating  franchise 
and  we  trust  that  every  Council- 
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man  and  retail  merchant  will  not 
overlook  the  general  welfare  of  the 
great  body  of  householders  and 
merchants  who  use  this  service 
and  that  they  will  bear  in  mind 
that  any  sum  of  money  that  any 
telephone  or  electric  light  company 
may  offer  the  municipality  must 
come  out  of  the  pockets  of  the 
users,  and  that  the  most  effectual 
way  of  holding  or  drawing  trade 
to  any  business  centre  is  by  putting 
public  conveniences  at  the  lowest 
possible  cost — and  thus  encourage 
their  wide  spread  use.

THE  EFFECT  OF  THE 
BUSINESS  TAX  ON  THE 
RETAIL  TRADE  OF 
TORONTO. 

The  best  evidence  to  show  the 
effect  the  business  tax  would  have 
upon  the  retail  trade  of  Toronto, 
if  it  should  become  law,  is  given 
in  the  following  figures  : 

The  value  of  the  real  estate 
and  buildings  of  the  retail 
trade  including  Hotel 
property  is   »17,028,O65.0O 

The  value  of  the  real  estate 
and  buildings  of  the 
Wholesale  trade  is   3,572,095.00 

The  value  of  the  assessed  re- 
tail personal  property  is. . .  2,972.415.00 

The  value  of  the  assessed 
Wholesale  personal  pro- 
perty is   2,717,188.00 

The  amount  now  paid  by  Re- 
tailers on  personal  property  56,475.88 

The  amount  now  paid  by 
Wholesalers  on  personal 
property  is    51,626.57 

Under  the  business  tax  the 
Retailers  would  pay  at  10% 
on  the  rental  value   119,196.45 

Under  the  business  tax  the 
Wholesalers  would  pay  at 
10%  on  the  rental  value ....  25,004.66 

It  will  be  observed  that  the 
assessed  value  of  the  retail 
personalty  at  present  is  only 
$4,849.31  larger  than  the  assessed 
value  of  the  wholesale  personalty, 
and  yet  under  the  proposed  busi- 
ness tax— which  the  Legislative 
Committee  backed  by  the  Toronto 
Board  of  Trade  claims  to  be 
"  a  tax  proposed  so  that  the  re- 
quirements of  the  municipality 
may  be  met  without  the  burden 


falling  very  hardly  upon  any 
class"— the  retailers  would  pay 
$94,191.79  more  than  the  whole- 
salers would  pay  or  $62,720.57 
more  than  they  are  now  paying 
and  the  wholesalers  would  pay 
$26,62191  less  than  they  are  now 
paying  and  the  above  figures  do 
not  represent  the  enormous  amount 
the  retailers  are  now  paying  in 
excess  of  the  wholesalers  on  their 
land  and  building?. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  they  are 
clamoring  to  have  the  business 
tax  made  law  when  they  will 
personally  save  hundreds  of  dollars 
by  the  change  ? 

These  figures  should  startle 
every  fair  minded  retailer  in  the 
Province,  and  we  are  certain  that 
when  those  wholesalers  who  have 
been  commending  the  business  tax, 
reflect  on  these  facts  they  will  give 
them  the  careful  consideration 
they  deserve.  It  is  not  sufficient 
for  the  members  of  the  Toronto 
Board  of  Trade  or  The  Canadian 
Mannfacturers  Association  to  point 
to  Winnipeg  or  to  Montreal  and 
say  that  the  proposed  system  is  in 
operation  in  these  two  cities  and  it 
is  working  satisfactorily.  In  both 
Winnipeg  and  Montreal  they  have 
an  excellent  license  system  which 
protects  the  retail  trade,  and  they 
obtain  a  large  revenue  from  these 
sources.  In  the  Province  of 
Ontario  the  license  system  is  as 
bad  as  it  can  possibly  be,  it  has  be- 
come the  dumping  ground  for  all 
the  bankrupt  stocks  and  all  the 
pedlars  and  transcient  traders  of 
the  Dominion,  and  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  our  association  to  pre- 
sent to  the  Ontario  Legislature  a 
proposed  remedy  for  this  condition 
of  affairs  at  as  early  a  date  as 
possible.  But  until  these  con- 
ditions are  changed  it  is  useless 
for  any  body  of  men  to  make 
comparisons  and  endeavor  to 
direct  Legislators.  The  retail 
trade  of  today  is  not  the  retail 
trade  of  a  few  years  ago.  Today 
retail  merchants  are  doing  their 
own  thinking,  they  are  examining 
all  legislation  that  is  proposed  and 


introduced  that  will  effect  them, 
and  who  should  be  in  a  better 
position  to  know  their  require- 
ments? 

Boards  of  Trade  are  usually 
mixed  bodies  of  men,  and  mixed 
bodies  rarely  ever  agree  upon  any 
definite  line  of  action.  What  will 
benefit  one  will  injure  another^ 
and  we  have  therefore  expressed 
the  opinion  before,  and  we  find  no 
reason  to  change  our  views  that 
Boards  of  Trade  to  be  of  any  prac- 
tical value  should  consist  of  repre- 
sentatives chosen  from  all  organ- 
ized commercial  and  trade  bodies 
and  be  supported  by  the  Govern- 
mentand  notamiscellanous  gather- 
ing of  men  collected  together,  more 
because  of  their  wealth  and  in- 
fluence than  for  the  reason  that 
they  possess  any  special  knowledge 
pertaining  to  any  subject  or  class. 
We  feel  certain  then  that  when  the 
facts  above  set  forth  are  carefully 
weighed  by  the  wholesale  mer- 
chants of  Toronto  and  the  Province 
that  they  will  not  insist  upon  press- 
ing their  views  to  the  injury  of  the 
retail  trade. 

In  order  that  this  Dominion 
should  be  built  up  solidly  and  pro- 
gressively the  best  feeling  should 
exist  between  these  bodies,  and 
instead  of  pulling  apart.  Manu- 
facturers, Wholesalers  and  Retail- 
ers should  pull  together  and  stand 
shoulder  to  shoulder,  working  out 
our  common  destiny,  and  assisting 
to  place  commercial  laws  upon  the 
statute  books  of  this  Dominion 
that  will  be  a  pattern  and  an 
example  for  the  other  nations  of 
the  earth.  And  not  until  this  is 
attempted  can  we  hope  to  have  . 
better  lee^islation  or  cleaner  legis- 
lators.

WHAT  AN  INDEPENDENT 
NEWSPAPER  THINKS 
OF  THE  TAX  BILL. 

The  new  taxation  bill,  prepared  with 
the  Assessment  Commission's  report 
as  a  basis,  and  which  has  been  under- 
going the  scrutiny  of  the  Select  Com- 
mittee of  the  Legislature  on  Municipal 
Taxation  has  been  opposed  by  all  the 
municipalities  which  have  so  far  been 
able  to  get  a  word  in  on  the  subject. 
Delegations  have  crowded  before  the 
committee  asking  for  a  hearing,  and, 
the  primary  trouble  seems  to  be  that 
nobody  understands  how  the  thing 
will  work  out.  If  some  assessment 
sharp  would  be  kind  enough  to  take 
the  hypothetical  case  of  a  man  who 
has  a  factory,  a  store,  a  dwellinghouse 
and  an  income,  and  reckon  how  his 
general  taxes  would  be  affected  in  each 
instance,  with  an  ordinary  output, 
profit  or  value  on  some  fixed  sum  in 
each  instance,  the  general  public  would 
be  able  to  grasp  the  intention  of  the 
proposed  Act.  I  find  myself  unable 
to  work  out  this  conundrum,  and  I 
doubt  if  the  ordinary  man  can  tell 
whether  under  the  new  system  the 
taxes  on  his  factory  and  machinery 
would  be  more  or  less  ;  whether  on  the 
store  they  would  be  more  or  less  ; 
whether  he  would  still  have  to  pay  in- 
come tax,  tax  on  his  machinery,  the 
same  amount  of  taxes,  more  or  less,  on 
the  house  he  lives  in,  or  on  the  land 
upon  which  the  house  stands.  It 
would  be  a  great  mistake  to  pass  any 
law  which  is  unintelligible  to  the 
general  public,  and  it  is  unfair  perhaps 
to  criticize  it  until  we  know  what  we 
are  talking  about.  In  the  meantime 
let  someone  connected  with  the  putting 
together  of  the  bill  tell  us  how  Jones 
will  be  affected  in  his  factory,  his  ware- 
house or  store,  with  regard  to  his  in- 
come and  machinery,  etc. — E.  E. 
Sheppard  in  Salurdny  N'ight.

But  it  is  very  easy  to  be  in- 
different in  these  things,  particularly 
when  the  average  Board  of  Trade  is 
nothing  more  than  a  big  bluff,  with 
nothing  in  the  nature  of  enthusiasm  to 
help  wake  things  up.  In  fact,  some 
people  are  so  small  in  their  enterprises 
they  are  stupid,  and  the  more  their 
opinion  is  tolerated,  the  less  chance  a 
town  can  possibly  have  to  grow."

Chicago  is  the  home  of  an  in- 
novation in  the-grocery  line,  made 
so  by  the  recent  incorporation  of 
the  Consolidated  Grocers  of 
America  by  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

The  new  concern  is  capitalized 
at  $1,500,000,  and  the  head  offices 
are  at  90  Wabash  avenue.  The 
officers  are  :  Flavel  Shurtlefif, 
president  ;  N.  Kawin,  vice-presid- 
ent ;  P.  Kawin,  secretary.  The 
company  has  opened'a  warehouse 
in  Randolph  street,  from  whence 
all  goods  and  supplies  needed  in 
their  retail  stores  will  be  sent. 

Their  business  method  has  never 
been  experimented  with.  Flavel 
Shurtleff,  president,  said  : 

"We  will  buy  alLthe  goods,  with 
the  exception  of  those  we  manu- 
facture ourselves,  direct  from  the 
manufacturer  and  by  train-load 
lots.

"Laugh  and  the  world  laughs  with  you. 

Weep  and  you  weep  alone. 

This  grand  old  earth,  must  borrow  its  mirth, 

It  has  troubles  enough  of  its  own. 

Sing  and  the  hills  will  answer. 

Sigh,  and  it  is  lost  in  the  air. 

The  echoes  bound,  to  the  joyful  sound, 

But  shrink  from  voicing  care. 

"Be  glad  and  your  friends  are  many. 

Be  sad,  and  you  lose  them  all. 

There  are  many  to  drink  your  nectared  wine, 

But  alone  you  must  drink  life's  gall. 

There  is  room  in  the  halls  of  pleasure, 

For  a  long  and  lordly  train, 

But  one  by  one  you  must  all  file  on. 

Through  the  narrow  halls  of  pain. 

"Feast,  your  halls  are  crowded, 

Fast,  and  the  world  goes  by. 

Success  and  give,  'twill  help  you  to  live, 

But  no  one  can'help  you  to  die. 

Rejoice  and  men  will  seek  you. 

Grieve,  they  turn  and  go. 

They  want  full  measure  of  all  your  pleasure, 

But  they  don't  waut  your  woe  "

They 
have  appointed  delegates  to  come 
down  when  we  visit  the  Parliament 
Buildings,  and  the  diy  and  date 
will  be  announced  as  soon  as  an 
appointment  can  be  made. 

We  would  request  those  Branch 
officers  who  have  not  already  call- 
ed their  members  together  to  do  so 
as  quickly  as  possible  so  that  they 
will  be  ready  when  they  are  want- 
ed. 

The  question  at  issue  is  one  of 
vital  importance  to  every  Retail 
Merchant:  It  is  not  a  personal 
question  as  to  whether  one  or  two 
Retail  Merchants  in  a  city  or  town 
will  be  benefitted. 

The  question  involved  is  shall 
taxation  be  based  upon  the  ability 
to  pay,  or  in  other  words  upon  the 
value  of  the  lands,  buildings  or 
merchandise  possessed  by  a  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  or  shall 
taxation  be  based  upon  the  land 
and  buildings  only  and  exempt 
merchandise  and  to  make  up  for 
the  great  shortage  created  by  the 
exemption  place  it  upon  the  Retail 
Merchants  and  allow  the  Whole- 


salers and  Manufacturers  to  be 
very  largely  reduced.  Why  should 
the  Retail  men  such  as 
Restaurant  keepers,  Barbers, 
Tobacconists,  Butchers,  Grocers, 
Laundry  men,  Dry  Goods 
men,  Boot  and  Shoe  dealers.  Milk 
dealers,   Hardware    men,  Book-

paid  by  the  Wholesalers  and 
Manufacturers  on  their  enormous

Is  there  any  justice  in  it  ? 


Let  the  Special  Taxation  Com- 
mittee of  the  Legislature  decide 
first  on  what  they  intend  to  have 
taxed,  or  what  they  think  should 
be  taxed.  Whether  taxes  should 
be  placed  upon  land,  buildings, 
merchandise,  and  incomes,  or 
simply  upon  land,  buildings  and 
incomes,  but  whatever  basis  they 
adopt  the  rate  should  rest  equitable 
the  plan  should  be  fair  and  every- 
one in  the  community  should  be 
treated  alike.  The  retail  property 
in  every  city  and  town  in  the 
Province  and  Dominion  is  assessed 
higher  than  any  other  property, 
because  they  say  it  is  more 
valuabe,  and  if  this  is  the  case  we 
contend  that  we  are  now  paying 
the  largest  share  of  taxation  in  the 
community,  and  why  should  the 
Retail  Merchants  in  Toronto, 
Hamilton,  London  and  other  large 
centres  be  compelled  to  pay  more 
than  what  they  are  now  paying 
and  over  fifty  per  cent  of  what  the 
Wholesale  Merchants  are  now  pay- 
ing on  their  merchandise  besides, 
ft  is  the  proposed  application  of 
this  unjust  principle  that  we  are 
fighting  against,  and  we  intend  to 
see  that  no  imposition  of  this 
character  is  placed  upon  the  retail 
trade  of  this  Province.  This  is 
your  fight,  so  be  ready  when  you 
are  wanted.

EIGHTH   ANNUAL  MEETING. 

"The    Retail  Merchants 
Association  of  Canada," 
"Toronto  Branch." 

AN    EXCELLENT  FINANCIAL 
REPORT. 

The  eighth  annual  meeting  of 
the  "  Toronto  Branch  "  was  held 
in  our  Board  Room  Medical  Build- 
ing on  Thursday  evening,  January 
28th,  1904,  at  8  o'clock.  Mr.  John 
Willmot,  the  President,  was  in  the 
chair.  He  opened  the  meeting  by 
delivering  a  very  encouraging  and 
well  considered  address  full  of  good 
suggestions  for  the  coming  year 
and  reviewed  the  work  done 
during  the  past  year.  He  con- 
gratulated the  association  upon 
entering  on  its  nineth  year  and  he 
said  that  although  we  seemed  to 
be  getting  older,  yet  we  had  only 
really  commenced,  that  we  had 


hardly  got  firmly  set  on  our  feet 
yet,  but  as  we  had  stood  the 
tempests  and  heavy  gales  of  the 
past  he  hoped  we  would  soon  be 
out  in  smooth  water,  and  with 
the  herculean  effort  that  the  mem 
bers  had  made  during  the  past 
year  by  subscribing  to  the  funds 
so  as  to  free  our  organization  from 
its  liabilities,  and  from  the  fact  that 
they  were  nearly  all  cleared  off  he 
could  see  great  prosperity  ahead. 
The  membership  had  greatly  in- 
creased during  the  year,  the 
General  Executive  Board  meetings 
had  been  well  attended  and  the 
amalgamated  picnic  had  been  the

largest  and  best  picnic  of  its  kind 
ever  held  in  Exhibition  Park. 

Good  results  had  also  been 
brought  about  by  the  various 
officers  and  members  of  the 
sections  meeting  together  and 
understanding  one  anothers  needs, 
and  also  becoming  personally 
acquainted  with  one  another. 

The  Legislative  Committee  of 
which  Mr.  W.  B.  Rogers  is  chair- 
man had  done  excellent  work  in 
protesting  against  the  application 
of  the  business  tax,  and  every 
effort  would  be  put  forth  to  prevent 
any  legislation  that  was  proposed, 
being  adopted,  without'  the  full 
knowledge  of  all  those  interested 
in  it. 

He  referred  to  the  action  taken 


by  ouf  association  in  opposing  the 
legislation  to  adopt  municipal  coal 
and  wood  yards  and  also  our 
opposition  to  the  proposed  Do- 
minion legislation  to  make  eight 
gallons  the  standard  measure  for  a 
can  of  milk. 

He  congratulated  the  association 
on  the  fact  that  through  its  efforts 
the  Retail  Merchants  of  the  Pro- 
vince were  free  from  the  blight  of 
Trading  Stamps  while  our  neigh- 
bors to  the  south  were  only  now 
fighting  to  abolish  them. 

He  referred  to  the  good  work 
done  by  the  Municipal  Committee 
in  opposing  the  increased  fee  of 
fifty  cents  per  load  for  the  re- 
moval of  garbage  and  hoped  that 
they  would  continue  their  good 
work  by  insisting  that  a  further 
improvement  be  made  in  the 
street  watering  during  the  coming 
spring.  Through  the  recommend- 
ation of  our  association,  the  mer- 
chants and  citizens  had  given  the 
Stark  Electrical  Company  over 
four  thousand  subscribers  to  their 
new  telephone,  light  and  power 
proposition  and  he  hoped  that 
the  company  would  be  granted 
the  power  to  operate  in  the  city 
as  he  was  certain  that  it  would 
be  a  great  boon  to  all  the  users 
of  electric  light  and  every  retail 
merchant  could  also  have  a 
telephone. 

He  regretted  exceedingly  that 
the  good  name  of  Toronto  should 
be  smirched  by  those  villians  who 
were  trusted  with  the  sacred  ballot 
boxes  of  the  people  and  he 
thought  that  great  praise  should  be 
given  to  Mayor  Urquhart,  Lieut.- 
Col.  Grassett,  Police  Magistrate 
Col.  Dennison  and  other 
officials  who  took  such 
prompt  action  in  endeavoring  to 
have  them  properly  punished. 
He  felt  quite  sure  that  the  election 
of  representatives  through  the 
ward  system  should  not  be 
abolished  under  any  pretence  and 
that  retail  merchants  should  take 
a  deeper  interest  in  the  Munici- 
pal affairs  of  our  city  so  that  we 
may  assist  in    having  the  best 
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civic  government  it  was  possible 
to  obtain. 

His  address  was  listened  to 
with  great  attention  and  he  was 
loudly  applauded  on  its  coni- 
pletion. 

The  chairmen  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  sections  then  reported  and 
gave  an  outline  of  some  of  the 
work  done  during  the  year. 

Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard  reported 
for  the  "  Druggist  Section."  He 
stated  that  they  had  the  largest 
membership  -  in  the"  history  of 
their  section,  and  that  they  look- 
ed for  good  results  during  the 
coming  year. 

Mr.  S.  R.  Hanna  reported  for 
the    "  Boot  and   Shoe  Section." 
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He  stated  that  everything  had 
been  moving  quietly  and  smooth- 
ly during  the  past  year,  he 
humoursly  referred  to  their  cele- 
brated base  ball  match  and  he 
expected  that  they  would  hold 
another  this  year. 

Mr.  P.  B.  V^'hytock  reported 
for  the  "  Butchers  Section."  He 
referred  to  the  difificulty  they  had 
had  with  the  amalgamated 
Butcher  Workmen  Union  regard- 
ing the  Union  Card,  and  he 
stated  that  the  difficulty  had  been 
laid  before  the  Toronto  District 
Labor  Council  and  that  it  was 
now  regarded  as  settled. 

Mr.  S.  Corrigan  reported  for 
the  "  Merchant  Tailors  Section." 
He    stated    that  a  great  many 


conferences  had  been  held  with 
the  members  of  their  section  and 
with  the  members  of  the  Journey- 
men Tailors  Union  preparing  a 
new  time  log  during  the  year, 
and  that  they  had  succeeded  in 
arriving  at  a  mutual  under- 
standing. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Higgins  reported  for 
the  "  Grocers  Section  "  and  claim- 
ed the  pround  distinction  of  re- 
presenting one  of  the  largest 
sections  of  trade.  He  stated  they 
had  considered  a  great  many 
important  subjects  during  the 
past  year  and  had  a  great  many 
important  matters  ready  to  take 
action  on  during  the  coming  year, 
and  he  strongly  urged  every  re- 
tail grocer  to  do  all  he  could 
to  help  the  good  work  along. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Denning  reported  for 
the  "  Restaurant  Section.  '  He 
stated  that  they  had  had  some 
very  interesting  meetings  during 
the  year  and  among  the  many 
questions  they  were  now  discussing 
was  the  one  of  having  the  law 
amended  so  that  their  assistants 
would  be  compelled  to  give  notice 
before  leaving,  he  considered  that 
the  law  as  it  was,  was  altogether 
too  one  sided.  He  invited  the 
President  to  attend  the  next  meet- 
ing of  their  section  when  they 
would  instal  their  officers  and  a 
luncheon  would  be  provided, 

Mr.  R.  W.  Dockeray  reported 
for  the  "Milkdealers  Section"  and 
he  very  fully  set  forth  the  good 
work  they  had  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  He  stated  that 
the  members  of  his  section  were 
all  satisfied  that  they  made  the 
right  move  when  they  became 
affiliated  with  our  association. 
That  the  legislation  they  had  pre- 
vented from  becoming  law  during 
the  year  saved  the  Milk  dealears  of 
Toronto  at  least  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  as  well  as  an  annual 
expenditure  of  from  five  to  eight 
hundred  dollars. 

A  great  many  of  the  officers  of 
the  other  sections  were  prevented 
from  being  present  owing  to  other 
pngagements,  but  had  they  been 


present  good  reports  would  have 
been  brought  in  by  them. 

The  Secretary  E.  M.  Trowern 
brought  in  his  report  for  the  year 
and  reviewed  the  resolutions  that 
had  been  introduced  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  and  showed  what 
progress  had  been  made  during  the 
year. 

The  membership  was  larger  than 
it  ever  was  in  the  history  of  the 
association.  A  great  deal  of  good 
work  had  been  accomplished  and 
there  were  a  great  many  important 
matters  to  deal  with  during  the 
coming  year.  He  referred  to  the 
proposed  business  tax  legislation 
and  stated  thit  considerable  time 
and    money   had   been  spent  in 
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gathering  information  and  in 
travelling  to  various  cities  and 
towns  explaining  its  operations. 
He  was  pleased  to  report  that  the 
conditions  of  the  bill  were  about 
to  be  modified  and  they  were 
waiting  patiently  to  see]  what  effect 
the  new  bill  would  have  upon  the 
retail  trade. 

The  Treasurers  report  showed 
that  the  total  cash  receipts  for  the 
year  1903  from  the  Toronto 
branch  were  $2365.63  which  in- 
cluded membership  fees  special 
donations  and  picnic  receipts. 

The  expenditure  was  $2339.65 
leaving  a  cash  balance  on  hand  of 
$259.08. 

The  amount  donated  on  the 
bond  which  has  not  yet  been  coU 


lected  amounted  to  $1270.00  and 
the  additional  sum  of  $168.77 
would  be  required  to  liquidate  all 
outstanding  liabilities  to  date. 
This  report  was  received  with  great 
enthusiasm  as  the  officers  and 
members  have  been  makmg  a 
special  effort  during  the  year  to 
put  the  finances  of  the  association 
upon  a  sound  basis,  and  the 
amount  raised  has  been  entirely 
from  the  retail  trade  showing 
that  the  work  done  has  been 
appreciated.  A  plan  has 
also  been  devised  whereby  the 
future  expenditure  will  not  exceed 
the  receipts.  The  auditors  report 
was  then  presented  by  Mr.  G.  R. 
Holden.  He  reported  that  he  had 
carefully  checked  all  the  vouchers 
and  had  gone  carefully  over  all  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  for  the 
year  and  had  found  the  accounts 
to  be  correct.  He  stated  that  it 
had  taken  considerable  time  to 
make  the  audit  as  few  members 
realized  the  vast  number  of  small 
entries  that  were  included  in  the 
years  receipts  and  expenditure  but 
as  he  had  undertaken  to  make  a 
thorough  audit  having  the  time  to 
devote  to  it,  he  had  given  every 
detail  close  and  careful  scrutiny. 

The  election  of  ofificers  for  the 
year  was  the  next  order  of  busi- 
ness. 

When  the  nominations  for 
President  were  called  it  was  the 
unanimous  wish  of  the  meeting 
that  Mr.  John  Willmot  who  had 
filled  the  offi  ce  so  faithfully  and 
who  had  devoted  so  much  time 
to  the  work  of  the  Association 
should  preside  for  another  year. 
Mr.  Willmot  thanked  the  officers 
and  members,  but  regretted  that 
owing  to  his  time  being  so  fully 
occupied  with  his  rapidly  growing 
business  which  he  said  had  greatly 
increased  since  he  was  first  elec- 
ted and  his  absence  from  the  city 
during  the  summer  months  he 
very  reluctantly  felt  it  to  be  his 
duty  to  retire  from  re  election, 
and  allow  others  who  had  more 
time  to  devote  to  the  important 
position  an  opportunity  of  doing 


so.  The  members  regretted  his 
decision  but  when  he  promised  to 
assist  in  every  way  the  newly  elect- 
ed president,  and  asked  as  a  special 
favor  to  be  allowed  to  retire  Mr. 
S.  Corrigan,  the  ist  vice- 
president  was  naminated  for 
president  and  was  elected  unani- 
mously. The  officers  elected  are 
as  follows  : 

President — S.  Corrigan.

2nd  Vice-Pres. — F.  C.  Higgins. 

Treasurer — W.  Dineen.

The  representatives  to  the  Exhi- 
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bition  Board,  Messrs  John  Will- 
mot and  S.  R.  Hanna. 

Short  addresses  were  then  de- 
livered by  the  newly  elected  officers 
and  President  Corrigan  desired 
every  member  to  give  him  all  the 
assistance  possible  during  the 
coming  year.  He  would  like  to 
see  every  retail  merchant  in  the 
city,  large  and  small,  a  member  of 
the  Toronto  Branch.  There  could 
be  no  reason  why  any  one  should 
remain  outside  of  the  Association, 
it  was  the  only  organization  that 
retail  merchants  could  look  to  to 
protect  their  interests  and  he 
wanted  1934  to  be  the  banner  year 
in  the  history  of  the  Retail  Mer- 
chants Association  of  Canada. 


Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard  made  as 
usual  an  excellent  speech.  He 
stated  that  he  had  been  one  of  the 
pioneers  in  the  association  work 
and  that  he  had  always  taken  a 
deep  interest  jn  the  success  of  the 
Association  and  he  hoped  that  not 
only  the  retail  merchants  of 
Toronto  but  also  every  one 
throughout  the  Province  and 
Dominion  would  enroll  under  our 
Banner  and  help  along  the  good 
work  that  we  are  endeavoring  to 
accomplish.  Mr.  F.  C.  Higgins 
delivered  a  thoughtful  and  hope- 
ful address  and  desired  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  be  tendered  to  the  wives 
of  those  members  who  were  com- 
pelled to  remain  at  home  while 
their  husbands  were  attending  the 
meetings  endeavoring  to  improve 
the  general  conditions  of  trade. 
The  Secretary  thanked  the  officers 
and  members  for  their  continued 
confidence  in  him  by  re-electing 
him  for  the  eighth  term  and  hoped 
as  the  finances  were  now  placed 
in  better  shape  that  more  time 
could  be  devoted  to  the  many  im- 
portant subjects  that  required 
their  consideration.  Votes  of 
thanks  were  passed  to  the  auditors 
and  to  the  retiring  officers  arid  also 
to  the  collectors  and  office  assist- 
ants. 

Responses  were  made  by  Mr. 
John  Impey  who  has  been  associ- 
ated with  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion from  its  inception  .and  who 
has  been  a  faithful  and  earnest 
worker  and  also  by  Mr.  James 
Eadie  who  has  done  excellent 
work  throughout  a  number  of 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Province, 
and  who  is  now  engaged  with  Mr. 
Impey  in  collecting  the  member- 
ship fees  in  Toronto,  and  who  will 
again  return  to  the  Provincial 
field  as  soon  as  the  work  here  is 
completed. 

Every  one  pronounced  the  meet- 
ing a  great  success  and  it  closed 
by  singing  the  National  Anthem.

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THE  PROPOSED  BUSINESS 
TAX. 

Retail  Merchants  Aroused. 

The  powerful  agitation  that  has 
been  created  by  our  Association 
against  the  proposed  change  in  the 
Assessment  Act  introduced  by 
the  Ontario  Government  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Royal 
Commission  has  had  the  effect  of 
causing  the  Taxation  Committee 
of  the  Legislature  to  stop  and 
consider  before  putting  such  in- 
iquitous legislation  as  they  pro- 
posed into  operation. 

Their  deliberations  have  caused 
the  recommendation  of  the  "  well 
thought  out  plan"  of  the  Royal 
Commission  to  be  torn  limb  from 
limb  if  the  information  we  can 
gather  is  correct.  It  is  reported 
that  they  have  decided  to  drop  the 
house  tax,  the  appointment  of 
Provincial  Assessors,  and  to  make 
a  distinction  between  the  rate  to 
be  charged  the  wholesale  and 
retail  trade.  Just  how  they  will 
decide  what  amount  to  charge  a 
merchant  who  is  doing  both  a 
wholesale,  retail  and  manufactur- 
ing trade  in  the  same  building 
remains  to  be  seen,  and  until  we 
have  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
amendments,  or  rather  the  new 
bill  which  has  not  yet  been  intro- 
duced into  the  House  we  shall 
have  to  await  further  develop- 
ments. The  agitation,  however, 
has  demonstrated  one  thing,  and 
that  is,  that  the  retail  trade  all 
over  this  Province  and  Dominion 
cannot  afford  to  let  out  their  think- 
ing to  any  body  of  men  whether 
they  be  known  as  Boards  of  Trade, 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  or  by 
any  other  commercial  title.  The 
great  retail    problems,    like  the 


manufacturing  and  labDr  problems 
and  all  other  class  problems  must 
be  closely  considered  by  those 
actually  engaged  in  these  respec- 
tive occupations  day  by  day.  They 
must  be  ready  in  organized  form 
to  convey  their  opinions  to  their 
Legislators,  either  Provincial  or 
Dominion.  The  proposed  business 
tax  is  one  which  a  number  of 
wholesale  merchants  and  depart- 
mental store  proprietors  have  been 
agitating  to  obtain  for  some  years, 
and  long  before  our  Association 
came  into  existence  they  succeeded 
in  having  optional  legislation 
placed  upon  the  Provincial  Statute 
Books  giving  Councils  of  Cities 
and  Towns,  power  to  abolish  tax- 
ation on  merchandise  and  collect 
an  amount  equal  to  seven  per 
cent,  on  the  rental  value  in  lieu 
thereof  After  having  secured  this 
legislation  they  attempted  to  in- 
duce the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  to  frame  a  by-law  based 
on  the  secured  legislation  and 
adopt  it.  At  this  period  our 
Association  came  into  existence, 
and  when  the  members  of  the 
Toronto  City  Council  heard  all  the 
evidence,  and  they  ascertained  the 
effect  that  the  proposed  By-Law 
would  have  as  presented  by  a 
committee  from  our  Association 
in  the  old  City  Hall  at  St.  Law- 
rence Market  the  proposed  by-law 
was  unanimously  thrown  out,  as 
being  an  outrageous  piece  of  unfair 
class  legislation. 

No  attempt  has  ever  been 
made  to  re-introduce  this  By-law 
again  although  power  to  do 
so  has  been  standing  on  the 
statute  books  for  years  but  its 
promoters  are  among  those  who 
are  now  agitating  to  have  what 
they  can  never  expect  or  could 
ever  get  any  city  or  town  council 


to  grant  them,  incorporated  in  the 
proposed  Assessment  Bill,  and  in 
this  way  override  every  munici- 
pality in  the  Province.  The 
Ontario  Municipal  Asssociation 
which  is  composed  of  Assessment 
Commissioners,  Assessment  Clerks 
and  civic  officials,  have  pronounced 
very  strongly  against  the  pro- 
position, and  so  do  all  those  who 
have  given  the  question  of  munici- 
pal taxation  any  close  and  serious 
consideration,  and  the  fact  that  no 
city  or  town  council  in  the  Pro- 
vince would  attempt  to  pass  the 
Business  Tax  Legislation, although 
they  have  the  option,  should  make 
the  present  Legislative  taxation 
committee  stop  and  consider.  Mr. 
James  Proctor,  Chairman  of  the 
Court  of  Revision  for  the  City 
of  Toronto,  is  perhaps  one  of 
the  best  posted  men  on  munici- 
pal taxation  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  He  has  devoted  years 
of  close  study  to  the  subject  and 
has  gathered  a  fund  of  practical 
knowledge  through  actual  ex- 
perience that  few  men  possess. 
He  regards  the  proposed  "  business 
tax"  as  unworkable,  unfair,  and 
cumbersome,  and  he  says  that  he 
cannot  understand,  why  a  re- 
commendation should  be  made  by 
any  one  to  ascertain  the  value  of 
merchandise  by  basing  its  value 
on  the  value  of  the  building  that 
contains  it,  because  there  can  be 
no  conceivable  relationship-  be- 
tween the  two.  One  merchant 
may  have  a  very  large  expensive 
stock  on  a  back  street  located  on 
low  assessed  property,  while 
another  may  have  a  stock  of  less 
value  on  highly  assessed  property 
on  a  main  street,  and  the  latter 
would  pay  a  larger  business  tax 
than  the  former.  He  says  that  the 
proposal  if  it  goes  into  operation 
will  have  the  effect  of  discourag- 
ing merchants  from  building  hand- 
some buildings,  and  that  it  will 
result  in  unloading  taxation  from 
the  wealthy  who  carry  large  stocks 
of  merchandise  and  placing  it  on 
the  poorer  classes  of  small  mer- 
chants and  home  owners.  In 
practice  the  proposal  is  an  out- 
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rageous  one,  and  the  Special  Tax- 
ation Committee  of  the  Legisla- 
ture who  have  already  shifted 
ground  can  depend  upon  the 
strongest  kind  of  opposition  from 
all  classes  of  retail  merchants  from 
all  parts  of  this  Province  if  they 
attempt  to  pass  the  business  tax 
clause  in  its  present  form  or  in  any 
modification  that  may  in  anyway 
be  unfair  to  us. 

As  a  class  retail  merchants  far 
out-number  any  other  commercial 
body  and  their  influence  in  every 
municipality  is  always  sought  for 
either  by  Civic  or  Provincial  Legis- 
lators, and  in  this  fight  we  are 
going  to  protect  our  "  bread  and 
butter  first."  We  have  driven  a 
stake  down  around  which  we  are 
all  working,  our  motto  being 
"equity  and  fair  play"  and  no 
political  or  other  influence  will 
cause  us  to  depart  from  these 
principles. 

When  the  amended  bill  is 
brought  down  our  Committee  will 
meet  and  consider  it  very  care- 
fully.

A   PROPOSED  REMEDY. 

The  question  has  been  asked 
several  times  when  the  Business 
Tax  has  been  discussed,  "If  this 
is  not  a  good  bill  what  would  you 
propose  instead  ?"  When  the 
chairman  of  our  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  W.  B.  Rogers  was 
addressing  the  special  Taxation 
Committee  of  the  Legislature  the 
Hon  Mr.  Gibson  chairman  of  the 
Committee  asked  the  same  question, 
and  then  answered  it  by  saying 
"I  suppose  you  would  wait  until 
somebody  thought  of  something." 
In  reply  we  would  say  that  it 
would  have  been  very  much  better 
for  the  Retail  Merchants  and  tax- 
payers of  the  Province  had  the 
Royal  Commission  waited  "  until 
somebody  thought  of  something  " 
than  to  have  spent  thousands  of 
dollars  out  of  the  public  treasury 
gathering  information  printing  it 
and  paying  salaries  to  the  Com- 
missioners and  officers,  &c.,  and 


then  after  having  their  report 
endorsed  by  the  Government  and 
introduced  as  an  amendment  to 
the  Municipal  Act,  and  its  un- 
fairness pointed  out  by  our 
Association,  to  have  it  sent  back  to 
be  considered  by  a  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  House. 

We  have  not  heard  that  the  bill 
was  sent  back  to  the  Royal  Com- 
mission for  them  to  "think  of 
something,"  but  we  understand 
that  two  assessors  members  of  the 
Ontario  Municipal  Association 
were  called  in  to  "  think  of  some- 
thing" and  see  if  they  could  "fix 
up  something  that  would  work." 
We  understand  that  clause  after 
clause  of  this  "well  thought  out 
measure  "  has  been  struck  out  and 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought 
has  been  spent  upon  "  fixing  up  " 
the  report  which  cost  so  much 
money,  and  which  took  over  two 
years  to  bring  in  after  volumns  of 
evidence  had  been  presented  and 
printed. 

In  view  of  all  these  circumstances 
and  to  answer  the  question.  "  what 
would  you  propose  instead  "  we 
would  say  that  if  a  joint  committee 
consisting  of  three  members  of  the 
Retail  Merchants  Association,  three 
members  from  the  Ontario  Munici- 
pal Association,  three  members 
from  the  Manufacturers  Associ- 
ation, and  three  Wholesale 
Merchants,  together  with  a  few 
experts  such  as  Mr.  James  Proctor, 
chairman  of  the  Court  of  Revision 
lor  Toronto,  could  have  access  to 
all  the  information  which  was  laid 
before  the  Royal  Commission,  and 
any  other  Government  and  Civic 
information  that  would  be  required, 
a  bill  could  be  prepared  that  would 
avoid  waiting  until  "somebody 
thought  of  something."  Under  all 
the  circumstances  it  is  not  fair  to 
ask  one  class  of  the  community 
to  lay  before  the  Government  a 
plan  suitable  for  all  classes  and 
expect  that  they  could  neglect 
their  business  and  do  what  a  Royal 
Commission  failed  to  do  in  over 
two  years  time  who  were  paid  for  ^ 
their   services    and  who  had  all 


the  information  necessary  laid  in 
front  of  them.  One  thing  however 
is  certain  that  with  such  a 
committee  such  as  we  have  suggest- 
ed and  for  one-tenth  part  of  the 
cost  created  by  the  Royal  Com- 
mission a  report  would  be  brought 
down  that  would  cover  all  interests 
concerned,  and  one  that  would  not 
require  to  be  carved  up  and 
amputated  after  it  had  been 
brought  in.

HOW  TO  SECURE  GOOD 
GOVERNMENT. 

It  seems  strange  but  it  is  never- 
theless true,  that  the  high  moral 
tone  of  the  community  is  not  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  expenditure  on 
our  churches,  governments  or  our 
educational  institutions  through- 
out Canada  and  especially  is  this 
true  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

This  Province  claims  to  possess 
better  facilities  for  educating  our 
youths,  greater  breadth  of  theo- 
togical  thought,  a  larger  govern- 
ment expenditure  on  universities 
and  colleges  of  learning,  wealthy 
contributors  to  foreign  missions 
and  other  professed  educational 
and  moral  advantages,  and  yet 
during  the  past  year  charges  of  the 
most  disreputable  nature  have  been 
made  in  our  Provincial  Legisla- 
ture and  also  in  connection  with 
the  municipal  elections  of  Toronto 
the  supposed  "  city  of  the  good." 
This  unfortunate  and  disgraceful 
condition  of  affairs  shows  that  our 
professions  and  our  practices  are 
out  of  harmony  with  one  another, 
and  that  our  educational  institutions 
and  our  churches  are  not  sufficiently 
influential  to  direct  the  public 
mind  in  paths  of  righteousness. 

The  entire  Province,  and  for  that 
part  the  entire  Dominion  has  be- 
come so  thoroughly  saturated  with 
party  politics  that  in  public  affairs 
everything  else  is  lost  sight  of  and 
the  "good  of  the  party"  is  con- 
sidered, before  the  good  of  the 
country.  There  is  only  one  remedy 
and  that  is  the  entire  abolition  of 
both  political  parties,  and  until  this

to  have  a  constant  rehearsal  of  the 
GameyrStratton  scandal  with  per- 
haps other  "honorable  gentlemen" 
as  the  chief  actors,  and  we  will  also 
have  yearly  exhibitions  of  peanut 
headed  miniture  politicians  secur- 
ing possession  of  those  supposed 
sacred  receptacles  the  ballot  boxes 
of  the  "  free  and  independent 
electorate"  and  manipulating  them 
for  so  much  per  "  manipulate"  in 
order  to  secure  the  election  of 
some  favorite  party  politician  who 
has  given  in  payment  promises  of 
lucrative  "jobs"  in  the  inner 
circle.  This  condition  of  affairs  will 
always  remain  as  long  as  we  toler- 
ate the  existence  of  party  politics, 
and  until  the  great  body  of  inde- 
pendents who  now  lie  slumbering 
and  indifferent  awaken  up  to  the 
true  condition  of  affairs,  there  can 
be  no  improvement,  and  we  will 
gradually  drift  from  bad  to  worse. 

The  entire  system  of  governing 
either  a  Province,  a  State  or  an 
Empire,  by  party  government  is 
contrary  to  the  fundamental  laws 
of  life  and  contrary  also  to  Divine 
revelation.  The  latter  explicitly

The 
laws  of  human  life  demand  abso- 
lute harmony  between  all  functions 
of  the  human  body  and  all  out- 
;  ward  physical  laws.  Do  we  find 
any  of  the  instructions  of  these 
revealed  or  human  laws  followed 
or  carried  out  in  the  discussion 
that  has  been  recently  carried  on 
with  regard  to  that  supposedly 
important  utterance  in  the  Ontario 
Provincial  Assembly  "  the  speech 
from  the  throne."  ?  Have  the 
various  speakers  on  either  side  of 
the  House  been  endeavoring  to 
"  work  in  one  harmonious  whole" 
or  have  both  aides  been  endeavor- 


ing to  see  how  much  "dirt  and 
rascality"  they  could  throw  at  and 
charge  one  another  with  ?  The 
only  point  upon  which  they 
both  seem  to  have  eventually 
agreed  upon  so  far  is  that  of  the 
"  sessional  allowance,"  and  as  this 
is  supposed  to  be  equally  divided, 
of  course  complete  harmony  would 
naturally  exist  on  that  one  point. 
Nothing  of  any  importance  or  any- 
thing that  would  tend  to '  bring 
about  the  slightest  improvement 
in  our  Provincial  legislation  has 
been  so  far  uttered,  and  yet  the 
press  has  been. daily  filled  with  a 
repetition  of  some  side  line  politi- 
cal party  campaign  abuse  that  few 
people  believe,  and  few  understand. 
If  party  politics  was  abolished  and 
men  were  elected  who  were  known 
to  be  honest,  intelligent  and  up- 
right, to  fill  our  legislative  chairs 
having  only  the  best  interests  of 
our  country  at  heart,  and  all  en- 
deavoring to  work  out  the  great 
problems  that  are  before  this  God 
blessed  country,  Britain  would  not 
have  ships  enough  to  carry  out  to 
us  tier  sturdy  sons  and  daughters 
who  are  looking  for  homes  in  this 
new  land  and  our  neighboring 
cousin  would  soon  find  that  she 
would  hc.ve  to  place  a  premiuni  on 
her  population  to  keep  them  at 
home.  "  Peace  on  earth"  can 
never  be  brought  about  by  party 
politicians  who  are  endeavoring  to 
obtain  power  to  secure  the  "  graft," 
but  it  can  be  brought  about  by 
political  party  abolition.

CUMULATIVE  VOTING. 

Those  who  have  been  agitating 
for  a  number  of  years   for  the 
cumulative  system  of  voting  have 
now  had  an  opportunity  of  having 
their  theory    experimented  with 
during  the  last  Municipal  election 
in  Toronto.    As  a  good  system  to 
allow  "the  favorite"  to  'accumul- 
ate votes"  it  may  be  said  that  the 
experiment  has  proven  to  be  a 
decided    success.  Unfortunately 
those  who  have  been  advocating 
the  system  have  always  assumed 
that  they  were  still  in  the  "Garden 
of    Eden"   not   in   the   city  of 
"Toronto    the    Good."     In  our 
opinion  in  order  that  the  "cumul- 
ative system"  may  be  thoroughly 
tested  in  a  city  like  Toronto,  that 
is  just  unfolding  out  of  an  over 
grown  town,  and  taking  on  all  the 
characteristics  of  a  modern  city, 
with  all  the  accompanying  vices 
included,  the  system  should  have 
been  conducted  by  having  all  the 
polling   booths   manned    by  the 
members     of     the  Ministerial 
Association,  accompanied  by  the 
entire  police  and  detective  force, 
and    members   of  the  Canadian 
militia,  who  should  be  responsible 
for  the  counting  up  of  the  ballots 
and  the  safety  and  custodianship 
of  the  boxes.    With   these  pre- 
cautions the  ballot  boxes  in  the 
polling  booths  in  Toronto  might 
have   been   protected    from  the 
possibility  of  being  tampered  with, 
but  all  these  precautions  would 
not  be  a  guarantee  that  the  result 
was  a  fair  expression  of  the  desires 
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of  the  voters.  Any  system  that 
gives  one  person  more  than  one 
vote  for  any  one  candidate,  will 
never  be  a  success  no  matter  what 
precautions  may  be  taken.  The 
ward  system  should  never  have 
been  abolished  as  it  enables  the 
voters  to  know  the  personal 
character  of  the  men  for  whom  they 
vote,  and  better  men  are  more  like- 
ly to  be  nominated. 

In  the  last  election  for  the  Board 
of  Education  the  voter  had  to  take 
his  choice  of  twelve  men  out  of 
forty  three  candidates,  ninety  per 
cent  of  whom  he  may  never  have 
heard  of  before,  and  the  majority 
of  whom  may  have  lived  entirely 
out  of  his  district.  It  is  possible 
to  personally  know  the  candidates 
in  your  ward,  it  is  impossible  to 
know  the  candidates  who  live  in 
all  parts  of  a  large  city  like  To- 
ronto. 

The  expense  to  the  candidate 
afso  is  enormous  if  he  attempts 
to  place  his  cards  and  circulars 
all  over  the  city,  and  if  he  de- 
sires the  "  free  and  untrammeled 
press"  to  advocate  his  cause  he 
must  be  prepared  to  offer  them 
"  a  good  substantial  check."  In 
a  word  the  system  of  electing 
candidates  from  all  over  the  city 
gives  large  corporations  the 
opportunity  of  placing  candidates 
in  the  field  who  are  favorable  to 
their  cause,  and  they  could  easily 
pay  the  entire  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  the  election,  whereas 
the  retired  honest  property  owner 
who  would  make  perhaps  an 
admirable  representative  of  the 
people,  would  have  to  spend  a 
very  large  sum  to  get  elected 
from  all  over  the  city,  and  after 
he  made  the  expenditure  he  would 
have  the  privilege  of  giving  his 
time  and  intelligence  to  the  public 
for  a  paltry  three  hundred  dollars 
per  annum.  No  matter  from 
what  standpoint  it  is  viewed,  and 
no  matter  how  many  defects  may 
be  pointed  out  in  the  ward 
system,  it  is  away  ahead  of  the 
new  experiment,  and  we  hope 
that  the  members  of  the  Legis-

TORONTO'S  ASSESSMENT 
DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  a  good  deal  like  referring  to 
ancient  history  to  refer  to  the  in- 
vestigation thatour  Association  en- 
deavored to  institute  against  To- 
ronto's Assessment  Commissioner. 
It  seems  a  singular  coincidence 
that  nearly  every  member  of  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  City 
Council  to  conduct  that  white- 
washing investigation,  and  who 
was  a  candidate  in  the  last  election, 
either  had  his  majority  greatly  re- 
duced or  was  left  at"  home. 

The  public  were  conscious  that 
the  charge  made  against  the  de- 
partment, that  of  over-assessing 
the  Yonge  St.  merchants  was  true 
which  was  proved  by  the  County  ~ 
Judge  reducing  the  Assessment. 
The  charge  also  that  Assessment 
Commissioner  Fleming  was  an  un- 
necessary expense  on  the  city  and 
that  he  was  not  earning  the  salary 
of  $4,000.00  per  year  has  also  been 
proven  true  by  his  accepting 
the  additional  position  of  Com- 
missioner of  Property.  If  his 
time  was  fully  occupied  before,  as 
Assessment  Commissioner,  he  has 
undertaken  too  much  *by  accept- 
ing the  additional  position,  if  his 
time  was  not  occupied  and  he  was 
not  earning  his  salary,  his  accept- 
ance is  justifiable  and  proves  the 
charge  made  by  our  Association. 
The  public  eye  has  never  been  re- 
moved however  from  the  head  of 
these  two  important  departments, 
and  at  the  present  time  the 
additional  charge  made  by  Aid. 
Dunn  that  the  assessment  rolls 
have  been  tampered  with  will  be 
watched  very  closely.  In  view  of 
what  has  transpired,  the  reference 
made  b^  Ex-Mayor  Rowland  to 
"  the  Boss  of  the  City  Hall"  in  his 
speech  on  nomination  day  had 
more  significance  in  it  than  many 
who  heard  it  contemplated.  His 
reference  also  in  the  light  of  present 
developments  to  the  fact  that  "we 
had  in  Toronto  a  Tammany  equal 
to  anything  to  be  found  in  New 
York"     has    proven    that  the 


ex-Mayor  is  very  wide  awake  to 
the  true  conditions  that  exist  in 
our  city,  and  instead  of  the  daily 
press  ridiculing  the  statement  as 
the  "  utterance  of  a  dreamer  '  they 
should  honor  the  name  of  a  man 
who  has  the  courage  of  his  convic- 
tions and  one  who  is  not  afraid  to 
lift  up  his  voice  against  crime  and 
warn  the  community  against 
criminality.  Whatever  ridicule 
the  subsidized  press  of  Toronto 
may  hurl  against  ex-Mayor  O.  A.

A  SUCCESSFUL  YEAR. 

E.    IV.    Gillett    Company,  Limikd, 
Declare  Large  Dividends. 

The  Third  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  the  holders  of  stock  in

R.   CAMPBELLS  SONS. 

In  the  year  1852  the  late  Robert 
Campbellcameto  this  country  from 
New  Jersey,  settling  in  the  village 
of  Burlington.

INDEPENDENT  TELEPHONE 
ASSOCIATION  CONVENTION. 

SOME   STARTLING    FACTS,  EVERY 
MERCHANT    SHOULD  READ 
THEM. 

At  the  Inter-State  Independent 
Telephone  Association  Convention 
held  in  the  Auditorium  Hotel  in 
Chicago  on  December  8th,  Qth  and 
lOth,  1903.  the  Secretary,  Mr.  E. 
M.  Coleman,  of  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, gave  the  following  interest- 
ing comparitive  statistics. 

In  the  United  States  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  have  a 
capitalization  as  follows  :  Sub- 
sidiary companies  $373,585,609; 
American  Telephone  company 
stock,  $131,628,200  ;  bonds,  $28,- 

000.  000,  with  subscribers  January 

1,  1903,  1,277,983.  The  capitaliz- 
ation per  subscriber  is  $417. 

The  Independent  companies  of 
the  country  have  a  capitalization 
of  in  round  numbers,  $200,000,000, 
with  6,150  main   exchanges  and 


2,000,000  subscribers.  The  capital- 
ization per  subscriber  is  $100, 
This  takes  no  account  of  numerous 
rural  telephone  exchanges  with  a 
half  million  subscribers.  This 
would  bring  the  total  number  of 
Independent  telephone  subscribers 
up  to  2,500,000. 

He  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  association  was  contending 
against  a  systematic  and  organized 
foe  having  an  overflowing  treasury 
wrung  from  the  public  during 
twenty-five  years  of  extortion 
Formerly  the  method  of  this  foe 
was  to  buy  up  local  companies  and 
thus  demoralize  the  Independent 
movement.  To-day  the  special 
mode  of  attack  is  to  get  control  of 
the  toll  business  and  keep  it,  by 
persuading  local  companies  into 
long  time  contracts  that  will  keep 
them  from  becoming  feeders  to  any 
future  Independent  line. 

Another  scheme,  more  direful 
than  any  other  method,  is  to  secret- 
ly get  control  of  the  manufacturing 
interests.  It  is  a  conceded  fact,  he 
said,  "that  one  of  the  largest 
manufacturing  concerns  in  the 
country  is  now  in  the  control  of 
the  Bell  people." 

The  Bell,  by  the  use  of  their 
millions,  extorted  from  the  people, 
have  succeeded  in  tempting  men, 
both  operators  and  manufacturers, 
to  sell  their  birthrights.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  association  adopt 
some  co-operative  plans  to  meet 
these  conditions.  Originally  the 
territory  covered  by  the  association 
was  limited  to  seven  states.  This 
had  grown  to  nine  and  he  thought 
the  time  had  come  when  it  should 
be  extended  to  include  the  entire 
United  States.  He  suggested  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  re- 
port a  plan  for  placing  the  asso- 
ciation upon  a  substantial  and  per- 
manent financial  basis.  The  head- 
quarters of  the  association  should 
be  made  the  headquarters  of  In- 
dependent telephone  operators  in 
the  United  States  and  a  general 
information  bureau  should  be 
established  to  counteract  the 
malicious    publications    of  the 


enemy.  He  suggested  further, 
some  systematic  method  to  protect 
investors  in  telephone  securities 
and  to  give  such  securities  a  proper 
market  value  ;  and  that  the  asso- 
ciation adopt  aggressive  methods 
along  business  lines. 

Mr.  Barnhart,  of  Indiana,  moved 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  secretary,  outline 
a  plan  of  action  and  report  the 
same  back  to  the  convention  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment. 

In  referring  to  long  distance 
systems  Mr.  J.  S.  Brailey,  Jr.,  of 
Toledo,  Ohio,  said  : 

"Independent  telephone  toll  and 
long  distance  systems  have  been 
constructed  during  the  past  three 
or  four  years,  while  exchanges  have 
been  building  during  ten  years, 
In  large  cities  it  is  difficult  for  In- 
dependent companies  to  maintain 
their  business  without  a  toll  service. 
The  Independent  long  distance 
systems  to-day  are  confined  to 
particular  States.  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Michigan,  Kentucky  and  Missouri 
have  constructed  long  distance 
systems.  Some  of  these  State  sys- 
tems are  being  connected  and  give 
perfect  service.  You  can  talk  from 
St.  Louis  to  Louisville  via  Indian- 
apolis, with  perfect  service.  Ohio 
and  Indiana  have  made  arrange- 
ments to  connect  at  Richmond, 
Indiana,  next  year.  By  next  year 
probably  all  of  these  Independent 
systems  will  have  arranged  to  con- 
nect. In  the  West  there  has  been 
great  progress  in  this  work.  By 
another  year  there  will  be  through 
connection  between  St.  Louis, 
Kansas  City,  and  Houston,  Texas. 

"From  these  conditions  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  we  will  soon  be 
able  to  talk  over  Independent  lines, 
not  one  hundred  miles,  but  three  or 
four  thousand.  By  the  time  the 
next  convention  meets  we  will  be 
able  to  talk  as  far  as  the  Bell 
Company. 

"Another  important  matter  is 
the  financial  part.  The  Indepen- 
dent systems  have  been  built  with- 
out the  aid  of  any  of  the  great

financial  kings.  The  consoh'dation 
of  long  distance  systems  will  do 
more  than  anything  else  to  attract 
the  attention  of  capital  to  the 
financial  importance  of  the  In- 
dependent telephone  movement." 

"The  question  is,  is  the  time  for 
consolidation  opportune  ?  I  do 
not  think  the  time  has  yet  come. 
Before  this  is  done  the  system  of 
each  State  must  be  perfected  and 
thoroughly  established  in  business. 
The  time  will  not  be  ripe  for  one 
year  or  two.  I  predict  without 
hesitation  that  in  two  years  the 
long  distance  service  of  the  In- 
dependent system  will  be  superior 
to  that  of  the  Bell.  Before  this 
consolidation  can  take  place  there 
must  be  traftic  arrangements  for 
the  exchange  of  business.  We 
have  heard  a  great  deal  about 
monopoly  and  talked  a  great  deal. 
But  we  have  referred  to  great  ex- 
change systems.  The  question  of 
long  distance  business  is  entirely 
distinct.  Small  inventors  should 
not  fear  consolidation  along  this 
line,  but  should  welcome  it  because 
it  will  do  more  to  increase  telephone 
values  than  any  other  one  thing." 

Very  shortly  the  council  of  the 
city  of  Toronto  will  be  asked  to 
allow  the  Stark  Telephone,  Light 
and  Power  Company  to  operate  in 
the  city  and  in  view  of  the  above 
facts  it  will  be  interesting  to  note 
what  arguments  the  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company  will  use  to 
endeavor  to  keep  this  Indepen- 
dent Company  out  of  the  field, 
but  one  thing  is  quite  certain  the 
Retail  Merchants,  together  with  all 
telephone  users,  will  not  consent  to 
allow  the  Bell  or  any  other  Tele- 
phone Company  to  obtain  the 
exclusive  right  to  operate  in 
this  city  The  Bell  has  no 
agreement  at  present,  and  it 
would  seem  only  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  under  the  circum- 
stances they  would  make  the  most 
strenuous  efforts  to  supply  the  best 
possible  service,  so  as  to  give  the 
citizens  no  reason  for  complaining 
about  them,  and  the  council  a  good 
opinion  about  them,  but  they  seem 


to  be  endeavoring  to  supply  the 
most  abominable  service  on  the 
continent,  and  in  our  opinion,  the 
sooner  we  have  good  healthy 
opposition  the  better  it  would  be 
for  all  subscribers.  With  the 
introduction  of  the  Stark  system 
will  come  also  cheap  light  and 
power,  and  this  will  be  one  of  the 
greatest  boons  for  all  store  keepers 
and  the  vast  army  of  small  manu- 
facturers. We  understand  that  the 
new  company  are  making  pre- 
parations as  rapidly  as  possible  to 
get  their  plant  in  operation,  and 
we  hope  they  will  soon  be  ready 
for  business,  because  we  feel  sure 
that  the  Mayor  and  every  member 
of  the  City  Council  will  welcome 
them  in  the  field,  and  give  them 
every  possible  assistance,  as  cheap 
light,  cheap  telephones  and  cheap 
power  would  attract  more  people 
to  Toronto  and  it  would  be  wel- 
comed by  the  shopkeepers  and 
citizens  more  than  anything  else 
the  council  could  ofifer  them.

They  have  a  larger  plant  than 
all  the  combined  factories  in 
Canada,  and  a  great  deal  more 
storage  capacity,  which  enables 
them  to  age  all  the  vinegar  before 
placing  it  on  the  market.  In  a 
recent  trip  through  their  factory, 
we  noticed  the  extreme  cleanliness 
of  their  immense  works,  all  their 
fermentation  being  carried  on 
under  glass,  thereby  retaining  in 
their  vinegars  all  the  delicate  ethers 
which  give  their  vinegar  such  a 
beautiful  flavor  and  aroma. 

Their  goods  are  as  well  known  in 
New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  as  they  are  in  Toronto, 
also  in  British  Columbia  and  the 
North  West,  Wilson's  Vinegar  is 
considered  the  standard  of  per- 
fection. 

Such  manufacturers  are  a  credit 
to  Canada,  where  from  small  be- 
ginnings, the  business  has  been 
worked  up  by  carefulness  and  up- 
right dealing,  to  be  one  of  Canada's 
most  foremost  industries.

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THE    ASSESSMENT  BILL. 


The  entire  change  that  has  been  made  in  the  Assessment  Bill,  proves 
beyond  doubt  the  advantage  that  both  Legislators  and  Retail  Merchants 
receive  by  having  an  organized  channel  through  which  they  can  convey 
their  opinions.  If  the  first  proposal  which  had  been  recommended  by  the 
Royal  Commission  became  law,  it  would  have  placed  upon  almost  every 
Retail  Merchant  in  the  Province  a  very  heavy  burden  of  taxation,  but  by 
being  able  to  get  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  majority  of  cities  and 
towns,  through  our  branches  we  were  able  to  tabulate  the  result  and  pre- 
sent it  before  our  Legislators  and  show  them  its  evil  effects.  The  original 
bill  proposed  to  place  7^  to  lo^  on  the  rental  value  of  all  retail  stores,  the 
changed  assessment  bill  will  be  based  upon  a  portion  of  the  assessed  value 
of  the  premises.  In  cities  of  fifty  thousand  and  over  25%,  under  fifty 
thousand  30/:^,  and  in  towns  and  villages  35/^.  Upon  this  percentage  the 
Municipal  tax  rate  will  be  applied  and  when  merchants  live  over  their 
stores  or  rent  them,  that  portion  of  the  building  occupied  for  a  dwelling 
will  be  deducted.  The  reason  given  for  increasing  the  rate  in  small  cities 
and  towns  over  large  ones,  or  for  increasing  the  rate  for  villages  or  small 
municipalities  is  owing  to  the  assessment  of  the  land  being  so  much  lower, 
the  revenue  derived  from  personalty  taxation  would  be  considerably  less  to 
the  treasury.  The  following  table  of  figures  gathered  officially  from  the 
various  city  and  town  clerks  will  show  the  percentage  between  the  value  of 
the  realty  and  the  personalty  of  fifty  cities  and  towns  in  Ontario.

ONTARIO  REQUIRES  BETTER 
TRANSPORTATION 
FACILITIES. 

At  the  present  time  and  for 
the  past  few  years  the  real  con- 
dition of  the  inland  trade  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario  has  been 
overlooked,  in  the  effort  and  atten- 
tion that  has  been  devoted  to  the 
opening  up  of  the  newer  portions 
of  the  Province.  Our  legislators 
have  been  providing  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  cotton  tail  rabbits,  giving 
bounties  on  wolves,  protecting  our 
fisheries,  subsidizing  and  giving 
bonuses  to  railways  that  will  run 
thousands  of  miles  through  rocks 
and  forests,  giving  bonuses  to 
sugar  factories,  colleges  and  uni- 
versities, etc.,  and  spending  thous- 
ands upon  thousands  of  dollars 
upon  new  government  roads,  and 
overlooking  altogether  one  of  the 
most  important  problems  in  On- 
tario, that  of  having  better  facili- 
ties for  transferring  the  products 
from  the  fertile  portions  of  this 
magnificent  Province  to  the  sea 
board.  At  the  present  time  every 
city  and  town  in  Ontario  is  suffer- 
ing because  they  are  held  tightly 
in  the  grasp  of  two  railway  com- 
panies, who  ofifer  as  an  excuse  for 
poor  service  that  they  have  only  a 
limited  number  of  cars  for  trans- 
portation. When  their  services  are 
needed  most  in  the  Province,  they 
are  busily  engaged,  and  their  cars 
all  occupied,  in  moving  the  enor- 
mous grain  fields  of  the  west  and 
in  this  way  our  Provincial  trade  is 
stifled  and  our  inland  commerce 
suffers. 

With  the  magnificent  soil,  and 
unprecedented  climate  of  Ontario, 
which  possesses  sufficient  fertility 
to  supply  millions  upon  millions  of 
consumers  with  fruit,  vegetables^ 
butter,  eggs,  and  a  variety  of  other 
necessaries,  every  city  and  town 
within  its  borders  should  be  bust- 
ling with  enterprise,  and  every 
acre  of  fertile  soil  should  be  con- 
tributing double  what  it  now  sup- 
plies. The  one  reason  why  this  is 
not  being  accomplished  is  the  lack 
of  proper  transportation  facilities

unorganized  classes  have  always 
suffered  they  must  therefore  con- 
tinue to  suffer  only  to  a  greater 
degree  in  the  future,  than  they 
have  done  in  the  past.

tion," "  The  Fire  Insurance  Under- 
writers'Association,"  "the  Farmers'

line  trade  associations  that  must 
eventually  affiliate  themselves  with 
the  larger  groups  or  classes  that 
are  formed,  and  are  yet  to  be 
formed.

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the 
Berlin  and  Waterloo   branch  of 


'The  Retail  Merchants  Association

either  at  the  Provincial  or  Do- 
minion Legislature.  He  stated

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OTTAWA  BRANCH. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  "  Ottawa 
Branch"  of  "  The  Retail  Merchants 
Association  of  Canada,"  was  held 
in  the  "  Russell  House,"  on  Tues- 
day evening,  March  15th,  1904, 
at  8  o'clock. 

Mr.  Henry  Watters,  President, 
occupied  the  chair,  and  Mr.  H.  R. 
Ellis,  Secretary,  recorded  the 
minutes. 

The  president  addressed  the 
meeting  and  explained  that  the 
maeting  was  called  to  consider  the 
proposal  made  by  the  Canadian 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.  to 
obtain  a  twenty-one  year  franchise 
from  the  city.  He  considered  that 
as  the  Retail  Merchants  were  large 
users  of  phones,  and  would  be 
called  upon  to  pay  whatever  rates 
the  Council  decided  upon,  that  they 
should  have  some  voice  in  deter- 
mining what  company  presented 
the  best  terms  and  the  best  equip- 
ment, and  that  they  should  act  in 
conjunction  with  the  members  of 
the  Council  in  this  matter.  He 
then  called  upon  Mr.  E.M.Trowern, 
the  Dominion  Secretary,  to  explain 
what  action  the  members  of  the 
"  Toronto  Branch"  of  the  Associa- 
tion had  taken  on  the  subject. 

The  Secretary  explained  that  a 
special  committee  of  the  "  Toronto 
Branch"  had  gone  very  fully  into 
the  subject,  and  had  reviewed  very 
carefully  the  propositions  of  the 
three  companies,  the  Bell  Com- 
pany, the  Canadian  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Co, and  the  Stark  Tele- 
phone, Light  and  Power  Co.  They 
concluded  that  the  proposal  and 
offer  of  the  Stark  Company  was 
very  much  more  advantageous  to 
retail  merchants  and  their  custom- 
ers, as  under  their  proposal  nearly 
every  householder  could  have  a 
telephone  and  this  would  save  very 
many  journeys  in  request  of  orders 
by  butchers,  grocers,  coal  and  wood 
dealers,  hardware  merchants  and 
all  others.

mittee  with  power  to  add  to  their 
numbers  be  requested  to  wait 
upon  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  at  their  next  meeting,  and 
request  them  not  to  grant  an  ex- 
clusive franchise  to  any  company, 
and  that  they  give  further  con- 
sideration to  the  Stark  Com- 
pany's offer  before  they  close  a 
contract  with  any  company.  This 
resolution  was  unanimously  carried. 
The  Dominion  Secretary  then  ex- 
plained that  it  was  the  opinion  of 
the  members  of  the  Dominion 
Board  that  the  fees  now  charged 
for  the  inspection  of  weights  and 
measures  should  be  abolished,  and 
that  payment  of  the  same  should 
be  made  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Dominion  Treasury  as  the  inspec- 
tion was  for  the  benefit  of  all 
buyers  and  consumers.

S.  Hobbs.  Sub  Committees  were 
then  appointed,  and  the  members 
anticipate  a  large  attendance  and 
an  enjoyable  evening.

COAL  AND  WOOD  DEALER'S 
SECTION. 

Toronto  Branch. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  "  Coal 
and  Wood  Dealer's  Section"  of  the 
"  Toronto  Branch"  was  held  in  our 
Board  Room  on  Saturday  night, 
March  I2th,  1904,  at  8  o'clock. 
Mr.  T.  Barber  in  the  chair.  The 
chairman  explained  that  the  object 
of  the  meeting  was  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  clause  placed  in 
the  new  assessment  act  which  is 
now  before  the  Legislature,  which 
singled  out  the  coal  and  wood 
dealers  from  among  other  retail 
dealers,  and  placed  them  upon  a 
50*;/  rate.    He  stated  that  if  this 


clause  carried,  it  would  result  in 
great  hardship  to  the  dealers  and 
he  thought  it  should  be  vigorously 
opposed,  not  only  by  the  local 
dealers  but  also  by  the  coal  and 
wood  dealers  from  all  over  the 
Province.  Those  present  made  a 
careful  estimate  of  their  respective 
properties,  and  they  all  stated  that 
they  were  willing  to  pay  their  fair 
share  of  taxation  but  the  proposal 
was  far  beyond  what  they  should 
pay.  A  resolution  was  then  unani- 
mously passed  requesting  the 
officials  of  the  Executive  Board  to 
present  their  views  before  the 
members  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment asking  them  to  place  all 
retail  coal  and  wood  dealers  upon 
the  same  basis  as  other  retail 
merchants. 

The  chairman  then  impressed 
upon  all  those  present  the  necessity 
of  having  an  organization  that 
stood  always  ready  to  defend  their 
interests  against  injustice  and  he 
urged  the  members  to  stand 
united,  as  it  was  the  only  way  in 
which  they  could  accomplish 
anything.

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RESTAURANT  SECTION. 

Toronto  Branch. 

The  "Restaurant  Section"  held 
their  regular  monthly  meeting  in 
the  new  board  room  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  March  9th  at  8.30 
o'clock.  Mr  F.  J.  Denning  in  the 
chair,  and  Mr.  T.  McMahon, 
Secretary,  read  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  which  were  un- 
animously adopted. 

The  members  reviewed  very 
carefully  the  provisions  of  the 
amended  Assessment  Act,  and 
while  the  changes  are  more  favor- 
able than  the  original  bill  yet  they 
recognized  that  as  a  class  they 
would  pay  very  much  more  than 
many  other  lines  of  trade,  and 
especially  as  they  were  compelled 
to  pay  a  large  license  fee  in  ad- 
dition. 

They  placed  themselves  on  re- 
cord as  being  opposed  to  the 
system  of  licensing  restaurants 
and  allowing  boarding  house  keep- 
ers, who  sold  meals  single  or  week- 
ly, to  escape  without  any  fee  what- 
ever. After  considerable  discussion 
this  matter  was  sent  on  to  the 
General  Executive  Board  for  con- 
sideration with  a  request  that  they 
take  some  action  to  remedy  this 
grievance.  The  subject  of  milk 
inspection  asked  for  by  the  Medical 
Health  Department  also  came  up 
and  while  the  members  were  will- 
ing to  conform  to  the  requirements, 
yet  they  considered  that  the  de- 
partment should  have  notified  the 
Secretary  of  their  section  and 
given  the  members  an  opportunity 
of  discussing  the  subject  before 
issuing  summonses  as  they  did  in  a 
few  cases,  and  which  were  after- 
wards found  to  have  no  foundation 
under  any  by-law.  A  letter  was 
requested  to  be  sent  to  the  Medical 
Health  Department  asking  them 
in  future  to  notify  the  office  if  they 
desired  any  change  to  be  made  in 
any  of  the  present  regulations. 


BUTCHERS'  SECTION. 

Toronto  Branch. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of 
the  '•  Butchers'  Section"  of  the 
"  Toronto  Branch"  was  held  in  our 
new  Board  Rooms  on  Tuesday 
evening,  March  8th,  1904,  at  8 
o'clock.  Mr.  F.  Fuerst  presided 
and  Secretary  E.  Devine  recorded 
the  minutes. 

The  proposed  amendments  to 
the  Assessment  Act  were  very 
carefully  considered,  and  every 
member  present  concluded  that  if 
the  proposed  amendments  become 
law  that  it  would  be  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  Transient 
Traders  Act,  and  the  Pedlars' 
License  Law  should  be  amended 
so  as  to  afford  the  merchants  more 
protection  and  give  them  an  op- 
portunity to  pay  the  Assessment 
Tax.  They  requested  that  the 
Medical  Health  Department  and 
the  health  inspectors  attention  be 
called  to  the  fact  that  a  great  many 
slink  veal  calves  were  being  placed 
upon  the  market,  and  that  action 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  their 
being  sold  for  food. 

The  General  Secretary  reported 
that  he  had  a  conference  with  the 
officials  of  the  Butchers'  Work- 
men's Union  and  that  an  arrange- 
ment had  bien  arrived  at  whereby 
all  questions  which  related  to  or 
required  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
two  organizations,  the  employers 
and  employees,  would  be  con- 
sidered by  the  joint  committees 
before  any  action  would  be  taken, 
thus  preventing  any  misunder- 
standing in  the  future. 

Mr.  S.  Crealock  gave  some 
practicdl  illustrations  of  how  many 
retail  butchers  were  cutting  meat 
at  a  loss  and  were  not  aware  of  it, 
and  he  strongly  recommended  the 
trade  to  gather  all  the  information 
they  could  on  their  trade,  as  it 
would  be  of  mutual  benefit  both  to 
themselves  as  well  as  to  their 
customers.  The  discussion  was 
profitably  entered  into  by  Messrs. 
J.  W.  Holman,  P.  Whytock,  W.  T. 
Massie  and  many  others.

HOME  MADE  SOAP. 

Several   years  ago  the  writer 
made  a  test  to  see  whether  it  was 
worth  while  to  manufacture  soap 
at  home,  and  since  then  I  have 
never  thrown  away  a  bit  of  fat. 
That  fall  I  had  twenty  pounds  ol 
fat  on  hand,  made  up  of  all  sorts  of 
odds  and  ends  ;  fat  that  had  grown 
too  brown  for  frying,  mutton  drip- 
pings, which  we  don't  like  in  our 
house,  scraps  of  fat  off  beefsteaks, 
corned  beef,  roasts,  stews,  chicken 
turkey   and   suet.    Nothing  was 
considered  too  small  or  too  mean 
to  add  to  the  soap  fat  stock.  I 
did  not  allow  it  to  grow  stale  and 
mouldy.    Once  in  ten  days  or  so  I 
tried  out  everything  that  had  col- 
lected and  strained  it  into  a  deep 
stone  jar  kept  in  the  coolest  part 
of  the  cellar.    Thus  no  rending 
process   was   required   of  nasty 
smelling  fat  when  I    began  the 
soap   making   process.    For  this 
quantity  of  grease  two   cans  of 
Gillett's  Lye  at  ten  cents  a  can 
were  required,  and  from  the  kettle 
I  poured  twenty  pounds  of  strong, 
excellent  soap,  which  we  use  con- 
stantly for  floor   scrubbing,  dish 
washing  and  occasionally  in  the 
laundry.    My  family  is  not  large 
enough  to  afford  fat  for  our  entire 
soap  supply  so  I  buy  our  laundry 
and  toilet  soaps.    The  older  the 
soap  is,  the  more  economical  it  is, 
so  I  make  a  fresh  lot  about  four 
months  before  it  is  needed,  and 
lay  it  to  dry,  spread  on  shingles 
on  the  attic  floor.    Mrs  E.  M.

MUNICIPAL  COMMITTEE. 

Toronto  Branch. 

A  special  meeting  of  the 
"Municipal  Committee"  of  the 
"Toronto  Branch"  was  held  on 
Thursday  evening,  March  loth, 
1904,  at  8  o'clock.  In  the  absence 
of  the  chairman,  Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard, 
who  was  unavoidably  absent 
through  sickness  in  his  family,  the 
chair  was  occupied  by  the  Vice- 
Chairman  Mr.  John  Willmot. 

The  chairman  explained  that  the 
meeting  had  been  called  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  what  action 
we  should  take,  or  what  report  we 
should  make,  to  the  General 
Executive  Board  regarding  the 
vote  on  the  $1,000,000.00  proposed 
Waterworks  By-law.  He  further 
stated  that  Mr.  C.  Heal,  formerly 
engaged  for  many  years  in  the 
service  of  the  city  as  engineer  in 
the  waterworks  department,  had 
applied  to  him  for  permission  to 
explain  certain  charges  that  he 
was  prepared  to  substantiate,  and 
he  asked  the  members,  who  con- 
stitute Retail  Merchants  from 
every  ward  in  the  city,  if  they  were 
favorable  to  hear  the  charges. 
Upon  motion  it  was  decided  that 
Mr.  C.  Heal  should  be  heard.  Mr. 
Heal  then  laid  all  his  charges  be- 
fore the  committee. 


He  strongly  emphasized  the 
necessity  for  having  a  thorough 
investigation  into  the  manner  in 
which  the  department  is  managed. 
In  view  of'  these  statements  the 
committee  unanimously  decided 
that  the  charges  should  be  for- 
warded to  the  Board  of  Control, 
and  that  in  the  meantime  the  Retail 
Merchants  and  taxpayers  were 
asked  not  to  take  any  active  part 
either  way  regarding  the  by-law 
until  a  full  explanation  is  made.

Question  No.  3 — Has  competi- 
tion brought  about  greater  civility, 
and  more  courteous  attention  to 
the  wants  of  subscribers  ? 

Answers — Affirmative,  1222  ;  Negative, 
37. 

Question  No.  ^ — Have  rates  for 
telephone  service  been  reduced  by 
the  advent  of  competition — (a)  By 
the  reduction  of  Bell  rates  formerly 
charged,  {b)  By  the  "establish- 
ment of  rates  by  the  Independent 
Company  lower  than  formerly 
prevailed  ? 

Answers. — (a)  Affirmative,  979  ;  negative, 
120.    (b)  Affirmative,  1238  ;  negative,  45. 

Question  No.  In  your  judg- 
ment, would  it  be  preferable  to 
return  to  the  conditions  prevailing 
before  the  advent  of  the  Indepen- 
dent company  ?

The  true  test  of  the  value  of 
competition  lies  in  question  5,  as 
no  telephone  subscriber  would  be 
desirous  for  the  continuation  of  the 
present  condition  of  affairs,  unless 
by  actual  experience  he  had  proved 
it  to  be  in  his  own  interest.

No,  no,  unless  a 
cheaper  and  better  service,  which  I  do  not 
think  would  result  with  any  one  company." 

"  My  opinion  is  that  were  the  Indepen- 
dent Company  to  go  out  of  business  and  no 
other  were  to  take  up  the  business,  citizens 
would  build  a  system,  not  necessarily  for 
an  investment,  but  for  their  own  protec- 
tion." 

"Opposition  has  made  the  telephone 
system  of  this  district  what  it  is  to  day, 
the  best  in  the  country.  Without  opposi- 
tion we  would  be  where  we  were  ten  years 
ago,  and  would  be  still  paying  $4.00  per 
month." 

"Of  course  two  systems  are  a  nuisance 
but  we  would  not  return  to  the  old  system 
for  anything.

"The  advent  of  Independent  telephones 
has  been  a  source  of  congratulation  to  the 
citizens  and  business  men  of  this  city.  They 
have  brought  business  to  the  city  that 
never  reached  us  before,  and  we  earnestly 
hope  that  we  may  never  have  to  return  to 
the  conditions  prevaUing  before  the  advent 
of  the  Independent  companies." 

"No.  While  we  have  to  pay  one-half 
more  in  rates  to  maintain  both  telephones, 
we  do  three  times  the  business  by  telephone 
than  we  formerly  did." 

"It  wovfld  not  be  preferable.  It  would  be 
a  calamity. " 

"Not  at  all.  Would  sooner  have  the 
telephone  removed." 

Replies  of  equal  decision  and 
effect  could  be  quoted  in  answer 
to  the  other  questions,  but  they 
would  be  the  mere  repetition  of 
opinions  of  which  the  answer  to 
the  last  question  is  conclusive 
evidence.  It  may  be  said,  how- 
ever, that  these  replies  were  not 
secured  from  people  who  are  fur- 
nished with  free  telephone  service, 
nor  were  they  solicited  among 
subscribers  who  were  local  stock- 
holders in  Independet  exchanges. 
The  evidence  is  secured  from 
among  telephone  subscribers  with- 
out regard  to  their  interests,  other 
than  that  which  deals  purely  with 
the  benefits  accruing  to  them  from 
telephone  competition. 

A  return  compiled  from  replies 
received  from  sixty-seven  cities 
and  towns  in  the  United  States, 


shows  that  in  forty-five  towns  two 
business  phones  can  be  had  for 
less  than  was  formerly  charged  by 
the  Bell  for  one.  Of  the  remain- 
ing towns  the  increased  cost  for 
both  phones  is :  In  two  towns 
$1.00  per  annum.  In  one  town 
$3.00  per  annum.  In  eight  towns 
$6.00  per  annum.  In  one  town 
$10.00  per  annum.  In  three  towns 
(including  Cleveland  with  an  in- 
crease from  5,000  to  25,000  sub- 
scribers) $12.00  per  annum.

THE  FARMERS  ASSOCIATION 

At  the  last  convention  of  the 
Farmers'  Association  the  follow- 
ing aims  and  objects  were  agreed 
upon  : 

1.  A  sweeping  reduction  in 
freight  rates. 

2.  A  passenger  rate  of  two 
cents  per  mile. 

3.  Equalization  of  taxation,  as 
embodied  in  the  Pettypiece  bill. 

4.  Inspection  of  loan  companies' 
books. 

5.  The  public  ownership  of 
public  utilities. 

6.  The  adoption  of  the  initiative 
and  referendum. 

To  effect  these  changes  or 
"  reforms,"  the  farmers  propose  to 
work  on,  rather  than  in,  the  Legis- 
lature.

At  a  small  school  in  the  back- 
woods a  well-meaning  but  mis- 
guided instructor  gave  her  pupils 
the  task  of  subtracting  629  from 
880,788,889  until  nothing  remained 
as  a  home  lesson.  On  the  way 
from  school  the  children  rejoiced 
at  so  easy  a  requisition,  but  once  at 
work  their  rejoicing  was  speedily 
turned  to  sorrow.  After  working 
for  hours  without  any  perceptible 
diminution  of  the  figures,  the 
youngsters  gave  up  in  despair. 
Parents  then  tried,  but,  with  no 
better  success.  And  small  wonder. 
In  order  to  complete  the  task  the 
number  given  would  have  to  be 
substracted  1,400,300  times  having 
a  small  remainder.    Some  indign- 
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ant  parent  calculated  that,  working 
at  a  rate  of  three  subtractions  a 
minute  for  12  hours  a  day,  the 
task  given  the  children  for  an 
evening's  exercise  would  require  a 
little  more  than  a  year  and  nine 
months  to  accomplish.

Presided  over  by  a  chef  formerly 
of  the  Waldorf-Astoria,  the  organ- 
ization is  complete  and  the  equip- 
ment extensive,  embracing  separate 
dining  rooms  for  the  men  and  the 
women,  two  kitchens.  Officers' 
Club,  large  store  room,  cold 
storage  plant,  hot  beds  and  a  green 
house.

OTTAWA  RETAIL  DRUGGISTS 
FORM  A  "  DRUG  SECTION" 
OF  THE  "RETAIL  MER- 
CHANTS  ASSOCIATION  OF 
CANADA." 

A    large    and  representative 
meeting  of  the  Retail  Druggists  of 
Ottawa  was  held  in  the  parlor  of 
the   Athletic   Club  on  Tuesday 
afternoon,  March  15th  at  3  o'clock. 
Mr.  Henry  Walters,  chairman,  and 
President  of  the  "  Ottawa  Branch'' 
presided.     His  opening  remarks 
referred  to  the  good  work  that  had 
been  done  by  the  members  of  the 
"  Drug  Section"  of  the  "Toronto 
Branch"  and  he  urged  upon  those 
present  the  necessity  of  co-opera- 
tion.   He  was  strongly  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  it  was  the  duty 
of  every  Retail  Druggist  to  assist 
in  the  work  that  had  been  so  well 
started,  and  he  stated  that  he  had 
called  the  meeting  that  afternoon 
to  take  adxantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  having   the  Dominion 
Secretary,  Mr.  E,  M.  Trowern,  and 
the    Provincial     Organizer,  Mr. 
James  Eadie  present  with  them 
who  would  explain  the  methods  of 
organization  and  give  them  some 
idea  of  what  had  been  done. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Trowern  then  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  and  referred 
to  the  close  relationship  that 
existed  between  all  classes  of 
retail  merchants,  and  their  need  to 
be  ever  watchful  that  legislation 
was  not  introduced  either  in  the 
Provincial  or  Dominion  Legisla- 
tures that  would  be  detrimental  to 
their  best  interests.  He  pointed 
out  that  one  obstacle  that  pre- 
vented the  contract  plan  being  a 
success  in  the  United  States  was 
the  giving  of  trading  stamps,  and 


he  stated  that  the  thanks  of  the 
whole  retail  trade  of  the  Province 
was  due  to  the  Association  for 
having  a  law  placed  upon  the 
Statute  Books  enabling  the  muni- 
cipalities to  abolish  them.  This 
act  made  it  possible  for  the  Con- 
tract Plan  to  be  adopted  in  this 
Province,  and  the  Province  of 
Quebec  had  followed  in  our  foot- 
steps and  very  soon  they  would 
have  the  same  advantage  there. 

He  briefly  reviewed  the  good 
work  that  had  been  done  by  the 
"  Drug  Sections"  of  the  Associa- 
tion that  are  formed  throughout 
the  Province,  and  stated  that  the 
officers  of  the  Association  would 
not  remain  satisfied  until  they  had 
associations  with  their  sections 
planted  in  every  corner  of  the 
Dominion. 

Mr.  James  Eadie  referred  to  the 
hearty  wekome  he  had  received, 
wherever  he  went,  to  spread  the 
good  news  concerning  the  associa- 
tion. He  stated  that  he  had 
always  found  the  retail  druggists 
ready  to  do  their  share  of  the 
work  along  with  their  fellow 
merchants,  and  in  Toronto  they 
had  among  their  best  advocates 
retail  druggists,  and  he  felt  that 
Ottawa  would  soon  become  one  of 
the  brightest  gems  in  the  Associa- 
tion crown. 

Aid.  Payment  made  a  happy 
speech,  and  moved  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  speakers,  and 
expressed  himself  as  being  well 
pleased  with  the  work  that  had 
been  done,  and  he  strongly  urged 
that  an  active  "Drug  Section''  be 
put  into  operation  in  Ottawa. 
Col.  R.  A.  Helmer  of  Hull  in 
seconding   the   resolution  stated

The  annual  meeting  of  the 
"  Fruit  Dealers  Section  "  of  "  The 
Retail  Merchants'  Association  of 
Canada "  was  held  in  our  Board 
Room,  21  Richmond  Street  West, 
on  Wednesday  evening,  March 
i6th,  1904,  at  8  o'clock 

The  Dominion  Secretary,  Mr. 
E.  M.  Trowern,  who  had  just  re- 
turned from  Ottawa  reported  that 
he  had  interviewed  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  regarding  the  recent 
prosecution  made  against  a  dealer 
for  selling  a  bag  of  potatoes  for  less 
than  ninety  pounds,  and  which 
was  dismissed  because  there  is  no 
law  in  Ontario  at  present  govern- 
ing the  weight  of  a  bag. 

In  Quebec  a  bag  of  potatoes 
must  weigh  eighty  pounds,  and  in 
Ontario  it  has  been  understood, 
and  has  been  the  ruling  custom 
that  ninety  pounds  constitutes  a 
bag.  The  matter  will  be  consider- 
ed by  the  Department,  and  some 
change  is  likely  to  be  made. 

In  view  of  the  amendments 
which  are  now  being  made  to  the 
Assessment  Act,  and  which  will 
place  a  business  tax  upon  all  re- 
tailers, both  large  and  small,  the 
members  decided  to  wait  until  the 
law  came  into  operation;  and  then 
have  the  Transient  Traders  and 
Pedlars  License  Law  amended  to 
suit  modern  conditions.  It  was 
decided  to  communicate  with  all 
retail  dealers  throughout  Canada, 
and  obtain  united  action  in  their 
general  interests. 


The  following  officers  were  un- 
animously elected  for  the  coming 
year.  Chairman  P.  N.  Judah,  ist 
Vice  Chairman  W.  I.  B.  Wellwood, 
2nd  Vice  Chairman  R.  Burgess, 
Treasurer  P.  Massey,  and  Secretary 
M.  Ryan.  The  monthly  meeting 
night  was  changed  to  the  first 
Tuesday  in  every  month.

PROGRESS  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Africa,  "  the  dark  continent,"  is 
rapidly  becoming  an  "  enlightened 
continent,"thanks  largely  to  British 
rule  and  influence.  A  decade  ago 
that  part  of  Africa,  known  as 
Egyt,  was  in  a  parlous  state,  and 
the  Khedive  was  on  the  verge  of 
bankruptcy.  Then  the  British 
Government,  through  the  able 
management  of  Lord  Cromer,  took 
hold  of  the  finances,  and  assisted 
the  Khedive  to  bring  order  out  of 
chaos.  The  result  is  very  gratify- 
ing ;  things  are  flourishing  to  a 
remarkable  extent,  and  the  people 
are  contented  and  prospering. 
Instead  of  a  large  debt  overhang- 
ing the  country,  there  is  a  large 
surplus. 

The  Soudan,  too,  has  been 
rid  of  marauding  bands  and  peace 
and  quietness  reign  there.  Things 
are  moving  along  smoothly  and 
progressively.  A  remarkable  en- 
gineering feat  has  been  accom- 
plished by  the  construction  of  the 
Assouan  Dam  and  Barrage,  there- 
by adding  enormously  to  the  area 
of  crop-bearing  land. 

And  when  we  turn  to  what  is 
known  as  "South  Africa,"  we  find 
that,  although  the .  war  caused 
much  desolation  and  loss,  things 
are  rapidly  righting  themselves  and 
much   progress   is   being  made.

As  an  instance  of  the  energy  and 
push  that  is  being  shown  we  learn 
from  the  Empire  Reviezv  that  an 
exceptionally  powerful  steam  crane 
excavator  has  just  been  acquired 
by  the  Cape  Government  for  use 
in  the  Thebus  irrigation  works. 
India  and  South  Africa  have  both 
familiarized  us  with  the  marvellous 
rapidity  of  excavation  works 
carried  out  by  native  labour  organ- 
ized under  European  control,  but 
the  best  achievements  of  manual 
labour  sink  into  a  second  place 
beside  the  capabilities  of  this  giant 
steam  shovel.  The  new  crane, 
which  was  built  by  Messrs.  John 
H.  Wilson  and  Company  (Limited) 
of  Liverpool,  will  fill  loo  to  200 
tour-yard  waggons  —  containing, 
say,  from  400  to  800  cubic  yards  of 
material — in  a  day  or  ten  hours. 
The  smaller  quantitj  relates  to 
hard  material  and  the  larger  to  soft 
material.  From  fifty  to  sixty 
complete  operations — scooping  a 
bucketful  of  material  and  dipping 
it  into  the  wagon — can  be  per- 
formed in  an  hour.  It  is  obvious 
that  where  native  labour  is  scarce 
and  white  labour  is  dear,  the  use  of 
such  capable  appliances  as  this  will 
greatly  accelerate,  as  well  as  lower 
the  cost  of,  those  irrigation  works 
whose  early  completion  is  so  vital 
to  the  agricultural  progress  of  the 
Colony.  This  is  typical  of  what 
js  being  done  in  other  ways  to  im- 
prove South  Africa.

SPECIAL  TAXATION  FOR 
DEPARTMENT  STORES. 

The  Ontario  Legislature  have 
at  last  recognized  the  claims  made 
by  our  Association.  Nothing  is 
more  truthful  than  the  old  saying* 
"  Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
liberty,"  and  the  truthfulness  of 
this  claim  has  been  fully  demon- 
strated in  the  results  just  accom- 
plished through  the  untiring  efforts 
that  our  Association  has  put  forth 
during  the  past  seven  years  in  en- 
deavoring to  call  the  attention  of 
our  legislators  to  the  fact  that 
department  stores  should  pay  an 
additional  rate  of  taxation  to  that 
paid  by  specialists  and  single  line 
dealers. 

In  the  Municipal  Taxation  Bill 
a  clause  has  just  been  incorporated 
which  reads  as  follows  : 

"  Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  what  is  known  as  a 
departmental  store  or  of  a  retail 
merchant  dealing  in  more  than  five 
branches  of  retail  trade  or  business 


in  the  same  premises  or  in  separate 
departments  of  premises  under  one 
roof,  or  in  connected  premises, 
where  the  assessed  value  of  the 
premises  exceeds  $20,000,  for  a 
sum  equal  to  50  per  cent,  of  the 
assessed  value  of  the  said  land  and 
premises  in  addition  to  the  full 
assessment  of  such  land  and 
premises." 

Every  department  store  there- 
fore in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
which  is  assessed  for  more  than 
$20,000  will  pay  double  what  single 
line  retail  merchants  will  pay  in 
cities  of  fifty  thousand  or  over. 
This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  this  Province  when  the  Legisla- 
ture has  recognized  thatdepartment 
stores  require  special  legislation  and 
that  they  must  be  dealt  with  as  a 
separate  class  and  taxed  higher 
than  specialists.  This  has  been  the 
contention  of  the  great  body  of  en- 
lightened retail  merchants  all  over 
this  Doininion  for  some  years  past 
and  especially  by  those  who  have 
studied  the  departmental  store 
problem.  We  have  at  last  suc- 
ceeded in  calling  the  attention  of 
our  Legislators  to  the  fact  and  they 
have  recognized  our  claims.  It  is 
a  victory  that  his  been  won  by 
constant  effort  and  untiring  appli- 
cation and  every  member  of  our 
Association  who  has  stood  by  the 
officials  and  who  have  sustained 
them  in  their  effort>,  should  be 
congratulated  on  seeing  the  first 
step  taken  bv  our  Provincial 
G^verntnent  in  recognition  of  our 
cause. 

When  the  Bill  was  before  the 
Committee  an  effort  was  made  by 
the  solicitors  for  the  department 
stores  to  have  the  rate  reduced 
equal  to  that  of  single  line  mer- 
chants throughout  the  Province 
and  the  general  feeling  was  that  it 
should  b:  increased  rather  than 
decreased,  and  the  bill  stood  as 
originally  drafted. 

This  is  the  first  step  in  the  di- 
rection of  proper  legal  regulation 
for  department  stores  whose  efforts 
are  directed    in   an   attempt  to 


destroy  the  trade  and  business  of 
men  who  are  endeavoring  to  carry 
on  the  legitimate  trade  upon  which 
they  have  learned  and  spent  the 
best  years  of  their  life  in. 

Good  healthy  competition  that 
is  conduc:ed  with  proper  motives 
should  always  be  encouraged,  as  it 
stimulates  energy,  and  brings  out 
the  highest  attainments  of  the 
human  mind,  but  competition  that 
is  inaugurated  with  the  prime 
motive  of  destroying  your  opponent 
and  then  creating  a  monopoly  for 
selfish  purposes,  and  public  incon- 
venience, should  be  prevented  by 
proper  legal  enactments. 

In  Toronto  with  a  population  of 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mi!li')n  people, 
the  Dry  goods  business  is  almost 
wholly  controlled  by  three  firms, 
two  of  which  are  large  department 
stores  This  trade  has  been  cap- 
tured from  the  single  line  ex- 
perienced dry  goods  merchant  and 
there  is  only  one  general  dry  goods 
store  left,  that  of  John  Catto  &  Co. 
in  the  heart  of  the  city.  There 
are  a  few  in  the  outlying  districts 
and  suburbs,  and  with  these  few 
exceptions  the  department  stores 
have  practically  taken  the  exclusive 
franchise  for  supplying  the  dry 
good  needs  of  this  great  city,  a 
privilege  of  more  value  than  that 
of  the  combined  franchises  of  the 
Street  Railway,  Electric  Light  and 
Telephone.  If  the  argument  is 
sound  that  the  three  latter  com- 
panies .should  pay  something  into 
the  City  Treasury  for  the  privileges 
they  enjoy  in  addition  to  paying 
their  proper  share  of  taxation 
why  should  not  department  stores 
pay  their  fair  share  of  taxation 
when  they  have  taken  a  public  fran- 
chise for  which  they  pay  nothing. 

The  reduced  value  of  retail  real 
estate,  and  the  reduced  yearly 
earnings  of  the  merchants  caused 
by  department  store  methods  are 
subjects  that  should  be  carefully 
considered  by  Legislators  and 
Municipal  Councillers,  and  we 
must  again  congratulate  ourselves 
that  at  last  we  have  succeeded  in 
having  our  contention  recognized

LEGISLATION  TO  REGULATE 
THE  LOCATION  OF  RETAIL 
STORES. 

A  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Davis, 
M.P.P.,  to  amend  the  Municipal 
Act,  received  its  final  reading. 

Clause  lo  in  the  Bill  is  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

10.  T/ie  Consolidated  Municipal 
Act,  igo^,  is  amended  by  inserting 
therein  the  following  as  section 
541a:— 

541a.  The  councils  of  cities  and 
towns  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered by  a  two-thirds  majority 
of  the  whole  council  to  pass  and 
enforce  such  by-laws  as  they  may 
deem  expedient ; 

{a)  To  regulate  and  limit  the 
distance  at  which  build- 
ingson  residential  streets 
shall  be  built  from  the 
line  of  the  street  in  front 
thereof;  such  distance 
may  be  varied  upon 
different  streets  or  in 
different  parts  of  the 
same  street. 

{b)  To  prevent,  regulate  and 
control  the  location  and 
erection  and  use  of  build- 
ings for  laundries,  but- 
cher shops,  stores  and 
manufactories. 

The  location,  erection,  con- 
struction or  use  of  any  buildings  in 
contravention  of  any  such  by-law 
may,  in  addition  to  any  other 
remedy  provided  by  law,  be  re- 
strained by  action  at  the  instance 
of  the  municipality  passing  such 
by-law  ; 

Provided  that  this  section  shall 


not  apply  to  any  buildings  now 
erected  or  used  for  any  ot  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  so  long  as  they 
continue  to  be  used  as  at  present.

HIDING  THEIR  LIGHT. 

If  some  manufacturers  only 
knew  how  little  their  wares  were 
known  among  the  retail  trade  of 
the  Dominion,  they  would  not  be 
surprised  at  their  limited  volume 
of  trade. 

Only  last  week  a  number  of  re- 
tail merchants,  who  were  having 
an  informal  conversation  before 
their  meeting  opened,  remarked 
that  they  were  surprised  to  find 
the  addresses  of  manufacturers  in 
the  advertising  columns  of  their 
official  organ  whom  they  had 
never  heard  of  before,  and  some 
who  made  goods  that  they  never 
suspected  were  made  in  Canada. 
This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  Every 
manufacturer  who  invests  his 
money  in  machinery,  engages  his 
workmen  to  make  articles  and  de- 
votes his  time  to  the  development 
of  his  business,  should  not  hide 
his  light  under  a  bushel.  He  may 
say  that  he  can  always  sell  more 
goods  than  he  can  manufacture. 
This  condition  may  apply  to-day 
but  what  about  to-morrow 

This  is  an  age  of  rapid  evolu- 
tion, an  age  when  the  printing 
.press  is  the  guiding  star  of  com- 
merce, and  the  manufacturer  whose 
name  is  constantly  in  front  of  the 
buyers  is  the  one  who  is  forging 
ahead.  If  he  dropped  his  name 
from  the  public  records,  it  would 
be  equivalent  to  having  his  wares 
very  shortly  removed  ffom  the  re- 
tail eounters.  Every  successful 
manufacturer  that  the  world  has 
ever  known  has  had  his  name 
placed  prominently  before  the 
retail  trade  and  kept  it  there 
until  he  retired  from  active  opera- 
tions. Who  is  there,  the  world 
over,  who  has  not  heard  of  Keen's 
Mustard,  Lee  &  Perrins'  Sauce, 
Sunlight  Soap,  National  Cash 
Registers,  Gillet's  Magic  Baking 


Powder,  Dr.  Pierce's  Golden  Medi- 
cal Discovery,  and  a  large  number 
of  other  articles  made  by  promi- 
nent world  famed  makers  ?  When 
these  men  cease  to  advertise  they  . 
will  cease  to  live,  because  they 
know  that  the  only  way  to  create 
a  demand  for  their  wares  is  to  let 
the  people  know  what  they  make. 
To  advertise  successfully  means 
that  a  certain  percentage  of  each 
year's  profits  must  be  laid  aside  for 
advertising  purposes,  or  even  be- 
fore profits  are  earned,  a  certain 
sum  out  of  capital  account  must  be 
invested  in  advertising  before  a 
successful  business  can  be  assured. 
Circulars  and  catalogues  are  use- 
ful and  necessary,  but  they  lack 
the  influence  that  a  trade  or  an 
association  journal  lends  when  it 
commends  the  wares  of  the  manu- 
facturers, and  to  depend  therefore 
on  catalogues  or  circulars  to  arouse 
interest  among  the  retailers,  is  a 
slow  and  tedious  process,  as  well 
as  a  more  expensive  method.

YOUR  OPINION  WANTED 

ON  THE  SYSTEM  OF  GIVING 

Premiums,  Prizes  and  Coupons. 

Should  premiums,  prizes,  cou- 
pons, trading  stamps,  cash  register 
checks,  or  any  other  device  be 
given  away  with  merchandise  of 
any  sort,  either  by  the  manufac- 
turer, wholesaler  or  the  retailer  ? 

It  is  a  somewhat  exhaustive  sub- 
ject if  we  follow  it  through  all  its 
bearings,  and  much  can  be  said  on 
both  sides  of  the  question.  Those 
who  support  the  giving  of  any  of 
the  above  inducements  must  sup- 
port the  principle  that  is  behind 
the  plan,  as  they  are  all  based  up- 
on the  same  premises.  The  under- 
lying principle  claimed  by  the  ad- 
vocates of  premiums,  etc.,  is  that 
they  attract  customers  who  are 
looking  for  something  for  nothing, 
and  inasmuch  as  some  customers 
are  attracted  by  this  means,  goods 
are  therefore  sold  that  would  not 
otherwise  be  sold,  especially  as  a 
large  number,  who  once  they  begin 
to  save  up  a  certain  kind  of  ticket, 
keep  on  buying  the  same  class  of 
goods  until  they  either  get  tired  of 
saving  the  tickets,  or  until  they  ob- 
tain the  coveted  prize. 

Prizes  at  one  time  such  as  chains 
rings,  watches  and  other  articles 
used  to  be  placed  in  certain  manu- 
facturers' packages,  and  customers 
were  thereby  attracted  in  the  hope 
that  they  might  secure  something 
of  great  value.  The  Legislature, 
however,  stepped  in  and  formed  a 
law  placing  all  such  practices  un- 
der the  lottery  act  and  making  it 
a  criminal  offence.  The  glittering 
lottery  principle  having  thereby 
received  its  death  notice,  the  pre- 
mium or  coupon  system  followed 
in  its  wake,  until  at  the  present 
time  hundreds  upon  hundreds  of 
manufacturers  and  retailers  are 
vying  with  one  another  to  see  who 
can  give  the  greatest  amount  of 
showy  goods  for  the  least  amount 
of  cost,  and  thereby  attract  by  this 
system  of  bribery  the  greatest 
number  of  customers. 


From  a  lottery  the  system  has 
been  modified  and  converted  into 
bribery,  and  it  has  developed  so 
rapidly  during  the  past  few 
years,  that  conservative  manufac- 
turers and  solidly  constructed  re- 
tailers are  contemplating  on  what 
course  they  should  adopt. 

Those  who  are  opposed  to  all 
gift  schemes,  all  coupon,  premium 
or  prize  attractions,  claim  that  the 
foundation  upon  which  the  above 
system  is  built  is  entirely  wrong 
and  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
abolish  it,  in  the  same  way  that  the 
lotteries  were  dealt  with,  by  apply- 
ing to  the  Legislature,  and  having 
the  Criminal  Code  amended  so  as 
to  make  it  illegal 

In  our  opinion  there  can  be  only 
one  reasonable  view  to  take  con- 
cerning the  whole  subject.  Goods 
that  are  manufactured  at  the  low- 
est possible  cost  and  made  of  the 
highest  excellence,  should  not  re- 
quire to  be  piloted  into  the  homes 
of  the  people  by  offering  them 
some  brass  jewellery  or  some  pew- 
ter metal  forks  or  spoons,  and  all 
reasonable, normal  minded  men  and 
women  should  remember,  that  no 
matter  how  cheap  the  bribe  may 
be,  whatever  it  costs  it  should  be 
applied  to  making  the  article  bet- 
ter or  selling  it  cheaper.  If  people 
want  good  breakfast  foods,  let  them 
buy  the  best  breakfast  foods,  and 
if  they  want  brass  jewellery  and 
soft  metal  knives,  the  market  is 
flooded  with  them  and  they  can  be 
purchased  at  very  little  cost. 

When  one  manufacturer  or  re- 
tailer adopts  this  plan  others  are 
forced  to  follow,  and  so  the  custom 
develops  all  the  symptoms  that  we 
are  familiar  with  in  vicious  compe- 
tition, and  each  vie  with  the  other 
as  to  how  much  trashy  furniture, 
brass  jewellery  or  metal  goods  can 
be  given  away  with  an  "  all-day- 
sucker,"  or  with  some  packages  of 
"  morning  glory  "  oatmeal. 

The  very  fact  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  give  something  away  with 
the  article  sold,  is  prima  facia  evi- 
dence that  the  article  offered  is 
not  worth  the  value  asked,  other- 


wise why  should  the  goods  be  dis- 
counted by  the  offer. 

We  have  stated  before,  and  we 
repeat  it  here,  that  wherever  you 
see  a  sign,  stating  that  "Merchants 
Exchange  Tickets,"  "  Discount 
Checks,"  '•  Trading  Stamps."  or 
"  Coupons"  of  any  sort,  are  given; 
it  is  evidence  that  the  goods  in  the 
store  are  all  marked  at  credit 
prices,  or  else  why  should  a  dis- 
count or  a  bribe  of  any  sort  be 
necessary  ? 

If  cash  customers  are  entitled  to 
a  discount,  and  a  merchant's  goods 
are  all  marked  at  credit  prices, 
why  not  give  them  a  straight  cash 
discount  ?  Or,  why  should  not  the 
manufacturer  reduce  his  goods  to 
the  customer  if  he  thinks  they  are 
entitled  to  something  besides  the 
goods  he  makes  ? 

Some  merchants  argue  that  the 
cash  register  tickets  or  the  "  mer- 
chant's exchange  tickets "  are 
given  as  discounts  for  convenience 
and  when  they  save  them  up  and 
get  a  certain  number,  they  can  be 
redeemed  easily,  but  the  principle 
that  underlies  this  whole  system  is 
wrong.  If  a  customer  buys  an  ar- 
ticle in  a  store  that  is  marked  $i, 
the  credit  price,  and  by  paying 
cash  the  customer  is  entitled  to  5 
per  cent  off,  why  should  he  not  get 
the  five  cents  immediately  ?  Why 
should  he  be  obliged  to  save  up  a 
lot  of  promissory  tickets,  taking 
the  risk  of  losing  them,  or  of  hav- 
ing them  stolen  or  destroyed  ?  If 
he  is  entitled  to  five  cents  he  should 
receive  it,  and  so  also  is  every 
single  customer  who  passes  in  and 
out  of  the  store  every  day  entitled 
to  receive  it.  If  all  the  cash 
buyers  are  not  served  alike, 
and  if  a  storekeeper  discri- 
minates by  only  giving  those  who 
ask  for  the  tickets  or  checks,  he 
is  guilty  of  holding  back  from 
those  customers  what  properly  be- 
longs to  them,  and  in  this  way  he 
is  unfair  and  dishonest.  In  our 
opinion  there  can  be  only  one  way 
to  settle  this  much  vexed  question 
and  that  is  to  prepare  Legislation 
that  will  compel  every  merchant

ticket,  check,  coupon,  or  similar  de- 
vice, at  its  cash  value  at  any  time 
they  may  be  presented,  either  sin- 
gly or  in  quantities,  and  the  cash 
value  of  the  tickets  should  be 
printed  on  them. 

This  is  a  perfectly  fair  proposi- 
tion, and  we  want  every  Branch  of 
our  Association  to  take  up  this 
subject  and  thoroughly  discuss  it.

BOARD. 


Toronto  Branch.  * 

A  special  meeting  of  the  General 
Executive  Board  of  the  Toronto 
Branch  of  the  Retail  Merchants' 
Association  of  Canada  was  held 
on  Wednesday  evening,  May  25th, 
in  the  board  room.  The  President, 
Mr.  S.  Corrigan,  in  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  legislative 
committee  was  brought  in  by  Mr. 
W.  B.  Rogers,  who  recommended 
that  the  Provincial  board  prepare 
a  bill  and  submit  it  to  the  various 
branches  throughout  the  Province, 
to  amend  the  Pedlar's  License  and 
Transient  Traders'  Act. 

The  report  of  the  municipal 
committee  was  brought  in  by  Mr. 
G.  E.  Gibbard,  who  recommended 
that  further  action  be  taken  with 
regard  to  the  charges  made  by  Mr. 
Heal  against  the  civic  waterworks 
department.  And  Mr.  Heal  should 
have  an  opportunity  to  prove  his 
case. 

A  resolution  was  unanimously 
passed  requesting  the  Board  of 
Control  to  discontinue  giving  any 
grant  to  any  public  body  for  con- 
ventions or  other  such  purposes. 

The  question  of  fire  insurance 
was  discussed  very  fully,  and  a 
large  number  of  merchants  com- 
plained  of  the  increase  in  rates. 


Messrs.  Hargreaves,  Mann,  Corri- 
gan, Good  and  Trowern  were  ap- 
pointed a  special  committee  to 
bring  in  a  report  on  the  question, 
and  to  meet  with  similar  com- 
mittees from  other  public  bodies. 
The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Wm.  Dineen, 
reported  a  great  increase  in  mem- 
bership over  last  year  up  to  the " 
present  date,  and  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Branch  very  much 
more  satisfactory.  A  committee 
consisting  of  Messrs.  F.  C.  Hig- 
gins,  Willmot,  Good  and  Guest, 
was  appointed  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  annual  excursion.

Mr.  S.  A.  Brubacher  the  active 
Secretary  of  the  Berlin  and  Water- 
loo Branch  was  present  and  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  and  told  the 
merchants  some  of  the  advantages 
that  had  been  obtained  by  the 
organization  in  the  twin  Cities. 

Mr.  James  Eadie,  Provincial 
Organizer  and  the  Dominion  Secre- 
tary briefly  addressed  the  meeting, 
and  the  following  officers  were 
elected  : — 

President,  W.  P.  Hurst,  Boots 
and  Shoes. 

1st  Vice-President,  J.  L.  Wilson, 
Jeweller. 

2nd  Vice-President,  Peter  Poole, 
Grocer. 

Treasurer,  J.  Rippon,  Stationer. 

Secretary,  J.  H.  Franks,  Coal 
and  Wood  Dealer. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to 
meet  again  on  Thursday  Evening, 
May  26th,  in  the  Town  Hall.  This 
meeting  opened  with  an  excellent 
attendance.  The  newly  elected 
President  opened  the  meeting  with 
a  short  and  business  like  address. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes 
of  the  last  meeting,  and  new  busi- 
ness was  immediately  proceeded 
with. 

For  some  time  past  the  retail 
merchants  have  found  that  the  time 
schedule  of  the  Grand  Trunk  and 
C.  P.  R.  railways  have  been  very 
inconvenient  for  out  of  town  cus- 
tomers, and  after  considerable  dis- 
cussion a  resolution  ws.s  unani- 
mously carried  asking  the  manage- 
ment of  both  railways  to  change 


the  time  table  to  suit  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  merchants  and  their 
customers. 

The  question  of  cartage  rates 
was  then  taken  up  and  it  was  the 
unaminous  opinion  that  the  special 
charge  added  to  the  express  rates 
for  hauling  goods  from  the  manu- 
facturers or  wholesalers  to  the  rail- 
way depot  should  be  abolished. 
The  amounts  were  small  but  they 
totalled  up  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  they  considered  that  the 
principle  underlying  the  system 
was  wrong.  A  unaminous  resolu- 
tion was  passed  and  ordered  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Dominion  Secre- 
tary requesting  the  Dominion 
Board  to  take  the  matter  up  and 
submit  it  to  the  various  Branches 
of  the  association  so  that  united 
action  could  be  taken  upon  it. 
The  question  of  early  closing  on 
one  half  day  during  the  summer 
months  was  also  taken  up  and 
committees  were  appointed  from 
the  various  sections  of  trade  to 
confer  with  the  members  in  each 
line  and  report  at  the  next  meeting 
as  to  what  the  general  feeling  on 
the  subject  was. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  they 
started  out  with  a  membership  roll 
of  sixty  six  members. 

On  the  following  Monday  even- 
ing Mr.  F.  Millman  called  the 
grocers  together  and  a  strong 
Grocers  Section  was  formed,  Mr. 
John  Scott  was  appointed  chair- 
man, to  co-operate  with  all 
other  Grocers  Sections  throughout 
Canada.

A  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  was  passed  by  the  meeting 
and  Mr.  M.  Moyer  will  continue 
the  subject  at  the  next  meeting, 
which  will  be  held  on  Monday 
evening,  June  27th.

Limited  ot  Hamilton,  Ontario, 
report  that  there  is  a  steady  grow- 
ing demand  for  the  wire  barrel 
hoDp  in  place  of  the  old  fashioned 
elm  hoop.  The  coopers  find  such 
difficulty  now  in  getting  material 
suitable  for  the  wooden  hoops,  and 
not  only  has  the  price  advanced  to 
an  enormous  extent,  but  it  is  prac- 
tically impossible  to  get  enough 
stock  of  suitable  quality  to  supply 
the  larger  cooperage  shops.  The 
consequence  is  that  in  trying  to 
use  inferior  stock  there  is  a  very 
serious  loss  of  time  and  annoyance 
both  to  the  cooper  and  shipper.

SOMETHING  TO  THINK 
ABOUT. 

One  of  the  greatest  difificulties 
our   merchants  have  to  contend 
with,   especially   in   the  smaller 
towns,  is  the  question    of  collec- 
tions, largely  due  to  the  lack  of 
ready  money  among  the  farmers 
and  laboring  people.    In  the  last 
few  years  an  opportunity  has  arisen 
to  improve  this  condition,  which  is 
as  yet  but  slightly  appreciated. 
We  can  best  explain  what  we  mean 
by  taking  for  example  a  town  in 
Ontario  of  2,000  people.  Three 
years    ago   the   people   in  that 
vicinity  became  interested  in  the 
growing  of  sugar  beets  and  last 
year  the  merchants  seeing  the  bene- 
fit to  them  banded  together  to  get 
the  best  possible  results.  They 
formed  a  company  to  raise  75  acres 
and  the  farmers  put  in  a  hundred 
acres  in  addition,  making  a  total 
of  175  acres.    For  this  crop  about 
$9,000.00  was  paid  out  through  the 
local  bank,  and  it  also  furnished  at 
good  wages  work  through  most  of 
the  summer  and  fall  to  the  men, 
women  and  boys  of  the  town.  The 
result  was  that  this  money  was 
nearly  all  spent  in  the  town  and 
the  merchants  were  so  well  pleased 
that  this  year  they  are  raising  150 
acres  and  the  farmers  as  much 
more.  The  gain  to  that  community 
this  fall  will  be  nearly  $20,000.00, 
which  will  go  a  long  way  towards 
keeping  the  book  accounts  light 
during  the  coming  winter.  The 
town  we  have  used  as  an  illustra- 
tion is  60  miles  from  the  factory, 
so  what  has  been  done  there  can 
be  done  any  place  within  a  shipping 
distance  of  75  to  lOO  "miles.  This 


shows  that,  not  only  are  the  places 
in  which  the  factories  are  located  ^ 
benefitted,  but  also  all  towns  within 
a  reasonable  radius  where  the  peo- 
ple will  get  out  of  the  old  rut  and 
take  advantage  of  their  opportuni- 
ties. There  are  few  localities  where 
any  other  crop  can  be  raised  which 
will  bring  into  the  community  a 
gross  return  of  from  $50.00  to 
$100.00  per  acre  and  few  of  us 
have  to  be  told  twice  what  the  dis- 
tribution of  that  amount  for  a  few 
hundred  acres  of  beets  means  to 
everyone  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  beet  crop  has  in  the  past 
shown  its  ability  to  withstand  either 
drought  or  wet  better  than  almost 
any  other  and  with  proper  care 
gives  a  profit  to  the  farmer  of  from 
$30.00  to  $50.00  per  acre.  How- 
ever, space  does  not  permit  us  to 
go  much  into  detail,  but  to  any 
one  interested  we  would  advise 
correspondence  with  the  nearest 
factory,  wnere  full  information  and 
assistance  can  be  had.

CONFIDENCE. 

Confidence  is  the  keystone  of  busi- 
ness. Confidence  begets  credit.  The 
world's  commerce  is  built  upon  the 
credit  that  confidence  in  the  integrity 
of  mankind  establishes.  Without  con- 
fidence a  merchant  would  be  unable  to 
do  business.  The  manufacturer  has 
confidence  in  the  jobber ; the  jobber  in 
the  retailer ;  the  retailer  in  the  con- 
sumer, who  in  turn  must  have  confi- 
dence in  the  first  three,  else  he  could 
not  sell  his  labor  or  the  product  of  it. 

Confidence  is  established  through 
character.  A  good  character  means 
business  integrity.  To  have  that  in- 
tegrity, a  man  must  have  every^  incen- 
tive to  do  right.  A  strong  character 
needs  no  more.  But  all  persons  are 
not  strong.  Many  are  weak.  Many 
stumble  and  fall  and  become  a  part 
of  the  flotsam  and  jetsam  of  commer- 
cial disaster.  Some  fall  through  natu- 
ral heredity ;  others  through  circum- 
stances that  are  unfortunate — cupidity, 
love  of  display,  gross  appetites,  loss 
of  confidence  in  themselves,  their 
employes  and  their  fellowmen,  temp- 
tation— unjustly  placed  in  their  way — 
and  a  natural  desire  to  get  rich 
quickly. 

It  is  those  weak  characters  which 
should  be  safeguarded. 

An  employer  should  see  that  no  act 
of  his  puts  any  of  his  employes  in^ 
moral  jeopardy.  He  should  cultivate 
the  confidence  of  his  men.  He  should 
strive  to  have  them  believe  in  him  and 
his  methods.  He  should  so  systemize 
his  business  as  to  give  everyone  confi- 


dence m  him  and  in  themselves.  He 
should  so  arrange  details  that  no  sus- 
picion of  dishonesty,  disloyalty  or  wan- 
ton carelessness  could  be  laid  at  the 
door  of  any  clerk  in  his  store. 

He  should  adopt  all  the  modern 
methods  of  storekeeping,  discarding  the 
obsolete  ways  of  the  past  generation 
like  the  old  open  cash-drawer  with  its 
handy  temptations  to  lure  on  weak 
employes,  immature  customers  or  ser- 
vants to  do  wrong.  He  should  instead 
install  modern  cash  registers  to  record 
his  daily  transactions  so  that  a  busy 
clerk  can  feel  sure  that  all  his  trans- 
actions are  properly  taken  care  of  by 
the  mechanical  device  and  thus  give 
him  the  confidence  of  his  employer. 
To  have  confidence  in  his  clerks,  a 
storekeeper  must  be  able  to  locate 
accurately  and  promptly  any  and  all 
mistakes  that  are  likely  to  occur  in  a 
day's  business.  With  the  old  and  out 
of  date  open  cash-drawer  this  is  not 
possible.  He  is  unable  to  tell  what  he 
has  taken  in,  what  he  has  sold  for 
cash  or  on  credit,  or  what  he  has  paid 
out,  except  through  a  tedious  system 
of  bookkeeping.  And  then  when  mis- 
takes occur  he  cannot  tell  who  made 
the  errors. 

This  shatters  confidence.  With  con- 
fidence shaken,  credit  is  disturbed, 
and  with  disturbed  credit  and  loss  of 
confidence  come  all  the  ills  of  the 
business  world. 

All  this  can  be  avoided  if  the  old 
methods  which  cause  shaken  confi- 
dence are  avoided.  This  is  really  a  sub- 
ject fit  for  legislation.  A  railroad  com- 
pany is  required  by  law  to  take  all  pre- 
caution to  protect  the  passengers  and  its 


employes  from  physical  injury.  Why 
shouldn't  a  law  be  passed  to  safeguard 
the  moral  standing  of  weak  customers 
and  employes  and  children  ?  They 
should  be  protected  from  the  dangers 
of  the  open  cash-drawer — the  tempta- 
tion to  take  that  which  is  not  theirs 
as  well  as  the  suspicion,  often  unjust, 
that  they  have  appropriated  that  which 
never  was  taken  in  over  the  counter. 

A  customer  or  clerk  suspected  is  a 
blow  to  public  confidence.  This  con- 
fidence disturbed  brings  financial  tur- 
moil. It  is  the  duty  of  lawmakers  to 
prevent  this  turmoil  and  no  doubt  the 
advanced  thinkers  soon  will  be  de- 
manding that  such  precautionary  laws 
be  placed  upon  the  statute  books. 

This  subject  already  is  engrossing 
the  attention  of  economists  and  sociol- 
ogists, and  is  being  widely  discussed. 
Soon  it  will  be  the  theme  ol  the  daily 
press  and  the  pulpit.  When  these 
two  powers  begin  to  cry  out  against 
the  old  cash  drawer  with  its  confidence 
shaking  and  temptation  making  evils, 
there  will  be  an  awakening  that  will 
go  far  toward  strengthening  the  rela- 
tions between  clerks  and  storekeepers. 

There  is  much  food  for  thought  in 
this  subject.  Able  and  forcible  ser- 
mons can  be  preached  from  such  a 
text.  Virile  and  convincing  editorials 
may  be  written.  A  new  era  in  the 
commercial  world  will  begin  when 
these  evils  brought  into  the  full  light 
of  publicity  by  press  and  pulpit,  are 
prevented  by  legislators  who  quickly 
hearkep  to  the  voices  of  thnse  two 
greit  molders  of  public  opinion.

STRANGLING  COMPETITION 
IN   THE  TELEPHONE 
SERVICE. 

The  Controllers  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  in  their  anxiety  to  relieve 
the  citizens  from  the  grasp  of  the 
"  Bell  telephone  "  monopoly  have, 
after  much  deliberation,  succeeded 
in  drafting  an  agreement  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  City  Council,  which 
would  efifectually  exclude  com- 
petition for  all  time  to  come.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  when  this  docu- 
ment comes  before  the  Council  that 
the  aldermen  will  take  hold  of  the 
subject  in  a  more  practical  and 
businesslike  manner,  and  will 
realize  that  cheap  telephones  can 
only  be  obtained  by  making  it  easy 
for  prospective  competitors  to  do 
business,  instead  of  erecting 
impossible  barriers,  which  in  our 
opinion  they  have  done,  and  which 
will  result  in  the  perpetuation  of 
the  present  monopoly. 

The  Controllers  have  laid  great 
stress  on  the  "Bell  Telephone  Co's" 


offer  of  $20,000.00  per  annum  for 
an  exclusive  franchise  for  five 
years,  and  which  offer  was  only 
made  when  compLtition  was  in 
sight.  They  seem  also  to  have 
overlooked  the  fact  that  rates 
obtained  under  a  competitive 
franchise  would  save  telephone 
users  who  are  largely  made  up  of 
Retail  Merchants  not  less  than 
$130,000  a  year.  And  yet  for  the 
privilege  of  conferring  this  boon 
upon  the  citizens  it  is  sought  to 
impose  conditions  and  penalties 
which  no  self-respecting  body  of 
business  men  could  submit  to. 
We  understand  that  experts  who 
have  examined  the  proposed  agree- 
ment have  stated  that  the  proposed 
conditions  would  create  a  proposi- 
tion which  no  financier  or  intelli- 
gent investor  would  entertain.  In 
other  words,  competition  along 
the  lines  of  the  agreement  has  been 
made  an  impossibility. 

The  agreement  contains  so  many 
objectionable  features  that  it  is  not 
possible  in  our  space  to  deal  as 
fully  with  them  as  is  desirable  but 
attention  is  directed  to  the 
following  : 

Applicants  must  deposit  $5,000 
with  the  City  Treasurer,  before 
their  offer  will  be  entertained,  and 
in  the  event  of  its  acceptance,  must 
deposit  a  further  sum  of  $100,000 
before  commencing  construction 
operations,  which  means  that  a 
competitive  company  is  asked  to 
tie  up  the  first  $105,000  of  its 
capital,  or  sufficient  to  install  a 
system  for  one  thousand  subscrib- 
ers. Surely  it  would  be  more  in 
the  interest  of  the  citizens  if  this 
large  amount  was  put  into  plant, 
and  labor,  as  early  as  possible 
after  the  granting  of  the  franchise, 
and  some  more  reasonable  means 
adopted  of  safeguarding  the  City 
against  a  new  company  selling  out 
or  doing  any  damage  to  the  streets, 
these  being  the  only  purposes  for 
which  a  guarantee  should  be  ob- 
tained. The  plea  of  losing  the 
"  Bell  Telephone  Co's  offer  of 
$100,000  for  a  five  years  monopoly 
is  most  illogical,  and  furnishes  no 


argument  why  a  competitor  should 
be  required  to  lock  up  a  large  por- 
tion of  its  working  capital  at  a 
time  when  it  is  mo'st  needed  for 
construction  operations. 

Again,  to  expect  any  company 
to  spend  over  $i,GOO,coo,  or  per- 
haps $2,000,000  in  constructing  an 
up-to-date  system  with  the  possi- 
bility at  the  end  of  seven  years 
that  its  franchise  would  be  can- 
celled and  its  plant  taken  over  on 
the  basis,  of  actual  cost,  less  de- 
preciation, is  most  unreasonable. 
We  are  informed  that  such  a  pro- 
position might  easily  involve  the 
stockholders  in  a  loss  of  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars,  as  well  as  the 
loss  of  dividends.  We  can  scarcely 
believe  that  capitalists  will  make 
an  agreement  with  the  city  unless 
they  are  satisfied  that  the  capital 
they  propose  to  invest  will  be  pro- 
tected equally  with  the  interests  of 
the  city.  That  being  so,  if  Toronto 
is  ever  to  have  a  cheap  telephone 
service,  the  City  Council  must  be 
prepared  to  encourage  competition 
on  terms  at  least  as  generous  as 
those  which  it  would  have  to  give 
the  •'  Bell"  monopoly,  were  an 
agreement  entered  into  with  that 
company,  to-morrow.  Unless  they 
are  prepared  to  allow  competition 
to  come  in  under  conditions 
similar  to  those  enjoyed  by  the 
''  Bell"  Telephone  Company,  cheap 
telephones  will  remain  an  im- 
possible proposition. 

The  existence  of  competition 
would  be  a  far  better  guarantee  of 
good  service  than  any  onerous 
conditions  or  penalties  which  the 
City  Council  might  seek  to  impose 
and  providing  that  the  city  is 
guaranteed  against  loss  in  respect 
of  damage  to  the  streets,  we  fail  to 
see  any  necessity  for  handicapping 
a  new  company  with  conditions 
which  render  competition  at  low 
rates  impossible. 

If  the  aldermen  wish  to  serve 
the  best  interests  of  all  classes  of 
people  they  will  prepare  an  agree- 
ment which  will  encourage  com- 
petition at  the  loivest  possible 
rates.  If  on  the  other  hand  they 
desire   the   continuance   of  the

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present  monopoly  that  object  can 
be  attained  in  no  better  way  than 
by  the  endorsation  of  the  prohibi- 
tive conditions  proposed  by  the 
Board  of  Control. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion 
that  the  City  purchase  the  system 
at  the  end  of  seven  years,  we  do 
not  believe  the  subscribers  would 
benefit  by  such  a  course.  If  the 
citizens  can  obtain  an  agreement 
at  low  rates  for  a  term  of  say  21 
years  from  a  company  it  would  be 
more  to  be  desired,  than  that  the 
City  at  the  end  of  seven  years 
should  take  over  the  business,  with 
the  result  that  telephone  users 
would  have  no  guarantee  against 
an  increase  of  rates  consequent 
upon  losses  due  to  inexperi- 
enced management.  In  any  event 
it  is  manifestly  unfair  to  ask  any 
company  after  having  established 
and  built  up  a  business  on  a  sound 
dividend  earning  basis,  to  hand  it 
over  on  terms  which  can  only  result 
in  a  serious  loss  to  the  stockholders 
in  addition  to  the  sacrifice  of 
future  dividends.  Such  a  proceed- 
ing would  be  even  less  creditable 
than  the  methods  adopted  by 
the  existing  monopolies  owning 
the  public  utilities  in  the  city  of 
Toronto.  "Example  is  better  than 
precept."  and  the  City  Council  has 
now  an  excellent  opportunity  of 
showing  how  they  are  prepared  to 
take  advantage  of  the  power  which 
they  hold,  in  their  dealings  with  the 
applicants  for  permission  to  free 
the  citizens  from  one  or,  possibly 
two,  of  these  monopolies.  If  the 
present  opportunity  to  secure 
telephone  competition  is  allowed 
to  fall  through  in  consequence  of 
unreasonable  and  exacting  con- 
ditions, we  may  be  assured  that  it 
will  be  a  decade  or  two  before 
Toronto  will  again  be  approached 
with  any  offers  of  a  similar  nature. 
In  the  interval  the  Bell  Telephone 
Co.  may  be  relied  upon  to  take 
every  advantage  of  the  exclusive 
franchise  which  they  will  enjoy 
without  contributing  anything  to 
the  city  either  in  percentages, 
deposits  or  penalties.

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PARTY  POLITICS  VS. 

THE  MILITARY  AND  THE  SCOTCH. 

Our  contention  has  always  been  that 
party  politics  will  eventually  interfere 
with  the  growth  and  development  of 
this  great  Dominion  unless  the  In- 
dependent voters  step  in  and  banish 
the  party  political  system.  The  con- 
tention put  forward  by  some  that  no 
country  can  be  governed  unless  it  has 
two  contending  parties,  is  the  delusion 
that  holds  the  false  theory  together. 
The  principle  that  should  govern  a 
nation,  is  but  the  extended  principle 
that  should  govern  a  home,  and  we  are 
told — and  we  know  by  observation — 
that  any  house  divided  against  itself 
will  fall. 

There  cannot  be  two  sets  of  rules 
opposed  to  each  other  governing 
successfully  the  same  principle.  If  it 
is  necessary  to  have  systematic 
opposition  in  the  state,  the  system 
should  also  apply  through  every  branch 
of  Provincial,  Municipal,  Financial 
and  home  government.  If  we  follow 
out  the  present  political  theory  no 
bank  should  elect  a  board  that  will 
work  in  harmony,  they  should  elect 
two  boards  each  to  delay,  interfere  and 
criticize  the  other.  No  church  govern- 
ment should  be  permitted  to  be  put 
into  the  hands  of  any  one  set  of  men, 
they  should  elect  two  boards  the  one  to 
watch  and  endeavor  to  hii;der  the  other. 

Homes  should  not  be  created  on  the 
basis  of  mutual  burden  bearing,  they 
should  bj  built  up  by  two  people  join- 
ing together  with  desires,  sympathies 
and  ideas  opposed  to  each  other  so 
that  neither  could  go  far  astray  and  so 
that  a  constant  "broil '  could  be  kept 
up  and  as  much  friction  and  opposition 
as  possible  created.  If  the  contention 
of  those  who  claim  that  the  system  of 
party  politics  for  the  conductfng  of 
governments  is  right,  why  should  they 
not  also  claim  that  if  the  system  of 
party  politics  was  applied  to  home 
building  that  it  would  also  be  right  ? 
We  can  very  well  understand  that 
there  will  always  be  differences  of 
opinion  but  if  the  system  of  party 
politics  was  abolished,  men  who  offer 
themselves  as  representatives  of  the 
people  would  have  to  do  more  careful 
thinking  on  every  proposition  they 
advocated  in  seeking  favor  and  election 


from  the  electorate,  and  when  they  had 
advanced  a  measure  of  reform  it  would 
be  upon  its  merits  that  they  would  be 
elected  not  upon  party  political 
sentiment  such  as  Grit  and  Tory. 
The  present  system  destroys  the 
incentive  to  make  voters  think,  as  they 
follow  a  prejudice  instead  of  a 
principle,  and  put  their  thinking  under 
the  direction  of  party  leaders,  and  not 
until  party  politics  is  destroyed  will 
the  era  dawn  when  the  people  will  take 
greater  interest  in  the  issues  of  the  day 
and  become  more  familiar  with  the 
requirements  of  this  fertile  Dominion. 
Recently  we  have  had  the  dignity  and 
honor  of  our  nation  again  as^kiled,  by 
the  exposure  of  the  rottenness  of  party 
politics  in  military  circles. 

A  great  many  criticisms  have  been 
made,  some  for  and  some  against  the 
action  of  Lord  Dundonald  for  daring 
to  speak  his  convictions  in  a  public 
place. 

Even  if  were  assume  that  the  hired 
man  has  no  right  to  expose  the  busi- 
ness of  his  master  and  if  we  admit  that 
it  would  have  been  more  seemly  for 
Lord  Dundonald  to  have  resigned  and 
then  made  his  charges.  Would  that 
in  any  way  change  the  character  of  the 
charges  ?  Should  all  men  engaged  in 
government  positions,  positions  of 
public  trust,  or  in  a  private  capacity  be 
forced  to  pay  the  penalty  of  dismissal 
and  the  loss  of  their  income  if  they 
dare  to  speak  the  truth  in  public 
places.  Is  truth  to  be  sold  and  bartered 
for  so  many  pieces  of  silver  ?  If  this 
is  the  lesson  that  public  and  private 
servants  must  be  taught  from  this  dis 
missal,  then  it  is  one  of  the  most 
fortunate  circumstances  that  ever 
happened  to  an  honest  public  servant 
and  a  gallant  soldier  such  as 
Lord  Dundonald  has  proven  himself 
'  to  be.  Dismissed  because  he  dared 
to  tell  the  great  mass  of  independent 
voters  in  the  Dominion  what  they 
already  know,  that  party  politics  has 
degenerated  into  putrid  corruption. 
That  the  very  atmosphere  of  both  the 
Provincial  and  Dominion  houses  is 
charged  with  favoritism  and  pull,  and 
that  instead  of  our  representatives 
both  Grit  and  Tory  on  both  sides  of 
the  House  devoting  their  time  to  con- 
sidering what  is  noblest  and  best  for 
this  young  and  progressive  country 
they  are  spending  their  time  calculat- 
ing how  best  they  can  surround  them- 


selves with  men  who  will  do  their 
bidding  so  as  to  enable  themselves 
and  their  party  to  get  re-elected. 
Following  the  dismissal  of  Lord  Dun- 
donald comes  the  resignation  of  Col. 
Gregory,  another  gallant  officer 
resigned  in  order  that  he  may  be 
able  to  be  free  to  express  him- 
self regarding  the  same  charge  of  favor- 
itism under  the  system  of  party 
politics. 

One  of  the  brst  liked  and  most 
efficient  officers  commanding  the 
Niagara  Camp  expressed  himself  as 
follows  :  "  Putrid  with  party  politics 
the  whole  system  is  honeycomlsed  with 
political  interference.  Party  politics 
is  the  foundation  of  it  all  at  Ottawa, 
and  it  is  extending  into  all  branches  of 
the  service." 

We  are  personally  glad  however 
that  it  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  Lord 
Dundonald  and  Col.  Gregory,  these 
two  gallant  soldiers,  to  be  sacrified  for 
their  convictions  and  their  country 
rather  than  to  have  had  it  happen  to 
some  unfortunate  employee  holding 
some  minor  position,  who  never  would 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  calling 
public  attention  to  this  demoralizing 
evil. 

We  hope  and  trust  now  that  Lord 
Dundonald  will  be  able  to  be  the 
leader  in  this  great  moral  fight  that 
has  been  gathering  and  that  has  just 
dawned.  He  has  been  in  many  a 
hard  fought  victory  on  the  battlefield 
defending  his  country  from  a  common 
enemy,  and  it  requires  no  prophet  to 
tell  liim  that  from  the  sunrise  on  the 
Atlantic  to  the  sunset  on  the  Pacific 
he  will  have  more  followers  in  this 
righteous  war  if  he  will  consent  to  enter 
into  it  than  any  general  could  gather 
for  any  other  cause,  in  Canada. 

We  were  not  at  all  surprised  to  find 
our  fair  minded  and  highly  respected 
Police  Magistrate,  Lieut-Col.  Geo.  T. 
Denison,  and  also  Lieut.  Col.  John  I. 
Davidson,  one  of  the  favorites  of  the 
48th  Highlanders,  fully  in  sympathy 
with  the  sentiment  expressed  by  Lord 
Dundonald.  He  seems  to  have  voiced 
the  sentiments  of  all  the  leading 
military  men  of  Canada. 

Lord  Dundonald  is  not  only  a 
soldier  but  a  true  Scotchman,  who 
like  m  ,st  of  his  fellow  countrymen  are 
fearless  in  their  expressions  wnen  ad- 
vocating the  cause  of  righteousness

The 
Natural  Food  Company  had 
assured  the  committee  that  they 
would  see  that  no  person  violated 
the  contract,  if  they  did  legal  steps 
would  be  taken  immediately  to 
enforce  payment  for  so  doing,  and 
every  member  was  requested  to 
notify  the  Dominion  Secretary  if 
they  knew  of  any  one  cutting  the 
price. 

The  report  was  received  and 
adopted  and  the  members  were 
urged  to  use  every  effort  to  sell  as 
much  Shredded  Wheat  as  possible, 
also  Triscott,  so  as  to  show  their 
appreciation  of  the  Natural  Food 
Company's  effbrts  taking  up  the 
contract  plan.  Mr.  M.  Moyer  then 
addressed  the  meeting  on  the  best 
system  of  keeping  books  for  the 
Retail  Grocers.  It  proved  an 
interesting  and  instructive  subject 
and  the  details  of  the  address  will 
be  given  in  a  future  issue  of  this 
Journal.  No  other  business  com- 
ing before  the  meeting  it  then 
closed.

The  efforts  put  forth  by  our 
Association  to  guard  the  interests 
of  the  Retail  Merchants  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  which 
resulted  in  securing  for  them 
several  valuable  amendments  to 
the  Assessment  Act  should  be 
kept  constantly  in  view  by  the 
officers  and  members  of  our  various 
Branches  in  the  Province.  In  order 
to  follow  the  requirements  of  the 
new  act  we  publish  herewith 
several  extracts  from  it. 

Section  lo,  Clause  I.  Irrespec- 
tive of  any  assessment  of  land 
under  this -act,  every  person  occu- 
pying or  using  land  in  the  munici- 
pality for  the  purpose  of  any 
business  mentioned  or  described 
in  this  section  shall  be  assessed  for 
a  sum  to  be  called  "  Business 
Assessment"  to  be  computed  by 
reference  to  the  assessed  value  of 
the  land  so  occupied  or  used  by 
him  as  follows  : 

c)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a  wholesale  mer- 
chant, of  an  insurance  company,  a 
loan  company  or  a  trust  company, 
as  defined  by  this  act,  or  of  an 
express  company  carrying  on 
business  on  or  in  connection  with 
a  railway,  or  steamboats  or  sailing 
or  other  vessels  where  such  land  is 
occupied  or  used  mainly  for  the 
purpose  of  its  business,  or  of  a  land 
company,  or  of  a  bank,  or  a  banker, 
or  of  any  other  financial  business 
for  a  sum  equal  to  75  per  cent  of 
the  assessed  value. 

d)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  ot  a  manufacturer  for 
a  sum  equal  to  60  per  cent,  of  the 
said  assessed  value ;  and  a  manu- 
facturer shall  not  be  liable  to 
business  assessment  as  a  wholesale 
merchant  by  reason  of  his  carrying 
on  the  business  of  selling  by 
wholesale  the  goods  of  his  own 
manufacture  on  such  premises. 

c)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  what  is  known  as 
a  departmental  store  or  of  a  retail 
merchant  dealing  in  more  than  5 


branches  of  retail  trade  or  business 
in  the  same  premises  or  in  separate 
departments  or  premises  under 
one  roof,  or  in  connected  premises, 
where  the  assessed  value  of  the 
premises  exceeds  $20,000  or  of  a 
coal,  wood  or  lumber  dealer,  litho- 
grapher, printer  or  publisher,  or  of 
a  club,  in  which  meals  or  spiritous 
or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  or 
furnished  or  the  business  of  selling, 
bartering  or  trafficking  in  ferment- 
ed, spiritous  or  other  liquors  in 
any  premises  in  respect  of  which  a 
shop  licence  has  been  granted  for 
a  sum  equal  to  50  per  cent,  of  the 
said  assessed  value  ;  but  in  cities 
having  over  100,000  population 
coal  dealers  shall  be  assessed  for 
a  sum  equal  to  30  per  cent,  of  the 
said  assessed  value. 

g)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a  retail  merchant 
in  cities  having  a  population  of 
over  50,000  for  a  sum  equal  to  25 
per  cent,  of  the  said  assessed  value  ; 
in  other  cities  and  towns  having  a 
population  of  10,000  or  over  for  a 
sum  equal  to  30  per  cent,  of  the 
said  assessed  value ;  and  in  all 
other  municipalities  for  a  sum 
equal  to  35  per  cent,  of  the  said 
assessed  value. 

h)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a  photographer,  or 
of  a  theatre,  concert  hall,  or  skat- 
ing rink,  or  other  place  of  amuse- 
ment or  of  a  boarding  stable,  or  a 
livery,  or  the  letting  of  vehicles  or 
other  property  for  hire,  or  of  a 
restaurant,  eating  or  other  house 
of  public  entertainment,  or  a  hotel 
in  respect  of  which  a  tavern  license 
has  been  granted,  or  any  trade  or 
commercial  business  not  before  in 
this  or  in  clause  (i)  specially  men- 
tioned, for  a  sum  equal  to  25  per 
cent,  of  the  said  assessed  value. 

Sub.  2  of  Sec.  10.)  No  person 
shall  be  assessed  in  respect  of  the 
same  premises  under  more  than 
one  of  the  clauses  of  sub-sec.  i, 
and  where  any  person  carries  on 
more  than  one  of  the  kinds  of 
business  mentioned  in  that  sub- 
section on  the  same  premises,  he 
shall  be  assessed  by  reference  to 


the  assessed  value  of  the  whole  of 
the  premises  under  that  one  of  the 
said  clauses  in  which  is  included 
the  kind  of  business  which  is  the 
chief  or  preponderating  business 
of  these  so  carried  on  by  him  in  or 
upon  such  premises. 

Sub  7  of  sec.  10.  Except  as 
provided  in  clause  c  of  sub  section 
I  of  sec.  II  of  this  Act  every  per- 
son liable  to  assessment  in  respect 
of  a  business  under  sub-section  i 
shall  not  be  subject  to  assessment 
in  respect  of  income  derived  from 
such  business  nor  shall  any  person 
be  subject  to  assessment  in  respect 
of  dividend  derived  by  him  from 
shares  in  the  stock  of  a  corpora- 
tion carrying  on  a  mercantile  or  a 
manufacturing  bu-.iness,  and  which 
corporation  is  subject  to  assessment 
under  subsection  i,nor  shall  the  pre- 
miums or  assessments  of  an  insur- 
ance company  b;  assessible  by 
any  municipality. 

Subscc.  8.  Every  person  assessed 
for  business  assessment  shall  be 
liable  for  payment  of  tax  thereon, 
and  the  same  sh  ill  not  constitute 
a  charge  upon  the  land  occupied 
or  used.

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ST.  THOMAS  BRANCH 

A  largely  attended  meeting  of 
the  St.  Thomas  branch  of  the  Re- 
tail Merchants'  Association  of 
Canada  was  held  in  Blackmore's 
Hall  on  Thursday  evening  June 
23rd,  President  J.  A.  Forsythe  in 
the  chair. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  was 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  ad- 
dresses from  the  Dominion  secre- 
tary, and  Provincial  Organizer 
James  Eadie. 

Mr.  Eadie  opened  the  meeting 
by  referring  to  the  general  work 
that  the  Association  had  been 
doing  during  the  past  year.  He 
referred  to  the  great  efforts  that 
had  been  put  forth  by  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  of  the  Association 
in  having  an  amendment  made  to 
the  proposed  Assessment  Bill,  so 
that  the  taxation  would  be  more 
evenly  levied  on  all  retail  mer- 
chants throughout  the  Province. 
He  gave  an  excellent  account  of 
the  great  growth  of  the  association

during  the  past  twelve  months  and 
stated  that  everywhere  the  retail 
merchants  were  realizing  the  need 
for  the  Association  and  were  con- 
gratulating the  officers  on  the 
result  of  the  good  work  done. 

The  Dominion  Secretary,  Mr. 
E.  M.  Trowern  was  pleased  to  tell 
them  that  the  desire  for  organiza- 
tion was  spreading.  He  pointed 
out  the  advantages  that  all  classes 
were  receiving  through  organiza- 
tion, and  showed  that  up  to  the 
time  that  the  retail  merchants  were 
organized  they  had  received  no 
legislation  for  the  past  fifteen  years 
that  was  of  any  value  to  them,  al- 
though they  were  the  largest  body 
of  taxpayers  of  any  class.  He 
believed  that  the  competition  of 
the  future  would  be  a  competition 
of  excellence  instead  of  the  present 
system  of  vicious  competition  in 
which  merchants  were  selling  goods 
below  cost  in  order  to  destroy  their 
neighbors  and  then  holding  high 
positions  in  the  church  and  praying 


for  "  Peace  on  Earth  and  good-wil' 
toward  all  men." 

He  strongly  recommended  the 
contract  plan  as  adopted  by  the 
Association,  whereby,  fair  and 
honest  prices  can  be  maintained, 
and  that  the  manufacturer,  whole- 
saler, laborer,  retailer  and  the  pub- 
lic will  receive  a  better  reward  for 
their  industry.  He  congratulated 
the  officers  of  the  St.  Thomas 
branch  for  the  close  attention  they 
had  given  to  the  work  of  the 
branch  during  the  past  year,  and 
hoped  they  would  attend  the  con- 
vention to  be  held  in  Toronto  on 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  July 
5th  and  6th. 

Mr.  H.  McPherson  was  unani- 
mously elected  as  a  delegate  to 
represent  the  St.  Thomas  Branch 
at  the  convention. 

Mr  James  Eadie,  the  Provincial 
organizer,  will  remain  in  the  city 
for  some  days  to  enroll  those  mer- 
chants who  are  not  already 
members.

Each  trade  Section  meets  separ- 
ately once  a  month,  or  at  the  call 
of  the  Chairman,  to  discuss  sub- 
jects of  interest  to  their  particular 
trade. 

Five  officers  govern  each  branch, 
and  the  officers  of  all  the  sections 
form  the  General  Executive  Board. 
We  have  Branch  Associations  in 
the  leading  cities  and  towns,  and 
in  this  way  a  perfect  organization 
is  created.

When  any  subject  of  special 
interest  to  any  branch  or  section  of 
trade,  has  to  be  considered,  copies 
ave  forwarded  from  the  head  office 
to  the  President  or  Secretary  of 
each  branch  or  to  the  Chairman  of 
each  section  in  all  parts  of  the 
Province,  or  Dominion,  and  in  that 
way  complete  and  rapid  results  are 
obtained  as  well  as  much  time  and 
trouble  saved.

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eDITORIAL 


RETAIL   PRICE  CUTTING 
MEANS  RUIN  TO 
MANUFACTURERS. 

~  Owing  to  the  close  attention  that 
many  manufacturers  give  to  the  de- 
tails of  their  business,  such  as  seeing 
that  their  products  are  properly  made 
and  marketed,  etc.,  they  entirely  over- 
look one  of  the  fundamental  essentials 
of  the  whole  investment,  and  that  is, 
the  good  will  that  their  goods  are 
receiving  among  the  wholesale  and  the 
retail  trade. 

The  manufacturers  first  desire  is  to 
obtain  a  living  for  himself  and  em- 
ployees, and  to  receive  a  fair  revenue 
upon  his  investment.  This  is  also 
the  first  desire  of  all  wholesale  and 
retail  merchants.  Hundreds  and  hun- 
dreds of  manufacturers  have  been 
ruined,  and  they  have  eever  been  con- 
scious of  the  real  cause.  They  have 
charged  the  lack  of  success  to  want  of 
capital,  to  over  and  unfair  competition 
to  the  over  reaching  greed  of  labor, 
to  low  tariffs,  and  to  one  hundred  and 
one  other  causes,  but  they' rarely  ever 
discover  the  real  cause  until  it  is  too 
late.  The  same  desire  that  inspires 
the  manufacturer  to  be  successful  is 
common  to  all  commercial  classes,and 
this  one  common  law  of  commerce 
should  always  be  kept  in  view.  It  is 
not  enough  that  a  manufacturer  should 
say  that  as  long  as  I  get  a  profit,  the 
wholesaler  and  retailer  must  look  after 
themselves,  and  if  they  sell  my  goods 
at  cost  my  sales  will  increase  all  the 
more.  This  selfish,  short-sighted 
policy  will  always  be  a  failure. 

The  history  of  successful  manufac- 
turers of  all  ages,  in  all  countries, 
shows  that  those  who  looked  beyond 
themselves  and  had  fixed  prices  for 
wholesalers  and  retailers,  are  the  ones 
whose  goods  are  household  words  to- 
day, and  they  are  the  manufacturers 
who  feared  no  competitor. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  manufac- 
turers who  made  large  mvestments  in 
plant  and  machinery,  made  goods  that 
were  a  credit  to  any  country,  used 
every  legitimate  means  to  advertise  and 
introduce  their  wares  so  as  to  make 
them  known  among  the  wholesale  and 
retail  trade,  and  yet  were  unsuccessful 
The  real  cause  can  be  traced  to  the 
price  cutter.  The  retail  trade  recom- 
mended the  goods  to  the  consumer, 
the  goods  became  popular,  and  the 
price  cutter,  who  desired  to  obtain 


notoriety  and  to  sell  substitutes,  started 
on  his  campaign  of  ruin.  The  goods 
were  offered  at  cost,  his  sales  increas- 
ed, his  orders  grew  larger,  the  short 
sighted  manufacturer  was  delighted. 
While  this  performance  was  going  on 
the  wholesalers  and  retailers  who  desir- 
ed to  pay  their  just  debts,  were  look- 
ing around  for  a  new  market,  which 
they  soon  obtained.  This  having  been 
secured,  the  sales  of  the  short  sighted 
manufacturer  began  to  get  less,  and 
the  only  market  that  was  open  to  him 
was  that  of  the  price  cutter  or  the  de- 
partment store.  His  market  therefore 
having  become  limited  the  depart- 
ment store  proprietor  and  the  cutter 
then  start  in  to  offer  reduced  terms, 
and  as  ready  money  is  required  to  pay 
for  labor  and  material  the  manufac- 
turer soon  finds  himself  facing  selfish 
buyers,  having  additional  competition, 
and  his  wares  unpopular  with  the 
retailers  consequently  they  soon  be- 
come unpopular  with  the  consumers 
and  the  end  is  ruin.  The  day  has 
gone  by  when  honest  retail  merchants 
are  going  to  sell  goods  at  cost  price, 
they  want  sufficient  to  pay  them  wages 
for  handling,  giving  credit  and  taking 
the  risk  of  carrying  the  goods  in  stock. 
A  new  era  is  just  dawning  on  retail 
commerce.  Retailers  are  refusing  "  to 
be  hewers  of  wood,  and  drawers  of 
water"  any  longer,  and  the  officers  of 
the  Retail  Merchants  Association  of 
Canada"  although  they  have  been 
quietly  working  have  been  doing  a 
lot  of  hard  thinking  and  experiment- 
on  this  particular  subject  and  we  are 
now  ready  to  launch  our  plan,  and  we 
are  certain  that  it  will  not  be  long 
before  we  have  the  mutual  co-opera- 
tion of  all  the  fair  minded  manufac- 
turers and  wholesalers  throughout 
Canada  assisting  us  to  rid  the  com- 
munity from  the  vicious  price  cutter 
and  speculative  department  store 
gambler.  We  fully  recognize  the  fact 
that  many  wise  ones  will  smile  and 
say  '■  well  the  theory  sounds  beauti- 
ful, but  it  cannot  be  done".  To  those 
doubtful  ones  let  us  remind  them,  and 
we  desire  to  say  this  in  no  boastful 
spirit,  that  our  Association  has  never 
yet  taken  hold  of  any  proposition  and 
been  unsuccessful,  we  have  won  every 
battle  we  have  ever  fought,  we  have 
succeeded  in  every  campaign  we  have 
ever  entered  into,  and  we  will  succeed 
in  the  campaign  against  the  vicious 
price  cutter  because  our  cause  is  a  just 
one.    We  know  we  are   right,  and 


standing  upon  this  platform,  having 
behind  us  the  solid  support  of  all  the 
honorable,  fair  dealing,  lovers  of 
justice  and  fair  play,  from  among  the 
great  body  of  retail  merchants  which 
reaches  from  coast  to  coast  and  with 
the  added  strength  of  all  fair  minded 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers  a  great 
many  whose  support  we  have  already 
obtained  and  others  we  are  sure  of 
receiving,  we  give  notice  now  to  all 
unfair  competitors  and  price  cutters 
that  their  day  is  limited  and  that  their 
race  is  about  run. 

The  competition  of  the  future  will 
be  competition  for  excellence  not 
competition  that  brings  ruin.  The 
public  services  such  as  Railroads, 
Telephone  Companies,  Telegraph 
Companies,  Postal  rates,  &c ,  have 
fixed  retail  charges. 

The  legal  profession  have  fixed  retail 
rates,  and  all  their  bills  are  subject  if 
necessary  to  be  taxed. 

All  newspapers  have  fixed  retail 
prices  printed  upon  them,  and  the 
Government  when  they  sell  postage 
stamps  state  "  that  no  person  is  at 
liberty  to  dispose  of  them  for  any  less 
or  greater  price  than  their  face  value." 
Most  Steamboat  Companies  compel 
all  excursion  parties  to  sell  their 
tickets  at  a  fixed  price,  and  all  those 
who  cut  the  price  will  lose  the 
privileges. 

A  very  large  amount  of  staple 
merchandise  is  now  sold  on  this  plan, 
among  the  latest  firms  to  adopt  our 
price  contract  plan  is  that  of  the 
Natural  Food  Company  of  Niagara 
Falls,  N.Y,  who  manufacture  the 
celebrated  Shredded  Wheat  Biscuit, 
one  carton  sells  for  13c  or  two  for  25c 
these  prices  are  fixed  and  absolute  and 
are  sold  the  same  all  over  Canada. 
Retail  Grocers  every  where  know  that 
one  cannot  sell  below  the  other  and 
they  have  to  sign  our  contract  form 
before  they  can  obtain  supplies. 

This  plan  makes  it  fair  for  the 
customer  as  well  as  for  merchants, 
and  prevents  honest  dealers  who 
charge  a  fair  pr  )fit  from  being  accused 
by  their  customers  with  overcharging 
when  their  prices  are  compared  in 
some  lines  with  the  speculative  cutters 
price.

BOUNDARY  MARiilNG. 

To  mark  the  international  boundary  line 
between  Alaska  and  Canada,  as  determined 
by  the  Loudon  award,  aluminum  bronze 
posts  about  two  and  one  half  feet  in  height 
are  to  be  set  up  at  half-mile  intervals. 

Three  parties  will  be  put  in  the  field,  each 
composed  of  an  equal  number  of  Canadians 
and  Americans.  Each  party  will  consist  of 
about  ten  men  in  charge  of  a  surveyor. 
The  survey  will  be  an  arduous  undertaking, 
and  only  a  small  portion  of  the  ■  boundary 
line  which  is  500  miles  in  length,  can  be 
permanently  located  and  marked  this 
season,  and  it  may  require  three  or  four 
seagons  to  complete  the  work.  During  the 
winter  season  it  will  not  be  possible  to  do 
anything  and  in  some  parts  of  the  boundry, 
where  the  line  crosses  wide  glaciers  and 
mountain  peiks  it  will  be  possible  to  reach' 
them  only  under  the  most  favorable  climatic 
conditions  in  the  summer.  The  British 
party  is  made  up  of  Professor  W.  P.  King, 
the  British  International  Commissioner  and 
Chief  Astronomer  of  Canada,  and  C.  A. 
Bigger,  Chief  of  the  Canadian  Survey  party. 
Charge  of  the  American  Survey  party  will 
have  O.  H.  Tittman,  Superintendent  of 
the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey.

Some  Important  Lei^islatioii  to  be  Asked  For 

The  fifth  annual  convention  of  the  Dom- 
inion Board  of  "The  Retail  Merchants 
Association  of  Canada"  was  held  in  our 
Board  Room,  Tox'onto,  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesda)',  July  5th  and  6th. 

The  Convention  opened  promptly  at  2.30 
o'clock  on  Tuesday  afternoon  with  Presi- 
dent G.  J.  St  Leger  in  the  chair.  A  large 
number  of  delegates  were  present  from  all 
parts  of  the  Province,  and  nearly  all  the 
leading  cities  and  towns  were  represented. 

President  S.  Corrigan's  Address  of 
Welcome. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  President  S. 
Corrigan,  of  the  Toronto  Branch  who  de-

livered  an  address  of  welcome  to  the 
delegates.  He  stated  that  he  was  more 
than  pleased  to  be  able  to  welcome  the 
retail  business  men  from  the  sister  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Province  and  he  was  glad 
to  know  that  they  were  interesting  them- 
selves so  fully  in  kindred  subjects  that 
were  common  to  them  all.  He  hoped  that 
much  good  would  result  trom  their  gather- 
ing together  and  that  they  would  return  to 
their  respective  homes  feeling  that  we  all 
had  an  interest  in  one  another's  welfare 
which  was  only  carrying  out  the  spirit  of 
the  Golden  Eule. 

Central  President  Mr.  G  J.  St.Leger's 
Address. 

Central  President  Mr.  G.  J.  St.  Leger 
delivered  the  opening  address.  He  fully 
endorsed  what  had  been  said  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Toronto  Branch,  and  he  was 
pleased  to  tell  them  that  rapid  strides  had 
been  made  since  they  had  last  met. 
Organizers  had  been  placed  in  the  field  and 
they  had  done  good  work  and  he  desired  to 


extend  to  them  at  this  part  of  the  pro- 
ceedings his  personal  thanks  as  well  as  the 
thanks  of  .the  members  for  the  excellent 
showing  they  had  made.  He  stated  that 
organizations  like  ours  were  becoming  more 
necessary  every  day.  The  business  affairs 
of  the  country  were  developing  at  a  rapid

rate,  new  conditions  were  being  created 
constantly  and  in  order  to  protect  our 
retail  interests  we  must  be  united  together 
as  one  man  and  the  unity  must  be  far 
reaching  and  extend  from  the  Atlantic  to 
the  Pacific.  Retail  merchants  he  said  re- 
presented the  middle  classes  and  in  all  ages 
of  the  world's  history  the  middle  classes 
were  the  guardians  of  the  people's  rights. 
Retail  merchants  stand  between  the  manu- 
facturer and  the  consumer,  they  are  the 
guardsmen  of  inland  commerce.  They 
assist  the  honest  manufacturer  to  make  his 
goods  popular  and  well  known  among  the 
consumers  and  they  safeguard  the  con- 
sumer against  the  unscrupulous  maker. 
He  believed  that  a  brighter  day  was  about 
to  dawn  for  the  Retailer  which  would  mean 
a  brighter  day  for  all  those  engaged  in 
commerce.  The  day  of  vicious  competi- 
tion must  cease,  and  the  day  of  competition 
in  excellence  must  reign.  Men  must  grow 
bigger  than  their  shops,  they  must  remem- 
ber that  "  we  are  our  brother's  keeper," 
that  the  true  religious  sentiment  that  impels 
men  to  worship  and  pray  for  his  fellow  man 
should  keep  him  from  "  preying"  on  him 
during  the  six  days  of  labor.  He  believed 
organizations  such  as  ours  were  doing  an 
excellent  work  by  bringing  men  into  closer 
fellowship  with  one  another,  and  in  enabling 
them  to  observe  a  higher  code  of  ethics  in 
trade  which  he  was  very  sorry  to  say  seemed 
to  be  fast  passing  away . 

He  urged  upon  them  the  necessity  of  ex- 
pressing themselves  freely  at  this  gather- 
ing, and  desired  them  to  enter  fully  into  all 
the  discussions  on  the  subjects  that  would 
come  before  them  as  they  were  of  great 
importance  and  the  entire  retail  trade  of 
the  Dominion  would  be  either  benefitted  or 
otherwise  according  to  the  decision  of  their 


deliberations  during  the  Convention 
Sessions.  He  thanked  them  for  their  patient 
hearing  and  for  the  careful  attention  they 
had  given  all  matters  that  had  come  before 
them  during  the  past  year. 

Reading  Communications. 
Communications  were  then  read  from 
Mayor  Thos,  Urquhart,  regretting  his  ina- 
bility to  be  present  owing  to  his  absence 
from  the  city,  from  President  Adam  Ballen- 
tine  of  the  Hamilton  Branch  who  was  unable 
to  be  present.  President  P.  Slavin  of  the 
Deseronto  Branch,  Secretary  S.  A.  Milligan 
of  Midland,  Ont  ,  President  William  G. 
Brown  of  Cowansville,  Que, 

The  Secretary's  Report. 
The  Secretary  was  pleased  to  meet  so 
many  faces  with  whom  he  had  liecome 
familiar  while  attending  the  Branch  meet- 
ings and  he  could  j'iin  heartily  with  his 
fellow  officers  of  the  Toronto  Branch  in  wel- 
coming them  to  the  City  of  Toronto.  He 
hoped  that  next  year  every  Province  would

be  represented,  and  he  was  more  than 
pleased  with  the  rapid  growth  that  the 
Association  had  made  during  the  past  year. 
He  had  personally  attended  nearly  three 
hundred  meetings  during  the  year,  and 
twenty-seven  new  Branches  had  been  added 
to  our  number.  The  work  however  he  said 
was  only  commencing,  it  was  necessary  to 
have  every  City  and  Town  in  the  Dominion 
enrolled  and  then  we  would  be  a  power  that 
would  have  to  be  reckoned  with.  He  hoped 
that  this  meeting  would  be  the  beginning 
of  a  great  and  powerful  .organization  of 
business  men. 

RECEIVING  RESOLUTIONS. 
The  following  resolutions  were  then  read 
and  ordered  to  be  handed  to  the  respective 
committees  to   be  appointed  to  consider 
them,  and  bring  in  their  report  : — 

Re  By-Laws  and  Constitution. 
That  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  be 
amended  as  agreed  upon  at  the  last  Conven- 
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tiou,  and  that  the  draft  copies  as  submitted 
be  cDnsidered  by  this  meeting. 

Re  Dominion  Legislation. 

Resolution  I— That  whereas  our  Associa- 
tion has  from  time  to  time  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  members  to  the  unfairness  of 
the  law  which  discriminates  against  indi- 
vidual merchants  and  in  favor  of  corpora- 
tions regarding  any  action  that  may  be 
taken  against  them  in  the  Police  Court, 
that  this  meeting  tike  some  action  to  have 
the  law  amended. 

Resolution  2— That  whereas  a  large  num- 
ber of  petitions  have  been  signed  by  the 
members  of  our  Branches  requesting  the 
Dominion  Government  to  abolish  the  fees 
for  examining  the  weights  and  measures  of 
Retail  Merchants,  that  this  meeting  con- 
sider the  same,  and  take  some  action  in  the 
matter. 

Resolution  3— That  we  memoralize  the 
Dominion  Government  not  to  put  the  metric 
system  into  operation  until  such  times  as 
they  have  provided  experimental  stations  at 
various  points,  so  as  to  educate  the  mer- 
chants in  its  use. 

Re  Provincial  Legislation. 

Resolution  1— Whereas  ^  large  number 
of  requests  have  been  made  by  our  mem- 
bers in  almost  every  Branch  to  have  the 
Tran.sient  Traders  and  Pedlars  License  Act

amended,  that  this  meeting  take  some 
definite  action  to  have  legislation  prepared 
on  this  matter  for  the  next  session  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature. 

Resolution  2 — That  thtre  has  grown  up 
in  the  City  of  Hamilton  and  now  com- 
mencing in  other  cities,  companies  operat- 
ing a  system  called  "  Merchant's  Exchange 
Tickets,"  and  other  similar  names,  and  as 
a  large  number  of  our  merchants  consider 
the  system  an  injurious  one,  and  similar  to 
the  Trading  Stamp  System,  that  this  meet- 
ing consider  the  subject,  and  if  possible 
devise  means  to  abolish  it. 

Resolution  .3  —That  whereas  a  number  of 
our  Branches  have  requested  an  amendment 
to  be  made  to  the  Division  Court  Act  so 
that  small  debts  can  be  collected  in  a  more 
simple  and  inexpensive  way,  that  this  meet- 
ing consider  the  advisability  of  having  the 
same  amended. 

Resolution  4— That  it  is  advisable  to 
obtain  an  expression  of  opinion  from  this 
meeting  as  to  whether  they  consider  that 
the  new  rate  of  taxation  as  applied  to 
Department  Stores  should  be  increased  to 
$1.00  instead  of  50  cts. ,  and  also  that  the 
rate  applied  to  coal  and  wood  dealers  be 
reduced  to  the  same  amount  as  other  retail 
merchants. 


Ke  Trade  Improvement. 
Resolution  1. — That  whereas  a  large  num- 
ber of  complaints  have  been  made  by  mem- 
bers of  our  Branches  that  the  present  system 
of  charging  cartage  at  both  ends  by  the 
railways  is  unfair  to  them,  that  the  same  be 
considered  by  this  Convention. 

Resolution  2. — That  whereas  considerable 
time  and  attention  has  been  given  by  various 
Sections  of  our  Association  to  the  subject 
of  bring  ng  about  a  more  fair  and  equitable 
system  of  selling  merchandise,  and  as  we  have 
found  that  the  Price  Contract  Plan  is  the 
only  plan  yet  adopted  that  will  prevent  price 
cutting,  that  this  meeting  endorse  the  sime 
and  adopt  means  to  protect  it. 

Resolution  3  — That  whereas  complaint 
has  been  made  that  mutilated  Coins  are 
being  freely  passed  on  retail  merchants  con- 
trary to  the  law  that  some  steps  be  taken 
to  prevent  the  same. 

Resolution  4— That  whereas  a  large 
number  of  complaints  have  been  made  re 
garding  the  increased  rates  made  on  all 
classes  of  the  Retail  trade  by  fire  insurance 
companies,  that  this  meeting  consider  the 
same  and  endeavor  to  suggest  a  remedy. 

Resolution  5 — That  whereas  retail  mer- 
chants are  the  largest  class  of  subscribers 
to  the  Telephone  System,  and  the  largest 
users  of  electric  light  that  we  consider  at 
this  meeting  the  best  means  of  procuring 
these  services  at  a  much  lower  cost  than 
we  are  now  paying. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE 
COMMITTEE. 
By  Chairman  W.  B.  Rogers. 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation  beg  to 
report  that  while  the  direct  work  done  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  confined  to  pro- 
tecting the  interests  of  the  Merchants  in  the 
Legislature  other  important  measures 
have  been  up  for  discussion  particularly  an 
amendment  to  the  Pedlars  and  Transcient 
Traders  Licence  Act,  and  a  measure  to  pro- 
vide a  more  simple,  less  expensive  and  more 
expeditious  method  for  the  collection  of 
small  debts. 

The  Committee  felt  that  in  view  of  the 
number  of  measures  affecting  different 
branches  of  retail  trade  that  were  before  the 
Local  and  Dominion  Parliaments  that  it 
would  be  unwise  to  submit  any  further 
measures  on  behalf  of  the  Association  and' 
the  matters  above  referred  to,  were  left 
over  for  future  action.  Respectinsr  Dominion 
Legislation. 

We  found  that  a  measure  was  introduced,  . 
affecting  the  Milk  Dealers  Section  of  the 
Association— it  was  proposed  that  a  can  of 
a  supposed  uniform  measure  should  be  the 
Legal  Standard.  The  Milk  Dealers  pointed 
out  that  indentation  caused  by  usage  affected 
the  quantity  each  can  might  contain  and 
urged  that  the  milk  should  be  sold  by  weight 
if  any  change  was  made.  The  chairman  of 
the  Milk  Dealers  Section  with  the  Dominion 
Secretary  waited  upon  the  committee  of  the 
House  after  going  fully  into  the  matter  and 
persuaded  them  to  throw  out  the  bill. 

The  question  of  an  increased  tariff  on 
Woollen  Goods  was  fully  considered  and  the 
Government  urged  to  give  such  consideration 
to  the  matter  as  would  protect  the  interests 
of  the  consumers  equally  with  the 
manufacturers. 

In  the  Local  Legislatore. 

A  bill  was  introduced  whereby  Munici- 
palities would  have  the  power  to  operate 
Civic  fuel  yards. 

This  Legislation  would  affect  the  Coal  and 
Wood  Dealers  Section  of  our  Association, 
and  as  the  Toronto  City  Council  as  well  as 
the  Councils  of  other  Cities  .and  Towns  had 
attempted  to  operate  such  yards  and  made 
heavy  losses,  your  Committee  opposed  the 
measure,  and  succeeded  in  having  it  thrown 
out. 


We  opposed  also  an  attempt  whereby  the 
members  of  our  "  Restaurant  Section" 
would  have  been  greatly  inconvenienced  by 
a  measure  to  prevent  Confectioners  or 
Restaurant  Keepers  from  employing  female 
assistants  before  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  or 
after  six  o'clock  in  the  Evening.  T'his  was 
also  thrown  out. 

The  most  important  measure  and  the  one 
which  required  our  greatest  effort  was  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  Assessment 
Bill. 

The  measure  introduced,  had  it  become 
law  would  have  placed  a  very  heavy  burden 
upon  every  Retail  Merchant  in  the  Province, 
and  relieved  the  Wholesale  and  Manu- 
facturing interests. 

Your  Committee  spent  considerable  time 
gathering  all  the  facts  necessary  to  oppose 
it,  and  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  we 
succeeded,  and  by  having  a  proper  organiz- 
ation we  laid  the  views  of  the  leading 
merchant;  from  all  the  principal  cities  and 
towns  in  the  Province  before  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Provincial  House  and  in 
this  way  had  the  bill  changed  so  that  the 
Retail  interests  are  now  protected.  This 
work  was  done  at  considerable  expense  to 
the  Association  and  we  hope  that  all  Retail 
Merchants  whether  they  are  members  or 
not  will  recognize  the  value  the  Association 
has  been  to  them,  and  respond  accordingly. 
Considerable  remains  yet  to  be  done  to

improve  some  of  our  Px'ovincial  and  Do- 
minion Laws  and  we  hope  the  good  work 
alj-eady  accomplished  may  go  on  and  prosper. 
On  behalf  of  the  Committee.  W.  B.  Rogers, 
Chairman. 

The  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee 
was  received. 

President  Zieman  congratulated  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  his  very 
able  and  successful  report.  He  said  that 
while  the  report  did  not  take  very  long  to 
read  yet  no  one  knew  the  time,  anxiety  and 
thought  that  the  members  must  have  given 
to  the  various  subjects  unless  they  were 
actually  engaged  in  the  work.  He  was 
more  than  pleased  with  their  success  and 
he  hoped  that  they  may  be  just  as  successful 
with  other  matters  that  would  come  before 
that  Committee  after  the  present  sessions 
had  clo  ed  He  therefore  had  much  pleasure 
in  moving  seconded  by  Secretary  H.  C. 
Ellis  of  Ottawa  that  the  report  be  adopted. 
(Carried  amid  applause  )

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF 

The  Retail   Merchants'  Association 
of  Canada. 

(intcorporated) 

Adopted  at  a  Convention  of  Retail 
Merchants  held  in  Toronto,  April  29th, 
1897.    Revised  July  6th,  1904. 

ARTICLE  1. 

NAME. 

See.  1. — This  AssociiUon  shall  be 
known  as  "Ihe  Retail  iNLeichants'  Asso 
eialion  of  Canada, ' '  Incorporated. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

See.  2. — The  nienibersiiip  shall  be  con- 
fined to  Retail  Mercliantf,  their  managers 
or  representatives  doing  business  in  Can- 
ada, who  are  willing  to  conform  to  the 
Constitution  and  By-law.s  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECTS  OP  THE  A.SSOCIATION. 

Sec.  1. — To  safeguard  the  interests  of 
Retail  Merchants  of  the  various  trade 
sections  throughout  the  Dominion. 

Sec.  2. — iTo  endeavor  to  enlist  the  co- 
operation of  all  Manufacturers,  Produc- 
ers and  Wholesale  Jobbers  in  securing 
just  and  equitable  prices  on  all  classes 
of  .staple  and  standard  merchandise. 

See.  3. — To  prevent  misrepresentation 
in  advertisements  claiiuiug  to  sell  at  less 
than  cost  price,  as  it  brings  no  benefit  to 
legitimate  iiierehamlisin^-  ami  destroys 
the  value  of  labor. 

Sec.  4. — To  regulate  the  disposal  of 
bankrupt  stocks. 

Sec.  5. — To  promote  legislation  in  the 
direction  of  securing  an  efficient  Insolv- 
ent Act,  improvements  in  Municipal 
Laws,  in  peddling  and  other  licenses. 

Sec.  6. —  To  promote  legislation  in  the 
direction  of  improved  postal  regulations. 

See.  7. — To  promote  legislation  in  the 
direction  of  simplifying  the  collection  of 
debts. 

Sec.  8. — To  promote  a  more  rigid  en- 
forcement of  the  provisions  of  the  Adul- 
teration Act,  also  for  the  amendment  of 
the  same  wherein  deficient. 

Sec.  9. — To  promote  projjer  equaliza- 
tion of  taxation  and  insuiance  rates. 

Sec.  10. — To  secure  closer  friendly  re- 
lationship and  good  fellowship  among 
retailers  and  with  all  organization.s  and 
similar  associations  having  for  their  ob- 
jects the  advancement  of  our  mutual  in- 
terests. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Sec.  1. — This  Association  shall  be 
composed  of  Branches  throughout  the 
cities,  towns  and  villages  of  Canada, 
with  the  head  office  in  the  City  of  To- 
ronto. 

Sec.  2. — Each  Branch  shall  consist  of 
trade  sections,  but  trade  sections  may 
be  formed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Dominion  executive  officers,  as  herein- 
after provided. 

Sec.  3. — ^The  executive  officers  of  each 
Branch  shall  he  President,  First  Vice- 
President,  Second  Vice-President,  Treas- 
urer and  Secretary. 

Sec.  4. — The  executive  officers  of  each 
section,  when  there  are  suitieient  members 
to  elect  them,  shall  be  Chairman,  First 
Vice-Chairmaii,  See(m'i  Viee-Cliairman, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary.  Where  there 
are  not  sufficient  members  to  elect  live 


officers,  a  Chairman  shall  be  elected  or 
^ppointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Branch 
or,  if  necessary,  by  the  Dominion  S'e  re- 
tary. 

See.  5. — All  executive  officers  of  the 
Branches  and  of  Sections  that  are  al- 
ready formed  shall  be  elected  ;it  t)ie 
annual  meeting,  which  shall  )  e  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Branch  or  Section  in  each 
ye.ar,  and  which  sh.all  be  hold  not  later 
than  the  1st  day  of  April,  and  shall  hold 
olfiee  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  untd 
their  succe-sor-;  are  appointed- 
See.  6. — All  votes  for  the  election  of 
officers  shall  be  by  ballot;  a  majority  of 
all  ballots  shall  elect;  no  votes  shall  be 
counted  unless  for  officers  nominated, 
anil  all  nominations  can  take  place  at 
the  meeting  immediately  preceding  the 
meeting  foi-  election,  or  at  the  same 
meeting  on  which  the  election  is  held. 

See.  7. — All  past  and  present  execu- 
tive officers  of  all  Branches  and  So -tions 
shall  be  members  of  and  form  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  of  the  local  Branch.

ARTICLE  IV. 

THE  DOMINION  BOARD. 

Sec.  1. — All  present  and  past  executive 
officers  of  all  Branches  shall  constitute 
the  Dominion  Board. 

Sec.  2. — The  Dominion  Executive  offi- 
cers shall  be  Dominion  President,  Domin- 
ion First  Vice-President,  Dominion  Sec- 
ond Vice-President,  Donunion  Treasuier, 
Dominion  Secretary. 

See.  3. — The  Dominion  Executive  offi- 
cers shall  be  elected  at. the  annual  meet- 
ing, which  shall  be  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Dominion  Board  in  each  year,  and 
shall  hold  olfice  for  the  term  of  one  jear, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

See.  4. — The  place  for  holding  the  next 
annua]  meeting  shall  be  decided  upon  at 
each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5. — All  votes  for  the  election  of 
the  Dominion  Executive  officers  sliall  be 
by  ballot:  a  majority  of  all  ballots  shall 
elect;  no  votes  shall  be  counted  unless 
for  officers  nominated,  and  all  nomina- 
tioms  can  take  place  at  the  meeting  im- 
ineduitely  preceding  the  meeting  for 
election,  or  at  the  .same  meeting  at  which 
the  election  is  held,  l)ut  no  Branch  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  five  votes  for 
the  election  of  officers  or  for  any  ques- 
tion that  may  come  before  it. 

Sec.  6. — All  matters  pertaining  to  the 
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proper  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Doniiniou  Board  of  the  Association,  as 
set  forth  in  this  Constitution  and  Hy- 
Laws,  or  such  as  the  engaging  of  organ- 
izers, the  remuneration  of  officaj^s  and 
assistants,  or  giving  the  consent  to  pub- 
lish any  official  literature  under  the 
name  of  the  Association,  shall  be  under 
the  management  of  the  Dominion  Ex- 
ecutive officers,  »nd  they  can  appoint 
special  committees  for  special  work.  All 
chairmen  of  standing  coniniittees  shall 
be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting. 

See.  7. — All  communications,  com- 
plaints and  enquiries  from  local  Branches 
01  Sections  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Dominion  Secretary,  but  no  action  shall 
be  taken  on  any  question  by  any  Bran{  li 
or  Section  that  is  not  provided  for  in 
the  Constitution  and  By-Lavss,  unless  it 
is  ratified  by  the  Dominion  Executive 
officers. 

Sec.  8. — All  moneys  from  local  Branch- 
es or  other  sources  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  Dominion  Secretary,  who  shall  keep 
a  proper  record  of  the  amount  antl  pay 
tlie  fiume  to  the  Dominiun  Treasurer,  tak- 
ing a  certified  receipt  thercf  )r. 

Sec.  9. — A  proper  banking  account 
shall  be  kept  in  a  regularly  chartered 
bank  convenient  to  the  head  office,  and 
all  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer 
shall  be  denosited  therein,  and  all  cheques 
^hall  be  drawn  and  signed  by  the  Sec- 
retary and  countersigned  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Sec.  10. — All  accounts  of  moneys  owing 
shall  be  certified  to  by  the  Dominion 
Executive  officers,  and  no  accounts  shall 
be  created  or  credit  obtained  without 
their  consent 

Sec.  11. — The  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  give  sufficient  bonds  to  cover  all 
moneys  in  their  possession. 

Sec.  12. — The  Dominion  Board  shall 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President  and 
Secretary. 

Sec.  13. — At  all  meetings  of  the  Do- 
minion Board  five  sha,ll  be  a  quorum  ;  or 
of  any  Branch  or  Section,  three  lucmbi  rs 
sluill  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  14. — Two  Auditors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  the  aunual  meeting  to  audi'; 
all  books  belonging  to  the  Board. 

AETICLE  V. 

BRANCHES. 

See.  1.— All  local  Branches  shall  be 
organized  under  the  instructions  and  con- 
sent of  the  Dominion  Board,  and  they 
shall  receive  a  charter,  and  sufficient 
(Jonstitutions  and  By-Laws  for  each  mem- 
lier,  upon  the  payment  of  their  per  cap- 
ita tax,  and  they  shall  De  known  as  the 
(city  or  town)  Branch  of  "The  Retail 
Merchants'  Association  of  CaJjada. " 

Sec.  2. — The  membership  fee  shall  be 
two  dollars  per  annum,  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  of  which,  together  with  the 
Branch  Secretary 's  report,  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Dominion  Secretary,  who 
shall  forward  a  receipt  for  the  same. 
The  remaining  fifty  cents  shall  be  re- 
tained by  the  officers  of  the  Branch.  All 
organization  and  travelling  expenses  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Dominion  Board  except 
in  special  cases,  as  agreed  upon  by  both 
parties.  Every  member  desiring  to  with- 
draw from  any  Branch  shall  give  one 
month's  notice  in  writing  to  tlie  Secic- 
tary  })rcvious  to  the  expiration  of  the 
j)Uyuient  of  his  yearly  membership  dues. 

Sec.  3. — Where  the  services  of  an  or- 
ganizer are  not  required,  and  the  officers 
of  a  local  Branch  collect  their  own  fees, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  annum  per 
member  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Do- 


minion Secretary  and  one  dollar  retained 
by  the  local  Branch. 

Sec.  4. — All  matters  pertaining  to  the 
projier  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  local 
Branches,  as  set  forth  herein,  shall  be 
under  the  management  of  the  Executive 
officers,  who  shall  meet  once  a  month,  or 
at  the  call  of  the  Presitlent  and  Secre- 
tary. 

Sec.  5. — A  register  of  members  shall 
be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  all  Branches 
and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Dominion  Secretary,  and 
the  names  of  new  members,  with  the  per 
capita  fee,  shall  be  forwarded  at  the  end 
of  each  month. 

Sec.  6. — All  questions  in  dispute  in 
local  Branches  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Dominion  officers,  who  shall  obtain  all 
the  facts,  and  upon  investigation  their 
decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  7. — Eacli  Branch  or  Sect' on  shall 
pay  their  current  expenses,  if  the  mem- 
bership fee  is  not  sufficient,  by  charging 
sufficient  dues  to  cover  the  saii  e,  or  by 
making  a  special  assessment  on  the  mem- 
bers, according  to  the  decision  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any 
meeting  which  has  be^n  regularly  called. 

See.  8. — No  local  Branch  or  Section 
shall  be  dissolved  as  long  as  it  retains 
five  members,  and  no  local  Branch  or 
Section  can  become  separated  from  the 
Dominion  Board  unlesj  it  gives  six 
months '  notice  from  January  1st  of  any 
year  to  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Domin- 
ion Board,  and  the  per  capita  tax  of  all 
the  members  of  said  Branch  or  Section 
must  be  remitted,  together  with  the  char- 
ter and  all  books,  receipts  and  papers  in 
connection  with  said  Branch  or  Section, 
as  well  as  all  moneys  belonging  to  or 
standing  to  the  credit  of  said  Bianch  or 
Section,  either  in  the  Treasurer's  hands 
or  deposited  in  any  bank. 

Sec.  9. — The  agenda  oi  order  of  busi- 
ness for  any  regular  liianeh  i  r  tfeeti  n 
meeting  may  be  as  follows,  or  varied  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  e^.ch: 

(a)  The  President  of  the  Branch  or 

C:hairnian  of  the  Section  shall 
])reside  at  all  meetings,  and  in 
his  absence  the  Vicc-l'iesidents 
or  Chairmen. 

(b)  Roll  call  of  oflficeis. 

(c)  Read  minutes  of  [uevious  meeting. 

(d)  Read  correspondence. 

(e)  Reports  of  officers  and  commit- 

ter. 

(f)  Unfinished  business. 

(g)  Payment  of  dues  or  fees. 

(h)  New  business  and  remarks  in  the 

interest  of  the  Association. 

(i)  Closing. 

Sec.  10. — The  election  of  the  Execu- 
tive officers  of  each  Branch  or  Section 
shall  take  place  at  the  time  set  forth,  and 
be  composed  of  the  officers  as  set  forth 
in  Article  111.,  Sees.  3,  5,  6,  7. 

Sec.  11. — Any  Braa-h  or  Section  en- 
tering into  any  contract  whereby  any 
liabilities  will  be  incurred  will  have  to 
provide  for  such  liabilities  out  of  their 
own  funds. 

Sec.  12. — No  Branch  or  Section  of  the 
Association  shall  a2)ply  io  the  Provincial 
Government  of  any  Province  or  to  the 
Dominion  Government  without  submitting 
the  same  before  the  officers  of  the  Do- 
minion Board,  and  a  copy  of  any  pro- 
posed legislation  nrist  be  forwarded  to 
ilic  Dominion  Secretary  in  tin.e  for  ti.e 
consideration  thereof  liy  the  Dominiiiii 
Executive  before  such  l  egislation  is  a  ked 
for. 


ARTICJ;E  VI. 

SECTIONS. 

Sec.  1. — Whenever  it  is  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  extension  of  the  work  of 
the"  Association,  Trade  Sections  may  be 
formed  under  the  direction  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  Don'inion  Executive  officers, 
nfiitrnthstanding  that  no  Branch  Asso- 
ciation exists  or  has  been  formed  in  any 
part  of  thf  Dominion  wherever  it  is  pro- 
posed to  form  said  Sections,  but  when- 
ever and  wherever  Branches  are  formed, 
said  Sections  shall  become  part  of  them. 

Sec.  2. — Wherever  Branches  having 
Sections  or  new  Sections  have  been 
formed,  the  election  of  officers  and  the 
general  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  said 
Sections  shall  be  according  to  Article 
TIT.,  Sees.  4,  5,  6,  7,  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, and  the  same  genera]  rules  that 
govern  all  Branches  shall  be  followed  by 
all  Sections,  as  set  out  m  Article  5  of 
this  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Sec.  3. — Whenever  three  or  mire  Sec- 
tions of  any  line  of  trade  are  formed  in 
any  jiart  of  the  Dominion,  the  Chairmen 
of  all  such  Sections  shall  constitute  a 
committee  to  be  known  as  the  Dominion 
(Committee  of  that  Trade  Section. 

Sec.  4. — The  Dominion  Committee  shall 
elect  from  among  themselves  five  officers, 
accortling  to  the  manner  governing  the 
Dominion  Executive  officers,  as  set  forth 
in  Article  IV.,  Sec.  3. 

Pee.  .5. — The  officers  shall  be  Chaiminn 
of  the  Dominion  -Committee,  Yirst  Viec- 
( 'liairman  of  the  Dominion  Committee, 
Second  Vice-( 'hairman  of  the  Dominion 
( Committee,  Treasurer  of  the  Dominion 
Committee,  Secretary  of  the  Dominion 
Comnritteee. 

See.  6— The  head  i  flfice  of  all  Sections 
shall  be  the  head  executive  office  of  the 
Association,  and  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  work 
of  each  Section  shall  be  done  through 
the  Dominion  Secretary,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Dominion  Comniittee  of  c\ach 
section. 

Sec.  7  — Each  Trade  Section  may  for- 
mulate rules  and  regulations  for  the 
proper  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  their 
own  business,  as  long  as  they  conform 
to  and  do  not  interfere  with  the  general 
welfare  of  all  set*tiims  of  the  ret  iil  trade 
and  of  this  Ce.nstitution. 

Sec.  8. — This  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  may  be  changed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Dominion  Board,  but 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  must  be 
given  to  the  Dominion  Secretary  in  writ- 
ing two  mouths  before  the  annual  meet- 
ing, and  such  changes  shall  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  those  pre-eiit. 

Sec.  9. — Any  conditions  that  may 
arise  after  the  passage  of  this  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws  and  the  rules  of  pro- 
( edure  that  are  not  herein  prtivided  for, 
may  be  decided  upon  by  the  unanimous 
decision  of  the  Dominion  Executive  offi- 
cers, but  said  conditions  shall  be  reported 
upon  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  two 
months'  notice  must  be  given  before  the 
annual  mcviting  to  liave  said  conditions 
incorporated  in  this  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws. 


The  Committee  on  Proposed  Legislation 
for  the  next  session  of  the  Dominion 
and  Provincial  Legislatures  was  brought  in 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee, 
Mr.  M.  Moyer. 

Mr.  Moyer  reported  that  his  committee 
had  gone  very  fully  into  all  tTie  resolutions 
handed  to  them  for  consideration  and  he 
desired  to  report  as  follows  : 
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Ist  Resolution — Dominion  Legislation  re 
the  law  discriminating  in  favor  of  cor- 
porations 

The  Committee  reported  that  they  re- 
commend that  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  all  incorporated  companies  be  held 
responsible  for  the  acts  and  deeds  of  the 
company  the  same  as  individuals  are  held 
for  the  acts  and  deeds  of  their  respective 
business  and  that  an  amendment  be  asked 
for  at  the  next  session  of  the  Dominion 
Legislature.  Carried. 

2nd  Resolution — Dominion  Legislation  re 
abolishing  the  fees  for  the  inspection  of 
weights  and  measures. 
The  Committee  reported  that  they  recom- 
mend the  Association  to  take  active  steps 
to  have  the  collecting  of  all  fees  for  exami 
ning  weights  and  measures  abolished  and 
that  the  salaries  of  the  inspectors  be  paid 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  Dominion  Treasury. 
Carried. 

.3rd  Resolution — Dominion  Legislation  re 
Metric  system. 
The  Committee  recommend  that  the 
Dominion  Government  be  memorialized  to 
provide  suitable  experimental  stations  at 
various  points  so  as  to  educate  the  mer- 
chants and  the  public  in  the  general  use  of 
the  metric  system  before  it  is  put  into 
operation.  Carried. 

4th  Resolution. — Re  Trade  Marks  on 
Photographs. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  if  the 
various  Photographers  Sections  throughout 
the  Dominion  desire  the  same  amendments 
to  the  Trade  Marks  Act  as  presented  to  the 
Convention  by  Secretary  Galbraith  of  the 
Photographers  Section  of  the  Toronto  Branch 
that  the  Legislative  Committee  be  requested 
to  ask  the  Dominion  Government  to  have 
the  Act  amended. 

Mr.  Galbraith  was  present  and  was  al- 
lowed the  privilege  of  addressing  the  Board 
ou  the  subject. 

He  explained  that  an  injustice  was  done 
to  all  Photographers  by  compelling  them 
under  government  regulations  to  place  the 
following  words  on  the  face  of  all  photo- 
graphs which  they  desired  to  Copy  right : — 
"  Entered  according  to  act  of  the  Parliament 

of  Canada  in  the  year  by  "  ;  and 

that  this  great  amount  of  printing  or  letter- 
ing on  the  face  of  a  photograph  disfigured 
it.  He  suggested  that  the  words  copyright 
by  be  sufficient. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 
5th  Resolution. — Re  Province  of  Ontario 
Legislation. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the 
Transient  Traders  and  Pedlars  License  Act 
be  amended,  and  that  this  subject  be  taken 
up  at  once,  and  legislation  be  asked  for  at 
the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Considerable  discussion  thtn  took  place 
regarding  the  amount  that  should  be  charged 
Pedlars  and  Transient  Tradeis.  The  feel- 
ing was  strong  in  favor  of  some  radical 
changes  in  the  present  laws  covering  the 
present  act.  A  number  of  opinions  were 
expressed  and  various  amendments  to  the 
present  act  suggested.  It  proved  a  decided- 
ly complicated  and  interesting  subject  and 
was  firally  'disposed  of  by  the  following 
motion  by  F  C.  Higgins  seconded  by  Mr. 
T.  F.  Kiugsmill,  London. 

That  the  question  of  Pedlars  and 
Transient  Traders  Act  be  referred  to  the 
Legislation  Committee  with  power  to  con- 
sult a  solicitor  and  draft  a  bill  to  be  sent  for 
approval  to  tlie  various  branches  of  the 
Associa  ion  before  presenting  same  to  the 
legislature.  The  motion  was  carried  with- 
out dissent 

6lh  Resolution.— A'e  Coupons,  Merchants 
Exchange  Tickets,  Premiums,  Ac. 
The  Committee  considered  that  the  giving 
of  all  coupons,  exchange  tickets  or  similar 
devices  are  injurious  and  unfair  and  that 
we  take  every  means  to  abolish  the  same. 


Considerable  discussion  followed  this  re- 
port, and  all  present  were  unanimous  that 
the  system  was  one  of  bribery  and  had  an 
evil  effect  on  all  cla.sses  of  the  trade 

Mr.  W.  Farrar  of  Hamilton  delivered  an 
excellent  address  on  the  subject,  he  went 
very  fully  into  all  the  evils  that  follow  in 
the  train  of  giving  Prize.s,  Coupons,  Ex- 
change Tickets,  &c.  He  spoke  very  highly 
of  the  amount  of  good  work  that  the  Asso- 
ciation hid  done  by  introducing  Legislation 
to  abolish  Trading  Stamps  and  thought  that 
the  new  schemes  were  on  a  par  and  that 
with  united  effort  we  coultl  soon  clear  the 
community  of  tliese  new  innovations. 

Mr.  A  L  Geen,  of  Belleville,  considered 
that  all  schemes  that  offered  the  public 
something  for  nothing,  were  based  on  a 
system  of  bribery  and  were  immoral.  Goods 
should  be  sold  at  their  value,  and  if 
Merchants  could  afiford  to  give  away  prizes, 
coupons  or  bribes  they  should  put  the  value 
of  such  things  into  the  goods  or  reduce  the 
price  of  the  articles  tliat  the  bribes 
accompanied. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard, 
seconded  by  B.  W.  Zieman  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  be  adopted  and  that  the 
Legislative  Committae  be  authorized  to 
confer  with  the  Solicitor  and  prepare  such 
amendments  to  the  present  act  as  would 
prevent  the  giving  of  all  such  inducements 
in  trade.  Carried. 

7th  Resolution — Re  amendment   to  the 
Division  Court   Act   to  simplify  the 
collecti  in  of  small  debts. 
The  Committee  recommended  that  the 

amendments  as  suggested  and  introduced 

by  the  Solicitor  be  adopted.    They  were 

then  read,  which  areas  follows  : 

Proposed  Legislation  fob  the  Collection 
or  Petty  Debts,  Province  of  Ontario. 

1.  Any  or  more  of  His  Majesties  .Justice 
of  the  Peace  may  receive  the  complaints 
upon  oath  of  parties  complaining  that  any 
sum  of  m»ney  is  due  to  them  for  goods 
supplied  to  the  extent  of  $100  00  or  less, 
who  may  cause  all  parties  concerned  to 
appear  before  him  or  them,  and  shall  hear 
and  determine  the  complaint  in  a  summary 
manner. 

2.  Complaints  may  be  heard  in  any 
town,  city  or  township  in  which  the  person 
complained  against  is  found,  or  which  the 
contract  was  made. 

3.  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Government  for  the  hearing  of  com- 
plaints to  be  known  as  Civil  Justices  of  the 
Peace  who  will  have  only  jurisdiction  to 
try  complaints  of  a  civil  character  under 
the  proposed  Act. 

6.  The  total  charge  for  fees  to  magis- 
rate  for  receiving  complaints  and  issuing 
summons  to  be  twenty-five  cents. 

7.  The  complainant  to  have  the  right  to 
serve  his  own  summons  either  by  himself  or 
his  agent. 

8.  All  Justices  of  the  Peace  now  a{)- 
pointed  and  Police  Magistrates  to  have 
jurisdiction  under  the  proposed  act. 

9.  All  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  have  the 
power  to  make  orders  for  the  payment  of 
judgments  by  instalments  and  in  default  a 
disljress  warrant  may  be  issued,  also  power 
to  commit  any  judgment  debtor  not  less 
than  ten  days  or  more  than  thirty. 

10.  All  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  have 
right  to  issue  garnishee  summons  where  the 
complaint  alleges  that  some  third  party  or 
parties  are  indebted  to  the  defendant  and 
to  have  power  to  make  orders  against 
garnishees  or  third  parties  for  any  sum 
found  to  be  due  to  the  defendant. 

11.  Where  it  is  found  that  the  defend- 
ant is  a  married  man,  or  is  liable  for  the 
support  of  any  person  or  per.sons  depend- 
ent upon  him,  and  the  moneys  attached  are 
due  him  or  them  for  wages  a  sum  equal  to 
$7.00  per  week  to  be  exempt  where  in  the 
opinion  of  the  magistrate  or  Justices  of  the 


Peace  it  is  necessary  for  the  support  of 
those  legally  dependent  upon  him  the 
defendant. 

All  judgments  recovered  before  Justices 
of  the  Peace  may  be  registered  with  the 
Division  Court  Clerk,  in  the  Division  Court 
limit  in  which  the  judgment  is  recovered 
upon  payment  of  twenty- five  cents,  and 
thereafter  all  proceedings  may  be  taken  in 
the  Division  Court  for  the  recovery  of 
same. 

8th  Resolution, — Re  a  higher  rate  on  the 
Assessed  value  of  Depcartment  Stores. 

That  the  Committee  recommend  that  the 
present  rate  be  allowed  to  stand,  and  that 
when  the  new  act  comes  into  operation  that 
a  comparison  be  made  as  to  the  relative 
amount  these  stores  pay  in  comparison  with 
other  merchants 

They  also  recommended  that  we  ask  the 
Provincial  Legislature  of  Ontario  at  its  next 
session  to  reduce  the  rate  on  Coal  and  Wood 
dealers  to  the  same  amount  as  other  Retail 
Merchants  are  paying.  Both  of  these  re- 
commendations were  unanimously  adopted. 

TRADE  improvement. 

9th  Resolution  — Re  Freight  and  Cartage 
charges  by  Railways. 

Mr.  B.  W.  Zieman,  of  Preston,  Chairman 
of  this  Committee,  reported  as  follows. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  they 
recommend  this  Association  to  fcike 
immediate  action  and  lay  before  the  Rail- 
way officials  the  present  unfair  system  of 
charging  cartage  rates  at  both  receiving  and 
distributing  ends. 

In  speaking  to  this  recommendation  Mr. 
Zieman  said  that  the  committee  were 
unanimous  in  opposing  the  present  system. 
A  large  quantity  of  correspondence  was  laid 
before  the  Committee  received  from  all 
parts  of  the  Province  and  Dominion  and 
all  protesting  that  the  Railway  companies 
in  order  to  secure  as  much  trade  as  possible 
have  entered  i;  to  a  contract  with  certain 
cartage  companies  to  deliver  and  collect 
freight.  So  instead  of  leaving  the  shippers 
to  look  after  and  bear  the  expense  of 
delivering  their  goods  at  the  railway  stations 
the  railway  company  looks  after  that  and 
pay  the  cartage  company,  they  then  collect 
the  cartage  along  with  the  freight,  therefore 
by  these  methods  the  dealers  at  outside 
points  have  for  years  been  compelled  to  pay 
cartage  from  the  wholesale  warehouses  to 
the  depots,  while  they  the  wholesalers 
deliver  their  goods  free  to  city  dealers. 

The  merchants  in  outside  points  do  not 
object  to  pay  if  necessary  the  cost  of  delivery 
from  the  depot  to  their  own  places  but  can- 
not see  why  they  should  pay  at  both  ends. 
Several  other  members  entered  into  the  dis- 
cussion and  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Zieman 
seconded  by  Mr.  Hamilton  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 
10th  Resolution — Re  our  Contract  Plan. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  every 
effort  be  made  by  this  Board  to  support  in 
every  way  the  Price  Contract  Plan  as  pro- 
posed and  now  in  operation  by  some  sec- 
tions of  our  Association  and  we  recom- 
mend every  Section  to  apply  it  wherever 
possible.  Carried. 

nth  Resolution— Circulation  of  Mutil- 
ated Coins. 
Your  Committee  have  considered  the 
report  regarding  the  circulation  of  mutilated 
coins  and  recommend  that  the  Dominion 
Government  make  the  law  regarding  the 
same  more  public  so  as  to  prevent  their 
circulation.  Carried. 

12th  Recolution— y?«  Increased  Fire  Insur- 
ance  Rates. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  present  system  of  charging  insurance 
rates  is  not  an  equitable  one,  and  that  this 
Association  ask  insurance  companies  to 
readjust  their  rates  according  to  the  amount 
of  insurance  carried  and  also  the  height  of 
the  building.    This    report  created  con-

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•siderable  discussion,  Mr.  T.  F.  Kingstnill, 
of  London,"  delivered  a  very  interesting 
address  on  the  subject  and  pointed  out  that 
the  attention  of  all  insurance  companies 
should  be  called  to  the  necessity  of  having 
intellif^ent  inspectors,  who  were  familiar 
with  the  value  of  buildings  and  to  general 
trade  conditions. 

He  advised  the  merchants  to  look  well 
into  the  financial  standing  of  any  Insurance 
Company  before  placing  a  risk,  he  regretted 
that  the  fire  which  occurred  recently  in 
Toronto  had  undermined  the  capital  of  some 
Insurance  Companies,  but  the  primary 
cause  was  not  in  his  mind  the  result  of  the 
fire,  but  it  was  the  large  expense  these 
companies  were  under  in  doing  business, 
and  which  had  been  eating  into  their 
capital  account. 

A  general  discussion  followed  and  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  was  unanimously 
carried. 

13th  Resolution. — Re  Reduced  rates  for 
Telephone  and  Electric  Light  service. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  best  means  to  bring  about  a  reduction 
in  the  price  to  users  of  Electric  Light,  of 
which  Retail  Merchants  are  the  largest  users, 
is  either  to  have  Municipal  ownership  of 
Electric  Light  plants  or  to  have  a 
competitive  system. 

The  same  remedy  we  think  should  apply 
to  the  Telephone  service,  only  instead  of 
Municipal  ownership  telephones  should  be 
under  Government  ownership,  the  same  as 
the  postal  ownership,  but  providing  we 
cannot  obtain  this  we  strongly  recommend 
that  the  Telephone  service  should  be  left 
open  to  competition. 

This  question  was  also  very  fully  dis- 
cussed and  the  attention  of  the  represent- 
atives of  the  various  Municipalities  was 
called  to  the  new  invention  of  the  .Stark 
Telephone,  Light  and  Power  Co.,  whereby 
the  three  services  were  combined  and  which 
will  soon  be  in  operation  in  Toronto 
Junction,  when  its  practical  use  can  be 
demonstrated.  The  report  of  the  Committee 
was  adopted. 

14th  Resolution. — Re  Secretary's  report. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  consider 
the  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
wish  to  convey  their  appreciation  of  the 
services  rendered  by  these  gentlemen  during 
the  past  seven  years.  If  any  man  deserves 
the  thanks  of  the  Retail  Merchants  of 
Ontario  it  is  the  Secretary  of  ''The  Retail 
Merchants  Association  of  Canada."  And 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that 
the  Secretary  be  allowed  the  same  per 
centage  of  fees  from  the  several  Branch 
Associations  that  he  receives  from  the  To- 
ronto Branch  We  regard  this  as  a  very 
small  remuneration  for  his  services  but  we 
hope  that  he  will  be  rewarded  in  the  future 
more  in  keeping  with  the  immense  amount 
of  work  that  he  has  done  and  is  doing  than 
he  has  been  in  the  past.  Carried.

From  the  first  moment  our  Association 
was  formed  until  the  present  time  Retail 
Druggists  have  taken  an  active  part  in  it. 

The  Merchant  Tailors  formed  the  first 
section  of  the  Toronto  Branch  and  the 
Retail  Druggists  the  second,  and  from  the 
day  of  their  formation  until  the  present  they 
have  been  doing  excellent  work  to  improve 
their  trade  conditions.  Considerable  ex- 
perimental work  has  been  going  on.  The 
Price  Contract  Plan  had  its  origin  with 
them  and  they  have  developed  and  tested  it 
sufficiently  to  enable  them  to  ask  their 
fellow  Eetail  Druggists  throughout  the  Do 
minion  to  join  hands  with  them  and  see  that 
it  is  properly  carried  out.

DULL  TIMES  IN  ENGLAND. 

The  material  falling  off  in  cheese  exports 
to  Great  Britain  forces  the  sad  truth  npon 
us  that  it  is  an  indication  of  a  general 
trade  depression.  Many  men  are  out  of 
employment,  and  throughout  every  trade 
and  profes'iion  increasing  difficulty  is 
beint;  experienced  in  collecting  money  for 
goods  supplied  or  work  done.  Yet  all  the 
while  the  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life 
shows  a  tendency  to  increase.  Charitable 
institutions  are  in  the  depths  of  despair, 
while  Stock  Exchange  stagnation  is  no 
longer  heeded,  complaints  having  become 
chronic.  Deposits  in  the  Post  Office  Sav- 
ings Bank  this  year  show  a  falling  ofif 
averaging  more  than  £1, 000,000. 

The  reason  for  this  serious  state  of 
affairs  is  mainly  the  enormous  and 
growing  taxation  and  the  rapidly 
increasing  rates,  which  draw  money  from 
business,  and  trade  must  suffer  in  conse- 
quence. 

The  depression  has  been  noticed  for 
some  time  past.  The  business  of  the 
theatres  in  London  was  very  bad  during 


the  present  year  and  the  hotel  business 
has  suffered  considerably. 

In  wines,  jewelry  and  fancy  goods  the 
falling  off  in  sales  is  particularly  notice- 
able and  articles  used  in  the  home  have 
been  growing  in  price,  provisions  par- 
ticularly being  comparatively  dear.  Land- 
lords have  to  pay  more  taxes  and  conse- 
quently they  ask  higher  rents,  but  salaries 
have  not  increased,  on  the  contrary  the 
labor  market  is  overcrowded.  Bailway 
receipts  also  show  a  decrease,  and  people 
in  all  stations  of  life  are  practising 
economy  because  they  are  obliged  to  do  so. 
The  South  African  war  increased  taxation, 
and  the  increased  cost  of  living  are  ihe 
main  causes  of  the  present  deplorable  state 
of  trade  in  England.

CONDITIONS    OF  BUSINESS. 

Last  month  can  be  termed  fairly 
good,  in  spite  that  towards  the  close  of 
it  a  slackening  in  some  Hues  was  notice- 
able. Business  is  generally  good  and 
there  is  reason  to  assume  that  this  will 
continue  for  some  time.  The  marketing 
of  a  good  cut  of  timber  and  the  good 
crop  prospects  are  a  very  pleasant 
feature  and  the  outlook  is  very 
encouraging.  The  marked  improve- 
.  ment  in  the  tourist  business,  since  the 
warm  weather  set  in,  is  very  welcome, 
and  since  the  advent  of  the  latter, 
dealers  who  were  rather  cautious  in 
buying,  are  also  receiving  an  encourage- 
ment by  the  movement  of  the  summer 
stock.  In  New  Brunswick  and  Quebec 
navigation  is  making  strides,  and  in 
Ontario  the  outlook  is  reported  to  be 
very  bright.  The  firm  ruling  prices  and 
the  prospects  of  a  good  harvest  makes 
the  feeling  prevail  that  people  will  have 
more  money  to  spend  than  usual.  The 
large  influx  of  settlers  in  Manitoba  is  a 
very  good  omen  for  the  future  and  an 
increased  demand  for  all  kinds  of 
staples  will  be  the  natural  consequence 
of  this  immigration,  which,  coupled  with 
the  prospects  of  a  good  harvest,  cannot 
fail  to  be  highly  satisfactory.  Agricul- 
tural conditions  and  mining  afifairs  are 
improving  in  British  Columbia  and  there 
is  no  reason  to  fear  any  falling  off  in 
those  Provinces.

DBIiAPIDATED  NEGRO 
COLONY  IN  ONTARIO. 


When  the  civil  war  broke  out,  the 
Dominion  Government  made  a  crown 
grant  to  the  Rev.  Wm.  King,  an  English 
minister,  of  ten  square  miles  in  the 
western  peninsula  of  Ontario  to  be 
devoted  to  the  settlement  of  negroes. 

Before  the  conflict  ended  more  than 
2400  fugitive  slaves  were  settled  at 
Buxton,  located  in  the  centre  of  what 
is  now  Kent  county.  The  negroes 
were  granted  political  rights  equal  to 
those  of  British  subjects  and  each  one 
was  given  100  acres  at  $1.00  an  acre, 
to  be  paid  for  in  three  years.  The  land 
was  heavily  timbered  and  means  to 
clear  a  part  for  agricultural  purposes 
was  supplied  from  English  sources. 

On  account  of  the  energy  of  the 
population  the  place  attracted  general 
attention  but  gradually  the  conditions 
changed.  From  mortgaging  their 
lands  the  negroes  gradually  sold  them 
and  drifted  away.  All  that  remains 
to  day  to  denote  the  site  of  the  black 
man's  town  are  a  few  colored  families 
occupying  rented  farms  or  residences 
owned  by  white  neighbors.  The  stores 
at  Buxton  are  conducted  by  whites, 
though  their  only  patrons  are  negroes. 
The  colony  is  preparing  to  celebrate 
the  half  century  anniversary  of  its 
existence.

As  a  rule  every  business  man 
has  some  ability  as  an  advertiser,  but  not 
everyone  is  making  proper  use  of  this 
gift  and  the  consequence  is  that  his 
talent  along  this  line  grows  rather  rusty. 
To  acquire  advertising  skill  is  to  try  to 
excel  in  advertising  and  put  conscienti- 
ous consideration  into  the  subject. 
Efforts  must  be  made  to  improve  every 
ad  and  the  best  way  to  obtain  results  is 
to  study  human  nature  and  the  human 
heart,  and  give  to  the  publicity  such 
features,  that  appeal  to  them.  Some 
men  are  better  students  than  other, 
but  all  may  become  by  dint  of  labor  im- 
proved to  a  certain  extent.  Per  aspera 
ad  astra  can  also  be  said  of  the  study  of 
the  art  of  advertising  and  the  only  way 
to  be  sure  is  to  make  the  effort,  and 
if  the  results  are  not  satisfactory  a  close 
investigation  will  show  where  the  fault 
lies  and  what  kind  of  improvements 
should  be  made. 

Experienced  advertisers  and  adver- 
tising agencies  know  that  not  all  public- 
ations are  of  value  for  an  advertise- 
ment, as  for  instance  papers  with  very 
small  circulation  or  periodicals,  which 
do  not  circulate  among  persons  who 
could  or  would  be  attracted  by  the 
adveitisement. 

An  advertiser  who  wants  to  attract  at- 
tention must  never  underestimate  the 
importance  of  such  details  in  his  efforts 
to  reach  the  public,  and  never  expend 
a  dollar  for  an  ad  in  a  discredited  or 
worthless  publication,  but  should  select 
carefully  only  first-class  mediums,  of 
which  there  are  enough  and  only  by 
adhering  to  them  he  will  obtain  the 
best  results.  Sometimes  it  is  found 
very  useful  to  have  an  ad  accompanied 
by  a  cut.  However,  it  must  be  also 
borne  in  mind,  that  there  are  a  hundred 
send  one  other  ways  of  winning  new 
trade,  besides  continuous  advertising  in 
different  publications.  To  price  goods 
in  plain  figures  inside  the  store  as  well 
as  in  the  show  windows,  is  a  good  policy 
and  it  attracts  many  an  eye.  To  post 
bills  and  paper  posters  along  roads,  on 
bridges,  etc.,  is  of  little  value  as  adver- 
tisements It  is  well  to  send  out 
circulars  about  twice  a  year,  before  the 
opening  of  the  season.  Many  a  suc- 
cessful business  man,  in  summing  up 
and  telling  the  secrets  of  his  success, 
never  omits  to  mention  his  great  help- 
mate the  printer's  ink.

MANITOBA  AND  THE  NORTH-WEST 
PROVINCES. 

Crop  prospects  are  above  the  average  in 
Manitoba  nnd  the  North- West  Provinces, 
the  outlook  is  bright,  and  a  substantial 
business  in  dry  goods  is  expected.  Linens 
and  woollen  goods  are  ffrni,  cotton  goods 
however  easier.  Teas  were  in  good  demand 
sugars  were  higher,  and  the  trade  in  grocer- 
ies has  been  fair.  Activity  was  reported  in 
hardware  and  metal  circles.  Limited  sup- 
plies in  wheat  produced  a  rise  in  prices — 
general  produce  however  changed  little.

TRADE  IN  TORONTO. 

In  Toronto,  general  wholesale  trade  has 
been  fair  during  the  last  week  of  July. 
However,  it  is  admitted  that  the  total  vol- 
ume of  trade  in  dry  goods  of  that'  month  is 
hardly  up  to  that  of  July  of  last  year. 
Prospects  are  good,  and  an  active  Fall  busi- 
ness is  anticipated.  The  hay  crop,  on  the 
whole,  has  been  satisfactory.  Spring  grains 
are  doing  well,  but  the  fall  wheat  yield  will 
be  light. 

TRADE  IN  MONTREAL. 

At  Montreal,  general  trade  conditions 
varied  very  little.  There  has  been  little 
activity  in  the  dry  goods  warehouses,  and 
city  retail  business  in  this  line  is  reported 
quiet.  Except  sugars  and  heavy  goods 
generally,  groceries  were  moving  slowly. 
The  decline  in  prices  of  cheese  i.s  due  to  the 
material  falling  off  in  exports.  The  local 
refineries  advanced  the  values  of  sugar. 


CHINA,  CROCKERY  AND  GLASSWARE 

Great  activity  ia  reigning  in  china, 
crockery  and  glassware  circles,  for  the 
present  time  is  the  starting  point  for  the 
Fall  trade  and  salesmen  are  getting  ready 
to  start  out  on  their  trips,  which  are  the 
most  important  during  the  year,  as  far  as 
results  are  concerned. 


HARDWARE  AND  MACHINERY. 

Everything  goes  to  indicate  a  more  con- 
fident feeling  in  these  lines,  as  inquiries 
are  coming  in  well  and  the  demand  in 
machinery  especially  is  still  continuing 
fairly  good.  Iron  pipes  and  fittings  are 
selling  almost  at  cost,  owing  to  keen  com- 
petition, and  the  volume  of  business  is 
increasing.  The  hardware  houses  are  ex- 
periencing a  continuous  diminuition  of 
business  and  are  expecting  to  be  soon  in  the 
regular  quiet  season. 


PROVISIONS  AND  DAIRY  PRODUCTS. 

Owing  to  conditions  of  the  weather  no 
great  activity  is  noticeable  on  the  fresh 
meat  market,  smoked  meats  however  are  in 
good  demand.  Conditions  for  cheese 
exporters  are  somewhat  improving,  but 
the  butter  market  is  ratlier  inactive  and 
dull. 


LEATHER  MARKET. 

Normal  conditions  are  prevailing  and 
the  market  is  firm.  Inquiries  have  been 
received  for  packer  hides  of  certain  des- 
criptions and  the  prices  of  tanner's  raw 
stuffs  are  normal. 

THE  SHOE  TRADE. 

A  temporary  lull  in  the  regular  Fall 
trade  business  is  noticeable  owing  to  slow- 
ness in  the  retail  trade.  A  very  good 
demand  was  prevailing  for  tans  especially 
for  the  finer  lines. 

WALL  PAPER 

The  new  season  commences  with  the 
month  of  July,  the  importers  and  factories 
who  for  months  have  been  busy  designing 
new  patterns,  getting  their  sample  books 
in  shape,  and  sending  out  their  salesmen 
with  many  novelties  pleasing  to  the  eye  of 
the  customer. 

DRY  GOODS. 

Business  continues  to  b?  fair  and  all  in- 
dicate an  active  season  for  fall  and  winter 
goods.  Owing  to  the  strength  in  prices 
of  raw  materials,  fine  woollen  goods  are 
reported  to  be  firm,  and  business  is  con- 
sidered to  be  generally  good.  The  cotton 
industry  in  Canada  is  very  dull,  while  the 
huge  importations  force  the  dry  goods  de- 
partment of  the  custom  house  to  work 
overiime. 

GROCERIES. 

Coffee  is  firm,  with  a  scarcity  in  low 
grade  Rios.  An  active  demand  for  sugar 
continues  and  prices  remain  unchanged. 
Syrup,  molasses,  spices  and  tea  rule  quite 
and  show  no  change,  and  the  same  can  be 
said  of  dried  fruits.  The  wholesale  busi- 
ness in  groceries  is  reported  to  continue 
fairly  good.  There  are  rumors  current  in 
the  coffee  trade  that  estimates  have  been 
received  placing  the  yield  of  the  present 
Rio  and  Santo  crops  at  9,000,000  bags 
maximum, 

HIDE,  SKINS  AND  WOOL. 

Owing  to  the  rise  of  wools  in  the  English 
market,  quotations  in  the  Canadian 
market  are  reported  to  be  rising  as  a  direct 
consequence.  Trade  is  considered  to  be 
generally  good. 

OIL  AND  PAINT. 

Orders  are  coming  in  by  mail,  as  well  as 
from  travellers  and  trade  ia  continuing 
good  in  all  lines.  Linseed  oil  in  Canada 
is  unaffected  by  the  weakness  in  the  United 
States,  but  the  steady  advance  of  this 
commodity  in  England  has  directly  in- 
fluenced the  Canadian  market  and  a  rise 
in  price  is  the  outcome.  Beyond  this  no 
especial  change  has  taken  place. 

FINANCIAL. 

Canada's  debt,  which  reached  its  highest 
point  two  yeara  ago,  when  it  amounted  to 
about  *272,(K)0,000,  received  a  reduction 
last  year  of  seven  million,  and  according 
to  the  budget  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  a 
further  reduction  of  seven  and  one-half 
million  in  the  national  debt  is  announced, 
which  proves  that  the  country  is  in  a  sound 
condition.

TRADE   NOTES  FROM 
JAPAN. 

A  report  upon  matters  of  trade  and 
commerce  in  Japan  was  received  in 
Ottawa  from  the  commercial  agent  in 
Yokohama,  Mr.  A.  MacLean. 

The  writer  remarks,  that  from  July 
until  the  middle  of  September  is  tlie 
warm  season  i.i  Japan  ;  the  tea  crops 
[two]  are  marketed  ;  the  rice  crop  is 
growing  ;  travel  and  tourist  trafific  are 
slack  ;  and  trade  is  listless.  Then 
here  is  war,  by  no  means  an  insignifi 
leant  factor  amona;st  the  forces  that 
operate  fc)r  depression  and  uncertainty 
in  trade.  "  It  is  perhaps  due  to  the  di- 
version of  resources  to  war  require- 
ments that  the  volume  of  trade  four 
months  this  year,  beginning  with  the 
ist  January,  show  an  increase  in  total 
imports  of  yen  i6,or  2,805  compared 
with  the  same  term  last  year  ;  and  an 
crease  of  total  exports  for  the  same 
term  of  yen  9,493  528 

In  imports,  the  leading  increases  are 
in  coal,  flour,  wheat,  leather,  s^ugar, 
wool  and  woollen  yarns  ;  and  the  lead- 
ing decreases  are  in  cottons,  timber  and 
lum  her,  tobacco  leaf,  Italian  cloths  and 
delaines. 


In  exports,  the  leading  increases  are 
in  bamboo  manufactures,  cigarettes, 
cottons,  grey  shirtings,  cuttle  fish  dried, 
fish  oil,  porcelaine  and  earthenware, 
rice,  silk  habutai  add  handerchiefs,  and 
straw  plaits  ;  and  the  greater  decreases 
in  beer,  Portland  cement,  coal,  copper 
coarse  and  refined,  coral,  furs,  mineral 
water,  salt,  silk  kaiki,  and  sulphur. 

The  following  memoranda  on  lead- 
ing trade  topics  and  products  are 
gleaned  from  the  Yokohama  and  Tokio 
situation  ;  but  these  being  large  cen- 
tres of  export  and  import,  and  also  of 
population,  may  be  taken  to  be  fairly 
representative, 

The  quality  of  flour  used  mostly  in 
Japan,  is  the  grade  known  in  the  trade 
as  "straight."  Fancy  grades  are  not 
used  to  any  extent.  The  supply  at 
present  comes  principally  from  the 
Pacific  coast  States.  Flour  with  a  large 
percentage  of  starch  has  the  greater 
demand.  American  flour  is  selling  at 
prices  ranging  from  yen  1.65  [86  cts.] 
to  yen  2.65  [$i  33]  per  quarter  sack  of 
49  pounds  at  present,  and  large  stocks 
are  on  hand,  and  as  the  Government 
is  not  buying,  the  present  outlook  is 
not  satisfactory,  it  being  difficult  to 
move  stocks  at  present.  Several  dealers 
suggest  the  shipment  to  Japan  of  50  to 
100  sacks  of  24)4  pounds  each  as  a 
trial  sample, to  be  distributed  to  reliable 
bakers  through  reliable  dealers,  in  order 
to  give  it  a  fair  trial.  Care  must  be 
taken  as  to  the  quality  of  flour  placed 
in  Japan,  for  an  article  that  gets  a  bad 
name  amongst  the  Japanese  may  as 
well  be  taken  out  of  the  market. 

To  introduce  Canadian  milk  in 
Japan,  the  brand  or  brands  will  have 
to  be  thoroughly  advertised,  and  if 
need  be  sold  at  a  loss  for  some  time, 
until  the  brand  and  quality  become 
known.  A  new  brand  on  the  Japanese 
market  must  have  and  maintain  good 
quality,  and  must  be  prepared  so  as 
to  stand  the  climate. 

Evaporated  apricots,  dried  raisins, 
canned  pears,  peaches  apricots  and 
asparagus,  corn,  beans,  peas  in  cans 
find  a  sale  in  Japan.  Practically  all 
canned  frui.s  are  imported  from  Cali- 
fornia. Canadian  fruit  canners  should 
make  a  note  of  this,  with  a  view  of 
pushing  to  the  front.  Northern  fruits 
will  win  every  time,  when  it  comes  to 
flavour.  The  same  can  be  said  of 
vegetables. 

The  brands  of  butter  that  enjoy  a 
good  sale  are;  Australian  butter,  Dan- 
ish, French  Holland,  Aiii'^rican.  The 
usual  sizes  of  packages  are  i  and 
2  pound  tins,  both  square  and  round.

FOREIGN  CHAMBERS 
OF  COMMERCE. 

Foreign  chambers  of  Commerce  are 
of  Austro-Hungarian  origin,  for  in  1870 
the  first  Austro-Hungarian  chamber  or 
commerce  was  opened  in  Constanti- 
nople ;  afterwards,  similar  institutions 
were  opened  in  Alexandria,  Paris  and 
London.  In  the  spring  of  1903  an 
Austro-Hungarian  chamber  of  com- 
merce was  opened  in  Melbourne.  The 
English,  adopting  the  example  of  the 
Austrians,  founded  a  chamber  of  com- 
merce in  Paris.  The  Austrians  have 
been  far  surpassed  in  the  number  of 
these  institutions  by  the  English,  who 
now  have  thirty  in  foreign  countries 
and  one  hundred  in  their  own  colon- 
ies The  United  States  have  chambers 
of  commerce  in  Paris,  Brussels,  Lon- 
don, Berlin,  Sydney  and  Shanghai. 
The  first  North  American  chamber  of 
commerce  was  founded  in  the  seven- 
ties. The  development  of  the  French 
foreign  chambers  of  commerce  has 
been  satisfactory.  France  has  29 — 
three  are  in  the  Orient,  Constantinople 
Smyrna  and  Alexandria,  and  the  others 
are  found  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  It 
was  to  aid  the  growing  trade  of  France 
with  eastern  Asia  and  South  America 
that  the  French  chambers  of  commerce 
were  founded  in  those  countries.  Of 
the  other  countries,  Holland  has  more 
than  seven,  Spain  three,  and  Italy  and 
Belgium  two  each  ;  Germany  has  but 
one  foreign  chamber  of  commerce  [in 
Brussels]  Russia  has  two,  in  Paris 
and  Alexandria.  Several  cities  have  a 
number  of  foreign  chambers  of  com- 
merce ;  for  instance,  London  has  one 
each  for  Austria  Hungaria,  the  United 
States,  Belgium,  France,  the  Nether- 
lands, Italy  and  Spain.

eDITORIAL 


TORONTO  TELEPHONE 
CONTRACT. 

We  have  before  us  a  copy  of  the 
agreement  which  the  City  Council  has 
decided  shall  form  the  basis  of  any 
competitive  telephone  franchise  in 
Toronto.  We  cannot  say  that  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  aldermen  to  perpetu- 
ate the  "  Bell "  monopoly,  but  they 
certainly  have  not  shown  any  anxiety 
to  provide  the  citizens  with  a  better 
and  cheaper  service:  On  the  contrary 
they  have,  whether  intentionally  or  not, 
placed  every  obstacle  in  the  way  of 
introducing  independent  telephones 
which  could  possibly  be  devised  with- 
out actually  giving  an  exclusive  fran- 
chise to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company- 
Even  now  there  are  those  who  lament 
the  loss  of  the  $20,000  per  annum 
which  the  company's  local  manager 
offered  for  a  five  year  exclusive  fran- 
chise, oblivious  of  the  fact  that  this 
payment  would  be  none  other  than  a 
bribe  for  the  privilege  to  exact  an 
additional  $60,000  per  annum  from 
the  telephone  users  of  Toronto.  For 
this  reason  it  behoves  the  retail  mer- 
chants to  stand  firm  and  see  to  it  that 
the  unreasonable  conditions  included 
in  the  proposed  telephone  agreement 
are  not  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of 
the  introduction  of  a  cheaper  and  bet- 
ter seivice. 

These  conditions,  as  they  at  present 
stand,  do  not  off^r  any  inducement  to 
companies  to  introduce  a  competitive 
system.  The  aldermen  seem  to  have 
lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  any  company 
offering  to  relieve  the  citizens  from  the 
Bell  monopoly  and  provide  a  cheaper 
and  more  efficient  telephone  service, 
is  conferring  a  benefit  on  the  commu 
nity.  Furthermore,  the  establishment 
of  a  new  telephone  system  of  say 
1 5,000  subscribers  will  entail  the  spend- 
ing of  at  least  one  and  a  half  million 
dollars  and  the  employment  of  a  large 
number  of  men  for  some  years,  in 
addition  to  a  large  permanent  staff,  all 
of  which  would  be  of  great  value  to 


the  city.  Such  a  one-sided  agreement 
as  that  proposed  shows  that  either  the 
aldermen  do  not  appreciate  the  situa- 
tion, or  else  their  intention  is  to  keep 
out  competition.  It  is  perfectly  clear 
that'the  more  arbitrary  the  comditions 
imposed,  the  greater  the  risk  to  invest- 
ors putting  their  money  into  the  under- 
taking, and  hence  the  rates  quoted 
must  of  necessity  be  proportionately 
higher.  It  is  inconceivable'  that  any 
body  of  capitalists  will  undertake  the 
investment  of  over  one  million  dollars, 
with  the  prospect  at  the  end  of  ten 
years  of  having  to  choose  between 
accepting  any  terms  the  city  council 
of  that  day  might  propose,  or  taking 
up  their  plant  and  selling  it  for  junk. 
The  proposition  as  at  present  set  forth 
is  an  impossible  one,  looked  at  from 
the  investor's  standpoint,  and  when  the 
time  arrives  for  the  opening  of  tenders, 
the  Board  of  Control  will  no  doubt  be 
convinced  upon  this  point,  and  will  be 
disposed  to  agree  to  some  modification 
of  the  conditions  which  will  adequately 
safeguard  the  citizen's  rights,  and  at 
the  same  time  be  acceptable  to  the 
successful  tenderer. 

Furthermore,  no  reliable  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  construction  can  be  made, 
unless  it  is  known  beforehand  what 
proportion  of  the  plant  must  be  under- 
ground and  what  overhead.  The 
change  which  renders  it  necessary  to 
make  separate  application  for  locating 
on  every  street  or  lane,  and  the  possi- 
bility of  new  conditions  being  attached 
from  time  to  time  in  each  permit,  is 
one  that  might  entail  an  expenditure 
of  capital  never  anticipated. 

It  would  certainly  be  fair  to  renew 
the  franchise  on  the  same  terms  if  the 
city  does  not  take  over  the.plant  ;  and 
in  the  event  of  the  latter  course  being 
adopted,  the  company  should  be  paid 
a  fair  amount  based  on  the  value  of 
the  business  as  a  dividend  earner,  rea- 
sonab'e  allowance  being  made  for  de- 
preciation and  the  estimated  life  of  the 
plant. 


The  forfeiture  clause  as  it  now  stands 
is  capable  of  such  construction  that  a 
company  might  easily  lose  its  property 
at  the  hands  of  an  unreasonable  coun- 
cil, for  some  act  which  was  never  in- 
tended to  come  within  its  meaning. 
The  very  fact  that  a  purchasing  com- 
pany would  be  compelled  to  operate 
under  the  conditions  and  rates  em- 
bodied in  the  agreement,  and  the  fur- 
ther fact  that  the  municipality  has  the 
right  to  purchase  and  operate  the  sys- 
tem, should  be  sufficient  safeguard  for 
the  citizens.  It  would  in  any  event 
surely  be  sufficient  penalty  to  lose  the 
franchise  and  forfeit  the  cash  deposit 
or  bond,  without  the  city  seeking  to 
confiscate  the  company's  property. 

The  condition  that  all  instruments 
shall  at  all  times  be  of  the  most  modern 
type,  and  the  fact  that  the  City  Engin- 
eer, who  is  not  an  electrical  engineer, 
is  to  be  the  sole  judge  on  this  point, 
as  also  upon  the  quality  of  service,  is 
hardly  satisfactory.  In  case  of  a  dis- 
pute arising,  it  would  surely  be  better 
to  submit  the  case  to  the  juegment  of 
fully  qualified  independent  telephone 
engineers.  But  after  all,  the  city  has 
little  to  fear  on  this  point,  as  the  ex- 
istence of  competition  is  a  better 
guarantee  of  good  service  than  any 
conditions  the  city  might  impose. 

The  City  Controllers  admit  that  the 
terms  of  the  proposed  agreement  are 
very  onerous,  but  they  point  out  that 
the  City  Council  would  not  be  unrea- 
sonable in  their  dealings  with  a  com- 
petitive telephone  company,  and  that 
no  undue  advantage  would  be  taken  of 
any  of  the  rights  which  the  City  may 
have  under  their  agreement.  That, 
however,  is  not  the  point.  A  company 
which  accepts  an  agreement,  must  be 
prepared  to  live  up  to  it  in  every  de- 
tail. It  cannot  afford  to  live  from  day 
to  day  with  the  knowledge  that  the 
city  can,  if  it  so  chooses,  enforce  heavy 
penalties  or  perhaps  cancel  the  fran- 
chise in  the  event  of  some  dispute 
arising  which  may  be  entirely  foreign 
to  the  terms  of  the  franchise. 

Wiihout  in  any  way  adversely  criti- 
cising the  city,  it  is  nevertheless  a  fact 
that  there  is  not  a  public  utility  com- 
pany in  Toronto,  either  Gas,  Electric 
Light,  Street  Railway,  or  Telephone^ 
with  which  the  city  is  not  or  has  only 
recently  been  engaged  in  litigation 
with.    That  being  so,  a  competitive

to  live  up  to  every  line  of  the  agree- 
ment which  it  enters  into,  or  expect 
to  have  a  lawsuit  on  its  hands.  Now 
is  the  time  to  have  the  objectionable 
features  removed,  and  the  agreement 
so  modified  that  it  can  be  lived  up  to 
without  fear  or  favor  from  any  one. 
If  the  City  Council  is  sincere  in  its 
desire  for  an  independent  telephone 
system,  they  will  do  this  when  it  is 
found  that  the  only  alternative  is  a 
continuance  of  the  Bell  monopoly. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  we 
regret  to  note  the  disinclination  of  the 
Board  of   Control  to  entertain  the 
granting  of  a  franchise  including  elec- 
tric lighting.    In  the  face  of  the  offer 
made  by  the  "  Stark"  Telephone  Light 
and  Power  System,  we  are  at  a  loss  to 
understand  why  this  should  be.  The 
supply  of  cheap  light  is  equally  impor- 
tant, if  not  more  so,  with  that  of  cheap 
telephones,  and  if  the  "  Stark"  system 
the  commercial  practicabiHty,  which  the 
company  propose  to  demonstrate  in 
the  course  of  a  month's  time  proves 
successful,   every   effort   should  be 
made  to  have  it  introduced  in  Toronto. 
It  is  important  that  no  agreement  shall 
be  made  with  any  company  until  this 
new  system  has  been  thoroughly  investi- 
gated in  public  use,  for  if  cheaper  light 
can  be  obtained  in  combination  with 
a  competitive  telephone  service  the 
opportunity   should  not  be  allowed 
to  pass.

FOSTERING  OF  STUDIES. 

Desire  for  truth  is  an  indispensable 
part  of  the  moral  equipment  of  every 
person  connected  with  a  business.  If 
it  is  not  mborn  in  a  man,  it  very  often 
can  be  drilled  into  him,  to  a  certain 
extent,  by  his  co-workers,  and  as  ex- 
perience and  observation  have  taught 
that  the  pursuit  of  studies  greatly  influ- 
ences the  moral  nature  and  awakens 
and  fosters  the  desire  for  truth,  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  inculcate  a  desire 
for  knowledge  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  surround  us. 

If  a  boy  who  is  thrown  into  the  world 
without  guide  or  training  and  with  no 
regular  schooling  drifts  into  the  store  of 
a  Merchant,  the  latter  should  foster 
and  encourage  any  tendency  to  collect 
knowledge,  which  the  boy  may  mani- 
fest, and  whatever  the  result  may  be,  so- 


ciety will  put  the  stamp  of  its  highest  ap- 
proval on  any  encouragement  given 
in  this  direction. 

Unfortunately  there  are  some  who 
affect  to  believe,  that  the  pursuit  of 
studies  stifles  the  feelings,  dwarfs  the 
moral  nature,  and  is  not  calculated  to 
promote  a  high  tone  of  mind.  Such 
a  belief  however  is  not  supported  by 
the  example  of  many  illustrous  charac- 
ters, who  adorn  the  pages  of  history.

BRITISH  ~  CRITERION  OF 
PROSPERITY. 

Except  in  so  far  as  facts  and  statis- 
tics speak  for  themselves,  it  is  no  easy 
matter  to  correctly   represent  actual 
conditions.    One  cannot  be  too  careful 
in  estimating  the  value  of  opinions  ex- 
pressed by  newspapers,  trade  journals, 
and  managers  of  manufacturing  plants. 
It  is  not  meant  to  say  that  they  are 
intentionally  misleading  or  that  there 
is  any  other  purpose  on  the  part  of  the 
press  or  managers  of  great  works  than 
to  say  exactly  what  they  think.  But 
the  mental  habit  of    measuring  con- 
ditions in  this  new  century  by  those  of 
the  old   days,   when   British  manu- 
facturers had  little  competition  to  meet 
anywhere  and  profits  were  enormous 
has  imparted  a  pessimistic  color  to  all 
comment  on  industry  and  commerce. 
The  monopoly  they  long  enjoyed  at 
home  and  in   many   outside  markets 
having  come  to  an  end,  the  require- 
ment  of  vaster   production   at  much 
lower  prices  to   make  industries  pay 
renders  vivid  the  memory  of  the  easy- 
going times  of  prosperity  and  gives  a 
distorted  view  of  the  existing  situation. 
In  fact,  the  chief  apparent  danger  to 
British  manufacturers    in  important 
branches  lies  in  their  reluctance  to  turn 
away  from  the  past  and  forget  all  about 
it  and  to  face  the  present  and  future — 
face  the  necessity   for  bringing  their 
equipment  up. to  date.    They  have  lost 
ground,   and  will   continue  to  loose 
ground,  for  their  rivals  in  the  industrial 
field  are  formidable,  but  if  they  adopt 
advanced  scientific  methods  in  all  de- 
partments they  should  be  able  to  hold 
their  own.

Mr.  Beaumont  maintains  that  this  full 
exploitation  of  mechanical  traction 
would  show  financial  results  sufficient 
to  convince  the  most  energetic  opponent 
to  automobalism  that  it  is  a  force 
destined  to  have  far  reaching  results. 
He  proposes  for  England  a  number  of 
car  ways  covering  the  entire  country. 

Motor  roads  would  be  expensive  to 
build,  but  the  outlay,  he  claims,  re- 
quired by  the  most  extravagant  methods 
of  building  would  not  amount  to  a  frac- 
tion of  what  a  railway  costs  to  lay, 
leaving  the  rolling  stock  out  of  the 
question  altogether,  because  not  only 
would  such  roads  be  infinitely  cheaper 
to  build  per  mile  than  railoads,  but 
since  terminal  and  near  approaches  to 
towns  or  cities  are  rendered  unneces- 
sary there  is  no  need  to  expend  vast 
sums  in  purchasing  property  in  the 
heart  of  valuable  districts,  which 
is  necessary  in  railway  construction. 

A  motor  can  leave  the  road  at  either 
terminus  and  take  ordinary  roads  lead- 
ing to  any  point  in  a  city  or  its  suburbs, 
and  at  almost  any  point  along  the  way 
a  car  can,  of  course,  turn  off  and  travel 
on  the  regular  highways.    The  main 
object  of  a  car  road  is  to  take  abso- 
lutely the  shortest  and   most  direct 
route  between  two  given  points.  No 
deviation  whatever  is  made  to  include 
some  town  of  importance.    A  railroad 
track  laid  on  this  principle  would  be 
manifestly  absurd,  but  in  a  car  way  it 
matters  little.    A  car  bound  from  Lon- 
don to  Coventry  would  leave  the  way  at 
the  most  convenient  junction  for  the 
latter  city  (two  or  three  miles,  more  or 
less,  not  signifying),  while  if  the  route 
were  to  twist  and  contort  itself  to  in- 
clude all  important  areas  it  would  loose 
its  elTectiveness  ;  for  to  enable  the  motor 
car  to  prove  its  superiority  (convenience 
and  speed  united),  it   requires  every 
assistance  toward  the  consummation  o 
both,  which  is  exactly  what  the  function 
of  a  perfectly  straight  car  way  will  be 
to  provide. 

Mr.  Beaumont  claims  the  laying  of 
such  ways  is  not  only  practical,  but 
should  prove  an  excellent  and  paying 
investment  if  adequately  capitalized. 
Nor  is  the  capital  required  so  great  as 
might  be  supp  )sed.  He  proposes  a 
fbreadth  of  twenty-five  feet  to  permit  of 
our  cars  abreast,  leaving  pilenty  of 
room  between  them,  and  he  is  not  will- 
ing to  accept  the  proposals  made  by 
other  people,  who  have  argued  that  a 
cycle  track  be  laid  alongside. 

An  important  question  is  that  of  pav- 
ing, and  there  are  four  systems  which 
may  be  considered,  viz  :  wood,  brick, 
asphalt,  macaduni,  and  concrete.

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EDUCATION. 

The  new  education  code  of  Ontario 
which  places  emphasis  upon  personal 
instruction  and  the  development  upon 
the  scholar's  po\vers  of  observation, 
can  be  endorsed  tor  obvious  reasons. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  classical 
system  of  education  largely  influences 
and  develops  the  mental  power,  it 
must  be  remembered  this  country, 
which  is  in  a  formative  stage,  requires 
pre  eminently  a  technical  system  which 
will  produce  as  a  concrete  result  prac- 
tical men,  who  will  be  eminent  in  the 
different  forms  of  applied  science.  The 
system  should  be  flexible  so  as  to  a- 
dapt  itself  rapidly  to  the  needs  of 
manufacturing  and  commerce. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  the 
whole  standard  of  education  in  the 
Provinces  should  be  as  high  as  possi- 
ble as  office  and  factory  require  well 
prepared  men,  for  since  modern  ma- 
chinery and  modern  metnods  of  busi- 
ness have  been  employed,  each  manu- 
facturer, jobber  and  retailer  has  been 
forced,  by  stern  necessity,  to  put  more 
study  and  more  energy  into  his  busi- 
ness to  keep  pace  with  the  strenuous 
commercial  tendency  of  the  times. 

We  should  not  rely  too  much  on 
great  natural  resources  and  rest  in 
fancied  security,  for  what  is  the  best  to 
day  may  be  made  better  or  cheaper  by 
a  rival  to-morrow,  with  a  human  plant 
of  more  scientifically  trained  brains.

BELGIAN  FIREARMS. 

The  manufacture  of  firearms,  com- 
plete or  in  part,  is  the  traditional  in-  . 
dustry  of  the  Province  of  Liege. 
Whether  the  people  of  Liege  hold  the 
secret  of  turning  out  a  prime  quality  of 
gun  barrel  or  other  integral  part  of  the 
arm,  or  not,  it  remains  nevertheless  an 
established  fact  that  no  other  barrel  of 
corresponding  make  and  value  can 
stand  the  strain  of  the  severe  test  put 
upon  jt  as  well  as  the  Liege  gun  barrel. 
Every  barrel  must,  under  the  law,  suc- 
cessfully withstand  the  government  test 
before  it  is  admitted  for  sale.  The  gun 
barrels  are  made  by  the  workmen  in 
their  own  homes,  and  are  delivered  to 
the  merchants,  who  combine  the  parts 
for  the  markets.  It  is  said  that  no  less 
than  50,000  men,  women  and  children 
are  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  gun 
barrels.  This  system  of  buying  from 
the  people  lessens  the  responsibility  of 
the  manufacturer,  for  if  the  barrel  fails 
to  withstand  the  test  the  workman  and 
not  the  manufacturer  is  the  looser.  The 
material  for  manufacturing  the  gun 
barrels  or  other  parts  of  firearms  is 
oftentimes  supplied  by  the  manufac- 
turer, who  sometimes  gets  his  barrels 


roughly  made  and  completes  them 
himself. 

It  is  the  universal  understanding  that 
the  United  States  and  Canada  are  the 
best  markets  for  the  cheap  grade  of 
guns,  and  there  is  a  double  barreled 
gun  called  at  Liege  the  "American.'' 
It  is  estimated  that  in  the  Province  of 
Liege  about  150,000  pairs  of  gun  barrels 
were  manufactured  during  the  year 
1902,  part  of  which  were  sent  to  the 
United  States  rough  bored,  to  be 
finished  there. 

There  is  quite  a  controversy  on  as  to 
the  better  quality  of  gun  barrel— the 
Damascus  or  the  steel.  The  Damascus 
is  manufactured  only  at  Nessonvaux, 
near  Liege,  while  the  steel  barrel  is 
made  in  Liege.  One  argument  in  favor 
of  the  Damascus  barrel  is  that  in  case 
of  an  explosion  there  is  less  liability  of 
injury  than  with  the  steel  barrel. 
Muzzle  loading  guns  are  sent  in  large 
quantities  from  Liege  to  South  America 
while  the  flint  lock  is  made  for  export 
to  South  Africa. 

The  rifle  barrel  manufactured  in 
Liege  is  not  exported  to  the  United 
States  in  great  quantities,  on  account 
the  duty  thereon.  Revolvers  are  turned 
out  in  great  numbers  and  are  shipped 
to  all  parts  of  the  world.  It  is  estimated 
that  600,000  were  manufactured  in 
Liege  last  year. 

*   *  *• 

FRUIT  CROP  IN  ENGLAND. 

A  very  decided  drought  has  set 
in,  extending  over  almost  the 
whole  of  England,  and  has  been 
more  severe  in  the  north  of  Eng- 
land than  in  any  other  part.  This 
has  almost  ruined  the  raspberry 
crop,  and  there  will  be  a  decided 
shortage  of  this  fruit  in  England. 
Raspberry  jam  is  used  most  ex- 
tensively in  that  country,  and 
there  will  be  an  extremely  brisk 
demand  for  this  product  from 
Canada. 

Apparently  there  will  be  quite  a 
small  crop  of  plums  in  England, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  good 
Canadian  plums  should  not  be 
shipped  there.  Especially  would 
this  apply  to  the  larger  and  finer 
varieties  of  Canadian  plums.  They 
should  be  sent  in  boxes  and  well 
packed.  Possibly  it  might  be 
necessary  to  pack  each  plum 
rolled  in  tissuepaper,  but  even 
with  this  extra  trouble  the  ship- 
ping of  this  fruit  should  be  ex- 
tremely remunerative.  The  above 
remarks  will  also  apply  to  pears,- 
which^are  always  in  great  demand. 
Last  year  there  were  over  60,000 


tons  of  raw  plums  and  pears  im- 
ported into  England.  Of  these, 
the  larger  quantities  of  peaffs  were 
sent  to  France,  Belgium  and  the 
United  States,  and  of  plums  from 
France,  Germany  and  Holland. 
The  United  States  sent  about 
6,000  tons  of  plums  and  pears, 
while  Canada  shippled  less  than 
200  tons. 

The  apple  crop  of  England  will 
be  much  lighter  than  expected  and 
much  below  an  average  crop,  and 
a  large  portion  of  English  apples 
will  be  made  into  cider.  The  de- 
mand for  Canadian  cider  is  in- 
creasing every  day  and  for  the 
Canadian  exporter  there  are  vast 
possibilities  in  the  English  market 
for  this  product.  Last  year  the 
United  States  exported  into  Great 
Britain  about  250,000  gallons  of 
cider.  The  price  for  Canadian 
cider  in  England  is  at  present, 
wholesale,  from  40  to  42  cents  per 
gallon  in  40  gallon  casks,  and  from 
62  to  65  cents  per  gallon,  retail.

ENGLAND'S   TRADE   IN    COLONIAL    AND  FOREIGN 

BUTTERS. 


The  London  Times  some  time  ago  discussed  the  butter  supply  of  Great 
Britain,  and  went  into  tlie  matter  quite  extensively. 

Below  are  the  British  imports  of  Butter  for  the  years  from  1894  to  1903, 
giving  the  totals  from  the  col  mies  and  from  other  sources  :

With  the  Australian  and  New  Zealand  butters  coming  in  the  winter  season  in 
Great  Britain,  the  prices  have  been  very  much  equalized  during  the  season,  rather 
than  having  them  at  a  very  low  ebb  during  the  flush  seasons  in  the  northern 
hemispheres,  and  at  a  v.ry  high  range  during  the  short  season  of  production  during 
the  winter.  The  Times  discussed  this  particular  point  and  concluded  that  this  is 
one  of  the  reasons  why  there  has  been  so  great  an  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
butter  per  capita  in  Great  Britain.    The  Times  said  : 

As  regards  quality,  there  is  much  leeway  to  be  made  up  before  Canadian 
butter  can  be  placed  upon  British  markets  as  perfect  as  it  should  be.  Large 
quantities  of  the  Canadian  article  when  first  made  are  probably  not  inferior  to 
Australia 'and  New  Zealand  butter,  but  as  very  little  of  it  makes  as  good  prices  on 
our  markets  it  would  seem  that  deterioration  takes  place  between  manufacture  and 
consumption. 

The  one  great  difference  between  the  manufacture  of  Australian  and  Canadian 
butter  is  this  :  In  Canada  butter  is  made  for  rapid  consumption  and  therefore  not 
enough  regard  is  paid  to  its  keeping  qualities,  while  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand, 
special  care  and  atteiltion  are  given  to  the  keeping  qualities  of  all  butters  for 
expoit.  In  Canada  the  government  authorities  appear  adverse  to  the  use  of  baron 
compounds,  which,  if  used  in  proper  qualities,  are  perfectly  i.inocuous  to  the 
health,  if  not  even  beneficial.  Their  use  has  now  been  legalized  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  they  possess  marvellous  powers  of  preserving  butter  from  under- 
going any  deteriorating  change  for  many  months  A.noiher  improvement  would 
be  for  Canadian  manufacturers  to  make  the  butter  drier,  as  dryness  undoubtedly 
tends  to  improve  its  keeping  qualities.  The  Canadian  butter  box  is  not  quite 
strong  enough,  and  should  be  made  of  thicker  wood.  The  lining  of  each  box  with 
tasteless  and  odorless  paraffin  wax  is  not  possessed  by  the  Australian  and  New 
Zealand  boxes.  But  much  of  the  parchment  paper  used  in  Canada  is  not  genuine, 
and  the  imitation  stuff  should  be  discarded. 

The  hints  as  to  making,  preserving,  packing,  etc.,  ought  to  teach  Canadian 
butter  makers  how  best  to  succeed,  not  only  in  the  markets  of  England,  but  in  all 
pirts  of  the  world  to  which  Canada  is  sending  butter.  When  it  is  pointed  out, 
that  Denmark  is  adding  millions  to  her  annual  exports  of  butter  by  scientific 
manipulation  the  value  of  lessons  like  the  foregoing  becomes  apparent.  Under 
co-operation  and  scientific  handling  Denmark  increased  its  butter  exports  from 
$5,000,000  in  1882  to  $29  000,000  in  1900. 


FOREIGN  TRADE  OF  CANADA. 

The  aggregate  foreign  trade  of 
Canada  last  year,  consisting  of  the 
total  imports  and  total  exports  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30th  last,  is 
estimated  to  amount  to  $473,000,000, 
as  compared  with  $467,000,000  for 
the  previous  year,  an  increase  in  round 
numbers  of  $6,000,000.  On  the  basis 
of  imports  entered  for  consumption 
and  domestic  exports  the  increase 
would  be  $1,682,986.  There  was  a 
falling  off  in  domestic  exports  for  ttie 
year  just  closed  amounting  to 
$15,987,235.  In  the  exports  of 
foreign  goods  from  Canada  there  was 
an  increase  of  $4,000,000.  The  de- 
crease of  domestic  exports  is  very 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
there  was  a  large  decrease  in  the 
export  of  wheat.  In  1904  we  ex- 
ported only  16,779,028  bushels,  as 
compared  with  32,985,745  bushels  in 
1903.  There  was  also  a  large  falling 
off  in  the  export  of  hay,  and  a  decrease 
in  the  export  of  eggs.  The  export  of 
butter  decreased  by  100,000  pounds. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  export  of 
cheese  shows  a  gain  of  300,000  pounds.

HAMILTON,  ONTARIO. 
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GENERAL  CROP  PROSPECTS. 

During  the  month  of  August  weather 
conditions  are  being  anxiously  watched 
by  farmers  and  all  those  interested  in 
the  crops.  In  Ontario  an  immense  hay 
crop  is  in  sight.  The  wheat  crop  will 
be  poor,  yielding  only  half  the  usual 
crop.  Oats  will,  "however,  come  out 
well.  Barley  in  some  sections  was 
coloring  from  dew  and  rain  and  will  be 
of  a  poor  quality.  Pease  had  all  the 
rain  they  wanted. 

A  very  fine  crop  is  looked  for  in  the 
west,  if  the  weather  does  not  interfere. 
A  good  condition  of  wheat  throughout 
the  west  is  reported.  Along  the  main 
line  of  the  CP.  R.  crops  are  looking 
well.  The  weather  was  favorable,  no 
rains  were  along  the  line  except  some 
local  occasional  showers  and  prospects 
are  bright  for  a  good  harvest,  with  the 
exception  of  Southern  Alberta  where 
the  wheat  is  gone,  but  a  good  yield  of 
sugar  beets  is  expected  there. 

The  immigrants  that  have  come  out 
this  year  are  a  better  class  than  those 
who  have  come  out  for  many  years. 
They  all  have  some  money  and  are 
prepared  to  make  a  better  stand  in  the 
country. 

The  total  crops  of  wheat  in  1903  in 
Manitoba  and  the  North-West  Terri- 
tories was  52,320,000  bushels,  of  which 
there  yet  remains  to  come  forward 
720,000  bushels.  The  following  are 
the  figures :  Inspected  to  date 
37,600,000  bushels;  in  store,  country 
points  650,000  bushels;  in  transit  not 
inspected  70,000  bushels,  marketed  to 
datfe  38,320,000  bushels,  used  for  seed 
7,500,000  bushels,  used  by  country  mills 
6,500,000.  Total  52,320,000  bushels, 
to  which  the  territories  contributed 
about  10,000,000  bushels.  The  aver- 
age yield  per  acre  this  year  will  exceed 
that  of  last  year  and  the  North  west 
harvest  might  this  year  aggregate 
75,000,000  bushels  of  wheat,  since 
there  are  300,000  acres  more  sown 
with  the  wheat.  The  value  per  bushel 
will  be  higher  than  last  year,  and 
$7,500,000  more  than  last  year  are  ex- 
pected to  be  realized  for  the  present 
crop  in  the  North-west.  If  the  value  of 
other  products  is  estimated  at25,ooo,ooo 
the  total  value  of  all  produce  in  the 
North  west  this  year  might  be  60,000,- 
000. 

Europe  will  need  more  wheat  this 
year  than  in  1903,  because  the  wheat 
crops  in  Austria,  Southern  Russia  and 
Eastern  Germany  suffered  on  account 
of  unfavorable  weather.  The  wheat 
crop  in  India  is  a  very  gooJ  one.  The 
yield  is  20  per  cent,  above  that  of  last 
year,  but  the  area  under  cultivation  is 


not  so'great  as  during  the  early  nineties. 

Canada  should  reap  one  of  the  finest 
harvests  ever  had,  if  the  weather  con- 
ditions will  Continue  favorable  for  some 
weeks  to  come  The  report  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  promises  a 
medium  to  full  crop  of  Fall  apples.  In 
the  apple  sections,  from  which  the  bulk 
of  the  winter  fruit  will  be  obtained  for 
exports  the  crop  is  not  as  large  as  last 
year,  but  may  be  classed  as  light  to 
medium.  The  reports  from  Europe 
generally  show  a  very  large  crop  of 
fruit,  that  will  come  into  direct  compe- 
tition with  our  Fall  varieties,  and  may 
slightly  affect  the  market  for  winter 
fruit,  but  up  to  the  present  time 
European  fruit  has  not  competed 
seriously  with  our  best  keeping  varieties. 
The  apple  crop  in  Canada  appears  to 
be  singularly  free  this  year  from  the 
attacks  of  insects  and  fungous  diseases. 
It  is  quite  probable  that  the  codling 
moth  will  not  be  a  serious  pest,  but 
there  are  indications  that  the  spot  may 
yet  develop  to  a  slight  if  not  a  dangerous 
degree. 

Pears  except  in  British  Columbia, 
will  be  a  light  crop.  Peaches  and 
plums  are  almost  an  absolute  failure, 
except  in  a  few  favored  sections  where 
the  winter  did  not  materially  affect 
them.  The  grape  crop  will  be  fairly 
good,  but  in  the  large  producing  dis- 
tricts of  the  Niagara  Peninsula  black 
rot  has  shown  to  a  serious  extent. 
Cherries  and  currants  are  a  full  crop. 
The  export  trade  for  Canadian  and 
American  Fall  apples  will  be  somewhat 
restricted,  but  owing  to  the  better 
quality  of  our  apples  they  will  still  have 
the  preference  in  the  European  markets. 
There  will  be  the  necessity,  however, 
of  rigidly  excluding  all  second  quality 
fruit.  The  supply  of  good  winter 
stock  of  apples  suitable  for  the  British 
market  during  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March  is  not  excessive, 
and  it  seems  reasonable  to  expect  that 
the  demand  will  be  almost  equal  to 
that  of  last  year. 

The  yield  of  the  tobacco  crop  this 
year  is  believed  to  exceed  6,000,000 
pounds  and  the  price  may  probably 
reach  ten  cents  a  pound. 

Our  American  neighbors  are  harvest- 
ing a  good  crop.  As  usual,  Kansas 
sent  out  its  call  for  twenty  thousand 
men  to  assist  in  harvesting  its  vast 
grain  crop.  The  total  crop  in  Kansas 
is  estimated  at  65,000,000  bushels  on 
6,242,987  acres.  Minnesota  comes  to 
the  front  with  81,000,000  bushels  for 
this  year.  The  corn  crop  in  Kansas  is 
more  than  twice  as  great  as  her  wheat 
crop  and  will,  it  is  thought,  amount  to 
about  170,000,000  bushels.  In  addition 
she  will  have  over  26,000,000  bushels  of 


rye,  over  5,000,000  bushels  of  potatoes 
and  about  3,000,000  tons  of  hay. 
We  hear  of  no  such  calls  for  twenty 
thousand  men  from  other  states,  for  the 
reason  that  Kansas  is  on  the  southern 
tier  and  harvests  her  crop  first.  As 
she  releases  men  they  are  in  time  to 
gather  the  gradually  ripening  crops 
north  to  the  North  Pole.  Away  up  in 
Manitoba  they  will  snap  up  the  last  of 
the  crops  just  as  the  cold,  frosty  blasts 
come  from  the  \rtic  through  Behring 
Sea,  down  the  Pacific  coast  and  over 
the  mountains  into  the  North-west 
Territories.  A  few  years  hence  they 
may  wander  still  further  north,  when 
Central  Alaska  has  five  million  acres 
devoted  to  wheat. 

Harvesting  in  Oklahoma  comes  and 
goes  before  it  begins  in  Kansas,  and 
this  year  Oklahoma  wheat  commenced 
arriving  in  Kansas  City  on  June  22nd 
just  as  Kansas  was  getting  ready  to  get 
to  work. 

-  The  estimated  wheat  crop  in  the 
States  will  be  635,000,000  bushels,  the 
oat  crop  800,000,000  bushels,  the  barley 
crop  132,000,000  bushels,  the  rye  crop 
30,000,000  bushels,  the  buckwheat  crop 
15,000,000  bushels,  the  potato  crop 
250,000,000  bushels,  the  hay  crop 
65,000,000  tons,  the  cotton  crop 
12,000,000  bales,  the  tobacco  crop 
1,000,000  pounds  and  the  corn  crop 
2,600,000,000  bushels.  The  total  value 
of  American  crops  of  all  kinds  this  year 
will  be  more  than  $3,000,000,000.

STORAGE  ON  FREIGHT. 

The  Grand  Trunk  and  Canadian 
Pacific  Railways  have  issued  a  circular 
to  freight  agents  and  shippers  regard- 
ing warehouse  storage.  Inwards  and 
outwards  warehouse  or  shed  freight 
will  be  stored  free  for  the  first  seventy- 
two  nours.  After  seventy-two  hours 
the  following  storage  charges  per  week 
or  portion  thereof  will  be  made.  [Ex- 
ception— Freight  in  bond  will  be  al- 
lowed six  working  days  free]  Freight 
stored  will  be  entirely  at  the  risk  and 
expense  of  the  owner.  Clauses  i,  2, 
3  and  4,  two  cents  per  100  pounds, 
and  clauses  5,  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10,  one 
cent  per  100  pounds.  The  classifica- 
tion of  freight  will  be  governed  by  the 
Canadian  freight  classification  mini- 
mum. Storage  charges  for  any  one 
consignment  to  be  five  cents.  The 
term,  "  warehouse  or  shed  freight,"  is 
to  be  understood  as  merchandise  usu- 
ally handled  in  the  railway  freight 
sheds  This  does  not  include  ware- 
houses owned  by  individuals  or  firms 
erected  on  the  property  of  the  railway 
company.

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PRACTICAL  APPLICATION  OF 
SCIENTIFIC  EDUCATION 
IN  GERMANY. 

The  Krupp  gun  industry  is  too 
familiar  to  need  description,  but  less 
known  is  the  discovery  by  a  German 
chemist,  by  the  name  of  Giebler,  of  a 
process  of  hardening  steel  which 
makes  it,  it  is  said,  fourteen  per  cent, 
stronger,  fifty  per  cent,  lighter,  and 
one-third  less  costly  than  the  Krupp, 
Harvey  or  Bochler  steel.  The  in- 
ventor will  not  sell  the  secret  of  the 
process  to  any  foreign  manufacturer, 
but  will  retain  it  for  the  benefit  of 
Germany.  This,  if  true,  will  give  that 
country  an  enormous  advantage  in 
naval  matters,  for,  with  a  lighter  hull, 
lighter  machinery,  and  lighter  guns,  a 
very  much  higher  rate  of  speed  can  be 
produced  for  a  given  consumption  of 
fuel,  which  means  also  an  enlarged 
steaming  distance. 

A  century  ago,  the  English  and 
French  makers  of  Sfientific  instruments 
were  far  in  advance  of  the  Germans. 
During  the  last  twenty  years,  all  this 
has  changed.  The  value  of  the 
exports  from  Germany  ot  scientific 
instruments  for  the  year  1898  was 
about  $1,250,000 — three  times  what  it 
was  in  1888— and.  the  work  gave 
employment  to  14,000  people. 

These  are  a  very  few  of  the  many 
instances  showing  the  close  connection 
between  the  scientific  education  of 
the  people  and  their  commercial 
prosperity. 

The  conclusions  to  be  arrived  at 
from  the  foregoing  are  not  so  much 
academic  as  economic  and  practical. 
In  Germany,  a  young  man  is  called 
upon  to  decide,  early  in  his  career, 
whether  he  will  take  a  classical  or  a 
scientific  course.  If  he  decides  to 
take  the  latter  he  goes  into  the 
"Real  Schule,"  or  lower  scientific 
school,  to  be  elevated  thence  to  the 
"Real  Gymnasium"  or  scientific  high 
school,   and   thence   to  the  'Toly- 


technicum,"  or  institute  of  technology, 
which  is  separate  from  the  universities. 
In  this  course  he  has  no  Greek  and 
only  a  moderate  amount  of  Latin  ;  but 
he  has  the  sciences,  engineering, 
mathematics,  modern  languages,  his- 
tory, and  a  mixture  of  practical  and 
theoretical  training  in  various  technical 
branches,  with  frequent  excursions  for 
the  purpose  of  inspection  of  work  in 
factories  and  public  enterprises.  The 
faculties  of  these  institutions  keep  in 
touch  with  the  manufactories,  and 
when  capable  young  men  graduate 
they  easily  find  situations.  This  is 
also  true  of  the  technical  high  schools, 
of  which  there  are  twenty-four,  which 
likewise  have  courses  in  engineering, 
architecture,drainage,  irrigation,  model, 
ing,  drawing,  chemistry,  modern 
languages,  history,  etc.  The  questions 
for  the  people  of  Canada  are  :  Is  our 
system  of  education  as  perfect  as  it 
should  be  ?  Have  we  sufficient 
scientific  education  of  the  best  grade, 
and  are  our  educational  institutions  in 
close  enough  touch  with  the  manu- 
factories to  supply  their  needs?  If 
not,  are  we  not  hampered  in  com- 
petition with  our  commercial  rival, 
which  enjoys  this  complete  co-opera 
tion  ? 

The  Imperial  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Industries  has  been  a  great 
assistance  to  the  German  manufacturer. 
It  has  been  an  intermediary  between 
the  educational  and  practical  work, 
guiding  the  one,  sustaining  the  other, 
and  providing  information  to  the 
manufacturer,  first  in  beginning  his 
industry,  later  in  expanding  it,  and 
finally  in  marketing  his  surplus.

THE  WORLD  S  SHIPPING. 

The  world's  shipping  totals  are 
18,467  steamers  of  28,632,684  tons  and 
10,823  sailing  vessels  of  6,156,505  tons. 
Of  these  8,787  steamers  of  14,866.527 
tons  and  2,463  sailing  vessels  of  1,714,318 
tons  are  British,  if  the  colonies  are  in- 
cluded. 


According  to  "  Lloyd's  Register  of 
Shipping"  7,699  steamers  of  13,999,218 
tons  and  1,537  sailing  vessels  of  1,392,132 
tons  are  owned  by  the  United  Kingdom. 
If  to  these  we  add  those  belonging  to 
the  colonies  1,088  steamers  of  867,3^9 
tons  and  926  sailing  vessels  of  322,186 
tons,  we  obtain  a  grand  total  of  8,787 
steamers  of  14,866,527  tons  and  2,463 
•  sailing  vessels  of  1,714,318  tons  as  the 
sum  formation  of  the  British  Empire's 
merchant  navy. 

Germany  owns  1,483  steamers  of 
2,891,867  tons  and  is  followed  by  the 
United  States  with  1,266  steamers  of 
2,440,794  tons.  Norway  has  in  recent 
years  displanted  France  from  third 
place  as  far  as  number  of  ships  goes, 
and  now  aggregates  1,038  steamships 
with  a  tonnage  of  1,017,248  France, 
however,  has  the  greater  tonnage  of 
1,252,457  with  755  steamships.  Fifth 
in  tonnage  is  Spain,  and  in  order  after 
her  come  Japan,  Holland,  Russia, 
Austria,  Sweden,  Denmark  and  Italy. 
A  great  advance  has  been  made  in 
recent  years  by  Austria  as  she  has  now 
gone  from  twelfth  place  to  ninth,  Italy 
having  fallen  from  sixth  to  twelfth.

FOREIGN  CROP  CUTLOOK. 

The  following  is  a  condensation  of 
foreign  crop  conditions  up  to  beginning 
of  August : 

United  Kingdom — The  wheat  harvest 
is  progressing  favorably.  The  first  lots 
of  new  wheat  are  reaching  the  mills, 
and  are  in  fine  condition. 

Germany— The  drought  continues 
generally  throughout  the  country. 

Russia— Reports  regarding  Spring 
wheat  in  the  East  are  favorable,  and 
in  the  South  east  fair. 

Roumania — The  recent  rains  have 
enabled  plowing  to  commence. 

Hungary — Is  buying  Roumanian 
wheat  freely  according  to  reports  from 
Buda  Pest.  The  rumored  suspension 
of  the  corn  duty  is  not  confirmed. 

France — In  the  northern  or  impor- 
tant wheat  territory,  reports  are  vari- 
able, but  a  portion  of  this  crop  is  cer- 
tainly shrivelled.  Elsewhere  thresh- 
ings are  disappointing,  and  the  yield  is 
short  in  quantity,  but  the  quality  is 
good.  Drought  is  endangering  the 
fodder  and  pasture  crops. 

Italy — An  official  crop  report  of  July 
31  states  that  the  drought  continues, 
also  that  wheat  threshing  returns  are 
unsatisfactory. 

Australia — ^Crop  reports  are  favor- 
able.

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CERAMIC  ART. 

On  the  day  when  man,  walking  upon 
the  clayey  soil,  softened  by  inundations 
or  rains,  first  observed  that  the  earth 
retained  the  print  of  his  footsteps,  the 
plastic  art  was  discovered  ;  and  when, 
lighting  a  fire  to  warm  his  limbs  or  to 
cook  his  food,  he  remarked  that  the 
surface  of  the  hearth  changed  its  nature 
and  its  colour,  that  the  reddened  clay 
became  sonorous,  imprevious,  and 
hardened  in  its  new  shape,  the  art  was 
revealed  to  him  of  making  vessels  fit  to 
contain  liquids. 

Pottery  is  divided  into  two  great 
classes.  The  first,  soft  paste,  may  be 
scratched  with  a  knife,  is  argillaceous, 
sandy  and  calcorous,  and  generally 
fusible  at  the  heat  of  a  porcelain 
furnace. 

The  second,  hard  paste,  cannot  be 
scratched  with  a  knife,  and  is  sub- 
divided into  two  sections  :  the  first  com- 
prises apague  pottery,  argilo-silicious, 
and  infusible,  the  second,  translucent 
pottery,  argilo-silicious,  alkaline  and 
fusible. 

The  paste  of  enamelled  pottery, 
called  common  faience,  majolica,  is 
composed  of  potter's  clay,  argillaceous 
mart  and  sand  ;  the  clay  is  washed. 
This  opaque  paste,  colored  or  whitish, 
of  earthly  fracture,  is  overlaid  with  an 
enamel.    It  is  twice  fired. 

The  fine  paste  of  hard  pottery  is  com- 
posed of  two  principal  elements  :  the 
one  infusible.  This  is  kavlin.  The 
other  alone  or  associated  with  plastic 
clay  or  magnesite  ;  the  other  fusible, 
is  composed  of  feldspar  or  other  stony 
minerals.  The  glaze  consists  of 
quartzose  felspar,  sometimes  alone, 
sometimes  combined  with  gypsium. 

The  decorations  of  translucent  hard 
pottery  are  generally  placed  above  the 
glaze ;  they  adhere  to  it  without  in- 
corporating themselves  ;  the  exceptions 
on  the  colors  which  go  under  or  in  the 
glaze,  and  bear  without  alteration  the 
temperature  of  140  °  of  Wedgwood 
The  glaze  of  the  soft  pastes  being,  on 
the  contrary,  fusible  at  a  low  tempera- 
ture, the  colors  incorporate  themselves 
in  it,  and  assume  softness  and  unctuo- 
usness. 

The  metals  used  to  enrich  porcelain 
are  gold,  silver  and  platina. 

The  basis  of  all  glass  is  silex  or  flint 
and  alkali,  there  being  two  opaque 
bodies,  which  when  fused  together  be- 
come transparent.  The  silex  is  fur- 
nished by  sand,  whose  principal  consti- 
tuent is  silica.  Alkalies  commonly 
used  in  making  glass  are  salts  of  soda 
or  potash  and  lime ;  sometimes  oxide 
of  lead  (litharge)  takes  the  place  of 
lime. 


Coarse  or  fine  sand  is  used  in  form- 
ing the  soda  glass  according  to  the 
variety  of  glass  reqnired,  whether 
crown,  sheet,  plate  or  common  plate 
glass.  The  lead  glass,  known  as  flint 
glass,  is  shaped  into  the  finer  works  of 
the  glass-blower,  being  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  superior  table  glasses, 
decanters,  etc.,  and  imitation  gems.  It 
possesses  greater  transparency  and  is 
more  brilliant  than  is  soda  glass. 

In  actual  making  of  the  glass  the  in- 
gredients are  first  thoroughly  mixed 
and  then  placed  in  the  furnace.  A 
continuously  high  temperature  is  nec- 
essary for  the  perfect  fusion  and  amal- 
gamation of  the  ingredients,  and  for 
the  expulsion  of  impurities,

Inven- 
tors and  scientists  have  been  busy  to  construct  these  patented  artificers,  the  patent 
being  owned  by  the  company,  the  chief  features  of  which  are,  that  the  fermentation 
is  all  carried  on  under  glass,  whereby  perfect  cleanliness  is  assured  and  the  escape 
of  all  the  delicate  ethers  is  prevented,  which'  contributes  to  the  vinegars  of  the 
Wilson,  Lytle,  Badgerow  Co.  the  exquisite  flavor,  that  spread  its  fame  from  Vancou- 
ver to  Halifax  and  created  a  universal  demand  for  the  product. 

The  shipping  room  is  on  the  ground  floor  and  well  equipped  with  labor-saving 
devices,  whereby  the  firm  is  put  in  a  position  to  ship  all  goods  on  the  day  the  order 
is  received,  of  which  fact  they  can  truly  be  proud. 

On  entering  the  cellar  the  visitor  feels  that  a  vinegar  famine  cannot  soon  be 
realized,  for  the  storage  tanks  are  seemingly  endless,  having  a  storing  capacity  equal- 
ling that  of  all  the  other  vinegar  factories  in  Canada  combined.  Every  drop  of  vine- 
gar manufactured  has  to  go  there  and  lie  and  age  for  from  one  to  two  years  before  it 
is  pumped  into  the  shipping  room  ready  to  be  marketed,  and,  considering  the  proper 
fermentation  as  well  as  the  lengthy  ageing,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  product  of  the 
factory  is  perfect. 

The  next,  to  be  seen  is  a  Malt  Vinegar  Brewery,  the  only  one  in  Canada  where 
vinegar  is  brewed  from  malt  alone,  on  exactly  the  same  principle  as  it  is  manufac- 
tured in  England. 

Not  to  be  overlooked  is  also  the  Cider  Vinegar  factory,  with  the  Golden  Syrup 
Vinegar  department,  a  special  brand  of  the  bouse,  which  has  a  very  large  sale. 

The  company  has  eight  to  ten  travelling  men  continuously  on  the  road,  covering 
Canada  from  one  end  to  the  other,  assisting  this  progressive  firm  to  keep  up  their 
pre-eminence  and  multiply,  even  in  scope,  their  present  business.

AN  INTERESTING  DISPLAY 

The  factory  of  the  National  Cash 
Register  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio,  was 
honored  with  a  visit  from  Cardinal 
Satolli  and  suite.  The  party,  which 
came  from  St.  Louis  on  a  special  train, 
inspected  theN.  C.  R.  factory,  investi- 
gated the  welfare  work  of  the  company, 
and  were  highly  impressed  by  all  that 
they  saw,  just  the  same  as  they  were 
attracted  by  the  concerns  exhibition  at 
the  St.  Louis  World's  Fair. 

The  N,  C.  R.  exhibits  at  St.  Louis 
surpass  in  number,  novelty,  beauty, 
size  and  variety   anything  previously 


made  by  the  Company.  Covering  a 
total  floor  space  of  about  3  700  square 
feet,  they  are  located  in  different 
buidings.  The  main  exhibit  is  in  the 
Liberal  Arts  Building,  in  Block  22, 
^*hich  is  about  in  the  centre  of  the 
building.  The  other  exhibits  are  in  the 
Educational,  the  Electrical  and  the 
Varied  Industries  Buildings. 

The  main  exhibit  fronts  46  feet  on 
the  main  aisle  and  33  feet  on  each  of 
the  side  aisles.  The  booth  was  done 
in  Ionic  style.  It  is  25  feet  in  height 
and  is  surmounted  by  a  dome.  A  pic- 
ture of  tha  factory  covers  the  rear  wall 
of  the  booth  and  gives  an  excellent 
view  of  the  plant. 


Owing  to  its  novel  style  of  archi" 
tecture  the  booth  in  the  Liberal  Arts 
Building  has  attracted  great  attention. 
One  hundred  and  ten  transparencies 
are  shown  in  this  booth.  Those  in  the 
outer  row  show  unusual  places  where 
registers  are  used.  Registers  for  foreign 
countries  are  in  this  exhibit,  and  trans- 
parencies of  the  second  and  third 
terrace  show  the  wonderful  growth  of 
the  business  and  the  various  depart- 
ments in  the  factory  and  offices. 

One  of  the  chief  features  of  the  main 
exhibit  is  the  two  show  windows  con- 
structed to  show  from  all  of  the  aisles. 
They  are  finished  in  harmony  with  the 
booth-  proper  and  provided  with  green 
silk  French  curtains  and  velvet  carpets. 
These  show  windows  contain  novel 
electrical  and  mechanical  displays  and 
have  attracted  much  attention  from 
visitors. 

In  the  outer  row  of  stands  along  the 
aisles,  six  mechanically  operated  regis- 
ters are  located.  Three  of  these  are 
the  No.  35  principle,  and  the  other 
three  are  the  No.  79  principle.  These 
six  registers  differ  from  all  other 
mechanical  registers  heretofore  shown 
by  the  Company,  in  that  they  do  not 
demonstrate  one  transaction  only  and 
repeat  the  same.  These  operate  five 
separate  transactions,  thus  demonstra- 
ting the  functions  of  the  register,  as  well 
the  entire  color  system. 

A  total  of  no  registers  are  shown  inthe 
main  booth,  and  in  addition  are  shown, 
a  number  of  old  machines,  by  means 
of  which  the  improvements  and  de- 
velopments on  the  machines  are  illus- 
trated. 

In  the  Electrical  Building  are  shown 
only  electrically  equipped  cash  regis- 
ters and  none  of  the  machines  to  be 
seen  here  have  ever  been  exhibited 
before  by  the  Company.  This  inter- 
esting and  instructive  exhibit  has  been 
made  possible  by  the  recent  perfect- 
ing of  the  adoption  of  electricity,  to 
register  of  both  No.  35  and  No.  79 
principle.  A  novel  mechanical  display 
to  be  seen  at  this  booth  is  the  life- 
size  wax  figure  ot  a  woman  who  oper- 
ates a  No.  79  machine.  This  register 
issues  a  check,  on  the  back  of  which  is 
reading  matter  referring  to  the  exhibit 
in  the  Liberal  Arts  Building. 

In  the  Educational  Building  the  ex- 
hibit occupies  a  floor  space  of  8x  22,  In 
the  center  of  this  booth  is  a  large  and 
very  handsome  oak  cabinet,  containing 
a  mechanical  album  which  operates 
electrically,  showing  eighty  pictures  of 
the  educational,  social  economy  and 
welfare  work  of  the  company.

VISIONS. 

Trade  in  groceries  during  July 
has  been  up  to  the  average,  and  a 
good  demand  is  reported  in  all 
lines.  Owing  to  the  annual  outing 
of  the  travellers  a  lull  during  the 
first  weeks  in  August  was  expected. 
Distant  orders  however  are  numer- 
ous and  things  are  looking  well. 
Sugar  experienced  a  raise.  Canned 
goods  are  reported  firm  Tea, 
cofTee,  syrups  and  molasses  con- 
tinue quiet.  Fish  of  all  kinds  are 
scarce.  The  demand  for  eggs  con- 
tinue, and  prices  are  firm.  Prices 
of  fl  lur  are  maintained,  however,  a 
rise  is  expected.  Fresh  meats 
continue  dull  and  quotations  for 
bacon  are  firm.  On  account  of 
difficulties  of  shipping,  receipts  of 
butter  are  falling  off.  Conditions 
in  the  cheese  market  are  unsatis- 
factory, and  shipments  are  nearly 
40  per  cent,  behind  what  they  were 
last  year.  The  green  fruit  busi- 
ness is  reported  to  be  lively  with 
plenty  of  arrivals  and  good 
demand. 

Machinery,    Hapdwape,  Etc. 

There  is  little  machinery  moving 
and  markets  continue  quiet.  In- 
quiries are  coming  in  inspite  of 
holiday  season,  and  the  outlook 
for  the  fall  is  reported  to  be  good. 

In  hardware  circles  trade  is  re- 
ported to  be  somewhat  brisker 
than  it  usually  is  at  this  time  of  the 
year.  Large  fall  orders  are  coming' 
in  from  retail  dealers  in  con- 
sequence of  the  bright  crop  pro- 
spects. Wholesale  dealers  reduced 
the  price  of  wire  nails.  There  is  a 
very  good  demand  for  sporting 
goods  and  ammunition,  and  retail- 
ers are  placing  orders  for  future 
delivery.  The  demand  in  harvest 
tools  is  steady,  and  a  fair  trade  has 
been  done  in  barb  wire. 

The  metal  market  is  quiet,  and 
little  business  is  being  done,  many 
buyers  being  away  on  their 
vacations.  The  outlook  for  the 
future  continues  to  be  bright  in 
view  of  the  good  crop  prospects. 
Cuttings  in  iron  pipe  and  fittings 
continues,  and  trade  is  being 
demoralized  in  those  lines. 

Woodenware  and  Toys. 

The  increase  in  the  duty  on  the 
■foreign  article  entering  this  coun- 
try, resulted  in  a  material  reduction 
in  quotations  of  woodenware  of 
Canadian  make. 

In  toys  there  are  several  novel- 
ties of  merit,  and  foreign  goods  are 


coming  in  all  the  time.  Dolls  are 
arriving  from  France,  Germany 
and  the  United  States,  and  a  large 
volume  of  business  is  expected  for 
the  Christmas  trade. 

Window  Glass. 

The  trade  in  window  glass  con- 
tinues good  and  an  active  demand 
with  firm  prices  is  reported.  There 
was  an  advance  expected  to  take 
place,  however,  nothing  of  such 
kind  did  occur. 

Paint  and  Oil. 

The  market  is  quite  active  for 
this  time  of  the  year,  that,  in  view 
of  the  bad  spring  trade,  is  a  satis- 
factory feature.  Carriage  and 
wagon  makers  and  agricultural 
implement  manufacturers  are  busy 
now,  and  using  colors,  paints  and 
varnishes  in  profussion. 

Linseed  oil  is  firm  and  turpen- 
tine continues  steady. 

Wallpapep. 

Among  the  new  samples  many 
novelties  can  be  found,  excelling 
last  years  creations  noticeably. 
The  new  ideas  are  expressed  in 
catchy  crown  and  panel  patterns, 
well  calculated  to  catch  the  eye 
of  the  customer.  Small  embossed 
patterns  and  such  of  fine  thread 
are  shown,  as  well  as  stripes  work- 
ed into  various  colors.  Glancing 
over  the  samples  more  floral 
designs  can  be  seen,  and  French 
effects  in  parlor  papers  are  another 
noticeable  feature.  While  French 
greys  are  not  scarce,  brown  is  the 
newest  color,  and  comes  Ip  all 
shades. 

Cotton. 

The  Government  announces  a 
crop  of  raw  cotton  of  11,500,000 
bales,  a  yield  of  about  a  million 
bales  above  the  average.  This 
plus  amount  will  surely  bring 
prices  down  at  some  time,  for  at 
present,  however,  and  the  immedi- 
ate future  there  will  be  no  re- 
duction, owing  to  the  very  small 
stock  of  raw  cotton  on  hand. 

Knitted  Goods. 

Snmmer  underwear  has  been 
moving  in  a  lively  manner  and  an 
increased  demand  for  fancy  hosiery 
is  in  existence.  Jobbers  are  satis- 
fied with  the  orders  obtained  for 
Fall  underwear.  The  demand  for 
sweaters  continues  good  and  the 
best  quality  of  woollen  knitted 
goods  is  in  increasing  demand. 


Dpess  and  White  Goods. 

The  cold  and  late  Spring  injured 
very  much  the  Spring  trade,  the 
Fall  orders,  however,  which  are 
now  all  in,  are  of  a  satisfactory 
volume,  and  some  very  good  ones 
were  received  from  the  northwest 
of  the  Dominion. 

In  a  very  short  time  travellers 
will  go  on  the  road  with  the  sample 
lines  of  whitewear  for  next  Spring, 
which  are  considered  to  be  very 
perfect  in  every  direction. 

Shoes. 

The  volume  of  the  Fall  trade 
does  not  quite  satisfy  the  manu- 
facturers, but  there  is  good  hope 
that  the  orders  taken  will  be  con- 
siderably increased  as  soon  as  the 
crop  question  becomes  settled. 
Manufacturers  are  now  preparing 
the  styles  for  next  Spring  and  the 
industry  is  showing  a  great  de- 
velopment, and  a  general  progress 
is  noticed. 

July  was  a  somewhat  quieter 
month  with  the  retail  trade.  Tans 
were  in  good  demand,  but  owing 
to  the  inability  of  the  manufac- 
turers and  jobbers  to  make  ship- 
ments, dealers  could  not  supply 
the  demand. 

Hides,  SIcins  and  Wool. 

A  strong  advance  has  taken 
place  in  buff  and  cowhides,  calf- 
skins and  sheepskins  and  the 
Chicago  market  continnes  strong 
in  packers'  as  well  as  country  hides 
as  a  consequence  ot  the  butchers' 
strike.  Calfskin  is  very  scarce. 
Great  quantities  of  the  best  selec- 
tion of  heavy  American  calf  skins 
are  being  sold  to  German  tanners, 
because  dealers  can  export  them 
and  make  a  profit  by  doing  so. 
Tanners  are  greatly  embarrassed 
on  account  of  the  higher  cost  of  raw 
stock  and  the  low  prices  at  which 
leather  continues  to  be  sold. 

Both  unwashed  wools  and  fleece 
wool  experienced  a  rise,  which  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  wools  in  the 
English  market  have  risen  10  per 
cent. 

Prices  have  advanced  from  i  to 
3  cents  over  last  month,  the  crop 
being  only  about  two  thirds  the 
average.  The  United  States  is 
trying  to  get  all  that  Canada  can 
spare  and  several  carloads  have 
been  shipped  to  that  market,  which 
is  just  as  firm  as  ours.

Tweeds  and  cheviot  finished 
worsteds  will  be  the  rnost  popular 
suitings  for  fall.  The  double 
breasted  coat  is  expected  to  be 
prominent  and  an  imported  novelty 
from  the  Uniced  States  is  the  slit 
in  the  back  of  coat.  The  cutaway 
coat  is  going  to  be  a  favorite  and 
overcoats  for  the  coming  Fall  will 
be  much  the  same  as  were  worn 
during  the  Spring. 

The  Milliner. 

inspite  of  the  long,  cold  spring 
both  the  retail  and  the  wholesale 
trade  have  had  a  splendid  season 
and  as  far  as  can  be  judged  at 
present  an  extremely  good  millin- 
ery season  ahead  is  expected.  The 
purchases  of  Canadian  buyers 
abroad  are  coming  in,  and  a 
marked  tendency  towards  better 
class  of  goods  is  noticeable.

FAILURES   IN  CANADA, 

k.  Y.  Dun  &  Co.  report  an  un- 
usually large  number  of  business 
failures  in  Canada  during  July, 
though  there  were  only  two  failures 
of  very  large  size.  Liabilities 
were  greatest  in  manufacturing 
failures,  and  most  numerous  in  the 
class  embracing  groceries,  meats, 
etc.  Total  commercial  defaults 
numbered  78,  with  an  indebted- 
ness of  $1,040,640,  against  70  last 
year  for  only  $389,683.  Manu- 
facturing failures  were  25  in  num- 
ber and  $647,864  in  amount,  com- 
pared with  21  last  year,  involving 
$226,220.  Trading  insolvencies 
numbered  52,  with  debts  of  .'539 [,- 
376,  against  47  for  $154,763  last 
year,  and  there  was  one  other  com- 
mercial failure  for  $  i  ,400,  compared 
with  two  for  $8  700  in  the  same 
month  last  year.

GOOD    OPENING    FOR  CANADIAN 
PRODUCTS   IN  ENGLAND. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the 
Chicago  meat  strike  Canada  has 
been  swamping  the  English 
markets  with  cargoes  of  cattle,  so 
that  meat  prices  instead  of  going 
up  experienced  a  diminution,  and  a 
still  further  fall  is  expected. 

The  meat  trust,  which  to  build 
up  it  took  the  packers  twenty 
years,  has  lost  control  of  a  large 
part  of  the  business.  The  ice 
handlers  and  ice  waggon  drivers 
have  refused  to  supply  ice  to 
refrigerator  cars  of  the  strike 
affected  packing  plants, and  without 
ice  the  packers  are  unable  to  ship 
meat  except  for  short  distances, 
and  export  becomes  therefore 
impossible.  The  live  stock  dealers 
are  doing  all  they  can  to  assist  in 
the  defeat  of  the  combination,  and 
the  public  is  supporting  the 
independent  plants,  which,  since 
the  strike  began  have  been  work- 
ing night  and  day,  and  this  trade 
will  hardly  ever  be  recovered  by 
the  trust. 

During  the  past  season  147,216 
head  of  cattle  were  shipped  from 
Montreal,  and  61,017  head  of 
sheep.  If  this  state  of  afTairs" 
across  the  boundary  continues 
meat  exports  from  Canada  this 
year  wilt  show  a  considerable  in- 
crease 

According  to  the  agricultural 
returns  for  1900  there  has  been  a 
steady  reduction  in  the  area  of  land 
under  cultivation  in  England,  and 
her  dependence  on  outside  sources 
of  food  supply  is  therefore  increas- 
ing. This  is  of  immense  import- 
ance for  Canada,  for  the  decrease 
in  acreage  of  land  under  the  plough 
means  large  markets  for  her  wheat. 
Why  should  Argentine  show  the 
greatest  increase  in  the  exports  to 
Great  Britain,  particularly  when 
the  bulk  of  her  exports  rival  those 
of  Canada  ?  The  report  says  that 
the  aggregate  imports  of  wheat 
and  flour  amounted  to  5,837,000 
tons,  which  is  441,000  tons  more 
than  was  received  in  the  country 
on  any  previous  occasion.  Except 
from  the  United  States  the  increase 
in  wheat  imports  from  foreign 
countries  is  not  merely  temporary, 
but  is  steadily  amounting  higher 
and  higher  year  by  year,  and 
Argentina  is  leading  in  this  re- 
spect. Last  year  Canada  sent 
723,000  tons,  or  1 12  000  tons  more 
wheat  to  England  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  the  amount  re- 


ceived from  India,  the  chief  colonial 
source,  was  853,000  tons,  an  in- 
crease of  411,000  tons  over  the 
previous  year.  Neither  Australia 
nor  New  Zealand  exported  any  to 
New  Zealand.  The  total  of  grain 
received  amounted  to  4,407,000 
tons,  or  356,000  tons  more  than 
in  1902  The  report  goes  on  : 
Importation  of  both  cattle  and 
sheep  increased.  The  dead  meat 
imported  from  the  United  States 
increased  from  141,000  to  157,000 
tons,  although  the  live  cattle  de- 
creased from  108,000  to  100,000 
tons.  In  the  Argentine  supply 
there  was  an  increase  of  21,000 
tons  in  the  supplies  of  live  cattle 
and  dead  meat,  and  of  30,000  tons 
of  Canadian  cattle.  The  dead 
meat  imported  from  Canada  re- 
mained stationary  at  2  000  tons. 
Imports  of  fresh  mutton  were 
heavier  by  18,000  tons  than  in 
1902,  hitherto  the  highest  record, 
and  the  total  amount  now  exceeds 
200,000  tons.  The  quantity  of 
pig  meat  received  is  declining. 

Cheese  imports  increased  slight- 
ly, the  supplies  of  eggs  were  larger 
again,  and  of  butter  there  were 
over  200,000  tons  imported,  the 
highest-  aggregate  receipt  on  re- 
cord. 

The  imports  of  apples  were  over 
6 )  per  cent,  heavier  than  in  1902, 
and  last  year's  total  of  4,570000 
cwt.  represents  the  largest  quantity 
ever  received.  The  apple  snd 
plum  crops  havn  been  a  failure  in 
England  this  year  and  there  is  a 
good  opening  for  Canadian  fruit. 
England  received  from  Canada 
last  year  two  hundred  tons  of 
apples  and  pears. 

In  London,  Eng  ,  an  exhibition 
of  Canadian  fruit  and  preserves 
will  be  opened  on  September  i, 
and  will  last  for  six  weeks.  Pre- 
liminary arrangements  are  al^o 
being  completed  for  a  large  dis- 
play of  Canadian  fruit  at  the  great 
Industrial  Exhibition,  which  is  to 
be  held  in  Liege,  Belgium,  begin- 
ning Miy  19,  1905.

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CONVENTION    OF  HORTI- 
CULTURAL ASSOCIATION 
IN  OTTAWA 

The  morning  session  of  the  Canadian 
Horticultural  Society  was  devoted  to  a 
discussion  of  matters  of  interest  to  the 
trade.  Mr.  E.  Mepsted,  the  president, 
was  in  the  chair.  Mr.  A.  C  Wilshire, 
a  prominent  florist  of  Montreal,  gave 
an  excellent  paper  on  the  fl  jrist's  trade 
from  the  retail  standpoint.  Mr.  William 
Gammage,  of  London,  followed  with 
holiday  plants,  and  Mr  William  Down- 
ing, of  Brampton,  gave  the  concluding 
paper,  in  which  -he  dealt  with  the  ad- 
vantage of  iron  construction  of  green- 
houses over  the  old  wooden  construc- 
tion. The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  a 
visit  to  the  Experimental  Farm. 

The  tariff  question  as  applied  to  hor- 
ticultural products  was  discussed  at 
length  at  this  evening's  session,  when 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

"  Whereas,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  Horticultural  Association  a 
resolution  was  passed  asking  the  Gov- 
ernment to  make  certain  changes  in 
the  existing  fiscal  tariff;  and,  whereas, 
the  Minister  of  Finance  has  stated  that 
there  will  probably  be  a  general  re- 
vision of  the  tariff  ntxt  year,  and  has 
invited  the  expression  ©f  opinion  froni 
parties  interested,  it  would  therefore 
appear  advisable  that  the  association 
should  give  some  general  expression  of 
opinion  upon  the  subject ;  it  is  there- 
fore resolved  that  it  would  be  in  the 
interests  of  the  trade  and  in  harmony 
with  the  general  policy  of  the  country 
that  all  articles  that  can  be  profitably 
grown  in  Canada  should  be  protected 
by  a  tariff  of  not  less  than  as  per  cent., 
with  a  reduction  of  one-third  upon  im 
portations  from  Great  Britain.  That 
among  such  articles  as  can  be  profit- 
ably grown  in  Canada  are  palms,  ferns, 
rubber  plants,  gladiolus,  cannas,  dah- 
lias and  peonies.  We  also  recommend 
that  azalea  plants  or  cuttings  of  new 
varieties  of  plants  imported  for  pro- 
pagating purposes  be  admitted  free." 

Officers  Elected. 
The  election  of  officers  resulted  as 
follows  : — President,  George  A  Robin- 
son, Montreal;  First  Vice-President,  W. 
Suckling,  Truro,  N.S.;  Second  Vice- 
President,  O  G.  Johnson,  of  Kingston. 
Mr.  H.  Simmers,  of  Toronto,  was  re- 
elected treasurer,  and  Mr.  A  H.  Ewing, 


of  Woodstock,  re-elected  secretary. 
Messrs.  H.  Pinoteau  and  J.  Walsh,  of 
Montreal,  and  A.  Annandale,  of  To- 
ronto, were  placed  upon  the  Executive 
Committee. 

After  votes  ot  thanks,  the  convention 
closed.

TIME WHOLESALE  GRO- 
CERS' GUILD 

The  Maritime  Wholesale  Grocers' 
Guild  met  in  Halifax,  and  officers  for 
the  current  year  were  elected  as  follows: 

President,  Henry  G.  Bauld,  Halifax; 
ist  vice-president,  Cbas.  H.  Peters,  St. 
John;  2nd  vice-president,  W.  H.  Aitken, 
Charlottetown  ;  secretary,  A.  C  Pyke, 
Halifax. 

The  president  was  empowered  to 
make  an  assessment  on  the  provincial 
guilds  in  the  proportion  of  40  per  cent, 
to  New  Brunswick^  40  per  cent,  to 
Nova  Scotia,  and  20  per  cent,  to  Prince 
Edward  Island.  A  resolution  was 
passed  asking  the  local  banks  to  cash 
at  par  all  bank  agency  cheques  pre- 
sented for  deposit  by  their  customers. 

It  was  also  decided  that  all  orders  for 
sugar  taken  after  the  close  of  naviga- 
tion for  shipment  by  water  to  closed 
ports  at  the  opening  of  navigation,  shall 
hereafter  be  invoiced  at  the  prices 
ruling  on  the  date  of  shipment. 

The  secretary  was  asked  to  write  the 
Montreal  and  Quebec  Guilds  to  secure 
uniformity  in  the  selling  of  canned 
goods.  All  the  local  wholesale  houses 
have  signed  the  following  : 

"  VVe,  the  undersigned  wholesale- gro- 
cers, agree  to  sell  our  stock  of  canned 
goods  in  assorted  lots  of  ten  cases  and 
upwards,  irrespective  of  brand,  at  not 
less  than  the  list  prices  of  the  Canadian 
Canners,  Limited,  terms  30  days  net. 
When  sold  on  three  months'  we  agree 
to  add  not  less  than  2j4c  per  doz.  to 
the  list  prices  of  the  Canadian  Canners, 
Limited. 

"  On  orders  for  less  than  ten  cases 
we  agtee  to  charge  not  less  than  2^c 
per  dozen  over  the  list  of  the  C  C, 
Limited,  when  sold  at  30  days'  net,  and 
not  less  than  5c  per  dozen  over  the  list 
when  sold  on  3  months.  Three  months 
prices  to  be  subject  to  a  discount  of 
2  percent,  if  paid  for  within  30  days.'" 


THE  PEOPLE  S  MILLS. 

In  the  County  of  Gray,  in  the  ProviBce 
of  Ootario,  amongJertile  surroundings, 
is  beautifully  situated  the  town  of 
Durham.

THB  COUPON  SYSTEM. 

Toronto  Police  Magistrate 

UPHOLDS  THE  By-LAW. 

The  first  shot  has  been  fired  in 
the  campaign  against  the  violation 
of  the  Trading  Stamp  Act.  Our 
Association  succeeded  in  having  a 
fine  of  $10.00  imposed  on  a  Retail 
Grocer  in  Toronto  for  giving  out 
Merchant's  Premium  Exchange 
Tickets,  and  a  similar  charge  is 
now  pending  against  the  Company 
for  dealing  in  coupons  or  similar 
devices.  And  we  are  looking  for- 
ward to  having  a  conviction  against 
them  also. 

We  have  stated  before  that  the 
crusade  against  all  such  systems  of 
doing  business  has  only  com- 
menced, and  we  state  again  that 
we  will  not  rest  until  the  whole 
commercial  community  has  been 
purged  from  this  bribery  system. 
Tnere  are  two  evils  that  stand  out 
very  prominently  in  this  coupon 
giving  system.  The  first  is  that 
when  any  additional  article  is  given 
away  free  with  any  thing  that  is 
sold  or  offered  for  sale  it  is  prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  article  that 
is  sold  or  offered  for  sale  is  not 
worth  the  money  asked.  If  it  was 
good  value  for  the  money  why 
should  it  be  accompanied  by  a 
bribe?  The  second  evil  is  that 
merchants  who  give  coupons  or  ex- 
change tickets  do  not  give  them  to 
all  of  the  cash  customers,  and  con- 
sequently they  are  holding  back 
from  some  what  they  are  justly  en- 
titled to,  and  are  therefore  dealing 
unfairly  and  dishonorably  with 
them.    When  any  sign  is  hung  up 


announcing  that  the  proprietor 
gives  coupons,  discount  tickets  or 
per  centage  tickets  of  any  sort, 
it  is  a  public  announcement  that  all 
the  goods  in  the  store  are  subject 
to  a  discount  and  any  customer 
who  purchases  any  article  no  mat- 
ter how  small  and  the  proprietor 
holds  back  either  a  cash  discount 
or  the  coupons  he  is  cheating  that 
customer  out  of  what  properly  be- 
longs to  him.  The  merchant  or 
clerk  who  has  a  full  knowledge  of 
the  coupon  system  and  who  know- 
ingly holds  back  from  any  customer 
what  properly  belongs  to  him  and 
gives  them  only  when  the  customer 
asks  for  them  would  give  false 
weight,  sell  adulterated  goods  or  if 
an  occasion  presented  itself  he 
would  be  tempted  to  steal,  and 
there  is  no  wonder  that  many  mer- 
chants have  thrown  the  Coupon 
system  out  of  their  stores,  for  the 
reason — as  one  merchant  said  at  a 
public  meeting — "  because  the  sys- 
tem tempted  him  to  deceive,  and 
had  he  kept  them  he  would  soon 
lose  his  manhood  and  his  honor." 

Goods  that  are  of  good  value,and 
that  are  made  with  the  intention  of 
being  sold  for  good  value  do  not 
require  any  premiums,  coupons  or 
merchants  exchange  tickets  to 
pilot  them  into  the  homes  of  the 
people. 

All  such  systems  of  doing  busi- 
ness must  be  banished,  and  our 
Association  has  commenced  the 
battle  and  the  fight  against  unfair 
and  dishonorable  methods  will 
continue. 

Since  we  have  taken  proceedings 
against  the  Merchants'  Premium 
Exchange  Co.,  they  have  issued  a 


writ  against  us  for  $2000.00  for 
damaging  their  business.  We  are 
pleased  to  know  that  they  admit 
that  we  have  damaged  their  busi- 
ness, and  *ve  hope  soon  to  be  able 
to  put  them  entirely  out  of  busi- 
ness, and  we  are  perfectly  willing 
to  follow  them  and  to  defend  our 
action  in  the  highest  court  in  the 
land.  We  know  we  are  right  and 
any  proposition  that  is  based  upon 
principles  of  righteousness  is  sure 
to  win.

REGULATIONS  AGAINST 
DUMPING. 

The  regulation.s  with  regard  to 
the  anti-dumping  tariff  are  clearly 
set  forth  in  a  circular  which  has 
been  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Customs.  They  provide  that  on 
and  after  ist  Oct.  invoices  in 
duplicate  properly  certified  shall  be 
delivered  at  the  customs  house  with 
the  bills  of  entry  for  all  imported 
goods.  Every  invoice  shall  contain 
a  sufficient  and  correct  description 
of  the  goods,  and  in  respect  of 
goods  sold  by  the  exporter  shall 
show  in  one  column  the  actual 
price  at  which  the  articles  have 
been  sold  to  the  importer,  and  in  a 
separate  column  the  fair  market 
value  of  each  article  as  sold  for 
home  consumption  in  the  country 
of  export.  The  price  and  value  of 
the  goods  in  every  case  are  to  be 
stated  as  in  condition  or  packed 
ready  for  shipment.  The  certifi- 
cate of  value  must  be  signed  by  the 
exporter,  or  an  employee  of  his 
having  a  knowledge  of  the  facts 
certified  to.    Among  other  things 


it  must  declare  that  the  invoice 
exhibits  the  fair  market  value  of 
the  goods  at  the  time  and  place  of 
their  direct  exportation  to  Canada; 
that  no  different  invoice  of  the 
goods  mentioned  in  the  invoice 
has  been  or  will  be  furnished  to 
anyone  ;  and  that  no  arrangement 
or  understanding  affecting  the  pur- 
chase price  of  the  said  goods  has 
been  or  will  be  made  or  entered 
into. 

The  department  has  prepared 
and  approved  a  form  of  invoice, 
and  it  is  intended  that  such  form 
shall  be  adopted  by  all  exporters 
to  Canada  as  soon  as  possible. 
Specimen  copies  of  such  forms  for 
the  information  and  convenience 
of  importers  and  exporters  will  be 
furnished  at  the  various  custom 
houses. 

The  department  has  also  ma- 
tured plans  for  securing  full  infor- 
mation as  to  foreign  market  values. 
In  this  connection  officers  have 
been  and  are  being  assigned  to 
make  investigations  in  other 
countries.

PREFERENCE  TAX  REGULA- 
TIONS. 

In  view  of  the  uncertainty  re- 
garding the  shipment  of  dry  goods 
into  Canada  under  the  British 
preference,  in  parcels  containing 
merchandise  not  entitled  to  the 
preference,  the  Customs  Depart- 
ment at  Ottawa  has  issued  the  fol- 
lowing instructions : — "  Goods  cer- 
tified for  entry  under  the  British 
preferential  tariff  are  to  be  placed 
in  packages  by  themselves,  but 
one  or  more  of  such  packages  may 
be  shipped  in  the  same  case,  along 
with  other  goods,  if  the  enclosure 
of  such  packages  be  noted  on  the 
invoice  of  outside  package  contain- 
ing the  enclosure,  and  also  on  the 
preferential  invoice."

Payments  on  paper  maturing  during 
September  were  a  little  disappointing, 
especially  in  the  earlier  part  cf  the 
month,  but  this  was  no  doubt  due  to 
harvest  operations,  which  were  kept 
back  to  some  extent  by  the  cool,  wet 
season.  No  difficulty  was  experienced, 
however,  in  adjusting  accounts  and 
payments  are  confidently  expected  to 
improve  later  on  in  the  season.  There 
is  every  prospect  that  the  farmers  will 
be  in  a  position  to  pay  up  well  and  this 
will  put  money  into  general  circulation. 


THE   TORONTO  EXHIBITION. 

The  Toronto  Industrial  Exhibi- 
tion of  1904  will  not  suffer  by  com- 
parison with  those  of  any  previous 
year.  In  fact  it  is  generally  con- 
ceeded  that  there  has  been  a 
marked  advance.  In  his  remarks 
at  the  opening  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Ontario  expressed  the 
opinion,  that  "  from  the  nature  of 
the  exhibits,  the  extent  of  them, 
the  multiplicity  of  them.the  present 
Exhibition  will  eclipse  everything 
which  has  been  known  in  this 
country."  While  the  exhibition 
must  always  be  marked  by  its  agri- 
cultural features,  for  we  are  an 
agricultural  people,  the  evidences 
of  progress  in  art  and  manufactures 
as  shown  by  the  exhibits,  are  very 
gratifying.  Visits  to  machinery 
hall,  the  manufacturers  building, 
the  process  building,  transporta- 
tion, the  dairy,  womans'  building, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  arts  gallery, 
compel  admiration  of  the  industrial 
advance  shown  and  inspire  hope 
for  the  future.  In  the  manufac- 
turers building  many  of  the  retail 
firms  of  Toronto,  in  varied  lines, 
took  the  opportunity  to  show  the 
classes  of  goods  in  which  they  deal, 
and  the  card  "  Made  in  Canada," 
attached  in  many  cases,  showed 
that  vast  strides  are  being  made  in 
our  manufactures.  The  exhibit  in 
the  art  gallery  was  a  good  one,  a 
number  of  pictures  having  been 
loaned  for  the  occasion.  Among 
these  was  The  Death  of  Wolfe, 
loaned  by  King  Edward  VII,  and 
three  from  the  private  collection  of 
Sir  Georgii  Drummond  of  Mon- 
treal. The  band  of  the  celebrated 
Black  Watch,  42nd  Highlanders, 
was  present  throughout  the  exhibi- 
tion and  played  three  times  daily. 
The  usual  features  were  found  be- 
fore the  grand  stand,  and  a  number 
of  warship  models  lent  by  promi- 
nent ship  building  firms  in  Eng- 
land attracted  much  interest. 

All  in  all  the  exhibition  was  a 
great  success  and  was  attended  by 
larger  numbers  than  ever  before.

To  be  doing  business  in  one  stand 
until  5  o'clock  one  night  and  at  8  the 
next  morning  to  be  settled  in  a  new 
store  is  a  possibility,  as  shown  by  the 
firm  of  James  Stark  &  Sons;  Vancouver, 
B.C.  Stock  and  all  was  moved  and 
no  interruption  to  business  was  suffered. 
The  transference  was  made  in  a  little 
over  four  hours,  and  everything  under 
cover  in  the  new  building.  After  the 
stock  was  in  place  a  banquet  was  held.

OUR   NEXT  GOVERNOR 
GENERAL 

If  report  be  true  some  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  finding  a  suit- 
able man  to  be  the  next  Governor 
General  of  Canada  in  succession 
to  Lord    Minto.    It    is  pretty 
generally  understood  that  it  was 
the  intention  to  appoint  the  Duke 
of  Marlborough,    but    when  his 
name  was  sent  out  as  a  feeler,  such 
opposition  was  manilested,  princi- 
pally because  of  his  American  wife, 
who  was  Miss  Vanderbilt  of  New 
York,  that  the  idea  was  dropped, 
and  Lord  Minto  was  given  another 
year.    Several    other  noblemen 
were  approached  without  success, 
and  when  Earl  Grey  was  offered 
the  position  it  is  understood  he 
declined,  and  only  consented  at 
last  under  considerable  pressure. 
So  he  will  be  our  next  Governor 
General,  and  from  his  character 
and  antecedents  should  be  gener- 
ally acceptable  to  the  people  of 
Canada. 

It  may  be  asked  what  has  a 
trade  paper  to  do  with  an  appoint- 
ment largely  political.  In  reply 
we  say  we  are  looking  at  the 
matter  from  a  purely  business 
standpoint.  There  is  a  vast  differ- 
ence between  having  a  penurious 
man  at  Government  House  and  a 
free  handed  one.  The  latter,  by 
the  way  in  which  he  performs  his 
social  duties,  can  do  a  great  deal 
to  promote  trade.  The  difference 
has  been  quite  marked  at  Ottawa. 
Had  the  Duke  of  Marlborough, 
who  is  reputed  to  be  wealthy,  and 
whose  wife  certainly  is,  been  ap- 
pointed he  would  doubtless  have 
spent  money  lavishly,  and  many 
wealthy  Americans  would  have 
been  drawn  to  Canada  by  the  fact 
that  one  of  their  countrywomen 


presided  at  Government  House. 
The  presence  of  the  Duchess 
would  also  do  much  to  promote  a 
friendl}'  feeling  towards  Canada 
on  the  part  of  public  and  business 
men  in  the  United  States,  and 
would  have  helped  to  promote 
closer  trade  relations.  But  while 
the  appointment  of  the  Duke  of 
Marlborough  might  have  helped 
trade  to  a  greater  extent,  we  are 
not  going  to  quarrel  with  the  ap- 
pointment which  has  been  made.

A  GENERAL  ELECTION. 

Parliament  has  been  dissolved 
and  there  will  be  a  general  election 
for  the  House  of  Commons  of  Can- 
ada. Nominations  will  be  held  on 
October  27,  and  polling  on  Novem- 
ber 3.  This  will  interfere  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  with  business,  but 
the  campaign  will  be  short.

The  accounts  of  the  Post  Office 
department  of  Canada  for  the  year 
ended  30th  June,  1904  have  just 
been  made  up  and  show  a  surplus 
of  $304,771.    This  is  after  paying 
all  expenses,  including  the  costly 
mail  service  to  the  Yukon  and 
Atlin.    Such  a  result  is  most  satis- 
factory and  is  a  reflex  of  the  pros- 
perous business  conditions  which 
prevail  throughout  the  country.

THE  METRIC  SYSTEM  DIS- 
APPROVED. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence 
Committee  of  the  Canadian  Manu- 
facturers' Association  has  decided 
that  as  the  use  of  the  metric  system 
of  weights  and  measures  has  not 
become  sufficiently  extensive  in 
Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States  the  adoption  of  it  in  Canada 
would  not  be  desirable. 


SACRIFICING  BUSINESS 
FOR  PRINCIPLE. 

It  is  refreshing  to  note  that  in  this 
age  when  so  many  departures  are  being 
made  from  the  legitimate  course  of 
trade,  and  when  influential  firms  are 
vieing  with  one  another  in  their 
efforts  to  see  who  can  offer  the  greatest 
bribe  in  the  shape  of  a  premium 
through  coupons,  merchants  exchange 
tickets  or  similar  devices  to  pilot  their 
wares  into  the  homes  of  the  people 
that  that  large  and  influential  organ 
the  Montreal  Star  should  step  out  and 
say  to  those  who  offer  them  advertise- 
ments, specifying  that  they  will  give 
premiums,  &c.,  to  the  purchasers, 
"Gentlemen  you  cannot  use  our 
columns  to  propagate  your  bribery 
schemes  ;  the  education  and  influence 
on  the  little  children  of  this  country  is 
of  much  more  importance  to  us  and  to 
our  nation  than  all  you  can  offer  us  to 
perpetuate  your  illegitimate  methods 
of  gain,  we  want  business  but  we  must 
decline  the  kind  you  offer." 

Here  is  a  sample  of  clean  journalism 
and  the  action  taken  by  the  proprietor 
of  this  paper  cannot  be  made  too  wide 
spread.  If  every  newspaper  would 
take  this  stand  we  would  soon  rid  the 
community  from  this  modern  growing 
pest,  the  premium  bribery  habit.

NORTH  WEST  CROP  CON- 
DITIONS. 

Hon.  Clifford  Sifton,  Minister  of 
the  Interior,  cabled  Lord  Strath- 
cona,  High  Commissioner,  respect- 
ing the  crop  conditions,  on  23rd 
Sept.,  in  the  following  terms  :— 
"  Am  now  able  to  state  definitely 
that  under  conditions  of  unusual 
difficulty  in  the  northwest  a  fair 
average  crop  of  wheat  of  good 
quality  has  been  reaped,  and  is  now 
secure  from  substantial  damage. 
The  reports  of  injury  by  frost  and 
rust  were  grossly  exaggerated. 
The  wheat  of  Manitoba  and  the 
Northwest  Territories  will  aggre- 
gate from  fifty-five  to  sixty  million 
bushels.  The  quality  is  good  and 
the  price  is  ranging  around  one 
dollar  per  bushel.""  In  that  des- 
patch is  summarized  the  whole 
position,  on  which  the  trade  of  the 
North  West,  and  largely  the  whole 
of  Canada,  depends  for  the  next 
year.

W.  T.  A.  Fishleigh,  hardware  mer- 
chant, Wingham,  died  Sept.  i8,  from 
blood  poisoning,  the  result  of  an  injury 
to  his  leg  on  a  stove  in  his  store  about 
a  month  previously,  which  was  thought 
to  be  of  little  account  at  the  time.

A.  Primeau,  one  of  Lindsay's  suc- 
cessful merchants,  was  seriously  injured 
by  his  horses  running  away,  while 
returning  from  the  country. 


James  Wilkes,  formerly  a  Brantford 
merchant,  for  twenty-four  years  city 
treasurer,  and  one  of  the  most  respected 
citizens,  has  just  died  at  the  age  of  96. 

WiLLARD  Foster,  of  Black  Rock, 
Oklahama,  a  representative  retail  man, 
has  just  made  his  first  visit  to  Canada 
to  study  business  conditions.  He  gives 
his  opinions  in  the  following  words  : 
' '  Like  many  Americans  who  have  never 
visited  Canada,  my  views  were  tinged 
with  a  vision  of  snow  and  ice,  mingled 
with  business  inactivity.  On  the  con- 
trary, I  find  a  delightful  climate,  mag 
nificent  scenery  and  splendid  business 


policy  in  every  line.  The  dry  goods 
stores  in  small  centres  are  a  revelation 
for  progressiveness,  while  Toronto  and 
Montreal  have  extremely  creditable 
departmental  stores.  Needless  to  say 
I  shall  always  cherish  my  trip  through 
Canada  as  highly  interesting  and  cer- 
tainly instructive." 


The  Brantford  City  Council  has 
rescinded  a  by-law  passed  by  them, 
providing  for  municipal  telephones. 
The  Bell  Co.  will  continue  to  operate 
the  system  in  that  city,  though  the 
Council  is  open  to  receive  offers  from 
independent  companies. 
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CANADIAN  MANUFACTUR 
ERS  ASSOCIATION. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Cana- 
dian Manufacturers  Association 
was  held  at  Montreal  on  Sept.  20, 
21  and  22.  There  was  a  large 
attendance. 

The  reports  were  all  of  a  highly 
favourable  character.  The  trea- 
surer reported  a  cash  surplus  of 
$4,816,  and  a  total  surplus  and 
assets  of  $6o6r.  The  Secretary 
reported  a  very  rapid  growth  of  the 
association  during  the  last  few 
years.  From  an  almost  provincial 
organization  four  years  ago,  with 
less  than  200  members,  it  had 
spread  over  the  Dominion,  with  six 
branch  offices,  thirteen  sections  and 
1,500  members,  while  the  member- 
ship had  grown  246  last  year,  when 
also  over  2,500  trade  enquiries  had 
been  received. 

The  Reception  Committee  re- 
ported in  favour  of  an  excursion 
to  Great  Britain  next  year  and  the 
Association  decided  in  favour  of  it 
if  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be 
made.  Such  a  trip  would  do  much 
to  promote  preferential  trade. 

The  Ccwimercial  Intelligence 
Committee  recommended  an  in- 
crease in  the  foreign  trade  repre- 
sentatives of  Canada,  and  a  resolu- 
tion calling  upon  the  Government 
to  take  the  matter  up  was  adopted 

The  committee  also  reported 
against  the  adoption  of  the  metric 
system  until  it  should  be  adopted 
by  both  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  State-. 

A  resolution  in  favour  of  a  uni- 
form Civic  Holiday  in  Ontario 
called  forth  numerous  expressions 
of  dissatisfaction  with  the  number 
of  holidays,  most  of  the  delegates 
favouring  a  reduction. 

The  extension  of  trade  by  in- 
creased railway  and  steamship 
communication  was  urged. 

The  aggressive  attitude  of  organ- 
ized labour  came  up  for  review.  It 
was  alleged  that  more  mechanics 
are  wanted  in  Canada  and  the  ac- 
tion of  the  labjur  organizations  in 
trying  to  prevent  immigration  of 
such  was  condemned,  it  was  urged 
that  the  interests  of  employer  as 
well  as  employee  should  be  duly 
regarded  in  the  Dominion  depart- 
ment of  Labour. 

More  protection  for  home  pro- 
ductions was  perhaps  the  key  note 
of  the  meeting. 

The  proposition  to  establish  a 
temporary  exhibit  of  Canadian 
goods  in  London,  England,  was  not 


dealt  with  pending  establishment  of 
an  ofiRce  of  the  association  there.

Toronto  fire.  The  latter  is  one  of  the 
oldest  dry  goods  firms  w  Toronto 
having  begun  business  in  1855. 
Donald  McKay,  one  of  the  original 
partners,  is  still  president.  The  Wyld- 
Darling  firm  started  in  1872  and  did 
business  as  Wyld,  Brock  &  Darling 
and  Wyld,  Grassett  &  Darling,  becom 
ing  a  joint  stock  company  under  its 
present  name.  After  the  fire  its  woolen 
business  was  taken  over  by  Thos. 
Ogilvie  &  Sons,  of  Glasgow,  Scotland. 
Both  firms  are  well  known  throughout 
the  retail  dry  goods  trade  of  Canada. 


FALL  MILLINERY  OPENINGS. 

The  fall  millinery  openings  were 
largely  attended  as  usual  this  sea- 
son by  retail  merchants  from  the 
country  and  buying  is  reported  to 
have  been  heavy.  The  variety  of 
styles  displayed  preclude  any  one 
style  being  fixed  upon  as  likely  to 
prevail.  A  prominent  feature  in 
trimming  this  season  will  be  ribbon, 
taffeta,  satin  mousseline,  ottoman 
and  moire,  velvet  ribbons,  peau  de 
sole,  feather  plush,  pressed  velvets 
and  plain  silk.  Chenille  cords, 
braids  and  bandeaux,  with  beads 
and  large  buttons  will  be  much  in 
vogue.  The  range  of  colours  will 
be  unlimited,  while  of  new  shades 
tangerine  will  perhaps  be  the 
favourite.  All  materials  will  be 
much  shirred  and  tucked.  Birds, 
wings,  feathers  and  ornaments  of 
all  kinds  will  be  much  worn.  In 
short  the  millinery  styles  for  the 
coming  season  all  tend  in  the  way 
of  dressiness.

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THE  WORLD  WHEAT  CROP. 

Preliminary  estimates  of  the 
world's  wheat  crop  for  the  year 
now  opening  are  being  offered  by 
different  authorities.  Dornbusch's 
London  List  makes  the  indications 
show  about  90,000,000  bushels  less 
than  the  high  record  of  1903,  and 
slightly  below  the  1902  total. 
Beerbohm's  London  List  calcula- 
tions reach  a  result  160,000,000 
bushels  below  1903,  and  about 
104000,000  below  1902.  Dorn- 
busch  recognizes  87,000,000  quar- 
ters, or  696.003,000  bushels,  for 
the  United  States  and  Canada,  for 
the  new  crop, and  Beerbohm  adopts 
84.000,000  quarters,  or  672,000,000 
bushels,  for  these  countries  —  a 
difference  of  24,000,000  bushels. 
For  all  European  countries  Dorn- 
busch  gives  209,200,000  quarters, 
and  Beerbohm  193,950,000  quar- 
ters— a  difference  ol  15,250,000 
quarters  or  122,000,000  bushels. 
Broomhall's  Corn  Trade  News 
gives  382,000,000  quarters  for  the 
year,  or  5,000,000  quarters  (4,000,- 
000)  bushels  under  last  year. 

Summarizing  the  world's  wheat 
estimates  of  the  three  English 
authorities  the  comparisons  are  in- 
dicated in  the  following,  reduced 
to  bushels  :

North  Bay  has  now  an  acetylene 
gas  plant  and  most  of  the  shops  are 
lighted  with  that  illuminant,  which  is 
better  than  coal  gas  or  electric  light 
for  the  display  of  goods. 

Mr  Justice  Magee  has  given 
judgment  that  the  Hamilton  Street 
Railway  Co.  was  acting  clearly  in  vio- 
lation of  its  charter  in  refusing  to  sell 
workmen's  tickets  to  any  but  working- 
men  or  to  sell  them  on  the  cars  at  all. 


HALIFAX  AND  MONTREAL 
FIRES. 

Halifax  has  been  visited  by  two 
bad  fires  within  a  few  days  of  each 
other,  both  of  which  did  consider- 
able damage  along  the  water  front. 
The  first  occurred  when  a  high 
wind  was  blowing,  said  to  be  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  miles  an  hour,  and 
at  one  time  it  looked  as  if  the  dis- 
aster of   Toronto  was  to  be  re- 
peated.   After  two  hours  however 
the  wind  died  down  and  the  fire 
brigade,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
garrison,  which  rendered  valuable 
help,  succeeded  in  mastering  the 
flames.    Three  tug  boats  rendered 
excellent  help  from  the  harbor  side, 
showing,  as  was  urged  after  the 
Toronto  fire,  the  value  of  a  fire  tug 
where  there  is  an  exposed  water 
front.     The  district  burned  was 
one  largely  of  wooden  houses.  The 
total  loss  is  set  down  at  about 
$311,000.      A  number  of  small 
shops  and  sailors  boarding  houses 
were  burned,  and  the  following 
business  places  :  N.  M.  Smith,  fish 
merchant,  G.  P.  Mitchell  &  Sons, 
warehouse.   Dominion    Coal  Co., 
warehouse  and  700  tons  of  coal. 
Hon.  Wm  Ross  &  J.  A  Neville, 
lobster  packers,    R.  R.  Kennedy, 
clothing,  T.  J.  Egan,  gunsmith, 
Dominion    Packing    Co.,  Plant 
Steamship   Co.,    warehouse  and 
ofifices,   Wm.  Robertson   &  Son, 
hardware,  badly  damaged,  A.  G. 
Jones  &  Co.,  damaged,  and  several 
smaller  places  destroyed.    The  in- 
surance amounted  to  $217,100. 

The  second  fire  involved  a  loss 
of  about  $170,000.  The  following 
suffered  :  Black  Bros.,  warehouse 
and  stock  of  dry  fish,  Pickford  & 
Black,  shippers,  Thos.  Forhan  & 
Son,  sail  loft,  Bryant  &  McDonald, 
R.  B.  Seton  &  Co.,  G.  C.  Cook  & 
Co.,  Leslie  Hart  Co,  H.  H.  Fuller 
&  Co.,  J.  A.  Farquhar  &  Co.,  Thos. 
Jaynes,  blacksmith,  and  Black 
Bros'.,  wharf  Again  the  garrison 
did  good  service  in  assisting  the 
firemen.  The  insurance  on  the 
properties  destroyed  was  $147,580. 


On  the  2 1  st  a  serious  fire  occurred 
in  Montreal,  which  destroyed  the 
premises  of  the  Canadian  Hard- 
ware Co.,  the  Central  Agency, 
which  is  the  warehouse  of  the 
British  Thread  Trust,  and  a  part  of 
Chaput,  Fils  &  Co.,  warehouse. 
The  Canada  Hardware  Co., suffered 
a  total  loss  of  their  stock,  the  others 
were  not  total  losses  and  are  in- 
sured to  cover.  The  fire  was  a 
fierce  one  and  thick  walls  seemed 
to  offer  little  resistance.

ARGENTINA  VERSUS  CANADA 
AS  A  SOURCE  OF  WHEAT 
SUPPLY. 

A  witness  before  Chaplain's  com- 
mission in  England  has  stated  that 
Argentina  was  capable  of  produc- 
ing enough  foodstuffs  to  feed  the 
world.  A  similar  claim  has  been 
made  on  behalf  of  Canada,  but  the 
progress  made  in  Argentina  greatly 
exceeded  that  of  Canada.  In  1897 
Argentina  sent  less  than  a  million 
hundred-weights  of  wheat  ;  in  the 
first  seven  months  of  1904  she  sent 
13,529,000  hundred-weight,  while 
Canada  sent  12,200,000.

CONDENSED  MILK  INDUS- 
TRY. 

The  condensed  milk  industry  in 
the  United  States  consumes  600,- 
000,000  pounds  of  fluid  milk  yearly 
and  makes  5,000,000  cases  of  forty- 
eight  cans  each.  The  largest  con- 
densed milk  plant  in  the  world  is 
at  Dixon,  111.,  which  uses  300,000 
pounds  of  milk  a  day.

C.  Flood  &  Sons,  St.  John,  N.B., 
the  largest  fancy  goods  dealers  in  the 
maritime  provinces,  have  failed.  Their 
liabilities  will  be  heavy. 

The  by-law  imposing  a  tax  of  $500 
on  commercial  travellers  doing  busi- 
ness in  Quebec  City  directly  with  the 
consumer,  has  been  revised,  and  the 
tax  has  been  reduced  to  $60. 

The  old  and  well  known  auction 
firm  of  Benning  &  Barsalou,  of  Mon- 
treal, has  suspended.  It  is  stated  that 
the  absconding  of  the  firm's  ofifice 
manager  led  to  an  investigation  show- 
ing a  considerable  defalcation,  and  this 
with  a  falling  off  in  business,  and  it  is 
hinted  some  speculative  losses,  has 
necessitated  an  assignment.  The  lia- 
bilities are  $50,000  or  $60,000.

I  determined  to  quit  and  as  the 
quickest  way  out,  notified  all  my 
trade  to  bring  in  their  books. 
When  they  did  this  I  filled  them 
with  stamps  and  called  the  deal 
off.  It  was  an  expensive  lesson  to 
me  but  I  am  richer  in  experience."

TO    ENCOURAGE  TRADE 
WITH  MEXICO. 

Canadians  to  the  number  of 
about  50,  residents  in  the  Republic 
of  Mexico,  have  formed  an  organiz- 
ation known  as  the  Canadian  Com- 
mercial Club,  with  the  object  of 
promoting  trade  between  Canada 
and  Mexico.  As  the  club  is  not  a 
commercial  enterprise,  but  an 
organization  of  Canadians,  most 
of  whom  are  in  active  business, 
and  all  of  whom  are  desirous  of 
seeing  a  healthy  growth  of  trade 
between  the  two  countries,  no 
charge  will  be  made  for  any 
questions  answered  or  information 
supplied.  The  external  trade  of 
Mexico,  both  in  imports  and  ex- 
ports, is  increasing  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  and  it  is  thought  high  time 
that  Canada  and  Canadians  should 
be  reaching  out  for  their  share  of  it. 
Enquiries  addressed  to  the  secre- 
tary A.  W.  Donly,  Apartado  2029, 
Mexico  City,  will  receive  prompt, 
correct,  and  unbiased  answers.

Canners  in  the  Picton  district  re- 
port serious  damage  to  the  corn  and 
tomato  crops  from  frost,  and  estimate 
that  the  pack  will  be  only  60  per  cent, 
of  an  average. 

J.  R.  Aver,  of  Middle  Sackville,  has 
a  force  of  fifteen  or  twenty  men  at 
work  picking  and  canning  mushrooms. 
His  factory  is  said  to  be  the  only  one 
of  the  kind  in  the  Dominion,  in  fact 
on  the  continent.  The  mushrooms 
grow  in  abundance  on  the  marshes 
near  Sackville.  Some  of  them  are  put 
up  whole  and  some  as  catsup. 


SHODDY  IN  WOOLENS. 

The  Maritime  Board  of  Trade 
which  met  August  17,  18  and  19, 
among  other  questions,  discussed 
the  shoddy  that  is  being  sold  for 
wool  in  woolen  goods.  The  fol- 
lowing resolution  expressed  the 
idea  which  they  entertained,  as 
well  as  their  method  of  prevention: 
"Whereas  the  Maritime  Provinces 
are  eminently  adapted  to  the  wool 
raising  industry  and  woolen  cloths 
at  times  manufactured  contain 
inferior  substances.  Therefore,  re- 
solved, that  it  is  desirable  that  the 
Government  be  requested  to  place 
such  restrictions  on  manufacturers 
that  will  compel  all  woolen  fabrics 
to  be  plainly  marked  as  to  the 
proportion  of  pure  wool  or  adulter- 
ations therein  contained  in  a 
manner  similar  to  the  legal  restric- 
tions placed  by  the  Government 
on  manufactured  imitations  of 
dairy  products."

SUSPENDERS  AND 
BUTTONS. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  manu. 
facturing  establishments  of  Berlin, 
Ont.,  is  that  of  the  Berlin  Suspender 
and  Button  Co.,  on  King  street  east. 
The  business  has  been  established  for 
many  years,  and  has  been  under  the 
present  management  for  nearly  fifteen 
years.  The  goods  turned  out  are 
considered  second  to  none  by  the 
trade,  and  are  sold  in  ever  increasing 
quantities  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific,  the  company's  travellers  cover- 
ing the  whole  Dominion.  In  the  but- 
ton branch  of  this  business  they  handle 
all  lines,  both  home  made  and  import- 
ed. The  factory  occupies  a  building 
40x80,  two  flits  and  a  basement,  well 
supplied  with  machinery,  and  well 
lighted  and  heated  by  hot  water,  which 
furnishes  a  very  bright  and  comfortable 
home  for  the  employees.  One  of  the 
features  of  the  busmess  is  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  orders  are  filled, 
mail,  as  well  as  other  orders,  being  at- 
tended to  without  delay.  This  prompt- 
ness is  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
customers.  The  process  of  making 
buttons  is  a  very  interesting  one,  and 
a  visit  to  the  factory  will  well  repay 
any  of  their  customers  who  may 
happen  to  visit  Berlin. 


UNEQUAL  TAXATION. 

Referring  to  their  investigations 
on  the  subject  of  taxation  of  rail- 
ways Mr.  Pettypiece,  chairman  of 
the  commission  appointed  by  the 
Ontario  Government  to  look  into 
the  question,  mentions  the  case 
of  a  railway  which  has  21  miles  in 
the  United  States  and  240  in  On- 
tario. Upon  the  21  miles  in  the 
United  States  the  company  pays 
$400  per  mile,  while  upon  the  240 
miles  in  Canada  they  pay  $4  per 
mile.  "  And  the  company  takes 
the  money  out  of  the  Canadian 
earnings  to  pay  taxes  over  in  the 
United  States  ;  that  is  what  I  kick 
about,"  he  added.

A  USEFUL  EXHIBITION. 

A  grocery  exhibition  is  being 
held  in  London  at  which  the  Cana- 
dian exhibit  is  one  of  the  chief 
features.  The  goods  are  well  dis- 
played and  attract  much  attention 
from  visitors. 

F.  W.  Leigh,  President  of  the 
Federation  of  Grocers'  Associa- 
tions, spe  iking  at  the  exhibition, 
said  he  hoped  the  enterprise  dis- 
played by  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment would  next  year  be  emulated 
by  the  other  colonies,  and  that  the 
movement  would  bind  still  closer 
the  daughters  and  the  motherland. 
Canadian  Commissioner  Brodie 
said  the  Canadian  Government  was 
anxious  to  develop  the  trade  in 
farm  produce,  seeing  that  nearly 
50  per  cent,  of  their  population  was 
employed  in  agriculture.

TRY    DIPLOMACY    IN  COL 
LECTING. 

To  collect  accounts  from  delin- 
quent customers  whose  trade  the 
retailer  desires  to  hold  is  a  delieate 
operation  and  must  be  handled 
with  care.  Getting  delinquent 
accounts  squared  up  without  losing 
the  customer  calls  for  the  use  of 
diplomacy.  In  writing  letters  to 
customers  who  are  behind  in  their 
accounts  the  diplomatic  merchant 
avoids  bluntness.  He  knows  that 
it  is  necessary  to  avoid  it,  if  he 
would  gain  his  ends.  Roughshod 
methods  may  make  the  customer 
settle  his  account  the  faster,  but  it 
means  the  loss  of  his  trade,  which 
it  is  sometimes  desirable  to  hold, 
notwithstanding  his  known  inclin- 
ation to  put  off  the  day  of  pay- 
ment. The  most  effective  letter  to 
write  a  delinquent  customer  is  one 
in  which  the  merchant  makes  the 
customer  in  arrears  understand 
that  he  (the  merchant)  realizes  his 
(the  customer's)  difficulties  and 
that  he  is  not  trying  to  kick  him 
because  he's  down.  Gentle  per- 
suasion will  do  more  to  cure  a  case 
of  slow  pay  than  a  dozen  harsh 
demands.  Sympathize  with  the 
customers  in  financial  difficulties, 
and  at  the  same  time  inform  him 
that  you,  too,  need  money. 

Collecting  is  really  an  art,  and 
the"  good  collector  must  be  some- 
thing of  a  diplomat.  Ask  for  the 
money  that's  due  you,  keep  after  it 
until  it  is  paid,  but,  unless  you  are 
convinced  the  customer  is  a  dead 
beat  whose  trade  you  don't  want, 
ask  for  it  in  the  right  way,  not  too 
aggressively  and  not  in  the  way  to 
give  offence — that  is,  unless  you  do 
not  wish  the  delinquent's  custom 
any  longer. — Excha?tge.

Information  has  been  received  by 
the  Crown  Lands  Department  of 
Ontario  that  in  the  district  north  and 
west  of  Chapleau,  on  the  C.P.R.,  there 
exists  a  stretch  of  good  agiicultural 
land  200,000  acres  in  extent.  It  is 
said  there  are  from  eight  to  ten  town- 
ships of  as  good  land  as  exists  in  the 
province  of  Ontario.  The  district  is 
said  to  be  particularly  good  for  farming 
purposes,  being  well  watered  and  attrac- 
tive in  every  way.  This  is  evidently  a 
dip  down  of  the  lower  end  of  the  clay 
belt.  The  country  surrounds  Trout 
Lake,  and  is  situated  due  east  of  the 
Michipicoten  iron  country. 


According  to  recent  advices,  the 
prices  received  for  early  crop  Canadian 
apples  in  Liverpool  have  ranged  from 
8s.  6d.  to  i^s.  gd.  per  barrel,  the  general 
average  being  about  i  is.  6d.  per  barrel. 
There  is  strong  competition  with  the 
early  English  crop,  which  is  a  good  one. 

The  last  of  the  Cleigue  industries 
at  Sauk  Ste  Marie  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Consolidated  Lake 
Superior  Co.  All  the  works  will  soon 
be  in  operation  again  to  the  great 
relief  ot  merchants  and  others  whose 
business  was  suffering  by  the  sus- 
pension. 
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SELLING  BY  WEIGHT. 

There  is  a  movement  among 
dealers  in  bananas  to  sell  this  fruit 
by  weight  instead  of  by  the  bunch. 
Various  opinions  are  expressed  by 
the  trade  but  the  majority  seem  to 
be  in  favor  of  the  innovation. 
Selling  by  weight  seems  to  be 
growing  in  favor.  Already  quite  a 
number  of  grocers  sell  potatos,  to- 
matos,  beans,  and  other  vegetables 
by  weight,  and  the  consumer  is 
taking  kindly  to  the  change. 

It  is  a  fair  proposition  to  sell  by 
weight  instead  of  measure.  Fairer 
to  both  seller  and  consumer.  The 
old  fashioned  method  of  measuring 
vegetables  is  uncertain  in  results 
even  when  the  seller  is  careful. 
Selling  by  weight  is  sure,  guaran- 
teeing to  the  dealer  a  return,  and 
to  the  consumer  uniformity. 

There  is  so  much  to  be  said  in 
favor  of  selling  by  weight  that  we 
can  not  understand  why  the  prac- 
tice does  not  become  universal. 
The  competition  of  the  huckster 
would  be  soon  overcome  if  the 
consumer  was  trained  to  buy  by 
weight  and  to  expect  sixteen 
ounces  to  the  pound.  Some  years 
ago  an  effort  was  made  in  the 
United  States  to  have  a  law  enacted 
compelling  the  sale  of  vegetables 
by  weight,  but  it  did  not  become 
law.  Experience  has  taught  us 
that  dealers  can  easily  adjust  this 
matter  if  •  they  have  backbone 
enough  to  make  the  attempt.

A  number  of  Austrian  business 
men,  manufacturers,  etc.,  paid  a  visit 
to  Canada  in  September.  They  were 
well  pleased  with  what  they  saw  and 
as  a  result  a  large  increase  of  trade 
between  the  two  countries  may  be 
hoped  for. 

A  NEW  store  on  St.  Catherine  street, 
Montreal,  sought  publicity  through  the 
manufacture  of  knitted  goods  in  their 
show  windows.  Machinery  was  in- 
stalled and  the  ingenious  mechanical 
device  was  in  full  view,  illustrating  the 
knitting  of  the  garments.  All  the  raw 
fabrics  from  silk  to  cotton  from  which 
the  garments  are  made,  were  on  view. 


HOW  TO  LOSE  CUSTOMERS 

"  It  don't  always  do,"  said  an  old 
hardware  man,  in  an  exchange,  "to 
size  a  man  up  by  his  looks.  A 
sporty-looking  man,  with  an  Eng- 
lish accent,  came  into  my  store  and 
said  to  a  young  clerk,  '  Say,  my 
boy,  can  I  see  some  of  your  boots  ?' 
'This  ain't  no  shoe  store,'  snapped 
the  clerk.  '  Can't  you  see  the  sign  ?' 
'  Is  that  so !'  responded  the  man. 
'  I'll  look  at  it  from  the  outside,' 
and  started  for  the  door. 

"  I  had  overheard  the  conversa- 
tion, unknown  to  the  clerk.  I 
caught  the  man  at  the  door  and 
asked  him  to  wait  a  moment. 
'  Come  here,  Tom,'  I  called  to  the 
clerk.  When  he  came  I  said, 
'  Apologize  to  this  gentleman  for 
your  bad  manners.'  '  I  am  sorry,' 
he  said,  'I  meant  it  for  a  joke.' 
'  One  more  such  joke,'  I  said,  '  and 
you'll  leave  the  store  for  good.' 

"  I  opened  a  conversation  with 
the  sporty  individual,  and  found 
that  he  was  the  new  owner  of  our 
livery  stable  and  wanted  horse's 
boots.  I  jollied  him  up,  made  good 
friends  with  him,  and  in  the  next 
five  years  sold  him  several  hun- 
dreds of  dollars  worth  of  goods, 
which  my  fool  clerk  would  have 
thrown  to  the  other  store. 

"  At  another  time  I  saw  another 
clerk  waiting  on  a  quiet  little  wo- 
man, with  a  bored  manner,  as 
though  he  had  no  use  for  her.  I 
edged  up,  opened  a  conversation 
just  as  she  showed  signs  of  leaving 
without  buying,  and  found  that  she 
was  fitting  up  her  home  for  a 
boarding  house,  as  her  husband 
had  recently  died.  I  showed  my 
interest  in  her  case,  and  before  she 
left  sold  her  $87  worth  of  goods, 
for  which  she  paid  spot  cash.  She 
became  a  steady  customer,  and  is 
trading  with  me  yet. 

"  When  persons  come  into  my 
store  I  always  show  an  interest  in 
them  and  get  them  to  talk  about 
themselves.  That's  the  best  way 
to  make  friends  of  strangers.  After 
a  man  has  talked  one  of  my  legs 
ofT  and  I  have  listened  with  atten- 
tion, he  begins  to  feel  warm  to- 


wards me,  and  would  like  to  do 
something  for  me.  It's  easy  enough 
to  sell  him  goods  if  he  has  any 
notion  of  buying.  If  not,  he  comes 
around  when  he  needs  something. 
The  personal  equation  is  a  big 
thing  in  the  retail  hardware 
business."

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BUYING  AND  SELLING  AN 
ART 

Being  a  good  buyer,  says  the 
Grocer's  Review,  does  not  always 
make  a  successful  merchant.  In 
fact  a  real  goodcrack-a  jack  buyer 
is  seldom  a  good  salesman.  To 
make  a  good  merchant  there 
should  be  a  combination  of  buyer 
and  salesman.  Especially  is  this 
true  in  a  small  retail  business. 
Large  houses  can  afford  to  have 
specialists  as  buyers  and  specialists 
as  salesmen.  The  small  retailer 
not  having  resources  sufficient  for 
this  must,  to  be  successful,  combine 
the  two  forces  in  his  own  person. 
The  writer  believes  that  salesman- 
ship is  a  gift,  and  unless  a  man  has 
it  '  in  him'  it  is  a  hard  job  to  learn 
it.  The  same  with  buying.  But 
a  man  can  take  what  he  has  and 
cultivate  it  until  he  accomplishes 
something. 

Of  the  two  we  should  class  the 
art  of  selling  as  the  most  important. 

It  is  possible  for  a  good  sales- 
man to  overcome  the  difficulties  of 
buying,  for  in  these  20th  century 
days  buying  is  much  easier  than 
it  used  to  be.  Prices  are  more 
stable.  The  house  salesman  has 
an  interest  in  taking  care  of  his 
customer,  and  this  being  the  case 
there  are  fewer  pit-falls  for  the 
feet  of  the  unwary  buyer.  Keep- 
ing quiet  and  looking  wise  some- 
times gives  a  man  more  reputition 
as  a  buyer  than  by  being  mouthy 
and  knowing  it  all. 

Retailers  who  have  learned 
that  there  is  a  distinction  between 
taking  orders  and  selling  goods 
have  done  much  for  themselves  jn 
understanding  that  selling  is  an 
art.  Customers  nowadays  expect 
not  only  to  get  what  they  ask  for 
but  to  be  sold  something  else.  It 
is  a  poor  salesman  who  cannot  add 
an  item  or  two  to  a  customers' 
list  Your  good  salesman  always 
has  something  in  his  mind  for  each 
especial  customer  and  unobtru- 
sively and  without  undue  persist- 
ance  can  usually  sell  what  he 
wants  to  sell.  Customers  like  this 
attention.

HOW  HE  LOST  HIS  SATUR- 
DAY'S TRADE. 

The  Grocers*  Review  relates  the 
following  incident  : 

A  grocer  who  sells  green  truck 
in  addition  to  the  regular  line  of 
groceries  was  mad  the  other  day, 
all  because  a  huckster's  wagon, 
with  a  big  load,  broke  an  axle  in 
front  of  his  store.  At  first  sight  it 
would  seem  that  the  huckster  was 
the  one  to  be  pitied,  but  the  grocer 
would  not  have  it  that  way  and 
said  the  huckster  was  the  lucky 
boy.  As  near  as  we  can  remember 
this  is  the  grocer's  side  of  the 
case  : — It  was  Saturday  morning 
and  J  had  got  my  front  all  fixed 
up  and  was  taking  a  final  look  at 
things  to  see  that  everything  was 
all  right  before  I  went  in  to  break- 
fast, when  I  spied  a  huckster  wag- 
on with  a  thundering  big  load  com 
ing  up  the  street.  Just  as  it  got 
in  front  of  my  store  an  axle  breaks 
and  down  goes  the  whole  shebang. 
Of  course  I  pitied  the  fellow's 
plight  and  offered  to  do  what  I 
could  for  him.  If  I  had  known  as 
much  then  as  I  did  later  I  would 
have  gone  and  hired  him  a  wagon 
and  helped  him  shift  his  load. 
While  he  was  standing  there,  lo  -)k- 
ing  disconsolately  at  the  wreck,  a 
lady  comes  up  to  him  and  says  : 
'*  How  much  are  your  sweet 
potatoes  ?"  He  tells  her  the  price 
and  she  buys  some.  I  could  see 
right  away  that  a  light  had  dawned 
on  the  huckster,  and  I  knew  what 
he  was  thinking  as  well  as  he  did 
himself  As  I  sized  up  his  thoughts 
they  were  about  this  ;  Here  I  am 
with  a  busted  wagon  with  a  load 
of  truck  on  a  main  street.  Why 
not  stay  right  here  and  sell  out. 
I  can  send  my  helper  to  my  regular 
trade  and  tell  them  the  fix  I  am  in 
and  get  their  orders  while  I  stay 
here  and  tend  to  the  trade  that 
comes  along  the  street.  Well,  that 
is  exactly  what  the  fellow  did.  The 
combination  of  misfortune,  com 
bined  with  the  chance  of  a  possible 
bargain  caused  by  said  misfortune, 
was  too  much  for  the  feminine  mind 
and  heart  in  my  neighborhood  at 
least  to  resist,  and  I  had  a  whole 
lot  of  my  stuff  to  carry  over  to 
Monday.  Nobody  thought  of  pity- 
ing me,  although  I'll  bet  the  fellow 
had  the  best  Saturday's  business 
he  ever  had,  besides  making 
friends  with  a  good  many  of  my 
regular  customers.  Talk  about 
trouble,  if  you  ain't  getting  one 
kind  in  the  grocery  business  you're 
getting  another.    About  the  time 


you  think  you  have  had  all  kindsi 
a  brand  new  kind  is  invented  for 
you.  This  last  remark  was  made 
while  I  was  handing  the  garbage 
man  fifteen  cents  for  taking  away 
some  of  the  green  truck  that  should 
have  brought  me  in  good  money 
the  previous  Saturday.

MORE    PAINT    SHOULD  BE 
USED. 

Anyone  who  travels  through 
Canada,  especially  in  the  districts 
where  lumber  takes  the  place  of 
brick  or  stone  for  dwellings,  cannot 
fail  to  notice  the  small  proportion 
of  painting  done.  One  sees  house 
after  house  which  has  either  never 
been  painted  or  has  been  left  un- 
painted  so  long  that  its  attractive- 
ness is  quite  gone. 

In  this  condition  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  hardware  merchant. 
He  should  first  set  a  good  example 
by  keeping  his  store  and  his  home 
and  even  his  barn,  neatly  and 
attractively  p  tinted.  Then  he 
should  be  constantly  talking  up 
the  advantages  of  frequent  paint- 
ing, the  preservation  of  wood,  the 
satisfaction  of  having  an  attractive 
home  and  store,  and  finally  the 
enhancement  of  value  of  the  pro- 
perties. By  thus  setting  a  good 
example  and  by  constantly  dis- 
cussing the  matter,  arousing  the 
interest  of  his  customers  in  the 
advantages  of  painting,  the  local 
retailer  can  do  a  good  deal  towards 
improving  the  appearance  of  his 
neighborhood  and  can  at  the  same 
time  add  materially  to  his  paint 
sales — Hardware.

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PROFIT. 

It  always  takes  more  courage  to 
get  a  profit  than  to  sell  cheap.  It 
is  an  old  saying  that  anybody  can 
give  away  goods,  but  that  few  can 
sell  them  at  a  profit.  When  a  man 
is  fighting  for  trade  against  a  lot  of 
other  bright  fellows,  unless  his 
nerve  is  good,  he  is  likely  to  sell 
cheaper  than  he  ought  to  in  fair 
ness  to  himself  The  easy  and 
lazy  way  is  to  mark  a  uniform 
profit  on  goods,  but  this  cannot  be 
done  satisfactorily  in  the  grocery 
business.  One  of  the  most  success- 
ful grocers  in  Boston  once  told  the 
Grocers'  Magazine  that  whenever 
he  was  obliged  to  mark  down  the 
price  of  some  article  on  account  of 
competition  he  invariably  offset  the 
cut  by  marking  up  the  price  of 
some  other  article  an  equal  amount. 
The  article  picked  out  to  be  mark- 
ed up,  of  course,  is  something  which 
sells  as  often  as  the  one  on  which 
the  price  is,  at  the  same  time,  re- 
duced. Unless  some  such  course 
as  this  is  systematically  pursued 
there  will  be  little  or  no  net  profit 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Grocers  who  use  leaders  for 
advertising  must  get  what  they 
lose  in  profits  back  on  something 
else,  and  if  one  closely  studies  the 
advertisements  and  methods  of  the 
grocers  who  advertise  with  the 
greatest  degree  of  success  he  will 
soon  see  where  they  get  their  pro- 
fit. In  many  of  these  ads.  some 
articles  advertised  in  a  list  of  lead- 
ers are  quoted  at  full  prices  and 
yet  made  to  appear  as  bargains. 
Unknown  brands  are  often  talked 
up  and  advertised  at  nearly  the 
prices  of  standard  goods,  although 
doubtless  bought  for  very  much 
less.  Many  grocers  who  advertise 
liberally  and  attract  many  ladies 
to  their  stores  have  a  big  display  of 
confectionery  in  the  front  part  of 
the  stores  for  which  they  charge 
good  prices. 

The  expense  of  doing  business 
is  12  to  15  per  cent.  If  you  ex- 
pect to  make  10  per  cent,  net  you 
must  get  an  average  profit  of  near- 
ly 25  per  cent.,  all  of  that. 

It  is  a  good  plan  not  to  be  too 
much  afraid  of  competitors.  They 
are  trying  to  get  profit  here  and 
there  and  if  they  are  not  good 
business  men  cannot  harm  you 
very  much.  To  be  able  to  get  a 
profit  in  the  right  place  is  the  final 
test.  Any  blockhead  can  sell 
goods  at  a  loss.  Low  prices  is  not 
all  there  is  to  the  business,  no 
matter   if  you  are  conducting  a 


store  in  the  very  poorest  neighbor- 
hood. The  poorest  people  appre- 
ciate something  decent  to  eat  as 
well  as  the  wealthy.  If  you  drive 
away  trade  by  giving  it  poorer 
goods  than  it  wants  the  trade  never 
comes  back.  If  you  drive  it  away 
by  charging  two  or  three  cents 
more  than  some  one  else  the  trade 
will  come  back  again,  if  your  goods 
are  superior  to  the  other  fellow's. 
Quality  more  than  price,  holds  the 
best  trade.  A  well  stocked,  neat 
appearing  store,  in  a  good  location, 
with  a  reputation  for  reliability, 
integrity  and  enterprise,  is  much 
of  the  battle.  Courtesy,  a  pleasant 
greeting  and  a  sincere  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  your  friends  and  cus- 
tomers pay  a  handsome  dividend. 
The  true  character  of  every  dealer 
is  very  soon  known  as  well  to 
customers  as  to  himself — Grocers 
Magazine.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

John  McConnell,  grocer,  Harris- 
ton,  died  very  suddenly  on  Sept.  29. 
He  went  home  from  his  store  at  9 
p.m.  and  retired  about  11.  In  a  few 
minutes  his  wife  heard  a  noise  and 
going  to  him  found  him  dead.  He 
had  been  in  business  in  Harriston 
about  9  years  having  gone  there  from 
Cliesley. 

In  the  journal  of  the  British  Board 
of  Agriculture  A.  D.  Hall,  writing  on 
the  Rothamstead  experimental  station, 
eulogizes  Manitoba  wheat,  which  en- 
ables the  baker  to  make  one  or  two 
more  loaves  to  each  sack  of  flour. 
While  No.  i  hard  Manitoba  sold  last 
seasDn  at  35  shillings  a  quarter,  the 
best  British  sold  for  29  shillings. 

The  distribution  of  from  $2  5,000,000 
to  $28,000,000,  after  allowing  for  seed, 
cost  of  harvesting,  etc.,  among  the 
farmers  of  Manitoba  and  the  North 
West  for  their  grain  crop  must  give 
great  impetus  to  business.  The  loan 
companies  expect  heavy  payments  on 
mortgages  and  many  farmers  state 
that  they  will  be  able  to  wipe  out  all 
indebtedness  this  fall. 

Stapleton  Caldecott,  of  the  well 
known  dry  goods  firm  of  Deberham, 
Caldecott  &  Co.,  Toronto,  who  has 
made  such  subjects  a  study,  does  not 
consider  that  the  true  system  of  tax- 
ation has  been  arrived  at  even  by  recent 
changes  in  the  law.  He  has  promised 
a  letter  setting  forth  his  views,  which 
will  appear  in  the  October  number  of 
the  Journal.  We  are  sure  it  will  be 
read  with  much  interest. 


A  MENACE  TO  PUBLIC 
HEALTH. 

Nothing  can  be  more  in  the  in- 
terest of  manufacturers  of  canned 
goods — jams,  jellies,  and  similar 
put-up  goods — than  that  the  public 
should  be  able  to  place  implicit 
confidence  in  the  purity  and  free- 
dom from  adulteration  of  the  arti- 
cles of  this  nature  which  they  buy 
at  the  stores.  Yet  recent  analyses 
show  that  this  ideal  condition  is 
very  far  from  being  reached.  A 
short  while  ago,  Hon.  Mr.  Brodeur, 
of  the  Canadian  Ministry,  had  in- 
spectors visit  several  retail  stores 
and  obtain  various  samples  of  arti- 
cles offered  to  ordinary  purchasers 
in  the  daily  course  of  business,  such 
as  jams,  jellies,  condiments,  etc. 
Of  jams  and  jellies  the  number  of 
samples  was  seventy-four,  and 
these  included  raspberry,  straw- 
berry, plum,  peach  and  other  fruits. 
Analysis  showed  that  only  fourteen 
samples  were  genuine,  fifty-five 
being  classed  as  adulterated  and 
five  doubtful.  Not  all  the  adulter- 
ating material  could  be  classed  as 
positively  harmful,  but  it  included 
many  substitutes,  as  well  as  such 
stuff  as  glucose,  coal  tar  dyes  and 
salicylic  acid.  Investigation  into 
the  quality  of  ground  peppers, 
cloves,  ginger,  cinnamon,  allspice 
and  other  spices  showed  only 
eighty-eight  pure  out  of  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight  analyzed,  the 
impurities  being  found  to  be  chiefly 
stone,  husks,  shells,  sand,  charcoal, 
sweepings,  hair,  chips  and  dirt. 

Surely  this  is  a  disgraceful  state 
of  things,  and  one  that  should  be 
remedied  without  delay  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  manufacturers  and 
importers  who  do  put  upon  the 
market  a  genuine  article  which 
really  is  what  it  purports  to  be.  We 
are  glad,  therefore,  to  learn  that  the 
Government  intends  to  act  in  a 
way  which  it  has  already  the  power 
to  do,  under  the  provisions  ol  the 
Food  Adulteration  Act,  and  that 
those  who  have  been  responsible 
for  putting  on  the  market  goods 
which  were  not  what  their  labels 
claimed  them  to  be,  will  be  prose- 
cuted with  rigor. — Monetary  Times,

Though  the  announcement  of  a 
general  election  has  an  unsettling 
effect,  business  and  financial  men 
speak  most  hopefully  of  the  pros- 
pect for  winter  and  spring.  Manu- 
facturers are  busy,  wholesalers  re- 
port an  active  business,  high  prices 
prevail  for  farm  products,  particu- 
larly wheat,  and  the  railways  show 
increased  earnings.  The  banks 
have  abundance  of  money  on  hand 
for  commercial  enterprises  as  well 
as  to  move  the  crops,  the  low  rate 
for  money  in  the  United  States 
having  a  tendency  to  keep  funds 
here.  The  bank  clearings  for  Sep- 
tember were  close  on  sixty-six  and 
a  quarter  million  dollars,  being  an 
increase  of  nearly  five  millions  over 
September  1903.  This  is  due  main- 
ly to  business  expansion  and  not 
to  speculation. 

Threshing  reports  from  Mani- 
toba report  from  13  to  27  bushels 
of  wheat  to  the  acre  and  do  not 
bear  out  the  heavy  damage  reports 
in  circulation  when  the  harvest  was 
in  progress.  The  quality  shows  a 
larger  proportion  of  higher  grades 
than  last  year,  and  the  price  paid 
is  high,  as  much  as  $1  being  given 
for  choice  wheat.  This  year  the 
elevator  capacity  west  of  Lake 
Superior  has  greatly  increased, 
being  nearly  45,000,000  bushels,  as 
compared  with  39,000,000  bushels 
a  year  ago.  Both  the  Canadian 
Pacific  and  Canadian  Northern 
have  made  large  additions  to  their 
rolling  stock  in  order  to  handle 
the  western  crop. 

Dry  Goods. 
Travellers  are  now  busy  with  the 
sorting  trade  and  spring  woolens, 
in  which  a  good  trade  is  being 
done.  Retailers  had  previously 
bought  carefully  and  only  for  pre- 
sent requirements  as  a  drop  was 
expected,  and  stocks  were  pretty 
well  run  down.  Recently  the  cot- 
ton mills  announced  reductions 
averaging  about  10  per  cent.,  but 
since  then  raw  cotton  has  advanced 
and  the  future  is  somewhat  uncer- 
tain.    The   tendency  is  towards 


firmness.  It  is  expected  that  goods 
for  Canadian  spring  trade  will  be 
a  little  higher  than  last  year.  An 
advance  in  prints  is  anticipated. 
Blankets  and  woolen  goods  for  the 
fall  trade  are  very  firm.  Flannels 
have  advanced  at  the  mills  and  all 
imported  woolens  will  cost  about 
7  per  cent,  more  on  account  of  the 
increase  in  the  tariff.  Linens  have 
also  advanced. 

Groceries. 
In  this  line  trade  is  average. 
October  is  expected  to  be  a  busier 
month,  as  shipments  of  winter 
stocks  of  heavy  goods  will  then  be 
going  on.  The  sugar  market  is 
without  change,  but  the  price  is 
strong.  Teas  are  firm,  without 
much  demand  for  movement. 
Canned  goods  are  strong.  Dried 
fruits  in  good  demand. 

Provisions. 
Prices  for  hog  products  are  high, 
due  partially  to  the  Chicago  pack- 
ers' strike.  Butter  is  tending  up- 
ward with  an  improved  export  de- 
mand. There  is  an  easy  tone  to 
the  cheese  market.  Eggs  are  scarce, 
owing  it  is  said  to  unusually  large 
consumption. 

Hardware. 
Heavy  metals  are  a  little  more 
in  demand,  with  more  inquiry  for 
future  delivery.  Prices  are  without 
marked  change.  A  good  harvest 
and  activity  in  building  operations 
point  to  a  good  trade,  in  which 
paints,  oils,  etc.,  will  participate. 
Glass  shows  pronounced  firmness. 

Boots,  Shoes  and  Leather. 

Trade  has  not  come  up  to  expec- 
tations in  the  boot  and  shoe  line 
but  an  earl)  improvement  is  con- 
fidently hoped  for.  Hides  are 
lower  in  sympathy  with  a  weakness 
in  Chicago.  There  is  no  special 
feature  in  leather  and  prices  re- 
main steady. 

Drugs  and  Chemicals. 
Prices  continue  firm  with  a  good 
trade.    Quinine  is  very  firm  as  a 
result  of  a  10  per  cent  advance  in 
London,  but  the  demand  is  slack- 


THE   INTERNATIONAL  MER- 
CANTILE AGENCY. 

Thomas  N.  McCauley,  the 
millionaire  first  president  and  or- 
ganizer of  the  International  Mer- 
cantile Agency,  which  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  a  receiver  in  New 
York,  has  disappeared.  He  was 
to  have  come  up  in  court  at  New 
York,  but  at  the  request  of  his 
solicitors  the  case  was  adjourned 
for  a  week,  and  in  the  meantime 
he  disappeared.  He  is  said  to 
have  gone  to  Havana.  The  first 
move  against  him  was  made  by 
Hamilton  creditors,  a  charge  of 
larcency  of  $4500  having  been  laid 
by  C.  A.  Wilcox.  He  got  off,  but 
was  re-arrested  on  a  charge  of 
fraud,  on  the  information  of  a  New 
Yorker.  An  effort  may  yet  be 
made  to  bring  him  to  Hamilton, 
where  there  are  four  charges 
against  him.  He  is  said  to  have 
secured  about  $750,000  of  Cana- 
dian money.  Sack ville,  N.B.,  capi- 
talists are  reported  to  have  lost  be- 
tween $30,000  and  $40,000  and 
Moncton  people  as  much.  St.  John 
men  who  were  in  the  company  are 
said  to  have  got  out  in  time. 

A  later  report  states  that  Mc- 
Cauley is  in  Chicago.  He  is  said 
to  have  got  away  with  about  a 
million  dollars.

THANKSGIVING  DAY. 

Thursday,  November  17th,  has 
been  fixed  on  as  Thanksgiving 
day  in  Canada.  Last  year,  at  the 
request  of  some  who  thought  an 
earlier  date  would  be  more  accep- 
table, chiefly  the  military  authori- 
ties who  generally  hold  a  review 
on  that  day,  it  was  arranged  for 
October,  but  this  year  a  day  in 
November  has  been  proclaimed  as 
more  convenient  for  the  business 
community.  In  some  quarters  an 
agitation  is  going  on  to  have 
Thanksgiving  on  Monday,  but  the 
government  has  not  seen  fit  to 
acceed  to  this  request.

In  regard  to 
Spring  lines,  however,  a  note- 
worthy feature  in  mine  is  the  dis- 
carding of  the  multitudinous  sys- 
tem of  sample  pattern  cards  known 
as  endless  variety,  and  the  confin- 
ing of  my  offerings  to  a  choice 
selection  of  the  few  in  a  better  class 
of  goods  which  are  more  carefully 
made,  and  thus  better  fitting.  This 
bewildering  assortment  has  made 
an  endless  variety  of  trouble  for  us 
all.  It  puts  the  retailer  in  a  quan- 
dary when  too  many  good  things 
are  thrown  at  him.  It  embarrasses 
his  selection,  and  his  afterthoughts 
are  often  the  cause  of  substitutions 
after  his  orders  are  placed.  Fur- 
ther, I  think  there  is  room  for  im- 
provement in  the  acceptance  of  the 
novelties  shown  to  the  trade  in 


Canada.  At  great  expense  are 
these  sought,  and  sometimes  diffi- 
dence is  expressed  at  their  recep- 
tion. After  a  time,  when  they  hear 
the  Yankees  are  showing  them, 
there  is  a  clamor  which  perhaps 
comes  after  we  are  out  of  the  lines." 
There  is  undoubtedly  food  for 
thought  in  these  observations,  says 
the  Dyjf  Goods  Review.

STAND  UP  TO  FIT  A  SHOE. 

People  who  buy  ready-made 
shoes  would  find  their  footwear 
much  more  comfortable  if  only 
they  could  stand  up  instead  of 
sitting  down  to  be  fitted,"  said  an 
experienced  salesman.  "Nine out 
of  ten  customers,  especially  women, 
want  to  sit  in  a  comfortable  chair 
all  the  time  they  are  fitting  shoes, 
and  it  is  with  difficulty  that  one 
can  get  them  to  stand  a  few 
minutes  even  after  the  shoe  is  fitted. 
Then  when  they  begin  to  walk 
about  a  little  they  wonder  why  the 
shoe  is  less  easy  than  when  it  was 
first  tried  on.  The  fact  is.  that  the 
foot  is  smaller  when  one  is  sitting 
than  when  one  is  walking  about. 
Exercise  brings  a  large  quantity 
of  blood  to  the  feet,  and  they  swell. 
The  muscles,  too,  require  a  certain 
amount  of  room.  In  buying  shoes 
this  must  be  borne  in  mind  or  one 
cannot  hope  to  be  shod  comfort- 
ably."

Counterfeit  five  cent  pieces  are 
reported  to  be  in  circulation  about 
Toronto.  They  bear  the  king's  head, 
are  dated  1904,  but  have  not  the 
genuine  weight  or  ring. 

Reliable  reports  are  to  the  effect 
that  the  apple  crop  is  not  nearly  so 
large  as  that  of  last  year,  either  in 
Canada  or  the  United  States.  The 
general  quality  is  good  and  growers 
should  realize  better  prices  than  are 
being  offered.  No.  i  and  2  grades 
should  be  worth  75c.  to$T  on  the  tree. 

Some  of  the  leading  wholesale  gro-' 
cers  of  the  province  have  secured  in- 
corporation as  the  New  Brunswick  Im- 
porting Co.  The  object  is  said  to  be 
to  engage  in  the  importation  of  molasses 
from  the  West  Indies,  for  the  dealers 
themselves.  Heretofore  practically  all 
the  molasses  sold  there  has  been  im- 
ported by  two  concerns,  Baird  & 
Peters,  and  R.  G.  Crosby.  The  mer- 
chants in  the  new  company  have 
become  convinced  that  they  can  secure 
their  supply  of  molasses  more  con- 
veniently and  perhaps  more  economic 
ally  than  at  present  by  importing  direct.

The  T.  Eaton  Co 's  new  depart- 
mental store  in  Winnipeg  is  to  be 
266  feet  on  Portage  Ave.  by  150  feet 
on  a  side  street,  six  stories  high.  On 
land  adjoining  they  purpose  erecting 
plants  for  heating,  lighting  and  water 
supply.  Building  operations  have 
been  commenced. 


BANKRUPT'S  LIVING 
EXPENSES. 

E.  Hough,  the  Inspector-General 
in  bankruptcy  cases  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  in  his  annual  report  to 
the  Board  of  Trade,  makes  a  few 
caustic  remarks  on  some  present- 
day  commercial  methods.  One 
prominent  feature  of  bankruptcies 
at  the  present  time,  he  says,  is  the 
excessive  amount  of  drawings  for 
personal  and  household  expenses. 
Little  regard  is  paid  to  the  ques- 
tion of  profits  or  losses  ;  the  debtor 
seems  to  feel  himself  entitled  to 
live  handsomely  on  his  business 
just  so  long  as  it  can  be  kept  go- 
ing. The  inspector  quotes  some 
glaring  examples  of  this  form  of 
dishonesty.  For  instance,  a  leather 
merchant  and  boot  factor  who, 
during  the  three  years  preceding 
his  failure,  lost  1,000  on  trading 
and  in  bad  debts,  drew  more  than 
;^2,ooo  a  year  for  household  and 
personal  expenses  ;  a  textile  mer- 
chant, who  in  fourteen  years  made 
£,j,^?,g  net  profit,  withdrew 
921;  a  firm  of  timber  merchants 
(two  partners),  who  made  profits  of 
.^^"29,103  in  fifteen  years,  withdrew 
;£^54,02i  ;  two  Australian  Jews  who 
commenced  business  as  rubber 
merchants  in  1894,  without  capital, 
drew  from  the  business  in  nine 
years  ;^28,ooo  ;  they  then  failed, 
and  creditors  for  £gy,ooo  found 
that  the  assets  to  meet  their  claims 
were  only  worth  about  £y,ooo. 
This  kind  of  "  necessary  living 
expenses"  ought  to  be  dealt  with 
under  some  adaptation  of  the 
criminal  code.

Reports  from  various  European 
points  indicate  that  there  will  be  heavy 
demand  over  there  for  all  kinds  of 
grain  and  food  stuffs. 

The  trade  in  Japanese  fans  is  im- 
mense. It  is  no  unusual  thing  for 
steamers  running  between  Japan  and 
London  to  carry  1,000,000  fans  of  all 
kinds  as  part  of  its  cargo. 

The  Government  experimental  farm 
at  Ottawa  is  making  shipments  of 
apples  to  Belfast,  Ireland,  in  the  hope 
of  proving  that  a  profitable  market  can 
be  established  there  for  Canadian  fruit. 
The  varieties  include  Duchess.  Each 
apple  is  wrapped  in  tissue  paper. 
Heretofore  Canadian  apples  have  been 
shipped  to  Ireland  via  Liverpool,  but 
by  sending  direct  to  Belfast  it  is  ex- 
pected the  cost  of  handling  will  be 
reduced  and  the  profit  to  the  shipper 
correspondingly  increased.

TRADE  NOTES. 

Sugar  gives  every  indication  of  ad- 
vancing in  price.  Owing  to  drought 
the  European  beet  crop  is  estimated 
to  be  600,000  tons  short,  and  this  is 
having  its  effect  in  stiffening  prices. 

There  is  an  undertone  of  disap- 
pointment among  boot  and  shoe  mer- 
chants regarding  the  amount  of 
business  they  were  able  to  transact 
during  the  summer.  The  cool,  wet 
weather  is  supposed  to  be  responsible 
for  this  to  some  extent.  But  people 
must  have  boots  and  shoes  no  matter 
what  the  weather  may  be,  and  a  good 
fall  and  wmter  trade  is  looked  forward 
to.  There  is  not  to  be  any  radical 
change  in  styles.  Existing  standards 
are  rather  to  be  improved  and  modi- 
fied. In  rubbers  the  severity  of  last 
winter  had  the  effect  of  clearing  out 
stocks  pretty  well  and  a  good  trade  is 
looked  for.  Some  retailers  probably 
thinking  that  the  new  schedule  of 
prices  and  discounts  issued  by  the 
manufacturers  would  prove  somewhat 
elastic  postponed  buying,  but  all  are 
now  anxious  to  stock  up  and  have 
deliveries  made  in  good  time. 


Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  price 
of  flour  bakers  propose  to  increase  the 
price  of  bread  by  two  cents  a  double 
loaf  in  Ottawa. 

The  machinery  and  plant  of  the 
Enterprise  Hosiery  Company,  at 
Toronto  Junction,  have  been  sold  to 
Joseph  Simpson  &  Sons. 

The  Railway  Commissioners  have 
held  a  sitting  at  Brandon  to  hear  a 
complaint  by  the  merchants  of  that 
city  of  discrimination  of  freight  rates 
in  favor  of  Winnipeg  against  Brandon. 

The  Dominion  Cotton  and  Bleach- 
ing Co.,  Montreal,  will  acquire  the 
business  and  rights  held  by  Geo.  A. 
Gatehouse  and  George  Bothamely  at 
Drummondville,  Que,  The  company 
will  make  and  deal  in  cotton  goods  of 
all  kinds. 

The  barbers  early  closing  by-law  in 
Toronto  has  been  repealed.  The  mat- 
ter resolved  itself  into  a  contest  be- 
tween the  up-town  and  down-town 
barbers,  the  latter  being  in  favor  of 
early  closing,  the  former  against.  There 
are  about  700  barbers  in  Toronto. 


Steps  are  being  taken  to  organize  a 
Board  of  Trade  at  Prescott. 

The  New  Brunswick  Importing  Co., 
Limited,  has  been  incorporated,  with 
headquarters  at  Fredericton. 

The  Montreal  Smallwares  Com- 
pany, with  a  capital  of  $100,000,  has 
been  chartered  to  manufacture  all 
kinds  of  pins,  needles,  tools,  buttons 
and  other  articles  connected  with 
wearing  apparel. 

The  Canadian  Credit  Indemnity 
Company,  Limited,  is  being  organized 
by  Frank  Arnoldi,  K.C.  and  J.  Mac- 
donald  Oxley,  of  Toronto,  to  insure 
manufacturers  and  wholesale  merchants 
against  loss  from  bad  debts. 

A  co-operative  store  is  being  organ- 
ized in  Sydney,  N.  S.,  by  employees 
of  the  Dominion  Iron  &  Steel  Co., 
and  the  Intercolonial  Railway.  The 
company  is  to  be  known  as  the  Union 
Supply  Co.,  and  is  to  have  a  capital  of 
$20,000. 

Among  the  latest  schemes  for  catch- 
ing trade  is  the  following  :  The  Mer- 
chants' Saving  Stamp  Association  is  a 
concern  formed  at  Philadelphia  to 
sell  "saving  stamps" at  $3.00  per  1000, 
guaranteeing  to  redeem  them  at  $2.50 
per  thousand. 

The  present  uncertainty  as  to  the 
price  of  raw  cotton  places  the  cotton 
goods  market  in  an  uncertain  position. 
Buyers  who  have  not  stocked  up  find 
themselves  unable  to  secure  prompt 
delivery  except  at  greatly  advanced 
prices. 

The  Rhawn-Keeler  Co,  have  a  new 
scheme  for  the  grocery  trade  involving 
a  discount  of  five  per  cent,  on  all  pur- 
chases of  one  dollar  or  over.  They 
go  to  the  retailer,  pay  him  one  dollar 
and  then  secure  a  cast-iron  agreement, 
that  he,  the  retailer,  for  a  period  of 
eighteen  months  will  give  the  discount 
noted  above.  The  Co.  then  issue  a 
retail  check  to  the  consumer,  good  for 
one  year,  at  a  cost  of  one  dollar.  This 
entitles  the  consumer  to  the  discount. 

A  FEW  days  ago  each  of  the  forty  or 
more  employees  of  H.  W.  Petrie,  the 
well  known  machinery  man,  of  Toronto, 
was  pleasantly  surprised  to  receive  a 
bonus,  based  on  the  earnings  of  the 
year.  Mr.  Petrie  decided  to  put  this 
plan  into  operation.  Each  man's  salary 
is  assumed  as  capital  in  the  business. 
The  bonus  to  each  man  was  based  on 
his  salary,  and  everyone  from  manager 
to  office  boy  received  his  share.  The 
plan  has  worked  most  successfully  and 
is  to  be  continued.

RAPIDLY  PROGRESSING. 


Every  week  since  our  Conven- 
tion new  branches  are  being 
added  to  our  main  body.  Organ- 
izer Mr.  James  Eadie  has  been 
doing  excellent  work  in  the  North 
and  West,  and  he  is  now  working 
his  way  through  the  East.

The  far- 
mers, doctors,  lawyers.labor  unions, 
manufacturers  and  others  are  too 
busy  looking  after  their  own 
interests,  and  you  must  not  expect 
them  to  do  your  work.  Our 
Association  was  formed  for  your 
purposes.  Use  it  and  it  will  help 
you.

PEDDLER  vs.  MERCHANT. 


The  North-  West  Trade  has  this 
to  say  on  the  above  subject  : 

"  The  peddling  question  is  the 
difference  between  the  established 
merchant  and  the  unestablished 
merchant,  it  is  the  difference  be- 
tween the  merchant  who  is  held 
responsible  for  the  purity  and  qual- 
ity of  the  goods  he  sells  and  the 
merchant  who  is  irresponsible  and 
whose  goods  are,  therefore,  seldom, 
if  ever,  as  he  represents  them,  it  is 
the  difference  between  the  mer- 
chant who  pays  taxes  to  the  sup- 
port of  government,  contributes  to 
charities  and  public  improvements 
and  the  merchant  who  has  done 
none  of  these  things,  it  is  the  dif- 
ference between  the  merchant  who 
is  in  business  when  trade  is  dull  as 
well  as  when  business  is  good,  who 
helps  his  customers  over  their 
troublesome  times  by  granting 
them  long  or  short  term  credit  and 
the  merchant  who  jumps  here  and 
there  where  the  opportunities  are 
best  for  the  biggest  hauls  in  the 
best  seasons  in  the  year,  taking  a- 
way   a   large   part  of  the  trade 


through  a  species  of  manifestly  un- 
fair competition  from  the  home 
merchant  who  certainly  has  the 
prior  and  best  right  to  it,  and  tak- 
ing thousands  of  dollars  out  of  the 
community  without  leaving  any 
adequate  quid  pro  quo. 

If  our  law  makers  cannot  frame 
laws  licensing  and  restricting  such 
peddling  and  reducing  to  a  mini- 
mum the  unfairness  of  the  compe- 
tition afforded — laws  that  will 
stand  rational  constitutional  tests 
— it's  a  hard  one  on  their  profes- 
sion. It  appears  to  the  writer  that 
lawyers  and  courts  are  too  prone 
to  go  at  the  peddling  question 
backwards  in  passing  upon  the 
constitutionality  of  such  laws."

DAKTYLOSOOPY. 


The  police  of  London  have  in- 
troduced experimentally  a  new 
measuring  system  for  recognizing 
criminals.  As  it  has  been  success- 
ful, it  will  soon  be  adopted  by  a 
number  of  other  police  departments 
both  in  England  and  abroad.  Com- 
pared with  the  "  Bertillion  "  sys- 
tem, it  has,  above  all,  the  advant- 
age of  simplicity,  as  it  can  be  ap- 
plied without  any  contrivances,  and 
is,  therefore,  much  less  expensive. 
Whether  it  can  completely  take  the 
place  of  the  Bertillion  system  re- 
mains to  be  seen.  The  Berlin 
police  have  for  the  present  also  in- 
augurated a  card  collection  of  im- 
pressions of  the  fingers  for  recog- 
nition purposes.  The  new  system 
is  called  "  Daktyloscopy."

SOME  OF  THE  OBJECTS  OF 
THE  RETAIL  MERCHANTS' 
ASSOCIATION  OF 
CANADA. 

Sec.  I.  To  safeguard  the  inter- 
ests of  all  retail  merchants,  and  of 
the  various  retail  trade  sections 
throughout  the  Dominion. 

Sec.  2.  To  endeavor  to  enlist  the 
co-operation  of  all  manufacturers, 
producers  and  wholesale  jobbers  in 
securing  just  and  equitable  prices 
on  all  classes  of  staple  and  stan- 
dard merchandise. 

Sec.  3.  To  promote  legislation 
that  will  prevent  misrepresentation 
in  advertisements  inserted  in  the 
press,  through  circulars,  cata- 
logues, or  by  any  other  means, 
claiming  to  sell  at  cost  or  less  than 
cost  price,  as  it  injures  legitimate 
merchandising,  and  destroys  the 
value  of  labor. 

Sec.  4.  To  promote  legislation 
that  will  secure  equitable  legal  re- 
cognition by  making  the  officers  of 
mercantile  corporations  respon- 
sible under  the  law,  the  same  as  is 
now  meted  out  to  individuals  when 
they  commit  fraud,  and  practice 
deception. 

Sec.  5.  To  endeavor  to  have  the 
retail  trade  of  cities,  towns  and  vil- 
lages confined,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
the  legitimate  retailer. 

Sec.  6.  To  regulate  the  disposal 
of  bankrupt  stocks. 

Sec.  7.  To  promote  Provincial 
legislation  in  the  direction  of  secur- 


ing improvements  in  Municipal 
laws,  such  as  peddling  and  other 
licenses,  equalization  of  taxation 
and  insurance  rates,  the  simplifica- 
tion of  the  collection  of  small  debts, 
securing  an  amendment  to  the 
Transient  Traders  Act,  abolishing 
as  far  as  possible  all  gift  schemes, 
trading  stamps,  coupons  or  other 
similar  devices,  and  having  such 
amendments  or  additions  to  the 
Municipal  Act  as  may  be  deemed 
desirable  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
retail  trade  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  8.  To  promote  Dominion 
Legislation  in  the  direction  of  se- 
curing efficient  insolvency  legisla- 
tion, improved  postal  regulations, 
an  amendment  to  the  adulteration 
act,  and  a  more  rigid  enforcement 
of  the  same,  the  abolition  of  the 
fee  system  for  the  examination  of 
weights, measures  and  scales,  to  pre- 
vent the  false  stamping  of  goods, 
securing  an  amendment  to  the 
Copyright  and  Trade  Marks  Act 
and  any  other  legislation  that  may 
be  deemed  advisable  in  the  inter- 
ests of  retail  merchandising. 

Sec.  9  To  have  all  legislation 
that  afifeets  retail  interests  that  is 
introduced  into  the  Dominion  or 
Provincial  Legislatures  made 
known  to  our  members  before  it 
becomes  law. 

Sec.  10.  To  secure  closer  friend- 
ly relationship  and  good  fellowship 
among  retailers,  and  with  all  or- 
ganizations and  associations  having 
for  their  objects  the  advancement 
of  the  best  interests  of  commerce.

NEW  REGULATION  REGARD- 
ING INVOICES  OF  GOODS 
IMPORTED. 

The  Department  of  Customs 
issued  an  important  circular  on 
Sept.  1st  addressed  to  exporters. 
It  contains  a  summary  of  the  laws 
and  regulations  concerning  Cus- 
toms requirements,  in  view  of  the 
German  surtax  and  the  new  special 
duty  or  anti  dumping  tariff,  appli- 
cable to  goods  exported  to  Canada. 
The  new  regulations  provide  that 
on  and  after  ist  October,  1904, 
invoices  in  duplicate  properly  cer- 
tified shall  be  delivered  at  the  Cus- 
toms-house with  the  bills  of  entry 
for  all  imported  goods. 

Every  invoice  shall  contain  a 
sufficient  and  correct  description 
of  the  goods,  and  in  respect  of 
goods  sold  by  the  exporter  shall 
show  in  one  column  the  actual  price 
at  which  the  articles  have  been  sold 
to  the  importer,  and  in  a  separate 


column   the  fair  market  value  o 
each  article  as  sold  for  home  con- 
sumption in  the  country  of  export. 

The  "  price"  and  "  value"  of  the 
goods  in  every  case  are  to  be  stated 
as  in  condition  or  packed  ready  for 
shipment.  On  every  invoice  there 
must  be  a  new  certificate  taking 
the  place  of  the  old  form  J.  This 
certificate  of  value  must  be  signed 
by  the  exporter,  or  an  employe  of 
his  having  a  knowledge  of  the  facts 
certified  to.  Among  other  things 
it  must  declare  that  the  invoice 
exhibits  the  fair  market  value  of 
the  goods  at  the  time  and  place  of 
their  direct  exportation  to  Canada; 
that  no  different  invoice  of  the 
goods  mentioned  in  the  invoice 
has  been  or  will  be  furnished  to 
anyone  ;  and  that  no  arrangement 
or  understanding  affecting  the  pur- 
chase price  of  the  said  goods  has 
been  or  will  be  made  or  entered 
into. 

A  new  declaration  is  prescribed, 
which  must  be  made  by  the  foreign 
owner  or  exporter,  or  his  agent, 
and  attested  by  officials  in  the 
country  whence  the  goods  are  ex- 
ported, in  regard  to  goods  shipped 
to  Canada  on  consignnaent  without 
sale  by  the  exporter  prior  to 
shipment.

WHEAT  CROP  OF  THB 
NORTH  WEST. 

G.  S.  Castle,  warehouse  commis- 
sioner, who  recently  made  a  trip 
through  Manitoba  and  the  North 
West,  furnishes  the  following  fig- 
ures as  to  the  crop  of  wheat.  Total 
estimated  crop,  60,000,000  bushels. 
Of  this,  the  estimate  for  Manitoba 
is  39  000,000  bushels,  from  2,650.000 
acres,  an  average  of  15  bushels  to 
the  acre.  North  West  Territories, 
19,950,000  bushels,  from  1,050,000 
acres,  an  average  of  19  bushels  to 
the  acre.  Last  year  Manitoba  had 
40,1 16,878  bushels,  from  2,442873 
acres,  an  average  of  17  bushels  to 
the  acre.  There  is  thus  an  increase 
in  the  acreage  in  Manitoba,  but  a 
falling  off  in  the  total  yield.  This, 
however,  is  more  than  made  up  to 
the  farmer  in  better  prices.

Opdeped  to  Quit  by  the  Courts. 

Another  Victory    for  Our 
Association. 

Since  the  publications  of  our  last 
issue  an  appeal  has  been  taken  from 
the  decision  of  the  Police  Magistrate 
of  Toronto,  who  fined  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  Merchants  Premium 
Exchange  Co.  for  carrying  on  a 
Trading   Stamp  business  in  To- 
ronto.    The  case  was  fully  dis- 
cussed before  the  High  Court  by 
the  counsel  for  the  offending  Com- 
pany  and   the    counsel  for  our 
Association.    The  judge  decided 
against  the  company,  thus  again 
strengthening  our   legal  position 
and  proving  beyond  doubt  that 
the    Trading    Stamp  legislation 
secured   by   our    Association  is 
absolutely  sound.    It  seems  almost 
beyond  comprehension  how  intel- 
ligent business  men  can  be  led  so 
far  away  from  the  natural  paths  of 
business  and  to  allow  themselves 
to   be  enticed  into  the  Trading 
stamp  or  Premium  Ticket  business. 
We  have  opposed  the  scheme  from 
its  inception,  and  we  intend  to  do 
our  duty  by  continuing  to  prosecute 
and  hold  up  to  the  light  all  persons 
or  firms  who  attempt  to  violate  the 
Trading  Stamp  Legislation  which 
has  cost  the  Association  so  much 
to  secure.    We  have  stated  over 
and  over  again  that  the  whole 
system  is  a  delusion,  and  in  our 
opinion  no  merchant  can  be  honest 
and  give  Coupons,  Trading  Stamps, 
Merchant    Premium  Exchange 
Tickets,  or  other  similar  devices 
unless  he  gives  every  single  cash 
customer   who  purchases  goods 
from  him  for  cash  a  coupon.    If  he 
holds    back    any    because  the 
customer  does  not  ask  for  them  he 
is  withholding  from  said  customer 
what  personally  belongs  to  them 
which  is  distinctly  dishonest.  The 
smooth  talking  canvassers  who  m- 
duce  merchants  to  enter  into  the 
system  do  not  tell  the  merchants 


that  they  will  have  to  give  a  dis- 
count off  all  the  purchases  of 
customers  they  happen  to  have  at 
the  time  as  well  as  to  any  new 
customers  that  the  system  may 
chance  to  bring  them,  and  very  few 
merchants  stop  to  think  that  it 
their  profits  are  15%  gross  that 
they  will  be  compelled  to  give  33^^ 
per  cent,  of  the  gross  profit  direct- 
ly to  the  company,  not  only  on  new 
business,  but  also  on  the  old  busi- 
ness that  has  taken  perhaps  years 
to  secure. 

From  whatever  standpoint  this 
system  is  viewed,  it  is  an  injustice 
perpetrated  on  the  business,  as  well 
as  the  buying  community,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  few  men  rich 
at  the  expense  of  the  many,  and 
the  value  of  our  Association  to  the 
Retail  Merchants  of  the  Province, 
in  weeding  out  all  such  pernicious 
commercials  weeds,  cannot  be  too 
highly  appreciated,  and  it  is 
worthy,  therefore,  of  our  moral 
and  financial  support.

THE  LATE  G.  R.  HOLDEN. 

We  regret  to  record  the  loss  by 
death  of  one  of  the  most  active  and 
faithful  members  of  our  Toronto 
Branch,  Mr.  G.  R.  Holden. 

Mr.  Holden  was  an  American  by 
birth,  and  came  to  Canada  in  1894. 
About  six  years  ago  he  purchased 
the  jewellery  business  of  E.  M. 
Trowern  who  sold  out  in  order  to 
devote  his  time  to  Association  work, 
and  Mr.  Holden  conducted  it  for 
three  or  four  years,  when  he  retired 
in  order  to  devote  himself  to  his 
many  interests  in  which  he  had 
capital  invested. 

Although  retiring  from  the  retail 
business  he  always  took  an  active 
part  in  the  work  of  the  Association. 
He  held  the  position  of  Treasurer 
and  2nd  Vice-President  during 
1899  and  1900,  and  was  among 
one  of  the  first  members  of  the 
Association.  Although  ailing  for 
some  months  he  was  able  to  attend 
to  his  business  interests  up  to  three 
days  before  his  death,  when  he  was 
suddenly  taken  away  by  rheuma- 


tism of  the  heart.  Those  who  were 
familiar  with  him  best  will  miss  that 
thorough  open  frankness  of  dis- 
position that,  although  it  expressed 
itself  in  sometimes  an  unpolished 
manner,  was  always  fearless  and 
courageous.  He  was  perfectly  free 
of  veneer,  absolutely  upright  in  all 
his  dealings,  hated  deception,  hit 
straight  from  the  shoulder,  and  was 
a  veritable  living  type  of  the  ficti- 
tious "  Eben  Holden." 

All  who  had  business  dealing 
with  him  recognized  his  sterling 
qualities  of  head  and  heart,  and 
among  those  who  will  miss  him 
most  are  his  two  sons  with  whom 
he  was  always  considered  one  of 
their  closest  companions,  or  as  he 
often  used  to  say  "  I  always  made 
'  chums'  of  my  boys  and  I  take  no 
stock  in  a  father  who  does  not." 

So  thoroughly  interested  was  he 
in  the  practical  work  of  our  Asso- 
ciation that  he  would  say  that  al- 
though he  was  an  American  yet  the 
Canadians  had  the  best  Retail 
Association  on  the  Continent,  and 
he  could  not  understand  why  every 
Retailer  in  Canada  did  not  send 
his  membership  fee  in  without 
being  asked  for  it. 

He  was  buried  in  his  old  home 
in  Three  Oaks,  Michigan,  and  his 
funeral  was  largely  attended  by 
merchants  and  friends  as  well  as  by 
the  members  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  of 
which  he  was  a  prominent  member.

NO  TENDERS  RECEIVED  FOR 
A   COMPETITIVE  TELE- 
PHONE SYSTEM  IN 
TORONTO. 

The  result  of  the  months  of  labor 
and  discussion  spent  by  the  Board 
of  Control  and  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Toronto  preparing  the 
conditions  and  terms  upon  which 
they  would  allow  any  new  Tele- 
phone Company  to  come  in  and 
compete  with  the  existing  Bell 
monopoly,  has  ended  as  we  ex- 
pected it  would,  by  driving  all  in- 
tending competitors  out  of  the  field 
and  allowing  the  present  company 
to  continue  to  have  full  sway. 
Advertisements  for  tenders  were 
placed  in  the  leading  Canadian  and 
American  papers,  and  although 
they  were  extensively  advertised, 
not  one  tender  was  offered,  owing 
to  the  unbusiness-like  strictures 
that  were  required  by  the  Coun- 
cillors. If  no  telephone  monopoly 
existed  and  the  city  stood  prepared 
to  purchase  the  plant  of  any  com-

expiration  of  a  given  time  we  could 
understand  the  necessity  for  sur- 
rounding the  tender  with  the  great- 
est precaution,  but  when  the  city 
finds  itself  in  the  hands  of  a  com- 
pany who  has  possession,  and  which 
demands  unfair  terms  from  its  sub- 
scribers, we  would  naturally  think 
that  in  order  to  free  itself  from  the 
clutches  of  the  present  monopoly 
that  the  City  Council  would  be  only 
too  glad  to  make  its  terms  liberal 
enough  to  induce  competitors  to 
enter  the  field.  As  it  is  the  con- 
ditions proposed  will  have  the  op- 
posite effect,  and  the  absence  of  any 
tenders  being  offered  will  rather 
make  the  present  monopolists  feel 
that  they  are  still  further  secure, 
and  they  can  ask  for  still  further 
demands  from  their  subscribers. 

At  present  the  Bell  Co.  have  no 
contract  with  the  City  of  Toronto, 
and  they  say  that  unless  the  city 
gives  them  a  contract  they  will 
maintam  the  present  extortionate 
price  for  retail  merchants  and 
householders,  and  if  the  city  gives 
them  a  contract  they  will  still  main- 
tain the  extortionate  price,  but  they 
will  give  the  City  Council  for  the 
privilege  of  a  contract  a  portion  of 
the  plunder  they  take  out  of  the 
merchants.  In  the  face  of  these 
facts  we  are  ^ery  much  disap- 
pointed with  the  terms  enforced  by 
the  Toronto  representatives  which 
have  worked  so  well  into  the  hands 
of  the  Bell  Monopoly,  as  we  fully 
expected  that  we  would  soon  be 
freed  from  this  avaricious  Com- 
pany, who,as  we  stated  before, have 
no  contract  with  the  city  and  yet 
will  not  instal  a  phone  in  any  house 
or  place  of  business  unless  they 
secure  a  three  year  contract,  from 
their  subscribers. 

The  city  is  powerless  to  put  them 
out — powerless  to  regulate  them, 
and  powerless  to  prevent  them 
from  overcharging  their  subscri- 
bers, and  yet  the  Council  prevents 
the  citizens  from  having  other 
companies  who  promise  to  do  the 
work  better  and  at  cheaper  rates. 
In  our  opinion  th&re  seems  to  be 
only  one  remedy.  Make  the  issue 
an  election  one  on  the  ist  of 
January.  Elect  business  men  in 
the  City  Council  who  will  deal  with 
the  Bell  Co.  firmly  and  intelligently, 
and  who  knowing  that  the  one 
remedy  is  open  competition,  they 
will  open  the  doors  to  competitors 
and  give  every  retail  merchant, 
largeand  small, and  every  customer, 
rich  or  poor,  an  opportunity  of  par- 
ticipating in  this  modern  necessity, 


a  low  priced  up-to-date  telephone 
service.  Retail  Merchants  this  is 
your  opportunity,  you  have  the 
votes  and  the  influence  use  them.

Barbarians  are  offering  up  liba- 
tions and  sacrifices  to  their  spirits 
and  gods  for  abundant  returns  ot 
fishing  and  hunting,  imploring  for 
continuous  prosperity. 

These  festivals  are  but  an  effort 
to  obtain  and  guarantee  success, 
and  in  the  heart  of  every  so-called 
civilized  man  the  same  craving  for 
worldly  goods  is  in  existence. 
Though  in  this  age  of  gigantic 
machines  and  astonishing  inven- 
tions more  up-to-date  methods  are 
required  to  assure  success  than,  for 
instance,  the  drinking  of  blood 
porridge  to  the  spirits  of  whales 
and  polar  bears  would  constitute. 

Now  the  question  springs  up, 
what  is  considered  to  be  the  secret 
of  success,  and  how  should  civilized 
men  behave,  and  what  should  they 
do  in  order  to  assure  it  ? 

The  first  and  most  important 
thing  to  do  is  to  always  look  a  man 
in  the  eye  and  tell  the  truth.    It  is 
not  always  easy,  but  is  the  most 
satisfactory  policy.  If  man  has  the. 
moral  courage  to  do  that,  he  will 
find  that  things  will  go  much  bet- 
ter for  him  in  every  way.  Then  he 
will  not  have  to  give  his  mind  to 
devising  plans  for  covering  up  the 
falsehood  which  he  told.  The  truth 
is  something  with  which  no  man  can 
trifle.    Crushed  to  earth  it  will  rise 
again.    It  is  the  duty  of  a  man, 
when  he  finds  that  something  is 
wrong,  that  those  about  him  are 
dishonest,  to  tell  about  it.    It  will 
wreck  his  own  career  if  he  does 
not.  Every  young  man,  if  he  wishes 
to  rise,  should  try  to  make  money 
for  his  employer,  attain  a  certain 
perfection  of  judgment  and  action 
and  hit  his  mark.    The  majority 
of  individuals,  however,  are  not 
fortunate  in  their  calculations;some 
aim  too  high,  others  too  low;  others 
have  no  target,  and  still  others  are 
merely  kicked  by  the  gun.  Nothing 
is  more  vexatious  than  just  miss- 
ing the  bull's  eye,  being  one  minute 
late  for  the  train,  or  discovering 
that  the  smarter  antagonist  has  the 
best  of  the  bargain.    And  another 
thing,  don't  grumble,  it  do?5n't  do 
any  good. 

Be  careful  in  little  things  if  you 
have  to  take  care  of  big  things,  for 
many  a  business  has  been~wrecked 


by  little  leaks,  and  there  are  many 
leaks  to  be  stopped  in  every  con- 
cern. 

In  looking  for  other  causes  of 
success  we  find  another  prominent 
thing,  viz.,  knowledge  of  one'>  busi- 
ness. Search  for  the  secrets  of  suc- 
cess in  large  institutions,  as  well  as 
in  small  concerns,  and  you  will  find 
the  men  behind  the  enterprise  to 
be  more  or  less  possessed  of  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  their  busi- 
ness.   Don't  get  either  the  idea  in- 
to your  head  that  you  can  do  every- 
thing successfully,  nor  that  you 
know   everything   that   is  worth 
knowing,  for  a  man  who  thinks  he 
knows  everything  is  unconsciously 
looking  down  a  gun  that  may  at 
any  moment  scatter  him  athwart 
the  circumambient  zephyr  of  humi- 
liation and  embroider  the  corridors 
of  space  with  his  flying  fragments.

CATTLE  PLAGUE  IN  EGYPT 

The  cattle  plague  has  destroyed 
a  very  great  number  of  oxen  and 
cows  in  Egypt.  The  loss  is  esti- 
mated at  from  50  to  70  per  cent, 
of  all  the  cattle  in  the  country.  As 
the  prosperity  of  Egypt  depends 
on  its  agriculture,  and  as  it  is  im- 
possible to  plow  without  cattle,  a 
large  amount  of  land  must  remain 
untilled  unless  some  other  means 
of  cultivation  is  found,  as  horses 
are  not  used  in  agriculture.  The 
large  proprietors  are  therefore  turn- 
ing their  attention  to  steam  plows 
and  to  any  form  of  agricultural 
implement  that  can  be  used  with- 
out cattle,  and  are  looking  with 
interest  towards  machines  which 
are  of  the  automobile  type.  A  mar- 
ket is  therefore  ready  for  anyone 
who  will  send  out  machines  to  be 
used  for  crops  of  maize,  cotton  and 
corn,  and  the  sooner  such  machines 
reach  Egypt  the  greater  the  profit 
will  be.  It  is  to  be  remembered 
that  the  Egyptians  alwdys  choose 
the  cheapest  article  that  is  submit- 
ted to  th;m,  absolutely  without  re- 
spect to  its  merits,  and  will  buy  a 
cheap  machine  even  when  it  can 
be  demonstrated  to  them  that  a 
slightly  more  expensive  article  will 
save  them  money  in  the  end.

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DALNY,  THE  LATE  RUSSIAN 
COMMERCIAL  SEAPORT 
IN  NORTH  CHINA 

The  meaning  of  Dalny  in  Russian  is 
"far  away,"  and  to  the  Russians  this  was 
the  distant  city  of  commerce. 

This  city,  now  serving  as  a  splendid 
basis  to  the  Japs,  was  the  Pacific  Coast 
terminus  of  the  Chmese  Eastern  Rail- 
way, and  was  the  commercial  seaport  of 
Russia,  established,  created,  and  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  an  edict  of 
the  Emperor  of  Russia,  dated  July  30, 
1899 

The  Liao-tung  Peninsula,  of  Man- 
churia, extends  south  into  the  Gulf  of 
Pechili  to  a  point  slightly  beyond  the 
thirty-ninth  degree  of  latitude.  Talien- 
wan  Bay  is  on  the  eastern  side  of  the 
peninsula,  exactly  on  the  thirty-ninth 
degree  of  north  latitude,  facing  the  Bay 
of  Korea,  and  by  rail  45  miles  north  of 
Port  Arthur. 

The  harbor  is  one  of  the  finest  deep- 
water  harbors  of  the  Pacific,  as  it  is  free 
from  ice,  and  ships  drawing  30  feet  can 
enter  at  low  tide  without  any  difficulty, 
and,  even  without  the  aid  of  a  pilot,  sail 
or  steam  up  alongside  of  immense  docks 
and  piers,  well  protected  by  break- 
waters, where  their  cargoes  can  be 
loaded  direstly  into  cars  that  can  run 
direct  for  6,000  miles  or  more  to  the 
great  city  of  St.  Petersburg.  The  sur- 
face of  the  bay  comprises  many  miles, 
and  the  deep-water  area  is  sufficient  to 
handle  the  shipping  of  all  China.  The 
rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  does  not  exceed 
12  feet. 

Five  large  piers  were  constructed  of 
blocks  of  stone  and  cement,  each  weigh- 
ing from  20  to  50  tons.  These  piers  vary 
in  width  from  sixty  to  several  hundred 
feet  and  in  length  from  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  to  half  a  mile,  and  each  was  sup- 
plied with  numerous  roalroad  tracks 
and  immense  warehouses  and  elevators, 
gas,  electric  lights,  and  water.  There 
is  abundance  of  room  in  the  harbor 
and  sufficient  depth  ot  water  to  provide 
for  any  number  of  piers  desired. 

A  large  and  substantial  breakwater 
was  constructed  across  the  pier  harbors, 
so  that  ships  can  lie  at  the  piers  and 
load  and  unload  regardless  of  the 
weather. 

Docks  for  foreign  vessels,  steam  and 
sail,  extended  between  these  piers  and 
along  the  shore  for  two  miles. 

Docks,  piers,  and  anchorage  for  the 
Chinese  native  crafts  were  in  another 
portion  of  the  bay  opposite  the  native 
city,  convenient  to  the  railroad  line. 

Two  large  dredges  built  in  Glasgow 
and  laid  down  at  Dalny,  at  a  cost  of 
;^;'38,ooo  ($168,900)  each,  did  splendid 


service  in  deepening  and  filling  th9 
harbor. 

Two  first-class  dry  docks  have  also 
been  constructed  ;  one  was  intended  for 
ordinary  ocean  steamers  and  the  other 
was  designed  to  accommodate  the 
largest  vessels  of  commerce  or  war  that 
float  the  oceans  of  the  world. 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  a  port 
where  the  economy  of  handling  cargo 
will  excel  that  of  the  harbor  of  Dalny. 
The  low-priced  coolie  service,  the  small 
labor  required  to  move  goods  from  the 
great  ocean  vessels  to  the  cars,  the 
ease  of  entrance  into  the  harbor  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year,  and  a  policy  of  low 
charges  will  combine  to  make  this  the 
most  economical  shipping  port  of  the 
Orient,  and  the  enormous  trade  which 
a  wise  and  honest  policy  of  railroad 
administration  is  sure  to  develop  would 
create  in  Dalny  one  of  the  greatest 
commercial  points  on  the  Pacific. 

The  city,  according  to  the  plan 
that  was  followed  in  construction 
was  to  consist  first  of  the  adminis- 
tration portion  with  railroad  shops  for 
making  cars,  etc.,  repair  shops, 
steamship  construction  and  repair 
shops,  port,  steamship,  and  railway 
headquarters  and  offices,  residences 
of  mechanics  and  general  employees, 
together  with  parks,  hotels,  churches, 
schools,  clubs,  and  places  for  amuse- 
ments. Immediately  back  of  the  ad- 
ministration city,  which  was  built  on  a 
small  peninsula, was  located  the  godown, 
warehouse,  large  hong,  and  general 
wholesale  section.  This  portion  extend- 
ed to  the  docks  and  piers,  and,  together 
with  the  administration  and  Chinese 
section,  covers  the  entire  water  front. 
Joining  this  was  the  retail  and  general 
mercantile  section,  and  farther  off  to- 
ward the  hills  and  on  gradually  sloping 
higher  ground  that  commands  a  beauti- 
ful view  of  the  bay  was  the  foreign- 
residence  section,  where  the  ground  was 
leveled  and  streets  graded  and  paved. 
Back  of  this  was  the  nursery  green- 
houses and  gardens  for  propagating 
flowers,  shrubs  and  trees  for  parks, 
lawns  and  streets.  A  competent  horti- 
culturist was  in  charge,  and  he  had 
many  acres  under  cultivation  with 
flowers,  shrubs,  fruits,  and  orna- 
mental trees.  The  Chinese  section 
faces  on  the  bay  and  is  distinctly 
separate,  with  docks  and  junk  shipping 
adjoining.  About  three  miles  from  the 
foreign  settlement,  to  the  southeast,  is 
an  excellent  sea  beach  that  was  to  be 
arranged  for  a  summer  resort. 

Before  the  war  the  population  of 
Dalny  was  about  50,000,  mostly  Chinese, 
many  Japanese,  Koreans,  and  Russians, 
and  a  few  of  other  nationalities. 

The  Chinese  Eastern  Railway,  which 


terminates  at  Dalny,  is  completed  north 
to  Harbin,  where  it  connects  with  the 
Central  Manchurian  Railroad,  this  road 
is  completed  east  to  Vladivostock  and 
west  to  Kaidalovo,  where  it  connects 
with  the  Great  Siberian  Railway,  which 
has  heretofore  carried  its  traffic  to  the 
head  of  navigation  on  the  Amur,  thence 
down  the  stream  to  Harbarosk,  and 
south  by    railroad     to  Vladivostock. 

The  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  Com- 
pany, under  the  direction  and  with  the 
support  of  the  Russian  Government, 
was  not  only  building  the  railroad  and 
the  port  and  town  of  Dalny,  but  it  was 
also  engaged  in  the  steamship  service 
and  had  over  twenty  steamers  in  the 
China  service  doing  business  at  Port 
Arthur  and  Dalny.  This  number  was 
to  be  increased  and  better  vessels 
added  ;  and  as  soon  as  through  travel 
was  established,  the  managers  intended 
to  run  fast  boats  in  connection  with 
their  fast  trains.  They  had  designed 
fine  passenger  boats  to  leave  Dalny  an 
hour  after  the  arrival  of  the  fast  trains 
and  steam  to  Nagaski,  Japan,  at  the 
rate  of  16  knots  per  hour,  and  connec- 
tions were  to  be  made  with  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  for  the  round-the- 
world  traffic  over  this  line.

ENGLISH  HALL  MARKS. 

An  act  has  been  passed  by  the 
Imperial  department  preventing 
the  use  of  the  English  hall  mark  on 
American  silverware  in  England, 
and  the  United  States  Treasury 
have  issued  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  American  manufacturers 
of  silverware  will  no  longer  be  able 
to  send  their  goods  to  England  to 
get  the  hall  mark  put  on  them  and 
re-import  them  free  of  duty.  It 
has  been  the  custom  to  do  this  in 
order  to  bring  purchasers  to  be- 
lieve that  they  are  getting  goods  of 
English  manufacture.

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THE  PAESENT  SITUATION 

The  age  of  iron,  of  steam  and  of 
all  the  telegraph  is  closing.  The 
age  of  steel,  electricity  and  the 
telephone  has  opened. 

The  limitation  to  the  new  age  is 
wholly  one  of  money.  Re-building 
and  re-equipping  in  the  new  con- 
solidated railroad  systems  of  the 
United  States  is  limited  by  the 
supply  of  money.  When  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  system  calls 
up  five  times  as  much  capital  per 
annum  as  it  disburses  in  interest 
and  dividends,  other  railroad  sys- 
tems find  their  development  stim- 
ulated by  the  example  but  im- 
peded by  the  lack  of  the  money 
supply. 

Ttie  line  between  the  age  of  iron 
and  the  age  of  steel  is  that  between 
the  Waldorf  and  the  Astoria.  The 
Waldorf  was  the  last  building  con- 
structed in  New  York  with  iron. 
The  Astoria  towers  above  it  with 
steel  construction,  but  the  first  was 
only  finished  about  eleven  years 
ago.  Both  have  only  just  been 
completed  with  telephone  installa- 
tion in  overy  room.  To-day  every 
hotel  room  in  New  York  must 
have  its  individual  telephone 
through  which  business  may  be 
transacted  with  Boston  or  Chicago. 
New  York  and  other  metropolitan 
cities  are  rebuilding  under  the  age 
of  steel  as  fast  as  labor  and  the 
money  to  pay  labor  can  be  found. 

1904  reflects  no  1903  panic.only 
1903's  lack  of  money  and  the  forc- 
ing of  liquidation,  or  the  transfer 
of  securities  from  weak  to  stronger 
hands. 

The  liquidation  appears  com- 
pleted. The  tendency  of  money  is 
into  the  United  States  from  the 
North,  from  the  West,  and  from 
the  East.  Japan  is  shipping  to  us  ; 
Alaska  is  shipping  to  us,  and  Eu- 
rope must  ship  it  to  us  for  her  pro- 
portion of  the  cotton  crop  for 
tvhich  the  South  must  receive 
$icx),ooo,ooo  more  per  annum  than 
was  received  upon  the  average  for 


the  last  ten  years  of  the  19th  cen- 
tury. 

The  earth  is  producing  gold  as 
never  before,  and  so  far  as  can  be 
seen  to  1910,  must  produce  it  in 
increasing  quantities,  and  the  pre- 
sent tendency  of  the  largest  cur- 
rents of  it  is  toward  the  United 
States, 

With  the  gold  problem  settled, 
liquidation  completed,  abundant 
crops  gathering,  prosperity  for  this 
country  is  inevitable.  The  rail- 
roads have  the  tonnage  and  can 
now  raise  the  money  to  replace  and 
improve  their  rails  and  equipment. 

Hence,  the  steel  problem  of  the 
future  is  settled,  for  the  railroads 
consume  40%  of  the  steel  produced 
in  the  United  States  and  the 
United  States  consumes  one-half 
the  steel  of  the  world. 

The  danger  of  the  future  is  not 
one  of  lower  prices  for  steel. 

Therefore,  we  say  now  is  the 
time  for  business  men  to  build.

WORLD'S  COTTON  SUPPLY. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a  most 
significant  advance  in  the  develop- 
ment of  colonial  cotton  culture. 
This  movement  of  the  introduction 
of  cotton  growing  into  the  expan- 
sive tropical  colonies  of  the  world, 
should  it  continue — and  there  is  no 
reason  why  it  should  not — is  des- 
tined to  exercise  a  profound  effect 
upon  the  cotton-growing  industry 
of  the  United  States.  Colonial 
cotton  culture  is  at  present  being 
promoted  by  all  European  coun- 
tries with  such  activity  and  on  the 
basis  of  such  thorough  and  scien- 
tific methods  that  much  may  be 
expected  therefrom.  In  England 
the  central  moving  power  in  this 
direction  is  the  British  Cotton 
Growing  Association  ;  in  Germany, 
activity  centres  mainly  about  the 
Kolonial  Wirtschaftliche  Comite, 
of  Berlin  ;  and  in  France  the  lately 
organized  Colonial  Cotton  Asso- 
ciation has  taken  the  project  in 
charge. 


The  aim  in  this  movement  is  to 
secure  the  independence  of  Europe 
from  the  American  cotton  and  cot- 
ton speculators.  The  European 
cotton  spinning  and  weaving  in- 
dustries have  been  repeatedly  more 
or  less  injured  through  their  abso- 
lute dependence  upon  American 
cotton.  For  this  reason  sentiment 
is  strongly  in  favor  of  an  independ- 
ent colonial  cotton  supply,  and  the 
day  on  which  it  is  accomplished,  if 
ever  it  can  be  accomplished,  will 
undoubtedly  be  hailed  pretty  much 
like  a  liberation  from  bondage. 

The  recent  history  of  cotton 
prices  well  demonstrates  the  in- 
stability of  quotations,  the  extreme 
sensibility  of  the  market,  and  the 
disastrous  fluctuations  from  week 
to  week — at  times  even  from  day 
to  day.  Wild  zigzag  figures  repre- 
sent the  movement  of  the  market. 
Just  as  the  accidental  discharge  of 
a  toy  pistol  may  create  a  panic  and 
a  mob,  so  purely  accidental  occur- 
rences upon  the  cotton  market  will 
send  prices  up  or  down.  Rumor 
may  have  it  that  New  York  is  ap- 
proaching financial  difficulties,  and 
straightway  cotton  goes  down. 
Someone  may  circulate  a  ''sus- 
picion "  that  the  estimated  supply 
at  Galveston  may  upon  revision 
prove  40,000  or  60,000  bales  short, 
and  straightway  the  market 
strengthens.  The  rise  and  fall  of 
the  Mississippi  makes  the  European 
cotton  market  a  victim  of  the  ca- 
price of  nature  and  a  plaything  of 
the  waves.  From  England,  Ger- 
many, everywhere,  come  reports  of 
the  wild,  vexatious  jumpings  of 
cotton  prices.  That  such  sensi- 
tiveness and  uncontrollable  turbu- 
lence is  fraught  with  disastrous  re- 
sults for  the  European  cotton  manu- 
facturer requires  no  demonstration. 

Moreover,  certain  forces  have 
been  operating  during  the  course 
of  recent  years  to  increase  the  de- 
pendence of  Europe  upon  the  cot- 
ton crop  of  the  United  States. 
This  has  more  strongly  than  ever 
impressed  upon  the  transoceanic 
cotton  manufacturer  the  value  and 
necessity  of  an  independent  cotton 
supply  which  to-day  is  finding  its 
expression  in  a  general  and  con- 
certed move  in  favor  of  the  de- 
velopment of  colonial  cotton  cul- 
ture. The  cotton  supply  of  Europe 
has  been  decreasing.  The  United 
States  and  India  have  been  con- 
suming increasing  quantities  of 
their  own  crops,  while  the  discovery 
of  the  process  of  mercerization  has 
taxed  the  supply  of  Egyptian  cot-

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ton  for  this  industry,  and  has  with- 
drawn it  to  this  extent  from  the 
ordinary  cotton  manufacturing  in- 
dustry. The  gap  had  to  be  filled, 
as  far  as  possible,  from  the  United 
States  ;  and  it  would  appear  that 
unless  Europe  can  open  up  a  new 
source  of  supply  she  must  ever  be- 
come more  dependent  upon  the 
American  cotton  crop.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  United  States  is 
consuming  a  rapidly  increasing 
share  of  her  own  crop.the  European 
cotton-manufacturing  industry 
would  be  placed  in  a  rather  pecu- 
liar situation  in  case  the  attempt  at 
colonial  cotton  culture  should  fail 
in  its  expectations.

FLOURING  MILLS  OF  MAN- 
CHURIA AND  SIBERIA. 

Harbin  is  the  present  centre  of 
the  flouring  mill  industry  of  Man- 
churia, and  is  destined  to  become 
one  of  the  great  flour-producing 
centres  of  the  world.  It  is  situated 
in  the  heart  of  the  valley  of  the 
Sungari,  on  the  banks  of  that 
stream,  where  it  has  the  advantage 
of  water  transportation  from  the 
wheat  fields,  as  well  as  transporta- 
tion by  rail  from  three  different 
directions.  It  has,  in  addition  to 
this,  cheap  water  transportation  to 
the  sea,  two  lines  of  railway  reach- 
ing the  ocean,  one  at  Vladivostock 
and  the  other  line  touching  it  at 
Ninchwany,  Dalny  and  Port 
Arthur. 

In  1900  the  place  did  not  con- 
tain a  single  flour  mill  or  produce 
a  pound  of  flour.  In  1901  there 
was  one  mill  producing  150  barrels 
a  day.  In  1902  there  were  two 
mills  producing  750  barrels  a  day. 
In  the  early  part  of  1903  there 
were  six  mills,  with  a  daily  pro- 
duction of  1,440  barrel?.  In  Octo- 
ber 1903,  there  were  eight  mills, 
with  a  total  capacity  of  3,800  bar- 
rels, erected  at  a  cost  of  $618,000. 
Early  in  1904,  Harbin  had  ten 
mills  in  operation,  with  a  daily 
capacity  of  4,600  barrels  of  flour. 
Most  of  these  mills  are  fine  struc- 
tures of  brick  and  stone,  provided 
with  excellent  modern  machinery 
from  Germany  and  Austria. 

On  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway 
150  miles  south  of  Harbin,  there 
is  a  new,  modern  flour  mill  (the 
Quan  Cheng  Tsu  Mill)  producing 
1 50  barrels  of  flour  per  day  ;  at 
Kirin  there  is  another  new  mill  of 
the   same   capacity ;  at  Mukden 


there  is  a  new  mill,  just  started, 
with  a  capacity  of  160  barrels  per 
day  ;  Port  Arthur  had  a  flour  mill 
of  recent  construction  producing 
150  barrels  per  day. 

In  Manchuria,  within  three  years, 
flour  mills  producing  5,000  barrels 
of  flour  a  day  will  have  been  built. 

In  South  Ussuri  district,  near  the 
Pacific  coast,  there  are  twelve  steam 
flour  mills  and  a  number  of  others 
operated  by  water  power.  The  pro- 
duction of  these  twelve  steam  mills 
is  433,344  barrels  a  year. 

As  there  are  reports  of  the  con- 
struction of  several  other  mills  in 
this  section  of  Siberia,  it  is  most 
likely  that  these  also  are  merely 
the  beginning  of  greater  things  to 
come.

TO  CURB   THE  TRUSTS. 

Inquiries  made  by  the  Inland 
Revenue  Department  disclosed  the 
fact  that  the  American  Tobacco 
Trust  had  invaded  the  Province  to 
such  an  extent  that  within  a  few 
months  it  would  have  a  monopoly 
of  the  trade  if  it  was  not  curbed. 
It  has  already  put  out  of  business 
three  of  the  five  cigar  factories  in 
Canada.  It  has  thriven  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  independent  com- 
panies by  means  of  a  system  of 
regulating  selling  prices. 

It  has  obtained  reduced  freight 
charges  and  is  able  to  undersell 
dealers  without  financial  loss.  With 
its  $300,000,000  capital  it  has  put 
the  thumbscrews  on  Canadian  re- 
tailers, and  by  strong  inducements 
has  prevailed  on  them  in  many  in- 
stances to  handle  its  brands  exclu- 
sively. 

By  its  contracts,  whereby  the 
retailers  pledge  themselves  not  to 
sell  the  output  of  the  independent 
factories,  the  Trust  has  obtained 
eighty-four  per  cent,  ol  the  cigar- 
ette trade,  in  addition  to  getting 
its  clutches  on  the  cigar  business. 

The  growth  of  the  Trust  in  Can- 
ada has  assumed  such  proportions 
that  Parliament  has  taken  drastic 
measures  to  crush  it.  An  amend- 
ment to  the  revenue  act  was  pre- 
pared by  Minister  Brodeur  which 
will  enable  the  excise  officials  to 
control  the  Trust  by  the  simple 
means  of  cancelling  its  licenses  un- 
less it  stops  the  exclusive  contract 
practice. 

In  substance  it  permits  the  re- 
vocation of  excise  licenses  held  by 


concerns  that  sell  goods  on  condi- 
tion that  the  purchasers  shall  not 
handle  like  goods  produced  by 
other  manufacturers.    It  reads  : — 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  amend 
the  Inland  Revenue  Act  in  providing  that 
any  license  authorized  by  this  Act  may  be 
cancelled  in  any  case  where  a  person 
who,  being  a  manufacturer  of  any  class  of 
goods  subject  to  a  duty  of  excise,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  makes  a  sale  of  any 
such  goods  of  that  class  in  connection  with 
his  own  business  subject  to  the  condition 
that  the  purchaser  shall  not  sell  or  deal 
in  goods  of  a  like  kind  produced  by  or  to 
be  obtained  from  any  other  manufacturer 
or  dealer,  or  make  such  sales  upon  equal 
terms  that  would,  in  their  application, 
deprive  the  purchaser  of  any  profit  upon 
the  sale  of  such  goods.  If  he  should  sell 
or  deal  in  goods  of  a  like  kind,  produced 
by,  or  obtained  from,  or  to  be  obtained 
from,  any  other  manufacturer  or  dealer, 
or  consign  any  such  goods  to  another  per- 
son for  sale  upon  commission,  upon  such 
terms  that  the  consignee  can  profit  by 
such  sale  only  if  he  does  not  sell  or  deal 
in  goods  of  a  like  kind  manufactured  by 
or  obtained  from  any  other  manufacturer 
or  dealer. 

The  new  Act  went  through  with 
a  rush.  It  was  passed  by  the 
House  of  Commons  on  August  5, 
the  day  it  was  introduced,  and  by 
the  Senate  August  6.  It  is  one  of 
the  most  important  anti-trust  acts 
of  legislation  ever  passed  in  Can- 
ada, and  although  it  is  directed 
primarily  against  the  Tobacco 
Trust,  it  affords  a  means  of  sum- 
mary procedure  against  any  other 
combination  that  comes  under  it. 

The  legislation  against  the 
American  Tobacco  Trust  was  asked 
by  all  the  independent  tobacco 
companies  and  dealers  in  Canada. 
After  looking  into  the  matter,  Mr. 
Brodeur  found  that  the  men  who 
had  taken  out  letters  patent  in 
Canada  were  the  ones  associated 
in  the  American  Tobacco  Com- 
pany. Whenever  the  company 
established  a  branch  store  it  was 
was  found  that  it  was  rapidly 
driving  out  the  smaller  manufac- 
turers, Independent  dealers  were 
finding  it  impossible  to  make  a 
living.  Further  inquiry  showed 
the  system  of  exclusive  contracts. 

The  company  will  be  allowed  to 
operate  in  Canada  on  the  same 
footing  with  the  independent  manu- 
facturers, but  the  moment  it  ex- 
hibits any  tendency  to  continue 
the  scheme  of  exclusive  contracts, 
Mr.  Brodeur  says  he  will  terminate 
its  excise  licenses.

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HOW  TO  INCREASE  AND 
MAII^TAIN  CANADIAN 
TRADE. 

The  Department  of  Trade  and 
Commerce  issued  a  special  report 
from  its  agents  in  Australia, 
Britain,  West  Indies,  and  Norway 
and  Sweden,  as  to  how  to  increase 
Canadian  trade.  They  make  a 
variety  of  suggestions,  some  of 
which  we  are  bringing  before  our 
readers  in  the  following  columns. 
Australasia  though  large  geo- 
graphically has  not  a  large  popu- 
lation, being  about  three  and  three 
quarter  millions  in  Australia  and 
three  quarters  of  a  million  in  New 
Zealand,  but  these  four  and  half 
millions  are  the  largest  consumers 
of  imported  goods,  per  head  of  any 
people.  The  total  importations 
from  abroad  for  1902,  the  last 
returns  published,  were  : 

Australia  i^4o  678,239 

New  Zealand   9,6)  1,428 

Total  ;f  50,289,667 

In  times  of  severe  drought 
Australia  imports  foodstuffs,  flour, 
meat,  butter,  cheese  and  even 
vegetables,  but  at  all  times  they 
include  the  manufactured  products 
of  almost  all  civilized  countries. 

There  is  scarcely  an  article 
made  in  Canada  that  is  not  sold 
here. 

When  offering  goods,  in  raw 
products  samples  and  price  lists 
will  bring  orders  but  rarely  in 
manufactured  goods,  behind  them 
must  be  the  living  representative 
who  understands  the  goods  and 
can  present  their  merits.  Where 
the  business  can  be  made  large 
enough  to  support  the  expense,  an 
Australian  branch  should  be  es- 
tablished. The  agricultural  im- 
plement and  bicycle  trade  of 
Canada  is  an  illustration  of  the 
wisdom  of  such  policy.  If  the 
extent  of  trade  is  not  deemed 
sufficient  to  warrant  a  branch,  a 
representative  from  Canada  should 
be  sent  out.  Where  it  is  not  ad- 
visable to  follow  either  of  the 
above  methods,  a  manufacturer's 
.agent  can  be  employed.    To  do 


the  business  without  an  inter- 
mediary has  been  the  aim  of 
Canadian  exporters,  but  such 
attempts  have  failed.  What  would 
much  assist  the  Canadian  export 
trade  to  Australia  would  be  the 
formation  of  an  export  company 
with  sufficient  capital  and  managed 
by  men  of  ability  and  character. 

When  shipments  are  made  via 
New  York  or  Liverpool  it  will  be 
enough  to  quote  absolute  prices 
f.  o.  b.  New  York  or  Liverpool,  in 
shipping  via  Vancouver,  unless 
otherwise  advised,  quotations 
should  be  absolute  to  the  port  of 
destination. 

Much  more  attention  must  be 
given  to  the  packing  of  goods  than 
the  average  Canadian  firm  is  doing 
at  present. 

By  right  methods  a  single  Cana- 
dian firm  has  been  able  to  secure 
one-half  of  all  the  import  trade  in 
agricultural  machinery,  and  this 
should  indicate  what  others  may 
do  by  using  similar  means. 

To  avoid  excessive  railway 
transportation  charges  from  factory 
point  to  port  of  shipment,  a  combi- 
nation of  exporters  might  succeed 
in  obtaining  a  reduction  in  the 
railway  transportation  rates  to 
Atlantic  ports— especially  on  bona 
fide  Australian  shipments — to  en- 
courage the  growth  of  over-sea 
trade  and  to  assist  small  trial  ship- 
ments in  as  great  a  measure  as 
does  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
on  shipments  made  to  the  Anti- 
podes via  Vancouver.  Small 
Canadian  manufacturers  particu- 
larly require  a  commission  house 
to  promptly  reimburse  them  for 
shipments  and  to  effect  econo- 
mies in  transportation  of  their 
goods.  Canadian  exporters  would 
also  greatly  facilitate  their  Aus- 
tralian clients'  interests  by  care- 
fully complying  with  the  customs 
regulations. 

Up  to  the  present  no  Canadian 
or  United  States  Bank  has  opened 
a  branch  bank  in  Australia  or  New 
Zealand.  The  establishment  of 
such  a  one  is  suggested. 

We  quote  the  following  from  the 
report  of  the  Commercial  Agent 


for  Norway,  Sweden  and  Denmark: 
How  can  it  be  that  the  people 
here  know  so  well  the  names  of 
the  most  noted  American  manu- 
facturers, and  that  the  European 
consumer   can   discuss  with  the 
dealer  the  merits  of  well-known 
American  baking  powders  or  other 
articles.    I  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion, that  at  least  for  the  Scan- 
dinavian countries  a  great  deal  is  to 
be  credited  to  visiting  and  return- 
ing emigrants.    When  the  uncle 
or  brother,  who  "  speaks  English'' 
has  just  returned  from  America,  he 
naturally  is  a  great  attraction  in 
his  native  place,  and  everything 
he  says  or  does  is  greatly  admired. 
He  gives  every  day  long  lectures 
about  how  they  do  things  on  the 
other  side  of  the   Atlantic.  He 
wants  to  be  awakened  in  the  morn- 
ing by  an  American  alarm  clock. 
He  explains  how  cheap  and  re- 
liable they  are.    For  breakfast  he 
has  in  America  been  used  to  get 
porridge  as  part  of  the  meal  ;  ex- 
plains to  the  housewife  all  about 
oatmeal  and    rolled    oat«.  Ten 
years  ago  no  rolled  oats  was  im- 
ported, while  now  every  store  sells 
it. 

He  then  goes  out  in  the  yard 
and  sees  the  primitive  farm 
machinery,  which  has  undergone 
no  improvement  since  he  last  was 
home,  tells  how  far  ahead  the 
American  farm  machinery  is,  and 
how  easy  and  well  it  works.  He 
also  tells  how  American  buildings 
are  heated  by  steam  or  hot  water, 
which  in  these  cold  countries  of 
course  might  be  of  considerable 
interest,  etc.,  etc.  In  this  way  the 
visiting  emigrants  are  giving  the 
people  a  taste  for  American  goods 
and  ideas.  The  larger  importers 
of  American  goods  have  also,  as  a 
rule,  been  in  America  for  some 
years,  employed  in  some  business 
and  have  before  returning  home 
secured  more  or  less  valuable 
agencies. 

To  increase  Canadian  export  I 
believe  an  increased  migration 
between  Norway  and  Canada,  and 
the  closer  relations  resulting  there- 
from will  prove  of  considerable 
importance  commercially. 

Another  great  item  to  call  the 
attention  of  importers  on  this  side 
to  Canadian  manufactures  and 
products  is  of  course

THE  EGYPTIAN  MARKET. 

Few  Canadians  are  aware  of  the 
importance  of  the  Egyptian  market 
for  their  goods,  and  what  prefer- 
ence is  given  by  the  inhabitants  to 
English  manufactures,  the  French 
and  Germans  are  the  most  active 
in  pushing  trade.  There  is  no  mar- 
ket that  promises  such  a  great  fu- 
ture as  the  Egyptian  market,  and 
it  is  thought  by  many  that  Cairo 
will  become  one  of  the  greatest,  if 
not  the  greatest,  city  of  the  world, 
the  grand  junction  of  the  East  and 
West,  and  the  future  capital  of 
Africa.  It  is  not  necessary  to  re- 
mind advisers  of  the  progress  which 
Egypt  has  made,  in  leaps  and 
bounds,  since  the  English  occupa- 
tion, but  many  may  not,  perhaps, 
be  aware  of  the  enormous  changes 
taking  place  in  Cairo  and  Alexan- 
dria, and  that  the  most  enlightened 
of  our  great  traders  are  establish- 
ing themselves  in  that  country. 
The  amount  of  new  building  in 
Cairo  is  enormous  :  English  is  the 
language  which  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing generally  sp^ken.  There  is 
not  only  a  market  among  the  large 
English  resident  community,  but 
also  amongst  the  ever-increasing 
numbers  who  seek  it  as  a  Winter 
Season  pleasure  resort. 

Among  the  many  commodities 
for  which  there  is  a  very  large  de- 
mand we  may  mention  Wines  and 
Spirits,  particularly  Champagnes 
and  Whiskies,  of  which  the  con- 
sumption is  very  large. 

Woollen  Goods  are  also  in  large 
demand,  for  although  the  climate 
is  warm,  the  inhabitants  generally 
wear  woollen  stuffs.    Among  the 


enormous  native  population  there 
is  an  increasing  demand  for  woollen 
goods. 

Furniture.  There  is  an  except- 
ionally large  demand  for  this  class 
of  goods,  and  we  learn  that  the  re- 
presentative of  one  of  the  large, 
high-class  furniture  manufacturers, 
as  the  result  of  one  trip  to  Cairo, 
obtained  orders  to  the  extent  of 

i^20,000. 

Books.  There  is  a  very  good 
opening  for  the  sale  of  cheap  books 
and  for  the  circulating  system. 

Mineral  Waters.  In  consequence 
of  the  waters  of  the  Nile  not  being 
liked,  the  consumption  of  mineral 
and  other  waters  is  enormous. 
There  is  also  a  splendid  opening 
for  English  Drugs,  which  are  in- 
creasingly used  by  the  native 
population. 

In  consequence  of  the  vast  irri- 
gation systems,  there  is  an  except- 
ionally large  demand  for  all  kinds 
of  Pumping  Machinery. 

In  addition  to  this,  manufac- 
tures of  all  kinds  are  being  started 
creating  a  large  field  for  the  use  of 
all  classes  of  Machinery  and  Elec- 
trical Apparatus. 

The  probable  coming  extension 
of  the  Railway  through  to  South 
Africa  will  lead  to  a  huge  demand 
for  all  classes  of  Iron  Goods  and 
Railway  Apparatus. 

We  understand  that  the  Egypt- 
ian Gazette  is  the  leading  organ, not 
only  in  Alexandria,  but  in  Cairo 
and  Port  Said,  where  so  large  a 
demand  exists  for  Ships'  Supplies 
of  all  kinds. 

The  Egyptian  Gazette  is  the  one 
recognized  organ  for  advertising 
English  goods,  being  the  only  daily 
English  paper,  and  obtains  the  ad- 
vertisements of  all  the  best  traders 
in  the  country.  Its  subscribers 
comprise  almost  the  whole  of  the 
British  residents  throughout  Egypt 
and  it  is  the  English  paper  chiefly 
circulated  in  the  Holy  Land,  in 
Cyprus  and  the  Levant,  besides  be- 
ing read  by  the  large  number  of 
passengers  daily  passing  to  and  fro 
from  the  East  to  the  West  through 
the  Suez  Canal.

Embroideries  will  be  much 
more  in  favor  this  year  than  they 
have  been  for  two  or  three  years 
past.  In  fact  the  embroidery 
manufacturers  think  that  they  will 
spoil  the  lace  trade,  but  laces  are 
selling  quite  up  to  the  usual 
standard,  notwithstanding  the  in- 
creasing popularity  of  the  embroid- 
eries. 

A  resident  of  Orange,  N.J., 
claims  to  have  invented  a  process 
of  converting  asbestos  rock  into  a 
beautiful,  silky  fibre,  capable  of 
being  spun  into  a  cloth  similar  to 
silk.  He  alleges  the  process  is 
adapted  especially  to  the  manu- 
facture of  fine  dress  goods.  Be- 
sides being  moth-proof,  it  is  said 
the  new  material  is  entirely  fire- 
proof It  ought  to  be  a  good  line 
for  dry-goods  men.

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BEET  SUGAR  INDUSTRY. 

It  was  in  1747  that  the  German  chemist,  Marggraf  (1709  1782)  dis- 
covered the  existence  of  sugar  in  beets,  and  recommended  that  they  be 
cultivated  in  order  to  produce  sugar  ;  but  almost  fifty  years  elapsed  before 
practical  results  were  obtained  therefrom. 

In  1796  Dr.  Franz  Karl  Achard,  a  pupil  of  Marggraf,  having  suc- 
ceeded in  extracting  sugar  from  beets  in  commercial  quantities  at  a  cost 
so  as  to  enable  it  to  compete  with  cane  sugar,  the  then  ruler  of  the  world's 
markets  erected  the  first  beet-sugar  factory  at  his  farm,  Kunern,  near 
Sternan,  Lower  Silesia.  The  political  events  of  the  succeeding  years 
tended  to  further  the  production  of  sugar  beets,  as  did  the  improved  tech- 
nical methods.  The  continental  blockade  (November  21,  1806  )  prohibit- 
ing the  importation  of  English  goods  into  European  countries  caused  the 
cane-sugar  imports  to  decrease  and  at  the  same  time  gave  an  impetus  to 
the  beet  sugar  industry.  xAfter  the  downfall  of  the  Napoleonic  regime 
(1815),  it  was  not  for  the  mother  country  of  sugar  beets  to  continue  in  the 
lead  ;  indeed,  the  devastation  and  depression  of  the  country  and  the  re- 
sumption of  the  cane-sugar  imports  retarded  the  growth  thereof  in  Ger- 
many. Instead,  this  new  industry  began  to  flourish  in  France,  owing  to 
public  subventions  and  the  great  wealth  of  the  country.  As  early  as  1828 
there  were  already  108  beet-sugar  factories  established  there.  In  Ger- 
many, on  the  other  hand,  the  production  of  sugar  beets  did  not  begin  to 
increase  until  the  i830's,  from  which  date  to  the  present  time  it  has  steadily 
grown,  until  now  Germany's  beet- sugar  industry  is  the  largest  in  the  world. 

The  causes  of  the  increase  in  the  beet-sugar  industry  of  Germany,  as 
well  as  of  the  other  European  countries,  may  be  attributed  to  three  things, 
namely  : — 

1.  Beets  thrive  in  different  kinds  of  soils,  in  diverse  climates,  and  over 
a  large  area  (of  course  some  varieties  of  beets  being  better  suited  to  cer- 
tain climates  and  soils  than  others). 

2.  The  assistance  rendered  by  agricultural  chemistry  undertaken  by 
public  experimentations,  societies  and  private  individuals. 

3.  The  liberal  subventions  given  the  industry  by  some  governments. 

For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  the  figures  given  below  show  the  pro- 
duction of  beet  sugar  in  Germany,  France,  Russia  and  Austria,  the  four 
most  important  beet-sugar  countries  : —

There  are  other  countries  that  are  rapidly  becoming  large  beet  sugar  pro 
ducers,  some  of  which  are  Italy,  Sweden,  Japan,  Spain  and  the  United  States 
Belgium  and  the  Netherlands,  while  they  produce  more  than  enough  for  the  home 
markets,  cannot  materially  increase  their  productions,  owing  to  the  small  available 
area  they  possess.  Spain,  with  her  cane  sugar,  already  possesses  more  than  enough 
to  supply  the  local  demand,  and  Italy  is  already  almost  independent  of  foreign 
markets. 

Before  concluding  the  historical  summary,  a  word  further  should  be  said 
about  the  cane-sugar  industry.  The  table  immediately  following  shows  a  com- 
parison between  the  production  of  the  world's  beet  and  cane-sugar.  The  same, 
however,  is  not  correct,  because  the  statistics  regarding  India,  China  and  Japan 
are  not  available.  However,  it  indicates  that  the  beet  sugar  industry  is  to  day  far 
ahead  of  the  cane.  Perhaps  now  that  thp.  political,  economical,  and  social  con- 
ditions of  the  tropical  countries  are  being  so  much  bettered,  there  will  develop  a 
new  era  in  the  life  of  sugar  cane.

The  first  experiment  recorded  in  the  United  States  respecting  the 


manufacture  of  beet  sugar  was  by 
two  enterprising  Philadelphians  in 
1830,  but  as  they  did  not  appear 
to  be  conversant  either  with  the 
requirements  of  the  root  or  the 
best  methods  of  extraction  of  sugar, 
their  efforts  naturally  failed.  Within 
the  past  years  a  great  impetus  has 
been  given  to  the  beet  sugar  in- 
dustry in  the  States,  especially 
since  the  passage  by  the  United 
States  Congress  of  the  McKinley 
Bill,  with  its  provision  to  pay  a 
bounty  of  two  cents  per  pound  on 
all  sugar  manufactured  in  the 
United  States  for  14  years,  the 
period  dating  from  ist  July,  1891, 
to  1st  July,  1905. 

In  Canada  much  interest  has 
been  felt  in  the  beet  sugar  industry 
for  many  years  past.     Early  in 

1873  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture in  Ottawa  sent  a  special  im- 
migration agent,  Mr.  Edward  Ber- 
nard, to  Europe,  with  instructions 
to  make  inquiries  concerning  this 
industry.  Mr.  Bernard  obtained 
seed  sufficient  for  50  acres  and  for- 
warded it  to  Ottawa,  and  subse- 
quently prepared  a  report  embody- 
ing the  results  of  his  enquiries.  In 

1874  the  Quebec  Government  had 
offered  $70000  subvention  for  the 
first  beet  sugar  factory  started, 
which  proved  to  be  quite  a  stimulus 
to  prompt  action,  and  companies 
were  organized.  To  encourage  the 
industry  in  Ontario,  on  April  15th, 
1901,  the  sum  of  $225  000  was  set 
apart  as  a  special  fund  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  consolidated  revenue  for 
the  purpose  of  encouraging  the 
growth  of  sugar  beets,  and  the 
establishment  of  factories  within 
the  Province  of  Ontario  for  the 
manufacture  of  refined  sugar  there- 
from. 

The  climate  of  Canada  is  con- 
sidered most  favorable  for  beet 
sugar  manufacture,  and  is  in  many 
respects  similar  to  Central  Russia 
and  Bohemia,  where  the  roots  are 
extremely  pure.  The  benefits  de- 
rived by  the  land  from  the  thorough 
weeding  and  cultivation  which  the 
soil  undergoes  during  the  season  of 
beet  culture  are  of  immense  ad- 
vantage to  succeeding  crops. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  ques-

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dustry  in  our  midst,  by  means  of 
which  a  portion  of  the  arable  land 
would  be  improved  and  employ- 
ment provided  for  several  months 
in  the  year  for  a  number  of  persons. 

It  is  gratifying  to  say  that  the 
importance  of  the  sugar  manufac- 
turing industry  in  this  country  has 
been  duly  recognized,  and  that  an 
increased  activity  in  the  direction 
of  exploiting  this  industrial  field 
has  been  noticed  lately,  and  among 
the  new  factories  that  have  been 
built  during  the  last  few  years  may 
be  cited  as  a  model  establishment, 
the  plant  owned  by  the  Ontario 
Sugar  Company,  Limited,  in  Ber- 
lin, Ontario,  which  is  equipped 
with  the  latest  and  most  improved 
machinery. 

The  Ontario  Sugar  Co.,  Limited, 
was  organized  in  1901,  the  factory 
was  erected  in  1902,  at  a  cost  ex- 
ceeding half  a  million  dollars,  and 
began  operations  on  October  30th 
of  that  year. 

The  first  year's  production  was 
6,035,000  lbs  of  granulated  sugar, 
and  the  production  of  the  second 
year,  7,059,000  lbs. 

The  company  owns  a  farm  of  70 
acres  in  the  town  limit  of  Berlin, 
of  which  10  acres  are  covered  by 
the  factory  buildings,  comprising  a 
main  building  and  warehouse, 
boiler  house  and  lime  kilns,  cooper 


shop,  machine  shop,  seed  ware- 
house, beet  sheds  and  office  build- 
ing. All  of  these  buildings  with 
the  exception  of  the  beet  sheds 
being  of  a  structural  steel  con- 
struction, enclosed  with  white 
brick. 

When  running  to  its  full  capacity 
the  factory  will  consume  60,000 
tons  of  beets  annually,  and  pro- 
duce 12,000,000  lbs.  of  sugar. 

The  beets  for  supplying  the  fac- 
tory are  grown  in  plots  of  from  one 
to  ten  acres,  in  eighteen  counties  of 
Ontario,  within  a  radius  of  one 
hundred  miles  from  the  factory, 
and  the  growing  of  this  crop  has 
proved  very  remunerative  to  the 
farmers,  many  of  whom  have  re- 
ceived $70.00  to  $10000  per  acre 
for  their  beets. 

During  the  operation  of  the  fac- 
tory, there  are  used  daily  :  600  tons 
of  beets,  80  tons  of  coal,  25  tons  of 
lime  rock,  5,000,000  gals,  of  water, 
and  employment  is  given  to  200 
men  in  and  about  the  factory. 

The  sugar  manufactured  is 
packed  in  barrels  and  100  lb.  bags, 
is  sold  only  in  wholesale  lots,  and 
distributed  through  the  Dominion 
Wholesale  Grocers'  Guild,  from 
any  member  of  which  retail  gro- 
cers can  obtain  it.

I  would  not  be  too  impatient, 
even  though  I  had  one  of  those 
tantalizing  slow  customers. 

I  would  talk  kindly  of  competi- 
tors. 

I  would  not  promise  a  delivery 
or  anything  else  that  there  might 
be  the  least  question  about. 

I  would  be  perfectly  honest  with 
each  customer,  and  give  them  the 
best  advice  possible — give  them  the 
very  best  value  for  their  money. 

I  would  try  to  make  every  cus- 
tomer remember  me,  personally,  so 
that  when  they  called  again  or  sent 
friends  they  would  ask  for  me. 

I  would,  whenever  I  sold  a  large 
bill  of  goods,  make  it  my  business 
to  call  after  delivery  had  been 
made,  and  assure  myself  that 
everything  was  satisfactory.  I 
would  get  a  clean  bill  of  health,  so 
to  speak. 

I  would  never  drink,  nor  chew 
tobacco  during  business  hours. 
Nor  would  I  chew  gum,  or  tooth- 
picks. 

I  would  not  antagonize  a  cus- 
tomer by  making  too  positive 
statements  when  it  appeared  that 
my  customer  was  pretty  well  set 
in  his  opinion  and  seemed  to  be- 
lieve that  I  was  wrong. 

I  would  not  feel  that  I  was  go- 
ing to  be  a  salesman  all  my  life,  if 
I  heeded  these  "  I  woulds."

RULES  FOR  SALESMEN. 

The  Morris  Hardware  Company, 
Youngstown,  Ohio,  have  formu- 
lated a  set  of  rules  for  their  sales- 
men.   They  are  as  follows  : 

1.  Keep  your  eye  on  front 
entrance  and  see  that  all  who  enter 
are  waited  on  with  promptness. 

2.  Wait  on  children  with  even 
more  care  than  older  ones ;  the 
children  are  our  future  customers. 


3.  Don't  stand  in  front  or  back 
of  store  ;  be  in  your  place  ready  to 
wait  on  the  trade. 

4.  Never  turn  customers  over 
to  a  new  man  learning  the  business 
if  you  can  wait  on  them  yourself 

5.  Salesmen  will  sell  at  marked 
prices;  do  not  go  to  the  office  for 
cut  prices;  the  prices  are  made  in 
the  office  and  you  are  expected  to 
sell  at  these  prices. 

6.  Never  send  customers  up- 
stairs or  down  alone;  go  with  them. 

7.  Salesmen  extending  credit 
without  authority  from  the  office 
make  themselves  individuallyliable 
for  the  account  opened. 

8.  Salesmen  are  responsible  for 
their  mistakes  and  any  expense 
that  may  occur  in  correcting  same. 

9  If  you  have  a  charge  tomake, 
enter  the  same  before  waiting  on 
another  customer. 

10.  Always  put  stock  in  order 
when  through  waiting  on  custom- 
ers. 

11.  Always  wipe  off  cutlery  and 
polish  steel  goods  of  every  kind 
after  showing  same. 

12.  Salesmen  using  new  tools 
for  anjy  purpose  will  be  expected  to 
purchase  same  at  retail  price  and 
not  put  them  back  in  stock. 

13.  When  through  using  tools, 
such  as  used  by  the  firm,  replace 
same  in  proper  place. 

14  Employees  are  expected  to 
pay  whatever  they  damage  without 
further  notice, 

13.  Salesmen  are  paid  for  the 
time  they  work.  Any  time  lost  by 
them  is  their  loss,  and  they  are 
expected  to  report  to  office  any 
time  they  may  be  out  during  busi- 
ness hours  of  7  to  6  o'clock,  with 
exception  of  one  hour  for  dinner, 
and  7iot  one  hour  and  a  fraction.

AN  ILL  WITH  A  RECOMPENSE 

Philosophers  tells  us  that  for 
every  ill  we  have  to  bear  there  is  a 
recompense.

Now  along  comes  a 
man  who  states  that  coffee-grind- 
ing should  be  looked  on  as  a  bless- 
ing, and  the  man  is  a  grocer.  It 
seems  this  grocer  had  occasion  to 
be  put  under  a  physical  examina- 
tion before  being  granted  a  life  in- 
surance policy.    The  doctor  who 


examined  him  took  occasion  to  re- 
mark the  grocer's  powerful  arm  and 
shoulder  muscles,  asking  him  if  he 
had  pulled  an  oar  or  took  any  other 
kind  of  exercise  that  would  account 
for  the  powerful  development  of 
the  muscles  mentioned.

THE  MANAGER. 

"  What  are  the  true  functions  of  the 
manager  ?"  is  a  question  asked  recently 
by  a  reader  in  one  of  the  newsiest 
Western  trade  papers. 

An  answer  immediately  followed, 
and  other  periodicals  finally  took  up 
the  subject  and  criticised  it  for  what 
they  believed  it  worth. 

The  first  mentioned  paper,  however, 
made  the  duties  of  this  official  plain 
and  exacting,  and  placed  him  in  the 
most  flattering  position,  just  where 
the  business  manager  naturally  belongs, 
for  the  holding  of  any  place  of  trust  is 
an  honor  to  the  man  who  can  properly 
fill  it. 

Here  are  a  few  of  the  points  ad- 
vanced by  this  paper : 

"  The  manager's  true  function  is  the 
direction  of  the  larger  policy  of  the 
business  and  this  he  can  not  do  pro- 
perly if  his  time  is  absorbed  with  mat- 
ters of  secondary  importance.  In 
managing  a  business  the  most  enter- 
prising and  successful  leaders  have 
recognized  the  importance  of  the  per- 
sonal element.  It  is  a  great  advantage 
for  the  manager  to  have  the  personal 
acquaintance  of  his  customers,  actual 
and  possible. 

"  For  one  thing,  he  will,  thereafter, 
be  in  a  better  position  to  understand 
their  peculiar  positions,  and  wants,  and 
dispositions,  and,  moreover,  if  he  is  a 
man  of  the  right  stamp  he  should  win 
their  personal  confidence,  esteem  and 
regard. 

"  The  manager  has  no  businegs  to 
encumber  himself  with  detail.  There 
are  plenty  of  men  who,  at  nominal 
salaries,  can  be  hired  to  do  routine 
work.  The  work  of  the  manager 
should  be  given  a  share  of  responsi- 
bility and  be  made  answerable  for 
what  has  been  put  under  their  care. 

"  The  manager  should  also  be  in 
constant  touch  with  his  constituency, 
watch  the  conditions  of  trade,  be  pre- 
pared to  meet  the  competition  of  rivals, 
and  study  up  new  ideas.  If  he  fails 
to  do  these  things  he  is  incompetent 
and  should  give  place  to  one  who  has 
the  proper  conception  of  business."— 
Grocers'  Advocate.

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MANUFACTURE    OF  AFRIDI- 

wax  cloth,  or  ROGHAN, 

IN  INDIA 

Afridi-Wax  cloth,  or  cotton 
fabric  embossed  in  colors,  have 
been  manufactured  in  India  almost 
from  time  immemorial.  It  is  a 
well-known  product  of  certain 
native  work.^hops  in  Peshawar, 
Lahore,  Calcutta,  and  Bombay, 
and  a  favorite  material  for  the 
Afridi  woman's  costume. 

Until  recent  investigation,  com- 
plete ignorance  prevailed,  outside 
the  circle  of  native  artisans  at 
Peshawar,  as  to  the  production  of 
this  strange  cloth,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  the  still  more  mysterious 
Afridi-wax,  or  roghan.  In  fact, 
little  has  been  written  upon  the 
subject,  and  practically  every  state- 
ment made  may  safely  be  said  to 
.be  inaccurate.  For  centuries,  the 
manufacture  of  Peshawar  roghan 
has  been  kept  a  trade  secret  and 
has  puzzled  all  inquirers  into 
Indian  industries.  Dr.  George 
Watt,  of  Calcutta,  the  distinguished 
reporter  on  economic  products  to 
the  government  of  India,  however, 
has  succeeded  in  inducing  the 
Afridi-wax  cloth  workers  to  give 
up  the  secret  of  their  craft. 

During  a  visit  of  Dr.  Watt  to 
one    of    the     manufactories  of 
roghan,  in  the  town  of  Peshawar, 
on  the  Afghan  frontier,  he  picked 
up  a  few  seeds  which  were  re- 
cognized  as   that    of    the  wild 
safflower,  the    plant    known  to 
botanists    as    Carthamus  oxya- 
cantha,   which   grows  plentifully 
over  the  arid  tracts  of  northern 
India.    This  incident  led  to  the 
discovery  that  roghan  was  made 
from  the  oil  of  these  seeds.  There 
seem  to  be  several  species  of  the 
safflower,  some  of  which  are  culti- 
vated.     One,   in    the  northwest 
provinces,  is  grown  purely  for  its 
flower,  from  which  is  manufactured 
the  safflower  dye  of  commerce ; 
another,  in  the  Bombay  presidency, 
for  its  oil-yielding  seed,  from  which 
kusum,  or  carthamus  oil  is  pro- 
duced.   Just  how  the  varieties  of 
the  safflower  differ  I  am  unable  to 
state,  but  at  Peshawar,  apparently 
the  one  place  where  the  process  of 
manufacturing   Afridi- >vax  cloth 
has  been  known,  the  seeds  of  the 
wild  safflower  only  are  used. 

The  oil  is  extracted  by  what  is 
known  as  the  "cold  process."  The 
seeds  of  the  wild  safflower  are  first 
gathered  and  husked,  and  then  are 
pressed  in  an  ordinary  mill.  They 


yield,  it  is  claimed,  about  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  of  a  clear,  yellow, 
thin  oil,  which  burns  with  much 
less  heat  than  most  oils.  The  pro- 
duct is  also  used  for  culinary  pur- 
poses, and  is  said  to  be  an  in- 
gredient of  macassar  hair  oil. 

The  oil  contained  in  the  seed 
of  the  wild  safflower  is  call  "polli," 
and,  after  extraction  by  the  cold 
process,  is  placed  in  earthen  vessels 
and  boiled  continually  for  twelve 
hours.  The  vessels  are  so  arranged 
(in  mud  fireplaces)  that  it  is 
impossible  for  the  fire  to  come  in 
contact  with  the  boiling  liquid, 
emits  volumes  of  a  white  pungent 
vapor,  so  exceedingly  disagreeable 
that  the  manufacturers  of  this 
article  in  the  town  of  Peshawar 
are  compelled  to  conduct  their 
jusiness,  under  special  license,  in  a 
place  assigned  them  outside 
municipal  limits.  When  the  oil 
has  been  cooked  to  the  required 
extent,  the  whole  is  immediately 
thrown  into  large,  shallow  trays 
containing  cold  water.  Under  this 
treatment,  it  swells  up  into  a  thick, 
jelly-like  substance  known  as 
"roghan,"  and  in  that  condition  is 
stored  in  old  kerosene  oil  cans 
until  required  by  the  manufacturers 
of  the  Afridi-wax  cloth.  It  is 
shipped  in  these  cans  to  the  Afridi- 
wax  cloth  workers  in  Lahore, 
Delhi,  Bombay,  and  Calcutta. 

Roghan,  before  being  applied  to 
the  cloth,  is  mixed  with  some 
mineral  color  and  drawn  out  into 
fine  threads  by  means  of  a  pointed 
style,  with  which  the  pattern  is 
traced.  The  operators,  who  are 
invariably  Afridis,  attain  a  very 
high  degree  of  skill  and  possess 
marked  artistic  abilities.  The  wax 
cloth  in  the  costume  of  an  Afridi 
woman  should  tip  the  scales  at  over 
13  pounds.  But,  while  its  weight 
renders  it  unsuitable  for  articles  of 
European  dress,  there  is  an  ever- 
increasing  demand  for  the  cloth 
for  household  drapings.  Careful 
tests  show  also  that  as  a  waterproof 
material,  in  the  manufacture  of 
linoleum,  as  a  lubricant  for  leather, 
and  as  a  powerful  cement  for  glass 
and  stone  ware,  it  is  most  valuable. 
As  a  cement,  the  cemented  parts 
can  not  again  be  separated  except 
by  the  application  of  turpentine. 
Systematically  exploited,  there 
would  appear  to  be  a  promising 
future  for  this  industry.

He  must  be  a  fluent  conver- 
sationalist. To  be  this  he  should 
have  a  good  education  and  must 
read  good  books  and  the  news- 
papers. 

He  must  be  humorous.  Some 
customers  like  funny  fellows  and 
the  clerk  must  know  how  to  pick 
out  this  class. 

He  must  be  so  honest  that  he 
will  take  money  out  of  his  own 
pocket  to  make  up  accidental  short- 
ages. He  must  even  pay  for  the 
cigars  he  smokes  out  of  the  case. 

He  must  be  cheerful,  always 
good  tempered,  and  he  must  like 
children. 

He  must  be  a  church  member. 
Through  his  church  connection  he 
can  get  business  for  the  store. 

He  must  forget  that  there  is  a 
clock  in  the  store. 

He  must  write  a  good  hand,  be 
quick  at  figures,  and  able  to  keep 
the  books  if  necessary. 

He  must  know  the  business 
from  A  to  Z  and  be  able  to  tell  the 
customers  how,  where  and  when 
all  the  goods  in  the  store  are  made. 

He  must  be  patient,  painstaking, 
careful,  and  above  all,  ambitious.

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NORWEGIAN  COD  LIVER  OIL. 

Pure  cod  liver  oil  has  for  some  time 
been  a  scarce  article  in  the  world's 
markets,  owing  largely  to  the  many 
admixtures  and  adulterations  used  by 
unscrupulous  and  careless  manufac- 
turers. 

The  best  Norwegian  oil  is  extracted 
from  the  fat  livers  of  the  cod  in  the 
early  part  of  the  winter  fisheries  in  the 
Lofoten  Islands.  The  livers  at  this 
time,  in  January,  February,  and  a 
part  of  March,  are,  as  a  rule,  light 
colored,  piump,  and  very  rich  in  oil, 
which  is  extracted,  after  careful  sort- 
ing of  the  livers,  with  simple  machinery, 
by  steam.  The  product  is  as  clear  as 
crystal,  nearly  tasteless,  and  without 
smell. 

The  islands  present  many  advan- 
tages over  other  places  fur  the  produc- 
tion of  strictly  pure  oil.  The  shoals 
of  fish  seek  the  shore  for  spawning 
purposes  and  the  banks  are  so  near 
hand  that  the  boats  sometimes  land 
two  catches  in  one  day  ;  consequently 
the  livers  are,  except  when  stormy 
weather  interferes,  received  fresh  at 
the  factories  daily.  The  average 
annual  catch  of  cod  in  the  islands  is 
30,000,000.  Unlike  other  districts  in 
the  country,  the  cod  at  this  time  of  the 
year  is  about  the  only  kind  of  fish 
caught,  so  there  is  less  opportunity  for 
mixing  the  livers  from  cod  with  those 
from  inferior  fish,  such  as  coalfish  or 
pollock,  ling,  haddock,  tusk  and  others. 
Oil  from  these  contain  less  fat,  the 
color  of  the  oil  is  darker,  and  its 
medicinal  properties  are  of  less  value. 
Oil  from  these  and  other  inferior  fish 
may  be  bleached  by  exposure  to  the 
sun  in  glass  coverings  and  by  various 
chemical  processes. 

Experiments  have  been  made  for 
manufacturing  cod  liver  oil  on  board 
ships  located  among  the  fishing  fleet 
in  the  open  sea,  but  it  has  been  found 
that  the  ship's  motion  had  a  detri- 
mental effect  on  the  oil  thus  pro- 
duced. Establishments  on  shore,  in 
places  where  unmixed  cod  livers  can 
be  obtained  fresh  every  day,  are  found 
to  be  the  best.  The  livers  have  to 
be  carefully  cleaned  and  only  those  of 
the  right  color  selected  for  medicinal 
oil. 

The  year  1903  was  an  exceptional 
one  as  regards  the  Norwegian  winter 
cod  fishers.  In  ordinary  years  the 
shoals  of  fish  arrive  in  the  beginning 
of  January,  but  this  year  no  fish  what- 
ever appeared  before  the  middle  or 
first  part  of  March,  and  they  were  then 
found  to  be  in  such  poor  condition 
that  only  a  very  insignificant  quantity 
of  oil  was  produced — only  3  ,000  barrels 
against  30,000  barrels  in  ordinary 
years.  The  quality  of  the  1903  output 
was  also,  as  a  rule,  poor.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  in  ordinary  years  the  livers 
of  4-500  cod  are  required  to  produce  a 


barrel  of  30  gallons,  or  100  kilograms 
of  medicinal  oil,  while  40,000  livers 
were  required  in  the  year  1903  to  pro- 
duce the  same  quantity. 

Prices  for  the  best  quality  of  medi- 
cinal oil  f.  o.  b.  Christiania  have  for 
the  past  three  years  been  as  follows  : 
In  1901,  56  kroner  ($15)  per  barrel; 

1902,  130  kroner  ($34.80)  per  parrel ; 

1903,  400  kroner  ($107.20)  per  barrel 
— all  in  wood  covered  tin  barrels  of 
30  gallons,  price  including  barrel. 

The  most  reliable  manufacturers  of 
the  product  in  Norway  complain  of 
being  unable  to  compete  on  prices 
with  other  manufacturers,  who  are  said 
to  be  less  scrupulous  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  the  goods.  The  medicinal  oil 
brought  from  Norway  ought  to  pass 
from  the  factory  to  the  importer  in 
America,  bottled  and  in  sealed  pack- 
ages, under  quantity  that  the  oil  was 
made  only  from  Norwegian  cod  livers. 

Cod  liver  oil  can  be  tested  as  to 
purity  by  chemical  analysis  only. 
Where  large  quanties  of  oil  of  inferior 
quality  are  added,  it  can  be  detected 
by  experienced  people  without  any 
scientific  test  simply  by  the  difference 
in  taste  and  color.  If  the  admixture 
consists  of  an  oil  of  fish  nearly  related 
to  the  genuine  article,  it  will,  of  course, 
make  the  ascertainment  of  its  presence 
more  difficult  than  of  oil  of  an  alto- 
gether different  kind  is  added.  Coal- 
fish  oil  is  the  nearest  thing  to  pure  cod- 
liver  oil  and  is  therefore  the  one 
mostly  used  as  an  admixture.  If 
chemicals  are  used,  their  presence  is 
easily  detected  by  a  scientific  test. 

Considerable  apprehension  was  felt 
that  the  conditions  ruling  the  Lofoten 
fisheries  in  1903  will  also  make  them- 
selves felt  in  1904.  According  to 
newspaper  reports  the  seal  had  again 
appeared  in  great  numbers  in  the  bays 
of  Finmarken.  Before  1903  these 
animals  never  were  found  in  numbers 
near  the  Norwegian  coast,  but  that 
year  they  came  in  large  shoals  as  early 
as  January  and  the  fishermen  believe, 
contrary  to  the  view  of  scientific 
people,  that  they  were  the  cause  of 
keeping  the  cod  so  long  away  from  its 
customary  spawning  places. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  the 
Norwegian  cod  is  the  very  same 
species  of  fish  as  appears  and  is  caught 
on  the  banks  of  Newfoundland,  but 
it  is  different  from  the  common  cod 
caught  at  air  seasons  of  the  year.  The 
first  small  shoals  of  winter  cod  arrive 
the  latter  part  of  December  on  the 
banks  along  the  coast  as  far  south  as 
Bergen  ;  the  larger  shoals  arrive  later. 
The  Lofoten  fisheries  terminate  the 
latter  part  of  April  and  the  fish  gradu- 
ally work  farther  north  and  last  appear 
in  great  numbers  on  the  banks  at 
Finmarken  as  late  as  June,  after  which 
time  they  disappear  till  next  season. 

One  large  British  wholesale  drug 
house  has  for  years  managed  its  own 


codliver  oil  factory  in  the  Lofoten 
Islands.  The  plant  was  established 
some  ten  years  ago  ;  it  is  managed  by 
an  Englishman,  who  stays  up  there 
only  about  three  months  every  year 
during  the  fishing  season.

E.  McClure,  traveller  for  Mc- 
Laren &  Dallas,  Shoe  Dealers,  met 
with  a  serious  accident  at  Janet- 
ville  by  being  thrown  Irom  a  car- 
riage and  alighting  on  his  head. 
He  has  been  only  a  short  time  on 
the  road  but  has  made  many 
friends  among  the  retailers,  who 
will  look  forward  anxiously  for 
his  recovery. 

Mrs.  Farmer  Prosper  told  her 
husband  one  day,  says  the  Kansas 
City  Journal,  that  she  was  going 
to  town  to  buy  a  new  parlor  carpet, 
and  asked  what  kind  she  should 
get.  The  reply  of  Farmer  Prosper 
was  :  "  Any  kind  ye  like,  Belindy. 
It  makes  no  difif'rence — bustles, 
ex-minister,  croquettes  or  ingrate. 
Suit  yourself." 

The  abundance  of  artistic  cards 
profusely  used  in  windows  and 
every  conceivable  place  of  advant- 
age in  the  interior  is  constantly  on 
the  increase  both  in  quantity  and 
originality.  A  dollar  hat  display 
was  enhanced  b)  a  large  card 
reading  "This  is  the  hat  that  made 
the  dollar  line  famous."  Another 
card  to  the  point  read  "If  you 
don't  buy  of  us,  we  both  lose 
money."  A  window  of  mosque 
table  covers  and  portieres  showed 
a  card  reading  in  that  way  render- 
ed novel  by  the  introduction  of 
shaded  effects  in  the  red  coloring 
used  to  design  the  card. 

During  his  childhood  Emperor 
William  was  in  charge  of  a  con- 
scientious but  rather  stern  gover- 
ness, and  one  day  he  and  his  little 
brother  misbehaved  themselves  and 
she  found  it  neeessary  to  chastise 
them  in  the  old  orthodox  fashion.

My  experience  is  that  harmonious, 
attractive  or  even  beautifully  gotten  up 
window  displays  are  not  always  the 
best  business  getters.    I  have  spent 
hours  and  days,  if  not  years,  trying  to 
fix  up  nice  windows,  and  my  clerks 
have  worked  nights  and  days  on  the 
same  or  similar  ideas,  but  I  find  that 
nothing  sells  goods  like  displaying  the 
goods  and  putting  the  prices  on  them. 
Handsome  drapery,  tinsel   or  other 
decoration  may  be   pleasing  to  the 
eye  of  the  passer-by,  but  that  is  about 
all   it  amounts  to,  unless  it  be  on 
special  occasions  such  as  the  holiday 
season,  Easter,  etc.    I  would  say  to 
the  inquirer  :    If  you  have  anything 
in  the  store  to  sell  (and  most  dealers 
have)  put  a  sample  of  it  in  the  window 
and  mark  the  price  in  plain,  large, 
neat  figures.    If  it  is  nothing  more  than 
a  writing  tablet  or  two,  a  few  packages 
of  envelopes,  a  bunch  of  lead  pencils, 
etc ,  it  is  surprising  how  many  people 
will  come  in  and  ask  for  the  things 
they  "saw  in   the  window."  Many 
people  come  in  because  some  trifling 
article  in  the  window  has  attracted 
their   attention,   people   who  never 
came  in  before  as  well  as  regular  cus- 
tomers who  did  not  seem  to  know  we 
had  it  for  sale  until  they  saw  it  in  the 
window.    The  price  marked  seems  to 
catch  them.    When   people   see  an 
article  they  want  they  like  to  know  the 
price    without    coming   in    to  ask. 
Besides,  a  large  number  of  people 
seem  to  take  it  for  granted  that  it 
must  be  a  bargain  if  the  price  is  at- 
tached or  that  we  at  least  think  it  is 
worth  the  money.    I  do  not  believe  in 
filling  the  windows  full  of  a  conglomer- 
ate mass  of  stuff  that  is  confusing  to 
look  upon,  but  a  small  variety  at  one 
time  consisting  of  half  a  dozen  lines 
with  price  on  every  article.    Or  fill  the 
window  with  one  line  only  making  a 
special  display  of  it  for  a  short  time. 
As  a  rule,  however,  a  variety  takes 
best.    A  large  card  hung  up  at  the 
background  with  a  simple  announce- 
ment such  as  "  A  few  good  articles  you 
need"  or   simply   "Good  Value"  is 
quite  a  help  in  attracting  attention.  I 
believe  if  dealers  would  spend  more 
time   in   displaying   the    every  day 
articles  of  necessity  they  would  make 
more  money  than  by  showing  the  fine 
gocds  that  fewer  buy.    It  is  all  very 
well  to  have  a  show  of  them  once  in  a 
while,  but  when  a  dealer  caters  too 
much  to  that  trade  he  is  wasting  time 
and  money,  for  staples  are  the  things 
that  the  dealer  must  depend  upon  from 
day  to  day.    I  might  add  in  the  news- 
paper advertising   1  also  believe  in 
giving  prices  and  naming  articles  for 
sale,  rather  than  advertising  in  a  more 
general  way.    I  have  been  in  different 
lines  of  business  and  believe  it  pays  to 


be  specific  in  advertising  any  business, 
whether  by  newspaper,  circulars  or  in 
window  displays.  Let  people  know 
you  are  not  ashamed  of  your  prices 
and  they  will  have  confidence  in  you 
and  your  goods.  Try  my  plan  for  a 
year,  put  your  goods  m  the  window  in 
any  neat  attractive  way,  mark  the 
prices  on  them,  change  it  often  and 
take  the  same  interest  in  it  that  you 
would  do  in  anything  you  expect  to 
bring  trade  ;  let  the  other  fellow  worry 
over  nice  displays  while  you  get  the 
business,  and  then  report  the  results 
when  you  have  given  it  a  careful  and 
thorough  trial. — D.  H.  Gardner  in  the 
Advertising  World.

TO  SAVE  GAS  BILLS. 

A  man  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  would 
make  Chicago  believe  that  gas 
companies  are  robbers.  He  has 
invented  a  scheme  for  "saving  gas 
bills,"  and  if  he  had  his  way  he 
would  have  one  of  these  simple 
devices  in  every  home  where  the 
gas  company  turns  darkness  into 
light.

He  says  in  a  letter  : — "Please 
inform  me  by  return  mail  if  the 
above  advertisement  is  correct. 
The  device  I  advertise  is  a  hooks 
nicely  decorated,  to  hang  or  save 
gas  bills  on — well  worth  the  price 
charged." 

His  proposition  was  rejected  by 
the  paper.

THE  PRICE  CONTRACT  PLAN. 

As  Adopted  by  Our  Associa- 
tion. 

After  three  or  four  years  of 
steady  and  persistent  effort,  ex- 
perimenting with  various  forms  of 
contracts  for  the  prevention  of 
price  cutting  ive  have  at  last  suc- 
ceeded in  arriving  at  the  proper 
form  that  will  prevent  any  line  of 
retail  trade  from  being  demoralized 
by  the  price  cutter,  and  we  cannot 
too  strongly  urge  upon  all  manu- 
facturers who  are  anxious  to  pre- 
vent their  goods  from  being 
slaughtered  by  the  retail  price 
cutter  whose  object  is  to  attract 
customers  to  their  stores  and  then 
sell  them  substitutes  or  goods  they 
represent  to  be.  "just  as  good"; 
to  write  to  or  visit  our  office.  Our 
plan  involves  co-operation  between 
the  manufacturers,  wholesalers 
and  retailers,  and  we  feel  certain 
that  if  the  three  branches  of  any 
trade  will  only  work  harmoniously 
and  consider  one  another's  interest 
as  they  should  do  that  it  will  not 
be  long  before  the  commercial 
highway  will  be  cleared  of  many 
difficulties  that  now  exist.  An 
explanation  of  the  method  of 
carrying  out  our  contract  plan  will 
be  found  in  this  issue.

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SOME     VALUABLE  SUGGES- 
TIONS  TO  EXPORTERS, 

From.  Mr.  J.  S.  Larke,  Government 
Commercial  Agent  of  Australia. 

Improper  Custom  House 
Entries. 

Some  Canadian  representatives 
have  had  trouble  in  passing  en- 
tries of  their  goods,  though  the 
values  of  those  that  have  come  to 
my  notice  have  been  correct.  I  wa? 
informed  that  suspicion  has  been 
aroused  through  some  shipments 
from  Canada  which  were  clearly 
improperly  invoiced.  A  case 
mentioned  was  that  an  importer 
had  brought  an  invoice  to  the 
Custom  House  and  pointed  out 
the  excessive  charge  made  for 
casing,  and  he  believed  it  to  have 
been  done  to  avoid  giving  the  true 
value  of  the  goods,  and  making  up 
the  deficiency  by  charging  high 
rates  for  extras.  This  has  been 
such  a  common  practice  with  some 
exporters  from  the  United  States 
and  elsewhere  that  the  customs 
officials  have  made  it  so  difficult  to 
effect  entries  for  the  goods  of  such 
firms  that  they  have  been  forced 
out  of  the  trade. 

Charges  for  Packing. 

The  Canadian  charge  for  pack- 
ing, though  higher  than  that  for 
similar  goods  from  the  United 
States,  may  have  been  correct,  be- 


cause I  have  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  prior  to  the  passage  of 
the  Commonwealth  tariff  in  pack- 
ing the  shipments  of  the  same  class 
of  goods  the  Canadian  charge  was 
just  two  and  a  half  times  that  of 
the  United  States  manufacturer. 
This  is  one  item  that  has  caused 
me  to  call  attention,  more  than 
once,  to  the  necessity  of  studying 
the  art  of  packing  in  order  that 
it  shall  be  done  both  economically 
and  effectively. 

Reduction  in  Price  of  Goods. 

A  reduction  in  the  price  of 
goods  is  another  cause  of  difficulty 
in  passing  entries.  Prices  of 
Canadian  goods  have  been  high, 
and  when  changes  in  the  article 
and  better  processes  of  manufac- 
ture ha\e  enabled  a  reduction  in 
the  invoiced  price  it  would  be  ad- 
visable that  a  confidential  state- 
ment should  accompany  the 
invoice,  showing  that  the  reduc- 
tion is  bona  fide,  and  the  price 
charged  is  the  true  price  and  not 
one  charged  to  evade  payment  of 
duty.  If  the  Canadian  collector 
of  customs  resident  at  the  point  of 
export  should  be  shown  evidence 
of  this  fact,  and  is  able  to  attest 
to  the  correctness  of  the  valua- 
tion, his  attestation  would  have 
considerable  weight  with  the 
authorities  here. 

Short  Shipments 

Another  cause  is  short  ship- 
ment. The  rule  of  the  department 
is  that  where  for  any  reason  only 
a  portion  of  the  goods  included  in 
an  invoice  are  landed  by  the  ship 
indicated,  duty  must  be  paid  on 
the  full  invoice  valuation,  and 
when  the  shortage  subsequently 
arrives  the  full  duty  upon  must  be 
paid  over  again.  A  claim  can  be 
made  for  a  return  of  the  over- 
payment, but  as  this  involves  time 
the  importer  is  out  of  pocket  of 
considerable  amounts  for  months. 

When  Value    of    Goods  is 
Questioned. 

When  doubt  is  felt  as  to  the 
correctness  of  the  value  of  goods 
as  set  forth  in  an  invoice,  the 
Customs  Department  may  require 
the  duty  to  be  paid  on  the  higher 
value  it  may  fix,  and  if  their  value 
can  be  proven  to  be  excessive  a 
refund  will  be  granted  on  proof 
of  the  fact,  but  this  must  be  done 
within  six  months.  Failure  to 
furnish  the  facts  within  the  time 


has  already  caused  one  or  two 
Canadian  exporters  some  loss. 

Advertising. 

Inquiries  from  Canada  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  market  here 
have  recently  much  increased  in 
number.  Many  of  them  are  for 
specialties,  such  as  medicines, 
breakfast  foods,  pianos,  &c.  There 
is  a  market  for  such  articles,  but 
the  duty  is  high,  and,  I  believe,  it 
to  be  absolutely  impossible  to  get 
a  market  of  any  extent  without 
advertising.  The  articles  sold  have 
either  by  liberal  advertisement  or 
by  long  use  become  so  well  known 
that  they  cannot  be  displaced  with- 
out special  means  of  atiracting  at- 
tention to  the  new  lines.  Austra- 
lians are  quite  like  Canadians  in 
this  respect. 

A  Case  in  Point. 

A  merchantman  gave  me  his 
experience  a  short  time  age.  He 
had  successfully  introduced  a  pre- 
paration made  in  England,  and 
when  it  had  proven  a  success  he 
thought  it  would  conduce  to  hold 
the  trade  if  he  had  his  own  name 
upon  it.  The  English  man- 
ufacturer agreed  to  the  proposal, 
and  sent  him  a  shipment,  a  part 
with  the  new  label  and  the  re- 
mainder with  the  old.  The  Sydney 
firm  tried  to  push  that  with  their 
label,  and  guaranteed  it  to  be  as 
good  as  the  other,  but  customers 
returned  it  as  inferior,  but  said  that 
with  the  old  label  was  good.  To 
be  sure  that  the  preparations  sold 
under  their  label  was  genuine  they 
changed  labels  on  the  pots,  with 
the  same  result  that  the  article 
with  their  name  on  it  was  declared 
to  be  inferior  to  that  bearing  the 
old  and  well  known  label.  The 
advertising  must  be  done  judicious- 
ly, as  it  is  expensive  here,  and 
much  money  can  be  expended 
with  small  result.  I  cin  only  re- 
commend that  it  should  be  done 
in  the  case  of  articles  in  which 
there  is  a  probability  that  the  sale 
would  be  large  and  remunerative. 

^»  *  * 

Toronto  Board  of  Control  has  decided 
to  recommend  the  council  to  pass  a  by- 
law providing;  for  an  expenditure  of 
$700,000  for  improving  the  city's  fire 
protection  equipment.  It  also  adopted 
the  report  of  the  Fire  and  Light  Com- 
mittee, except  in  the  matter  of  the 
amount  asked  for  a  fire-boat  and  a 
special  gas  main.

ABOLISH  THE  FEE  SYSTEM 
FOR  THE  INSPECTION  OF 
WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

In  addition  to  the  large  portion 
of  municipal  taxation,  and  the 
large  amount  contributed  by  the 
Retail  Merchants  through  customs 
duties  to  provide  funds  for  the 
public  treasury  Retail  Merchants 
are  compelled  to  pay  a  further 
direct  tax  for  the  inspection  of 
their  weights  and  measures.  We 
never  object  to  pay  our  fair  share 
of  taxation,  or  our  fair  share  for 
local  improvements  or  for  any 
expenditure  that  is  in  the  public 
interest,  but  the  imposition  of  this 
special  tax  is  as  unjust  to  us  as  it 
is  unprofitable  to  the  Inland 
Revenue  Department.  The  object 
of  the  inspection  is  to  see  that  the 
scales  and  measures  of  the  mer- 
chants are  in  good  condition  so 
that  they  are  capable  of  giving 
good  weight  and  good  measure  to 
the  public.  No  one  can  object  to 
such  an  inspection,  but  it  is  done 
not  in  the  interests  of  the  mer- 
chants but  in  the  interests  of  the 
public,  and  the  public  ought  there- 
fore to  pay  the  amount,  or  in  other 
words,  as  the  merchants  pay  the 
largest  amount  into  the  public 
treasury  the  total  cost  of  main- 
taining the  department  should  be 
borne  out  of  the  public  treasury. 
If  merchant's  scales  are  out  of 
order  and  they  give  too  short 
weight  the  customers  lose,  and  if 
they  are  out  of  order  and  give 
overweight  the  merchant  loses,  but 
in  both  cases  the  retailer  is  com- 
pelled to  pay  examination  fees. 
Our  Association  Ijas  petitions 
signed  by  thousands  of  merchants 
from  all  over  Canada,  asking  the 
Government  to  abolish  the  fee 
system  and  these  petitions  will  be 
presented  to  the  House  at  the 
opening  of  the  next  session  of  the 
Dominion  Legislature.  We  are 
all  interested  in  this  matter  and  we 
should  all  see  to  it  that  the  in- 
justice is  pointed  out  to  our  Legis- 
lative representatives.  We  must 
not  wait  until  some  member  of  the 
House   is  voluntarily  moved  to 


present  our  grievances.  The  cus- 
tom has  prevailed  for  over  twenty 
years  and  nothing  has  been  done 
by  either  Government,  and  nothing 
will  be  done  until  the  sentiments 
of  the  merchants  are  voiced  through 
the  concentrated  efforts  of  our 
Association. 

We  have  received  no  legislation 
in  the  past  beeause  we  have  asked 
for  nothing  and  we  have  received 
just  what  we  have  asked  for. 

Retail  merchants  from  al)  parts 
of  the  Dominion  are  equally  inter- 
ested in  securing  this  legislation, 
let  us  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder 
and  insist  that  no  special  taxation 
shall  be  placed  upon  us  without 
first  obtaining  our  consent.

"A  GOOD  NAME  IS  BETTER 
THAN  RICHES." 

Since  our  last  issue  we  record 
with  deep  regret  the  death  of  one 
of  the  most  highly  respected  Retail 
Merchants  of  the  city  of  Hamilton, 
Mr  T.  Hazell,  a  member  of  our 
Hamilton  branch  Well  known, 
well  respected  and  loved  by  all 
who  knew  him.  The  sympathy 
shown  by  his  fellow  merchants, 
and  the  high  respect  in  which  he 
was  held  by  the  community  re- 
minds us  of  the  truth  of  that  old 
proverb,  "A  good  name  is  better 
than  riches." 

We  think  it  a  beautiful  as  well 
as  a  singular  proof  of  sorrow  at  his 
death  that  the  retail  grocery  stores 
of  Hamilton  were  closed  during 
his  funeral.  This  is  evidence  that 
the  value  of  his  honorable  and 
serviceable  life  was  appreciated. 
The  Hamilton  papers  have 
sympathetic  notices  of  his  career. 
The  following  we  take  from  the 
Herald  of  Saturday  last  : 

"There  is  not  a  wide  moral  dif- 
ference between  the  man  who  de- 
votes his  life  to  self-euiture  with  no 
other  end  in  view  than  the 
gratification  of  his  own  intellectual 
or  aesthetic  tastes  and  the  man 
who  devotes  his  life  to  the  gratifi- 
cation of  his  sensual  appetites.  One 


is  a  higher  and  rarer  form  of 
selfishness  than  the  other — that  is 
all.  Both  of  them  starve  their 
poor  little  souls. 

"A  man  died  in  this  town  yester- 
day who  did  not  give  much  thought 
or  time  to  intellectual  or  aesthetic 
culture  He  was  an  unpretentious 
man — a  grocer,  diligent  in  business, 
honorable  and  faithful  in  his  social 
and  business  relations,  but  modest 
in  his  estimates  of  his  own  worth. 
He  would  have  laughed  heartily  at 
the  notion  that  he  was  worthy  of 
eulogy.  He  thought  little  of  him- 
self, but  very  much  about  others. 
There  was  one  form  of  culture  that 
he  prized  highly  and  practised 
earnestly — the  culture  of  brotherly 
kindness,  of  charity  in  the  true 
sense.  Of  this  grace  he  sowed  in 
abundance — and  he  reaped  an 
abundant  harvest.  A  young  man, 
not  yet  40,  there  was  probably  no 
other  man  in  this  city  for  whom  a 
real  affection  was  felt  by  a  greater 
number  of  people.  Who  can 
estimate  th(i  range  and  value  of 
good  influences  that  have  their 
source  in  the  kindly,  wholesome, 
manly,  sympathetic  nature  of 
Tom  Hazell  ? 

"No  self-centred  devotee  of  self- 
culture,  he.  But  the  culture  of 
which  he  was  an  exemplar  is  per- 
haps quite  as  worthy  of  attention 
as  that  of  the  library  and  the  studio 
and  the  laboratory,  and  its  fruits 
are  not  to  be  despised. "

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THE  PRICE  CONTRACT  PLAN 

The  proposition  known  as  the 
"  Price  Contract  Plan,"  as  adopted 
by  "  The  Retail  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation of  Canada,"  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  a  fixed  retail  price 
upon  all  articles  to  which  it  is  ap- 
plied. The  plan  must  be  put  in- 
to operation  by  the  manufacturer, 
as  he  is  the  source  from  which  all 
goods  come,  and  consequently  he 
has  full  and  absolute  control  or 
direction  over  them,  and  he  can,  if 
he  so  desires,  sell  to  whom  he 
chooses,  or  he  can  cease  to  manu- 
facture if  he  so  wishes. 

Manufacturers,  however,  recog- 
nize that  while  they  have  the  power 
to  create  and  control,  yet  the  mar- 
keting of  their  products  must  be 
done  chiefly  by  the  wholesale  and 
retail  trade,  this  being  the  regular 
course  through  which  their  trade 
must  flow,  and  they  therefore  na- 
turally hesitate  to  adopt  any  plan 
before  they  are  aware  how  it  would 
be  received  by  the  wholesalers  and 
the  retailers. 

To  make  the  proposed  plan  a 
success  then,  there  must  be  : 

1st.  The  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
manufacturer  to  take  up  the  plan. 

2nd.  Determination  on  the  part 
of  the  manufacturer  that  he  will 
enforce  the  contracts,  and  protect 
his  goods  after  he  has  adopted  the 
plan. 

3rd.  Confidence  in  the  manufac- 
turer by  the  wholesaler  and  the  re- 
tailer th  it  he  will  carry  out  the 
plan. 

4th.  Unmistakable  evidence  on 
the  part  of  the  wholesaler  and  re- 
tailer that  they  want  the  plan 
adopted. 

5th.  Co-operation  on  the  part  of 
the  wholesaler  and  retailer  with  the 
manufacturer  to  assist  him  in  carry- 
ing out  the  plan. 

6th.  A  proper  organization  such 
as  "  The  Retail  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation of  Canada,"  through  which 
the  details  of  the  plan  can  be  work- 
ed out,  such  as,  obtaining  evidence 
of  price  cutting,  instituting  suits, 
etc.,  etc.,  which  can  be  done  in  the 
name  of  the  manufacturer  by  our 
Association,  after  the  facts  have 
been  passed  upon  by  a  properly 
qualified  Board  of  the  section  of 
our  Association  to  whieh  the  griev- 
ance belongs,  and  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  who  will  act  with  the 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers, thus 
removing  all  worry  and  antagon- 
ism, if  any,  from  the  manufacturer, 
and  placing  the  working  out  of  the 


details  of  the  plan  upon  us.  We 
invite  therefore  all  manufacturers 
who  purpose  taking  up  our  plan  to 
correspond  with  us  first,  so  that 
we  can  give  them  full  particulars  of 
the  details  of  the  plan,  and  also  as- 
sist in  having  the  contracts  signed, 
and  do  all  that  we  can  to  make  the 
sales  of  the  goods  under  our  agree- 
ment a  success. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are 
not  acquainted  with  our  form  of 
organization,  we  may  state  that  we 
have  Branch  Associations  in  the 
leading  Cities  and  Towns,  all  of 
which  have  Trade  Sections  gov- 
erned by  elected  officers,  all  of 
whom  form  the  General  Executive 
Board.  A  Secretary  is  appointed 
in  each  City  or  Town  to  look  after 
each  Branch,  who  receives  his  in- 
structions jointly  from  the  officers 
of  the  Branch  and  the  Dominion 
Board.  The  combined  General 
Executive  Boards  of  the  Cities  and 
Towns  form  the  Dominion  Board. 
The  officers  of  the  Dominion  Board 
direct  the  affairs  of  the  Associa- 
tion through  the  Dominion  Secre- 
tary, who  is  a  paid  officer,  with  a 
staff  of  assistants.  This  method 
places  any  manufacturer  who 
wishes  to  adopt  our  "  Price  Con- 
tract Plan  "  in  an  excellent  position 
to  do  so,  and  all  communications 
on  the  subiect  will  be  placed  before 
the  Chairman  of  their  respective 
trade  sections. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  state 
that  this  plan  is  already  in  opera- 
tion, and  has  been  put  into  effect 
by  several  prominent  manufac- 
turers and  that  it  is  highly  appre- 
ciated by  the  Retail  trade,  and  its 
legality  and  practicability  have 
been  thoroughly  tested  beyond  a 
doubt.  When  the  plan  was  first 
adopted  infringements  and  viola- 
tions of  the  contracts  took  place, 
but  in  each  and  every  case  the 
principle  as  laid  down  in  the  con- 
tracts was  so  evident  that  the 
Courts  readily  granted  injunctions 
establishing  their  legal  status,  and 
we  will  be  pleased  to  submit  the 
Court  decisions  to  you  at  any  time 
you  desire  to  read  them.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  road  is  now  clear  and 
the  time  ripe  for  every  manufac- 
turer to  adopt  this  plan,  and  thus 
preserve  for  himself,  for  the  whole- 
saler and  for  the  retailer  the  re- 
ward of  their  industry. 

Through  the  price  cutting  evil, 
as  you  are  aware,  the  manufacturer 
as  well  as  the  retailer  loses  thou- 
sands of  dollars  yearly.  The  retail- 
ers are  rapidly  ceasing  to  recom- 
mend articles  upon  which  they  can 


receive  no  profit  and  the  manufac- 
turers have  found  that  no  matter 
how  much  they  may  advertise,  and 
how  much  they  may  intercut  the 
public  in  their  wares,  the  retailer's 
influence  on  a  customer's  purchases 
is  very  much  greater. 

To  those  adopting  our  price  con- 
tract plan  we  can  promise  the 
hearty  support  of  the  retail  trade 
throughout  Canada,  and  that  all 
goods  sold  upon  this  plan  will  get 
precedence  over  all  those  that  are 
not  sold  on  this  plan,  and  that  the 
manufacturer's  advertising  matter 
will  be  well  displayed,  that  there 
will  be  less  substitution,  and  that 
the  general  advertising  done  by 
any  manufacturer  who  adopts  our 
price  contract  plan  will  bring  them 
far  better  results. 

We  invite  all  those  who  desire 
to  adopt  our  plan  to  communicate 
with  our  office,  so  that  your  con- 
tract will  receive  the  approval  of 
our  Committee  before  it  is  printed, 
and  we  will  then  notify  the  trade 
officially,  asking  them  to  give  the 
manufacturer  the  support  that  all 
those  who  adopt  the  plan  deserve,

The  constant  danger  of  wide- 
spread and  disastrous  forest  fires 
in  the  Dominion  and  the  deplor- 
able losses  of  property  and  life 
which  occur  in  British  Columbia 
this  year,  lend  a  practical  interest 
to  the  best  methods  employed  in 
other  countries  for  averting  similar 
dangers. 

In  some  European  countries 
every  precaution  which  inventors 
can  devise  to  arrest  locomotive 
sparks  and  prevent  them  from 
escaping  into  the  open  air  is  prac- 
ticed on  the  railways  and  enforced 
on  all  lines. 

Until  recently  it  was  not  ap- 
parent that  the  German  engines 
were  in  this  respect  much,  if  any, 
in  advance  of  those  in  other 
countries.  The  problem  here,  as 
elsewhere,  has  been  to  devise  a 
metallic  network  fine  enough  in 
mesh  to  effectively  sift  the  glow- 
ing sparks  from  the  blast  of  an 
engine  without  so  obstructing  the 
draft  as  to  compromise  its  steam- 
ing capacity.  Hitherto  the  bars 
or  filaments  of  net  work  spark 
arresters  have  been  mainly  round 
and  fixed  in  place — conditions 
which  always  entail  more  or  less 
danger  of  shaking  and  clogging 
whenever  the  space  between  bars 
or  meshes  is  small  enough  to 
really  prevent  the  escape  of  sparks 
and  glowing  embers  of  dangerous 
size. 

These  requirements  have  led  to 
an  ingenious  improvement  invent- 
ed by  a  German  engineer  named 
Heydermann.  It  has  been  in  use 
during  the  past  two  years  on  the 
state  railways  of  Mecklenburg 
with  such  success  that  it  has  been 
adopted  for  trial  on  the  Hessian 
and  several  corporate  lines,  and 
has  become  therefore  a  subject  of 
current  public  interest.  The  de- 
vice consists  of  a  series  of  three 
grates  set  one  above  another  in  a 
square  iron  or  steel  frame  of  such 
size  and  form  as  to  fit  into  the 
smoke  chamber  of  the  engine. 

The  arrangement  of  the  three 
tiers  of  grate  bars  is  the  tollowing  : 
Each  bar  is  about  two  inches  wide 
by  one-tenth  of  an  inch  thick,  and 
is  ingeniously  set  into  the  frame 
so  as  to  be  held  in  place  against 
any  shock  or  pressure  and  at  the 
same  time  to  be  free  to  expand 
or  contract  with  changing  tempera- 
turns.  The  middle  tier  or  grate 
contains  twice  as  many  bars  as 
the  top  and  bottom  tiers,  and  the 


arrangement  of  bars  and  spaces  is 
such  that  while  a  free  passage  is 
secured  for  the  gases  of  combus- 
tion no  spark  or  ember  more  than 
one-tenth  of  an  inch  in  thickness 
can  escape,  and  these  are  so  small 
that  they  are  self-extinguished 
within  a  few  feet  after  escaping 
into  the  open  air  and  cause  no 
danger.  This  ingenious  arrange- 
ment of  the  bars,  together  with 
the  readiness  with  which  they 
expand  and  contract  under  vary- 
ing temperatures,  acts  to  dislodge 
the  adhering  particles  and  pre- 
vents the  arrester  from  becoming 
clogged,  at  the  same  time  per- 
mitting a  draft  so  open  and  free 
that  the  steaming  capacity  of  the 
engine  is  said  to  be  visibly  greater 
than  with  any  other  type  of  spark 
catcher  heretofore  used.

A  CHANGE  NEEDED. 

Some  change  should  be  made 
in  the  food  law  of  this  State,  so  as 
to  protect  the  innocent  retailer 
who  is  the  victim  of  unscrupulous 
manufacturers  of  food  products. 
There  are  over  300  retailers  now 
under  jail  charged  with  violation 
of  the  food  law,  and  while  these 
men  are  doubtless  technically 
guilty,  yet  the  Commissioner 
knows  that  hardly  any  of  these 
men  are  guilty  of  knowingly  vio- 
lating the  statutes.  If  the  Com- 
missioner wants  to  drive  impure 
food  out  of  this  State,  why  does  he 
not  warn  the  retailer  of  the  im- 
purity of  an  article,  and  give  him 
an  opportunity  to  destroy  the 
article  placed  under  the  ban  ? 

This  would  be  the  square  thing 
to  do,  and  would  work  no  hardship 
on  the  department.  For  a  second 
offence,  or  for  selling  prohibited 
goods,  the  punishment  should  be 
severe.  There  would  probably  be 
fewer  fines,  but  there  would  be 
more  justice. — Grocer's  Review, 
Philadelphia.

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 

It  is  claimed  that  a  banana  skin 
rubbed  upon  the  leather  of  tan 
colored  shoes  makes  an  excellent 
substitute  for  the  prepared  dress- 
ing sold  for  this  purpose. 

Porcelain  or  earthenware  that 
has  become  dingy  or  stained  is 
much  improved  by  rubbing  or 
scouring  with  salt  dusted  upon  a 
cloth. 


WEARING  APPAREL  NEEDED. 

The  white  population  in  South 
Africa,  will  have  the  very  best 
both  in  food  products  and  wear- 
ing apparel.  The  5,000,000  of 
coloured  people  from  Hottentot 
to  Malay  on  the  other  hand  pur- 
chase the  cheaper  articles,  and  are 
fond  of  bright  colours  and  showy 
patterns.  Coloured  Canton  flannels 
and  fancy  dress  goods,  &c.,  are 
chiefly  worn  by  the  natives  when 
absent  from  their  kraals.  Hither- 
to these  flannellettes,  cotton  blank- 
ets, and  other  products,  chiefly  of 
cotton,  have  come  from  Germany. 
Small  parcels,  however,  have  also 
reached  there  from  Montreal,  and 
have  opened  out  very  satisfactorily.

JUDGMENT  IN  TRADING 
STAMP  CASE. 

Mr.  Justice  Doherly  has  rendered 
judgment  in  Montreal  in  the  import- 
ant case  of  Wilder  vs.  the  city,  better 
known  as  the  trading  stamp  case. 

This  will  be  remembered  as  an  in- 
junction taken  out  to  prevent  the  en- 
forcement of  the  city  by-law  prohibit- 
ing the  use  of  trading  stamps.  Among 
other  grounds  raised  by  the  petitioner 
were  the  following  :  That  the  city 
council  had  adopted  the  by-law 
without  the  required  notice  :  that  the 
Act  of  the  Legislature  authorizing  the 
city  to  pass  such  a  by-law  was  uncon- 
stitutional, and  that  the  by-law  itself 
was  ultra  vires  of  the  Legislature  and 
hence  of  the  powers  of  the  council. 

The  city,  on  the  other  hand,  claimed 
that  the  special  statute  under  which 
the  by  law  was  pissed  required  no 
notice,  as  the  power  was  conferred  by 
special  statute,  and  aiso  defended  the 
constitutionality  of  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature. 

By  the  judgment  rendered  the 
court  maintained  the  city's  preten- 
tions in  every  respect  and  quashed  the 
injunction.  One  of  the  chief  points 
raised  by  the  petitioner  was  that  the 
council's  proceedings  to  pass  the  by- 
law were  irregular  and  illegal,  but  the 
court  held  the  contrary. 

Mr.  Wilder,  owner  of  the  Trading 
Stamp  Co.,  has  made  an  appeal  and 
declares  that  he  will  continue  bis 
trading  stamp  busmess  until  the  Privy 
Council  shall  have  decided  against 
him.

Qualifications  Necessary  for  Be- 
coming A  Successful  Assistant. 

I.  Be  at  business  prompt  to  time. 
2.  Always  be  neat  and  clean  in  appear- 
ance. 3.  Cultivate  a  habit  of  being 
polite  on  all  occasions,  notwitlistanding 
provocation.  4.  Do  not  imagine  that 
your  interests  are  antagonistic  to  your 
employer's  ;  it  is  a  common  failing,  and 
is  always  fatal  to  success.  5.  Always 
be  on  the  lookout  to  suggest  any  im- 
provement in  display  of  goods  or 
general  arrangement  of  shop.  6,  Never 
be  hasty  in  manner  in  dealing  with 
customers  who  shop  late  ;  it  is  one  of 
the  little  worries  a  grocer  has  to  sub- 
mit to,  and  a  show  of  willingness  does 
more  to  prevent  a  recurrence  than  any- 
thing else.  7.  Keep  yourself  well  in- 
formed ot  current  trade  news  and 
novelties.  8.  Learn  by  heart  all  selling 
prices,  and  keep  yourself  continually 
posted  in  them.  9.  Lose  no  oppor- 
tunity of  picking  up  hints  or  ideas  like- 
ly to  be  of  service  to  you  in  business, 
and  act  upon  them.  10.  Never  be 
afraid  of  work  or  overtime  when 
necessary ;  it  is  valuable  experience 
if  properly  used.  11  ■  Never  make  a 
show  of  false  pride  when  any  "dusting" 
or  similar  work  requires  to  be  done. 
12.  Study  ticket  writing.  13.  Always 
endeavor  to  work  harmoniously  with 
your  fellow  assistants.  14.  Always  try 
to  satisfy  customers. 

What  Ought  a  Grocer's  Profit 
TO  Be. 

For  my  own  part,  I  consider  i2}4 
to  15  per  cent,  a  fair  profit  for  a  grocer 
doing,  principally,  a  cash  trade,  while 
to  20  per  cent  is  deemed  neces- 
sary, and  calculated  to  be  indispens- 
able, for  the  maintenance  of  your  busi- 
ness if  a  "'family"  trade  is  done  and 
credit  is  given.  In  calculating  the 
profit  on  goods,  it  must  be  clearly  re- 
membered that  the  profit  should  be 
based  upon  the  returns,  otherwise  mis- 
takes are  likely  to  arise.  For  instance, 
on  an  article  costing  6d.  and  sold  at 
lod.  there  is  a  profit  on  the  costs  of 
25  per  cent.,  but  on  the  return  it  is 
only  20  per  cent.  An  easy  way  of 
calculating  profits  is  by  adopting  the 
following  rules  : 

Add  to  cost  cost  price  to  give 
33j4  per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  yi  cost  price  to  give  25 
per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  ^  cost  price  to  give  20 
per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  1-5  cost  price  to  give 
16  2-5  per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  }i  cost  price  to  give 
14  2-7  per  cent,  on  returns. 


Add  to  cost  1-7  cost  price  to  give 
12  }4  per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  }i  cost  price  to  give 
II  1-9  per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  1-9  cost  price  to  give  10 
per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  i-io  cost  price  to  give 
9  i-ii  per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  I- 1 1  cost  price  to  give 
S}4  per  cent,  on  returns. 

Add  to  cost  1-12  cost  price  to  give 
7  9-15  per  cent,  on  returns. 

As  to  how  the  increased  expenditure 
can  be  best  met,  I  would  suggest  the 
pushing  of  those  articles  bearing  the 
best  profit,  and  by  refusing  to  stock 
proprietary  goods  not  showing  the 
necessary  amount  of  profit.  Needless 
to  say,  your  business  must  be  carried 
on  at  the  lowest  expense,  yet  without 
that  false  economical  idea  that  the 
cheapest  is  the  best.  .  .  .  What 
assistants  you  have,  let  them  be  the 
very  best.  They  may  require  a  living 
wage  or  even  a  little  remuneration. 

¥  ¥  ¥ 

EXPENSE. 

What  is  your  store  expense  ? 
Do  you  know  ? 

Have  you  ever  taken  time  to 
figure  it  out  ? 

While  conversing  with  a  mer- 
chant recently  the  editor  of  this 
department  asked  these  questions. 

The  merchant  frankly  stated  he 
had  never  figured  it  to  the  dollar, 
nor  near  $100. 

He  frankly  said  he  was  afraid 
to  investigate  it. 

Being  actually  afraid  to  wade 
into  this  subject  of  store  expense 
explains  the  attitude  of  many 
merchants.  They  actually  fear 
the  developments. 

It  is  so  nice  to  go  on  from  year 
to  year  making  ourselves  believe 
that  we  have  made  money  or  are 
worth  about  so  much  money. 

But  have  we  made  it  and  are 
we  worth  it .'' 

That's  the  question. 

The  fact  is  not  one-half  the 
merchants  in  the  north-west  would 
dare  swear  their  figures  on  personal 
worth  are  right 

To  go  a  little  further,  they  know 
they  are  not  right. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  money 
they  are  supposed  to  be  making. 

They  take  a  long  guess  at  it 
with  the  aid  of  an  annual  inven- 
tory and  let  the  sun  shine  on  the 
guess. 

Six  months  of  the  year  have 
already  gone.  What  have  these 
six  months  done  for  you  in  profit  ? 

Do  not  feel  badly  if  you  cannot 
tell.    There  are   more  like  you. 


You  have  plenty  of  company. 
But  the  company  should  not  be  so 
large. 

To  get  back  to  the  question  of 
store  expense  ;  how  much  has  it 
cost  you  to  run  your  store  the  first 
six  months  of  this  year  ? 

How  do  you  keep  track  of 
expense  ? 

What  do  you  consider  expense  ? 

Here  are  some  of  the  items  : 

Clerk  and  delivery  hire. 

Insurance. 

Interest. 

Telephone. 

Lights. 

Rent,  or  interest  on  investment 
in  your  building. 
Taxes. 

Interest  on  your  entire  invest- 
ment in  stock. 

Your  own  salary. 

Freight  and  drayage  should  be 
figured  as  expense  if  they  are  not 
figured  in  the  cost  of  goods. 

Some  merchants  put  this  into 
the  cost  of  goods,  which  seems  to 
be  the  best  way  of  providing  for 
this  expenditure. 

Go  over  your  stock  carefully  ; 
go  over  your  books  ;  recount  your 
experience.  If  you  have  not  a 
broad  place  in  your  ledger  for 
expense  and  a  good  system  of 
accounting  it,  provide  that  at  once. 
Resolve  that  twice  each  year,  on 
July  1st  and  January  ist,  you  will 
know  exactly  what  your  operating 
expense  has  been. 

Compare  that  with  some  period 
of  the  year  preceding,  and  as  the 
years  go  by  you  will  have  some 
intelligent  idea  of  whether  your 
expense  is  increasing  or  decreas- 
ing and  the  reasons  therefor. 

What  per  cent,  of  profit  must 
you  make  to  cover  cost  of  opera- 
ting your  store  ? 

That  is  the  first  question  every 
dealer  should  answer  when  he 
begins  to  mark  profit  on  his  goods. 

Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  dealers  in 
the  northwest  cannot  answer  that 
question  intelligently. 

Yet  occasionally  we  hear  of  a 
retailer  who  thinks  he  has  learned 
it  all  and  can  learn  nothing  from 
a  trade  newspaper.  How  narrow- 
minded  he  is. 

This  is  offered  as  a  suggestion, 
not  as  a  solution  of  store  expense 
accounting.  This  department  can- 
not keep  books  for  its  readers.  Its 
aim  is  to  suggest  horse  sense 
methods  of  doing  business,  and  to 
do  business  successfully  every  man 
must  know  where  he  is  at  most  of 
the  time  — Comtnercial  Bulletin.

To  Hold  a  Pure  Food  Show  in  Massey 
Hall,  Toronto,  From  Jan.  2nd 
to  Jan.  14,  igo^.

At  no  period  in  the  history  of  the 
citizens  of  Toronto,  have  they  found 
greater  necessity  for  the  advocacy  of 
good  pure  food  laws  than  the  present 
and  we  trust  that  the  omiog  Pure 
Food  Show  will  be  the  commence- 
ment of  an  agitation  to  bring  about 
belter  conditions  not  only  for  those 
manufacturers  who  are  making  every 
effort  to  place  pure  food  products  on 
the  market,  but  also  to  those  retail 
grocers  who  are  endeavoring  to  edu- 
cate the  public  into  the  use  of  them, 
and  in  the  end  it  will  result  in  pro- 
tecting the  general  public  from  pur- 
chasing foods  that  are  made  only  for 
the  purpose  of  being  sold.

THE  DOMINION  COMMERCIAL 
TRAVELLERS'  MUTUAL 
BENEFIT  SOCIETY. 


The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Dominion  Commercial 
Travellers'  Mutual  Benefit  Society 
was  held  in  the  association  rooms  on 
Saturday,  November  5,  at  3  p.m.  Mr. 
Alex.  McA.  Murphy,  tne  president, 
occupied  the  chair. 

The  reports  presented  were  of  a 
very  satisfactory  nature  and  met  with 
the  approval  of  all  present  The 
nomination  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year  resulted  in  the  re-election  of  Mr. 
Murphy  as  president,  Mr.  Richard 
Booth  as  vice-president,  and  Mr. 
Charles  Guard  as  treasurer.  The  fol- 
lowing were  nominated  as  trustees  : 
Joseph  W.  Rousseau,  John  E.  Wright, 
John  Hardie,  J.  H.  Ferns  and  James 
Robmson.  '1  his  action  being  unani- 
mous, the  society  was  freed  from  the 
necessity  and  expense  of  a  competitive 
election.  The  total  paid  for  death 
claims  during  the  year  was  $12,000. 

Among  those  who  addressed  the 
meeting  were  David  Watson,  George 
Nann,  J.  S.  N.  Dougall,  president  of 
the  present  association,  and  Mr.  Fred. 
Birks,  the  society's  first  president,  who 
spoke  in  glowing  terms  of  the  progress 
the  society  was  making.  Fifteen 
members  were  admitted  at  a  meeting 
of  the  trustees  subsequent  to  the 
general  meeting. 

The  Mutual  Benefit  Society  was 
organized  in  January,  1886,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  commercial 
travellers  with  a  safe,  easy  and 
economical  means  of  making  provision 
for  their  famihes  in  case  of  death. 
Organized  on  a  strictly  mutual  basis, 
it  has  steadily  grown  from  a  very  small 
membership  in  the  first  year  until  now, 
after  18  years'  existence,  the  member- 
ship is  over  1,100,  thus  assuring  the 
payment  of  $1,000,  which  is  the 
maximum. 

The  sum  of  $170,000  has  been  paid 
in  death  benefits  since  organization. 
The  affairs  of  the  society,  which  are  on 
a  solid  basis,  have  passed  successively 
through  the  management  of  trustees, 
elected  annually,  who  have  shown 
capacity,  energy  and  devotion,  all  free- 
ly rendered  The  prospects  for  the 
future  of  the  society  are  bright.

Transvaal. 
As  regards  United  Kingdom  and 
Canadian  goods  imported  into  the 
Transvaal  through  (he  post,  the 
maximum  value  of  a  postal  packet  in 
respect  to  which  a  rebate  of  customs 
duty  may  be  claimed  has  been  raised 
fron  ^"5  to  ;^io.

British  India. 
A  notification  has  been  published 
exempting  from  customs  import  duty 
the  following  dairy  appliances,  when 
constructed  so  that  they  can  be  worked 
by  manual  or  animal  power,  viz.  : 
Cream  separator.^,  milk  sterilizing  or 
pasteurizing  plant,  milk  aerating  and 
cooling  apparatus;  churns,  butter  driers 
and  butter  workers 

Australasia. 

Report  of  the  Commercial  Govern- 
ment Agent,  for  New  South  Wales. 

Trade  during  the  past  month  has 
not  shown  any  improvement,  and  there 
was  a  marked  hesitancy  to  entertain 
anything  of  a  speculative  character. 
There  has  been  some  increase  in  (he 
number  of  business  failures  and  settle- 
ments, particularly  in  the  country,  and 
there  is  evidently  going  on  a  liquida- 
tion of  drought  indebtedness. 

The  dry  weather  of  the  last  two 
months,  causing  the  outlook  for  the 
coming  season  to  be  unpromising,  has 
contributed  to  the  dullness  of  trade. 
Fortunately  during  the  early  part  of 
last  week  rain  prevailed  over  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  state.  While 
not  heavy,  it  has  materially  altered  the 
prospects  for  pastoralists  and  agricuU 
turists  for  (he  better,  and  though  the 
return  to  the  agriculturists  cannot  be 
equal  to  that  of  last  year,  except  in  a 


few  favoured  spots,  it  may  be  a  fair 
one  should  the  month  of  October  give 
the  average  rainfall. 

The  pastoral  prospects  are  better 
than  the  agricultural,  and  it  must  be 
remembered  that  New  South  Wales, 
as  well  as  Queensland,  are  pastoral 
rather  than  agricultural,  and  depend 
much  more  upon  wool  and  meat  than 
upon  wheat. 

Commercial  Travellers'  Tax 
in  Bermuda. 

Pursuant  to  an  inquiry  respecting  the 
tax  imposed  upon  commercial  travellers 
in  Bermuda,  the  following  communic- 
ation, under  date  of  November  8,  1904, 
from  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  Bermuda, 
is  published  for  general  information  in 
the  Government  weekly  report : 

'In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  24th 
ultimo,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you 
that  samples  brought  by  commercial 
travellers  to  Bermuda,  if  of  commercial 
value,  are  liable  to  duty  in  this  colony, 
they  being  as  a  rule  subject  to  ad 
valorem  duty  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent. 
No  duty  is  levied  if  the  samples  are  of 
no  commercial  value.' 

'There  are  no  standing  regulations 
on  the  subject,  but  arrange  rjents  exist 
by  which  double  the  amount  of  duty 
may  be  deposited  in  view  of  re  export- 
ation, and  the  samples  can,  if  desired, 
be  shipped  at  either  of  the  two  ports  of 
the  colony.  The  period  within  which 
the  re-exportation  must  take  place  is 
not  limited,  but  any  deposit  made  is,  as 
a  rule,  adjusted  within  two  months  of 
the  date  of  importation.' 

Canadian  News  Printing  Paper. 

A  large  and  wealthy  Melbourne  firm

with  a  Canadian  paper  mill.  The  firm 
in  question,  for  years  past,  has  done  an 
immense  business  in  '  news'  paper  and 
all  kinds  of  printers'  supplies.  Their 
distributing  power  is  so  great  that  it 
offers  an  exceptional  opportunity  for 
Canadian  paper  mills  to  establibh  a 
direct  purchasing  agency  upon  the  very 
best  basis.  Paper  manufacturers  are 
strongly  urged  to  take  note  of  this 
inquiry,  and  also  to  promptly  communi- 
cate with  the  Department  of  Trade  and 
Commerce,  Ottawa,  for  the  address  of 
this  influential  and  impDrtant  company. 

Parchment  or  Batter  Paper. 

It  is  impossible  to  ascertain,  with 
any  degree  of  accuracy  the  quantities 
and  values  of  butter  paper  imported 
into  Australasia,  as  this  item  is  not 
separately  classified  m  the  customs 


returns.  From  careful  inquiries  made, 
the  commercial  agent  for  Victoria  is 
of  the  opinion  that  at  least  700  tons  will 
be  required  by  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  for  the  butter  season  of  1905. 
In  the  marked  development  and  exten- 
sion of  the  dairying  industry  there  is 
certain  to  be  an  increasing  demand. 
Butter  paper — classified  as  'true  vege- 
table parchment' — is  duty  free  accord- 
ing to  the  Commonwealth  customs 
tariff.  Europe — principally  Belgium — 
supplies  the  bulk  of  the  importations. 

Price  on  Wood  Pulp  Going  Up. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Scandinavian 
Wood  Pulp  Association,  held  at  Stock- 
holm, Sweden,  on  October  21,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed  : — 

'The  prevaiHng  water  scarcity  in 
larger  parts  of  the  Scandinavian  coun- 
tries and  Germany  has  caused  a  con- 
siderable decline  in  the  production  and 
stocks  of  the  mills.  On  account  of  thjs, 
and  the  just  fear  of  water  scarcity 
throughout  th<?  winter,  a  considerable 
raise  in  the  price  has  taken  place  and 
the  circumstances  are  causing  a  large 
demand.'

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A  MERCHANT'S  EXPERIENCE. 

The  following  experience  of  a 
retail  merchant  who  contributed 
an  article  in  a   competition  in- 
augurated by  the  Michigan  Artisan 
should  be  ol  particular  interest  to 
the    smaller    retailers :  "About 
three  years  ago  I  took  charge  of  a 
small  business  that  invoiced  about 
$2,000,  and  my  practical  experi- 
ence during  the  past  three  years 
and  the  result  up  to  the  present 
time  are  what  I  shall  try  to  give. 
Having  a  very  limited  capital  to 
work  with,  I  made  it  a  rule  to  buy 
in  limited  quantities  and  not  over- 
stock on  any  one  line,  but  to  keep 
an  assortment  of  good,  salable  and 
staple  goods  and  carry  a  greater 
variety.    To  do  this  requires  close 
and  prompt  attention  to  your  want 
list  and  catalogues.    1  keep  a  want 
book  and  give  it  prompt  attention. 
I  do  not  buy  from  every  drummer 
that  comes  into  my  store,  3S  a  good 
many  of  them  can  testify.    I  make 
it  a  rule  to  treat  all  travelling  men 
politely,  however.    I  have  regular 
houses  that  I  buy  from  most  of  the 
time,   but   I    find  an  occasional 
change  is  beneficial  to  both  parties. 
It  enables  me  to  keep  better  posted 
in  prices,  by  comparison,  and  at 
the  same  time  lets  the  wholesale 
man  know  that  he  does  not  own 
me.    I  have  found  k  time  well 
spent  to  study  prices  and  discounts 
and  keep  myself  posted,  so  that  I 
can  buy  at  right  prices  'Goods 
well  bought  are  half  sold'  is  as  true 
now  as  it  ever  was,  if  not  more  so. 
As  a  general  rule  I  discount  my 
bills,  and  find  it  a  great  saving  in 
several  different  ways.    First,  it 
makes  me  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  in  a  year's  time,  which  is 
no  small  thing,  and,  secondly,  it 
saves  any  amount  of  annoyance 
and  anxiety  and  worry,  and,  third- 
ly, it  gives  me  a  feeling  of  satis- 
faction to  know  that  my  goods  are 
paid  for.    When  I  get  them  in  the 
store  and  mark  them  up  I  add  a 
per  cent.-  to  cover  freight,  house 
rent,  insurance  and  clerk  hire  and 
so  on.    I  do  a  cash  business,  that 
is,  I  sell  on  thirty  days'  time  to 
prompt-paying    customers,  and 
those  that  are  not  prompt  I  sell  to 
for  spot  cash.    I  try  to  be  prompt 
in  making  my  collections  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month  ;  in  fact,  I 
find    that    promptness    is  very 
essential  in  every   detail  of  the 
business.    By  being  prompt  in  at- 
tending  to  the  different  depart- 
ments of  my  business  I  am  spared 


a  world  of  unnecessary  trouble, 
besides  having  the  satisfaction  of 
having  performed  my  duty.  I  am 
constantly  busy  in  the  store.  I 
have  very  little  idle  time.  I  make 
it  a  point  to  keep  my  stock  pro- 
perly arranged,  so  it  will  show  up 
to  good  advantage,  and  make  a 
display  of  all  seasonable  goods  by 
keeping  them  in  front.  1  find  it  a 
great  convenience  and  saving  of 
time  to  keep  all  goods  of  the  same 
class  and  purpose  as  near  together 
as  possible.  I  have  a  place  for 
every  class  and  when  a  customer 
calls  for  a  certain  thing  I  know 
just  where  to  get  it  without  having 
to  hunt  for  it.  I  study  the  wants 
of  my  trade  and  keep  such  goods 
as  they  have  to  have,  and  keep 
goods  that  the  general  trade  do 
not  handle  and  advertise  them.  I 
have  competition  on  all  sides  that 
I  have  to  meet,  but  the  variety  and 
unlimited  number  of  different 
things  carried  in  stock  enable  me 
sell  a  great  many  things  at  a  profit 
and  thus  meet  competition."

TRADING  STAMP  BY  LAW  IS

trading  stamp  case,  declaring  the 
trading  stamp  by-law  in  Montreal 
prohibiting  the  use  of  trading  stamps 
to  be  perfectly  legal. 


REGULATION   MUST  BE 
GENERAL. 

Hearing  has  been  had  at  St  Paul, 
Minn.,  on  the  application  of  the  Twin 
City  Telephone  Company  for  an  in- 
junction restraining  the  city  from 
interfering  with  the  poles  and  wires  of 
the  company  on  Hague  avenue.  The 
company  tried  to  show  that  the 
resolution  of  the  council,  ordering  the 
removal  of  the  poles  was  unreasonable, 
because  sufificient  time  was  not  allowed 
in  which  to  do  the  work.  The  com- 
pany also  contended  that  the  resolution 
was  invalid  on  the  ground  that  it  dis 
criminated  against  the  Twin  City 
Company,  and  took  the  position  that 
the  council  had  no  authority  to  pass 
regulations  for  the  telegraph  or  tele- 
phone lines,  unless  such  regulations 
applied  to  all  lines  within  the  same 
territory.  The  city,  on  the  other  hand, 
contended  that  plenty  of  time  had 
been  given  the  company  to  remove 
these  poles,  and  that  a  representative 
of  the  company  was  present  at  the 
council  when  the  resolution  was  adopt- 
ed and  made  no  objections  to  it.  The 
court  took  the  matter  under  advisement.

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TEMPTATION. 

If  it  be  true  that  charity  covers  a 
multitude  of  sins,  it  is  truer  that  temp- 
tation creates  a  horde  of  criminals. 
Ever  since  Adam  in  the  Garden  of 
Eden  committed  the  first  sin  through 
temptation  (the  heritage  of  which  is 
burs),  the  weak  nature  of  mankind 
has  fallen  before  the  alluring  tempter. 

Man  is  weak.  Evolution  has 
strengthened  some,  deteriorated  others. 
For  the  latter  there  should  be  a  safe- 
guard. No  temptation  should  be 
placed  before  weak  characters.  They 
err  often  through  causes  over  which 
they  have  no  control. 

To  the  small  boy,  an  orchard  over- 
flowing with  ripe  ftuits  is  a  great 
temptation.  To  the  poacher,  the  un- 
guarded forests  and  streams  filled 
with  game  and  fishes  are  constant 
allurements.  To  the  clerk,  to  the 
youthful  customer,  to  members  of  the 
owner's  family,  the  open  cash-drawer 
in  the  store  is  ever  a  strong  tempta- 
tion, and  beckons  them  onward  to 
take  that  which  is  not  theirs. 

So  the  husbandman  has  guarded 
his  orchards  with  fences  and  dogs, 
and  the  landlord  his  hired  game  war- 
dens to  care  for  his  preserves  ;  and 
the  storekeeper  has  adopted  devices 
like  the  cash  register  to  protect  his 
money. 

This  removes  the  greatest  cause  of 
crime.  Theft,  embezzlement,  suicide 
and  murder  all  follow  temptation. 

GAMBLING  FOLLOWS  TEMPTATION. 

Allured  by  the  love  of  money,  a 
weak  man  or  boy  may  plunge  into 
gambling.  At  first  cards,  then  horse 
racing,  then  speculation.  His  own 
income,  eaten  up  from  losses,  suffer- 
ing for  himself  and  his  family  staring 
him  in  the  face,  he  looks  about  for 
means  to  recoup  bis  losses.  He  sees 
the  open  cash  drawer.  Hj  thinks. 
Only  a  small  sum,  he  reasons,  will 
help  him  regain  his  losses.  He 
hesitates.  There  is  temptation.  He 
wavers — he  falls. 

It  is  only  a  small  amount,  he  argues, 
hut  again  he  wagers  the  money  and 
again  he  loses.  Once  more  he  plunges 
his  hands  into  that  open  cash-drawer, 
and  deeper  and  deeper  he  sinks  into 
theft  and  embezzlement,  until  exposure 
comes,  and  then  it  is  prison  or  a 
suicide's  grave. 

And  all  these  through  temptation. 

Had  there  been  a  recording  machine 
to  guard  the  cash  in  that  money 
drawer,  the  first  theft  would  not  have 
been  committed.  Temptation  would 
not  have  been  there. 

The  money  was  there,  certainly,  but 
the  mechanical  guard  had  a  record  of 
each  penny  in  its  lockers,  and  the 
weak  person,  fearing  instant  exposure, 
would  never  have  made  the  first  step 
on  his  downward  course  ;  his  family 
would  have  been  saved  a  lasting  dis- 


grace ;  his  employers  great  losses,  per- 
haps bankruptcy  and  commercial 
disaster. 

BREAKING  HOME  TIES. 

Did  you  ever  see  the  picture  en- 
titled "  Breaking  Home  Ties?"  Just 
study  it.  The  small,  sturdy  lad  going 
out  into  the  world  with  all  its  great 
temptations  is  destined  to — what  ? 
Will  he  become  faithful  and  famous 
through  devotion  to  duty,  or  will  he 
fall  before  the  temptations  that  beset 
him  on  all  sides  ? 

The  weeping  mother,  down  deep  in 
her  heart,  fears  for  his  future.  She 
knows  of  the  trials  and  tribulations  of 
4he  world,  the  temptations  that  trap 
the  unwary,  and  the  allurements  of 
vice  and  luxury.  Will  her  son  be 
strong  enough  to  resist  them  ? 

Ah  !  that  is  the  rub— will  he?  The 
boy  perhaps  is  to  enter  the  mercantile 
trade.  He  will  start  at  the  bottom, 
hoping  to  rise  to  the  top.  If  he  is 
strong  of  character,  resolute,  pro- 
gressive and  honest,  he  will  succeed. 
If  he  is  vacillating,  weak,  disobedient 
and  inclined  to  the  lighter  side  of  life 
— well  the  world  has  seen  the  wrecks 
of  many  just  such  lads  as  he,  through 
temptation. 

In  the  store  in  which  he  is  to  enter 
there  is  an  old,  open  cash-drawer. 
The  boy's  pay  is  not  large.  Luxuries 
abound  that  are  not  for  him.  Before 
him  money  is  exposed  hourly  with  no 
check  upon  it. 

Is  he  strong  enough  to  resist  the 
temptation  of  taking  just  a  small  sum  ? 

Perhaps  he  is.  Perhaps  his  sturdy 
parentage  makes  him  honest.  Perhaps 
the  teachings  of  his  mother  may  follow 
him  through  his  life  and  always  be  a 
safeguard  to  him.  But  is  it  right  to 
place  such  a  temptation  before  a  lad 
just  entering  the  commercial  world 
amid  strange  surroundings,  free  from 
the  restraining  influences  of  a  good 
home,  while  around  him  are  others 
more  fortunate  in  the  world's  goods  ? 
Is  it  just  to  the  boy,  to  his  parents,  to 
society  in  general  ? 

PREACHERS  WILL  THUNDER  WARNINGS. 

Some  day  this  subject  ^ill  be 
handled  exhaustively  from  the  pulpits 
of  the  world.  Great  preachers  will 
thunder  against  the  pitfalls  that  are  set 
for  the  young  and  the  inexperienced, 
and  among  these  will  be  specified  the 
great  temptation  of  the  open  cash- 
drawer. 

They  will  insist  that  instead  of  these 
temptations  all  safeguards  should  be 
adopted  to  remove  ever  far  from  the 
young  the  opportunity  to  become  dis- 
honest. Few  boys  and  few  men  are 
dishonest  from  choice.  They  are  led 
into  it,  either  by  love  of  luxury  and 
display,  inclination  toward  vice  and 
shiftlessness,  or  a  desire  to  gain 
quickly  at  the  expense  of  their  more 
honest  brothers. 


It  is  to  these  that  temptation  is 
deadly. 

If  they  know  they  can  escape  de- 
tection, they  will  not  hesitate  for  an 
instant  to  help  themselves  to  the 
money  that  belongs  to  their  employers. 

THE   DOWNFALL  OF    A  LAD. 

This  calls  attention  to  the  story  of 
the  boy  in  a  small  country  town  in 
Ohio.  This  boy  came  of  good,  honest 
parents.  He  was  employed  in  a  local 
grocery  store.  In  that  store  was  one 
of  the  old-time  open  cash  drawers  ;  to 
it  the  boy  had  access  frequently. 

His  duties  required  him  at  times  to 
make  change,  receive  money,  and  fre- 
quently to  pay  out  small  amounts. 
Everything  went  along  smoothly  for  a 
time,  but  soon  the  grocer  discovered 
that  his  profits  were  dwindling.  He 
knew  that  he  was  doing  a  fair  business. 
However,  with  a  good  margin  of  profit, 
the  store  was  making  no  money.  He 
decided  that  someone  must  be  taking 
money  from  the  cash-drawer. 

He  decided,  if  possible,  to  detect 
the  culprit.  In  that  old,  open  cash 
drawer  he  placed  a  marked  dollar  bill 
and  a  silver  coin  likewise  marked. 
Before  night  the  money  was  missing. 
The  clerks  of  the  store  were  called  in 
and  searched.  On  the  small  boy  were 
found  the  coin  and  the  dollar  bill. 

The  temptation  to  take  that  which 
was  not  his  was  too  great.  He  had 
become  a  thief 

What  followed  ? 

He  was  haled  before  a  police  justice. 
His  mother  and  father  weepingly  im- 
plored mercy  for  him.  The  employer, 
while  nut  demanding  severe  punish- 
ment, thought  that  the  boy  should  be 
taught  a  lesson.  The  judge,  some- 
what more  inclined  to  mercy,  after 
giving  him  a  severe  lecture,  paroled 
him  in  the  care  of  his  parents. 

But  this  was  not  the  end.  The 
boy  had  stolen  a  few  dollars,  but  what 
had  he  lost  ?  First,  he  lost  a  good 
position  and  the  confidence  of  his 
employer. 

Second,  he  had  lost  a  good  repu- 
tation. No  amount  of  money  that  he 
might  steal  under  any  circumstance, 
in  any  conceivable  period  of  time, 
could  make  up  for  the  latter. 

And  even  in  after  years  this  same 
little  pilfering  episode  followed  this 
young  man.  One  day  he  was  sent  to 
make  collections.  He  lost  a  portion 
of  the  money.  No  amount  of  ex- 
plaining would  satisfy  his  employers. 
In  the  investigation  that  followed,  the 
episode  of  the  two  dollars  was  raked 
up  against  him.  Again  he  was  dis- 
charged for  dishonesty.  The  second 
time  he  was  not  guilty.

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lad.  He  would  not  have  lost  his 
reputation.  He  would  not  have  been 
pursued  through  life  by  the  record  of 
that  first  downfall.  For  the  merchant, 
he  lost  confidence  in  his  clerks  and 
soon  between  him  and  his  employes 
there  was  no  common  feeling. 

It  is  due  to  the  honest  clerk  that  all 
protections  should  be  drawn  around 
the  money  received  by  him  and  by 
his  fellow  clerks.  He  should  know 
that  when  he  receives  money  on  his 
employer's  account  a  proper  record  is 
made  of  it.  He  should  also  know 
that  when  he  paid  out  money  be- 
longing to  his  employer  a  like  record 
is  made.  He  should  not  be  placed  in 
a  position  where,  through  a  temporary 
lapse  of  memory,  goods  oould  be 
taken  from  the  store  not  paid  for  or 
charged. 

If  he  changed  money  for  a  cus- 
tomer or  a  casual  caller  in  the  store, 
there  should  be  something  to  make  an 
instant  record  of  that  fact.  It  is  only 
in  this  manner  that  suspicion  is  taken 
from  employes.  Where  there  are 
more  than  one  or  t\vo  or  three  men  in 
a  store,  it  is  very  easy  for  mistakes  to 
occur,  wrong  change  to  be  given,  and 
other  transactions  happen  that,  in  the 
long  run,  create  a  loss  for  the  em- 
ployer. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  employer  to 
guard  against  these  errors.  It  is  his 
duty  to  keep  temptation  away  from 
not  only  his  clerks,  but  the  children 
who  from  time  to  time  may  call  at  his 
store,  his  customers,  and  even  his  own 
family. 

It  is  very  easy  to  abstract  a  coin  or 
a  bill  from  an  open  cash-drawer.  It  is 
impossible  to  abstract  money  from  a 
mechanical  register  without  giving 
warning  of  that  fact.  In  that  alone  is 
temptation  removed  by  the  fear  of 
detection. 

GOOD     CLERKS    WELCOME  IMPROVE- 
MENTS. 

Good  clerks  welcome  anything  that 
lightens  their  labors,  and  helps  them 
to  keep  track  of  the  transactions  that 
happen  in  their  particular  department, 
or  that  promotes  a  spirit  of  confidence 
between  employer  and  employe. 

These  clerks  know  how  easy  it  is  to 
be  suspected,  how  often  the  employer 
may  think  that  they,  through  error  or 
connivance,  decrease  his  profits. 
They  are  only  too  glad  to  see  any  im- 
provement that  will  remove  such 
suspicion. 

Whenever  there  is  a  system  in  a 
store,  you  will  find  neat,  happy,  bright 
clerks.  They  know  their  work  is 
appreciated  ;  they  feel  sure  that  they 
have  their  employer's  confidence. 
Confidence,  once  established,  makes 
their  labors  light.  L'ghten  the  burden 
placed  on  an  employe  and  you  at  once 
have  his  good  will.  The  good  will  of 
an  employe  means  increased  efficiency  ; 


increased  efficiency  means  more 
business  ;  more  business  means  more 
profits. 

Therefore,  it  would  be  a  just  motto 
to  place  in  every  store,  where  all  eyes 
might  see  it,  that  impressive  sentence 
from  the  Lord's  Prayer,  "  Lead  us  not 
into  temptation."

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LEGISLATION^  PROlPOSBD  BY 
OUR  ASSOCIATIOff, 

For  the  Collection  of  Petty  Debts,  iti  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 

1.  Any  or  more  of  His  Majesty's 
justices  of  the  peace  may  receive  the 
complaints  upon  oath  of  parties  com- 
plaining that  any  sum  of  money  is  due 
to  them  for  goods  supplied  to  the  extent 
of  $100  or  less,  and  the  debtor  shall 
appear  before  him  or  them,  and  he  or 
they  shall  hear  or  determine  the  com- 
plaint in  a  summary  manner. 

2.  Complaints  may  be  heard  in  any 
town,  city  or  township  in  which  the  per- 
son complained  against  is  found,  or  in 
which  the  contrast  was  made. 

3.  Justices  of  the  peaoe  to  be  ap 
pointed  by  the  Government  for  the 
hearing  of  complaints  to  be  known  as 
civil  justices  of  the  peace  who  will  have 
only  jurisdiction  to  try  complaints  ot  a 
civil  character  under  the  proposed  Act. 

4.  The  total  charge  or  fees  to  magis- 
trates or  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  re- 
ceiving complaints  and  issuing  sum- 
mons to  be  twenty-five  cents. 

5.  The  complainant  to  have  the  right 
to  serve  his  own  summons  either  by 
himself  or  his  agent. 

6.  All  justices  of  the  peace  now  ap- 
pointed and  police  magistrates  to  have 
jurisdiction  under  the  proposed  Act. 

7.  All  justices  of  the  peace  to  have 
the  power  to  make  orders  for  the  pay- 
ments of  judgments  by  instalments,  and 
in  default  a  distress  warrant  may  be 
issued,  also  power  to  commit  any  judg- 
ment debtor  to  not  less  than  ten  cfays  or 
more  than  thirty. 

8  All  justices  of  the  peace  to  have 
right  to  issue  garnishee  summonses 
where  the  complainant  alleges  that  some 
third  party  or  parties  are  indebted  to 
the  defendant,  and  to  have  power  to 
make  orders  against  garnishees  or  third 
parties  for  any  sum  found  to  be  due  to 
the  defendant. 

9.  Where  it  is  found  that  the  defend- 
ant is  a  married  man,  or  is  liable  for  the 
support  of  any  person  or  persons  de- 
pendent upon  him,  and  the  moneys 
attached  are  due  him  or  them  for  wages 
a  sum  equal  to  S7  per  week  to  be  exempt 
where  in  the  opinion  of  the  magistrate 
or  justices  of  the  peace  it  is  necessary 
for  the  support  of  those  legally  depend- 
ent upon  him  the  defendant. 

All  judgments  recovered  before  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  may  be  registered 
Mnth  the  Division  Court  clerk  in  the 
Division  Court  limit  in  which  the  judg- 
ment is  recovered  upon  payment  of 
twenty-five  cents  and  thereafter  all 
proceedings  may  be  taken  in  the  Divi- 
sion Court  for  the  recovers  of  same. 

The  above  will  be  submitted  to  every 
Branch  Association  for  their  approval. 


THE  RESULT  OF  TELEPHONE 
COMPETITION. 

Thn  Experience  of  the   Home  Tele- 
phone Company  tn  Springfield,  Mo. 

Telephone  development  in  Missouri 
has  been  rapid  and  at  the  same  time 
the  companies  which  have  dared  to 
oppose  the  "Majesty"  (?)  of  the 
Missouri  and  Kansas  Telephone  (Bell) 
Company  have  not  had  any  cause  to 
regret  their  advent  into  the  field. 
Probably  one  of  the  best  illustrations 
of  the  possibilities  of  up-to-date  fear- 
less management  is  offered  in  the 
success  which  has  attended  the  Home 
Telephone  Company  of  Springfield. 

Previous  to  this  company's  incor- 
poration three  others  had  attempted 
to  start  an  exchange  and  went  so  far 
as  to  secure  hundreds  of  subscribers, 
but  unfortunately  the  intimidating 
action  of  the  Bell  with  free  rates  and 
free  telephones  worked  the  desired 
effect,  and  the  companies  withdrew. 
The  gentlemen  who  organized  the 
Home  company  were  made  of  sterner 
material,  and  notwithstanding  the 
same  tactics  being  applied  to  them  as 
fell  to  the  lot  of  their  predecessors, 
they  went  ahead  with  the  work  of 
securing  subscribers,  and  have  to-day 
1,900,  although  not  more  than  1,000 
were  expected.  At  the  present  time 
new  telephones  are  being  installed  at 
the  rate  of  40  to  6o  a  month,  and  the 
switchboard  capacity  has  recently 
been  increased  to  take  care  of  2,500 
subscribers. 

The  line  plant  is  almost  entirely 
cable,  both  aerial  and  underground 
systems  being  installed.  For  distribu- 
tion purposes  146  outlets,  or  terminals, 
alone  being  used  for  connections  to 
the  aerial  cables.  The  rates  are  $30 
for  business  telephones,  $20  for  private 
line  residence,  and  $12  for  four  pxrty 
line  residence  ;  for  the  latter  service 
the  American  Electric  Selective  system 
is  used.  Since  the  first  of  the  year 
nearly  500  new  subscribers  have  been 
secured,  and  whe^i  the  long-distance 
lines  which  are  being  planned  to  reach 
Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis  are  com 
pleted  it  is  more  than  probable  that 
the  number  of  subscribers  will  be 
greatly  increased,  if  not  doubled. 

Perhaps  the  situation  can  be  better 
understood  when  we  state  that  after 


its  system  was  rebuilt,  which  was  done 
ihh  summer,  they,  th^-;  Bell,  would 
replace  every  telephone  of  the  Home 
Company  with  one  of  theirs.  The 
most  reckless  inducements  were  made. 
Business  houses  were  given  one  free 
house  telephone  with  a  rate  of  50  cents 
per  month  for  additional  instruments, 
and  in  some  cases  contracts  were 
dated  six  months  ahead  for  private 
line  service.  Still  the  Home  Com- 
pany flourishes,  which  is  a  very  good 
demonstration  that  the  Will  of  the 
People  is  on  the  side  of  the  Inde- 
pendent company.

THE     RUBBER     SHOE  MANOFAC- 
TURESS  AND  RUBBER  JOBBERS 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  Rubber  Shoe  Manufacturers 
and  Rubber  Jobbers'  Association  held  a 
meeting  in  Toronto  a  few  days  ago  and 
discussed  a  number  of  subjects  affecting 
the  handling  of  this  class  of  goods.  It 
was  determined  to  make  a  few  changes 
that  will  be  of  interest  to  the  trade.  For 
some  time  there  has  been  an  agitation 
to  have  determined  what,  under  the 
selling  terms,  is  meant  by  a  "Jobber,* 
it  being  contended  that  the  word  should 
be  so  defined  as  to  make  a  distinction 
between  the  jobber  and  the  large  re- 
tailer. It  has  been  agreed  that  the  only 
fair  way  to  determine  the  point  is 
according  to  the  volume  of  business 
transacted.  The  minimum  amount 
has  been  placed  at  $15,000  annually, 
and  the  wholesaler  who  handles  less 
than  that  quantity  of  rubbers  will  not 
hereafter  be  eligible  to  membership  in 
the  Rubber  Boot  and  Shoe  Jobbers 
Association  of  Canada.

A  DISPATCH  from  Pittsburgh,  Pa  ,  of 
recent  date  stated  that  all  the  associa- 
tions controlling  the  prices  of  steel  are 
about  to  meet  in  New  York,  and  con- 
tinue in  session  until  the  whole  list  of 
prices  has  been  revised  to  suit  the  con- 
*  ditions  which  have  arisen  in  the  iron 
and  steel  markets  The  associations 
included  are  the  billet,  bar,  rail, 
structural,  plate,  wire  and  others.  The 
prospects  are  that  the  scale  of  prices 
determined  upon  will  be  those  that  will 
rule  until  well  into  the  first  quarter  of 
the  coming  year,  and  it  is  considered 
fairly  certain  that  prices  will  be 
dvanced  in  most  of  the  lines.

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A  COMPETITIVE  TELE 
PHONE  SYSTEM. 

But  one  telephone  company,  the 
Stark  Telephone,  Light  and  Power 
System,  responded  on  the  second  call 
to  install  an  independent  telephone 
system  in  Toronto.  The  first  call  was 
for  tenders  upon  specifications  prepared 
by  the  Board  of  Control  as  mentioned 
in  a  former  issue  of  this  Journal. 
The  three  or  four  companies  taking  an 
interest  in  the  matter  all  declared  the 
terms  too  onerous.  The  Board  then 
invited  tenders  on  the  companies'  own 
specifications 

The  offer  of  the  Stark  T.,  L.  &  P. 
System  was  read  by  the  Mayor  at  the 
Board  of  Control  meeting.  Briefly,  the 
priucipal  conditions  of  the  offer  are  as 
follows : 

TWENTY  ONE  YEARS. 

The  franchise  to  be  for  21  years. 

The  wires  to  be  uuderground  on 
streets  specified  by  the  City  Engineer, 
within  the  district  south  of  Bloor  street, 
between  Spadina  avenue  and  Sher- 
bourne  street,  poles  to  be  allowed  on 
side  streets  and  in  lanes  for  distribution. 

All  plant  on  the  streets  to  be  located 
under  direction  of  the  City  Engineer, 
and  work  must  be  carried  on  with  due 
despatch.  Streets  not  restored  in  a 
manner  satisfactorily  to  the  Engineer 
may  be  repaired  by  the  corporation  at 
the  company's  expense. 

Before  proceeding  with  construction 
the  company  shall  give  a  bond  for 
$25,000. 

WORK  WITHIN  THREE  MONTHS. 

Construction  work  to  be  begun  within 
three  months  from  the  execution  of  the 
contract. 

Within  30  days  from  the  execution  of 
the  contract  the  company  must  deposit 
with  the  City  Treasurer  $5,000,  which 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  city  unless  the 
company  procure  3,000  telephone  sub- 
scribers within  the  city  in  six  months, 
and  also  unless  the  system  be  in  opera- 
tion within  15  months  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  contract. 

After  fifteen  months  from  the  com. 
mencement  of  operations  the  company 
undertake  to  install  telephones  ordered 
as  soon  as  possible,  providing  they  are 
not  required  to  install  more  than  150  a 
month,  and  after  the  orders  on  the 
books  of  the  company  have  been  filled, 
the  company  will  make  every  reason- 
able effort  to  fill  orders  within  a  month. 

RENTAL  IN  ADVANCE. 
The    company    may    demand  six 
months'  rental  before  instaling  a  tele- 
phone, and  collect  the  rental  half  yearly 
in  advance  thereafter. 


The  company  shall  not  be  required 
to  install  a  telephone  necessitating  an 
aerial  line  of  more  than  440  yards  or 
underground  wire  of  more  than  100 
feet. 

SCHEDULE   OF  PRICES. 

The  company  shall  not  charge  for 
service  within  the  limits  of  the  city  any 
greater  sums  than  the  following  : — 

For  business  telephones,  $36  per  year . 

For  residence  telephones,  $18  per 
annum. 

Instead  of  a  flat  rate,  the  company 
shall  have  the  opiion,  upon  agreement 
with  subscribers,  to  charge  such  sub- 
scribers a  toll  rate  for  each  out  going 
call,  in  lieu  of  a  fixed  annual  rental. 

For  extension  or  desk  telephones  in 
the  same  or  adjoining  offices  or  rooms 
on  the  same  flat  and  for  the  use  of  the 
same  subscriber,  $5  per  annum. 

PRICE  OF  POWER. 

For  electric  current,  not  exceeding  10 
cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  less  20  per 
cent,  discount  on  all  accounts  paid  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  each  month 
next  following  that  in  which  such  cur- 
rent charged  for  was  consumed. 

NO  UNION  WITH  THE  BELL. 

In  case  of  any  sort  of  arrangement 
with  the  Bell  Company  to  eliminate 
competition,  all  rights  under  the  con- 
tract shall  cease,  and  all  the  plant  of 
the  company  on  the  streets  and  deposits 
with  theCity Treasurer  shall  become  for- 
feited to  the  city  upon  two  weeks'  notice 
and  without  any  legal  proceedings. 

WHAT  THE  CITY  GETS. 

The  company  shall  give  to  the  city 
annually  a  sum  equal  to  2h  per  cent, 
upon  all  revenues  of  the  company  de. 
rived  from  local  services  during  the  first 
five  years,  and  thereafter  5  per  cent,  on 
all  such  revenues. 

The  contract  shall  apply  to  all  ter- 
ritory added^to  the  city,  provided  con- 
tracts with  other  municipalities  are  not 
interfered  with. 

TO  BE  A  GOOD  SYSTEM. 

The  company  agree  to  instal  a  sys- 
stem  of  the  most  modern  and  improved 
kind  and  maintain  it  in  efficient  and 
proper  condition  and  give  an  efficient 
proper  service. 

The  company  shall  indemnify  the 
corporation  against  all  claims  for 
damages  resulting  from  the  company's 
work  on  the  streets. 

At  the  city's  request  the  company 
will  furnish  a  list  of  their  stockho'ders. 

RIGHT  TO  PURCHASE. 
The  city  shall  be  entitled   to  take 
over  the  system  upon  six  months'  no- 


tice, the  price  to  be  paid  to  be  settled 
by  arbitration. 

If  the  right  of  purchase  be  exercised 
by  the  city  within  ten  years,  10  per  cent, 
is  to  be  added  to  the  sum  fixed  by  the 
arbitrators. 

During  the  continuance  of  the  con- 
tract with  the  company  the  city  shall 
not  undertake  a  municipal  telephone 
system. 

If  the  city  does  not  exercise  its  right 
to  take  over  the  system  at  the  end  of  21 
years  the  agreement  shall  continue 
until  such  right  is  exercised. 

Consideration  of  the  offer  was  left 
over  until  the  members  could  be  pre- 
sented with  copies.

TORONTO   SHOULD    BE  A 
SEAPORT   BUT  LACKS 
BUSINESS  ENTER 
PRISE. 

Prof.  Keys  in  his  address  before 
the  Empire  Club  at  Toronto,  tak- 
ing as  his  subject  Alfred  the 
Great,  said  that  Alfred  was  the 
first  of  England's  great  imperial- 
ists, and  he  showed  his  far  sighted- 
ness  by  refounding  the  city  of 
London,  England,  as  a  centre  of 
trade  and  commerce.  He  said  also 
that  the  Empire  could  assist  Can- 
adian commerce  and  trade  through 
the  imperial  consuls. 

As  the  Mediterranean  and  the 
Atlantic  have  been  the  highways 
in  the  past,  so  the  Pacific  will  be 
in  the  future  and  Canadians  should 
realize  their  central  position  in  the 
world's  life,  and  take  advantage  of 
their  great  opportunities. 

"If  business  men  in  Toronto  were 
up  to  date  Toronto  would  be  a  sea- 
port in  three  or  four  years  and  if 
they  would  insist  on  the  widen- 
ing and  deepening  of  the  canals, 
Toronto  might  therefore  become 
the  centre  of  the  world's  commerce.

MERCHANTS'  EXCHANGE 
TICKETS  ARE  ILLEGAL. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  judg- 
ment rendered  by  Police  Magistrate 
R.  E.  Kingsford  against  Mr.  William 
Stewart,  Grocer  and  Butcher,  of  665 
Queen  Street  East,  Toronto,  who  was 
charged  in  the  Toronto  Police  Court 
for  adopting  a  scheme  similar  to  Trad- 
ing Stamps,  and  which  was  a  violation 
of  the  Trading  Stamp  Act. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  our  As- 
sociation laid  a  charge  against  W.  E. 
Medland,  Grocer,  for  issuing  "  Mer- 
chants' Exchange  Tickets,''  a  scheme 
operated,  owned  and  managed  in  To- 
rosto  by  E.  R.  Ross,  of  Hamilton, 
Ont.,  who  is  conducting  a  similar 
scheme  there.  Mr.  Medland  and  the 
Company  were  both  fined,  and  in  order 
to  endeavor  to  get  around  the  Act,  E. 
D.  Ross  sold  out  the  Toronto  business 
to  W.  Stewart,  G.  F.  Sweet,  W.  E.  Med- 
land and  C.  E.  Coatsworth. 

Knowing  that  our  Association  would 
still  endeavor  to  uphold  the  by-law, 
they  deemed  it  advisable  that  they 
should  proseeute  one  of  the  four  own- 
ers, and  W.  Stewart  was  chosen,  and 
the  following  is  the  result ; — 

REX  vs.  .STEWART. 
The  evidence  in  this  case  shows  that 
Edwin  D.  Ross,  who  was  convicted  of 
breach  of  By-law  No.  4 114  of  the  City 
of  Toronto,  has  transferred  his  busi 
ness  to  (among  others)  the  defendant. 


William  Stewart.  The  defendant  has 
with  three  other  persons  undertaken  to 
form  an  association  called  The  Mer- 
chants' Exchange.  These  four  per- 
sons by  an  agreement  entered  into 
among  themselves  provide  for  the  ad- 
mission of  other  merchants  into  their 
association.  Pending  the  joining  such 
association  by  other  merchants,  the 
above  named  Edwin  D.  Ross  is  ap- 
pointed manager.  In  no  essential 
feature  is  there  any  difference  between 
the  way  in  which  Ross  conducted  the 
business  on  his  own  account  and  the 
way  in  which  he  is  conducting  it  as 
manager  for  the  defendant  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Exchange.  The 
stock  of  goods  taken  over  from  Ross 
by  The  Merchants'  Exchange  and  all 
other  expenses  connected  with  the  new 
concern  are  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
five  percent,  contributed  by  those  who 
join  the  association.  Any  surplus  of 
the  five  per  cent,  remaining  after  pay- 
ment of  expenses  goes  to  Ross  as  his 
remuneration.  It  is  quite  clear,  and 
is  acknowledged  by  the  defendant  and 
his  witnesses,  that  this  plan  of  carrying 
on  the  business  is  adopted  to  enable 
the  defendant  and  others  to  give  to 
their  customers  trading  stamps  or  tick- 
ets which  are  similar  to  trading  stamps. 

The  defendant  claims  that  the  new 
system  brings  him  and  all  persons  who 
join  his  association  within  the  excep- 
tion of  the  by-law.  The  wording  of 
the  exception  is  as  follows  : — 

"  Provided  that  this  by-law  shall  not 
"  apply  to  any  merchant  or  manufac- 
"  turer  who  places  in  or  upon  packages 
"  of  goods,  or  delivers  to  the  pur- 
"  chasers  of  goods  sold  or  manufac- 
"  tured  by  him,  tickets  or  coupons  to 
"  be  redeemed  by  such  merchant  or 
"  manufacturer  either  in  money  or 
"  merchandise." 

If  the  defendant  and  his  three  co- 
partners by  joining  together  in  the 
manner  provided  for  by  the  agreement 
in  evidence  in  this  prosecution,  can 
lawfully  carry  on  their  business,  it  ap- 
pears to  me  that  any  number  of  per- 
sons, large  or  small,  could  by  combin- 
ing together  defeat  the  by-law.  All 
they  would  have  to  do  would  be  to 
store  their  premiums,  choose  some 
person  to  distribute  them,  and  the 
whole  purpose  and  object  of  the  by-law 
would  be  defeated.  The  present  de- 
vice seems  to  me  to  be  weak  in  one 
point,  namely,  that  the  premiums  as 
they  are  called  do  not  belong  to  any 
particular  individual  merchant — they 
are  the  property  (if  the  present  trans- 
fers are  genuin'fi)  of  the  association 
and  are  not  the  property  of  any  indi- 
vidual person.  That  being  so,  how 
can  it  be  said  that  they  come  within 
the  exception  ?  The  evident  meaning 
of  the  by-la ^  is,  that  a  merchant  may 
in  his  own  establishment,  give  to  and 
redeem  from  his  own  customers  pre- 
miums as  part  of  his  business.  To 


extend  that  exception  by  saying  tha' 
a  combination  of  merchants  can  unite 
and  pui  chase  a  store  of  premiums  kept 
in  a  place  common  to  them  all,  dis- 
tributed by  a  perron  who  is  an  em- 
ployee of  all  as  in  this  case,  is  in  my 
opinion  not  allowed  by  the  by-law. 

There  is  one  feature  in  this  case 
which  seems  to  me  to  require  notice. 
The  complainant  in  the  matter  is  not 
a  person  in  any  way  affected  by  the 
by-law.  He  is  a  mere  infoimant,  and 
it  was  stated  in  evidence  that  this  was 
a  friendly  proceeding  to  test  the  validity 
of  this  mode  of  action  more  as  an  ex- 
periment than  as  a  bona  fide  prosecu- 
tion. In  short,  this  proceeding  seems 
to  have  been  intended  to  take  the 
opinion  of  the  Court.  As  I  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  defendant  is 
guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  by-law,  he 
will  be  fined  twenty-five  dollars  and 
costs,  or  in  default  of  payment  com- 
mitted to  gaol  for  thirty  days.

TAXING    TELEPHONE  COM- 
PANIES  IN  INDIANA. 

Indiana  has  one  of  the  best  tax 
laws  of  any  State  in  the  Union 
and  provides  that  telephone  com- 
panies file  a  report  in  July  of  each 
year  with  the  State  Tax  Board, 
which  holds  a  six  weeks'  session  to 
value  these  properties  and  equalize 
the  taxation  or  rate  levied  by  local 
tax  officers.  These  reports  are  re- 
quired to  show  the  mileage  of  wire, 
number  of  miles  of  poles,  number 
of  poles  per  mile,  kind  of  wire, 
kind  of  poles,  how  long  in  use, 
size,  etc.,  number  of  switchboards, 
number  of  telephones  in  use, 
number  of  employees  and  officials, 
amount  paid  for  wages  and  salaries, 
the  gross  and  net  income,  amount 
expended  in  extensions  or  im- 
provements, value  of  real  estate, 
etc.  In  July,  190J,  182  telephone 
companies  reported  to  the  tax 
board,  and  in  July,  1904,  252,  a 
gain  of  70  companies  for  the  year. 
In  1903  there  were  125,536  miles 
of  telephone  wire  strung  in  Indiana 
and  in  1904,  146,212  miles,  a  gain 
of  20,676  miles  during  the  year. 

I  n  1903  there  were  77,278  milesof 
wire  strung  in  Indiana  by  the  allied 
Bell  companies  and  47,258  miles 
owned  by  the  Independent  com- 
panies. In  1904  the  allied  Bell 
companies  had  increased  their 
mileage  to  83,026  and  the  In- 
dependent companies  to  63,186, 
the  gain  of  the  Independent  com- 
panies being  nearly  three  times 
that  of  the  Bell  companies.

A  GOOD  EXAMPLE  TO  FOLLOW. 

It  is  an  old  saying  and  a  true 
one  "  What  is  good  for  the  in- 
dividual should  be  good  for  the 
state,  and  what  is  good  for  the 
state  should  be  good  for  the  in- 
dividual." In  looking  over  a  cir- 
cular recently  sent  out  by  the 
Dominion  Government  to  expor- 
ters concerning  shipments  to 
Canada  it  will  be  noticed  that  the 
customs  authorities  have  endea- 
vored to  make  every  provision  that 
goods  shall  be  invoiced  at  fair  mar- 
ket values.  They  in  no  way  recog- 
nize anyreduction  atwhich  theCan- 
adian  purchaser  may  have  secured 
the  goods  in  other  countries.  You 
may  buy  them  at  one  cent  on  the 
dollar  if  you  like  but  you  must  pay 
duty  on  one  hundred  cents,  as  the 
following  clause  will  show  : 

♦Valuation  for  Customs  Duty. 

Customs  Act,  Section  58.  When- 
ever any  duty  ad  valorem  is  im- 
posed on  any  goods  imported  into 
Canada,  the  value  for  duty  shall  be 
the  fair  market  value  thereof,  when 
sold  for  home  consumption,  in  the 
principal  markets  of  the  country 
whence  and  at  the  time  when  the 
same  were  exported  directly  to 
Canada.    46  V.,  c.  12,  s.  68. 

Customs  Act,  Section  59.  Such 
market  value  shall  be  the  fair  mar- 
ket value  of  such  goods  in  the 
usual    and   ordinary  commercial 


acceptation  of  the   term,  at  the 
usual  and  ordinary  credit,  and  not 
the  cash  value  of  such  goods,  ex- 
cept in  cases  in  which  the  article 
imported  is,  by   universal  usage, 
considered  and  known  to  be  a  cash 
article,  and  so  bona  fide  paid  for  in 
all  transactions  in  relation  to  such 
article  ;  and  all  invoices  represent- 
ing cash   values,   except   in  the 
special  cases  herein    referred  to, 
shall  be  subject  to  such  additions 
as  to  the  collector  or  appraiser  of 
the  port  at  which  they  are  present- 
ed appear  just  and  reasonable,  to 
bring  up  the  amount  to  the  true 
and  fair  market  value,  as  required 
by  this  section.    46  V.,  c.  12,  s.  69. 

Now  if  it  has  been  deemed  wise 
by  the  Government  to  have  some 
fixed  basis  upon  which  to  collect 
duty  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
state,  is  it  not  also  a  wise  request 
for  an  association  of  retail  mer- 
chants to  ask  the  manufacturers 
that  a  certain  fixed  basis  of  profit, 
be  added  to  the  valuation  of  mer- 
chandise, so  that  retail  merchants 
can  secure  some  slight  reward  for 
storing,  holding,  selling  on  credit, 
and  paying  the  general  expenses 
necessary  to  the  maintenance  of 
their  businesses.

IF  YOU  DO  NOT  KEEP  BOOKS 
YOU  CAN  BE  FINED. 

An  important  amendment  has 
been  made  to  the  law  regarding 
fraudulent  debtors,  which  has  re- 
ceived the  signature  of  the  Gover- 
nor-General in  Council. 

It  provides  for  the  imposition  of 
a  fine  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  and 
one  year's  imprisonment  on  any 
person  who,  being  a  trader  and  in- 
debted to  an  amount  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  is  unable  to 
pay  his  creditors  in  full  and  has 
not,  for  five  years  next  before  such 
inability,  kept  such  books  of 
account  as,  according  to  the  usual 
course  of  any  trade  or  business  in 
which  he  may  have  been  engaged, 
are  necessary  to  exhibit  or  explain 
his  transactions,  unless  he  is  able 
to  account  for  his  losses  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court  or  judge 
and  to  show  that  the  absence  of 
such  books  was  not  intended  to 
defraud  his  creditors 

In  other  words,  the  Act  shows 
the  necessity  for  keeping  books  of 
account  of  sufficient  clearness  in 
detail  to  give  a  proper  explana- 
tion of  the  course  of  any  business

EFFECT  OF  THE  SURTAX. 

Trade  with    Germany    Greatly  De- 
creased— From  West  Indies. 

The  surtax  on  German  goods 
went  wholly  into  force  on  Sept.  i, 
1903,  and  its  results  are  now  easily 
determined.  During  the  year  from 
September,  1903,  to  September, 
1904  importations  from  Germany 
to  Canada  declined  from  $13,000,- 


000  the  year  previous  to  $7,000,- 

000. 

In  1903  Canada  imported  from 
Germany  174,000,000  pounds  of 
raw  sugar,  worth  $2,935,716,  and 
of  refined  sugar  13,286374  pounds 
costing  $456,528.  Since  the  surtax 
went  on  practically  no  sugar  has 
been  imported  from  Germany  and 
the  trade  has  been  transferred  to 
the  West  Indies.  In  1902-3  our 
importations  of  raw  sugar  from  the 
British  West  Indies  amounted  to 
98,000,000  pounds,  of  the  value  of 
$f  ,681,525 ;  in  1903-4  they  amount- 
ed to  279,000,000  pounds,  of  the 
value  of  $3  350,745  As  to  refined 
sugar,  we  took  4,097,077  pounds 
from  Great  Britain  in  1902-3,  an 
amount  which  last  year  increased 
to  9,445,912  pounds. 

There  has  also  been  a  great  de- 
crease in  importations  from  Ger- 
many of  brushes,  buttons,  collars, 
combs,  cotton  and  woollen  goods, 
iron  and  steel  manufacturers,  fur 
skins  and  mitts,  and  glass  and 
ehinaware. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1903-4 
goods  to  the  value  of  $683,000 
begun  in  Germany  and  finished  in 
Great  Britain  were  imported  under 
the  surtax. 

The  inerease  of  duty  under  the 
surtax  on  German  goods  for  the 
last  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $381,- 
761.

CITIES  OR  TOWNS  CAN  PROHIBIT 
RETAIL  STORES  OR  L/VUNDRIES 
OPENING  IN  CERTAIN  LOCALITIES. 

The  first  test  case  has  been 
made  in  the  new  legislation  passed 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Provincial 
Legislature  to  regulate  the  location 
of  stores  or  laundries  in  certain 
residential  parts  of  cities  or  towns. 

Recently  the  city  of  Toronto 
passed  a  by-law  in  conformity  with 
the  statute  and  Parliament  St. 
north  of  Winchester  St.  was  set 
aside  as  a  purely  residential  dis- 
trict One  Mark  Wee  Lee  desired 
to  open  up  a  laundry  in  that  local- 
ity and  a  suit  was  entered  against 
the  city  to  annul  the  by-law.  The 
case  came  up  before  Mr.  Justice 
Teetzel. 

The  Chinaman's  solicitor  con- 
tended that  as  an  application  had 
been  filed  with  the  police  com- 
missioners prior  to  the  agitation 
against  the  location  of  the  laundry 
on  Parliament-street,  the  council 
could  not  prevent  a  license  being 
granted,  but  the  court  held  that  the 


city  is  acting  quite  within  its 
powers  and  it  did  not  matter;  even 
if  a  license  had  been  granted,  the 
council  still  had  power  to  refuse  a 
permit  to  a  Chinaman  or  white  man 
in  any  obnoxious  trade. 

It  was  also  argued  that  the  coun- 
cil was  in  contempt  of  court  in 
giving  two  readings  to  the  by-law 
after  being  served  with  notice  of 
the  motion  for  an  injunction,  but 
this  was  not  seriously  considered 
by  the  court.

DISTRICT  LABOR  CODNCIL  WARNS 
UNION  MEN  AGAINST  APPEARING 
ON  POLITICAL  PLATFORM?. 

The  action  of  certain  labor  men 
in  going  on  the  platform  of  the 
Liberal  and  Conservative  parties 
during  the  recent  Federal  cam- 
paign was  the  subject  of  a  heated 
discussion  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  District  Labor  Council. 

After  a  discussion  that  lasted 
several  hours  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  passed  : 

'Resolved,  that  any  officer  or 
member  of  the  District  Labor 
Council  appearing  on  the  public 
platform  in  the  interests  of  either 
of  the  capitalistic  political  parties 
shall  be  subject  to  the  censure  of 
the  central  body  of  organized 
labor." 

Many  of  the  delegates  would 
like  to  be  more  severe,  because  it 
was  evident  that  at  the  last 
election  many  of  the  members  of 
organized  labor  had  not  proved 
faithful  to  their  principles.

REDUCED  POSTAL  RATES 

Between  Mexico  atid  Canada. 

The  reduced  postal  rates  be- 
tween Mexico  and  Canada,  agreed 
upon  by  both  Governments,  pro- 
bably will  go  into  effect  soon. 
The  rate  from  Canada  will  be  two 
cents  gold,  and  from  Mexico  five 
cents  silver,  as  is  now  the  rate  to 
the  United  States.  The  amount 
of  correspondence  between  this 
country  and  Canada  is  steadily 
growing. 

Sir  William  Mulock,  Postmaster- 
General  of  Canada,  is  working 
actively  to  promote  direct  trade 
with  the  Dominion.

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THE  VALUE  OF  AN  ASSO- 
CIATION 

V.  A.  Church,  Derby,  Conn.,  presi- 
dent of  the  Connecticut  Merchants' 
Association,  in  the  following  com- 
munication, presents  among  other 
thing?,  an  instance  of  the  value  of 
Association  membership. 

Many  good  and  substantial  reasons 
exist  why  a  dealer  should  become  a 
member  of  an  organization.  The 
close  and  friendly  contact  with  his 
brother  merchants  which  he  encoun- 
ters at  the  meetings  of  the  Association 
has  a  tendency  to  broaden  him  and  to 
get  him  out  of  ruts.  He  meets  up-to- 
date  men  who  keep  pace  with  the 
times.  The  merchant  who  never 
allows  himself  to  mingle  with  mer- 
chants in  his  own  line  and  fails  to 
inform  himself  as  to  what  is  going  on 
outside  of  his  own  store  is  very  likely 
to  narrow  up  and  drift  into  old  fogey- 
ism. 

There  are  men  in  business  who 
never  leave  the  narrow  confines  of 
their  store,  who  never  meet  their 
fellow-merchants,  and  have  grown  to 
look  upon  a  competitor  as  a  natural 
enemy.  This  type  of  men  suffers  and 
loses  much  by  this  short-sighted 
policy.  The  merchant  who  belongs 
to  an  association  and  regularly  attends 
their  meetings  is  apt  to  go  away  feel- 
ing that  he  has  profited  by  this  kind 
of  contact  with  his  fellow  merchant?. 
He  gets  new  ideas,  he  finds  out  what 
is  going  on  in  his  line  of  business  and 
the  good  fellowship  that  he  meets  with 
brightens  his  life  and  sends  him  back 
to  his  business  with  a  better  opinion 
of  his  competitors  and  a  belief  in  the 
efficiency  of  Association  work.  Trade 
to-day  is  suffering  from  many  abuses 
that  can  be  corrected  only  by  co- 
operation and  conservative  action. 
The  manufacturer  in  the  rush  of  busi- 
ness and  the  multitude  of  cares  and 
vexations  incidental  to  his  business, 
has  little  opportunity  to  learn  much 
about  the  troubles  of  the  dealer,  unless 
his  attention  is  called  directly  to 
the  subject,  and  while  the  average 
manufacturer  is  disposed  to  consider 
the  interest  of  the  dealer  in  a  general 
way,  he  does  not  in  all  cases  pay  much 
attention  to  an  individual  complaint. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  he  is  prudently 
approached  by  an  organization  rep- 
resenting the  U'ading  merchants  of  the 
State,  and  their  complaint  laid  before 
him  intelligently  and  conservatively, 
he  will,  in  most  cases,  be  found  ready 
to  co-operate  and  do  all  in  his  power 
to  mitigate  the  existing  evils. 

Power  ok  Associ.\tion. 

As  an  illustration  of  this  point  I  will 
mention  an  incident  of  a  case  that  I 
have  recently  handled  in  my  official 
capacity  as  president  of  the  Hardware 
Association,  that  goes  to  show  what  is 
possible  to  accomplish  as  an  associa- 


tion where  an  individual  would  have 
failed  : 

We  have  a  large  local  factory  trade 
and  we  are  in  sharp  competition  with 
New  York  jobbers  who  go  direct  to 
our  customers  and  indulge  in  the 
most  reckless  cutting  of  prices  and  in 
most  of  the  cases  the  necessity  for 
cutting  does  not  exist.  Such  a  jobber 
recently  called  upon  one  of  our  buyers, 
quotmg  on  a  leading  line,  cutting  the 
jobbers'  last  quantity  discount  of  7 
per  cent,  right  in  half.  This  was  done 
to  secure  an  order  of  one-half  dozen  of 
the  article  and  the  order  secured 
amounted  to  about  $4.  The  buyer  in 
question  was  not  entitled  to,  nor  would 
he  ordinarily  have  expected  anything 
better  than  a  retail  price  for  the  goods. 
As  soon  as  we  learned  of  the  transac- 
tion, we  immediately  took  it  up  with 
the  manufacturer  of  the  goods  and 
vigorously  protested  against  this  man- 
ner of  selling  their  line.  The  manu- 
facturer replied  to  our  letter,  express- 
ing regret  that  a  jobber  should  be  so 
foolish  as  to  sell  goods  with  no  profit 
to  himself,  but  saw  no  way  in  which 
they  could  prevent  people  from  selling 
goods  at  cost  if  they  cared  to  do  so. 
A  week  later,  I  wrote  again  and  asked 
this  manufacturer  if  he  thought  it  was 
to  his  interest  to  have  his  goods  cut  in 
this  manner  to  the  injury  of  the  local 
dealer.  To  this  letter  I  signed  my 
name  as  president  of  the  Connecticut 
Hardware  Dealers'  Association.  This 
communication  brought  a  very  different 
reply.  It  read,  "  We  seriously  objact 
to  having  our  goods  sold  in  this  reck- 
less manner,  and  if  you  will  help  us 
we  will  take  immediate  steps  to  stop 
this  practice.  Kindly  furnish  us  with 
the  name  of  the  offending  jobber  and 
we  will  withdraw  our  extreme  price 
and  thereby  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
this  unbusiness  way  of  selling  goods." 
We  complied  by  furnishing  the  name 
of  the  jobber,  and  the  manufacturer 
did  withdraw  his  price  and  put  an  end 
to  the  trouble. 

This  is  a  case  where  an  organiza- 
tion accomplished  what  an  individual 
could  not  have  done.  There  are  many 
evils  of  this  nature  that  the  retail 
dealer  has  to  contend  with  that  are 
not  possible  to  correct  in  any  other 
way  than  through  the  medium  ot  a 
strong  organization.  The  dealer  who 
fails  to  avail  himself  of  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  membership  of  such 
a  body  is,  to  say  the  least,  short- 
sighted.

NO  INCREASE  IN  PASSENGER 
RATES. 

New  Schedule  Does  Not  Change  Old  • 
Tariff. 

Statement  That  Higher  Rates  Were 
Contemplated  Based  on  Miscon- 
ception of  the  Law. 

Based  on  a  notice  appearing  in 
the  Canadian  Gazette  of  Dec.  3rd, 
in  respect  to  the  standard  pas- 
senger tarifif  a  statement  has  gone 
abroad  that  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  and  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  would  shortly  increase 
passenger  rates  from  three  cents  a 
mile  to  cents  a  mile.  The  no- 
tice in  question  was  signed  in  be- 
half of  the  G.T.R  by  E.  T.  Bell, 
general  passenger  and  ticket  agent, 
and  by  VV.  E.  Davis,  passenger 
traffic  manager. 

In  discussing  the  subject  Mr. 
Bell  expressed  himself  as  greatly 
surprised  that  any  such  statement 
should  be  published. 

"It  is  unfair  to  both  the  C.P.R. 
and  the  .  G.T.R.  to  spread  such 
news.  There  has  been  no  increase 
in  passenger  rates  on  either  roads, 
and  none  is  contemplated.  The 
notice  appearing  in  the  Gazette 
was  inserted  to  comply  with  the 
law  respecting  what  is  known  as 
the  maximum  toliage  rate  The 
railways  are  obliged  to  give  such 
notice,  but  no  increase  in  rates  is 
contemplated.  I  may  explain  that 
on  certain  branch  or  spur  lines  the 
maximum  rate  is  exacted,  and  has 
been  for  years,  while  on  other 
parts  of  the  system  the  rate  is 
much  below  the  maximum.  It  is 
to  meet  such  contingencies  that  in 
compliance  with  the  law  the  notice 
in  question  was  given.  Let  me 
again  say  that  there  will  be 
absolutely  no  change  in  passenger 
rates  as  a  result  of  the  schedule  of 
rates  recently  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners." 

When  questioned  upon  the  sub- 
ject Hon.  M.  E.  Bernier;  Acting 
Chief  Commissioner,  said  : 

•'The  law  provides  that  these 
schedules  must  be  approved  by  the 
board,  and  this  was  done.  We 
could  not,  of  course,  alter  the  whole 
tariff  of  charges,  so  we  took  them 
as  they  are  now,  and  approved  of 
them  subject  to  future  revision  and 
changes.  But  I  am  sure  that  there 
have  been  no  increases  whatever."

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WESTMOUNT,  QUEBEC 
ADOPTS  MUNICIPAL  LIGHT- 
ING SCHEME. 

After  the  poll  had  been  taken 
to  decide  whether  the  Municipality 
of  VVestmount,  Quebec,  would  run 
its  own  plant,  or  continue  t )  buy 
power  from  the  Montreal  Light, 
Heat  &  Power  Co.,  it  was  found 
that  those  favorable  to  it  numbered 
446,  and  only  1 1 1  against.  The 
majority  vote  represented  a  value 
of  $4,250490,  and  the  minority 
vote  a  value  of  $1,730,510.  This 
shows  conclusively  the  feeling  of 
the  Westmount  taxpayers  on  the 
question  of  municipal  ownership. 
They  have  been  paying  high  rates 
for  their  electric  power,  and  feel 
that  it  is  time  for  an  experiment 
on  their  own  responsibility.  There 
is  no  other  city  in  Canada  in  a 
better  position  to  make  such  a  trial, 
allhough  they  have  no  water  power 
available  and  must  develop  their 
power  from  steam.  The  outcome 
of  the  scheme  will  be  watched  with 
interest  by  other  municipalities. 
From  the  time  the  first  announce- 
ment was  made  the  Montreal 
Light,  Heat  &  Power  Co.  did 
everything  in  their  power  to  in- 
fluence the  voters  against  the 
undertaking  but,  as  the  result 
shows,  they  were  unsuccessful. 
'  The  by-law  gives  the  council 
power  to  acquire  land  for  an 
electric  station  and  incinerator  and 
to  erect  and  establish  suitable 
buildings,  works  and  plant  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  electric  light 
to  the  residents  and  occupants  of 
bouses,  buildings,  and  premises  in 
the  town,  and  the  proper  lighting 
of  the  streets  and  public  buildings 
and  places  thereof,  and  may,  after 
the  establishment  of  such  buildings, 
works  and  plant,  maintain  the 
same.  These  buildings,  works  and 
plant  shall  be  as  follows  :  An 
electric  light  station,  equipped  with 
a  plant  of  a  capacity  to  light  the 
streets  and  squares  of  the  town,  as 
well  as  all  houses,  dwellings,  public 
and  private,  therein  for  a  popula- 
tion established  at  about  20,000. 
persons.  It  makes  allowance  also 
for  poles,  ducts,  distributing  wires 
and  all  necessary  apparatus.  Ducts 
for  the  conveyance  of  electric  cur- 
rent may  be  placed  underground 
of  a  sufficient  size  to  admit  of 
wires  belonging  to  or  controlled  by 
third  parties  being  placed  therein, 
and  for  the  use  of  which  ducts  a 
rental  may  be  charged  as  may  be 
agreed  upon. 


The  works  are  to  be  so  designed 
as  to  afford  by  way  of  an  accessory 
accommodation  for  incineration  of 
the  garbage  of  the  town,  and  the 
utilization  of  the  power  resulting 
from  such  incineration.  The 
power  obtained  may  also  be  used 
for  operating  electric  motors  and 
other  purposes. 

The  price  to  be  paid  by  con- 
sumers shall  be  fixed  by  resolution 
of  the  council,  and  may  be  modi- 
fied from  time  to  time,  but  shall 
always  be  sufficient  to  cover  cost 
of  operation  and  keeping  apparatus 
in  repair,  and  of  collecting  such 
price,  and  10  per  cent,  additional 
to  cover  any  contingencies. 
Meters  are  to  be  supplied  by  the 
town,  and  for  each  a  rental  charge 
of  25c.  a  month  will  be  made. 
The  consumer  is  to  supply  all 
lamps  for  the  complete  initial  in- 
stallation in  his  premises,  but  the 
council  will  furnish  an  ordinary 
i6-candle  power  one  free  in  re- 
placement of  each  lamp  burnt  out. 

To  enable  the  town  to  pay  for 
the  plant,  etc.,  a  loan  is  authorized 
and  shall  be  procured  in  the  name 
of  the  town,  to  issue  bonds  or 
debentures  to  the  said  amount  of 
$225,000,  payable  in  forty  years 
from  the  date  of  their  issue,  and 
bearing  interest  payable  on  the 
first  days  of  the  months  of  May 
and  November  in  each  year,  at  a 
rate  of  4  per  centum  per  annum, 
at  the  office  of  the  Royal  Bank  of 
Canada,  Montreal.  The  bonds  or 
debentures  are  to  be  for  $i,ooo 
each,  and  may  have  coupons  at- 
tached to  them  for  the  half  yearly 
interest  payable  on  them. 

To  pay  interest  on  the  bonds  or 
debentures,  and  to  establish  a  sink- 
ing fund  of  one  per  centum  per 
annum  on  the  amount  of  said 
bondsor  debentures  over  and  above 
the  said  interest,  a  special  annual 
tax  assessment  is  imposed  by  the 
present  by-law  on  the  assessable 
or  taxable  immovable  property  of 
the  town,  and  shall  be  levied  each 
year  upon  said  assessable  or  tax- 
able property  as  set  forth  in  the 
valuation  roll  in  force  at  the  time 
of  the  making  of  the  collection 
roll,  which  shall  be  annually  made 
for  that  purpose  as  required  by  law.

NEED  FOR  FOREIGN  AGENTS- 

Manufacturers     Will  Appoint  More 
Correspondents  Abroad. 

Committee  Appointed    to  Investigate 
Subject  of  Technical  Education. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mercial Intelligence  Committee  of 
the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation the  question  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  correspondents  in  the 
various  foreign  centres  with  a  view 
to  furnishing  reports  as  to  the 
markets  and  the  standing  of  fiims 
desiring  to  deal  with  Canadian 
manufacturers  was  discussed  at 
some  length.  The  association  is 
endeavoring  to  perfect  a  system 
whereby  information  can  be  se- 
cured on  the  shortest  notice  through 
its  own  agents. 

The  manufacturers  are  anxious 
that  the  Government  should  con- 
tinue to  appoint  trade  agents  in 
foreign  centres.  Those  already 
acting  have  been  doing  good  work, 
but  the  manufacturers  feel  that  the 
system  should  be  extended  so  as  to 
cover  every  likely  point,  thus  prac- 
tically filhng  a  place  similar  to  that 
of  U.  S.  Consuls.  In  appointing 
correspondents  the  association 
does  not  wish  to  be  regarded  as 
interfering  with  the  work  of  the 
Government.  It  is  rather  helping 
in  the  meantime  until  the  Govern- 
ment becomes  seized  of  the  im- 
portance of  such  representatives. 

The  committee  recommended 
that  figures  showing  the  import  of 
goods  into  Canada  be  published  at 
stated  intervals  in  the  official  organ. 

Nominations  were  made  for  a 
committee  to  investigate  the  whole 
subject  of  technical  education  and 
report  to  the  Executive  Council.

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OUR  ORGANIZATION  IS  PRO- 
GRESSING. 

By  Organizer  S.  A.  Briibacher. 

Organization  is  the  keynote  of 
nearly  all  classes.  Manufacturers, 
laborers,  professional  men  as  well 
as  farmers  are  organizing.  These 
various  classes  have  in  the  past 
derived  much  benefit  in  improving 
their  conditions,  they  have  secured 
government  aid  financially  as  well 
as  secured  legislation  protecting 
their  trade  interests  in  many  ways. 

Among  the  various  departments 
in  the  working  machinery  of  the 
R.  M.  Association  of  Canada  is 
the  organization  department  of 
which  too  little  has  been  said  in 
the  past.  As  this  is  possibly  the 
end  on  which  the  success  of  the 
Association  depends  to  a  large 
degree,  I  contend  that  every  mem- 
ber is  a  link  of  the  organization, 
and  it  is  each  one's  duty  to  assist 
in  increasing  the  membership,  as 
this  is  the  only  source  from  which 
a  revenue  is  derived,  thus  giving 
financial  aid  to  the  local  branches 
as  well  as  to  the  Head  Office  which 
is  the  fountain  head  in  furnishing 
literature  and  correspondence  to 
the  branches  feeding  them  with 
the  various  questions  on  proposed 
legislation,  and  trade  questions, 
etc. 

Thousands  of  retail  merchants 
throughout  the  Province  and 
Dominion  will  watch  the  proceed- 
ings at  Toronto  and  Ottawa  when 
the  Legislatures  are  in  session,  as 
many  questions  will  come  before 
Parliament  in  which  all  retail  mer- 
chants are  directly  interested, 
financially  and  otherwise,  therefore 
when  such  proceedings  appear  in 
the  public  press,  we  as  members 
should  draw  the  attention  of  non- 
members  to  such  articles  which 
might  tend  to  interest  them  and 
become  members.  Also  when  in 
conversation  with  such  it  might  at 
times  be  well  to  let  them  know 
that  this  Association  is  doing  all 
in  its  power  to  benefit  all  retailers, 
members  or  non  members.  Mer- 
chants in  the  same  line  of  trade 
have  in  the  past  been  too  distant. 
The  fact  that  they  meet  to  dis- 
cuss their  trade  interests  will 
lead  to  better  acquaintance  and 
often  prevent  cutting  prices  and 
disastrous  competition. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  organ- 
ization work  is  almost  completed 
in  Western  Ontario.  Nearly  every 
city  and  town  has  a  Branch  formed. 
In  Eastern  Ontario  the  work,  is 


rapidly  progressing.  Montreal 
and  Winnipeg  will  be  organized 
after  the  holidays  and  a  fund  is 
being  accumulated  in  Vancouver 
to  have  organizers  go  out  to  carry 
on  the  good  work  there  as  well  as 
in  the  Eastern  Provinces.  In  union 
there  is  strength,  and  as  the  fee  is 
small  economy  must  be  exercised 
in  the  organization  department 
therefore  let  every  member  do  his 
duty  by  enrolling  and  encouraging 
new  members,  and  when  our  work 
is  completed  it  will  be  a  long  step 
in  the  direction  of  making  it  easy 
to  do  right  and  hard  to  do  wrong. 
Honest  dealing  should  prevail  in 
all  methods  of  retail  merchandis- 
ing, and  this  can  be  brought  about 
through  our  Association.

MANUFACTURERS  FAVOR

That  the  Toronto  branch  of  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion express  its  approval  with  the 
action  of  the  City  Council  in  sub- 
mitting to  the  property  owners  a 
by-law  to  authorize  the  expendi- 
ture during  the  next  four  years  of 
$300,000  in  permanent  improve- 
ments for  the  Exhibition,  and  beg 
to  commend  such  by  law  to  the 
members  of  the  Toronto  branch  as 
worthy  of  their  best  support.

The  Wm.  Davies  Co.  ot  Toronto 
am  about  to  begin  business  in 
Montreal  on  an  extensive  scale. 
The  firm  have  made  arrangements 
with  the  Union  Stock  Yards  Co. 
of  Montreal  for  a  site  covering 
about  three  and  a  half  to  four  acres 
on  which  a  packing  house  will  be 
erected  similar  to  the  one  the  firm 
have  in  Toronto,  but  not  quite  so 
large.  Along  with  the  erection  of 
the  packing  house  the  firm  will 
open  numerous  branch  establish- 
ments in  Montreal  and  suburbs.

The  price  of  gas  has  been  re- 
duced from  two  dollars  to  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  at  Owen 
Sound  under  civic  management. 

Building  contracts  to  the  value 
of  $60  ooo  have  been  awarded  by 
the  Town  of  Preston,  Ont.,  to  con- 
tractors during  the  season  of  1904. 

D.  F.  Barrell  &  Co.,  manu'^ac- 
turer?  of  dairy  supplies,  Little 
Falls,  N.  Y.,  have' asked  the  Brock- 
ville  Council  for  a  site  in  that 
town. 

The  Woodstock  Council  will 
consider  a  proposition  to  give 
$12,000  to  the  Eureka  Planter  Co., 
of  Windsor,  to  locate  in  the  former 
place. 

Negotiations  are  in  progress 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  depart- 
mental store  on  Yonge  street, 
north  ot  the  C.  P.  R.  tracks, 
Toronto. 

Henry  Birks  &  Sons,  Mon- 
treal, diamond  merchants  and 
manufacturing  silversmiths,  have 
secured  the  lease  of  the  lower 
floor  and  basement  of  the  Cawthra 
block,  corner  of  Yonge  and  Tem- 
perance streets,  Toronto,  for  a 
term  of  1 3  years. 


The  Montreal  monthly  building 
report  for  November  shows  an  in- 
crease af  $103,735  in  building 
operations  over  the  corresponding 
month  last  year. 

A  proclamation  has  been  issued 
declaring  Monday,  Dec.  26th,  and 
Monday,  Jan.  2nd,  public  holidays 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  Christmas 
and  New  Year's  day  fall  on  Sunday. 

James  Steward  &  Co.,  of  Pitts- 
burg, have  received  the  contract 
for  the  erection  of  the  new  plant 
for  the  Singer  Mfg.  Co.,  at  St. 
John's,  Quebec,  which  will  cost 
$1,000,000. 

The  Imperial  Steel  and  Wire 
Company's  plant  at  Collingwood, 
Ont.,  is  now  in  operation,  the  pre- 
liminary tests  of  the  machinery 
having  been  found  satisfactory  in 
every  way.  The  daily  capacity  of 
the  plant  is  fifty  tons. 

Ratepayers  of  St.  Thomas, 
Ont ,  will  have  an  opportunity  next 
month  of  voting  on  the  question  of 
whether  they  are  prepared  to  give 
between  $240,000  and  $250,000 
(the  value  which  has  been  decided 
on  by  arbitration)  for  the  gas  and 
electric  lighting  plants  and  run 
them  municipally. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
Company's  large  extensions  to  its 
shops  at  Stratford,  Ont,  are  now 
almost  completed.  The  extension 
to  the  blacksmith  shop,  the  new 
wheel  shop  and  the  brass  moulding 
shops  are  finished,  and  men  are  at 
work  in  them.  The  total  staff  of 
employees  now  number  about  one 
thousand. 

The  Dominion  Coal  Company 
during  the  season  just  closed  made 
water  shipments,  practically  all  to 
Montreal,  amounting  to  1,116,191 
tons  of  coal,  as  compared  with 
846,137  tons  for  1903,  or  an  in- 
crease for  the  present  season  of 
270,054  tons.  This  record  of  about 
5.580  tons  moved  by  sea  for  each 
day  of  navigation  is  looked  upon 
as  distinctly  noteworthy. 


The  Canadian  Pacific,  Canadian 
Northern,  the  Minneapolis,  St. 
Paul,  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Rail- 
ways, will  erect  an  international 
depot  at  Emerson,  Manitoba 

The  Halifax  Electric  Tramway 
Company  met  with  quite  a  reverse 
in  the  courts  ten  days  ago,  when 
Dr.  Mader  obtained  a  verdict  of 
$7  372.40  for  damages  sustained 
last  winter  through  being  thrown 
out  ofa  sleigh.  It  was  held  that 
the  accident  was  caused  through 
the  negligence  of  the  company 
in  not  properly  clearing  the  snow 
from  the  streets  through  which 
its  line  runs.  The  company  will 
probably  appeal. 

The  assets  of  the  United 
Canneries  Company,  Vancouver, 
B.  C,  were  sold  the  other  day  to 
O.  M.  Malcolm  for  $119,500.  This 
price,  while  it  falls  considerably 
below  the  original  cost  of  the 
property,  is  sufficient,  it  is  believed, 
to  pay  off  all  the  mortgages, 
interest  and  other  charges.  The 
properties  include  plants  on 
English  Bay,  Gulf  of  Georgia,  the 
Scottish-Canadian  salmon  can- 
neries. F"or  the  past  two  years  M. 
Malcolm  has  been  operating  the 
factories  under  lease. 

The  Canadian  Westinghouse 
Company,  Limited,  has  been  sold 
to  the  Hamilton  Cataract  Power, 
Light  and  Traction  Company,  for 
use  in  the  Victoria  sub-station  of 
the  latter  at  Hamilton,  Ont.,  two 
motor-generator  sets,  each  consist- 
ing of  a  synchronous  motor  and  a 
direct  current  generator.  The  sets 
will  be  of  the  two  bearing  type, 
the  generators  delivering  direct 
current  at  550  volts  to  the  railway 
system,  and  each  being  rated  at 
750  k.w.  The  synchronous  motors 
will  take  two-phase  current  at  8  000 
alterations  and  2  400  volts,  and  will 
be  rated  at  1,380  h  p.  The  excess 
of  capacity  in  the  motors  is  pro- 
vided so  that  they  may  be  used  for 
raising  the  power  factor  of  the 
transmission  system.  Power  is 
taken  through  lowering  trans- 
formers from  the  high  tension 
transmission  line  from  the  De  Cew 
Falls  station.  It  is  also  stated  that 
the  Westinghouse  Electric  and 
Manufacturing  Company,  through 
their  Mexican  agent,  have  been 
awarded  the  contract  for  the 
electrical  apparatus  to  be  installed 
by  the  El  Oro  Mining  and  Rail- 
way Company  at  El  Oro.  The 
price  amounts  to  nearly  $100,000.

ITALY  HAS  A  SURPLUS.

MANUFACTURERS  OBJECT 
TO  NON  UNIFORMITY  OF 
FREIGHT  RATES. 


The  Canadian  Manufacturers' 
Association  have  entered  a  pro- 
test against  the  G.  T.  R.  through 
the  Railway  Commissioners  on 
account  of  the  non-uniformity  of 
rates.  It  is  claimed  that  shippers 
in  Ontario  who  desire  to  export  to 
St.  John,  cannot  get  as  favorable  a 
rate  as  is  given  for  goods  sent  by 
way  of  Portland  on  goods  destined 
for  European  ports.  Shippers  are 
compelled  by  the  Grand  Trunk  to 
route  their  goods  by  way  of  the 
Intercolonial  to  St.  John,  and  the 
longer  haul  makes  competition 
with  the  C.  P.  R.  short  line  im- 
possible. They  have  the  option  of 
sending  to  Portland,  or  can  get 
Portland  rates  from  Boston.  The 
association  claims  that  St.  John  is 
thus  being  discriminated  against 
and  are  anxious  to  have  the  matter 
rectified.

FIRE  AT  NORTH  BAY. 

A  fire  occurred  at  2  o'clock  in 
the  morning  of  Dec.  8th  in  the 
basement  of  the  large  business 
block  owned  by  John  Ferguson, 
which  was  totally  destroyed.  All 
the  tenants  suffered  from  the  fire. 
The  sufferers  include  Torrance  and 
Parks,  grocers  ;  McCluskey  and 
Lindsay,  coal  and  wood  office ; 
R  J.  McLeod,  barber;  M.  L. 
Foley,  real  estate  agent ;  J.  Fergu- 
son, real  estate  agent  ;  Geo.  L. 
Fennel,  plumber  ;  J.M.  McNamara, 
barrister  ;  Wm.  Martin,  insurance  ; 
McGuaghey  and  McCurray,  barris- 
ters. The  contents  of  Judge 
Leask's  private  rooms  were  also 
lost,  also  those  of  the  lodge  room 
on  the  third  floor.  Nothing  was 
saved  by  any  of  the  tenants. 

The  total  loss  is  estimated  at 
about  $30  000.  The  building  was 
covered  by  insurance  and  the 
tenants  were  partially  insured. 
Torrance  and  Parks,  grocers,  will 
be  the  heaviest  losers. 

The  fire  had  gained  great  head- 
way before  discovered,  and  was 
shortly  beyond  control.  It  was 
only  by  hard  work  the  firemen 
succeeded  in  saving  the  adjoining 
buildings,  the  Queen's  and  Pacific 
Hotels,  and  C.  P.  R.  freight  sheds.

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PRICE  MAINTENANCE. 

Mr.  J.  L.  PoUitt,  of  the  Bissell 
Carpet  Sweeper  Co ,  recently  read  an 
interesting  paper  on  "Price  Mainten- 
ance, its  Drawbacks,  its  Difficulties,  its 
Rewards,"  before  an  English  Hard- 
ware association.  Price  maintenance 
is  developing  rapidly  in  more  trades 
than  ironmongery.  The  alleged  draw- 
backs of  the  system  were  referred  to, 
it  being  shown  that  price  maintenance 
was,  in  the  end,  in  the  true  interests  of 
the  public.  Mr.  Pollitt  considered  the 
ideal  system  one  in  which  an  exchange 
of  signed  papers  between  maker  and 
distributer  took  place. 

An  English  Hardware  dealer  says 
that  since  the  selling  price  of  the  pro- 
minent makes  of  lawn  mowers  has 
been  maintained,  he  has  sold  three  or 
four  times  the  number  of  machines 
per  annum  that  he  did  before.  He 
declares  that  he  is  one  of  many  who 
have  derived  considerable  benefit  from 
selling  goods  upon  which  the  prices 
were  strictly  maintained,  and  that  he 
is  sorry  to  know  that  the  trade  general- 
ly does  not  take  as  much  interest  in 
this  question  as  it  should  do. 

The  above  clearly  demonstrates  the 
decision  that  the  members  of  our 
Dominion  Board  arrived  at  at  their 
last  session  when  they  urged  every 
section  to  adopt  as  far  as  possible  our 
Price  Contract  Plan.  We  have  stated 
many  times  in  our  columns  that  we 
are  only  on  the  threshold  of  this 
important  subject  and  that  the  future 
conditions  of  the  retail  trade  will  be 
very  largely  altered  as  soon  as  the 
Contract  Plan  is  adopted  generally. 

The  chief  need  now  is  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  members  of  every  section 
and  when  that  is  accomplished  we  feel 
certain  that  every  retailer  will  receive  a 
more  substantial  reward  at  the  end  of 
each  year  for  his  labor  and  industry.

PRICES. 

The   American  Hardwareman 
in  his  association  w^ork  does  not 
go  as  far  as  his  brother  on  the 
English  side  of  the   sea.  The 
Sunderland  Ironmongers'  Associa- 
tion held  a  meeting  the  other  day, 
the  express  purpose  of  w^hich  wa.s 
to  arrange  a  schedule  of  prices  at 
which  such  goods  as  nails,  screvirs, 
rain  water  pipes,  sash- weights,  etc., 
should  be  sold  at.    All  the  mem- 
bers present  undertook  to  accept 
the  agreed  prices,  and  some  not 
present  had  advised  the  secretary 
of  their  willingness  to  do  so.

COMBINING  BUSINESS  WITH 
PLEASURE. 

What  are  termed  Section  Luncheons 
of  the  Toronto  Branch,  Canadian 
Manufacturers'  Association  are  pleas- 
ing social  features  of  the  present 
winter.  Members  of  various  sections 
of  the  larger  body  come  together  on 
given  dates,  at  McConkey's,  at  one 
o'clock  and  take  half  an  hour  for 
lunch.  Then  they  are  addressed  for 
half  an  hour  by  some  person  or  per- 
sons who  volunteer  to  speak  on  stated 
topics  or  else  engage  in  discussion  on 
some  trade  subject.

Wednesday.  The  subject  was  Busi- 
ness Men  ia  Municipal  Politics,  and 
the  speakers  were  Mr.  C.  C.  Ballan 
tine,  of  Montreal ;  Mr.  Richard 
Brown  and  Mr.  James  Hedley,  of 
Toronto;  Mr.  A.  F.  Rutter,  who  was 
to  have  spoken,  being  out  of  town. 
Mr.  R.  J.  Copeland,  convener  of  the 
Section,  occupied  the  chair.  About 
fifty  members  were  present.  The 
point  which  Mr.  Hedley  sought  to 
emphasize  was  the  duty  which  citizens 
owed  to  a  municipality — business  men, 
especially,  for  their  own  sakes — to 
exercise  their  franchise  and  to  make 
sure  that  properly  qualified  men  were 
brought  out  as  candidates  for  council- 
lors or  aldermen.

PEDDLING  (FARMERS. 

The  question  of  farmers  peddling 
from  door  to  door  has  been  taken  up 
by  several  Retail  Merchants  Associa- 
tions in  the  United  States  and  they 
are  preparing  an  act  to  submit  to  their 
State  Legislatures.  They  say  that  the 
statutes  of  the  States  protect  farmers, 
and  merchants  should  be  pro- 
tected also,  but  up  to  the  present 
time  the  influence  of  the  farmer's 
vote  which  is  a  strong  one  in  their 
legislatures  has  prevented  any  legisla- 
tion being  adopted.  This  is  another 
reason  why  all  retail  merchants  should 
be  organized. 


STREET   RAILWAY  ASSO- 
CIATION TO  BE  FORMED. 

It  was  decided  by  representatives  of 
various  companies  to  hold  an  organ- 
ization meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
starting  a  Street  Railway  Association 
in  Canada.  The  meeting  was  held  at 
the  Montreal  Street  Railway  Offices, 
and  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  organ- 
ization meeting  on  Dec.  20,  when  all 
the  street  railway  companies  in  Canada 
will  be  invited  to  send  representatives. 
Prior  to  this  the  Canadian  companies 
were  represented  in  the  Street  Rail- 
way Association  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  new  movement  ought  to  meet 
with  favor  among  the  street  railway 
people  of  Canada. 

The  above  is  further  evidence  of 
what  we  have  stated  before  in  these 
columns  that  it  is  only  a  matter  of 
time  until  every  interest  will  be  repre- 
sented in  an  organization,  and  shows 
the  greater  need  for  our  organization 
to  be  strengthened.

A     LESSON  FOR 
MERCHANTS. 

In  a  discussion  before  the  Pennsy- 
lvania Bankers'  Association  the  other 
day,  the  opinion  was  strongly  express- 
ed by  William  Powers,  of  Pittsburgh, 
that  banks  should  advertise.  He  re- 
minded his  hearers  that  the  newspaper 
is  the  message  to  the  hearts  and  homes 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
and,  he  thought,  "intelligently  used, 
newspaper  advertising  is  just  as  sure  to 
bring  results  as  good  ttocks  are  to  pay 
dividends."  Mr.  Powers  contended 
that  newspaper  space,  intelligently 
used,  should  be  one  of  the  greatest 
assets  on  the  bank  in  the  production 
of  new  business.  In  support  of  this 
view  he  had  drawn  up  definite  statistics 
to  show  the  enormous  gains,  both  in 
business  and  in  the  deposits  of  the 
b  inks  of  the  country  which  have  used 
advertising  space  freely,  and  com- 
pared them  with  others  and  less  pro- 
gressive banking  institutions,  many  of 
which  had  lost  business,  probably 
taken  from  them  by  the  banks  which 
were  heavy  advertisers.

TRADING  STAMP  APPEAL 
IN  MONTREAL.. 

A  new  feature  of  the  now  famous 
Trading  Stamp  case  presents  itself, 
and  there  is  a  possibility  that  the  city 
may  obtain  a  proviiional  suspension 
of  the  injunction  taken  against  it, 
which  would  enable  the  Mayor  to  sign 
the  by  law  prohibiting  the  stamps. 
Article  969  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  which  governs  the  matter, 
read  as  follows  :  "Any  final  judgment 
confirming  an  interlocutory  judgment 
confirming  force  notwithstanding 
appeal  or  review.  An  interlocutory 
judgment  remains  in  force  notwith- 
standing a  final  judgment  dissolving 
it,  whenever  the  petitioner,  immediate- 
ly upon  the  rendering  of  the  judgment, 
declared  his  intention  to  take  the  case 
to  the  Review  or  Appeal,  and,  within 
two  days,  thereafter,  serves  his  in- 
scription. The  court  before  which  the 
appeal  is  brought,  whenever  the 
application  is  made  during  term,  or 
two  judges  of  the  Court  of  King's 
Bench  or  of  the  Superior  Court,  as 
the  case  may  be,  whenever  the  applic- 
ation is  made  out  of  term,  may  pro- 
visionally suspend  any  injunction." 
The  petitioner,  Mr.  Wilder,  has  com- 
plied with  the  first  part  of  the  article, 
and  inscription  in  appeal  having  been 
duly  served,  the  injunction  preventing 
the  signature  of  the  by  law  remains  in 
force.  It  now  remains  for  the  city  to 
take  advantage  of  the  last  part  of  the 
article,  and  asked  the  provisional  sus- 
pension of  the  injunction,  as  mention- 
ed When  spoken  to  on  the  subject, 
Mr.  Archambault,  city  attorney,  said 
that  the  demand  of  suspension  would 
certainly  be  made  in  due  time.

WORTH  CONSIDERING. 

If  any  business  enterprise  could  get 
along  with  comparatively  little  adver- 
tising, apart  from  that  trumpeted  forth 
by  means  of  flaming  posters,  the  glory 
of  the  small  boy,  that  enterprise  should 
be  the  circus.

A  new  reason  why  the  Hard- 
ware retailer  is  not  always  able  to 
run  his  business  as  a  jobber  would 
his,  is  found  in  the  following  in- 
cident that  occurred  in  one  of  the 
big  houses  of  St.  Louis. 

The  manager  was  endeavoring 
to  straighten  out  an  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  affairs  in  connection 
with  a  small  retail  concern  in 
Western  Kansas.  He  dictated  a 
long  letter  of  explanation  and 
terms,  and  in  conclusion  said  : 

"  I  must  respectfully  insist  on  an 
immediate  settlement  of  this 
matter.  I  shall  hold  it  open  until 
the  lOth  on  which  date  I  expect  to 
hear  from  you." 

The  loth  arrived  without  the 
letter.  He  wrote  again  :  "Unless 
I  hear  from  you  by  the  13th  I 
shall  go  ahead  and  handle  this 
matter  in  my  own  way." 

The  13th  came,  and  no  answer. 
Tnen  he  wrote  :  '•  This  is  my  last 
letter.  I  shall  go  ahead.  But  as 
a  matter  of  business  courtesy  I 
think  you  should  have  paid  some 
attention  to  my  letters." 

In  three  days  he  received  an 
answer,  laboriously  written  in  the 
cramped  hand-writing  of  an  old 
man.    It  said  : 

"  Dear  Sir: — Your  three  letters 
at  hand.  If  I  had  nothing  to  do 
but  sit  at  a  big  mahogany  desk  and 
talk  off  my  letters  to  a  pretty  girl 
in  a  blue  dress  as  you  do,  and 
smoke  cigars  while  talking  it,  I 
might  throw  off  more  letters  than  I 
do  now.

"  So  you  see  I  would  have  no 
time  to  talk  off  letters  to  a  girl  in 
a  blue  dress  even  if  I  had  one,  and 
knew  what  to  say  to  her. 

"  I  guess  you  know  you  will  get 
your  money  all  right,  and  I  know 
that  if  all  the  fellows  you  sell 
goods  to  got  out  and  slashed 
around  on  these  Kansas  bottoms 
as  I  do,  and  sell  goods  and  set 
'em  up  and  collect  for  them  as  I 
go  along,  you  wouldn't  have  as 
many  bad  debts  on  your  books  as 
you  do. 


"I  aint  one  of  the  Hardwaremen 
who  sit  around  and  read  the  news- 
papers, but  I  git  out  and  work. 
And  I  always  pay  my  bills,  too." 

Mr.  S.  read  the  letter,  and  then 
had  a  good  laugh.  He  called  in 
his  credit  man. 

"  Take  this  letter,"  he  said,  "  and 
look  at  it  whenever  you  feel 
bothered  about  Blank's  account. 
He's  good  for  all  he  buys,  and  will 
pay  when  he  gets  the  stoves  all  up, 
I'd  rather  lose  money  on  a  man 
like  him  than  make  it  off  some 
other  ieWows."—  Hardzuafe  Maga- 
zine.

TORONTO'S  ASSESSMENT 
INCREASING. 

There  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Toronto  council  by  the  City  Clerk  a 
summarized  statement  of  the  city 
assessment  for  the  year  1905,  as 
revised  by  the  Court  of  Revision,  and 
confirmed  by  the  county  judge.  The 
total,  as  returned  by  the  assessors, 
was  $149  272,027.  The  Court  of 
Revision  added  $23,447,  and  deducted 
$406,476,  leaving  the  total  at  $148,- 
878,998.  To  this  the  county  judge 
added  $80,000  and  deducted  $66  007. 
The  revised  total  upon  which  the  taxes 
next  year  are  to  be  levied  is  $148,813,- 
071.  This  is  an  increase  of  some 
seven  millions  over  the  revised  assess- 
ment of  the  present  year.  At  a  rate 
of  nineteen  mills,  the  tax  revenue  will 
be  swelled  to  the  extent  of  $i3.'5,753. 

The  Retail  Merchants  expect  to 
have  a  portion  of  this  increase  applied, 
to  improve  our  street  watering  service.

The  Liverpool  District  Iron- 
mongers' Association,  Liverpool, 
England,  has  taken  up  the  ques- 
tion of  forming  a  Mutual  Glass  In- 
surance Co.  among  its  members, 
and  a  committee  has  been  appoint- 
ed to  see  what  there  may  be  in  the 
scheme  that  is  worth  considering.

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MUNICIPAL  OWNB  aSHIP 
IN  BRITAIN. 

Some  statistics  are  to  hand  con- 
cerning the  extent  and  growth  of 
the  idea  of  municipal  ownership  in 
Great  Britain.    There  are  in  that 
country  1,045  water  plants  owned 
by  cities,  boroughs  or  districts,  as 
compared   with   251    owned  by 
private  companies.    Besides  this, 
a  very  large  number  of  the  cities 
of  any  consequence  are  moving  in 
the  direction  of  public  ownership. 
There  are  256  public  gas  plants, 
against  454  privately  owned  ones, 
but  the  number  of  the  former  is 
increasing,  while  that  of  the  latter 
is  stationary  or  decreasing.  On 
the  capital  invested,  the  cities  h:.ve 
made  six  and  a  half  per  cent., 
against  five  and  a  quarter  for  the 
private    companies.    The  cities 
have  charged  an  average  price  of 
sixty-four  cents  a  thousand  feet 
while  the  private  companies  have 
charged  seventy-seven.    The  total 
profit  from   plants    was  about 
$11,500,000.     Of    British  street 
railways,    142    are  municipally 
owned,  against  154  belonging  to 
private  companies,  but  the  former 
represent  an   outlay   of  nearly 
twenty  two  million  dollars,  com- 
pared   with    eighty-five  million 
dollars   of  private  capital.  The 
mileage  is  1,067  municipal  against 
704  private.    The  percentage  of 
profit  on  money  invested  is  seven 
and  three  quarters   for  the  cities 
and  four  and  three-quarters  for  the 
private  companies,    fhe  net  profits 
to  the  cities  were  eight  million 
dollars,  and  to  the  companies  four 
million  eight  hundred  thousand. 

With  regard  to  electric  lighting 
and  power   plants   there   are  in 
Great  Britain  either  in  operation  or 
in   course   of  construction,  355 
plants  owned  by  local  authorities, 
as   against   2r4  owned  by  local 
companies.    The  former  have  in- 
vested a  hundred  and  fifty  million 
dollars   against   a   hundred  and 
thirty  million  dollars  for  the  com- 
panies.   The  net  receipts  of  some 
of  the  larger  towns  and  cities  are 
as  follows  :    Aberdeen,   $79,000  ; 
Ashton-Under-Lyne,Si 7,000;  Ayr, 
$23,000  ;  Bath,  $38,000  ;  Bedford, 
$28,000;  Belfast,  65,000  ;  Birming- 
ham, $170,000  ;   Blackburn,  $65,- 
000  ;  Blackpool,  $61  000  ;  Bolton, 
$100,000:    Bradford,  $186000; 
Brighton,  $175  0:0  ;  Bristol,  $135,- 
ooo  ;  Cardiff,  $50,000  ;  Croydon, 
$90,000;   D.-rby,  $50,000;  Edin- 
burgh, $300,000  ;  Glasgow,  $380,- 


000;  Hackney,  $40,000;  Halifax, 
$39,000;  Hampstead,  $iio,oo3; 
Hull,  75,000;  Islington,  $77,000; 
Leeds,  $200,000  ;  Leicester,  $77,- 
ODO  ;  Liverpool,  $500  000  ;  Man- 
chester, $420,000 ;  Nottingham, 
$155000;  Oldham,  $60,000;  Ply- 
mouth, $41,000  ;  Portsmouth, 
$70,000;  St.  Pancras,  $l6ooO0; 
Sal  ford,  $130,000  ;  Sheffield,  $155,- 
000;  Southampton,  $60,000;  Sun- 
derland, $64,000;  Wolverhampton, 
$58,000.  In  the  entire  list  of  cities 
only  one  showed  a  loss  and  that 
was  but  sVight.  — Monetary  Times.

PORT ARTHUR TELEPHONE 
SERVICE. 

The  municipal  telephone  plant 
established  several  years  ago  by  the 
town  of  Port  Arthur,  Ont.,  for  public 
service  in  opposition  to  the  Bell  plant 
at  that  point,  is  continually  adding  to 
its  number  of  subscribers,  and  also 
rapidly  increasing  its  reserve  or  surplus 
fund,  as  will  be  seen  from  their  state- 
ment, as  appeared  in  the  November 
Issue  of  the  Railway  and  Shipping 
World,  of  Toronto,  Can.,  which  is  as 
follows:  "The  Port  Arthur,  Oat., 
municipal  telephone  plant  earned  a 
gross  income  for  the  half  year  ending 
June  30,  $2,679;  the  operating 
expenses  were  $1,783,  and  the  interest 
charges  $460,  leaving  a  surplus  of 
$446.  For  the  year  1903  the  total 
earnings  were  $5,774  and  the  surplus 
$419.  The  amount  of  telephone 
debentures  outstanding  is  $21,000, 
bearing  5  per  cent,  interest,  and  of 
this  amount  $12,000  is  being  offered 
by  the  Dominion  Sicurities  Corpor- 
ation, Toronto,  at  toi  and  accrued 
interest.  The  telephone  plant  was  in- 
stalled November,  1902,  and  in  Sept- 
ember there  were  433  subscribers,  of 
whom  199  were  for  business  telephones 
and  284  for  instruments  in  private 
houses.  The  system  is  a  central 
energy  one,  and  free  connection  is 
given  to  Fort  William.  The  rates  are 
$12  for  instruments  in  private  houses 
and  $24  for  business  places." 

The  municipality,  when  starting  the 
service,  aimed  to  arrange  their  charge 
of  rentals  so  as  to  place  their  plant 
upon  a  purely  maintenance  basis. 
This  was  done  that  subscribers  to  the 
service  would  not  be  required  to 
contribute  into  the  city  treasury 
to  the  benefit  of  the  tax-payers 
of  the  town  who  were  not  sub- 
scribers, and  vice  versa.  From  the 
statement  given  above,  showing  that 
the  surplus  for  the  first  six  months  of 
the  present  year  was  more  than  for  the 
entire  year  previous,  it  can  be  seen 
that  their  estimates  have  included 
sufficient  for  almost  any  emergency, 


The  outside  construction  of  the  system 
having  most  of  its  heavy  leads  in  lead- 
covered  cables  and  the  equipment  be- 
ing of  the  "International"  central 
energy  lamp  signal  type,  which  is  con- 
sidered one  of  the  most  economical 
and  durable  telephone  systems  to 
maintain,  the  plant  will  require  the 
setting  aside  of  a  very  small  percentage 
for  depreciation.

BELL  TELEPHONE  RATES 
IN  SALT  LAKE  CITY  TOO 
HIGH. 

The  business  men's  Association 
of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  is  making 
an  effort  to  relieve  its  members  and 
the  public  generally  from  the  ex- 
tortionately  high  rates  charged  by 
the  Bell  Company.  At  a  recent 
meeting  a  committee  was  appoint- 
ed to  investigate  the  matter  and  to 
conduct  a  campaign  with  a  view 
to  securing  all  the  business  and 
professional  men  of  the  city  to  join 
the  Association.  The  committee 
is  as  follows  :

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NEW   CUSTOMS  REGULA- 
TIONS. 

The  Department  of  Customs, 
Ottawa,  last  week  issued  a  circular  ad- 
vising collectors  that  the  free  entry  of 
catalogues  and  price  lists  is  to  apply 
when  they  are  imported  for  wholesale 
purposes  only.  These  would  usually 
be  addressed  to  dealers  or  traders. 
Duty  at  the  rate  of  15  cents  per  pound 
under  tariffitem  120  is  to  be  collected 
on  circulars,  fly  sheets  and  other  ad- 
vertising matter  (except  catalogues 
and  price  lists  for  wholesale  only), 
when  imported  by  mail  addressed  to 
individuals  or  otherwise.  The  distri- 
bution of  advertising  matter  being 
ordinarily  of  interest  to  the  sender, 
collectors  are  advised  in  respect  of 
quantities  of  advertising  matter,  weigh- 
ing over  one  pound  in  the  aggregate 
from  the  same  exporter,  that  they  may 
notify  the  sender  as  to  the  amount  of 
duty  payable  thereon  and  state  that 
the  advertising  matter  will  be  forward- 
ed as  addressed  on  prompt  remittance 
of  duty.  When  the  duty  remains  un- 
paid for  sixty  days,  the  matter  is  to  be 
treated  as  unclaimed  and  a  special 
notation  made  thereof  without  entry 
on  the  usual  "  unclaimed  list  of  un- 
customed goods."  At  the  expiration 
of  six  months  the  inspector  may  direct 
the  matter  to  be  destroyed  in  default 
of  payment  of  duty,  if  the  same  cannot 
be  sold  for  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay 
duty  and  charges  as  provided  in  section 
37  of  the  Customs  Act.

AMERICAN    CEREAL.  CO. 
AFFECTED   BY  FREIGHT 
RATES. 

The  American  Cereal  Company 
have  closed  down  their  Peterboro' 
mills.  It  appears  that  the  reason  is 
the  recent  advance  in  Canadian  freight 
rates,  which  prevents  them  from  put- 
ting their  products  down  at  the  sea- 
board on  the  same  basis  as  those 
manufactured  at  their  mills  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  well  known  that 
the  company's  products  are  largely 
exported  to  foreign  countries,  and 
freight  rates  are  a  material  considera- 
tion in  connection  with  the  cost  of  the 
delivery  and  competition. 

The  shutting  down  of  the  big  mills 
and  elevator  is  a  serious  setback  to  the 
town  and  the  large  number  of  hands 
employed.  The  merchants  will  feel 
keenly,  particularly  at  this  season  of 
the  year,  the  stopping  of  the  mills, 
which  have  enjoyed  an  exceptionally 
busy  and  prosperous  season  until  re- 
cently. As  to  when  the  mill  will  re- 
sume in  all  departments  depends  sole- 
ly on  the  early  adjustment  of  freight 
rates.  They,  however,  may  be  oper- 
ated to  meet  the  domestic  trade. 

It  is  understood  that  about  400 
hands  are  idle  as  the  result  of  the 
closing  down  of  the  mills.  Many  of 
the  employees  are  heads  of  families.

GOOD  UMBRELLA  STORY.

Upon  the  application  of  the 
Canada  Metal  Company  for  a 
liquidation  order,  the  Dominion 
Bras.=  Works  of  Port  Colborne  has 
been  ordered  by  the  court  to  be 
wound  up,  and  Mr.  R.  Osier  Wade 
was  appointed  liquidator.  The 
liabilities  are  about  $95,000  and 
assets  $90,000.  The  creditors  will 
be  called  in  about  ten  days  to 
meet  at  the  office  of  the  Master 
in  Ordinary,  Osgoode  Hall.

The  statistical  report  for  1903,  now 
in  preparation  by  the  Provincial  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  shows  a  re- 
markable increase  over  the  preceding 
year  in  the  aggregate  wealth  of  the 
farmers  of  Ontario.  In  1902  the 
department's  reports  placed  the  total 
value  of  Ontario's  farm  lands,  build- 
ings, implements  and  live  stock  at 
$1,044,894,332,  while  the  total  for 
1903  is  $1,087,000,000,  an  increase  of 
$42,105,668.

COTTON  COMPANIES  COM- 
BINE. 

During  the  past  few  weeks  negotia- 
tions have  been  going  on  which  have 
consummated  m  the  formation  of  a  new 
corporation  known  as  the  Dominion 
Textile  Co.,  (with  headquarters  at  Mon- 
treal), which  is  an  amalgamation  of  the 
Dominion  Cotton  Mills  Co.,  the  Mer- 
chants Cotton  Co.,  the  Montmorency 
Cotton  Co.,  and  the  Colonial  Bleaching 
and  Printing  Co.    The  capitalization 


of  the  new  company  is  $10,000,000, 
or  about  twice  the  combined  capital 
of  the  component  companie?,  which  is 
as  follows  : 

Dominion  Cotton  Company.  $3,033,000 
Merchants  Cotton  Oonnpany  .  .  1,500,000 
Montmorency  CottonCompany  i,ooo,coo 
Colonial  Bleaching  Company. .  300,000 

The  company  is  empowered. to  own 
and  operate  cotton  and  woolen  manu- 
factories of  every  description,  with 
many  subsidiary  powers.  The  in- 
corporators are  David  Yuile,  manu- 
facturer ;  Hon.  L.  J.  Forget,  senator  ; 
Henry  V.  Meredith,  banker  ;  Herbert 
S.  Holt,  capitalist ;  Hon.  Robert  Mac- 
kay,  senator ;  George  A.  Grier,  manu- 
facturer ;  David  Morrice,  merchant , 
Charles  B.  Gordon,  manufacturer; 
Frederic  C.  Henshaw,  capitalist ;  John 
P.  Black,  manufacturer;  and  James  N. 
Laing,  manufacturer;  all  of  Montreal. 

Hjn.  L.  J.  Forget  has  become 
president  of  the  organization,  and  it  is 
thought  that  by  February  ist  the  new 
management  will  commence  the  oper- 
ation of  its  various  properties. 

The  new  company  is  paying  the  old 
shareholders  by  an  issue  of  6  per  cent, 
bonds,  7  per  cent,  preferred  stock  and 
common  stock.  Stock  of  the  Dominion 
Co.  is  bought  at  50  per  cent,  of  its 
par  value,  that  of  the  Merchants  Co. 
at  85  per  cent.,  that  of  the  Mont- 
morency Co.  at  120  per  cent.,  and 
that  of  the  Colonial  Co.  at  166  per 
cent. 

Three  of  the  largest  consumers  of 
cotton  in  Canada,  the  Standard  Shirt 
Co.,  the  J.  P.  Black  Co.,  Limited,  and 
the  Colonial  Bleaching  and  Printing 
Co.,  are  officially  interested  in  the 
merger.  The  candidates  for  the  sell- 
ing agency  of  the  Dominion  Textile 
Co.  are  D.  Morrice,  Sons  &  Co., 
Stevenson,  Blackader  &  Co.,  and  C.  B. 
Gordon. 


BOOKKEEPERS  ORGANIZE. 

At  a  convention  of  book-keepers 
held  in  Buffalo  last  month  the  British 
Bookkeepers'  Association  and  the 
National  Association  of  American 
Bookkeepers  were  consolidated  under 
the  name  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Bookkeepers.

CANADIAN  IMPORTS  EXCEED 
EXPORTS  FOR  1901. 

The  trade  of  Canada  outward 
and  inward  in  1904  was  the  largest 
known  in  history.  Indeed  the 
strides  it  has  made  in  ten  years 
are  remarkable,  as  the  following 
tabulation  will  show.  Taking 
merchandise  imported  as  well  as 
merchandise  domestic  produce 
exported,  the  totals  for  1894  and 
for  four  latest  years  are  as  follows  :

1901          181,237,988  196,487,632 

1902....  202,791,595  211,640,286 
1903....  233,787,325  225,849724 
1904         251,460,737  213,421,235 

But  it  is-important  to  notice  says 
the  Monetary  Times  that  the  gain 
in  1904  consists  entirely  of  im- 
ports, for  in  that  year  the  exports 
were  twelve  million  lessthanin  1903. 
During  several  years  ending  with 
1902  our  exports  exceeded  our  im- 
ports, a  desirable  state  of  things. 
The  two  later  years  have,  however, 
reversed  this  condition,  which  is 
not  a  matter  on  which  we  may 
properly  congratulate  ourselves. 

From  the  retail  standpoint  one 
reason  among  others  why  our  im- 
ports are  gradually  exceeding  our 
exports  can  be  traced  to  the  fact 
that  the  tendency  of  the  retail 
trade  in  all  lines  of  goods  is  to 
purchase  in  foreign  markets  where 
they  can  buy  lines  of  goods  that 
are  not  found  on  every  counter  so 


as  to  enable  them  to  secure 
sufficient  profit  to  pay  their 
accounts  and  expenses.  We  have 
endeavored  to  impress  this  fact  on 
the  minds  of  our  readers  many 
times  in  these  columns,  and  we  de- 
sire again  to  call  the  attention  of 
our  Canadian  manufacturers  to 
this  important  subject,  and  to  ask 
them  to  study  the  abovr^  figures 
very  carefully,  and  also  the  reasons 
we  give  why  Canadian  goods  are 
not  pressed  more  vigorously  by 
our  retailers.  We  are  quite  aware 
that  there  has  been  and  is  at  the 
present  time,  a  desire  to  build  up 
our  manufacturing  industries  by 
encouraging  the  "Made  in  Canada" 
sentiment.  Every  true  and  loyal 
Canadian  is  heartily  in  sympathy 
with  this  desire.  We  believe  that 
in  many,  very  many  lines  of  goods 
we  can  challenge  the  world  to  pro- 
duce any  better,  either  as  to  quality 
or  finish.  Other  lines  again  re- 
quire to  be  greatly  improved,  and 
some  of  them  very  much  so.  But 
considering  our  age,  our  scattered 
population,  and  the  uncertain 
position  for  years  of  some  of  our 
party  politicians  who  discussed  the 
question  of  tarififs  more  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  best  expediency 
for  obtaining  political  power,  than 
they  did  from  the  desire  to 
thoroughly  investigate  the  subject 
in  the  same  manner  as  any  other 
business  proposition  would  be  dis- 
cussed, we  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated, that  we  have  made  the 
excellent  progress  that  is  now 
shown.  If  the  reason  for  the  in- 
crease is  our  importation?,  was 
fully  investigated  it  would  be  found 
that  a  great  many  large  retailers 
import  foreign  goods  to  escape 
price  competition  and  as  we  have 
said  before  to  enable  them  to  make 
a  profit,  and  they  are  forced  to  sell 
Canadian  made  goods  at  cost  to 
hold  their  trade  and  compete  with 
their  competitors.  This  custom  is 
closely  followed  by  all  department 
stores  who  are  the  chief  offenders. 

As  a  practical  illustration  of  the 
truth  of  our  statement,  the  writer 
was  standing  at  the  exhibit  of  the 
Toronto  Carpet  Co.  at  the  Toronto 
Industrial  Exhibition  in  1903, 
reading  a  large  sign  placed  on  the 
goods.  "This  entire  exhibit  sold 
to  the  T.  Eaton  Co."  "Made  in 
Canada."  Two  dry  goods  merch- 
ants from  western  Ontario  were 
also  present  and  one  asked  the 
other  if  he  bought  any  of  the 
Toronto  Carpet  Co's  goods,  and  he 
said  "No,  not  now  I  used  to,  and  I 


was  well  pleased  with  the  quality, 
but  when  Canadian  goods  are  sold 
at  cost  price  as  these  goods  have 
been  I  always  drop  them  and  im- 
port other  patterns,  I  am  a 
thoroughbred  Canadian,  but  I  can 
not  pay  my  bills  with  sentiment. 
These  houses — pointing  to  the 
card — kill  Canadian  goods."  This 
is  our  answer  to  all  manufacturers 
when  they  urge  upon  the  retail 
trade  to  be  sure  and  advocate 
Canadian  goods.  There  is  only 
one  remedy,  and  the  manufacturers 
hold  the  key.  They  must  insist 
that  none  of  their  goods  are  to  be 
sold  to  price  cutters  or  retail-trade- 
pirates.  That  they  will  not  allow 
their  goods  to  be  slaughtered  by 
department  stores  to  attract 
customers  to  buy  imported  dry 
goods  which  are  sold  at  a  good 
profit.  "Made  in  Canada"  is  an 
excellent  motto,  but  it  will  not 
pay  the  store  s  expenses,  or  enable 
the  retailers  to  educate  their 
family  or  supply  them  with  bread 
and  butter,  and  if  Canadian  manu- 
facturers allow  their  goods  to  be 
used  as  bait  as  they  are  in  many 
cases,  we  strongly  advise  our 
members  to  purchase  abroad,  pur- 
chase anywhere,  buy  in  any  market 
in  which  you  can  buy  goods  that 
will  enable  you  to  secure  a  fair 
profit.  Our  association  is  now 
ready  after  devoting  a  few  years  to 
the  preparation  of  our  plan  which 
is  a  complete  one,  to  ask  every 
manufacturer  to  aid  us  to  obtain  a 
fair  profit,  and  we  expect  a  hearty 
response,  which  will  result  in  more 
Canadian  goods  being  sold  over 
our  counters,  and  the  manufactur- 
ing wholesale  and  retail  trade  of 
Canada  generally  being  placed 
upon  a  more  healthy  and  sound 
basis.

It  has  become  quite  a  custom  of 
late  with  the  members  of  the  To- 
ronto City  Council,  to  delegate  any 
subject  that  may  appear  difficult 
for  the  members  to  decide  upon 
without  reflecting  their  own  opinion 
and  thereby  causing  a  fear  that 
they  may  offend  someone — to  the 
vote  of  the  people. 

Of  course  this  is  only  a  natural 
result  that  comes  from  this  smaller 
body  imitating  the  tactics  of  that 
larger  body  of  Provincial  politicians 
whose  favorite  policy  has  been  to 
hide  behind  plebiscites  and  Royal 
Commissions  And  we  are  sorry 
to  say  that  this  spirit  of  vacillat- 
ing expediency  is  not  confined  al- 
together to  our  Municipal  and 
Party  Politicians,  it  has  gradually 
crept  into  nearly  every  avenue  of 
public  life.  It  has  silenced  the 
consciences  of  our  ministers  in  the 
pulpit,  it  tolerates  questionable 
practices  in  commerce,  it  com- 
promises with  evil  in  order  to  avoid 
the  loss  of  comfortable  positions 
and  ambitions.  But  it  is  encour- 
aging to  know  that  the  name  of  no 
statesman,  no  reformer  or  no  com- 
mercial leader  has  ever  been  re- 
tained with  honor  on  the  pages  of 
history  or  held  up  as  a  worthy 
example  for  others  to  follow  who 
has  ever  resorted  to  such  weak  and 
unmanly  tactics. 

When  we  elect  a  representative 
we  do  so,  believing  that  he  will  use 
his  own  best  judgment,  on  every 
issue  presented,  and  do  so  in  a 
fearless  and  self-respecting  manner, 
and  these  are  the  only  men  who 
should  be  chosen  as  public  leaders 
and  safe  advisers. 

Toronto  unfortunately  although 
crowded  with  Churches,  Universi- 
ties and  institutions  of  learning, 
possesses  very  few  public  men  who 
are  courageous  enough  to  "  hew  to 
the  line  let  the  chips  fall  where 
they  may,"  and  Toronto  unfor- 
tunately has  cultivated  a  greater 
crop  of  "  experimentalists"  than 
any  other  city  on  the  continent. 
And  this  is  largely  because  "  every 


body  wants  to  be  so  smooth  that 
they  are  afraid  of  hurting  the  other 
fellows  feelings."  Not  long  ago 
our  City  Council  adopted  cumula- 
tive voting.  They  didn't  quite 
understand  it,  but  delegations  ap- 
peared on  the  scene  and  asked 
them  to  adopt  it,  they  ad©pted  it, 
got  the  Provincial  Legislators  to 
give  them  legislation,  and  now  they 
want  it  rescinded. 

Another  delegation  waited  on 
them  and  asked  for  Municipal  Coal 
and  Wood  Yards  they  adopted  that 
without  the  consent  of  the  Legis- 
lature, lost  about  Fifty  Thousand 
Dollars.  $50  ooo.oo  of  the  people's 
money  in  the  enterprise,  sought 
legislation  to  confirm  their  folly 
and  the  members  of  the  House 
wisely  declined  to  let  them  proceed 
further,  and  that  experiment 
ceased. 

They  now  want  a  City  Charter 
so  that  they  can  pass  By-Laws  and 
perform  all  sorts  of  municipal  ex- 
periments without  consulting  the 
members  of  the  Ontario  House, 
and  we  sincerely  hope  that  their 
request  will  not  be  granted.  If  the 
members  of  our  City  or  Town 
Councils  have  not  got  sufficient 
knowledge  of  a  problem  or  if  they 
are  afraid  to  tell  the  delegate 
body  of  experimentalists  what 
they  think  of  their  schemes  we  can 
safely  depend  upon  that  great  body 
of  legislators  most  of  whom  have 
served  in  City  and  Town  Councils 
and  had  municipal  experience  to 
safeguard  our  interests 

The  latest  experiment  is  to  ask 
the  Legislature  that  all  dwelling 
houses  up  to  $700.00  be  exempt. 
This  proposition  came  before  the 
Toronto  City  Council.  It  was 
backed  up  by  a  few  well  meaning 
and  energetic  experimentalists. 
They  pleaded  on  behalf  of  that 
ever-present  companion  "  the  poor 
man."  They  wanted  his  house  to 
be  exempt  up  to  $700.00  and  they 
argued  that  the  Councillors  in  their 
wisdom  should  take  taxation  off 
the  poor  man's  house  and  of 
course  put  it  all  on  land  no  matter 
whose  land  they  put  it  on.  It 
was    the   last    meeting   of  the 


old  Council.  The  aldermen  knew 
that  the  election  was  approaching, 
they  sat  silent.  One  or  two  brave 
ones  ventured  to  say  that  the  ex- 
periment would  send  the  tax  rate 
up  to  thirty  or  forty  mills  on  the 
dollar  if  they  succeeded  in  getting 
their  desires.  How  could  they 
evade  a  direct  reply,  and  one  which 
would  be  considered  the  smoothest 
way  out  ?  Why  ask  the  people 
to  vote  on  it,  of  course.  How 
clever  !  Very  few  of  them  had 
studied  the  subject  of  taxation, 
they  knew  very  little  about  it,  and 
the  people  knew  less,  and  so  it 
went  to  the  people.  Tenants  and 
landlords  all  rushed  to  the  polls, 
tenants  thinking  they  would  escape 
rent,  landlords  thinking  that  they 
would  escape  taxation,  and  of 
course  the  question  was  answered 
by  a  large  majority  !  Yes,  exempt 
our  houses  up  to  $700.00  each.  It 
now  remains  for  our  Legislators  to 
grant  Toronto's  request  or  disallow 
it.  If  the  legislation  passes,  it 
will  apply  to  every  city  in  the 
Province  and  the  result  will  be 
that  every  Retail  Merchant  will 
have  to  pay  very  much  more  in 
taxation  than  he  is  now  paying, 
and  we  are  the  largest  body  of 
taxpayers  in  the  Province  now. 
We  believe  that  this  subject  should 
be  discussed  freely  and  fearlessly. 
It  is  a  business  subject,  and  should 
be  thoroughly  considered  by 
business  men.  We  are  quite 
conscious  that  there  are  some  few 
who  have  become  so  thoroughly 
absorbed  with  the  idea  that  tax- 
ation should  be  removed  from  all 
dwellings  and  buildings  that  they 
immediately  become  annoyed  when 
the  opposite  view  is  expressed.  We 
trust,  however,  that  those  readers 
will  at  least  give  us  credit  for  an 
honest  expression  of  opinion  and 
with  a  desire  to  present  our  case 
as  it  appears  to  us,  and  that  they 
will  have  patience,  as  we  proceed 
to  show  why  we  object  to  the 
proposed  exemptions. 

A  tax  is  a  sum  imposed  or  levied 
on  the  members  of  a  community 
to  defray  its  expenses.  If  a  com- 
munity has  no  expenses  it  requires 
no  taxation.  We  have  never  dis- 
covered a  community  yet  that  has 
no  expenses,  and  we  never  expect 
to. 

The  underlying  principle  of  any 
system  of  taxation  should  be  to 
levy  an  equitable  rate  on  all  alike. 
How  best  can  this  be  done?  If 
the  expenses  of  a  community

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people  amounted  to  five  hundred 
dollars,  would  it  be  fair  to  tax  each 
person    one    dollar  irrespective 
of  what  they  were  worth  or  what 
class  of  house  or  street  they  lived 
on  ?    They  all   enjoy   the  same 
street  lighting,  the  same  use  of  the 
sidewalks  and  roads  and  the  same 
public   utilities,   and  some  ask  : 
why    then  should    not   all  pay 
alike  ?    In  theory  it  looks  equit- 
able but  in  practice  it  would  not 
by  any  means  work  out  satisfac- 
torily.   If  this  practice  was  adopt- 
ed in  this  modern  transient  age 
every  city  would  have  to  have  a 
high  stone  wall  around  it  and  a 
passport  and  tax  receipt  given  to 
all  before   they  could   leave  the 
place,  so  that  when  tax  paying 
time  came  round  no  one  would  be 
allowed  out  until  his  tax  was  col- 
lected as  everybody  would  want  to 
take  a  trip   somewhere,    so  the 
municipality  decided   that  that 
system  would  give  them  no  security 
upon  which  to  depend  to  pay  their 
expenses, and  they  therefore  placed 
the  tax  not  upon  the  persons  but 
upon  the  assets   they  possessed. 
The  next  consideration  was,  shall 
the  taxes  be  all  placed  on  land,  or 
on  land,  dwellings,  merchandise 
and  income.     They   decided  to 
place  it  upon  all  tangible  assets, 
and  to  exempt  only  that  portion 
of  merchandise  that  was  not  paid 
for,  as  they  calculated  that  the 
manufacturer,  wholesaler  or  private 
person  to  whom  the  amount  was 
owing  would  include  the  amount 
in  the  value  of  their  estate,  but 
owing  to  the  fact  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  creditors  lived  in  foreign 
countries  and  who  could  not  be 
reached — as  they  were  out  of  the 
municipality — and  many  who  lived 
at  home  left  the  amount  out  of  their 
statements  of  assets,  the  merchan- 
dise tax  has  therefore  recently  been 
abandoned  because  it  could  not  be 
collected  equitably.    Houses  and 
lands  can  always  be  valued, but  mer- 
chandise cannot  always  be  found. 

The  municipality  however  decid- 
ed that  the  only  safe  security  they 
have  upon  which  to  collect  taxes 
is,  land,  building  and  incomes, 
and  only  then  on  incomes  which 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  They  exempt  all  below 
one  thousand  dollars,  which  in- 
cludes the  poorest  man,  partly  to 
relieve  him,  but  primarily  because 
the  municipality  found  that  there 
were  so  many  itinerants,  especially 
among  clerks  and  workingmen 
that  if  they  endeavored  to  collect 
taxes  on  these  people  that  it  would 


cost  more  than  it  was  worth.  The 
poor  man  is  therefore  exempt  on 
his  income  at  the  present  time, 
and  he  enjoys  all  the  privileges  of 
community  life.  Now  they  want 
to  exempt  him  on  his  house  up  to 
$700.00  and  they  say  that  if  this  is 
done  it  will  make  land  cheap. 
They  reason,  that  if  the  taxes  are 
removed  from  small  dwellings,  and 
the  shortage  in  the  revenue  was 
collected  from  the  land — all  land 
of  course — that  it  would  force  the 
holders  of  vacant  land  to  relinquish 
it  as  they  wOuld  not  want  to  pay 
the  high  taxation  forced  upon  land 
by  reason  of  the  $700.00  exemption 
and  therefore  it  would  make  the 
land  cheaper  and  it  would  encour- 
age builders  to  build. 

How  perfectly  smooth  that 
sounds.  To  our  mind  it  is  the 
most  absurd  reasoning  that  was 
ever  presented  to  an  intelligent 
public.  The  gross  amount  of  tax- 
ation required  in  any  community 
is  governed  of  course  by  the  expen^ 
diture,  and  it  has  been  decided  that 
the  same  rate — or  number  of  mills 
on  the  dollar — should  be  applied 
to  all  alike  according  to  the 
estimated  value  of  their  land, 
buildings  and  income.  The 
estimated  value  of  land  and  build 
ings  is  governed  largely  by  the  in- 
come derived  from  such  land  and 
buildings,  or  in  other  words  by  the 
supply  and  demand.  If  the  value  of 
the  land  in  a  community  should  go 
up  the  assessment  usually  goes  up 
with  it,  and  if  the  expenditure  of  the 
municipality  remains  the  same  as  it 
was  before  the  increase  in  the  land 
values,  the  rate  of  taxation  of 
course  must  naturally  come  down. 

If  therefore  $700.00  is  deducted 
from  the  value  of  every  dwelling 
house  in  the  city  the  sum  total  of 
the  assessment  of  the  city  must 
be  decreased  and  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation must  be  increased  so  as  to 
raise  the  required  amount.  Now 
according  to  their  reasoning,  the 
high  increase  in  the  rate,  will  cause 
those  who  hold  vacant  land  to 
want  to  sell  it,  as  they  will  find  it 
too  expensive  to  carry,  and  as 
everybody  will  want  to  sell,  this 
will  make  vacant  land  cheap,  and 
it  will  enable  poor  men  to  buy  it, 
and  they  say  further  that  if  the 
land  owners  do  not  sell,  they  will 
build  small  houses  on  the  land 
as  the  exemption  will  encourage 
them.  Now  it  does  not  occur  to 
them  that  if  the  vacant  land  be- 
comes cheaper  the  gross  assess- 
ment of  the  city  will  be  reduced 
and  the  rate  must  go  higher  and 


the  high  rate  will  be  applied  on  the 
poor  man's  land  upon  which  he  has 
his  exempted  dwelling  just  the 
same  as  on  the  rich  man's  land, 
and  if  the  increased  rate  on  his 
land  alone  is  equal  to  the  low  rate 
that  he  paid  on  the  land  and 
dwelling  before  this  experiment 
was  tried  how  much  better  off  is 
the  poor  man,  or  let  us  assume  that 
the  heavy  end  of  the  shortage  in 
the  assessed  value  of  the  whole  of 
the  city  property  is  placed  on  the 
retail  propery  — a  system  which  has 
become  so  popular  of  late — that  will 
not  improve  matters.  If  the  retail 
merchant  is  forced  to  pay  higher 
taxation  or  higher  rents  who  is 
forced  to  pay  it  in  the  end?  The 
consumer  ofcourse!  And  how  much 
better  off  therefore  is  the  poor  man. 

Land  would  have  very  little  com- 
mercial value  if  no  buildings  ex- 
isted thereon,  and  the  better  the 
buildings  and  the  more  revenue 
derived   from    the   buildings  the 
more  valuable  the  land  becomes. 
The  one  therefore  regulates  the 
value  of  the  other.    If  taxation  was 
placed  only  on  the  land,  and  if  it 
was  possible  that  the  value  of  the 
buildings  could  be  disregarded,  it 
would  have  a  tendency  to  cause 
greater  congestion  fewer  breathing 
places,  fewer  lawns,  smaller  boule- 
vards, smaller  yards  and  higher 
and  more  unsightly  buildings—  and 
the  man  who  preferred  a  small 
house   located  on  a  lot  with  one 
hundred  feet  frontage  by  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  feet  deep.so  as 
to  give  him  the  benefit  of  a  garden, 
would  have  to  pay  three  times  as 
much  in  taxation  as  the  man  who 
had  a  lot  adjoining  forty  feet  front- 
age and  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  feet  deep  on  which  he  had 
built  a  large  boarding  house  which 
covered  every  square  foot  of  the 
ground,  and  out  of  which  he  was 
receiving  a  handsome  income. 

The  tendency  would  be  higher 
buildings,  the  use  of  less  land  and 
the  congestion  of  the  populace. 
The  theory  of  exemptions  is  bad 
and  unequitable,  and  the  experi- 
ence of  every  assessor  who  has 
studied  the'  problem  of  taxation 
has  been  that  before  we  adopt  an 
experiment  let  us  be  quite  sure 
where  it  will  lead  us  to. 

We  hope  therefore  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Ontario  Legislature 
will  guard  well  our  interests  and 
prevent  experimentalists  from  re- 
lieving one  class  and  throwing  the 
taxation  burden  where  it  generally 
goes  on  the  shoulders  of  the  heavily 
taxed  Retail  Merchant.

The  New  Telephone. 

When  the  inventor  first  sub- 
mittted  his  proposal  to  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Toronto  Branch,  they 
appointed  a  special  committee  to 
investigate  the  system  and  bring 
in  a  report.  After  considerable 
enquiry  th^y  decided  that  they 
would  wait  until  the  system  was  in 
practical  operation  in  the  stores  of 
the  retail  merchants  at  Toronto 
Junction,  and  then  have  proper 
tests  made  so  as  to  prove  the  prac- 
ticability of  the  new  invention. 
This  has  now  been  accomplished, 
and  the  retail  merchants  who  are 
using  the  system  speak  of  it  in 
the  highest  terms,  it  having  proved 
to  be  in  every  particular  just  what 
the  inventor  claimed  it  would  be. 

This  new  invention  will  there- 
fore revolutionize  the  entire  Tele- 
phone, Electric  Light  and  Power 
System  of  the  world,  as  the  cost  of 


installing  the  one  service  takes  the 
place  of  the  three  separate  systems 
thus  reducing  the  cost  of  each 
service  from  thirty-three  to  fifty  per 
cent,  which  will  prove  to  be  an 
immense  saving  to  retail  merchants. 
We  would  advise  the  members  of 
our  branches  throughout  the  Do- 
minion to  take  up  this  subject, 
appoint  committees  and  investigate 
it  and  if  necessary  send  one  or 
more  delegates  down  to  "Toronto 
Junction"  to  examine  the  system 
and  see  it  in  operation. 

The  members  of  the  Toronto 
branch  are  highly  pleased  with  the 
success  of  the  new  invention  as  it 
will  now  mean  that  the  extortion- 
ate rates  of  the  Bell  Co.,  and  the 
Electric  Light  Company  of  this 
city  will  have  to  be  lowered,  and 
the  exclusive  monopoly  will  have 
to  give  away  to  open  competition, 
the  only  possible  way  in  which  we 
can  be  relieved. 

The  following  description  of  the 
new  invention  may  be  of  interest 
to  our  readers  : — 

What  It  Is  and  What  It  Does. 

It  is  well  known  that  modern 
telephone  practice  has  made  a 
great  advance  by  centralizing  the 
electric  energy  needed  by  sub- 
scribers for  talking  and  ringing. 
By  bringing  about  this  centraliz- 
ation many  desirable  results  are 
obtained.  The  idle  capital  repre- 
sented by  the  sub  cribers'  local 
batteries  and  the  calling  generators 
is  done  away  with.  The  labor  of 
visiting  or  inspecting  the  sub- 
scribers' apparatus  is  greatly  re- 
duced ;  that  necessary  to  repair 
and  renew  batteries,  together  with 
the  expense  of  material  for  such 
renewal,  being  rendered  nil.  The 
electrical  efficiency  of  the  plant  is 
greatly  increased  by  having  large 
batteries  in  operation  at  the 
"Central  Office''  continuously,  in- 
stead of  a  small  battery  in  each 
subscriber's  'phone.  All  these 
advantages  were  achieved  by  the 
introduction  of  the  common  bat- 
tery or  central  energy  system, 
whereby  the  whole  of  the  current 
necessary  to  operate  a  large  tele- 
phone exchange  is  generated  at 
the  "Central  Office." 

In  the  central  energy  system  the 
indicator  drops  in  the  "Central 
Office"  having  been  replaced  by 
small  electric  lamps,  the  lighting 
of  which  is  the  signal  to  the  oper- 
ator that  the  subscriber  is  calling. 
For  instance,  in  an  exchange  of 
ten  thousand  lines,  there  are  ten 
thousand  such  lamps,  in  addition 


to  which  are  a  large  number  of 
supplementary  lights  for  "clearing 
out"  or  "disconnecting"  signals, 
etc.  Each  modern  telephone  ex- 
change is  therefore,  to  a  limited 
extent,  a  combined  telephone  and 
electric  light  plant. 

The  question  naturally  occurs  to 
the  mind  of  the  average  thinking 
person  that,  if  electric  lamps  can 
be  lighted  at  the  Central  Office  end 
of  the  telephone  line,  why  not  at 
the  subscriber's  house  or  office  ? 
The  reason  why  this  has  not  been 
possible  in  the  past  is  that  the  cur- 
rent employed  is  of  too  low  a  volt- 
age to  light  the  ordinary  electric 
incandescent  lamp,  and  the  circuits 
employed  are  only  adapted  to  tele- 
phone working. 

The  inventor  of  the  "  Stark " 
System,  Mr.  Alex.  M.  Stark, — who 
was  until  April,  1903,  Superintend- 
ent of  equipment  and  Service  for 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  in 
Toronto,  Canada,  and  who  had 
charge  of  the  telephone  system  for 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  in 
fact,  from  its  inception  in  that  city, 
— became  impressed  with  the  idea 
that  it  would  be  a  source  of  great 
economy  if  a  central  energy  sys-  _ 
tem  could  be  devised,  which  would 
enable  a  current  of  sufficient  volt- 
age to  be  delivered  at  the  telephone 
subscriber's  premises  to  provide 
him  with  light  and  power  also. 
As  a  result  of  continued  experi- 
ments, he  succeeded  in  perfecting 
a  system  by  which  it  is  possible  to 
use  an  ordinary  electric  light  direct 
current  of  no  volts  for  the  opera- 
tion of  telephone  instruments,  with- 
out possible  danger  thereto  or  to 
the  user  thereof.  Owing  to  this 
new  development,  every  telephone 
subscriber  under  the  "Stark"' 
System  can  now  be  supplied  with 
a  current  which  will  light  any  num- 
ber of  lamps  that  may  be  required, 
in  addition  to  driving  motors, 
operating  telegraph  instruments, 
electric  bells,  fire  and  burglar 
alarms, or  for  any  purpose  for  which 
electricity  can  be  utiliied. 

In  the  "  Stark  "  System,  the  cur- 
rent necessary  for  all  services  is 
distributed  from  the  generator  at 
the  Central  Station  (where  a  tele- 
phone switchboard  is  also  located) 
over  the  same  main  power  circuit, 
from  which  service-wires  are  taken 
to  the  subscriber's  premises,  in 
accordance  with  the  present  method 
adopted  by  elecfric  light  com 
panies.  In  addition  to  this,  only 
one  wire  is  carried  between  the 
Central  Station  and  each  subscrib- 
er's telephone,  thereby  effecting  a 
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saving  of  the  second  wire  necessary 
with  existing  telephone  systems. 

Immunity  from  Danger. 

In  the  *'  Stari<  "  System  there  is 
an  entire  absence  of  "  high  ten- 
sion "  or  "  alternating  currents  on 
the  "  mains  "  between  the  gener- 
ating station  and  the  subscriber's 
premises.  As  the  electro-motive 
force  employed  on  the  circuits  at 
no  time  exceeds  115  volts  (the 
normal  voltage  being  1 10)  no  trans- 
formers are  required  ;  the  current 
being  generated  at  this  low  voltage 
at  the  Central  Station  and  trans- 
mitted direct  to  the  consumer,  all 
liability  to  danger  or  accidents  of 
any  kind  is  therefore  entirely  elim- 
inated. In  view  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  fatalities,  fires,  and  other 
accidents  which  occur  every  year 
in  connection  with  electric  light 
systems  employing  high  tension 
alternating  currents  and  transform- 
ers, this  immunity  from  danger  ob- 
tained under  the  "  Stark  "  System 
is  an  advantage,  the  importance  of 
which  cannot  be  too  strongly  em- 
phasized.

BANK  OF  HAMILTON. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bank  of 
Hamilton  is  held  this  year  in  January 
instead  of  June,  and  consequently  the 
report  is  for  a  half-year  only.  But  in 
the  half-year  the  net  earnings  have 
been  $182,824,  ^  remarkably  good  rate, 
especially  in  the  part  of  the  year  which 
is  characterized  by  the  president  as  the 
lean  half  year.  During  that  period  the 
assets  of  the  bank  increased  by  $1,840, 
000,  and  are  now  swelled  to  a  total  of 
126,500,000  Deposits  are  increased  by 
a  million  and  a  half — but  the  increase, 
we  observe,  is  not  in  the  non-interest 
bearing  department — and  circulation  is 
higher.  The  readily  available  assets 
are  in  very  large  proportion. 

In  Mr.  Gibson's  address,  reference 
was  made  to  the  expanding  business  of 
the  country,  and  to  the  efforts  made  by 
the  bank  to  keep  pace  with  it  by 
branches  in  the  North-West,  and  by 
purchases  of  property  in  Niagara  Falls 
and  Toronto  for  agencies  to  be  erected. 
The  president  referred  sympathetically 
to  the  death  of  a  former  director,  Mr. 
Arthur  B.  Lee,  and  to  the  recent  be- 
reavement of  one  of  his  Hamilton 
directors.  He  also  spoke  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mr.  C.  C.  Dalton,  a  suc- 
cessful merchant  of  Toronto,  to  fill  the 
place  on  the  board  vacant  through  the 
death  of  Mr.  Lee.

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LIVE    STOCK     DEALERS  OF 
MONTREAL   WANT  RE- 
DUCED MARKET  FEES. 

The  live  stock  dealers  of  Montreal 
recently  presented  the  following  peti- 
tion to  the  Market  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  asking  that  the  market 
fees  be  reduced  on  cattle  : 

"  We,  the  undersigned,  live  stock 
dealers  of  the  city  of  Montreal  and 
vicinity,  have  long  severely  felt  that 
the  market  fees  and  weighing  charges 
on  live  stock  are  excessive  and  exceed- 
ingly injurious  to  the  interest  of  the 
city  and  its  trade  when  compared  with 
charges  for  the  same  in  the  city  of 
Toronto." 

The  petition  then  gives  a  compara- 
tive list  of  the  charges  collected  in 
Toronto,  and  Montreal.  In  Montreal, 
it  seems,  the  charges  are  about  double. 
For  instance,  the  market  fees  on  cattle 
here  are  20  cents  a  head  and  10  cents  in 
Toronto ;  for  sheep,  hogs  and  calves 
the  fee  is  5  cents  here  and  2  cents  in 
Toronto;  for  weighing  here  it  is  10 
cents  a  head  and  3  cents  in  Toronto, 
and  for  sheep,  hogs  and  calves  5  cents 
here  and  i  cent  in  Toronto.  For  large 
lots  the  price  is  somewhat  lower,  about 
3  cents  each  for  weighing  sheep,  hogs 
and  calves  in  Montreal. 

The  petition  goes  on  to  say  : 

"  And,  further,  we  consider  the  pre- 
sent distribution,  or,  rather,  want  of 
proper  distribution  of  fees  is  unjust. 

"  Live  stock  offered  for  sale  within 
the  city  limits,  whether  for  local  con- 
sumption or  for  export,  pays  full  mar- 
ket fees,  whereas  live  stock  and  dressed 
meats  not  offered  on  the  markets,  but 
slaughtered,  cut  and  sold  for  consump- 
tion within  the  city  pay  no  market  fees. 

"  Having  drawn  your  attention  to  the 
above  facts,  we  most  respectfully  de- 
sire to  urge  strongly  upon  you  the  in- 
justice to  the  stock  trade,  and,  we 
believe,  in  the  interest  and  benefit  of 
the  trade  of  the  city,  to  reduce  the 
market  fees  and  weighing  charges  to 
the  Toronto  tariffs  and  apply  the  same 
to  all  stock  of  the  same  classes,  whether 
alive  or  dressed,  offered  or  sold  within 
the  city. 

It  was  decided  to  consider  the  com- 
plaint and  visit  the  cattle  market. 
Chairman  Levy  explained  that  the 


cattle  market  had  been  rented  to  the 
C.  P.  R.  It  was  also  stated  that  the 
market  had  recently  been  sub-let  again. 
The  matter  is  to  be  enquired  into.

RETAIL  BUTCHERS  OBJECT  TO 
RAISING  OF  STALL  RENTS  IN 
MONTREAL  MARKETS. 

The  butchers  do  not  propose  to  al- 
low the  rent  of  the  stalls  in  the  market 
to  be  raised  without  making  some  pro- 
test. At  the  meeting  of  the  Butchers' 
Association,  held  on  Tuesday  evening, 
January  loth,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  Joseph  Lamoureux,  the  matter  was 
fully  discussed. 

The  chairman  explained  the  object 
of  the  meeting,  and  addresses  were  de- 
livered by  Mr.  Pierre  Bedard  and 
others.  According  to  the  statement 
made,  the  increase  in  rates  varied  from 
four  to  thirty  per  cent.  The  butchers 
in  St  Lawrence  market  have  special 
ground  of  complaint,  as  they  claim 
that  their  rates  are  increased  from 
twenty  to  thirty  per  cent.,  while  those 
of  the  Bonsecours  market  are  raised 
only  from  four  to  five  per  cent. 

It  was  decided  to  petition  the  City 
Council  against  the  proposed  increase 
in  rates.  A  petition  was  drafted  on  the 
spot,  and  numerously  signed.  It  will 
be  passed  around  among  the  butchers 
of  the  city,  and  a  determined  effort 
made  to  prevent  any  further  changes 
in  the  rates.

SMUGGLING 

The  last  issue  of  the  "Dry  Goods 
Review"  says  :  "  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
Dominion  customs  authorities  to  take 
better  precautions  to  prevent  the  smug- 
gling into  Canada  of  such  large  quan- 
tities of  wearing  apparel.  The  evil  has 
become  a  crying  one  and  merits  care- 
ful attention.  It  is  not  an  uncommon 
thing  to  hear  ladies  boasting  of  how 
they  brought  across  two  dozen  blouses, 
which  they  subsequently  distributed 
at  cost  price  among  their  friends. 
Shoes,  gloves,  corsets — all  are  being 
brought  in  by  private  individuals  in 
large  quantities. 

We  take  no  exception  whatever  to  a 
person  making  purchases  for  his  or  her 
own  private  purposes  in  New  York  or 
any  other  American  city,  but  we  do 
strenuously  object  to  a  person  becom- 
ing for  the  nonce  a  merchant,  defraud- 
ing the  customs  and  despoiling  Cana- 
dian business  men  of  their  just  means 
of  livelihood. 

Our  merchants  are  heavily  taxed  as 
it  is.  They  cannot  and  do  not  wish  to 
escape  the  customs  imposts  and  it  is 
due  to  them  that  the  citizens  of  towns 
or  cities,  who  derive  much  of  their 
livelihood  from  them,  should  do  them 
the  justice  of  fair  dealing." 

The  above  is  quite  applicable  to  a 
great  many  other  lines  of  merchan- 
dise, and  we  have  a  large  number  of 
complaints  now  in  front  of  us  from 
our  Branches,  and  we  have  taken  the 
matter  up  with  the  Minister  of  Cus- 
toms and  we  hope  that  some  remedy 
will  soon  be  provided.  If  it  is  im- 
possible to  stop  smuggling  we  had  all 
better  know  it,  and  the  authorities 
should  inform  us  what  they  intend  to 
do.

CIAL EXCHANGE  WANT  A 
STEAMSHIP  SERVICE  TO 
THE  WEST  INDIES. 

CEREAL  COMPANY  CANNOT 
COMPETE. 

A  meeting  of  the  ChamberD  de  Com- 
merce of  Montreal  was  Leld  this  month, 
at  which  a  couple  of  important 
matters  were  referred  to  sub  com- 
mittees. The  first  was  the  letter  from 
the  Montreal  Corn  Exchange,  asking 
the  co  operation  of  the  Chambre  in 
making  representations  to  the  Minister 
of  Commerce  which  would  lead  to  the 
establishment  of  a  steamship  service 
from  Montreal  to  the  West  Indies. 

The  second  was  with  regard  to  a 
communication  which  was  received 
from  the  Peterborough  Board  of  Trade 
drawing  attention  to  certain  corres- 
pondence which  had  passed  between 
that  body  and  the  president  of  the 
American  Cereal  Company  of  Chicago, 
which  had  a  factory  in  Peterborough. 
The  board  had  written  asking  why  the 
operations  of  the  plant  at  Peterborough 
had  been  curtailed. 

The  president  of  the  American 
Cereal  Company  replied  that  up  to  the 
present  season  conditions  had  favoured 
Peterborough  owing  to  the  two  suc- 
cessive crop  failures  in  the  United 
States,  which  had  placed  the  American 
wheat  market  above  export  basis.  But 
this  year  the  conditions  had  returned 
to  their  natural  level  and  both  markets 
were  at  present  on  an  export  basis.  As 
the  profit  of  manufacturing  depended 
on  the  cost  of  transportation,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Cereal  Company 
finally  explained  that  the  railway  rates 
in  the  United  States  being  cheaper,  the 
company  could  deliver  their  product  to 
the  seaboard  at  a  lower  cost  than  in 
Canada. 

The  Peterborough  Board  of  Trade 
thought  that  the  railway  grain  rates 
should  be  so  adjusted  in  Canada  as  to 
encourage  home  manufacture.  With 
this  aim  in  view,  they  solicited  the  co- 
operation of  the  Chambre  de  Com- 
merce in  obtaining  such  concessions 
through  the  Railway  Commission  as 
will  enable  large  manufacturers  of 
cereals  to  secure  reduced  rates  so  as  to 
encourage  them  in  manufacturing  for 
foreign  markets.

GREAT   BRITAIN'S  APPLE 
CROP. 

The  apple  crop  of  Great  Britain  for 
the  season  of  1904  proved  to  be  the 
largest  for  some  years,  and  prices  of 


domestic  fruit  have  in  consequence 
ruled  lower  in  London,  in  fact  so  low 
that  it  scarcely  paid  to  market  them, 
and  in  some  cases  they  did  not  realize 
freight  and  other  necessary  charges. 
The  low  prices  obtained  by  the  British 
farmer  for  his  apples,  is  now  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  press,  and  means 
are  being  discussed,  and  views  of  experts 
offered,  to  mitigate  this  condition  in  the 
future. 

Most  of  the  English  apples  were 
harvested  and  sent  to  market  early,  and 
therefore  have  not  clashed  to  any 
appreciable  extent  with  Canadian  fruit, 
and  only  the  earliest  shipments  suffered 
in  competition  with  them.  Owing  to  the 
low  prices  the  consumption  has  been 
very  great,  and  the  possibility  is,  that 
at  the  present  time,  there  is  not  a  very 
much  larger  quantity  of  apples 
remaining  in  the  English  districts  than 
ordinary  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

The  British  public  prefer  an  apple 
with  bright  colour,  and  the  dealers  are 
prepared  to  pay  a  higher  price  for  good 
coloured  Baldwins,  Blenheim  Kings  and 
Spy  than  for  ordinary  English  apples. 

The  cost  of  bringing  apples  from  Can- 
ada to  the  English  market  ranges  from 
35  cents  to  90  cents  a  barrel,  and  as 
prices  vary  from  75  cents  to  $1.00  per 
barrel,  it  is  easily  seen  that  only  good 
fruit  should  be  shipped.

GOOD    MARKET  IN 
MARTINIQUE. 

Canadian  exporters  of  flour,  pease 
and  beans  and  white  pine  lumber  ought 
to  find  in  Martinique  a  good  market  for 
these  articles.  In  1903  the  imports  of 
flour  were  valued  at  ;^66,i94,  and  the 
imports  of  pease  and  beans  £7,596. 
Practically  the  whole  trade  in  the  above 
is  done  with  the  United  States  of 
America. 

A  certain  proportion  of  the  above- 
mentioned  articles  are  of  Canadian 
origin,  but  being  shipped  via  New  York, 
they  are  entered  in  the  Customs  re- 
turns as  imports  from  the  United  States 
of  America.

WANT  TO  HAVE  DUTY 
PLSlCED  on  AMERICAN 
LUMBER. 

George  McCormick,  ex  M  P.  for 
Muskoka  and  Parry  Sound  and  W.  R. 
Beatty,  ex-M.L.A.,  of  Arrow  Head, 
B  C,  and  Neil  McEachren,  of  Brace- 
bridge,  went  to  Ottawa  as  members  of 
a  deputation  representing  the  lumber 
interests  in  every  part  of  Canada,  from 
British  Columbia  to  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  to  ask  the  Government  to 
place  a  duty  on  American  lumber  com- 
ing into  Canada. 

Mr.  McCormick  says  the  influx  of 
timber  from  Washington,  Oregon  and 
Montana  into  Western  Canada,  is 
seriously  affecting  the  Canadian 
market.

MR.    JUSTICE  TELLIER 
AFFIRMS  PRINCIPLE. 

Creditors  have  no  right  to  sign  a 
composition  with  their  debtors,  and 
afterwards  seek  to  recover  the  full 
amount  of  their  indebtedness  on  ac- 
count of  a  private  arrangement.  This 
principle  was  once  more  affirmed  on 
Jan  12th  by  Mr.  Justice  Tellier  of 
Montreal  in  the  Superior  Court,  in  the 
matter  of  Bourdon  vs  Riopelle.  The 
plaintiff  sued  on  two  notes  for  $200  and 
$225  85  with  interest  of  $26.82.  The 
defendant  pleaded  illegal  consideration. 
The  proof  developed  that  the  plaintiff 
on  the  assignment  of  the  defendant, 
offered  to  arrange  a  settlement  with 
the  defendant's  creditors,  provided  he 
himself  was  secured  privately  to  the 
full  amount  of  his  account.  He  was 
the  first  to  sign  the  deed  of  composi- 
tion and  accept  the  dividend.  The 
court  ruled  that  having  done  this  he 
was  precluded  from  recovering  any 
further  amount.

A  Lesson  for  Retail  Merchants. 

The  following  is  from  the  last  issue 
of  Industrial  Canada  :  — 

The  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation Insurance  Committee  will  ap- 
point at  once  the  best  man  obtainable 
to  the  position  of  insurance  manager, 
ar3d  the  work  of  the  department  will 
begin  without  delay.  The  different 
features  of  insurance  to  be  dealt  with 
will  be  outlined  at  an  early  date.  It 
is,  however,  understood  that  the  man- 
ager will  be  available  at  all  times  to 
consult  with  the  members  of  the 
association,  and  advise  them  regarding 
their  policies  and  their  rates.  A  system 
of  inspection  will  be  organized  and 
suggestions  off.red  for  improving  risks 
that  will  bring  in  return  a  reduction  in 
premiums.  The  department  will  even- 
tually undertake  to  handle  all  the  in- 
surance the  members  entrust  to  it,  and 
to  secure  policies  at  the  be  t  possible 
rates  of  premium.  Responsible  com- 
panies have  made  offers  to  accept  in- 
surance from  the  association  at  a  per- 
centage of  discount  off  the  present 
rates.  This  discount  will  be  disbursed 
to  maintain  the  department  and  to 
benefit  the  members  of  the  association 
by  reducing  their  premiums. 

This  intended  programme  differs 
very  materially  from  what  was  first 
proposed  by  the  committee  of  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association. 
It  is  a  much  more  sensible,  and  we 
think,  a  more  feasible  proposition  than 
to  form  a  mutual  company  which 
should  undertake  to  carry  so  many 
millions  or  hundreds  of  millions  of 
insurance  risks  for  manufacturers. 
Evidently  some  persons  of  experience 
and  prudence  have  been  able  to 
restrain  the  temper  of  some,  and  the 
impetuosity  of  others  cf  the  committee 
who  seemed  determined  upon  nothing 
short  of  a  quarrel  with  the  associated 
fire  underwriters.  To  do  insurance 
brokerage  for  the  members  of  the 
association — which  is  what  the  scheme 
seems  now  to  resolve  itself  into — is  a 
more  practical  occupation  for  the  C 
M.  A.  insurance  manager  than  to 
embark  upon  the  difficult  and  thank- 
less task  of  protecting,  by  means  of 
the  association's  capital,  the  huge 
aggregate  of  risks  represented  by  the 
business  of  the  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation from  one  end  to  the  other  of 
the  Dominion.

WHAT  "INDUSTRIAL  CANADA,"  THE 
OFFICIAL  ORGAN  OF  THE  CAN- 
ADIAN MANUFACTURERS, 
SAYS    ON  DUMPING 
DUTIES. 

The  dumping  clause  of  the  Fielding 
Tariff  Act  of  1904  is  a  purely  protection- 
ist measure.  Mr.  Fielding,  in  intro- 
ducing it,  did  not  pretend  it  was  de- 
signed for  any  other  purpose  than  to 
give  protection  to  Canadian  industries, 
its  chief  object  was  to  provide  revenue. 
There  was  never  introduced  in  any 
legislative  body  in  the  world  a  measure 
whose  aim  was  more  unqualifiedly  pro- 
tective ;  and  yet,  if  it  were  generally 
accepted  as  representing  the  views  of 
protectionists,  it  might  do  more  harm 
to  the  cause  than  any  measure  ever 
devised  by  Canadian  opponents  of 
protection.  A  policy  that  causes  con- 
tinual annoyance  to  almost  every  busi- 
ness man  in  the  country  cannot  be  long 
maintained,  and  that  is  what  the  dump- 
ing clause  is  likely  to  do.  The  great 
majority  of  business  men,  whether 
manufacturers  or  merchants,  require  to 
import  some  of  the  articles  they  use  or 
sell.  This  is  true  in  the  most  highly 
protected  countries  as  well  as  in  the 
low  tariff  countries.  Every  business 
man,  therefore,  is  interested  in  having 
a  tariff  law  that  can  be  easily  under- 
stood and  administered  with  fair  and 
equal  treatment  for  all  importers. 
From  the  business  man's  standpoint  it 
does  not  matter  so  much  how  high  the 
duty  is,  if  he  knows  beforehand  exactly 
what  he  has  to  pay,  and  is  sure  that  all 
his  competitors  must  pay  exactly  the 
same  as  he  does.  The  dumping  law 
upsets  all  the  calculations  of  the  busi- 
ness man.  With  this  system  of  pro- 
tection in  force  he  can  seldom  tell  what 
duty  he  will  have  to  pay  on  imported 
articles  until  the  decision  of  the  customs 
officer  has  been  given.  He  cannot  be 
sure  that  some  rival  merchant  will  not 
get  better  terms  than  he  does.  Not 
only  will  dishonest  merchants  be  able 
to  evade  the  law,  but  honest  merchants, 
who  have  conscientiously  given  what 
they  regarded  as  the  true  valuation  will 
frequently  be  suspected  of  fraud.  This 
system  of  protection  will  prove  so 
harassing,  that  if  protectionists  are  held 
to  be  responsible  for  it,  there  will  be 


developed  a  hostile  public  sentiment 
which  cannot  be  overcome  for  many 
years.  Consequently,  even  those  in- 
dustries which  are  temporarily  benefited 
by  the  dumping  clause  should  use  their 
influence  to  have  reasonable  specific 
duties  substituted  for  it."

MUST  THE  STREET  CAR 
GO? 

*'  In  the  course  of  a  few  years  there 
will  not  be  a  street  car  track  in  all 
New  York." 

Such  is  the  prophecy  of  a  mechani- 
cal expert  who  the  Manufacturer's 
Record  says  has  built  and  rebuilt  more 
street  railways  than  any  other  man  in 
this  country. 

This  same  unnamed  but  highly  com- 
mended authoritity  declares  that 
owing  to  the  cost  of  changes  in 
methods  and  systems  which  inventive 
ingenuity  has,  ever  since  the  passing 
of  the  horse  car,  been  constantly  forc- 
ing on  the  owners  of  street  railways,  it 
is  doubtful  whether  as  many  as  5 
per  cent,  of  these  have  been  operated 
at  a  bona  fide  profit. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  cable  as  a 
means  of  propulsion.  Its  life  was  but 
a  breath  ;  its  installation  and  subse- 
quent abolition — its  birth,  death  and 
funeral — cost  the  owners  of  many 
street  railways  as  much  as  could  be 
legitimately  carried  in  10  years  of 
operation.  Its  replacement  by  elec- 
tricity, involvmg  changes  in  power 
plants,  conduits  and  general  equip- 
ment, cost  in  most  cases  enough  to 
eat  up  the  earnings  of  another  decade, 
even  with  skillful  management  and 
growing  traffic. 

The  process  has  been  repeated 
time  and  again  in  different  cities, 
throughout  the  country.  In  Denver 
one  of  the  most  perfect  cable  systems 
in  the  country  was  in  operation  only 
five  years,  when  it  was  supplanted  by 
electricity.  The  streets  having  been 
improved,  the  bicycle  put  this  com- 
pany out  of  business,  forcing  it  into 
bankruptcy,  the  investors  losing 
millions  of  dollars.  Now  the  city  has 
placed  orders  for  automobile  omni- 
buses, to  be  operated  on  its  perfect 
streets. 

In  London  British  conservatism  has 
proven  highly  beneficial  to  the  owners 


of  transportation  systems.  Four  hun- 
dred millions  of  passengers — more 
than  the  surface  cars  of  New  York 
haul — are  annually  transported  in 
omnibuses  drawn  by  horses,  which  are 
rapidly  being  converted  into  electric 
autobuses. 

Years  of  expensive  street  car 
changes  in  Los  Angeles,  Gal,  are  now' 
being  followed  by  rapid  installation  of 
automobile  omnibuses. 

The  way  has  been  paved  for  the 
change  in  New  York  through  the 
recent  construction  of  nearly  1000 
miles  of  asphalt  streets. 

Five  years  ago  there  were  no  auto- 
mobiles. During  the  last  12  months 
the  automobile  output  of  this  country 
exceeded  in  value  all  the  locomotives 
built  in  America  by  $20,000,000,  and 
the  industry  is  scarcely  out  of  its 
infancy. 

The  trolley  car  and  the  draft  horse 
may  go  together.  There  is  no  room 
in  the  crowded  streets  of  the  large 
cities  for  either.

dian  Parliament  was  opened  at  Ottawa 
on  Thursday,  Jan.  12th,  1905,  by  His 
Excellency,  Earl  Grey,  the  recently 
appointed  Governor-General  of  the 
Dominion.  The  speech  from  the 
Throne  did  not  forecast  any  important 
legislation.

Toronto  Branch. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Drug  Section  of  the  Retail  Merchants 
Association  of  Canada,  Toronto 
Branch,  was  held  in  their  board  room 
on  Thursday  afternoon,  Jan.  5th, 
1905,  at  three  o'clock,  a  large  attend- 
ance present.  Mr.  A.  E.  Walton  in 
the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  were  read  and  confirmed.  A 
report  of  the  Contract  Plan  Meeting 
was  brought  in  by  the  chairman,  Mr. 
John  Hargreaves,  who  stated  that  one 
or  two  complaints  had  been  received 
that  some  goods  that  were  on 
the  contract  plan  were  being  sold 
below  the  market  price.  Immediate 
action  was  taken  by  the  Committee, 
and  the  violators  of  the  Contract  have 
promised  to  stop  at  once. 

The  Trade  Improvement  Com- 
mittee reported  that  they  had  spent 
two  and  a  half  days  meeting  with  the 
Wholesale  Association,  discussing  the 
new  agreement  with  the  manufacturers. 
A  great  many  points  of  difference  had 
been  cleared  up  and  the  chief 
difficulty  that  appeared  in  the  way  of 
arriving  at  a  settlement  earlier  was, 
that  the  manufacturers  considered  that 
they  should  have  been  consulted  be- 
fore the  Joint  Agreement  had  been 
offered  f^^■  signature.  They  hoped, 
however,  to  have  all  the  points  of 
difference  amicably  settled  at  a  very 
early  date,  as  the  Retail  Committee 
had  received  excellent  encouragement 
from  the  members  throughout  the  Do- 
minion, and  they  were  determined 
that  no  effjrt  should  be  spared  on 
their  part  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
they  had  started  out  to  obtain,  namely; 
— to  prevent  price  cutting. 

The  report  was  received  with  loud 
applause.  A  special  committee  was 
reported  to  arrange  for  an  A  Banquet 
to  take  place  during  the  first  wdek  of 
February,  when  an  invitaiion  would  be 
given  to  the  members  of  the  Ontario 
College  of  Pharmacy  who  would  be  in 
the  city  at  that  time. 

The  following  officers  were  then 
elected  for  the  coming  year  : — Chair- 
man, W.  J.  A.  Carnahan ;  ist  Vice., 
D.  E.  S.  Munro;  2nd  Vice.,  C.  H.

When  it  comes  to  the  cause  ot  this  existing 
condition,  a  great  deal  could  be  said  We 
will  try  and  be  brief.    Probably  no  duty 
confroutiiig  the  merchant  of  to  day  presents 
more  stubborn   questions    than    does  his 
advertising.     That  very  many  merchants 
are  too  careless  in  the  preparation  of  their 
advertising  goes  without  saying.     That  the 
public  have  been   misled   so    much  by 
advertisements  calculated   to   mis  ead  or 
deceive,  that  they  have  become  incredulous 
of  almost  everything   in  the  nature  of  a 
newspaper  ad  ,  is  a  well  established  fact. 
The  merchants  at  large  have  only  them 
selves  to  blame  for  this  distrust  existing  in 
the  minds  of  the  people     Ihe  former  have 
furnished  the  cause,  and  the  effect  is  only 
natural.     In  this  eager  desire  to  rival  or 
eclipse  the  statement  of  others  they  have 
been  led  to  under  estimate  the  real  value  of 
truth,  and  their  future  ads.  lose  their  force 
and  all  their  statements  are  taken  with  a 
liberal  "pinch  of  salt,"     That  Petrolea  is 
no  exception  to  this  rule  is  well  known.

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WANT  DUTY   REDUCED  ON 
WOOLEN  GOODS. 

On  the  sth  inst.  a  deputation  re- 
presenting the  wholesale  dry  goods 
trade  of  Canada  waited  upon  the 
Cabinet  Ministers  at  Ottawa,  in  regard 
to  the  duties  on  woollen  goods,  cloth- 
ing, mantles,  skirts,  etc  The  deputa- 
tion was  composed  as  follows  :  From 
Toronto — R.  L.  Davidson,  of  John 
Macdonald  &  Co.  ;  W.  R.  Smallpiece, 
of  the  VV.  R.  Brock  Co.  ;  James  W. 
Woods,  of  Gordon-McKay  &  Co. 
From  Montreal— William  Agnew,  of 
William  Agnew  &  Co.;  George  Sumner, 
of  Hodgson,  Sumner  &  Co.;  J.  R 
Brock,  of  the  W.  R.  Brock  G :  G.  B. 
Fraser,  of  Greenshields,  Limited,  and 
J.  S.  Cook,  of  Caverhill  &  Kissock. 
From  Quebec — E.  B.  Garneau,  of  P. 
Garneau,  Fils  &  Cie.  From  London 
— R.  Little,  of  Robinson,  Little  &  Co. 
The  ministers  present,  besides  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier,  were :  Hon.  Wm. 
Paterson,  Sir  William  Mulock,  Hon. 
L.  P.  Brodeur,  Hon.  Raymond  Pre- 
fontaine,  and  Hon.  C.  S.  Hyman 
(Minister  without  portfolio.)  The 
Hon.  W.  S.  Fielding,  now  in  Europe, 
was  aware  that  the  deputation  would 
visit  Oitawa  and  left  word  with  his 
colleagues  that  it  be  given  a  hearing 
before  the  full  cabinet. 

Mr.  Wood?,  as  chairman  of  the  Dry 
Goods  Section  ot  the  Toronto  Board 
of  Trade,  was  elected  spokesman  of 
the  deputation,  which  requested  that 
the  duties  on  such  special  classes  of 
woolen  goods  as  were  not  made  in 
Canada  be  either  reduced  or  put  on 
the  free  list,  and  that  the  differential 
rates  on  other  goods  be  reduced  to  a 
simple  rate,  such  as  existed  before  the 
last  tariff  changes.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  in  spite  of  all  efforts,  it  was 
impossible  to  prevent  fraud  in  connec- 
tion with  fabrics  allowed  in  at  a 
special  rate  when  imported  for  use  in 
factories,  such,  for  example,  as  silk  for 
ties  in  necktie  factories.  Goods  com- 
ing in  for  the  ostensible  purpose  of 
being  made  up  in  factories,  found  their 
way  to  certain  other  people  in  the 
dry  goods  trade,  and  the  regular 
dealer,  who  paid  the  regular  duty,  was 
injured.  It  was  also  held  to  be  a 
great  injustice,  not  only  to  the  im- 
porter but  to  the  maker  up  of  fabrics 
in  Canada,  such  as  men's  clothing, 
ladies'  skirts,  mantles,  etc.,  that  a  rate 
of  duty  should  be  charged  of  30  and 
35  per  cent,  when  these  goods  were 
brought  into  the  country  as  piece 
goods,  and  yet  when  they  were  import- 
ed in  the  form  of  ready-made  gar- 
ments that  the  duty  should  be  less. 
This  was  an  actual  handicap  on  the 
Canadian  manufacturer  of  these  goods, 
and  at  the  same  time  deprived  the 
trade  of  handling  the  business  in  this 
country.  This  handicap  was  specially 
severe  under  the  preferential  tariff  in 
some  classes  of  goods. 


The  members  of  the  Government 
asked  various  questions,  and  the 
subject  was  discussed  for  an  hour  or 
two.  When  asked  what  the  Canadian 
woolen  manufacturers  would  say  to  the 
proposed  reductions,  Mr.  Woods  said 
he  was  authorized  by  Mr.  Brock,  who 
had  large  interests  in  Canadian  mills, 
to  say  that  he  did  not  think  the  reduc- 
tion of  duties  on  lines  of  goods  not 
made  in  Canada  would  be  opposed. 

While  no  promise  was  made  on 
behalf  of  the  Government,  "serious 
consideration"  of  the  matter  was 
assured  to  the  deputation.  The  ques- 
tion would  be  fully  gone  into  when  the 
tariff  commission,  which  would  be 
appointed  this  session,  got  to  work. 
Meantime  it  was  thought  that,  in  the 
case  of  one  or  two  items  about  which 
there  would  be  no  serious  question, 
the  dutiss  might  be  readjusted  by 
order-in-council,  ;vithcut  waiting  for 
the  report  of  the  commission.

It  is 
forbidden  to  erect  or  use  any  premises 
for  laundries,  butcher-shops,  stores  or 
manufactories  in  the  district  north  of 
Bloor  street  and  between  Bathurst 
street  and  a  line  drawn  100  feet  east  of 
Avenue  road,  and  in  the  district  north 
of  Bloor  street  and  east  of  Yonge  street 
(Rosedale). 

This  by-law  will  make  the  franchise 
of  all  the  present  stores  in  the  above 
locality  very  valuable.

Nine- 
tenths  of  it  was  produced  along  the  Lake 
Erie  shore,  and  so  was  not  frost  bitten. 
The  fall  weather  has  been  excellent  for 
curing,  and  he  thinks  that  though  last 
year's  output  was  the  finest  grade,  this 
year's  crop  should  average  up  as  well 
if  not  better.  It  will  be  a  few  weeks  yet 
before  buying  begins,  but  when  asked  as 
to  probable  price  on  the  start,  he  would 
not  say  other  than  that  good  fair  prices 
will  rule.  It  looks  as  if  South  Essex 
farmers  will  receive  in  the  aggregate 
more  money  for  tobacco  than  any  year 
since  they  started  to  grow  it. — Amherst- 
burg  Echo.

NEEPAWA,  CANADA'S 
OLDEST  INDEPENDENT 
TELEPHONE  TOWN. 

A  number  of  companies  some 
years  ago  attempted  to  start  the 
Independent  telephone  movement 
in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  but 
their  efforts  were  always  success- 
fully thwarted  by  the  purchase  of 
a  controlling  interest  of  such  com- 
panies by  parties  favorable  to  the 
Canadian  Bell  Company.  The 
first  Independent  plant  that  has 
successfully  remained  in  the  field, 
against  the  most  fiercely  threaten- 
ed fights  by  the  Bell  monopoly  or 
in  the  face  of  their  most  alluring 
and  attractive  offers  for  compromise 
and  price,  is  the  municipal  public 
service  plant  operated  by  the  town 
of  Neepawa,  Manitoba.  This 
town,  having  a  population  of  about 
i,6oo  inhabitants,  is  in  one  of  the 
ricnest  sections  of  Canada,  about 
100  miles  west  of  Winnipeg,  and  is 
one  of  the  most  rapidly  growing 
Northwest  towns. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  Bell  Company  had  a  system  in 
the  town,  and  had  long  distance 
connection  with  Winnipeg  and  the 
Northwest,  the  municipality  deter- 
mined to  establish  its  own  local 
service  in  1899,  before  there  had 
been  any  successful  Independent 
plant  established  in  the  Dominion 
in  opposition  to  the  Bell  Company. 

Under  the  then  existing  Do- 
minion laws,  the  town  was  unable 
to  operate  a  public  service  tele- 
phone system,  so  the  municipality 
appealed  to  the  Legislature  for 
authority.  After  the  rights  had 
been  secured  the  town  established 


its  system  at  once,  putting  in  a 
manual  restorting  drop  switch- 
board and  local  battery  individual 
generator-call  telephone  equipment 
of  French  manufacture.  The 
plant  started  with  less  than  fifty 
subscribers,  but  the  central  office 
was  equipped  with  an  ultimate 
capacity  for  150  numbers,  which 
was  deemed  ample  provision  for 
all  future  needs. 

It  was  aimed  to  place  the  rates 
of  rentals  upon  such  a  basis  that 
the  plant  would  simply  be  self- 
sustaining.  The  object  in  so  fixing 
the  rates  was  that  the  patrons  of 
the  system  would  not  be  required 
to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
town  in  the  way  of  telephone 
rentals  more  than  the  requirements 
of  the  system.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  rate  was  fixed  so  that  the 
receipts  would  fully  cover  all 
operating,  maintenance,  interest 
on  the  :ost  of  the  plant  and  proper 
depreciation  and  sinking  fund,  and 
that  the  ratepayers  of  the  town 
who  did  not  subscribe  to  the 
telephone  service  would  not  be 
required  to  bear  any  of  the 
expense  of  the  plant. 

The  rentals  were  fixed  at  $1  a 
month  for  domestic  service  and  $2 
a  month  for  business  purposes. 
This  reasonable  rate  made  the 
service  popular,  and  created  such 
a  demand  for  service  that  a  year 
ago  the  plant  had  not  only  grown 
to  the  full  capacity  of  the  central 
office  equipment,  but  there  were 
many  subscribers  who  could  not  be 
accommodated. 

The  exchange  had  been  such  a 
remarkable  success  financially,  as 


well  as  in  all  other  ways,  that  on 
April  29  last  the  town  council  ap- 
propriated a  sufficient  amount  to 
increase  the  outside  construction 
and  enlarge  the  central  office  equip- 
ment, and  at  the  same  time 
thoroughly  modernize  the  system 
by  putting  in  a  complete  central 
energy  service.  However,  unfor- 
tunately, on  the  following  day, 
through  a  flood  destroying  the 
town's  water-power  dam,  the 
municipality  sustained  a  heavy 
loss  which  it  was  necessary  to  re- 
place at  once,  and  which  necessi- 
tated cutting  all  other  appropria- 
tions, including  a  reduction  of  the 
amount  set  aside  for  remodeling 
the  telephone  system.  This  made 
it  impossible  for  them  to  figure  on 
putting  in  the  complete  central 
energy  system  at  that  time,  but 
owing  to  the  pressing  and  increas- 
ing demands  for  the  service  it  was 
necessary  to  enlarge  the  system  at 
once.  Having  had  in  view  the 
ultimate  equipping  of  the  system 
with  central  energy,  the  city 
adopted  the  "  International"  patent 
growing  exchange  equipment  with 
which  they  re-equipped  and  en- 
larged their  central  office. 

The  town,  when  it  has  all  of  its 
new  subscribers  connected,  will 
have  nearly  2C0  lines  in  service, 
making  practically  one  telephone 
in  use  for  every  eight  inhabitants. 
Considering  that  Neepawa  is  fight- 
ing the  Bell  monopoly  practically 
single-handed,  it  has  certainly 
made  a  marvelous  record,  and, 
clearly  demonstrated  what  the 
Dominion  public  could  do  in  Inde- 
pendent telephony.

TWO  VIEW  POINTS. 

See  that  salesman  there  point- 
ing to  a  young  man  who  was  wait- 
ing on  a  stylishly  dressed  young 
lady.  "Lots  of  my  customers 
think  he  is  all  right  because  he 
fusses  with  them  and  tries  to  please 
them  to  the  smallest  detail.  Now 
I  don't  mind  it  when  we  are  not 
rushed,  but  he  doesn't  hurry  any 
more  then  that  at  any  other  time, 
and  it  gets  me  rattled  to  see  him 
fussing  with  some  long-winded 
customer  when  he  might  be  selling 
twice  as  much  to  somebody  else." 
We  could  not  answer  this  grocer's 
question,  but  we  had  an  experience 
later  on  that  brought  it  to  mind. 


We  had  occasion  to  see  a  retail 
grocer  on  a  Saturday.    We  found 
him  busy,  all  of  his  help  rushing 
around  also.    We  left  that  place  to 
attend  to  some  business  with  a  big 
downtown  store.    There  the  help 
seemed   to    move   around   in  a 
leisurely  sort  of  a  manner,  just  the 
reverse  of  the  hurly-burly  we  had 
witnessed  in  the  smaller  store.  In 
one  place  the  object  seemed  to  be 
to  get  the  customer  out  of  the 
store  in  the  smallest  space  of  time. 
In  the  other  the  customer  was 
made  to  feel  that  she  was  welcome 
to  all  the  salesman's  time  she  could 
use.     Possibly  I  have  presented 
the  extremes  of  each  instance,  but 
the  difference  was  there.    In  the 
one  store  the  object  aimed  at  was 
to   get   as   much  work  done  as 
possible,  in  the  other  to  work  the 
customer,   as  it  were ;  in  other 
words,  to  get  the  greatest  possible 
good  out  of  the  customer.  One 
place  bore  the  atmosphere  of  the 
workshop,  the  other  that  of  the 
salesroom.     Perhaps  the  smaller 
grocer  has  to  combine  workshop 
and  salesroom.    If  that  is  the  case, 
it  seems  to  us  that  every  retail 
grocer  who  is  working  to  improve 
his  business  should  try  and  bring  it 
to  a  point  where  he  could  separate 
the  two.

JANUARY  FIRE  LOSS. 

The  loss  through  fires  in  Canada 
and  the  United  States  during  the 
month  of  January,  according  to  a 
compilation  made  by  the  New  York 
Journal  of  Commerce  and  Commercial 
Bulletin  was  $16,378,100,  compared 
with  $21,790,200  for  the  same  month 
last  year,  and  with  $13,166,350  for 
January,  1903.

The  Committee  on  Reduced  Rates 
for  Fire  Insurance  in  Halifax  presented 
its  report  to  the  Beard  of  Trade  a  few 
days  ago,  and  it  was  to  the  effect  that 
they  have  found  it  troublesome  to 
make  much  headway  with  the  under- 
writers. The  latter  have  decided  to 
re  rate  the  risks  on  a  new  basis.  The 
results  will  be  to  leave  the  rates 
practically  as  they  are  at  present,  but 
that  each  risk  will  be  charged  accord- 
ing to  certain  well-defioed  rules,  and  in 
such  a  way  that  insurers  could 
ascertain  the  reasons  for  any  change  of 
rate.  If  certain  improvements  are 
made  in  the  water  and  fire  protection 
services  reduction  of  from  one-half  to 
three-quarters  of  one  per  cent,  will  be 
made  in  the  rates.  The  improve- 
ments suggested  will  be  made.

The  retail  merchants*  journal  of  canada. 
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PARTY  GOVERNMENT  ON 
THE  DECLINE. 

Since  our  last  issue  the  voters  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario  have  by  a 
very  large    majority  pronounced 
against  the  methods  supposed  to 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Liberal 
party  Government  in  order  that 
they  might  retain  power.  The 
defeat  points  strongly  in  the  di- 
rection that  the   growing  senti- 
ment of  the  majority  of  the  Cana- 
dian people  is  being  weaned  away 
from  political  party  worship,  and 
their  thoughts   are    being  more 
strongly  directed  towards  an  ad- 
ministration of  the  affairs  of  the 
Province  more  for  the  country's 
good  than  for  the  bolstering  up  of 
party  politicians.     The   sign  is 
certainly  a  healthy  one.    We  have 
stated  many  times  in  these  columns 
that  we  can  never  expect  to  have 
the  best  interests  of  Canada  looked 
after,  her  vast  resources  fully  de- 
veloped, her    population  greatly 
increased,  her  public  institutions 
properly  governed  and  better  laws 
placed  upon  our  statute  books,  as 
long  as  we  worship  and  tolerate 
party  politics.    To  have  complete 
I  success  in  anything  we  must  have 
complete  harmony.    Harmony  in 
our  homes,  in  our  business  houses, 
in   our   religious    and  financial 
institutions,    in    our  Municipal 
Councils,   and  in  our  legislative 
halls.    Differences  of  opinion  as  to 
the   best   methods  of  obtaining 
results  will  always  exist  but  inbred 
hatred  and  strife  for  one  another 
simply  because  one  was  born  a 
Liberal  and  the  other  a  Conserva- 
tive is  a  combination  of  the  lowest 
development  of  the  human  passions. 
In  our  opinion  the  day  is  fast  ap- 
proaching when  the  majority  of 
the  Canadian  people  who  are  fast 
tiring  of  political  party  strife  will 
demand  its  abolition  and  capable 
men  will  be  elected  on  the  strength 
of  the  knowledge  they  possess  of 
public    questions    properly  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters.    This  system 
will  enable  the  voter  to  do  more 
thinking  on  public  issues  and  also 
enable  the  representative  to  under- 


stand why  he  was  selected,  and 
what  his  instructions  are  from  the 
^   electorate.     Under    the  present 
\  system  the  great  mass  of  the  people 
of  the  Province  are  subservient  to 
small  cliques  of  men  who  decide 
among  themselves  who   shall  or 
who  shall  not  be  eligible  for  nomi- 
nation and  election.    In  a  great 
many  cases  the  candidates  present- 
ed by  both    parties    have  been 
chosen  more  because  they  have 
exhibited  great  zeal  for  their  party 
friends  welfare,  for  the  amount  of 
money    they    have  contributed 
to  the  election  fund,  the  great 
"  pull"  they  have,  or  because  they 
possess  successful  qualifications  in 
abusingtheir  opponent  of  the  other 
party  camp,  than  for  the  reason  that 
they  possess  special  qualifications 
to  assist  in  framing  good  legislation. 
In  our  opinion  Canada  can  never 
become — which   she  should  be- 
come— an    exemplary   model  of 
good  government  for   the  other 
nations  of  the  earth  until  every 
effort  is  made  to  obtain  the  highest 
and  best  thoughts  of  the  Canadian 
people,  and  have  them  moulded 
into  good   laws   independent  of 
party  political  intrigues.  Under 
the  present  system  good  measures 
introduced  by  one  party  are  often 
condemned  by  the  other,  and  an 
immense  amount  of  valuable  time 
is  taken  up  in  the  discussion  of 
subjects  with  the  intent  to  obtain 
party  advantage  that  could  easily 
be  settled    by    having  reports 
properly  prepared  in  a  business 
like  way,  as  they  would  be,  if  every 
representative    had    an  earnest 
desire  to  serve  first  and  last  the 
best  interests  of  this  great  Canada 
of  ours.    The  only  lesson  there- 
fore to  learn  from  the  late  govern- 
ment's defeat  is  the  fact  that  the 
higher  sense  of  the  community  is 
becoming  awakened,    and  they 
desire  above  all   things   a  clean 
honest  administration,  irrespective 
of  what  name  may  be  attached  to 
those  who  endeavor  to  give  it. 

Having  expressed  our  views 
therefore  on  the  present  party 
political  system  of  government 
management  we  do  not  expect  to 


see  great  reforms,  rapid  progress 
and  a  new  era  of  good  law  making 
simply  because  the  old  party 
has  been  defeated  and  the  name  of 
the  party  system  has  been  changed 
from  Liberal  to  that  of  Conserva- 
tive. 

We  trust  that  the  new  govern- 
ment will  keep  constantly  in  front 
of  them  the  fact  that  the  free  and 
independent  voters  of  this  Province 
who  are  not  pledged  to  either 
party  are  growing  in  numbers  year 
by  year  in  leaps  and  bounds.  They 
hold  the  balance  of  power,  they 
have  used  their  power  and  they 
stand  ready  to  use  it  again  when 
occasion  demands,  and  they  will 
in  no  way  tolerate  the  obtaining  of 
party  advantage  to  the  detriment 
of  the  public  good. 

From  the  standpoint  therefore 
of  the  retail  merchant  and  apart 
from  the  question  as  to  whether  the 
party  system  of  government  is 
good  or  bad,  it  makes  little  or  no 
difference  to  us  which  party  is 
in  power,  as  our  Association  has 
always  been  and  we  trust  it  always 
will  be  absolutely  free  from  party 
politics. 

We  require  a  great  deal  of  gobd 
legislation  to  improve  our  retail 
conditions,  and  we  must  not  expect 
either  political  party  to  spontane- 
ously give  it  to  us  unless  we  pre- 
pare our  requirements  and  present 
our  case,  and  this  is   very  fully 
demonstrated  when  we  state  that 
no  specific  legislation  has  been 
prepared  for  our  benefit  by  either 
party  in  either  the  Dominion  or 
Provincial  Governments  during  the 
last  fifteen  or  eighteen  years,  unless 
such  legislation  has  been  presented 
and  urged  by  and  through  our 
Association,     It    rests  therefore 
with  ourselves  to  present  our  legis- 
lative requirements  to  the  elected 
representatives,  and  we  are  certain 
that  if  what  we  ask  for  is  fair,  and  it 
is  desired  by  the  members  of  our 
branches  throughout  the  Province 
and  Dominion  that  we  will  receive 
it,  if  we  all  work  toward  the  one 
end.

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THE  COUPON  AND  PREMIUM 
SYSTEM  A  SPECIE  OF 
BRIBERY. 

At  the  last  Dominion  Board 
meeting  of  our  Association  when 
representatives  were  present  from 
most  of  the  leading  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Province,  among 
other  subjects  that  came  up 
for  consideration  was  that  of  the 
giving  of  coupons,  trading  stanips 
or  other  similar  devices.  The 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  meeting 
was  that  the  giving  of  all  such 
articles  was  unnecessary,  injurious 
and  detrimental  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  retail  trade,  and  it 
was  decided  that  an  amendment 
to  the  Trading  Stamp  Act  should 
be  asked  for  at  the  coming  session 
of  the  Provincial  Legislature  to 
have  all  such  schemes  abolished. 
The  Legislative  Session  is  fast 
approaching  and  we  want  the 
members  of  all  our  -  branches 
throughout  Ontario  to  consider 
this  matter  very  fully  and  to 
give  us  their  united-  support  in 
having  the  present  law  amended. 
We  have  been  very  fortunate  in 
Ontario  in  securing  the  legislation 
we  now  possess,  when  we  consider 
the  great  efforts  that  are  being  put 
forth  in  the  neighboring  American 
cities  to  have  coupons  and  trading 
stamps  abolished.  When  our 
Legislative  Act  was  prepared  our 
first  main  object  was  to  prevent 
companies  or  associations  of  men 
from  carrying  on  the  system  as  a 
profit  making  business,  although 
we  were  just  as  firmly  convinced 
then  as  we  are  now  that  the  giving 
or  carrying  on  of  the  business  by 
an  individual  is  equally  as  bad  as 
though  it  was  carried  on  by  a 
trading  stamp  or  other  company. 

.  In  order  however  to  give  Soap, 
Cigar,  Cereal  and  other  manu- 
facturers who  were  placing 
coupons  in  their  packages  and 
who  were  redeeming  them  them- 
selves, an  opportunity  to  complete 
their  agreements,  a  clause  was  put 
in  the  Act  which  reads  as  follows  : 

"  Provided,  however,  That  this 
Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  mer- 
chant or  manufacturer  who  places 
in  or  upon  packages  of  goods,  or 
delivers  to  the  purchasers  of  goods 
sold  or  manufactured  by  him, 
tickets  or  coupons  to  be  redeemed 
by  such  merchant  or  manufacturer, 
either  in  money  or  merchandise." 

Since  the  passing  of  this  Act 


a  larger  number  of  manufacturers 
who  are  now  giving  premiums  and 
coupons  are  very  anxious  to  have 
the  law  amended  by  striking  out 
this  clause  so  that  the  entire 
system  of  coupon  and  premium 
giving  will  be  entirely  prohibited. 
Another  reason  why  this  should 
be  done  is  that  a  few  merchants 
who  favor  this  system  of  bribery 
have  united  together  and  they  are 
practically  conducting  the  same 
class  of  business  under  the  disguise 
of  the  Merchants  Premium  Ex- 
change Co,  Merchants  Percentage 
Co ,  and  other  names,  and  they  are 
doing  precisely  the  same  sort  of 
business  as  that  carried  on  by  the 
old  Trading  Stamp  Companies. 

In  a  recent  case  in  which  the 
Toronto  Magistrate  found  the 
Merchants  Premiums  Exchange 
Co.,  guilty  of  violating  the  Trading 
Stamp  by-law  stating  that  the 
business  they  conducted  was 
similar  to  the  Trading  Stamp 
business  it  was  appealed  and 
Judge  Morgan  who  heard  the  case, 
decided  that  the  clause  above 
referred  to,  which  allows  individual 
merchants  or  manufacturers  to 
give  out  coupons,  would  also  allow 
the  same  persons  to  do  the  same 
business  through  their  agents,  and 
he  decided  that  although  the  act 
clearly  indicated  that  the  intention 
was  to  prohibit  the  company  from 
carrying'on  a  trading  stamp  or  a 
coupon  business,  yet  he  considered 
that  a  merchant  or  a  manufacturer 
could  engage  ^n  agent  or  company 
to  redeem  the  coupons  or  stamps 
for  them.  This  judgment  is  an- 
other strong  reason  why  the  act 
should  be  amended,  or  all  of  the 
good  and  useful  work  that  has 
been  accomplished  by  the  securing 
of  legislation  to  prohibit  trading 
stamps  will  be  of  no  avail,  and  the 
entire  Province  will  again  be  flood- 
ed with  trading  stamp  schemes. 
We  have  stated  many  times  that 
the  giving  of  coupons,  premiums 
or  trading  stamps  is  entirely  un- 
necessary, and  that  all  merchants 
or  manufacturers  who  resort  to 
those  methods  of  doing  business 
are  announcing  the  fact  that  their 
goods  are  under  value,  and  that 
they  require  to  give  some  addition- 
al article  to  the  buyer  in  order  to 
bring  the  value  of  the  goods  up  to 
the  price  asked. 

We  regret  to  have  to  say  that  a 
great  many  respectable  people,  as 
soon  as  they  know  that  the  manu- 
facturer or  merchant  has  adopted 
this  system,  will  continue  to  deal 
with   them   overlooking  the  fact 


that  the  article  offered  through  the 
coupon,  and  the  receiving  of  the 
coupons,  are  bribes,  just  as  much  as 
though  a  trusted  employee  accept- 
ed a  bribe  when  purchasing  goods 
for  his  employer.  When  one  firm 
is  allowed  to  offer  these  bribes,  it 
naturally  follows  that  others  must 
do  likewise  and  the  consequence  is 
that  the  spirit  of  bribery  and 
gambling  is  developed  in  the  com- 
munity. It  will  be  noticed  that 
nearly  every  giver  of  coupons, 
trading  stamps  or  bribes  will  make 
a  conditional  proviso  that  the  cus- 
tomer must  save  up  so  many  of  the 
coupons  before  he  or  she  can  receive 
any  article  of  value.  Individually 
they  claim  that  the  coupons  are  of 
no  value,  but  collectively  they  can 
secure  what  is  in  many  cases  a 
worthless  article  of  no  value,  some 
sort  of  a  prize,  or  in  other  words 
they  must  keep  on  purchasing  from 
the  same  dealer  or  manufacturer 
up  to  a  given  quantity  before  the 
single  coupon  can  be  redeemed, 
and  if  they  fail  to  secure  the 
necessary  quantity  of  coupons  their 
labour  and  expectations  have  been 
in  vain. 

We  contend  that  if  coupon  or 
bribe  giving  is  allowed  by  the 
Provincial  Legislature  that  the 
givers  should  be  made  to  place  the 
cash  value  on  every  coupon  given 
out,  and  no  coupon  to  be  of  less 
value  than  one  cent,  and  that  the 
receiver  be  allowed  to  redeem 
them  singly  at  any  time  for  cash 
or  its  equivalent,  and  that  all  who 
give  coupons  or  bribes  be  com- 
pelled to  place  a  cash  deposit  with 
the  Government  so  as  to  guarantee 
to  the  bribe  receivers  that  these 
coupons  will  be  redeemed.  We 
are  pleased  to  say  that  the  Retail 
Merchants  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  and  Quebec  are  deter- 
mined to  crush  out  this  system 
from  their  midst,  and  we  can  safely 
give  notice  to  the  few  who  may 
favor  the  coupon  system  that  the 
majority  must  rule  in  this  matter 
as  in  all  other  legislative  matters 
in  the  Dominion,  and  manu- 
facturers are  now  being  called  upon 
to  decide  upon  which  side  they 
intend  to  be  on,  the  side  of  the 
coupon  giver  or  the  side  of  the 
merchant  who  wants  to  clear  out 
from  the  community  all  such 
systems  of  doing  business.  We 
ask  the  officers  of  all  our  branches 
to  bring  this  matter  up  at  their 
next  meeting,  as  the  session  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature  will 
soon  commence. 
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If  you  have  paid  any  attention  to  the  growth  of  the  demand  for  Table  Syrup  on  the  part  of  your

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THE      NEW  BUSINESS 
ASSESSMENT  ACT. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes 
of  a  large  number  of  our  members 
throughout  the  Province  of  Ontario 
we  are  publishing  below  a  copy  of 
the  new  Business  Assessment  Act, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  will 
come  into  operation  this  year  we 
would  advise  our  members  to 
study  its  provisions  very  closely  so 
as  to  enable  them  to  see  that  their 
assessments  as  rendered  by  the 
assessor  are  in  conformity  with 
the  Act.  We  have  observed  that 
some  assessors  who  have  not 
studied  the  new  act  sufficiently, 
have  come  to  the  hasty  conclusion 
that  because  a  number  of  retail 
merchants  will  pay  less  under  the 
new  act  than  they  did  under  the 
old  one  that  the  amount  of  taxes 
collected  in  the  municipality  will 
fall  far  short  of  the  required 
amount  and  therefore  they  do  not 
favor  the  new  law.  They  over- 
look the  fact  that  a  great  many 
persons  such  as  barristers,  doctors, 
banking  institutions,  express  and 
livery  stables,  and  a  host  of  other 
places  in  the  community  will  have 
to  pay  taxes  under  the  new 
Business  Assessment  Act  that  did 
not  contribute  heretofore  so  that 
the  only  fair  way  to  do  is  to  wait 
until  the  rolls  are  all  made  up 
before  passing  any  criticism  on  the 
measure. 

We  strongly  urge  the  officers  of 
all  our  Branch  Associations 
throughout  the  Province  to  discuss 
the  new  act  as  set  forth  below,  at 
their  monthly  meetings  so  that 
every  member  will  become  fully 
acquainted  with  its  provisions,  and 
any  member  of  our  Association 
who  may  require  any  information 
on  the  new  act  can  receive  it  by 
writing  to  the  Head  Office. 

BUSINESS  ASSESSMENT  ACT. 

Wherever  land  is  mentioned  in  this 
Act,  it  means  land  and  buildings. 

lo. — (i)  Irrespective  of  any  assess- 
ment of  land  under  this  Act,  every 
person  occupying  or  using  land  in  the 
municipality  for  the  purpose  of  any 
business  mentioned  or  described  in  this 
section  shall  be  assessed  for  a  sum  to 
be  called  "  Business  Assessment"  to  be 
computed  by  reference  to  the  assessed 
value  of  the  land  so  occupied  or  used 
by  him,  as  follows  ■— 

(a)  Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  distiller  for  a  sum  equal 
to  150  per  cent,  of  the  said  assessed 
value. 

(b)  Every  person  carrying  on  the 


business  of  a  brewer  for  a  sum  equal  to 
75  per  cent,  of  the  said  assessed  value 
of  the  land  occupied  or  used  by  him  for 
such  business  exclusive  of  any  portion 
of  such  land  occupied  and  used  by  him 
as  a  malting  house  and  for  a  sum 
equal  to  60  per  cent,  of  the  assessed 
value  as  to  such  last  mentioned  portion. 

(c)  Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  wholesale  merchant,  of 
an  insurance  company,  a  loan  com- 
pany or  a  trust  company,  as  defined  by 
this  Act,  or  of  an  express  company 
carrying  on  business  on  or  in  connec- 
tion with  a  railway  or  steamboats  or 
sailing  or  other  vessels  where  such  land 
is  occupied  or  used  mainly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  its  business,  or  of  a  land  com- 
pany, or  of  a  bank  or  a  banker,  or  of 
any  other  financial  business  for  a  sum 
equal  to  75  per  cent,  of  the  said 
assessed  value. 

(d)  Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  manufacturer  for  a  sum 
equal  to  60  per  cent,  of  the  said 
assessed  value;  and  a  manufacturer 
shall  not  be  liable  to  business  assess- 
ment as  a  wholesale  merchant  by 
reason  of  his  carrying  on  the  business 
of  selling  by  wholesale  the  goods  of  his 
own  manufacture  on  such  premises. 

(e)  Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  what  is  known  as  a  depart- 
mental store  or  of  a  retail  merchant 
dealing  in  more  than  five  branches  of 
retail  trade  or  business  in  the  same 
premises  or  in  separate  departments  of 
premises  under  one  roof,  or  in  con- 
nected premises,  where  the  assessed 
value  of  the  premises  exceeds  #20.000, 
or  of  a  coal  or  wood  or  lumber  dealer, 
lithographer,  printer  or  publisher,  or  of 
a  club,  in  which  meals  or  spirituous  or 
fermented  liquors  are  sold  or  furnished 
or  the  business  of  selling,  bartering,  or 
trafficking  in  fermented,  spirituous  or 
other  liquors  in  any  premises  in  respect 
of  which  a  shop  license  has  been 
granted,  for  a  sum  equal  to  50  per  cent, 
of  the  said  assessed  value  ;  but  in  cities 
having  over  100,000  population  coal 
dealers  shall  be  assessed  for  a  sum 
equal  to  30  per  cent,  of  the  said 
assessed  value. 

(f )  Every  person  practising  or  carry- 
ing on  business  as  a  barrister,  solicitor, 
notary  public,  conveyancer,  physician, 
surgeon,  oculist,  aurist,  medical  elec- 
trician, dentist,  veterinarian,  civil  or 
mining  or  consulting  or  mechanical  or 
electrical  engineer,  surveyor  or  archi- 
tect and,  subject  to  subsection  5  of  this 
section,  every  person  carrying  on  a 
financial  or  commercial  business  as 
agent  only,  for  a  sum  equal  to  50  per 
cent,  of  the  said  assessed  value.  Pro- 
vided that  where  a  person  belonging  to 
any  class  mentioned   in    this  *  clause 


occupies  or  uses  land  partly  for  the 
purposes  of  his  business  and  partly  as 
a  residence  50  per  cent,  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  land  occupied  or  used  by 
him  shall  for  the  purpose  of  the  business 
assessment  be  taken  as  and  construed 
to  be  the  full  assessed  value  of  the 
land  so  occupied  or  used. 

(g)  Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  retail  merchant  in  cities 
having  a  population  of  over  50,000  for 
a  sum  equal  to  25  per  cent,  of  the  said 
assessed  value ;  in  other  cities  and 
towns  having  a  population  of  10,000  or 
over  for  a  sum  equal  to  30  per  cent,  of 
the  said  assessed  value ;  and  in  all 
other  municipalities  for  a  sum  equal  to 
35  per  cent,  of  the  said  assessed  value. 

(h)  Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  photographer,  or  of  a 
theatre,  concert  hall,  or  skating  rink, 
or  other  place  of  amusement,  or  of  a 
boarding  stable,  or  a  livery,  or  the 
letting  of  vehicles  or  other  property  for 
hire,  or  of  a  restaurant,  eating  house, 
or  other  house  of  public  entertainment, 
or  a  hotel  in  respect  of  which  a  tavern 
license  has  been  granted  or  any  trade 
or  commercial  business  not  before  in 
this  section  or  in  clause  (i)  specially 
mentioned,  for  a  sum  equal  to  25  per 
cent,  of  the  said  assessed  value. 

(i)  Every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  telegraph  or  telephone 

.  company,  or  of  an  electric  railway, 
tramway  or  street  railway,  or  of  the 
transmission  of  oil  or  water,  or  of  steam, 
heat,  gas,  or  electricity  for  the  purposes 
of  light,  heat,  or  power,  for  a  sum 
equal  to  25  per  cent,  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  land  (not  being  a  highway, 
road,  street,  lane,  or  public  place  or 
water  or  private  right  of  way),  occupied 
or  used  by  such  person,  exclusive  of 
the  value  of  any  machinery,  plant  or 
appliances  erected  or  placed  upon,  in, 
over,  under  or  affixed  to  such  land. 

(2)  No  person  shall  be  assessed  in 
respect  of  the  same  premises  under 
more  than  one  of  the  clauses  of  sub- 
section I,  and  where  any  person  carries 
on  more  than  one  of  the  kinds  of 
business  mentioned  in  that  subsection 
on  the  same  premises,  he  shall  be 
assessed  by  reference  to  the  assessed 
value  of  the  whole  of  the  premises 
under  that  one  of  the  said  clauses  in 
which  is  included  the  kind  of  business 
which  is  the  chief  or  preponderating 
business  of  those  so  carried  on  by  him 
in  or  upon  such  premises. 

(3)  Where  the  amount  of  the  assess- 
ment of  any  person  assessable  under 
this  section,  would  under  the  fore- 
going provisions  be  less  than  $250,  he 
shall  be  assessed  for  the  sum  of  $250. 

(4)  Where  any  person  mentioned  in 
subsection  1  occupies   or   uses  land

and  partly  for  the  purpose  of  a  resi- 
dence, he  shall  be  assessed  in  respect 
of  the  part  occupied  for  the  purpose  of 
his  business  only  ;  but  this  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  persons  assessed 
under  clause  (f)  of  subsection  i. 

(5)  A  financial  or  commercial  busi- 
ness, in  sub-section  i  mentioned,  shall 
not  include  a  business  carried  on  by 
operating  vessel  property  of  the  follow- 
ing description,  namely,  steamboats, 
sailing  or  other  vessels,  tow  barges  or 
tugs  ;  nor  the  business  of  a  steam  rail- 
way ;  nor  the  business  of  a  broker  or 
financial  agent,  or  of  a  manufacturer's 
agent,  or  other  agent  or  intermediary 
in  the  business  of  the  sale  of  goods  who 
has  not  the  actual  custody  of  the  goods, 
or  has  the  custody  of  satiples  only. 

(6)  No  person  occupying  or  using 
land  as  a  farm,  market-garden  or 
nursery  shall  be  liable  to  business 
assessment  in  respect  of  such  land. 

(7)  Except  as  provided  in  clause  (c) 
of  subsection  i  of  section  11  of  this  Act 
every  person  liable  to  assessment  in 
respect  of  a  business  under  subsection 
1  shall  not  be  subject  to  assessment  in 
respect  of  income  derived  from  such 
business,  nor  shall  any  person  be  sub- 
ject to  assessment  in  respect  of  divi- 
dends derived  by  him  from  shares  in 
the  stock  of  a  corporation  carrying  on 
a  mercantile  or  manufacturing  business, 
nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  to 
assessment  in  respect  of  dividends  de- 
rived by  him  from  shares  in  the  stock 
of  a  corporation  carrying  on  a  mercan- 
tile or  manufacturing  business  and 
which  corporation  is  subject  to  assess- 
ment under  subsection  i ;  nor  shall  the 
premiums  or  assessments  of  an  insur- 
ance company  be  assessable  by  any 
municipality. 

(8)  Every  person  assessed  for  business 
assessment  shall  be  liable  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  lax  thereon  and  the  same 
shall  not  constitute  a  charge  upon  the 
land  occupied  or  used.  New. 

Taxation  on  Income  Directly. 
II.— (i)  Subject  to  the  exemptions 
provided  for  in  sections  5  and  10  of  this 
Act  the  following    persons    shall  be 
assessed  and  taxed  in  respect  of  income : 

(a)  Every  person  not  liable  to  business 
assessment  under  section  10,  and 

(b)  Every  person  although  liable  to 
business  assessment  under  section  10 
shall  also  be  Hable  in  respect  of  any 
income  not  derived  from  the  business 
in  respect  of  which  he  is  assessable 
under  that  section. 

(c)  Every  person  liable  to  business 
assessment  under  clause  (f)  of  sub- 
section I  of  section  10  in  respect  ot  the 
income  derived  by  him  from  his  business 


profession  or  calling,  to  the  extent  to 
which  such  income  exceeds  the  amount 
of  such  business  assessment.  New. 

(2)  Where  such  income  is  not  a  salary

ASSOCIATION  ENDORSES  THE 
CHILD  LABOR  BILL. 

Thft  Child  Labor  Bill  proposed  to  the 
Legislature  by  the  San  Francisco  Social 
Settlement  Association,  has  been  un- 
animously endorsed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Merchants'  Associa- 
tion after  careful  study  of  its  provisions, 
A  few  suggestions  that  will  prevent  the 
administration  of  the  law  from  bearing 
on  business  houses  with  needless 
severity  were  embodied  in  the  measure 
at  the  association's  request,  but  they 
related  merely  to  the  work  of  adminis- 
tration, and  in  no  way  conflicted  with 
the  main  purposes  of  the  bill.  It  is  felt 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  that  legis- 
lation of  this  character,  where  carefully 
drawn,  is  in  line  with  the  best  spirit  of 
modem  social  progress,  and  that  all 
classes  of  society  will  be  benefitted  by  it.

A  FORM  OF  RATING  REPORT 


THE  TELEPHONE  IN 


FOR  RETAIL  MERCHANTS. 


The  secretary  of  a  Retail  Merchants 
Association  in  the  United  States  has 
devised  a  form  for  a  rating  re- 
port and  an  accompanying  rating  key 
for  the  use  of  the  credit  department  of 
the  association. 

The  rating  report,  when  prepared 
by  the  merchant.  Is  treated  strictly 
confidential  and  under  no  circum- 
stances is  the  name  of  the  merchant 
known  in  connection  with  the  report. 
The  names  of  customers  are  to  be 
written  upon  the  rating  sheet  alph- 
abetically with  the  merchants'  ex- 
periences with  each  one.  Columns  are 
provided  for  name  of  customer, 
"married  or  single,"  occupation  and 
where  employed  ;  residence ;  how 
much  would  he  sell  party  on  credit ; 
remarks.  The  following  suggestions 
are  made  for  the  preparation  of  the 
rating  sheet :  "Remember,  it  is  your 
actual  experience  in  dealing  with  a 
customer  that  is  valuable  and  is  the 
real  basis  for  ratings  given  to  me." 

"Prtjudice,  likes  or  dislikes  should 
not  enter  into  rating  at  all.  Facts 
wanted,  nothing  else.  Parties  failing 
to  settle  with  one  or  more  members  of 
the  association  cannot  expect  to  obtain 
credit  from  another  memljer." 

The  rating  key  consists  of  a  series 
of  letters  which  indicate  at  a  glance 
the  standing  of  a  customer. 

C.  Means  cash  customer  ;  runs  no 
account. 

P.  Pays  promptly  when  statement 
is  presented. 

G.  Good  customer,  generally 
prompt. 

S.  Pays  slow,  considered  safe  to 
sell  on  credit;  pays  on  account,  leaving 
balance. 

V.  Very  slow,  too  slow  to  be  a 
desirable  credit  customer, 

D.  Don't  pay  and  makes  noattempt 
to  pay. 

R.  Require  cash,  unsatisfactory 
credit  customer. 

"In  one  column  state  how  large  the 
account  the  party  owes  and  the  age  of 
account." 

''You  are  giving  one  list  of  custom- 
ers and  are  getting  opinions  from  200 
others." 

"The  merchant  should  ask  his  pro- 
spective customer  for  all  necessary 
reference ;  if  this  is  not  done,  rest 
assured  you  have  saved  time  and 
money  by  losing  his  trade.  Your 
goods  are  the  same  as  money."

JAPAN. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  the 
Japanese  have  a  telephone  system 
much  more  efficient  than  that  of  most 
European  countries.  Although  it  is 
being  constantly  extended  there  is 
difificulty  in  keeping  up  with  the 
demands  of  the  people  for  increased 
facilities.  This  appeared  during  the 
war  between  China  and  Japan  when 
all  the  lines  in  the  switchboard  in  the 
Tokio  exchange  were  in  u^e  so  that  no 
more  circuits  could  be  added  to  the 
plant,  and  a  curious  situation  resulted. 
There  was  a  long  list  of  applicants  for 
telephone  service  and  there  sprang  up 
a  trade  such  as  probably  was  never 
seen  in  any  other  city  m  the  world. 
People  trafficked  for  positions  on  the 
waiting  list  and  men  whose  names 
were  near  the  head  sold  their  places  at 
a  good  figure.  It  is  said  that  in  one 
case  the  equivalent  of  $250  was  paid 
for  a  chance  among  the  applicants, 
and  this  sum  is  relatively  much  larger 
in  Japan  than  in  America.  The  list 
of  subscribers  to  a  Japanese  exchange, 
so  far  as  their  occupations  are  con- 
cerned, reads  very  much  like  the  tele- 
phone directory  of  an  American  city, 
including  all  kinds  of  people — lawyers, 
doctors,  architects,  bankers  and 
brokers,  hotel  and  restaurant  keepers, 
merchants  and  coal  dealers.

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THE  SUGAR  SITUATION. 


From  the  Sugar  Trade  Journal  we 
glean  some  statistical  information  as 
to  the  course  of  sugar  prices  during 
recent  years.  The  year  1904  opened 
with  granulated  sugar  fetching  4  36c. 
per  pound,  which  price  declined  to 
4  26c.  per  pound  in  February.  After 
that,  a  steady  movement  upward  con- 
tinued, in  advances  of  5  to  10  per 
cent.,  to  5  60c.  per  pound.  The 
average  price  of  granulated  for  1904 
was  4.772c.  per  pound,  against  4  638c. 
per  pound  in  1903,  a  gain  of  .134c. 
per  pound  in  refined  sugars,  against  a 
gain  of  .254c.  per  pound  in  raw  sugars. 
The  average  difference  between  raw 
and  refined  in  1904  was  .798c.  per 
pound,  against  .918c.  per  pound  in 
1903,  a  decrease  of  .12c.  per  pound  in 
refiners'  returns  for  the  year.  In  1902 
the  average  price  of  granulated  was 
4.455c.  per  pound;  in  1901  it  was 
5.05c.  per  pound,  and  in  1900  5.32c. 
per  pound.  The  average  price  of 
granulated  for  ten  years  has  been 
4  731C.  per  pound. 

For  the  last  week  or  two,  the  position 
of  sugar  in  the  Montreal  and  local 
markets  may  be  described  as  stationary. 
Last  week,  an  easier  tendency  de- 
veloped, owing  to  reports  from  the 
European  beet  centres.  This,  how- 
ever, apparently  did  not  have  very 
much  eff-Ct  on  the  New  York  cane 
sugar  market,  and  there  was  no  anxiety 
to  market  supplie?.  Another  thing 
which  kept  values  up  Was  the  firm  feel- 
ing by  Cuban  holders.  However, 
yesterday,  rather  as  a  surprise,  there 
was  a  drop  of  loc.  on  all  grades,  the 
first  decline  that  has  taken  place  for 
several  months. 

A  feature  which  will  be  somewhat 
novel  for  Montreal  is  the  expected 
arrival  in  that  port  shortly  of  a  cargo 
of  raw  sugar  direct  from  the  Fiji 
Islands,  for  refining  purposes.  Some 
sugar  has  come  from  that  part  of  the 
world  into  the  Dominion  before,  but 
it  has  hitherto  always  come  by  way  of 
Vancouver.  On  this  occasion,  the 
cargo  will  come  to  New  York  and  will 
be  transferred  by  rail  to  Montreal.

BUSINESS  MEN  OF  SALT

The  high-handed  methods  of  the 
Bell  Company  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
added  to  exorbitant  rates,  has  caused 
a  large  number  of  the  business  men  of 
the  city  to  take  out  that  company's 
instruments  and  use  the  Utah  Indepen- 
dent Telephone  Company's  system 
exclusively. 

At  the  special  meeting  of  the  Grain 
and  Flour  Merchants'  Exchange,  held 
recently,  nearly  every  member  of  the 
association  indorsed  and  voted  for  the 
resolution,  recommending  that  the 
Independent  telephone  be  substituted 
for  the  Bell  telephone  in  the  business 
houses  and  homes  of  members  of  the 
exchange.  The  resolution  was  passed 
after  the  matter  was  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed by  the  members,  only  two  or 
three  protesting  against  the  action. 

¥  ¥  ¥ 

The  Dominion  Government  has 
granted  a  charter  to  the  Dominion 
Rubber  Company,  of  Montreal,  having 
$1,000,000  capital,  whose  object  it  is  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  making  rubber 
boots  and  shoes,  to  purchase  or  in  other 
way  acquire  the  shares,  debentures, 
etc.,  of  any  other  company  with  similar 
objects,  and  to  generate  electric  or  other 
power  for  the  production  of  light,  heat 
or  power.  R.  D.  McGibbon,  of  Mont- 
real, is  among  the  charter  members. 


The  Shingle  manufacturers  of  British 
Columbia  held  a  meeting  recently  and 
fixed  the  price  of  shingles  for  Van- 
couver at  $1.50  and  for  Winnipeg  $2. 
Until  recently  they  sold  at  $2.40  and 
82.60.  It  was  thought  best  to  fix  the 
price  at  bed  rock,  below  which  no  mill 
could  sell,  except  at  a  loss,  so  that  as 
trade  improves  the  price  may  be 
gradually  raised  by  mutual  consent. 


'  Trading  stamp  bills  will  be  a 
feature  of  various  State  Legislatures  in 
the  United  States  during  the  coming 
sessions. 


ENCOURAGE  THE  CLERKS 

A  hardware  man  in  a  large  Connecti- 
cut town  called  his  clerks  about  him  last 
January,  and  said  to  them  : 

"I  want  you  boys,  to  put  your  mind 
on  this  question,  and  see  what  can  be 
made  out  of  it.  On  the  first  of  each 
month  I  wish  that  each  of  you  would 
hand  me  a  list  of  goods  on  which  he 
thinks  a  special  push  should  be  made 
during  the  next  succeeding  thirty  days, 
with  such  suggestions  as  may  occur  to 
him,  as  to  the  best  manner  in  which 
they  can  be  pushed.  The  one  whose 
list  strikes  me  as  the  most  valuable  will 
receive  a  ten-dollar  bill  at  the  end  of  the 
year." 

The  merchant  confesses  that  the 
results  were  entire'y  to  his  satisfaction 
that  he  not  only  gave  ten  dollars  to  the 
successful  one,  but  gave  a  five-dollar 
bill  to  two  or  three  others  who  had 
shown  special  aptitude  in  the  way  of 
ideas.  He  followed  a  good  number  of 
suggestions  made,  with  very  good  re- 
sults to  his  business,  and  has  several  in 
reserve,  which  he  intends  to  use  during 
the  coming  year.  Not  only  did  he 
obtain  the  benefit  of  the  collective  ideas 
of  the  establishment  for  the  coming  year, 
but  he  also  aroused  new  interest  in  the 
business  on  behalf  of  his  employees.

IN  THE   TRADING  STAMP 
WORLD. 

In  the  Milwaukee  Legislature  a  bill 
has  been  introduced  prohibiting  the 
giving  of  trading  stamps,  coupons  or 
other  devices  which  entitle  a  purchaser 
of  goods,  merchandise,  or  other  wares 
as  free  premiums  The  penalty  is  a. 
fine  of  from  $io  to  $500,  or  imprison- 
ment from  ten  days  to  one  year,  or  both 
fine  and  imprisorinient. 


The  Denver  trading  stamp  case  has 
gone  to  the  supreme  court.  The  case 
first  came  up  in  December  in  the  police 
court,  where  Frueauff  was  charged  with 
violating  the  city  ordinance  relating  to 
gift  enterprises  by  the  use  in  his  busi- 
ness of  trading  stamps.  He  was  fined 
$100  and  took  an  appeal  to  the  county 
court.  The  county  court  reversed  the 
police  magistrate's  ruling  and  dis- 
charged the  defendant.  The  city  has 
now  taken  the  case  into  the  supreme 
court,  where  a  ruling  will  be  made  on 
the  validity  of  the  city  ordinance  con- 
cerned in  the  case.  In  the  findings  of 
the  county  court  the  ordinance  was 
declared  to  be  a  violation  of  the  State 
constitution,  and  hence  void.  Excep- 
tion is  taken  to  this  ruling. 

M  E.  Lewis  of  Canon  City  has  intro- 
duced in  the  Colorado  Legislature  a 
bill  which  if  passed  will  force  trading 
stamp  companies  out  of  business  in 
Colorado. 

The  bill,  which  is  very  brief,  says: 

"  All  persons,  firms  or  corporations 
known  as  trading  stamp  companies 
shall  pay  to  the  State  a  license  tax  of 
$1000  per  year  in  each  county  where 
they  transact^  business. 

"Any  merchants  using  trading 
stamps  shall  pay  to  the  State  a  license 
tax  of  $250  per  year  for  each  place  of 
business  where  they  use  stamps. 

"Any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
or  any  agent  or  manager  for  such  indi- 
vidual, firm  or  corporation,  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  fore- 
going sections  of  this  act,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less 
than  $50,  nor  more  than  $500,  and  be 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less 
than  30  days,  nor  more  than  six 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment." 

Senator  Lewis  says  that  the  trading 
stamp  business  is  an  imposition  on  the 
small  merchants  and  that  it  should  be 
stamped  out.  "  All  the  small  merchants 
in  the  State  would  be  glad  to  see  the 
business  prohibited,"  said  he.  The 
bill  drafted  by  Lewis  is  copied  from 
the  laws  of  I'lorida.  where  the  supreme 
court  of  that  State  declared  it 
constitutional. 


An  anti-trading  stamp  bill  bobbed 
up  in  the  New  Jersey  legislature  at  the 
very  start.  It  requires  that  each  stamp 
shall  bear  on  its  face  its  redeemable 
value  ill  cash,  and  that  its  holder  shall 
have  the  option  of  having  it  redeemed 
either  in  mefchandise  or  cash. 


In  the  California  legislature  this 
bill  has  been  introduced  by  Senator 
Keane  and  Assemblyman  Coghlan. 
It  shows  how  ingenious  must  be  the 
lawyer  to  describe  the  pernicious 
practice  : 

"  Whoever  sells  or  exchanges  any 
property  or  offers  or  attempts  so  to  do 
upon  a  representation,  advertisement, 
notice  or  inducement  that  anything 
unidentified  by  or  unselected  by  the 
purchaser  at,  or  before  the  time  of  the 
sale  or  exchange,  or  upon  a  represen- 
tation, advertisement,  notice  or  induce- 
ment that  anything,  whose  precise 
nature  is  npt  known  to  the  purchaser 
at  the  time  of  sale  or  exchange  as  to 
be  completely  identified  beyond  the 
necessity   of  any   further   or  other 
selection,   or  upon  a  representation, 
notice,  advertisement  or  inducement 
that  any  property  whose  selection  will 
depend  upon  chance  or  hazard  in  any 
manner  whatsoever,  is  to  ba  delivered 
or  received,  or,  is  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  or  is  a  part  of  the  trans- 
action, as  a  prize,  premium  or  premium 
gitt ;  or,  whoever  sells  or  exchanges 
any  property  or  offers  or  attempts  to 
do  so  upon  a  representation,  advertise- 
ment, notice  or  inducement,  that  a 
stamp,  trading  stamp,  coupon  or  other 
device,  which  entitles  the  purchaser 
to  demand  or  receive  either  from  the 
vendor  or  any  other  perso  1,  company, 
association  or  corporation  any  other 
property  unselected  by  or  undivided 
by  the  purchaser  at  or  before  the  time 
of  the  said  sale  or  exchange  ;  or  which 
entitles  the  purchaser  to  demand  or 
receive  either   from   the   vendor  or 
from  any  other  person,  corporation, 
association    or    company  anything 
whose  precise  nature  is  not  so  known 
to  the  purchaser  at  the  time  of  said 
sale  or  exchange  as  to  be  completely 
identified  beyond  the  necessity  of  any 
further  or  other  selection  ;  or  which 
entitles  the  purchaser  to  receive  or 
demand  either  from  the  vendor  .  .  . 
any  properly  whose  selection  will  de- 
pend upon  chance  or  hazud  in  any 
manner  whatsoever,  is  to  be  delivered 
or  received  or  is,  in  any  way,  con- 
nected with  or  is  a  part  of  the  trans- 
action as  a  gift  or  premium  or  premium 
gift;  or,  whoever  sells  or  exchanges 
any  trading  stamp,  stamp  coupon  or 
other  like  device  upon  a  contract  to 
enable  the  purchaser  to  sell  or  ex- 
change property  or  attempt  so  to  do, 
upon  any  representation,  advertise- 
ment, notice  or  inducement  of  any 
kind   hereinbifore    mentioned  ;  or, 
whoever  delivers  any  goods,  wares, 


merchandise  upon  the  presentation  of 
any  such  stamp,  coupon  or  other  like 
device  so  given  or  caused  to  be  given, 
shall  for  each  offense  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  be  punishable  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $20  nor  more 
than  $500  or  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  10  days 
nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by 
both."

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Ontario 
Lumbermen's  Association  took  place 
in  Toronto  on  Feb.  3rd,  Mr.  VV.  D. 
Lummis  presiding.  One  of  the  chief 
subjects  discussed  was  the  unfair 
treatment  by  the  railroads  in  the 
matter  of  demurrage.  It  was  alleged 
that,  owing  to  the  uncertain  supply  of 
railway  cars  at  shipping  points  there 
was  great  irregularity  in  forwarding 
cars,  with  the  result  that  a  number  of 
cars  from  one  consignor  accumulate  in 
transit,  and  all  are  placed  at  one  time 
on  the  siding  to  be  unloaded,  the 
demurrage  being  strictly  assessed  with- 
out regard  to  the  cause  of  accumul- 
ation. It  was  finally  decided  to  join 
with  the  Canadian  Manufacturers' 
Association  to  urge  some  method  for 
equitable  adjustment  upon  the  Rail- 
way Commission.  The  election  of 
officers  resulted  as  follows: — President, 
J.  B.  Miller;  first  vice-president, 
Robert  Walt ;  second  vice  president, 
Dwight  J.  Turner  ;  secretary  treasurer, 
W.  B.  Tindall;  board  of  management, 
W.  D.  Lummis,  R.  Laidlaw,  George 
Thompson,  W.  B.  McLean,  W.  P. 
Bull,  R.  H.  Roys.  D.  L.  White,  J.  B. 
Miller,  W.  J.  Ard,  W.  J.  Sheppard, 
Dwight  J.  Turner,  and  Robert  Watt. 

Another  consequence  of  the  deliber- 
ations of  the  Association  was  the  send- 
ing of  a  deputation  to  Oltawa  in  con- 
junction with  one  from  Bri:ish 
Columbia,  to  interview  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  matter  of  tariff  arrange- 
ments on  lumber.  This  deputation, 
which  was  headed  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Miller, 
of  Parry  Sound  ;  the  president,  Mr. 
W.  D.  Lummis,  of  Sarnia,  the  retiring 
president,  and  the  executive,  inter- 
viewed Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  Hon.  VV. 
Patterson,  and  other  members  of  the 
Government  on  Tuesday  last. 

Mr.  T.  F.  Patterson,  who  presented 
the  case  from  the  British  Columbia 
lumbermen's  point  of  view,  repeated 
their  request  of  former  years  : 

That  the  same  duty  be  placed  upon 
lumber  and  shingles  coming  into  Can- 
ada that  people  of  the  United  States 
impose  upon  lumber  going  into  that 
country.  They  asked  that  they  be  not 
singled  out  in  the  formation  of  the 
tariff,  but  that  they  be  given  the  same 
chance  that  the  other  manufacturers  of 
the  country  have.  They  felt  that  the 
farmers  of  Manitoba  and  the  Noith- 
West  were  in  better  financial 
position  than  the  individual  citizen  of 
British  Columbia,  and  were  well  able 
to  bear  any  just  share  of  the  taxation 
of  the  country.  The  lumbermen  also 
protested  against  being  singled  out  as 
the  particular  industry  that  should  be 
called  upon  to  give  relief  to  the  farmers 
of  Manitoba  and  the  North  West,  who 
are  protected  by  a  duty  of  sixty  cents 


per  barrel  on  flour,  twenty  per  cent,  on 
oatmeal,  and  12  on  wheat,  10  cents  on 
oats,  horses,  twenty  per  cent.,  etc. 
These  products  in  which  they  are  pro- 
tected are  sent  to  British  Columbia  in 
large  quantities,  while  they  send  their 
money  for  lumber  to  the  United 
States,  though  they  cannot  sell  their 
own  products  there.

RETAIL   LUMBER  DEALERS. 

Last  month  the  Western  Retail 
Lumber  Dealers'  Association  held  a 
meeting  in  Winnipeg,  and  decided  to 
readjust  their  agreement  with  the 
manufacturers.  This  agreement  was 
made  at  a  time  when  the  trade  in  the 
whole  country  was  in  a  very  desperate 
condition,  and  many  lumbermen,  both 
wholesale  and  retail,  were  on  the  verge 
of  collapse.  It  piovided  that  manu- 
facturers should  sell  to  none  but 
members  of  the  association,  except  in 
the  case  of  sales  to  the  Government 
and  the  railways  ;  also  that  prices 
should  be  kept  at  a  reasonable  level,  a 
feature  which  affected  wholesale  deal- 
ers and  retailers  alike.  It  is  under- 
stood, indeed,  that  the  cause  of  a 
change  being  required  in  the  associa- 
tion was  the  heavy  importation  of 
lumber  from  the  United  States.  The 
retailers  could  not  resist  the  temptation 
to  buy  this  at  the  cheap  price  at  which 
it  was  offered.  This  competition  is 
said  to  have  prostrated  the  British 
Columbia  interests,  and  the  manu- 
facturers of  that  province  had  to  with- 
draw from  the  association,  a  step  which 
it  was  afterwards  decided  by  other 
manufacturers  to  follow.  The  retailers 
as  well  as  the  wholesalers  and  manu- 
facturers claim  there  has  never  been 
anything  in  the  nature  of  a  combine  to 
keep  up  prices  beyond  a  reasonable 
limit,  and  the  retaileis  claim  they  have 
never  enjoyed  a  profit  in  their  trans- 
actions of  more  than  20  per  cent.  ; 
besides,  that  it  has  always  cost  10  per 
cent,  or  more  to  carry  on  the  business.

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LABOUR  GAZETTE  REPORT 
ON  THE  EARLY  CLOSING 
MOVEMENT. 

On  September  ist  a  number  of  early 
closing  arrangements  in  force  during 
the  summer  months  came  to  an  end, 
and,  in  view  of  the  approach  of  the 
Christmas  holiday  season,  few  develop 
ments  were  reported  in  the  move 
ment  during  the  autumn  months,  long 
hours  being  worked  in  most  of  the 
establishments  in  which  arrangements 
of  this  nature  are  most  frequently 
entered  into,  viz.,  shops  and  stores. 
At  Montreal  the  adoption  of  an  early 
closing  arrangement  for  retail  estab- 
lishments was  discussed  during 
October,  a  deputation  of  retail  clerks 
having  waited  upon  the  City  Council 
with  a  request  for  the  enactment  of  an 
early  closing  by-law.  A  report  handed 
out  by  the  city  attorneys,  however,  in 
this  cunjiection  was  to  the  effect  that 
the  city  had  not  the  power  to  pass 
legislation  compelling  the  early  clos- 
ing of  stores,  the  matter  being  con- 
sidered a  subject  for  the  Federal 
Government  to  deal  with,  and  the 
regulation  of  the  hours  of  clerks  and 
compulsory  early  closing  being,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  attorneys,  two  things 
quite  different.  At  Vancouver,  B.  C., 
also,  an  early  closing  by  law  was  de- 
clared ultra  vires  by  llie  police  magis- 
trate, in  a  decision  dismissing  an  in- 
formation for  the  infraction  of  an 
existing  by  law.  The  Provincial  Shops 
Regulation  Act,  according  to  the 
magistrate,  gives  the  City  Council 
authority  to  pass  by-laws  for  the  clos- 
ing of  shops  during  certain  hours,  but 
such  by-laws  may  only  be  passed  by 
first  securing  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  shopkeepers  affected.  The 
Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  under 
which  the  by  laws  had  been  passed, 
and  the  Shops  Regulation  Act  were 
held  to  be  inconsistent,  and  the 
awgistrate  decided  that  the  provisions 
of  the  latter  should  accordingly  take 
precedence.

THE  PROPER  THING  TO  DO. 


The  Executive  Committee  of  The 
Retail  Merchants  Association  held  a 
meeting  in  Philadelphia  on  January 
i2th.  All  the  members  were  present. 
The  legislative  campaign  was  mapped 
out  and  arrangements  made  to  have  a 
representative  in  Harrisburg  all  through 
the  sessions  of  the  legislature  to  watch 
the  interests  of  the  retail  merchants. 
Other  executive  business  cf  an  im- 
portant character  was  acted  upon. 


RETAILERS     WANT  PRO 
TECTION. 

In  the  national  pure  food  bill  which 
is  under  discussion  in  Congress, 
retailers  think  some  measure  of  pro- 
tection should  be  accorded  them.  The 
weakness  of  all  pure  food  bills  thus  far 
passed  is  that  they  put  the  burden  of 
violation  upon  the  retailer.  In  other 
words  it  is  the  retailer  who  is  arrested 
and  pays  the  fine  for  violation  of  a 
statute,  not  the  one  who  actually  pre- 
pares the  goods. 

For  instance,  a  manufacturer  in 
Massachusetts  makes  something  which 
is  all  right  in  Massachusetts.  He 
sends  it  to  Georgia  without  marking 
the  ingredients  upon  the  package. 
The  Georgia  retailei  sells  it,  is  arrested 
and  pays  a  fine  for  violating  the 
Georgia  pure  food  laws,  when,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  he  had  absolutely 
nothing  to  do  with  that  violation.  He 
was  merely  an  agent  and  should  not, 
under  any  circumstances,  be  held 
responsible  for  what  the  manufacturer 
in  a  distant  State  did  or  did  not  do. 

The  theory  of  the  law  is  that  the 
retailer  will  recover  of  the  wholesaler 
and  the  wholesaler  will  recover  of  the 
manufacturer,  but  it  doesn't  work  out 
that  way  in  practice.  On  the  contrary 
the  retailer  is  frequently  called  upon  to 
bear  all  the  expense  of  a  suit,  and 
finally  is  forced  to  throw  the  goods 
out  of  stock. 

Retailers  are  moving  noA^  to  have  a 
clause  put  in  the  national  law  which 
will  exonerate  them  from  all  liability 
when  they  sell  orig  nal  packages  or 
cartons.  They  want  the  manufacturer 
made  responsible  for  his  own  acts,  not 
they,  who  have  had  nothing  whatever 
to  do  with  the  preparation  of  the  goods 
and  often  do  not  know  the  ingredients. 
These  are  exactly  the  same  conditions 
that  prevail  in  Canada.

Insurance  Company  of  Pennsylvania 
has  just  closed  its  second  year  of 
phenomenal  success,  having  promptly 
met  every  loss  without  the  levying  of 
an  assessment,  thereby  more  than 
making  good  the  early  prophesies  of 
the  officials  and  carrying  the  insurance 
at  a  net  saving  of  50  per  cent,  on  the 
old  line  rates  to  the  policy  holders. 
The  company  is  now  carrying  a  little 
short  of  $2,cioo,ooo  of  risks  and  have 
$6,000  in  the  treasury.  The  success 
of  this  company  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
it  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Retail  Merchants'  Associa- 
tion of  this  State,  who  have  in  many 
other  respects  demonstrated  their 
ability  in  economic  co-operation. 


BELL     COMPANY  REDUCES 
RATES    IN  CLEVELAND. 

Strong  competition  between  the 
Cuyahoga  Telephone  Company  of 
Cleveland  and  the  Cleveland  Bell 
Company  has  led  the  Bell  Company  to 
a  reduction  of  rales  on  at  least  two 
occasions  in  the  past  three  months. 
So  far  the  Cuyahoga  Company  has 
shown  no  disposition  to  announce  a 
cut. 

The  situation  amounts  to  a  rate  war, 
with  the  exception  that  so  far  the  war 
is  of  the  Bell  Company's  waging.  For 
many  years  the  Bell  Company  held  un- 
disputed sway  in  Cleveland.  Since  the 
Cuyahoga  cut  over  in  its  new  switch- 
board last  spring,  however,  and  started 
a  vigorous  campaign  for  business,  the 
growth  of  the  independent  organization 
has  been  so  phenomenal  as  to  alarm 
the  Bell  Company.  This,  however,  is 
not  the  reason  given  by  that  concern 
for  its  recent  reduction  in  rates.  The 
Bell  Company  has  announced  that  on 
looking  over  its  business  it  finds  con- 
ditions such  that  it  is  able  to  give  the 
public  the  benefit  of  some  of  the  profits 
in  the  form  of  reduced  charges  for 
service.  At  the  same  time  those  con- 
versant with  telephone  conditions  in 
Cleveland  do  not  think  this  discovery 
would  have  been  made  had  it  not  been 
for  the  fact  that  the  Cuyahoga  Com- 
pany is  adding  to  its  list  of  subscribers 
at  the  rate  of  about  400  a  month.

CANADIAN    CANAL  COM- 
PANY FORMED. 


A  syndicate  has  been  formed,  under 
the  name  of  the  Canadian  Canals  Cor- 
poration, with  headquarters  at  Toronto, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  canals 
from  a  point  on  Georgian  Bay  between 
Waubaushene  and  Port  Severn,  or  on 
Nottawasaga  Bay,  on  Lake  Simcoe, 
thence  to  some  point  on  Lake  Ontario, 
and  from  some  point  on  Nottawasaga 
Bay  along  the  v  Hey  of  the  Nottawasa- 
ga River,  therice  to  some  point  on 
Lake  O.itario.  One  terminus  on  Lake 
Ontario  is  to  be  in  the  County  of 
York  or  in  the  County  of  Ontario. 
The  company  seeks  authority  to  con- 
struct the  necessary  basins  and 
reservoirs.  It  asks  the  expropriation 
powers,  and  desires  authority  to  levy 
and  collect  tolls.  The  capital  stock 
of  the  company  is  placed  at  fifteen 
million  dollars.  H.  C.  Spalding,  of 
New  York  ;  Col.  J.  I.  Davidson,  and 
Mr.  Pelf  g  Howland,  of  Toronto,  are 
the  promoters  of  the  enterprise.

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THE  QOESTION  CF  TAXATION. 

BY  STAPLETON  CALDECOTT,  ESQ. 

The  question  of  taxation  is  one  of 
the  most  difficult  and  important  ques- 
tions that  can  engage  the  thought  of 
men  (and  women)  who  are  called  upon 
to  solve  the  various  problems  that  de- 
mand patient  and  exact  thinking,  for 
upon  its  correct  and  just  solution  de- 
pends much  of  the  future  happiness 
and  welfare  of  the  human  family.  It 
is  singular  what  a  profound  haze  has 
for  ages  surrounded  this  question.  Ask 
the  ordinary  man  to  say  how  taxation, 
should  be  levied,  and  he  will  likely 
admit  he  has  given  the  question  very 
little  thought,  and  as  regards  his  indi- 
vidual practice  he  has  simply  done  his 
best  to  pay  as  small  a  tax  as  possible, 
and  he  will  also  make  returns  with  the 
least  concern  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the 
returns  he  may  make.  Now,  if  I  can 
say  something  to  make  such  a  man 
carefully  think  what  taxation  is,  and 
upon  what  principle  it  should  be  en- 
forced, I  shall  have  done  something 
to  promote  justice  in  the  mode  ana 
basis  of  corrett  taxation,  and  perhaps 
lead  many  people  to  pay  taxation  as 
heartily  as  they  pay  any  other  just  debt. 

Let  me,  then,  ask  first— Vi^on  what 
system  shall  taxation  be  based,  so  as  to 
tax  all  members  of  the  community  in 
a  fair  and  just  manner  'i  Some  per- 
sons think  the  basis  is  to  be  found  in 
the  wealth  of  the  individual  taxed,  and 
that  therefore  taxation  should  be  based 
upon  wealth.  At  first  sight  this  may 
appear  right — but  quite  apart  from  the 
fact  that  no  income  tax  has  ever  yet 
been  collected  with  absolute  equality, 
and  that  from  the  very  nature  of  things 
never  can  be  levied  with  even  an  ap- 
proach to  fairness.  This  principle  is 
in  itself  unsound,  and  will  not  bear  the 
test  of  experience,  when  you  apply  to 
it  the  measure  you  apply  to  ordinary 
purchases,  namely,  that  of  exchange  of 
values.  When  you  purchase  a  coat 
you  find  out  its  value  ;  but  before  the 
salesman  gave  the  value  or  made  his 
quotation,  would  you  not  be  surprised 
if  he  said,  "  my  price  depends  not  upon 
lis  value,  but  what  amount  of  money 
you  are  worth;  if  you  are  worth 
$100,000  I  shall  ask  $25.00,  but  if  you 
are  only  worth  $i  000  I  shall  ask  only 
$5  00  for  the  article." 

The  same  law  governs  when  pur- 
chasing oi  purchasing  a  house,  or 
making  a  road.  Now  taxation  is  only 
put  on  to  cover  certain  proper  exptnses 
in  the  government  and  control  of  a 
city,  a  municipality,  a  Province  or  a 
a  nation.  What,  then,  is  your  share  of 
those  expenses  1  Just  the  amount  of 
value  these  taxes  are  to  you.  Not 
whether  you  are  young  or  old,  not 
whether  well  educated  or  the  reverse, 
not  whether  capable  or  incapable,  nor 
yet  whether  rich  or  poor,  but  just  pure 
and  simple  what  is  the  value  of  t/ie 


benefit  you  get  from  the  wise  and  pru- 
dent government  of  the  city.  Province 
or  nation  ?  If  this,  then,  is  correct, 
the  point  to  decide  is  the  value  of  the 
benefit  conferred,  and  how  are  they  to 
be  ascertained  ?  Let  the  following 
illustration  serve  to  show  how  the 
character  of  the  service  given  can 
be  learned.  The  city  of  Toronto 
has  a  central  street  upon  which 
the  main  business  of  the  city  is  done. 
Upon  the  old  system  of  personalty 
assessment  you  may  give  to  say  three 
merchants  50  feet  each  of  frontage 
upon  this  street.  One  merchant  has 
capital  in  his  business,  $100,000. 
The  second  merchant  has  the  same. 
The  third  merchant  has  $50,000. 
The  first  merchant  is  honest  and 
returns  his  personalty  at  $iod,ooo; 
The  second  is  not  so  serupulous  and 
returns  his  at  $5,000.  The  first  thus 
pays  taxation  upon  50  feet  frontage 
at  say — 2  mills  on  the  dollar,  $2,000. 
The  second  merchant  upon  the  same 
frontage,  $1,000.  The  third  mer- 
chant upon  the  same  frontage,  $100. 
The  city  gives  to  each  merchant 
exactly  the  same  privileges,  for  which 
under  the  wretched  personalty  system 
the  city  charges  three  different  prices 
and  of  course  the  honest  man  gets 
punished  by  the  city  for  his  honesty. 
The  cause  of  all  this  is  the  false 
basis  upon  which  the  taxation  tias 
been  levied.  The  correct  way  would 
rather  be  what  is  the  value  of  50 
feet  of  frontage  upon  a  certam  street 
for  the  purposes  of  trade  ?  Take 
the  rental  as  reflecting  in  the  most 
practical  manner  the  value.  Tax  it 
then  whatever  percentage  the  expenses 
of  the  city  requires.  Thus  rental 
$4000.00  per  an  10  per  cent,  say 
$400.00.  Thus  to  any  merchant 
wanting  fifty  feet  frontage  for  the 
purposes  of  trade  upon  this  street  no 
matter  what  his  capital,  which  the 
city  did  not  give  him,  no  matter  what 
his  capacity  which  the  city  did  not  give 
him,  no  matter  what  his  experience, 
which  the  city  did  not  give  him,  he 
has  to  pay  $400  for  the  use  of  city 
protection  and  city  government. 
Now  the  better  capital,  the  better 
capacity,  the  better  knowledge  he  can 
bring  to  bear  upon  his  fifty  feet  frontal 
the  better  both  for  the  city,  and  the 
better  for  himself  and  with  no  sense 
that  either  he  or  any  other  merchant 
has  been  treated  unfairly  and  that  for 
him  and  for  any  other  man  ther^ 
exists  under  this  mode  of  taxation  an 
equal  field  to  one  and  all,  upon  the 
just  and  easily  adjusted  principle  of  a 
fair  exchange  of  values  between  the 
city  which  thus  taxes  and  the  mer- 
chant who  thus  pays  a  fair  and  equal 
sum  for  the  privileges  which  the  city 
sells  under  the  name  of  municipal  taxes. 
The  question  of  Single  Tax  enters  into 
other  departments  of  taxation  and 
applies  perhaps  more  particularly  to 
taxation    for    natural  governmental 


purposes.  My  particular  point  is  rather 
upon  municipal  t?xation  which  should 
be  based  upon  the  sound  funoametital 
principle  and  one  easily  to  be  applied 
and  carved  out  with  absolute  justice  to 
all — the  honest  and  full  exchange  of 
values  between  city  and  citizen.

CONVENIENCE  STATIONS 
ABROAD. 

Birmingham  Makes  Her  Underground 
Lavatories  Pay  a  Small  Revenue 
to  the  City  Government. 

The  public  works  committee  of  Birm- 
ingham, in  submitting  to  the  city  council 
a  proposition  for  an  expenditure  of 
$7,300  upon  the  construction  of  an 
additional  underground  lavatory,  etc.,' 
made  an  announcement  showing  that' 
where  small  charges  are  made  there  are 
profit  possibilities  in  conveniences  of' 
this  kind.    The  committee  said  that  the 
four  underground  lavatories,  etc.,  were^ 
paying  the  city  a  net  profit  of  $2,433 
year. 

There  is  no  city  improvement  the 
utility  of  which  American  tourists  are 
so  much  impressed  with  when  traveling 
abroad  as  they  are  by  the  underground 
conveniences  mentioned  above,  and 
there  are  few  conveniences  in  life  in 
which  American  cities  are  so  lacking. —

NEW   YORK  CITY  CITIZENS 
INVESTIGATE  EXORBITANT 
MONOPOLY  RATES. 

After  many  weeks  of  preliminary 
examination  of  telephone  charges  in 
New  York  and  other  cities,  a  special 
committee  of  business  men  started  last 
Monday  an  exhaustiveinvestigation  into 
the  alleged  exorbitant  rates  of  the  New 
York  Telephone  Csmpany.  The  com- 
mittee to  probe  into  the  rates  in  vogue 
in  New  York  city  is  composed  of  the 
following  :  Clarence  Whitman,  presid- 
ent of  the  Merchants'  Association;  John 
C.  Eames,  Herman  A.  Metz,  Frederick 
De  Berard,  J.  Crawford  McGreery, 
William  J.  SchiefFelin,  J.  Hampden 
Dougherty,  Thomas  M.  Hilliard, 
Thomas  McCarthy,  F.  E.  Kingsman 
and  Franklin  H.  Kalbfleisch.  Mr.  De 
Berard,  speaking  in  behalf  of  the 
committee,  said  that  it  was  proposed  to 
get  at  the  bottom  of  the  telephone  rate 
question.  "This  committee,"  he  said, 
"intends  to  go  into  the  question  very 
thoroughly.  If  the  telephone  company 
convinces  us  that  its  charges  are  right, 
we  will  say  so.  If  we  decide  that  the 
company  is  not  right  in  its  claims,  we 
will  tell  the  public  so."  If  the  charges 
are  found  unreasonable,  the  committee 
will  probably  ask  the  Legislature  to 
grant  relief. 

There  is  a  measure  now  in  the  Legis- 
lature which  is  at  present  in  the  hands 
of  the  committee  on  miscellaneous 
corporations,  providing  for  uniform 
interborough  telephone  rates  and  cuts 
off  within  individual  borough  limits, 
charge  for  extra  messages  levied  against 
regular  subscribers.

made  short  speeches  after  which 
the  company  were  driven  to  the 
factory  and  shown  through  by  Mr. 
Hall,  the  superintendent.  The 
visitors  expressed  their  apprecia- 
tion of  Mr.  Boulter's  courtesy  in 
the  warmest  terms  and  were  great- 
ly pleased  with  what  they  had  seen 
and  their  very  profitable  day's 
outing. 

As  the  sleighs  were  approaching 
the  fine  new  five-storied  building 
shown  in  the  accompanying  illus- 
tration more  than  one  was  heard  to 
give  expression  to  the  most  favor- 
able comments  on  its  splendid 
appearance.  It  is  built  on  the  L 
plan,  of  white  brick  throughout, 
and  it  is  as  complete  on  the  inside 
as  it  is  imposing  on  the  outside 
from  any  point  that  you  view  it. 
Mr.  Hart,  the  Superintendent,  took 
the  party  in  hand,  and  under  his 
direction  they  were  enabled  to  see 
everything  under  the  most  favor- 
able auspices,  and  what  they  saw 
during  that  couple  of  hours  with 
their  own  eyes  gave  them  a  better 
knowledge  of  how  rubber  footwear 
is  made  than  they  could  have  got 
by  reading  all  the  books  that  have 
been  published  on  the  subject 

The  visitors  were  shown  crude 
rubber  of  different  species  and  the 
method  of  washing  and  cleaning 
the  dirty-appearing  material.  They 
were  astonished  and  delighted 
with  the  results,  believing  it  im- 
possible to  convert  the  dirty-look- 
ing raw  material  into  a  product  so 
clean  and  wholesome.  They  were 
also  shown  the  process  of  mixing 
the  crude  rubber  on  the  heavy 
mills,  and  the  cracking  and  snap- 
ping the  better  grades  caused  the 


more  nervous  to  make  many  an 
involuntary  jump.  Following  this, 
they  were  taken  to  a  large  room 
where  the  washed  rubber  is 
thoroughly  dried  and  seasoned, 
and  afterwards  rolled  out  in  sheets 
and  stamped  in  the  various  shapes 
and  fine  designs.  Then  the 
cutting- room  was  visited.  Here 
much  of  the  work  is  done  by  hand 
and  the  coated  cottons  and  rubber 
sheets  are  cut  into  regular  patterns 
and  sent  to  the  fourth  floor,  where 
the  rubbers  are  made  over  the 
many  dififerent  styles  and  sizes  or 
lasts.  The  making  room  is  a  very 
commodious  department,  and  like 
every  other  department  of  the 
building  well  ventilated  and  well 
lighted.  The  room  is  the  full  size 
of  the  building,  150  feet  long  and 
60  feet  wide,  and  not  a  post  to  be 
found  in  the  entire  space.  Women

are  employed  on  the  lighter  grades 
of  work,  while  all  the  heavier  work 
such  as  washing,  mixing  and  pre- 
paring the  raw  rubber  and  the 
making  of  the  heavier  grades  of 
rubber  boots  and  overshoes,  is  done 
by  men.'  Nearly  everything  is 
done  on  the  piecework  system,  and 
by  a  very  simple  method  each 
person's  work  can  be  traced  back 
to  him,  should  it  be  necessary. 
After  the  shoe  is  built  on  the  last 
it  is  sent  to  the  vulcanizing  and 
varnishing  rooms,  and  here  again 
the  visitors  were  greatly  impressed 
with  the  method  of  putting  the 
gloss  on  them.  They  were  then 
shown  inti.)  the  packing  room, 
where  the  tables  were  filled  with 
the  brightly  made  goods  of  the 
day  previous. 

When  the  visitors  were  told  the 
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cost .  of  the  best  grades  of  dried 
rubber  and  saw  the  machinery  and 
wori<  it  took  to  make  a  pair  of 
rubbers  they  were  astonished  that 
it  was  possible  to  sell  a  pair  of 
them  at  such  prices. 

The  company  have  recently 
found  it  necessary  to  add  more 
machinery  and  have  purchased  a 
large  twin  eight-roll  calender.  The 
entire  machine  is  patented  and  is 
acknowledged  byrubber  authorities 
to  be  the  most  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  calender  line  yet  con- 
ceived. The  claim  is  made  for  this 
calender  that  it  will  not  only  re- 
duce the  cost  of  labor,  but  will  also 
much  improve  the  wearing  of  the 
stock  as  they  pass  through  it. 
The  company  are  determined  to 
produce  the  best  wearing  article 
that  can  possibly  be  made.  They 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
calender  is  the  second  of  the  kind 
built  in  America. 

The  whole  output  of  the  factory 
is  sold  directly  to  the  retail  trade 
through  their  own  agents.  They 
have  recently  arranged  for  carrying 
stocks  in  Winnipeg,  London,  To- 
ronto, Ottawa  and  Montreal.  It 
is  only  eighteen  months  since  the 
commencement  of  the  building 


operations,  and  the  factory  has 
been  running  less  than  a  year. 
They  are  making  at  present  about 
1,500  pairs  of  rubbers  per  day  and 
employ  140  people. 

At  the  close  of  the  round  of  the 
buildings,  Mr.  Kaufmann  and  Mr. 
Reider  again  expressed  the  plea- 
sure it  had  given  them  to  have  the 
Toronto  merchants  visit  the  factory 
and  see  for  themselves  what  they 
were  doing. 


Mr.  Boulter  again  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  showing  his  thoughtful- 
ness  for  his  guests,  when  he  found 
that  the  train  was  likely  to  be  at 
least  two  hours  late,  by  having 
sleighs  on  hand  to  take  them  back 
to  the  hotel,  where  an  impromptu 
lunch  was  served.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  say  the  ride  home  in  their 
own  special  car  was  an  enjoyable 
event  in  every  way  and  that  the

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TRADE  IN  MEXICO. 

In  his  report  on  the  condition 
of  trade  in  Mexico  Commercial 
Agent  A.  W.  Donly  says  :  Mexico's 
imports  at  present  amount,  in 
round  numbers  to  $75,000,000,  in 
gold.  More  than  half  this  total  is 
purchased  in  the  United  States, 
which  country  also  takes  the 
greater  part  of  her  exports.  Her 
foreign  trade,  both  import  and  ex- 
port, is  growing  with  great  rapidity. 
She  must  continue  to  buy  much  in 
foreign  marts  that  she  cannot  pro- 
duce at  home,  and  she  will  con- 
tinue to  ship  much  to  these  same 
marts  that  they  must  needs  buy 
from  her. 

LACK   OF   INTEREST  AMONG 
CANADIANS. 

This  being  the  case,  it  is  greatly 
to  be  lamented  that  Canadian  ex- 
porters and  importers  are  not  more 
interested  in  studying  thoroughly 
the  mutual  necessities  of  both 
countries  with  a  view  to  the  cre- 
ation of  a  trade  in  this,  to  them, 
new  field.  From  correspondence 
that  I  have  seen  from  Canadian 
houses,  upon  different  subjects, 
one  would  be  led  to  believe  that 
Mexico  were  situated  in  a  different 
planet  than  Canada,  and  that  the 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  trade 
were  as  great  as  though  such  were 
the  case.  There  seems  to  exist 
among  Canadians  a  general  apathy 
in  regard  to  trade  extension  so  far 
as  Mexico  is  concerned.  Again, 
some  consider  Mexico  a  barbarous 
country  and  unworthy  their  atten- 
tion, while  others  would  like  to 
sell  their  wares  here  but  are  un- 
,  willing  to  pay  any  commissions  to 
local  agents,  and  expect  buyers  to 
remit  in  advance  for  goods  of 
which  they  have  not  even  seen 
samples.  It  would  seem  as  though 
too  much  prosperity  in  recent 
years  had  been  responsible  for  an 
enervating  effect.  On  the  other 
hand,  some  few  concerns  are  show- 
ing a  genuine  interest  and  un- 
doubtedly, once  the  transportation 
question  is  regulated,  their  efforts 
will  be  rewarded  with  an  increased 
profitable  business. 

CREDIT. 

Canadians  seem  to  think  that  it 
would  be  entirely  unsafe  to  ship 
any  goods  here  without  the  cash 
accompanying  each  and  every 
order.  The  fact  is  that  business 
failures  are  much  less  frequent 
than  in  English  speaking  countries 
and  less  loss  would  probably  result 


from  opening  a  line  of  credit  with 
reputable  houses  here,  who  would 
be  able  and  willing  to  furnish  good 
references,  than  from  doing  the 
same  with  houses  much  nearer 
home,  Besides  the  mercantile 
agency  of  R.  G.  Dun  &  Co ,  is 
systematically  organized  in  all  the 
principal  centres  of  the  Republic 
and  reports  are  easily  procurable 
in  regard  to  any  or  all  prospective 
customers.

To  the  Editor  : 

Dear  Sir: — In  your  January 
number  you  take  issue  with  the 
manner  in  which  the  Toronto  City 
Council  dealt  with  the  $700  ex- 
emption, with  the  measure  itself, 
and  with  land  value  taxation  in 
general.  You  say  it  should  be 
freely  and  fearlessly  discussed. 
Assuming  that  to  be  an  invitation 
to  discussion,  I  should  like  to 
present  a  few  facts,  which  appear 
to  have  been  overlooked  in  the 
article  in  question. 

First  you  object  that  the  alder- 
men should  have  referred  the  ques- 
tion to  the  people,  at  the  request 
of  certain  "  energetic  experimen- 
talists,instead  of  themselves  assum- 
ing the  responsibility."  In  this 
instance,  however,  they  had  no 
alternative.  The  "  experimental- 
ists" presented  a  petition  signed 
by  3000  voters,  asking  that  the 
question  be  submitted  to  the 
people.  As  to  the  wisdom  of  that 
course  there  surely  can  be  little 
question. 

Your  objection  to  the  measure 
itself,  from  the  retailer's  stand- 
point, is  based  upon  the  assump- 
tion that  the  retailer  "  will  have 
moi-e  taxes  to  pay"  and  that  they 
are  the  "  largest  body  of  taxpayers 
in  the  Dominion."  I  know  of  a 
much  larger  body,  viz:  the  con- 
sumers, who  pay  not  ©nly  the  tax 
that  you  say  burdens  the  retailer, 
but  the  taxes  that  the  manufactur- 
ers and  importers  pay.  It  would 
be  absurd  to  argue  the  point,  the 
fact  is  self-evident. 

As  retailers  we  should  take  ex- 
ception to  all  taxes  on  houses  or 
goods.  Not  because  they  increase 
our  tax  bills,  but  because  they  re- 
duce the  purchasing  power  of  the 
people  at  large.  By  removing  tax- 
ation from  the  products  of  industry 
and  placing  them  upon  privilege 
and  monopoly,  we  shall  increase 
the  purchasing  power  of  the  people, 
and  as  this  measure  proposes  to 
do  this  in  degree,  it  is  worthy  of 
the  support  of  all  lovers  of  justice. 
There  can  be  no  more  important 
subject  for  discussion.  Out  of  dis- 
cussion comes  truth.  Provided, 
facts,  not  opinions,  are  dealt  with, 
I  shall  be  glad  to  return  to  the 
subject,  if  desirable,  in  some  future 
issue.

A  NEW  CANADIAN 
ENTERPRISE. 

Jams,  Jellies,  Fruit,  Staled  ifi  Glass. 

Mr.  E.  D.  Smith,  the  well  known  fruit 
shipper  of  Winona,  Ontario,  erected 
during  the  summer  and  fall  of  1904,  and 
has  now  in  operation,  an  up-to-date 
factory  for  the  purgose  of  preserving 
fruit  in  various  ways,  primarily  as  Jam 
and  Jelly,  but  he  purposes  also  to  put 
up  a  select  grade  of  fruit  in  glass. 

The  factory  is  a  large  three  storied 
brick  struoture,  with  cellar,  and  has  a 
ground  floor  of  5,800  square  feet,  and 
is  built  in  a  most  substantial  manner, 
three  cars  of  cement  being  used  in 
floors,  and  the  timbers  of  Georgia  Pine 
and  White  Oak.  Ceilings  twelve  feet 
on  the  first  and  second  floors  which  are 
capable  of  carrying  three  hundred  tons 
on  each. 

This  building  is  attached  to  the  brick 
fruit  house  and  cold  storage  which  is 
100  by  30  feet,  two  stories  and  base- 
ment by  sheds  enclosed  in  heavy  wire 
screening  which  along  with  others 
aggregate  over  two  hundred  feet  in 
length  and  are  the  summer  and  autumn 
shipping  sheds  and  from  which  each 
season  over  three  hundred  cars  of  fruit 
are  shipped.

Eternal  vigil- 
ance is  not  only  the  price  of  liberty, 
but  it  is  the  price  of  every  other 
good  thing,  including  steamboat- 
ing. 

To  keep  this  steamboat  moving, 
the  captain  requires  the  assistance 
of  hundreds  of  people  who  have  a 
singleness  of  aim — one  purpose — 
a  desire  to  do  the  right  thing  and 
the  best  thing  in  order  that  the 
ship  shall  move  steadily,  surely 
and  safely  on  her  course. 

Curiously  enough,  there  are  men 
constantly  falling  overboard. 
These  folks  who  fall  overboard  are 
always  cautioned  to  keep  away 
from  dangerous  places,  still  there 
are  those  who  delight  in  taking 
risks.  These  individuals  who  fall 
off  and  cling  to  floating  spars  or 
are  picked  up  by  passing  craft, 
usually  declare  that  they  were  "  dis- 
charged." They  say  the  Captain 
or  the  Mate  or  their  comrades  had 
it  in  for  them. 

I  am  inclined  to  think  that  no 
man  was  ever  "  discharged"  from  a 
successful  concern — he  discharges 
himself 

When  a  man  quits  his  work,  say, 
oiling  the  engine  or  scrubbing  the 
deck,  and  leans  over  the  side  call- 
ing to  outsiders,  explaining  what  a 
bum  boat  he  is  aboard  of,  how  bad 
the  food  is,  and  what  a  fool  there 
is  for  a  Captain,  he  gradually 
loosens  his  hold  until  he  falls  into 
the  yeasty  deep.  There  is  no  one 
to  blame  but  himself,  yet  probably 
you  would  have  hard  wcrk  to  make 
him  understand  this  little  point. 

When  a  man  is  told  to  do  a 
certain  thing  and  there  leaps  to  his 
lips,  or  even  to  his  heart,  the 
formula,"  I  wasn't  hired  to  dothat," 
he  is  standing  upon  a  greased 
plank  that  inclines  toward  the  sea. 
When  the  plank  is  tilted  to  the 
proper  angle  he  goes  to  Davy 
Jones's  locker,  and  nobody  tilts 
the  fatal  plank  but  the  man  himself. 

And  the  way  this  plank  is  tilted 
is  this  :  The  man  takes  more 
interest  in  passing  craft  and  what 
is  going  on  on  land  than  in  doing 
his  work  on  board  ship. 

So  I  repeat,  no  man  employed 
by  a  successful  firm  was  ever  dis- 
charged. Those  who  fall  over- 
board get  on  the  greased  plank 
and  then  give  it  a  tilt  to  starboard. 


If  you  are  on  a  greased  plank 
you  better  get  from  off  it,  and 
quickly,  too.

THE  ENGLISH  COAL  SUPPLY. 


For  some  time  there  has  been  a 
feeling  of  nervousness  on  the  part 
of  many  British  manufacturers, 
vessel  owners  and  naval  authorities, 
occasioned  by  the  persistent  state- 
ments that  the  coal  field  of  the 
little  island  were  becoming  ex- 
hausted, and  that  the  present  rate 
of  consumption  would  in  a  few 
years  render  coal  importation 
necessary.  These  statements  led 
to  the  appointment  of  a  coal  com- 
mission to  investigate  the  matter 
and  determine  whether  the  cause 
for  alarm  had  any  foundation  in 
fact. 

The  report  of  the  commission 
has  just  recently  been  made  public 
and  sets  at  rest  the  grave  appre- 
hensions at  the  pessimists. 

The  Coal  Commission  of  1871 
estimated  the  available  coal  in  the 
proved  coal  fields  of  the  United 
Kingdom  within  the  limit  of  4,000 
feet  from  the  surface  of  the  earth 
at  90,207,285,398  tons.  The  pre- 
sent commission,  as  the  result  of 
elaborate  enquiries,  make  the  fol- 
lowing estimate  of  available  sup- 
plies : — 

Tons. 

Within  4  000  ft  109,914  668,167 

Below  4,000  ft ... .  5,239,433,980 
Unproved  coalfields  39,483,000,000 

In  addition  to  these  figures,  esti- 
mates are  given  of  undersea  coal 
fields  as  follows : — Beyond  five 
miles  and  within  twelve  miles  of 
high  water  mark  at  Cumberland 
(Sir  Lindsay  Wood's  estimate)  8  54,- 


608,307  tons ;  anthracite  coal 
undersea  in  St.  Bride's  Bay  and 
part  of  Carmarthen  Bay  (Sir  W. 
T.  Lewis'  estimate),  383,024,000 
tons.  Thus  the  estimated  coal 
supply  is  over  146,874  million 
tons. 

The  present  annual  output  is 
230  millions,  but  the  commission 
makes  no  prophecy  as  to  how  long  / 
our  coal  resources  are  likely  to  last. 
For  the  last  30  years  the  average 
increase  in  the  output  has  been  2^^ 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  exports, 
including  bunkers,  have  increased 
at  the  rate  of  45^  per  cent,  per 
annum. 

The  opinion  is  expressed  that 
this  increase  cannot  long  continue, 
and  in  view  of  the  probable  ex- 
haustion of  the  shallower  colleries, 
the  commissioners  "look  forward 
to  a  time,  not  far  distant,  when 
the  rate  of  increase  of  output  will 
be  slower,  to  be  followed  by  a 
period  of  stationary  output,  and 
then  a  gradual  decline." 

The  commissioners  direct  atten- 
tion to  the  waste  and  extravagance 
of  the  methods  of  raising  steam, 
and  point  out  that  the  consumption 
of  coal  per  indicated  horse-power 
at  mines  and  factories  is  on  an 
averageaboutfive  pounds,  although 
it  should  not  exceed  two  pounds. 
The  use  of  oil  and  gas  engines  they 
find  is  increasing,  but  they  con- 
sider that  for  greater  economy  we 
must  look  to  the  general  install- 
ation of  central  power  stations,  as 
there  is  a  great  waste  at  present 
owing  to  engines  being  scattered 
over  factories  and  workshops,  with 
long  ranges  of  pipes  and  small, 
ineftective  boilers.

CA.NADI1N  TOBACCO. 

The  rulers  at  Ottawa  have  been 
giving  some  attention  to  the  cul- 
ture, curing  and  preparation  of 
Canadian  tobacco,  and  the  opinion 
generally  expressed  is  to  the 
effect  that  the  Canadian  grown 
article  should  supercede  the  im- 
ported product. 

There  is  no  reason  why  this 
should  not  be  the  case,  and  one 
member  of  parliament  in  his  re- 
marks on  the  subject  said  that  he 
could  not  see  why  Canadian  to- 
bacco, grown  in  practically  the  same 
climate,  should  not  have  as  fine  a 
flavor  as  the  American  plant.  He 
suggested  that  present  inferiority 
was  probably  the  fault  of  the  cur- 
ing, and  that  expert  knowledge 
should  be  utilized  in  devising  an 
improved  method  in  preparing  the 
leaf  for  market. 

Most  of  the  Canadian  tobacco 
is  grown  in  the  Counties  of  Kent 
and  Essex,  and  many  who  claim  to 
know  whereof  they  speak  assert 
that  it  is  in  every  way  equal  in 
quality  to  that  grown  south  of  the 
international  boundary  line.  There 
are  other  counties  in  Ontario  where 
soil  and  climatic  conditions  are 
just  as  favorable  to  the  successful 
cultivation  of  the  plant  as  the 
counties  named. 

It  is  urged  that  the  govern- 
ment give  every  possible  encourage- 


ment that  will  assist  in  bringing 
the  standard  of  the  Canadian  article 
to  the  perfection  demanded  by  the 
consumer. 

While  this  important  Canadian 
industry  has  passed  the  experi- 
mental stage  and  domestic  tobacco 
finds  a  large  market,  there  are  yet 
many  improvements  to  be  made 
before  it  will  gain  the  ascendency 
over  the  goods  which  come  from 
the  United  States.  Prejudice  no 
doubt  enters  largely  into  the  reason 
why  the  demand  is  smaller  than 
for  foreign  grown.  A  consumer 
has  tried  a  few  samples  which  were 
not  quite  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
brand  to  which  he  has  been  accus- 
tomed. He  at  once  condemns  it 
and  refuses  to  buy  more.  He  has 
probably  not  tried  it  again  for  two 
or  three  years  and  does  not  con- 
sider that  improvements  in  curing 
and  manufacture  are  being  con- 
stantly made  and  that  what  is  pro- 
duced now  is  much  superior  to 
that  which  he  first  used.  In  this 
way  prejudice  retards  it. 

Methods  employed  in  Wisconsin 
are  being  investigated  by  govern- 
ment experts  and  experiments  have 
been  undertaken  at  the  Central 
Experimental  Farm  which  will  un- 
doubtedly have  beneficial  results. 
The  government  should  take  a 
further  step  and  establish  an  ex- 
perimental station  in  the  district 
where  the  bulk  of  the  Canadian 
tobacco  is  now  grown,  and  with 
such  a  station  in  charge  of  tobacco 
experts  who  thoroughly  under- 
stand every  detail  of  the  culture 
and  manufacture  of  the  article, 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why 
the  required  grade  of  perfection 
should  not  be  reached. 

The  Canadian  manufacturer 
may  also  have  som*^  sin  of  omission 
to  answer  for  in  not  securing  the 
most  expert  workmen  or  in  ne- 
glecting to  use  the  most  expert 
knowledge  attainable  in  educating 
the  grower. 

The  average  Canadian  may  be 
patriotic  but  his  patriotism  is  not 
sufficient  to  induce  him  to  use  a 
Canadian  article  if  he  can  procure 
something  superior  in  a  foreign 
article  at  the  same  price. 

The  retailer  naturally  buys  the 
goods  for  which  there  is  the  most 
demand,  and  though  Canadian 
tobacco  is  improving  it  has  not  yet 
attained  perfection.  When  the 
combined  action  of  the  govern- 
ment and  the  manufacturers  bring 
the  goods  to  the  proper  standard 
the  consumer  will  create  the 
demand. 


HIGH   CLASS  CIGARS. 

Among  the  Canadian  business  firms 
whose  goods  are  being  sought  after  by 
connoisseurs  is  the  Rene  Cigar  Co.,  of 
Hamilton,  Ont.  This  firm  has  been  in 
business  a  little  over  a  year,  and  though 
it  usually  takes  some  time  to  educate 
the  public  to  demand  a  new  article,  the 
manufacturers  of  the  Rene  Cigar  have 
made  rapid  progress,  due  to  the  super- 
ority  of  the  article  they  produce,  their 
long  experience  in  the  business,  and  the 
care  exercised  to  prevent  the  slightest 
deterioration  in  quality.  The  Rene  Ci- 
gar Co.  makes  one  brand  only — the 
Rene — straight  lo  cent  goods,  not  three 
for  25  cents.  Smokers  who  appreciate 
a  good  article  are  not  stinting  in  their 
commendation  of  these  goods,  as  thou- 
sands of  letters  from  consumers  in  pos- 
session of  the  firm  demonstrate.  They 
prefer  to  pay  the  10  cents  straight  and 
run  no  risk  of  getting  an  inferior  article. 

This  being  the  only  cigar  they  make 
the  greatest  care  is  taken  to  secure  the 
finest  leaf.  All  the  bitter  and  raw  taste 
is  extracted  by  atmospheric  process.  It 
is  hand  made  by  the  most  skillful  union 
workers,  and  is  treated  to  no  flavoring 
or  chemicals,  thus  giving  the  smoker  a 
pure,  clean  leaf. 

Many  brands  of  cigars  are  of  fine 
quality  when  first  placed  on  the  market 
but  when  the  demand  becomes  large  in- 
ferior raw  material  is  used,  and  for  a 
time  sales  are  made  on  the  good  name 
rather  than  the  quality.  No  so  with  the 
Rene — it  is  always  the  same — always 
high  grade,  and  every  possible  pains 
are  taken  to  keep  it  so. 

It  is  sold  on  its  merits  without  the  aid 
of  premiums.  The  fact  that  it  is  a  Rene 
Cigar  is  sufficient  for  the  smokers  of  re- 
fined taste.  It  is  sold  to  dealers  on 
strict  terms,  which  are  rigidly  adhered 
to.

To  some  this  may  look  like  too 
rigid  a  discipline,  but  it  must  be  con- 
sidered that  the  Rene  is  an  expensive 
cigar  to  make,  and  the  margin  of  profit 
is  small.  The  firm,  however,  have  a 
unique  way  of  bringing  the  consumer  to 
the  dealer  who  finds  no  difficulty  in  dis- 
posing of  his  stock.  On  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  dealer,  the  firm  will  send 
to  consumers  a  sample  box,  through  the 
dealer,  notifying  the  customer  that  such 
has  been  done.  This  brings  the  con- 
sumer and  dealer  in  direct  touch,  and 
the  man  who  has  snaoked  the  cigars 
contained  in  the  sample  bor  invariably 
wants  more,  and  thus  the  dealei's  sales 
are  assured.

A  letter  received  at  Ottawa 
from  Mr.  McNamara,  Canadian 
agent  at  Manchester,  states  there 
is  no  truth  in  the  report  of  an 
alleged  boycott  existing  in  Eng- 
land against  Canadian  canned 
goods.  Mr.  McNamara  states  that 
when  he  heard  about  the  alleged 
boycott  he  made  enquiries  as  to  its 
having  any  foundation  or  if  it  was 
being  carried  out  by  the  large 
dealers  in  Manchester  and  Liver- 
pool and  found  that  the  reverse  is 
the  case,  and  the  only  form  of  com- 
plaint arises  from  the  fact  that 
they  do  not  get  sufficient  samples 
and  prices  from  the  Canadian 
exporters,  to  whom  they  would 
gladly  give  preference,  all  things 
being  equal. 

It  would  be  more  satisfactory, 
the  agent  writes,  if  the  British  mer- 
chants had  a  better  knowledge  of 
the  large  assortment  of  preserved 
meats,  fish,  fruits,  and  vegetables 
that  are  packed  by  Canadian  firms.

TO  MAKE  WAGONS. 

A  deal  has  just  been  completed 
by  the  Wilkinson  Plough  Com- 
pany of  Toronto  Junction  by  which 
it  purchases  a  controlling  interest 
in  the  West  Lome  Wagon  Com- 
pany, of  West  Lome,  Ont.  The 
price  paid  is  said  to  be  $75,000. 
The  West  Lome  Wagon  Company 
was  chartered  in  March  last,  and 
practically  succeeded  to  the 
business  of  the  Walkerville  Wagon 
Company  of  Walkerville,  Ont. 
New  works  were  erected  and  the 
company  began  shipping  wagons 
in  December.  Their  output  con- 
sists of  light  and  heavy  wagons, 
carts,  drays  and  spring  coal  delivery 
wagons. 

The  acquisition  of  a  controlling 
interest  in  this  plant  by  the  Wil- 
kinson Plough  Company  is  an  im- 
portant development  in  the  wagon 
trade  of  the  country,  as  the  Plough 
Company,  with  its  large  and  ag- 
gressive selling  organization,  will 
doubtless  cut  a  wide  swath  in  the 
business.

BRITISH  INSURANCE. 

The  enormous  extent  to  which 
insurance  is  carried  on  in  England 
is  illustrated  in  a  blue-book  issued 
this  month  giving  the  figures  for 
1903. 

At  the  end  of  that  year  26,645,- 
502  insurance  policies  were  in  force 
for  a  total  amount  of  ^6^920,545, 780. 
The  policies  are  divided  into  two 
classes — ordinary  and  industrial — 
the  latter  being  those  for  which 
the  premiums  are  chiefly  collected 
weekly.  The  figures  for  the  two 
classes  are: 

Policies.  Amount. 

Ordinary   2,234,565  £686,328,174 

Industrial  23,810,937  234,217,606 

The  ordinary  companies  had  a 
total  income  of  5,965,825.  Sixty- 
six  per  cent,  of  this  amount,  or 
^£^23, 903,788  was  received  for 
premiums.  The  outgo  of  the 
ordinary  companies  included  the 
payment  of  ^^16,727, 304  for  claims. 
This  amounts  to  only  46^  per 
cent,  of  the  premium  income,  a 
distinctly  smaller  proportion  than 
usual. 

Over  ;^2,ooo,ooo  was  paid  away 
in  annuities.  The  amount  paid 
for  annuities  was  the  largest  yet 
reported,  and  this  class  of  business 
is  responsible  for  27  per  cent,  of 
the  total  insurance,  against  10  per 
cent.  10  years  ago. 

The  funds  of  the  ordinary 
British  offices  amounted  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1503 — to  which  date 
the  blue  book  summaries  apply — 
to  ^^^277,537,214,  an  increase  of 
nearly  ;^  10,000,000  in  the  course 
of  the  year. 

The  industrial  companies  had  a 
premium  income  of  ;^^io,6oo,6i  i,  of 
which  43.4  per  cent,  was  absorbed 
in  commission  and  expenses. 
Nearly  4,000,000  was  paid  away 
for  claims  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  funds  amounted  to  £2^,- 
111,038. 

The  figures  do  not  include 
foreign  or  colonial  companies 
doing  business  in  this  country.

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THE  RETAIL  MERCHANTS  ASSOCIA- 
TION TO  ASK  FOR  IMPORTANT 
LEGISLATION  FROM  THE  ONTARIO 
LEGISLATURE. 

The  Present  Legislative  Acts  and  Sug 
gested  Amendments  Thereto. 

At  the  last  annual  Convention 
of  our  Association  it  was  unani- 
mously decided  to  ask  the  Prov- 
incial Parliament  of  Ontario  for 
the  following  legislation  : 

1st.  That  the  Pedlars'  and  Haw  - 
kers' License  Act  be  amended. 

2nd.  That  the  Transient  Traders' 
Act  be  amended. 

3rd.  That  the  Division  Court 
Act  be  amended  so  as  to  simplify 
and  reduce  the  fees  for  the  collec- 
tion ol  small  debts. 

4th.  That  the  Trading  Stamp 
Act  be  amended  so  that  the  giving 
of  coupons,  exchange  tickets,  or 
other  similar  devices  by  merchants 
or  manufacturers  will  be  abolished. 

In  order  that  every  member  of 
our  Association  throughout  On- 
tario may  be  able  to  know  what 
amendments  are  recommended  we 
publish  herewith  copies  of  the  Act 
as  it  now  stands  and  also  copies  of 
the  proposed  amendments  recom- 
mended by  our  Legislative  Com- 
mittee. 

We  ask  every  member  to  read 
them  over  very  carefully  and  sub- 
mit any  suggestions  that  you  think 
desirable  to  your  Branch  Officers. 

We  need  not  tell  you  that  we 
need  your  personal  aid  and  in- 
fluence in  order  to  obtain  our  re- 
quirements. The  time  has  arrived 
when  every  member  must  be  an 
active  worker.  Every  fair  minded 
Retail  Merchant  from  one  end  of 
the  Province  to  the  other  is  in 
favor  of  having  the  present  Acts 
amended,  and  as  our  interests  in 
the  past  have  been  neglected 
through  personal  indifference,  w(j 
now  have  an  opportunity  through 
the  active  co-operation  of  all 
Branches  of  our  Association  to 
arouse  ourselves  and  place  our 
Retail  interests  upon  a  higher  and 
more  intelligent  plane.  We  ask 
that  a  delegation  be  appointed  by 
every  Branch  and  when  they  are 
notified  to  be  present  at  Toronto 
we  hope  that  every  city  and  town 
will  be  represented.  Special  rates 
have  been  arranged  on  all  railroads 
and  this  should  make  it  possible 
Jbr  a  large  number  to  attend. 


The  Present  Hawkers'  and 
Pedlar's  Act  and  Suggest- 
ed Amendments  Thereto. 

Provincial  Legislation    now    on  the 
Statute    Books     to  Regulate 
ILaivkers  and  Pedlars. 

The  following  legislation  is  now  on 
the  Statute  Books  to  regulate  Hawkers 
and  Pedlars  and  by-laws  can  be  pass- 
ed :— 

By  the  Councils  of  counties  and 
towns,  and  of  cities  having  less  than 
100,000  inhabitants,  and  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Police  in  cities 
having  100,000  inhabitants  or  more: — 

14.  For  licensing,  regulating  and 
governing  hawkers,  pedlars  or  petty 
chapmen,  and  other  persons  carrying 
on  petty  trades,  or  who  go  from  place 
to  place  or  to  other  men's  houses,  on 
foot,  or  with  any  animal,  bearing  or 
drawing  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchan- 
dise for  sale  or  in  or  with  any  beat, 
vessel,  or  other  craft,  or  otherwise 
carrying  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
for  sale,  and  for  determining  the  time 
during  which  the  license  shall  be  in 
force  : 

Provided  always  that  no  such  license 
will  be  required  for  hawking,  peddling 
or  selling  from  any  vehicle  or  other 
conveyance,  any  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise  to  any  Tetail  dealer,  or 
for  hawking  or  peddling  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  the  growth, 
produce  or  manufacture  of  this 
Province,  not  being  liquors  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law  relating  to  taverns 
or  tavern  licenses,  if  the  same  are  be- 
ing hawked  or  peddled  by  the  manu- 
facturer or  producer  of  the  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  or  by  his  bona 
fide  servants  or  employees  having 
written  authority  on  that  behalf ;  and 
such  servant  or  employee  shall  produce 
and  present  his  written  authority  when 
required  to  do  so  by  any  municipal  or 
peace  officer :  And  provided  also  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect 
the  powers  of  any  Council  to  pass 
bylaws,  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  579  to  582  and  clause  30  of 
this  section. 

(a)  The  word  "hawkers"  in  this 
clause  shall  include  all  persons  who, 
being  agents  for  persons  not  resident 
within  the  county,  sell  or  offer  for  sale 
tea,  dry  goods,  watches,  plated  ware, 
silverware,  furniture,  carpets,  upholst- 
ery, millinery  or  jewellry,  or  carry  and 
expose  samples  or  patterns  of  any  such 
goods  to  be  afterwards  delivered  within 
the  county  to  any  person  not  being  a 
wholesale  or  retail  dealer  in  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  any  by  law 
passed  or  enacted  by  any  Municipal 
Council  prior  to   the  first  day  of 


October  1885,  shall  not  be  held  as  ex- 
tending to  any  person  who,  by  this 
clause  are  to  be  held  as  included  with- 
in the  meaning  of  the  word  "hawkers.'' 

(c)  The  Council  of  any  town  not 
separated  from  a  county  for  municipal 
purposes,  may  pass  by-laws  to  carry 
into  effect  the  purposes  or  objects  of 
this  clause  and  may  therein  declare 
that  the  county  by-laws  passed  under 
this  clause,  shall  not  apply  to  or  be  in 
force  in  said  town,  while  the  said  by- 
law of  the  town  remains  in  force,  and 
therefore  no  such  county  by-law  shall 
have  effect  in  the  said  town  during 
such  time. 

By  Councils  of  Counties 

15.  For  providing  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Council,  either  the  treasurer  or 
clerk  of  the  county,  or  the  clerk  of  any 
municipality  within  the  county  with 
licenses  required  under  by-laws  passed 
under  clause  14,  for  sale  to  persons 
applying  for  the  same  under  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  in  such 
by-laws  : 

By  the    Councils  of  counties,  cities 
and  toivns. 

16.  For  fixing  the  sums  to  be  paid 
for  licenses  required  under  by-laws 
passed  under  clause  14,  but  the  license 
fee  shall  not  be  more  than  $50  00  for 
a  two  horse  wagon,  $30,00  for  a  one 
horse  wagon,  $15  00  for  a  push  cart, 
and  $1.00  for  one  carrying  a  basket. 

The  paragraph  numbered  16  in  sec- 
tion 583  of  the  said  Act  is  amended 
by  inserting  in  the  said  subsection 
after  the  word  "  push  cart"  in  the 
fourth  line  $10.00  for  one  carrying  a 
pack  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
said  paragraph  the  words  "and  every 
such  licensee  shall  at  all  times  whilst 
carrying  on  his  business  have  his 
license  with  him  and  shall  upon  de- 
mand exhibit  the  same,  and  upon  fail- 
ing to  exhibit  the  same  when  de- 
manded, shall,  unless  the  same  is 
accounted  for  satisfactorily,  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $1.00  nor 
more  than  $5  00,  together  with  costs 
recoverable  before  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace. 

The  paragraph  numbered  16  of  sec- 
tion 583  of  the  Consolidated  Muni- 
cipal Act,  1903,  is  further  amended 
in  the  year  1904  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  : — 

"  In  case  a  constable  or  other  police 
officer  demands  the  production  of  a 
license  by  any  person  to  whom  the 
by  law  passed  under  this  paragraph 
or  paragraph  14  of  this  section  applies, 
and  such  demand*  is  not  complied 
with,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  con- 
stable or  other  police  officer  and  he 
shall  have  power  to  arrest  such  person 
without  a  warrant  and,  upon  his  failure 
to  produce  a  license,  to  take  him  before

Proposed  Amendments  Suggested  by  Our 
Committee  to  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature to  Regulate  Hawkers 
and  Pedlars. 

The  preamble  to  remain  as  it  is. 

For  licensing,  regulating  and  govern- 
ing hawkers,  pedlars,  petty  chapmen 
agents  and  other  persons  carrying  on 
petty  trades,  and  who  go  from  place 
to  place  or  house  to  house,  on  foot 
or  with  any  animal,  bearing  or  drawing 
any  goods,  wares,  samples,  or  merchan- 
dise for  sale  or  in  or  with  any  boat, 
vessel  or  other  craft,  or  otherwise 
carrying  goods,  wares,  samples  or 
merchandise  for  sale  and  for  deter- 
mining the  time  during  which  the 
license  shall  be  in  force. 

Provided  always  that  no  such 
license  will  be  required  for  hawking, 
peddling  or  selling  from  any  vehicle 
or  other  conveyance  any  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  to  any  wholesale  or 
retail  dealer  or  for  hawking,  peddling 
or  submitting  any  samples  of  any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  to  any 
wholesale  or  retail  dealer  or  for  hawk- 
ing or  peddling  any  goods,  wares, 
samples  or  merchandise,  the  growth 
produce  or  manufacture  of  this  Pro- 
vince— not  being  liquors  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law  relating  to  taverns 
or  tavern  licenses — if  the  same  are 
being  hawked  or  peddled  by  the 
manufacturer  or  producer  of  the  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  or  by  his  bona- 
fide  servants  or  employees  who  receive 
daily  wages  having  written  authority 
on  that  behalf,  and  such  servant  or

samples  or  patterns  of  any  such  goods 
to  be  afterwards  delivered  within  the 
county  to  any  person  not  being  a 
wholesale  or  retail  dealer  in  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise. 

{b)  To  remain  as  it  is. 
(f)    To  remain  as  it  is. 

(15)  To  remain  as  it  is. 

(16)  For  fixing  the  sums  to  be  paid 
for  licenses  required  under  by  laws 
passed  under  clause  14,  but  the  license 


fee  shall  not  be  more  than  $350.00  for 
a  two  horse  wagon,  $250.00  for  a  one 
horse  wagon,  $200.00  for  a  push  cart, 
$150.00  for  one  carrying  packages  or 
samples   or  selling    therefrom,  and 
every  such  licensee  shall  at  all  times 
whilst  carrying  on  hi»  business  have 
his  license  with  him  and  shall  upon 
demand  by  a  constable,  police  officer, 
license  inspector  or  other  person  ap 
pointed  by  the  city,  town  or  county 
treasurer  exhibit  the  same,  and  upon 
failing  to  exhibit  the  same  when  de- 
manded, shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  $50.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00  together  with  costs  recover- 
able before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  or 
a  Police  Magistrate,  apd  in  case  a 
constable,  police   officer,  license  in- 
spector, or  other  person  appointed  by 
the  city,  town  or  county  treasurer  de- 
mands the  production  of  a  license  by 
any  person  to  whom  the  by-law  passed 
under  this  paragraph  or  paragraph  14 
of  this  section  applies  and  such  de- 
mand is  not  complied  with,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  constable,  or  police 
officer  and  he  shall  have  power  to 
arrest  such  person  without  a  warrant 
and  upon   his  failure  to  produce  a 
license  to  take  him  before  the  nearest 
Justice  of  the  Peace  there  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  the  By-law. 

To  ASK  FOR  AmENDMETS  TO  THE 

Transient  Traders  Act. 

Provincial  Legislation  now  on  the 
Statute  Books  to  Regulate  Transient 
Traders. 

The  following  legislation  is  now  on 
the  Statute  Books  to  regulate  Tran- 
sient Traders,  and  by-laws  can  be 
passed  :— 

By  the  Councils  of  townships,  towns 
and  villages  and  of  cities  having  less 
than  100,000  inhabitants,  and  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Police  in 
cities  having  100,000  inhabitants  or 
more  ; — 

30.  For  'icensing,  regulating  and 
governing  transient  traders  and  other 
persons  who  occupy  premises  in  the 
city,  town,  village  or  township  for  tem- 
porary periods  and  whose  names  have 
not  been  duly  entered  on  the  assess- 
ment roll  of  the  municipality  in  respect 
of  income  or  personal  property  for  the 
then  current  year  ;  and  who  may  offer 
goods  or  merchandise  of  any  descrip- 
tion for  sale  by  auction,  or  in  any  other 
manner  conducted  by  themselves,  or 
by  a  licensed  auctioneer  or  otherwise. 

(a)  No  such  by  law  shall  effect,  apply 
to  or  restrict  the  sale  of  the  stock  of  an 
insolvent  estate,  which  is  being  sold  or 
disposed  of  within  the  county  in  which 
the  insolvent  carried  on  business  there- 


with at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  an 
attachment  or  of  the  execution  of  an 
assignment. 

31.  For  requiring  all  transient  traders 
who  occupy  premises  in  the  munici- 
pality, and  are  not  entered  upon  the 
assessment  roll,  or  who  may  be  entered 
for  the  first  time  upon  the  assessment 
roll  of  such  municipality,  in  respect  of 
income  or  personal  property,  and  who 
may  offer  goods  or  merchandise  of  any 
description  for  sale  by  auction,  or  in 
any  other  manner,  conducted  by  them- 
selves or  by  a  licensed  auctioneer,  or 
by  their  agent  or  otherwise,  to  pay  a 
license  fee  before  commencing  to  trade. 

(a)  No  such  by-law  shall  affect,  apply 
to  or  restrict  the  sale  of  the  stock  of 
an  insolvent  estate  which  is  being  sold 
or  disposed  of  within  the  local  munici- 
pality in  which  the  insolvent  carried  on 
business  therewith,  at  the  time  of  the 
issue  of  an  attachment  or  of  the  execu- 
tion of  an  assignment. 

(b)  The  words  "  transient  traders" 
wherever  they  occur  in  clauses  30  and 
31  of  this  section,  shall  extend  to  and 
include  any  person  commencing  in  the 
municipality  the  business  in  the  said 
clauses  mentioned,  who  had  not  resided 
continuously  in  such  municipality  for  a 
period  of  at  least  three  months  next 
preceding  the  time  of  the  commence- 
ment by  him  of  such  business  therein, 

£y  the  Councils  of  Townships,  Cities, 
Towns  and  Villages  : — 

32.  For  fixing  the  sums  to  be  paid 
for  licenses  required  under  by-laws 
passed  under  the  preceding  clause  30. 
33.  For  fixing  the  sums  to  be  paid  for 
licenses  required  under  by  laws  passed 
under  the  preceding  clause  31  not 
exceeding  in  cities  and  towns  $250.00 
and  in  other  municipalities  $100.00 
for  each  license  ;  and  for  providing  that 
the  sum  so  paid  for  a  license  shall  be 
credited  to  the  trader  paying  the  same 
upon  and  on  account  of  taxes  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  then  current 
year,  as  well  as  any  subsequent  taxes, 
should  such  traders  remain  in  the 
municipality  a  sufficient  time  for  taxes 
to  become  due  and  payable  by  him, 
and  in  any  other  event  to  be  taken  and 
used  by  the  municipality  as  a  portion 
of  the  license  fund  of  such  municipality. 

Providing,  nevertheless,  that  the 
license  fee  imposed  by  any  by  law  of 
any  village  situate  within  any  territorial 
district  may  be  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$200.00. 

Proposed  amendments  suggested  by 
our  Committee  to  the  Provincial 
Legislature  to  regulate  Transient 
Traders. 

The  word  "  Trader"  should  be 
"  Merchant"  and  the  first  para- 
graph should  read  :  "  By  the 
Councils  of  Cities,  Towns,  Villages

Proposed  Legislation  for  the 
Collection  of  Debts,  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario. 

I.  Any  or  more  of  His  Majesty's 
justices  of  the  peace  may  receive  the 
complaints  upon  oath  of  parties  com- 
plaining that  any  sum  of  money  is  due 
to  them  for  goods  supplied  to  the 
extent  of  $100  or  less,  and  the  debtor 


shall  appear  before  him  or  them,  and 
he  or  they  shall  hear  and  determine 
the  complaint  in  a  summary  manner. 

2.  Complaints  may  be  heard  in  any 
town,  city  or  township  in  which  the 
person  complained  against  is  found,  or 
in  which  the  contract  was  made. 

3.  J  ustices  of  the  peace  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Government  for  the 
hearing  of  complaints  to  be  known  as 
civil  justices  of  the  peace  who  will 
have  only  jurisdiction  to  try  complaints 
of  a  civil  character  under  the  proposed 
Act. 

4.  I'he  total  charge  for  fees  to 
magistrates  or  Justices  of  the  Peace 
for  receiving  complaints  and  issuing 
summons  to  be  twenty-five  cents. 

5.  The  complainant  to  have  the 
right  to  serve  his  own  summons  either 
by  himself  or  his  agent. 

6.  All  justices  of  the  peace  now  ap- 
pointed and  police  magistrates  to  have 
jurisdiction  under  the  proposed  Act. 

7.  All  justices  of  the  peace  to  have 
the  power  to  make  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment of  judgments  by  instalments,  and 
in  default  a  distress  warrant  may  be 
issued,  also  power  to  commit  any  judg- 
ment debtor  to  not  less  than  ten  days 
or  more  than  thirty. 

8.  All  justices  of  the  peace  to  have 
right  to  issue  garnishee  summons  where 
the  complainant  alleges  that  some 
third  party  or  parties  are  indebted  to 
the  defendant  and  to  have  power  to 
make  orders  against  garnishees  or 
third  parties  for  any  sum  found  to  be 
due  to  the  defendant. 

9.  Where  it  is  found  that  the  defen- 
dant is  a  married  man,  or  is  liable  for 
the  support  of  any  person  or  persons 
dependent  upon  him,  and  the  moneys 
attached  are  due  him  or  them  for 
wages,  a  sum  equal  to  $7  per  week  to 
be  exempt  where  in  the  opinion  of  the 
magistrate  or  justices  of  the  peace  it 
is  necessary  for  the  support  of  those 
legally  dependent  upon  him  the 
defendant. 

All  judgments  recovered  before 
justices  of  the  peace  may  be  registered 
with  the  Division  Court  clerk  in  the 
Division  Court  limit  in  which  the 
judgment  is  recovered  upon  payment 
of  twenty  five  cents,  and  thereafter  all 
proceedings  may  be  taken  in  the 
Division  Court  for  the  recovery  of  same. 

The  Present  Trading  Stamp 
Act  and  Suggested  Amend- 
ments Thereto. 

The  Trading  Stamp  Legislation 
forms  part  of  our  Municipal  Act,  the 
section  reading  as  follows  : 

By-laws  may  be  passed  by  Councils 
of  Municipalities  or  Boards  of  Com- 
missioners of  Police. 

That  is  to  say, — 

By  the  Councils  of  cities,  towns,and 


villages  for  prohibiting  the  giving,  sell' 
ing,  distributing,  or  receiving  of  trad- 
ing stamps,  coupons  or  other  similar 
devices,  and  for  prohibiting  the  giving, 
selling  or  dealing  therewith  by  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  engaged 
in  trade  or  business. 

(a)  No  by-law  shall  apply  to  any 
merchant  or  manufacturer  who  places 
in  or  upon  packages  of  goods,  or  de- 
livers to  purchasers  of  goods  sold  or 
manufactured  by  him,  tickets  or 
coupons  to  be  redeemed  by  such 
merchant  or  manufacturer  either  in 
money  or  merchandise. 

(b)  No  such  by-law  shall  come  in 
to  force  or  take  effect  until  after  the 
first  of  January,  1902. 

This  Act  was  passed  at  the  session 
of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  sitting  in 
the  year  1901. 

The  amendntient  to  the  above  Act 
adopted  by  the  Convention  and 
by  our  Legislative  Committee  is  to 
eliminate  sub-section  A.  This  will 
prevent  the  giving  of  trading  stamp 
coupons  or  all  other  similar  devices, 
and  put  a  stop  entirely  to  the  system.

The  fruit  growers  of  the  Nias;ara 
district  have  asked  the  Ontario  Minis- 
ter of  Agriculture  to  conduct  a  series 
of  experiments  to  discover  the  best 
method  to  combat  black  rot  and  San 
Jose  scale. 

Dr.  S.  E.  Dawson,  King's  printer,  in 
charge  of  the  government  printing 
bureau  at  Ottawa  is  asking  for  additional 
facilities  and  equipment.  He  asks 
$100,000  for  facilities  and  $70,000  for 
increase  in  wages. 

MoRRiSBURG,  the  home  of  Premier 
Whitney,  is  to  be  the  headquarters  of 
the  Canada  Tin  Plate  and  Sheet 
Steel  Co.  A  general  foundry  business, 
the  manufacture  of  iron,  steel  and  tin 
work  will  be  carried  on. 

A  PAPER  read  by  Mr.  B.  Shaw  be- 
fore the  Textile  Society  of  the  Leeds 
University  expressed  the  opinion  that 
England  had  nothing  to  learn  from  the 
United  States  and  Canada  in  woolen 
and  worsted  manufacturing.  Mr. 
Shaw  stated  that  the  woolen  industry 
in  Canada  was  yet  in  its  infancy,  and 
the  goods  produced  not  to  be  com-* 
pared  with  English  make.

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A   BRIGHT  OUTLOOK 

There  appears  to  be  a  feeling  of 
solid  confidence  just  now  among 
the  people  who  control  the  Can- 
adian dry  goods  trade,  and  publish- 
ed reports  that  come  through 
authoritative  channels,  give  the  out- 
look a  rosy  hue.  During  the  past 
year  the  country  has  been  general- 
ly prosperous.  Produce  prices 
have  ranged  high,  labor  has  been 
plentiful  and  wages  remunerative, 
and  among  the  masses  money  has 
circulated  with  a  little  more  than 
average  plentitude.  Conditions 
such  as  these  result  in  a  greater 
purchasing  power,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence paper  renewals  on  March 
4th  were  in  the  minimum.  Snow 
blockades  rc  traded  trade  in  some 
localities,  but  the  inconvenience 
was  only  of  a  temporary  nature,  as 
is  abundantly  evidenced  by  the 
activity  now  apparent  in  the  dry 
goods  trade.  Imports  have  been 
filling  the  Toronto  custom  house 
during  the  past  month  and  at  this 
writing  the  volume  is  increasing. 
This  is  borne  out  by  the  custom 
house  records  which  show  for  the 
first  two  weeks  of  March  an  in- 
crease of  $38,388  34  over  a  cor- 
responding period  last  year.

DECAEASE  IN  EXPORTS. 

The  trade  and  navigation  returns 
issued  by  the  Department  of  Customs 
covering  the  first  six  months  of  the 
fiscal  year  show  a  decrease  in  the 
export  of  domestic  products.  The 
total  shown  is  $1 13,239,2  J  6  while  for 
a  corresponding  period  last  year  the 
figures  were  $122,983,954.  The  de- 
crease in  mine  products  was$3. 500,000, 
forest,  $2,000,000,  animals  and  their 
products  $2,500,000  and  of  agricul- 
ture $3,000,000.  The  fishery  products 
showed  an  increase  of  $670,000,  and 
manufactures  $268,000.

A  $100,000  fire  at  Ponoka,  N. 
W.  T.  on  the  13th  inst.  destroyed 
the  Bank  of  Commerce  Branch 
and  several  retail  business  houses. 


FOOD  ADULTERATION. 

The  adulteration  of  maple  syrup 
and  maple  sugar,  which  has  been 
carried  on  to  a  large  extent,  is 
engaging  the  attention  of  the 
Adulteration  of  Foods  Depart- 
ment which  is  connected  with  the 
Inland  Revenue  Department.  This 
species  of  food  adulteration  has 
reached  a  stage  that  requires 
prompt  and  vigorous  action  to  sup- 
press it,  if  the  trade  in  the  genuine 
article  is  to  be  maintained  and 
made  profitable.  The  Department 
is  now  obtaining  samples  from 
various  sources  whicli  will  be  ana- 
lyzed and  reported  on. 

In  this  matter  of  food  adultera- 
tion, manufacturer,  dealer  and  con- 
sumer are  all  more  or  less  deserving 
of  censure.  The  consumer  is  ever 
looking  for  something  cheap,  and 
to  meet  the  demand  the  manu- 
facturer and  dealer  has  recourse  to 
adulteration,  as  they  cannot  supply 
the  pure  article  at  a  less  price  with 
profits  necessary  to  carry  on  their 
business.  If  one  unscrupulous 
manufacturer  produces  an  inferior 
article  that  he  can  sell  at  a  low 
price  and  thus  cut  into  a  rival's 
trade,  others  follow  the  example 
in  order  to  hold  the  business.  The 
consumers  congratulate  themselves 
on  the  idea  that  rivalry  and  com- 
petition are  working  for  their 
benefit,  when  the  fact  is  they 
are  paying  more  money  for  the 
value  they  receive  than  they  would 
for  the  genuine  article  at  a  higher 
price. 

Rigid  government  inspection 
and  an  unforgeable  inspection 
stamp  or  brand  for  food  stuffs 
offered  for  sale  appears  to  be  the 
remedy,  and  unless  some  system 
of  this  kind  is  inaugurated,  with 
heavy  penalties  for  infringement, 
the  growing  evil  will  continue  to 
exists. 

Retail  merchants  can  do  much 
to  bring  about  this  very  necessary 
innovation  by  systematically  edu- 
cating their  customers  to  the  value 
of  pure  products,  being  careful 
"  practice  what  they  preach"  and 
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to  guarding  against  imposition 
on  the  part  of  unscrupulous  manu- 
facturers.

TRAVELLERS    TAX  IN 
BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

The  proposal  of  the  British 
Columbia  government  to  impose  a 
tax  or  license  fee  of  $100  on 
commercial  travellers  and  manu- 
facturers' agents  representing  firms 
whose  headquarters  are  outside  of 
the  province,  is  meeting  with  much 
opposition,  and  is  particularly 
obnoxious  to  eastern  wholesalers 
and  boards  of  trade.  The  Van- 
couver board  of  trade  has  suggest- 
ed several  amendments,  and  on  the 
casting  vote  of  the  chairman 
objected  to  taxing  the  represent- 
atives of  eastern  houses.

MONSTER  DELEGATION  OF 
RETAIL  MERCHANTS  VISIT 
OTTAWA  TO  ABOLISH  TRAD- 
ING STAMPS. 


The  Canadian  crusade  against  the 
pernicious  trading  stamp  evil  marked 
another  epoch  of  progress  on  Thurs- 
day, March  9th,  1905,  when  a  deputa- 


tion numbering  over  700,  comprising 
a  host  of  prominent  retail  merchants  of 
Canada  invaded  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  Parliament  Hill  at  Ottawa. 
Never  since  the  advent  of  confedera- 
tion, or  since  the  inauguration  of 
legislative  or  parliamentary  assemblies 
in  the  British  colonies  of  North 
America  has  such  a  large,  influen- 
tial and  representative  deputation 
asked  for  legislation  from  the  enacting 
powers  that  govern  the  people.  Such 
numbers  presenting  such  a  weight  of 
argument  from  one  of  the  most  repre- 
sentative classes  of  Canada  surely 
cannot  fail  to  have  the  desired  result 
and  culminate  in  the  prohibition  of 
that  pernicious  lottery — the  trading 
stamp  and  cash  receipt. 

The  Retail  Merchants' Association  of 
Canada  has  been  persistent  in  its  efforts 
to  abolish  this  evil  and  while  provincial 
legislation  has  been  secured,  the  trad- 
ing stamp  companies  have  taken 
refuge  under  the  protecting  wing  of  the 
law  which  allowed  individuals  to  give 
out  and  redeem  their  own  cou 
pons.  The  deputation  which  went  to 
Ottawa  asked  for  an  amendment  to 
the  Criminal  Code,  that  will  ensure 
protection  to  the  legitimate  and  honest 
retailer  and  compel  "  every  tub  to 
stand  on  its  own  bottom." 

Over  700  strong  they  marched  to 
the  House,  wherg  they  were  received 
by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  Sir  Wm.  Mu- 
lock,  Hon.  W.  S.  Fielding,  Hon.  Chas. 
Fitzpatrick,  Hon.  Raymond  Prefon- 
taine,  Hon.  Chas.  S.  Hyman,  Hon. 
L.  P.  Broderer  and  Hon.  Sydney 
Fisher. 

Montreal  and  Quebec  provinces 
were  very  largely  represented,  while 
the  maritime  provinces,  Ontario  and 
the  west,  came  in  with  delegates  from 
the  most  prominent  trade  centres, 
bringing  with  them  instructions  from 
hundreds  of  merchants'  associations. 
The  deputation  was  introduced  by 
Honore  Gieiras,  M.P.  of  St.  James 
division,  Montreal,  who  in  introducing 
the  company  said  that  the  privileges 
enjoyed  by  the  trading  stamp  com- 
panies created  a  monopoly  that  con- 
spired to  restrict  honest  and  legiti- 
mate trade,  it  was  an  injury  rather  than 
a  benefit  to  both  merchant  and  con- 
sumer, and  permitted  companies  to 
secure  exhorbitant  prices  for  so  called 
premiums,  and  the  net  result  was  that 
many  merchants  who  refused  to  use 
these  speculative  inducements  were 
forced  into  insolvency.  He  told  of 
one  company  that  in  1904  cleared 
over  $200,000  which  was  a  direct  tax 
on  the  people.  Litigation  had  been 
instituted  against  these  concerns, 
appeals  had  been  made,  and  at  present 
there  was  an  uncertainty  regarding  the 
exact  condition  of  affairs. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Geen  of  Belleville,  Presi- 
dent of  The  Retail  Merchants'  Associa- 
tion of  Canada,  in  an  excellent 
speech,   said  that  from  one  end  of 


the  Dominion  to  the  other  the  use  of 
trading  stamps  and  cash  receipts  were 
regarded  by  the  legitimate  trade  as  an 
evil  that  should  be  strongly  combatted. 
It  was  an  imposition  on  the  retailer 
and  of  no  benefit  to  the  consumer. 
It  was  simply  a  system  of  trying  to 
impress  people  that  they  were  getting 
something  for  nothing.  The  fact  that 
the  stamps  were  not  available  to  every 
merchant,  was  further  evidence  of  the 
unfairness  of  the  scheme,  he  declared, 
was  a  form  of  gambling  and  the  first 
step  towards  stealing. 

Hon.  J.  I.  Tarte  related  an  ex- 
perience with  the  system  in  connec- 
tion with  his  paper  La  Patrie  and 
said  it  was  purely  and  simply  an  im- 
position on  the  pubic.  If  one  mer- 
chant gave  them  others  had  to  offer 
some  similar  inducemer.t,  and  mer- 
chants were  continually  telling  him 
that  unless  the  stamps  were  abolished 
they  could  not  continue  business. 

Major  Hetherington  of  the  Quebec 
Board  of  Trade  denounced  the  trad- 
ing stamp  as  a  nuisance  and  as  such 
entitled  to  be  legislated  against  as  a 
lottery.  Retailers  of  his  city  had  ap- 
pealed to  the  Board  to  use  its  in 
fluence  against  the  stamps,  and  investi- 
gation had  convinced  the  organization 
he  represented  that  the  evil  was  one 
whieh  required  prompt  measures  to 
suppress. 

J.  O.  Gareau,  President  of  the  Retail 
Merchants'  Association  of  Montreal,  in 
a  forcible  address,  stated  that  the  depu- 
tation represented  both  wholesalers  and 
retailers  who  were  unanimous  in  ask- 
ing for  the  abolition  of  the  trading 
stamp.  "  Like  the  cat's  paw  it  was 
velvety  on  the  surface,  but  there  were 
claws  beneath  tearing  out  the  life  of 
the  retail  merchant."  The  stamp  was 
represented  to  be  worth  10  cents,  but 
the  intrinsic  value  was  not  more  than 
a  quarter  of  a  cent.  Companies  dis- 
posing of  these  stamps,  he  said,  em- 
ployed women  canvassers  to  go  from 
door  to  door,  extolling  upon  the 
merits  of  the  goods  sold  by  the  firms 
using  them  and  interesting  their  vic- 
tims by  telling  them  of  the  valuable 
premiums  they  would  receive,  jvhereas 
the  merchants  were  compelled  to  pay 
the  Trading  Stamp  Companies  five 
per  cent  on  their  sales  and  the  com- 
pany gave  their  customers  goods  of 
very  little  value- 
Mr.  Bereault,  President  of  the 
Chambre  de  Commerce,  of  Montreal, 
speaking  in  French,  made  a  very 
strong  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  depu- 
tation and  hoped  the  Government 
would  look  into  the  evil  and  take  steps 
to  abolish  it. 

L.  J.  Either,  City  Attorney  of 
Montreal,  considered  that  the  govern- 
ment had  the  same  power  to  abolish 
the  trading  stamp  evil  as  they  had  to 
do  away  with  lotteries.  The  remedy 
he  proposed  was  a  law  making  the  use 
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of  trading  stamps  illegal  with  imprison- 
ment a  penalty  for  infringement. 

Mr.  G.  Summer,  of  ttie  Montreal 
Wholesale  Dry  Goods  Association,  and 
Mr.  J.  Herbert,  a  prominent  Montreal 
grocer  spoke  strongly  along  the  same 
line. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Trowern,  of  Toronto, 
Dominion  Secretary  of  The  Retail 
Merchants'  Association  of  Canada, 
was  the  closing  speaker  for  the 
deputation  and  he  said  that  a 
thousand  delegates  could  be  brought 
from  Ontario  alone  if  necessary  to  ask 
for  legislation  against  the  trading 
stamp  evil.  While  the  fight  against  the 
stamps  had  been  successful  so  far  as 
provincial  legislation  was  concerned, 
he  considered  this  a  matter  which 
could  be  dealt  with  by  the  federal 
powers,  and  the  deputation  was  asking 
that  the  necessary  law  be  placed  on 
the  Dominion  statute  book  making  the 
use  of  such  stamps  a  criminal  offence. 

Memorials,  representing  the  views 
of  the  deputation,  and  adopted  by  the 
various  branches  of  the  Retail  Merch- 
ants' Associations  was  presented  by 
the  Secretary  which  read  as  follows  : 

'  There  ha3  been  introduced  into  this 
country  by  so-called  trading  stamp  and 
coupon  companies  and  by  a  few  individual 
companies  and  manufacturers  a  system  by 
which  these  companies  and  persons  furnish 
to  merchants  and  to  customers  a  number  of 
stamps  or  coupons  to  be  given  to  cash  pur- 
chasers ijj  propor.ion  to  the  amount  of  goods 
purchased,  which  stamps  and  coupons  the 
companies  and  individuals  afterwards 
redeem  from  the  purchasers  by  giving  them 
showy  articles.  The  value  returned  to  the 
customers  is  estimated  at  about  one  half  or 
one- third  of  the  stated  value  of  the  coupons, 
or  the  price  paid  by  the  merchants  for  the 
stamps. 

"Your  memoralists  submit  that  the  whole 
system  is  pernicious,  and  a  large  profit  is 
claimed  by  the  trading  stamp  and  coupon 
companies,  and  no  adequate  return  is  made 
either  to  the  merchants  or  their  customers. 
It  is  an  imposition  upon  trade  for  the  pur- 
pose of  inciting  fa'se  competition,  encourag- 
ing many  merchants  to  raise  the  price  of 
their  wares  to  meet  this  speculative  craze 
on  the  part  of  many  purchasers,  and  it 
leaves  the  customers  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  those  companies  or  persons  to  place  what 
ever  price  they  may  choose  upon  the  wares 
they  carry  in  stock,  as  they  are  paid  for  by 
the  merchants  and  customers  who  purchase 
these  stamps  before  the  articles  are 
delivered. 

"Some merchants  and  manufacturers  adopt 
this  system  who  are  entirely  indifferent  to 
methods  of  commercial  morality,  and  by 
their  adoption  the  merchants  follow  up 
against  their  iucliaation  in  order  to  strive 
and  preserve  their  trade  Thus  business  is 
demoralized  and  the  welfare  of  the  public 
is  endangered.  Your  memorialists  therefore 
asks  that  the  criminal  code  be  amended  in 
such  manner  as  to  declare  illegal  the  using, 
the  sale,  the  receiving  and  the  distribution 
of  trading  stamps,  coupons  and  thousands 
of  other  similar  devices." 

In  reply  to  the  representations  of 
the  deputation  the  Premier  said  that 
he  and  his  colleagues  would  give  the 
matter  earnest  consideration.  He  said 
the  government  was  already  in  receipt  of 
letters  from  trading'  stamp  companies 
asking  to  be  heard,   and  he  would 


hear  them,  but  he  assured  the 
deputation  that  the  government  would 
do  its  duty  without  fear  or  favor. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Beaudry,  the  Active 
Secretary  of  the  Retail  Merchants' 
Association  of  Montreal  did  excellent 
work  in  connection  with  organizing 
the  Eastern  delegation  and  he  was 
ably  backed  up  by  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  Mr.  H.  P.  Nightingale.

ONTARIO  FISHERIES. 

The  annual  report  of  Deputy  Com- 
missioner Bastedo  on  the  Ontario 
fisheries  contains  much  valuable  and 
interesting  information.  Included  in 
the  report  are  the  following  statistics  : 

The  total  yield  of  all  kmds  of  fish 
in  1904  was  24,009,970  pounds,  an 
increase  over  1903  of  3,030,295,  the 
estimated  value  being  $1,793  229. 
There  was  a  decrease  in  the  catenas  of 
sturgeon,  catfish  and  tuUibe  of  9,000, 
181,000  and  16,450  pounds,  respec- 
tively. The  increase  in  the  catch  of 
herring  was  1,164430  pounds,  of 
whitefish  841,530,  lake  trout  488,120, 
and  pike  236,375 

The  largest  producing  water  in  the 
province  was  the  north  channel  of 
Lake  Huron,  4  343,225  pounds  of  fish 
being  taken  there.  In  the  channel 
was  also  taken  the  largest  yield  of 
trout  and  whitefisS  in  the  province, 
namely,  2,101,050  and  1,532^200 
pounds,  respectively. 

Lake  Erie  was  the  most  productive 
of  herring,  2,644,300  pounds  being 
taken  there,  or  63  per  cent,  of  the 
total  herring  catch  of  the  province. 
There  was  a  decrease  of  22,000 
pounds  in  the  sturgeon  taken  in  the 
same  lake.  Lake  Nipissing  pro 
duced  an  increased  catch  in  all  kinds 
but  sturgeon  and  coarse  fish,  the 
decrease  being  2,oco  pounds  of  the 
former  and  the  latter  5,000  pounds. 

The  fry  distributed  by  the  Dominion 
hatcheiies  aggregated  77,359,000, 
compared  to  93,701,000  in  1903. 

In  the  business  there  were  en- 
gaged during  the  year  128  tugs  valued 
$313512,  employing  672  men; 
I  477  boats,  valued  at  $105,747,  and 
employing  2,453  f^^n  and  boys.  Gill 
nets  totalling  3,490,036  yards,  108 
semes,  513  pound  nets,  275  hood 
nets,  75  dip  nets,  and  three  machines 
were  licensed,  their  estimated  aggre- 
gate value  being  $931,097. 

The  revenue  of  the  Fisheries  De- 
partment from  all  sources  was  about 
$50,000  and  the  expenditure  $34,315, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $13,531. 83.  The 
maintenance  of  the  fisheries  cruiser 
Gilphie  on  the  Georgian  Biy  cost 
$4,500.

BELL  TELEPHONE  CO. 

At  the  recent  annual  meeting 
of  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  held  in 
Montreal  some  interesting  statis- 
tics were  made  known,  and  the 
growth  of  the  company  in  Canada 
during  the  past  twenty-five  years 
gave  evidence  of  phenomenal  thrift. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year 
amounted  to  $2,838,0:0  ;  the  ex- 
penses, including  bond  interest, 
etc.,  totalled  $2,231,000.  The  net 
revenue  for  the  year,  1904,  was 
$701,000.  Of  this  sum  the  divi- 
dends took  $588,000,  leaving  the 
sum  of  $  1 13,000,  which  was  carried 
to  reserve,  accident  and  contin- 
gent account.  The  latter  account, 
with  the  additions  of  $479,000 
premium  on  stock,  and  $50,000 
added  to  it  this  last  year,  now 
amounts  to  $1,845,000.  The  25,- 
000  shares  of  new  stock  issued 
last  year  were  readily  taken  up  at 
a  premium  of  25  per  cent.  Half  a 
million  of  the  proceeds  was  used 
in  paying  off  a  loan  from  the  banks. 

Ten  years  ago  there  were  in 
Canada  29,000  subscribers,  now 
the  number  of  instruments  draw- 
ing revenue  is  66,000. 

An  idea  of  the  extent  of  the 
company's  operations  may  be 
gathered  from  the  statement  that 
the  company  now  operates  475 
exchanges  and  789  agencies,  with 
66,160  sets  of  instruments  earning 
revenue.  During  the  year  just 
past  8,988  new  subscribers  were 
gained,  and  1,242  miles  of  wire 
added  to  the  long  distance  system, 
which  now  comprises  32,211  miles 
of  wire  on  7,866  miles  of  poles.

NO  INSULT  INTENDED 

A  travelling  man  who  makes 
his  headquarters  in  this  city  and 
always  brings  back  from  each  of 
his  tours  in  near-by  towns  a  batch 
of  stories,  tells  of  a  little  colloquy 
he  overheard  while  waiting  for  his 
room  key  at  the  desk  of  a  hotel  in 
a  little  village,  which,  because  it 
was  the  centre  of  various  Christ- 
mas holiday  celebrations,  happened 
to  be  overcrowded  with  visitors. 
The  hotel  clerk,  duly  important 
because  of  the  rush  of  business, 
was  approached  by  a  young  woman 
evidently  the  last  comer  in  the 
final  batch  of  arrivals,  who  wanted 
a  room.  When  she  signed  the 
register  in  a  businesslike  way  the 
clerk  twirled  it  around  and  looked 
over  the  situation  with  a  troubled 
brow. 

"  We're  awfully  crowded  to- 
night," he  said,  glancing  dubiously 
at  the  imposing-looking  applicant.

It  is  estimated  that  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific's 
transcontinental  railway  will  open 
for  settlement  170,000,000  acres  of 
agricultural  land  that  are  not  now 
accessable.

UNITED   STATES  BEEF. 

The  United  States  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  reports  in  effect 
that  six  packing  companies — 
Armour  and  Company,  Swift  & 
Company,  Morris  &  Company,  the 
National  Packing  Company,  the 
Schwarzchild  and  Sulzberger  Com- 
pany, and  the  Cudahy  Packing 
Company  slaughtered  in  the  year 
1903  about  forty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  total  indicated  slaughter  in 
the  United  States,  that  the  aver- 
age net  profit  in  1903  for  three  of 
the  companies  was  99  cents  per 
head  ;  that  the  year  1902  instead 
of  being  one  of  exorbitant  profits, 
was  less  profitable  than  usual,  and 
that  during  the  months  when 
prices  of  beef  were  the  highest 
some,  at  least,  of  the  leading  pack- 
ers were  actually  losing  money  on 
every  head  slaughtered.  The 
changes  in  the  margin  between 
prices  of  cattle  and  beef  are  in 
themselves  no  indication  whatever 
of  the  change  in  profits,  says  the 
report.  Prices  and  conditions  for 
the  year  1902,  1903  and  1904  are 
reviewed,  and  the  conclusions  are 
stated  that  the  six  companies 
especially  discussed  are  apparently 
not  over  capitalized  ;  that  the  per- 
centage of  profit  on  the  gross  vol- 
ume of  business  is  comparatively 
small  and  that  during  the  years 
1902,  1903  and  1904  Swift  & 
Company's  profits  have  not  exceed- 
ed two  per  cent,  of  the  total  sales; 
Cudahy  &  Company's  is  stated  at 
1.8  for  1904  and  2.3  per  cent,  for 
1902.  With  reference  to  the 
private  car  lines  in  the  packing  in- 
dustry, it  is  stated  that  the  profit 
is  a  very  liberal  one,  a  net  return  of 
from  fourteen  to  seventeen  per 
cent,  being  indicated,  but,  it  is 
added,  that  reckoned  on  the  basis 
of  dressed  beef  transported,  the 
profit  of  one  concern,  Cudahy 
Packing  Company,  on  its  invest- 
ment in  cars  was  as  high  as  22  per 
cent,  in  one  year.  Further,  it 
stated  that  the  six  principal  pack- 


ing concerns,  while  they  slaughter- 
ed but  forty  five  per  cent,  of  the 
total  cattle  killed  in  1903,  they 
slaughtered  nearly  ninety-eight 
per  cent,  of  the  cattle  killed  in 
eight  leading  western  packing 
centres  ;  that  they  control  a  very 
large  percentage  of  the  trade  in 
beef,  particularly  in  the  east,  and 
that  they  furnish  New  York  about 
75  per  cent,  Boston  more  than  85 
per  cent.,  Philadelphia  about  60 
per  cent.,  Pittsburg  more  than  60, 
and  Baltimore  about  50  per  cent. 

The  report,  in  conclusion,  says 
that  the  National  Packing  Com- 
pany, mentioned  as  one  of  the 
"Big  Six,"  is  a  merger  of  various 
packing  plants,  but,  except  for 
that  concern,  there  appears  to  be 
no  general  inter  ownership  of  stock 
among  the  six  principal  companies.

According  to  the  Philadelphia 
Grocers  Revietv  the  United  States 
Government  experts  have  estab- 
lished the  foUowinfj  tea  standards 
for  the  ensuing  year  : 

No.  I,  Formosa  Oolong,  No.  2, 
Foochow  Oolong  ;  No.  3,  North 
China  Congou  ;  No.  4,  South  China 
Congou;  No.  5,  India  (use  for 
Ceylon)  ;  No.  6  Fingsuey  green  ; 
No  7,  Country  green  ;  No.  8,  Japan 
pan-fired  (use  for  kiln  dried)  ;  No. 
9,  Japan  basket  fired  ;  No.  10,  Japan 
dust  or  fannings  ;  No.  ii,  Capers 
(use  for  scented  Orange  Pekoe)  ; 
No.  12,  Canton  Oolong;  No.  13, 
Scented  Canton. 

I  hese  standards  will  stand  for  a 
year,  when  they  will  b3  re  estab- 
lished by  another  committee 
selected  from  trade  experts.

CANNED  DOG  FISH. 

A  Canadian  product  which  has 
heretofore  been  considered  useless 
and  looked  upon  as  a  pest  that 
was  destructive  to  other  industries 
is  now  finding  a  channel  of  utility 
and  being  converted  into  a  market- 
able article.  We  refer  to  the  dog 
fish  which  has  been  a  menace  to 
maritime  fisheries,  owing  to  their 
destructive  inroads  on  other  mer- 
chantable fish.  To  overcome  the 
difficulty  a  reduction  plant  was 
erected  by  the  Government  and 
millions  of  tons  were  converted 
into  fertilizer  of  valuable  character. 

It  now  transpires,  according  to 
the  report  of  the  Fisheries  Depart- 
ment, that  the  despised  fish  is 
recognized  as  an  article  of  food  in 
Norway,  the  Channel  Islands,  the 
Hebrides  and  in  the  islands  north 
of  Scotland,  where  it  is  prepared 
in  various  ways  to  tempt  the 
palate.  In  view  of  this  several 
enterprising  eastern  packers  are 
putting  up  canned  dog  fish  and 
pronounced  it  "superior  to  salmon." 

A  report  says  : — "  In  most 
markets  a  prejudice  exists  against 
dogfish  and  all  such  members  of 
the  shark  tribe,  especially  amongst 
our  own  population,  who  have  such 
a  superabundance  of  the  most  ex- 
cellent kinds  of  food  fishes  avail- 
able in  the  lakes,  rivers  and  seas 
of  the  Dominion.  No  means, 
however,  of  creating  a  demand  for 
dogfish  products  should  be  ne- 
glected in  view  of  the  fact  that  un- 
less extensive  measures  be  taken, 
and  the  wholesale  extermination 


of  dogfish  stimulated,  the  greatest 
and  worst  enemy  of  the  fishermen 
may  continue  to  inflict  loss  and 
destruction  along  our  Atlantic 
shores."

TOMATO  PRICES. 

The  canners  and  the  vegetable 
growers  of  the  Hamilton  and 
Niagara  districts  are  at  logger- 
heads over  the  price  of  tomatoes. 
The  canners  have  been  paying  25 
cents  per  bushel  for  tomatoes, 
which  the  growers  contend  is  not 
sufficient,  and  that  the  price  is  too 
low  for  their  profitable  culture. 
Associations  among  the  growers 
have  been  formed  and  an  advance 
to  30  cents  per  bushel  is  demand- 
ed. The  growers  even  go  further 
than  this  by  agreeing  not  to  sell 
tomato  plants  to  any  large  growers 
who  are  not  members  of  the  organ- 
ization. The  canners  state  they 
will  not  pay  the  increased  price 
and  the  growers  are  equally  deter- 
mined not  to  sell  lor  less,  stating 
that  unless  they  can  make  con- 
tracts at  the  advanced  price  they 
will  not  grow  tomatoes.  At  this 
writing  the  question  remains  un- 
settled.

Melville  Priestly,  under  secretary 
of  one  of  the  departments  of  the 
government  of  India,  has  been  in- 
vestigating the  railroad  methods 
of  America.  The  following  ex- 
tract from  his  report  will  prove 
interesting : 

To  further  facilitate  business, 
there  is  a  telephone  on  the  table  of 
every  officer,  and  on  the  tables  of 
the  more  important  clerks.  It  is 
thus  possible  for  questions  to  be 
discussed  without  the  officerleaving 
his  desk. 

The  conversation  may  be  with 
an  officer  not  two  rooms  off,  or  it 
may  be  with  someone  in  the  same 
town,  or  in  a  town  a  hundred  miles 
away.  Orders  so  given  or  received, 
or  arrangements  so  made,  are 
never  disputed.  There  is  not  the 
same  anxiety  to  put  everything  in 
writing  as  exists  in  India. 

The  supply  of  telephones  is  not 
confined  to  the  controlling  offices, 
but  every  station,  and  each  office 
at  large  stations  has  one  or  more 
of  them. 

In  India  the  stenographer  is  re- 
garded as  a  luxury,  and  the  tele- 
phone as  an  extravagance,  and 
both  these  very  valuable  aids  to 
business  are  almost  conspicuous  by 
their  absence.  In  the  imperial 
secretariat  in  Calcutta,  where  the 
departments  of  the  government  of 
India  are  collected,  I  think  I  am 
right  in  saying  there  was  only  one 
telephone  in  the  whole  building. 

Stenographers  are  equally  scarce, 
and  I  doubt  if  more  than  three 
men  could  be  found  in  all  the 
government  of  India,  and  they  are 
not  employed  because  they  are 
stenographers.

ARMOUR  LINE  SECRETS. 

An  American  exchange  says: — 
George  B.  Robbins,  president  of 
the  Armour  car  lines,  was  question- 
ed by  the  committee  on  interstate 
and  foreign  commerce  at  Washing- 
ton, regarding  the  details  of  the 
business  of  that  company. 

The  Armour  Car  Lines  Com- 
pany is  a  separate  organization 
from  the  Armour  Packing  Com- 
pany, although  both  are  owned  by 
practically  the  same  people.  Mr. 
Robbins  said  the  Car  Lines  Com- 
pany was  capitalized  at  $15,000,- 
000,  that  it  had  14,000  cars,  repre- 
senting of  this  capitalization  $r4,- 
000,000.  He  said  the  capital  was 
at  a  low  basis  and  the  debt  of  the 
company  large.  Each  year  over 
$1,000,000  was  being  put  into  new 
equipment  and  this  represented  all 
the  earnings  and  an  increasing 
debt.  The  company  employed  a 
total  of  33,000  persons.  The  charge 
to  the  roads  for  these  cars  is  three 
quarters  of  a  cent  a  mile. 

The  daily  average  of  miles  a  car 
will  make  Mr.  Robbins  refused  to 
state.  Eight  thousand  of  these 
cars  are  fruit  cars,  the  balance 
being  refrigerator  cars  for  the 
carrying  of  meats,  butter  and  eggs.

BRITISH   IMPORTS  AND 
EXPORTS. 

The  London,  Eng.,  Board  of 
Trade  shows  a  decrease  of  $6,328,- 
000  in  imports  for  February,  and 
an  increase  of  $6,871,500  in 
exports. 

In  imports  the  chief  decrease 
was  in  cotton— $7.425,720 — while 
the  imports  of  wool  increased  $5,- 
550,535- 

The  increase  in  exports  was 
generally  distributed,  the  chief 
item  being  cotton  fabrics — $2,170,- 
340-

A  FIRE  PROOF  BUILDING. 

A  Baltimore  architect  has  drawn 
plans  for  an  absolutely  fire-proof 
building.  The  building  is  to  be 
six  storeys,  and  from  basement  to 
roof  no  wood  will  be  included  in 
the  structure.  The  Engineering  and 
Mining  Journalthus  describes  it :  — 

"  The  entire  structure  is  to  be  of 
re-enforced  concrete  and  steel. 
Even  the  doors,  trims,  window 
sishes  and  door  jimbs  are  to  be  of 
metal.  The  windows  will  be  glazed 
with  wire  glass.  The  frame  for  the 
show  windows  will  be  of  steel,  into 
which  the  plate  glass  will  be  fitted. 
The  side  walls,  columns  and  rear 
walls,  as  well  as  the  supporting 
columns  of  the  front  walls,  will  be 
of  concrete.  The  floors  will  all 
have  a  top  dressing  of  cement  one 
and  a  half  inches  thick.  The  stairs 
will  be  of  concrete,  with  slate  treads 
and  wrought-iron  balustrades.  The 
elevator  shaft  will  bs  of  concrete, 
as  will  also  the  enclosure  around 
the  stairway  and  the  elevator  hall. 
The  cellar  and  roof  are  to  be  of 
cement.  In  order  to  eliminate  all 
wood,  even  the  flag-staffs  on  top 
will  be  of  steel."

THE  WORLD'S  CATTLE  PER 
CAPITA. 

Some  cattle  statistics  based  upon 
the  last  census  in  the  different 
countries  are  not  without  interest 
to  Canadians.  There  are  estimated 
to  be  318  747,540  cattle  in  the  more 
highlv  civilized  countries  of  the 
world.  The  total  number  is  not  of 
so  much  interest  as  the  number  of 
cattle  per  capita.  The  three  coun- 
tries having  the  highest  number 
per  capita  are  to  be  found  in  South 
America,  Uruguay  coming  first 
with  7.078,  Paraguay  with  6.535 
and  Argentina  following  with  4.495 
per  capita.  Australia  stands  next 
with  2.325.  Then  there  is  a  big 
drop  to  Bosnia  with  .815,  with 
Canada  next  with  .767,  and  Den- 
mark close  up  with  .714  per  capita. 
Then  follows  the  United  States 
with  .707,  or  considerably  less  than 
Canada.  There  is  a  gradual 
decrease  then  to  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  with  only  .276  cattle  per 
capita.  Japan  stands  at  the  foot 
of  the  list,  with  only  031  head  of 
cattle  per  capita.  The  average  per 
capita  for  all  the  countries  in  the 
list  is  .382.

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MERCANTILE  NOTES. 

Toronto  ice  dealers  will  advance 
their  prices  20  per  cent,  on  June  ist. 

The  Canadian  Camp  of  New  York 
dined  on  rhinoceros  at  a  recent  ban- 
quet in  that  city. 

The  Dominion  Iron  and  Steel  Com- 
pany of  Nova  Scotia  expect  to  b«  turn- 
ing out  steel  rails  in  June  next. 

The  Bank  of  British  North  America 
showed  profits  for  the  year  of  ;^96,- 
000  and  declared  a  dividend  of  6  per 
cent. 

The  Ogilvie  Milling  Co.  is  erecting 
a  3000  barrel  mill  at  Fort  William, 
the  foundations  for  which  were  laid 
last  fall. 

A  $20,000  icompany  has  been  formed 
at  Milverton,  Ont.,  for  the  manufac 
ture  of  boots  and  shoes.    From  25  to 
50  men  will  be  employed. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  per- 
sons will  sail  on  the  excursion  of  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association 
to  Great  Britain  in  June  next. 

Marconi,  the  wireless  wizard,  an- 
nounoes  an  invention  that  will  record 
on  a  tape  one  hundred  words  per 
minute  over  the  wireless  system. 

A  Dominion  charter  has  been 
granted  to  the  James  Williamson 
Warehousing  Company,  limited,  of 
Montreal.    The  capital  is  $50,000. 

A  NEW  company  to  operate  as 
eanners,  wine  and  jelley  producers  has 
been  formed  in  the  Niagara  district. 
The  capitalization  is  placed  at 
$200,000. 

The  merchants  of  New  York  are 
organizing  a  movement  to  influence 
the  members  of  the  State  Legislature 
to  intervene  with  a  view  to  securing 
cheaper  telephone  rates. 

The  Greening  Wire  Co's  works  at 
Hamilton  were  damaged  by  fire  to  the 
extent  of  $10,000  in  the  early  part  of 
this  month.  Rebuilding  of  the  damaged 
portion  commenced  a  few  days  after 
the  fire. 

W.  P.  Perrin  &  Co.,  of  Chicago, 
machine  manufacturers,  who  have  had 
a  Canadian  agency  in  Toronto  for 
some  time,  are  building  shops  and 
office  in  King  street,  opposite  the 
street  car  barns. 

The  Grand  Trunk  and  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Companies  have  re- 
quested Toronto  wholesale  merchants 
to  consider  forming  an  arrangement 
whereby  they  should  import  all  goods 
from  England  by  their  lines. 

The  factory  and  assets  of  the 
Atlantic  Soap  and  Oil  Co.  were  sold 
this  month  to  Frank  M.  Van  Zant, 
the  former  business  man?ger,  whose 
tender  was  45  cents  on  the  dollar, 
which  will  produce  about  $9,000. 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Mon- 
treal city  council  a  by  law  was  passed 
compelling  retail  stores  to  close  at  7 
p.m.  on  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays, 
except  when  preceding  a  holiday  or 
during  the  last  two  weeks  of  December. 

The  plant  of  the  American  Cereal 
Co.,  at  Cedar  Rapids,  la  ,  the  largest 
of  its  kind  in  the  world,  covering  two 
entire  blocks  was  partially  destroyed 
by  fire  on  March  6th.  The  loss  is 
estimated  at  $1,500,000  with  insur- 
ance of  $1,000,000. 

The  Union  Draw  Steel  Company 
of  Beaver  Falls,  Pa.,  which  has  decided 
to  establish  a  branch  factory  in  Hamil- 
ton with  a  capital  of  $150,000,  has 
secured  a  site  in  the  annex,  and  its 
main  building  will  be  325  feet  by  90 
feet,  of  steel  and  brick. 

London,  Eng.  capitalists  have  pur- 
chased twenty  thousand  shares  in  the 
Montreal  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company  at  the  par  value  of  two 
million  dollars.  The  stock  is  listed 
on  the  London  Stock  Exchange  and 
it  is  understood  that  it  will  pay  five 
per  cent. 

The  Produce  and  Commission 
Merchants  of  Toronto  have  formed  an 
association  with  Wm.  Ryan  as  chair- 
man. There  were  many  complaints  of 
excessive  freight  rates  and  delay  in 
transportation,  which  the  Association 
will  endeavor  to  remedy.  The  Asso- 
ciation will  also  arrange  a  uniformity 
of  credit  terms  to  go  into  effect  at  once. 

The  business  of  the  Fairbanks  Co. 
in  Canada  has  been  purchased  by 
Henry  J.  Fuller,  and  a  large  plant  will 
be  erected  in  Montreal  this  season  for 
the  manufacture  of  the  Fairbanks 
Standard  Scales  and  other  machinery, 
railway  and  mill  supplies  which  have 
previously  been  imported.  About  300 
men  will  be  employed. 

The  Swift  Company,  which  control 
the  Fowler's  Canadian  Company 
business  in  Hamilton,  will  double  their 
capacity  in  the  near  future,  and  will 
kill  6,000  hogs  a  week.  In  additiorf 
sheep  and  cattle  will  be  slaughtered 
and  put  up  for  market.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  in  consequence  of  this  the 
Stock  Yards  Company  will  have  to 
increase  their  accommodation. 

The  Imperial  Wire  Co.,  Colling- 
wood,  is  looking  forward  to  a  success- 
ful season,  and  their  busy  concern  will 
be  of  much  benefit  to  the  thriving 
Georgian  Bay  town.  The  Company's 
factory  is  now  running  day  and  night, 
and  expect  to  keep  the  pace  going 
until  June  next.  The  plant  is  said  to 
be  one  of  the  finest  in  America,  and 
the  class  of  goods  being  turned  out  are 
equal  in  quality  to  the  best  on  the 
market. 


A  Glasgow  importer  of  Canadian 
eggs  complains  of  the  frailty  of  Can- 
adian packing  cases,  and  states  that 
unless  more  care  is  taken  to  ship  eggs 
securely  the  British  dealer  will  look 
for  his  supply  from  countries  where 
safer  and  more  substantial  packing  is 
used. 

American  capitaHsts  have  deposited 
$50,000  with  the  New  Brunswick 
government  as  a  guarantee  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  mammoth  electric  power 
plant  near  Campbelltown.  Saw,  pulp, 
paper  mills  and  other  industrial  enter- 
prises are  included  in  the  project. 
The  amount  to  be  expended  in 
development  is  estimated  between 
three  and  four  million  dollars.

English  capitalists  are  exploiting 
new  coal  fields  in  Nova  Scotia. 

The  Canada  Malting  Co.  of  Toronto 
is  establishing  a  branch  in  Winnipeg. 

A  SEAT  on  the  Montreal  stock 
exchange  was  sold  last  month  for 
$18,500. 

Baltimore  packers  hare  made  con- 
tracts with  tomato  growers  for  raw 
stock  at  $6.00  per  ton. 

The  Stratford  factory  of  the  Canada 
Furniture  JVIanufacturers,  limited,  is 
being  moved  to  Seaforlh. 

The  general  store  of  Robt.  Moore, 
Bridgewater,  Ont.,  was  totally  de- 
stroyed by  fire  on  the  6th  inst.  Loss 
covered  by  insurance. 

The  short  horn  breeders  of  Mani- 
toba have  recommended  the  forma- 
tion of  a  national  association  with 
head  office  at  Ottawa. 

The  Reeves  Pulley  Works  and  the 
Canadian  Portable  Fence  Co.  con- 
template establishing  factories  at 
Toronto  Junction  this  season. 

The  town  of  Berlin  is  after  the 
Dennis  Iron  and  Wire  Works  of  Lon- 
don. A  free  site  and  ten  years  tax 
exemption  are  held  out  as  inducements. 

The  inland  revenue  returns  for 
February  at  the  port  of  Hamilton  were 
$64,045  28,  a  decrease  of  $11,002.16, 
as  compared  with  the  returns  for  the 
corresponding  month  last  year. 

In  Great  Britain  the  yearly  loss  of 
wages  through  ill-health  is  about  eleven 
millions  sterling,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  forty  per  cent,  of  those  who  start 
in  business  fail.  March  is  considered 
the  slackest  month  for  business. 

The  Canadian  manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation has  protested  against  the  clause 
in  the  new  assessment  act  which  com- 
pels manufacturers  to  give  the  assessor 
a  list  of  salaries  of  their  employees 
receiving  over  $4,000  per  annum.

Dairy  Commissioner  Ruddick  has 
given  some  interesting  statistics  at 
recent  conventions,  not  the  least  inter- 
esting of  which  are  the  figures  showing 
the  output  of  cheese  and  butter  in- 
dustries during  1904.  Cheese  factories 
and  creameries  produced  $29,462,000 
worth  of  which  $5,500,000  was  for 
home  consumption.  The  product  of 
home  dairies  was  $37,000,000. 


The  Western  Dairymen's  Associa- 
tion has  asked  Mr.  Monteith,  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  for  an  increased  grant 
to  assist  in  extending  its  work  of  in- 
struction. The  minister  promised 
practical  consideration  of  the  request 

The  Bank  of  Montreal  at  Regina, 
N.  W.  T.,  was  destroyed  by  fire  last 
month  and  Manager  Angus  and  his 
family  who  occupied  rooms  in  the 
building  had  a  narrow  escape.  The 
loss  was  about  $50,000  covered  by 
insurance. 

Lord  Pembroke  has  become  a 
manufacturer  of  Axminstcr  carpets. 
The  factory  at  Wilton  was  in  diffi- 
culties ;  no  capitalists  would  take  hold 
of  it ;  so  Lord  Pembroke  took  it  him- 
self, rather  than  see  two  hundred  hands 
thrown  out  of  work. 

The  works  of  the  Standard  Chemi- 
cal Co.,  of  Toronto,  situated  at  Long- 
ford Mills,  about  to  miles  from  Oril- 
lia,  were  destroyed  by  fire  last  month. 
The  loss  is  estimated  at  about  $30,000, 
covered  by  insurance.  Re-building 
and  repairs  are  now  in  progress. 

High  society  in  London,  Eng.,  has 
adopted  silk  bed  clothes  and  the  fash- 
ionable fad  is  sheets  and  pillow  cases  of 
the  purest  silk.  Paris  originated  the 
idea  and  London  was  quick  to  take  it 
up.  The  fad  is  expensive,  but  expense 
don't  count  when  fashion  is  at  stake. 

Meakins  &  Son,  Brush  Manufac- 
turers of  Hamilton,  were  burned  out  on 
March  7th.  The  premises  were  totally 
destroyed  and  the  loss  is  estimated  at 
about  $55,000  with  an  insurance  of 
$25,000,  About  100  employees  were 
thrown  out  of  work.  The  firm  will 
commence  rebuilding  at  once. 

The  big  enterprises  at  the  Canadian 
Soo  are  to  have  a  rival  on  the  American 
side  of  St.  Mary's  River.  New  York 
and  Detroit  capitalists  are  behind  a 
project  to  inaugurate  a  mammoth 
power  plant  on  the  St.  Mary's  Rapids, 
and  it  is  stated  they  will  expend 
$120,000  on  the  work  during  the 
coming  summer. 

The  Canada  Coal  and  Railway  Co's 
mines  of  Nova  Scotia  at  the  Joggins- 
Cumberland,  and  ten  miles  of  railway 
have  been  sold  by  the  liquidators  for 
$50,500  to  Montreal  parties  who  com- 
prise a  majority  of  the  bond  holders, 
whose  holdings  aggregated  $750,000. 
It  is  estimated  that  $150,000  will  have 
to  be  spent  in  development. 

The  committee  in  charge  of  the 
lighting  plant  in  Kingston  has  fixed  the 
following  power  and  light  rates  for 
local  industries  :  Light  for  500,000 
kilowatt  hours  and  under,  fourteen 
cents  net;  over  500,000  kilowatt  hours, 
twelve  cents  net ;  power,  up  to  100,000 
kilowatt  hours,  ten  cents ;  between 
that  and  400,000,  eight  cents  ;  over 
400,000,  six  cents.

$2,500  was  paid  out  in  one  week  for 
live  stock  by  local  buyers. 

The  Canada  Bearings,  limited, 
have  commenced  the  manufacture  of 
axles  and  shafting  at  Hamilton. 

The  Massey-Harris  Co.  will  erect  a 
new  $125,000  warehouse  this  season, 
adjoining  their  present  Toronto  works. 

A  LATE  Easter  this  year  is  likely  to 
have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  millinery 
houses.  Wholesalers  report  large 
orders. 

Boots  and  shoes  have  advanced 
from  10  to  15  per  cent,  throughout 
France,  based  on  the  advanced  price 
of  leather. 

The  grocery  business  of  the  late 
Mr.  Hazell,  of  Hamilton,  has  been 
purchased  by  Messrs.  C.  H.  Peebles 
and  Wm.  Hobson. 

Last  year  the  Amherst,  N.S.,  Boot 
and  Shoe  Co.,  produced  $695,000 
worth  of  goods  and  paid  its  share- 
holders 7  per  cent. 

The  Retail  Grocers'  Association  of 
Hamilton  has  granted  $100  towards 
installing  plumbing  and  water  supply 
in  the  Hamilton  pavillion  of  the 
Gravenhurst  Sanitarium. 

American  capitalists  have  purchased 
the  Cochrane  ranch  in  Southern  Al- 
berta. The  property  comprises  66,500 
acres  and  the  price  paid  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $400,000. 

The  Hamilton  Board  of  Trade  has 
protested  against  the  action  of  the 
British  Columbia  legislature  in  impos- 
ing a  tax  of  $100  on  all  commercial 
travellers  representing  outside  firms. 

The  Robert  Simpson  Co,  of  To- 
ronto, has  purchased  a  $52,000  block 
of  real  estate  in  Montreal,  adjoining 
the  premises  of  John  Murphy  &  Co. 
whose  business  the  Toronto  firm 
recently  acquired. 

Whitby  ratepayers  voted  on  two 
industrial  by-laws  on  the  12th  inst. 
One  to  aid  a  windmill  manufactory 
was  carried  by  a  small  majority.  An- 
other to  assist  the  Farmers'  Co- 
operative Company  was  defeated.

Millions  of  tons  of 
ore,  coal  and  limestone  are  within 
easy  reach,  and  there  is  said  to  be 
sufficient  easily  worked  aluminum 
ore  to  supply  the  present  needs  of 
the  world.  Should  reports  and 
anticipations  prove  correct  a  revol- 
ution in  the  industries  of  India  will 
result 
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HARNESS  MAKERS  MEET. 

The  harness   makers'  conven- 
tion was  held  at  the  Rossin  House 
on  March  7th,  with  a  representa- 
tive attendance  from  various  parts 
of  the  Province.    Reports  from 
various  sections  indicated  a  general 
prosperity  in  the  trade,  and  the 
interchange  of  ideas  among  the 
delegates  was  of  undoubted  bene- 
ficial effect.    Resolutions  of  con- 
dolence were  passed  on  the  deaths 
of  Alex.  Downie,  Toronto  ;  James 
Stewart,  Woodville ;   and  David 
Lindsay,   of    Cannington.  The 
financial  report  showed  a  substan- 
tial balance  in  the  treasury,  and 
the  association  decided  to  hold  its 
next  convention  in   Toronto  in 
March,  1906.

ST.  THOMAS    STREET  RAIL- 
WAY. 

The  South-western  Traction  Co. 
has  come  to  an  agreement  with 
the  City  of  St.  Thomas,  whereby 
the  former  has  received  a  50  year 
franchise.  The  company  makes 
an  agreement  for  25  years  to  pay 
the  city  $1,200  per  year  per  mile 
for  the  first  five  years,  $1,350  for 
the  second,  $1,500  for  the  third, 
$1,550  for  the  fourth,  and  $1,750 
for  the  last  five  years.  They 
collect  no  fares  in  the  city,  pay  the 
cost  of  the  power,  and  pay  one- 
half  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
tracks.

TRADE   WITH  CUBA. 

A  letter  was  received  in  the 
early  part  of  this  month  by  Mayor 
Urquhart,  of  Toronto,  from  Wil- 
liam Ryan,  of  Cuba,  in  reference 
to  the  Canadian  trade  with  that 
country.  Mr.  Ryan  thinks  that 
many  Canadian  steamers  which 
are  idle  during  the  winter  might 
be  profitably  put  on  the  Atlantic 
route  between  Canada  and  Cuba  to 
bring  the  produce  of  the  sunny 
south  to  the  colder  zone,  and  at  the 
same  time  carry  towards  the 
equator  the  products  of  Canadian 
factories.  He  quotes  prices  given 
for  Cuban  products  as  follows  : — 
Onions,  yearly  average,  4c  a  lb. ; 
potatoes,  3c  a  lb.  ;  bacon,  22^c  a 
lb. ;  bacon,  wholesale,  20c  a  lb  ; 
hams,  20  to  23c  ;  lard,  15  to  20! 
hogs,  live  weight,  7  to  S^^c.

WORLDS  TOY  FACTORY. 

Some  interesting  particulars  of 
the  toy  industry  of  Germany  have 
been  published  by  the  British 
consul  at  Hamburg.  Toys  con- 
stitute one  of  the  most  important 
branches  of  German  manufacture. 
In  the  year  1903  the  amount  of 
toys  exported  from  all  parts  of  the 
German  empire  was  34,717  tons, 
valued  at  $i3.93f.370. 

Though  there  is  hardly  any 
country  in  the  world  to  which 
German  toys  are  not  exported,  the 
most  important  customer  of  Ger- 
many is  Great  Britain,  which  in 
the  year  under  review  received 
12,218  tons.  The  second  most 
important  market  for  German  toys 
is  this  country,  the  exports  to 
which  amounted  in  1903  to  11,055 
tons,  valued  at  $4093,135. 


The  most  important  centers  for 
the  manufacture  of  toys  in  Ger- 
many are  Nuremberg  and  Furth, 
in  Batavia,  Sonneberg  and  some 
other  parts  of  Thuringia  and  the 
Saxon  "Erzgebirge."  Nuremberg, 
above  all,  has  long  been  known 
throughout  the  world  for  its  toy 
trade  and  industry,  and  German 
toys,  wherever  made,  still  go  in 
many  countries  by  the  name  of 
Nuremberg  toys. 

At  Furth,  which  is  close  to 
Nuremberg,  a  flourishing  trade 
and  industry  has  likewise  sprung 
up  since  about  the  end  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  Next  to 
Nuremberg  and  Furth  the  town 
and  district  of  Sonneberg  has  for 
many  years  enjoyed  the  best  re- 
putation for  its  toy  industry,  and 
trade,  while  in  the  Saxon  "Erzge- 
birge," a  district  comparatively 
poor  in  natural  products,  thei 
manufacture  of  toys  has  likewise 
for  some  time  furnished  a  source 
of  livelihood  to  thousands  of  its 
inhabitants. 

The  toys  made  at  Nuremberg 
and  Furth  are  chiefly  of  the  metal 
variety,  made  either  of  tin,  tinned 
sheet  iron  or  of  tin  and  lead  alloys. 

Of  the  more  than  200  toy  fact- 
ories established  in  both  of  these 
towns  about  150  are  devoted 
exclusively  to  metal  toys,  the  only 
part  of  them  worked  by  hand  be- 
ing the  final  painting,  while  all  the 
rest  is  manufactured  by  machinery. 
In  this  respect  this  toy  industry 
of  the  two  Bavarian  towns  occupies 
a  rather  different  position  from 
that  of  all  the  other  parts  of  Ger- 
many, where  it  is  almost  exclusive- 
ly carried  on  by  manual  labor — 
that  is  to  say,  by  workmen  and 
women  in  their  own  homes. 

The  success  of  the  Nuremberg 
and  Furth  metal  toys  manufactor- 
ies is  mainly  attributable  to  the 
skillful  manner  in  which  the 
materials  have  been  employed  and 
in  which  the  machinery  and  tools 
used  for  the  work  have  been 
adapted  and  gradually  improved 
by  the  toy  manufacturers  them- 
selves, thus  enabling  them  to  pro- 
duce large  quantities  of  articles 
within  a  comparatively  short  time 
and  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  pro- 
duction and  in  consequence  also 
the  sale  price  of  the  articles  manu- 
factured by  them.

Delegates  to  the 
Grocers'  Convention,  who  are 
members  of  the  organization,  were 
imbued  with  fresh  enthusiasm  and 
a  determination  to  increase  the 
membership  of  their  particular 
branches.  Non  members  from  un- 
organized districts  who  learned  of 
the  work  of  the  association,  of  the 
effort  being  put  forth  to  secure 
legislation  in  the  interest  of  the 
retail  dealer,  of  the  protection  it 
afforded  from  the  many  pernicious 
influences  which  militate  against 
the  legitimate  trader  who  con- 
tributes largely  in  taxes  to  the 
revenue  of  his  municipality,  were 
unanimous  in  asking  that  an 
organizer  be  sent  to  their  respective 
localities.  Such  men  returned  to 
their  homes  benefitted  and  are 
now  at  work  in  a  preliminary  way 
interesting  their  trade  associates  in 
the  formation  of  branch  associ- 
ations. During  the  two  days 
duration  of  the  convention  every 
available  moment  of  time  was 
taken  up  in  the  discussion  of 
matters  of  vital  business  interest. 

A  good  deal  of  space  is  devoted 
to  the  Bure  Food  Show  held  in 
Massey  Hall  from  the  3rd  to  the 
15th  of  April.  It  was  the  first 
exhibition  of  the  kind  on  a  large 
scale  that  was  ever  held  in  Toronto 
and  its  pronounced  and  unqualified 
success  warrants  the  publishers  of 
the  Journal  in  devoting  so  much 
space  to  its  description.  As  an 
educator  of  the  general  public — 
the  people  who  buy  and  consume 
food  stuffs — its  value  was  im- 
measurable. It  was  a  practical 
demonstration  of  what  pure  food 
means  in  the  fullest  extent  of  the 
word.  It  was  a  long  stride  towards 
the  prevention  of  food  adulteration 
as  it  gave  people  the  knowledge  of 


how  to  distinguish  pure  from 
impure,  and  instructed  them  re- 
garding the  value  of  the  purest 
products. 

The  show  brought  together  the 
manufacturer,  wholesaler  and  re- 
tailer, and  in  a  business  way  re- 
sulted in  an  extension  of  congenial 
relationship  of  a  profitable  nature 
among  the  three  different  com- 
mercial branches. 

The  committee  which  under- 
took the  management  of  the  show 
-all  experienced  Toronto  business 
men—  devoted  nearly  their  whole 
time  to  the  project  which  required 
hard,  careful  and  thoughtful  work 
from  the  inception  of  the  idea 
until  the  closing  of  the  show,  and 
earned  the  highest  commendations 
from  exhibitors,  entertainers  and 
visitors.  The  entertaining  features 
were  arranged  on  a  broad  and  ver- 
satile plan  presenting  a  repertoire 
from  the  best  artists  in  each  par- 
ticular line.  So  successful  and  so 
well  conducted  was  the  whole 
affair  that  exhibitors  and  the  public 
alike  expressed  the  unanimous 
wish  that  the  Bure  Food  Show  be 
made  an  annual  affair  in  Toronto. 

In  view  of  the  success  which 
attended  these  functions,  all  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Retail  Mer- 
chants' Association  of  Canada,  it 
seems  quite  proper  that  The 
Journal,  the  official  organ  of  the 
Association,  should  devote  this 
number  almost  exclusively  to  them.

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The  Pure  Food  Show. 


The  holding  of  the  Pure  Food  Show  in  Massey  Hall  from  April  3  to 
the  15th  has  now  passed  down  into  history,  and  has  left  a 
record  behind  it  as  being  the  best  Pure  Food  Show  that  has  ever  been 
held  in  Canada.  We  do  not  make  this  statement  with  any  desire 
towards  boastfulness,  but  because  those  upon  whom  the  success  or  failure 
of  the  undertaking  depended,  always  realized  that  the  reputation  of  the 
Grocers'  Section  of  our  Association  was  at  stake  and  it  would  be  no 
fault  of  theirs  if  the  time,  energy  and  labor  bestowed  upon  it  did  not 
produce  the  desired  results.

As  an  educational  feature  in  the  demonstration  of  pure  food  and  many 
household  requisites,  and  in  the  bringing  together  of  manufacturers,  re- 
tailers and  consumers  it  was  an  unqualified  success,  winning  the  highest 
commendation  from  each  class. 

Entertaining  features  were  not  neglected.  Every  afternoon  and  even- 
ing a  varied  programme  of  the  highest  merit  was  presented  from  the  stage. 
During  the  first  week  the  Round's  Ladies'  Orchestra,  of  Detroit,  appeared 
in  a  splendid  repertoire,  producing  orchestral  music  of  a  high  order  and 
original  specialties  by  various  members.  Mr.  Harry  Bennett,  of  Toronto, 
the  well  known  comedian,  also  appeared  in  several  numbers  each  day  and 
evening  and  had  the  entire  charge  of  the  entertainment  features. 

The  second  week  brought  the  Cleveland  Ladies'  Orchestra,  and  Mr. 
Harold  Jarvis,  the  well-known  tenor  of  Detroit.  The  Cleveland  Ladies' 
Orchestra  is  one  of  the  best  organizations  of  the  kind  on  the  continent  and 
their  performance  on  this  occasion  won  for  them  the  highest  esteem  of 
Toronto's  music  loving  public  and  the  wish  that  they  will  return  in  the 
near  future.

A  neat  folding  card  was  mailed 
and  handed  out  by  Klees,  proprie- 
tor of  a  German  pork  store  at  504 
Yonge  street,  for  sometime  before 
the  opening  of  the  show.  The  back 
of  the  card  showed  the  picture  of  a 
pig  and  the  inner  pages  described 
the  products  of  the  business.  Those 
who  accepted  the  invitations  given 
on  the  card,  and  visited  the  booth 
found  samples  of  cooked  meats  and 
tins  of  lard  tastefully  arranged.  On 
the  drapery  about  the  booth  the 
following  mottoes  of  the  store  were

He  has  disposed  of  the  American  rights 
to  the  Empire  Cream  Separator  Com- 
pany of  Bloomfield,  N  J.  These  ma- 
chines are  all  fitted  for  illuminating  gas, 
ball  bearing,  automatic  friction  clutch, 
worm  gear  spindle,  and  can  be  operated 
by  a  child.  There  are  no  intricate  parts 
to  get  out  of  order,  and  with  judicious 
care  can  be  operated  for  years  without 
any  repair  expenditure.  The  earning 
capacities  are  unlimited.  The  machines 
are  sold  outright,  and  purchasers  may 
take  them  wherever  they  may  desire. 
If  necessary  the  company  can  furnish 
an  auxiliary  gasoline  generator,  set  to 
be  used  in  towns  and  villages  where 
illuminating  gas  is  not  obtainable.

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Mr.  Lytle  told  the  JOURNAL,  is 
growing  very  rapidly,  showing  the 
increasing  favor  which  this  class  of 
goods  is  finding  with  the  public. 
To  such  an  extent  has  the  business 
of  the  company  grown  that  new 
and  larger  premises  are  required 
and  arrangements  have  now  been 
completed  for  the  erection  of  a 
thoroughly  modern  factory  near 
the  Dundas  street  bridges  where 
three  acres  of  land  have  been 
secured.

AUSTRALIAN  CONDITIONS. 

Mr.  Arthur  Kidman,  of  Sydney, 
Australia,  an  exporter  of  Austral- 
ian products,  was  in  Toronto  a  few 
days  during  the  early  part  of  last 
month,  and  in  an  interview  .spoke 
enthusiastically  respecting  future 
trade  between  Canada  and  the 
island  continent.  He  was  of 
opinion  that  present  trade  between 
the  countries  could  be  largely  in- 
creased, as  the  opportunities  for 
mutual  advantage  were  constantly 
increasing.  The  greatest  drawback 
in  Australia's  trade,  he  said,  was 
the  domination  of  the  labor  party, 
which  control  the  reins  of  the 
government,  and  whose  policy  has 
a  retarding  effect  on  immigration. 
These  difficulties,  he  expected, 
would  soon  be  overcome,  and  the 
natural  advantages  possessed  by 
Australia  would  bring  trade  con- 
ditions to  an  equality  with  other 
countries.

One  of  the  prime  essentials  iu 
the  production  of  pure  food  is 
salt,  and  it  is  just  as  essential  that 
the  salt  should  be  pure.

INSURANCE  ACCOUNT. 


The  volume  of  new  business  exceeds  that 
of  any  former  year,  being  3,452  policies  for 
$5,048,16?,  all  of  which,  except  ,$30,000, 
was  written  within  the  Dominion.  Total 
assurance  now  in  force  is  $40,476,970.58 
under  27,742  policies,  the  net  addition  for 
the  year  being  $2,889,419.  While  many  of 
our  native  companies  are  seeking  business 
abroad,  some  of  them  in  distant  parts  of  the 
world,  it  is  thought  by  this  company  that 
good  Canadian  business  is  preferable  to 
foreign  business,  which  is  secured  at  exces- 
sive cost  and  with  less  certainty  as  to  its 
quality. 

INCOME. 

The  total  income  was  $1,725,808.90,  being 
$1,373,364.69  for  premiums,  and  $351,- 
944.21  for  interest.  The  gain  over  1903 
was  $164,238.87. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

The  payments  to  Policyholders  amounted 
to  $524,615.34,  and  consisted  of  Death 
Claims,  $220,304.50  ;  Endowments,  $160,- 
053  ;  Purchased  Policies,  $52,394.54  ;  Sur- 
plus, $83,183.40,  and  Annuities,  $8,679.90, 
The  claims  by  death  were  exceptionally  light, 
being  $51,404  less  than  previous  year,  and 
only  41  per  cent,  of  the  amount  expected. 

EXPENSE  AND  TAXES. 

The  expenses  and  taxes  were  $300,807, 
being  17.4  per  cent,  of  the  total  income,  or 
about  1  per  cent,  less  than  in  1903. 


ASSETS. 

I'lie  cash  assets  are  $7,794,098.35,  and 
the  total  assets  $8,220,530.45,  showing  gains 
of  $905,450.05  and  $937,372.05  respectively. 
The  funds  are  being  invested  in  the  same 
classes  of  securities  as  heretofore,  principally 
in  Mortgage  loans  on  farms  and  city  proper- 
ties, Bonds,  and  Municipal  Debentures.  The 
latter  are  taken  into  account  at  their  book 
value  or  cost,  which  is  considerably  below 
their  market  value.  The  demand  for  money 
WHS  active  during  the  year,  at  better  rates 
than  for  some  years  past,  resulting  in  a  slight 
advance  in  the  rate  of  interest  earned,  viz., 
5.09  per  cent.  Interest,,  etc.,  overdue  at  end 
of  year,  only  $13,740.19,  and  nearly  all  paid. 

LIABILITIES. 

The  liabilities  were  again  computed  on  the 
Combined  Experience  Table  with  4  percent, 
interest  for  all  business  up  to  January  1st, 
1900.  From  that  date  to  January  1st,  1903, 
on  the  Institute  of  Actuaries'  Table  with 
per  cent.,  and  thereafter  on  the  same  Table 
with  3  per  cent.  Reserve,  $7,355,172.24. 
Other  liabilities,  $93,285.34. 


SURPLUS. 

After  making  provision  for  all  liabilities, 
the  surplus  on  our  own  standard  is  $772,- 
072.87,  being  an  increase  of  $170,920.20 
over  1903,  and  this  after  distributing  amongst 
Policyholders  $83,183.40.  On  the  Govern- 
ment standard  of  reserves,  namely,  4|-  per 
cent,  for  business  to  January  1st,  1900,  and 
3|  ppr  cent,  thereafter,  our  surplus  is  $1,- 
049,400.71.

R.  Higgins  and  Son  had  one  of 
the  most  artistic  booths  in  the 
show.  The  firm  carries  a 
most  varied  stock  in  its  store  at 
802  and  804  Yonge  street,  and  the 
lines  were  combined  to  produce  a 
particularly  tasty  effect,  succeed- 
ing to  such  an  extent  that  the 
beautiful  exhibit  was  one  of  the 
most  attractive  features  of  the 
Exhibition.  The  counters  of  the 
booth  were  loaded  with  all  kinds 
of  novelties,  such  as  candy  ani- 
mals and  stuffed  chickens  and 
ducks,  toys  of  many  kinds,  and 
Easter  eggs.  One  portion  of  the 
counter  was  given  up  to  a  display 
offlDwers,  and  the  whole  back  of 
the  booth  was  banked  with  roses, 
Easter  lilies,  lily  of  the  valley, 
calla  lily  tulips,  stocks,  lilacs,  ferns, 
cineraria,  daffodils,  violets,  migno- 
nette, marguerites,  hyacinths. 
Behind  this  bank  of  the  beautiful 
was  a  large  mirror,  which  gave  the 
display  a  still  more  prolific  appear- 
ance. It  was  a  display  designed 
by  a  master  hand,  combining  sym- 
plicity,  elegance  and  beauty,  and 
in  the  fragrance  of  the  natural 
flowers,  fresh  from  the  parent  stem, 
giving  a  tinge  of  earth  born  nature 
in  striking  contrast  to  the  exhibi- 
tion of  specially  prepared  articles 
which  20th  century  civilization 
renders  necessary. 

The  flowers  which  were  noticed  _ 
so  often  during  the  progress  of  the 
show  in  the  buttonholes  of  the 
gentlemen  or  pinned  to  the  dresses 
of  the  ladies  came  from  this  exhibit 
and  were  passed  across  the  com- 
pany's counter  by  the  two  young 
ladies  in  charge  whose  smiles 
rivalled  the  sweetness  of  the  fra- 
grant blossoms  they  dispensed. 

The  firm's  store  at  802-4 
Yonge  street  is  now  being  en- 
larged and  fitted  up  more  exten- 
sively still  for  the  accommodation 
of  a  large  and  growing  trade. 

Besides  the  lines  enumerated 
above  the  firm  handles  an  exten- 
sive fish  business  and  in  this  parti- 
cular line  have  a  large  aad  increas- 
ing trade  in  the  city,due  principally

Just  inside  the  door  at  the  right 
hand  entrance  was  the  large  booth 
of  White  &  Co.,  wholesale  fruit, 
produce  and  fish  merchants,  of 
64  Front  Street  East,  Toronto. 
The  exhibit  was  one  of  the  largest 
in  the  hall.  The  arrangement  and 
display  of  luscious  tropical  fruits 
was  of  the  tempting  and  at- 
tractive character  that  kept  a 
continuous  admiring  crowd  in- 
terested from  the  opening  to  the 
closing  of  the  doors.  The  space 
allotted  to  this  exhibit  had  a  width 


of  thirty-three  feet,  and  the  white 
and  gold  decorations,  brilliant 
illumination  and  variety  of  display 
combined  to  make  one  of  the  finest 
attractions  of  the  show.  There 
were  strawberries,  wax  beans, 
cucumbers  and  asparagus  from 
Florida;  plums  from  South  Africa; 
new  potates  from  Bermuda  ; 
tomatoes  and  pineapples  from 
Cuba ;  beets  and  carrots  from 
Louisiana  ;  oranges  from  Italy 
and  California ;  bananas  from 
Jamaica  ;  grape  fruit  from  Bahama 
Islands  and  California  ;  mushrooms 
from     Illinois ,     celery,  lettuce, 


radishes,  green  onions,  spinach 
and  other  table  delicacies  from 
various  parts  of  the  world.  The 
exhibit  was  one  that  appealed  in  a 
practical  manner  to  the  tastes  of 
an  epicure  and  was  a  practical 
demonstration  of  the  capabilities 
and  facilities  of  the  firm  to  supply 
rare  goods  on  short  notice.  An 
interesting  and  educational  feature 
of  the  exhibit  was  the  Rowe's 
Long  Island  Sound  Native  Oyster, 
shown  in  the  various  stages  of 
development,  from  four  weeks  to 
five  years  of  age.  They  were  sent 
from  the  famous  oyster  fisheries 


specially  for  this  show,  and^were  a 
revelation  to  lovers  of  the  luscious 
bivalve,  few  of  whom  had  any  idea 
of  the  growth  and  evolution  of  the 
favorite  shell  fish.  Other  interest- 
ing exhibits  were  bottled  figs  in 
hermetically  sealed  jars  put  up  in 
a  way  to  preserve  for  any  length 
of  time  their  original  freshness  and 
appearance  ;  Halifax  fish  cake,  a 
a  preparation  used  with  cod  fish  ; 
red  bananas.and  dozens  of  other  ne- 
cessities and  delicacies  too  numer- 
ous to  mention  in  this  brief  report. 
A  curiosity  of  the  exhibit  was  a 
growing  orange  tree  with  the  fruit

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hanging  from  its  branches,  and  be- 
side it  a  banana  tree.  White  &  Co. 
by  their  complete  and  comprehen- 
sive display,  attracted  many 
customers,  and  Mr.  Chas.  Lucas, 
who  was  in  charge,  made  many 
friends  by  his  courtesy  and  the 
pains  he  took  to  answer  intelligent- 
ly the  many  questions  that  were 
continually  asked. 


Frontenae  Cereal  Co ,  Limited. 

The  Frontenae  Cereal  Co., 
Limited,  of  Kingston,  made  a  very 
tempting  display  of  that  well- 
known  breakfast  food.  Orange 
Meat,  which  has  in  a  short  time 
gained  a  popularity  almost  un> 
precedented.  The  booth  was  one 
of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  Pure 
Food  Show,  with  decorations 
changed  every  day, but  conspicuous 
at  all  times  was  the  bright  colored 
trade  mark  by  which  the  goods  are 
known.  The  exhibit  was  in  charge 
of  Mr.  Thos.  Lynden,  who  gave 
away  thousands  of  samples,  not 
even  refusing  the  small  boy  who 
developed  an  abnormal  appetite 
for  orange  meat,  owing  to  Mr. 
Lynden's  liberality.  Besides  the 
sample  packages  given  away  the 
food  was  demonstrated  with  cream 
to  thousands  of  visitors  whose 
appreciation  invariably  resulted  in 
purchases  forwarded  through  the 
medium  of  their  grocer. 

Speaking  of  the  food  and  its 
manufacture  Mr.  Lynden  told  the 
Journal  that  it  was  put  on  the 
market  about  eighteen  months  ago 
by  a  Canadian  company,  organized 
with  Canadian  capital  and  employ- 
ing Canadian  labor.  Business 
grew  so  rapidly  that  enlarged  , 
premises  were  necessary,  and  the 
company  has  just  completed  a 
nine  storey  building  with  twenty- 
five  ovens  costing  $25,000  each. 
The  food  is  made  from  choice 
Manitoba  wheat,  malted  and 
flaked,  the  starch  taken  out,  pre- 
digested,  and  the  manufacturers 
claim  that  it  contains  more  maltoes 
than  any  other  cereal.  Outside  of 
the  immense  Canadian  trade  done 
the  company  are  large  exporters, 
and  just  recently  received  an  order 
for  ten  car  loads  for  Australia.  In 
speaking  of  the  Pure  Food  Show 
Mr.  Lynden  expressed  unbounded 
satisfaction  and  hoped  the 
management  would  make  it  an 
annual  occurrence,  assuring  the 
Journal  that  his  company  would 
extend  hearty  and  tangible  sup- 
port. 


E.  D.  Smith,  Winona. 


One  of  Canada's  most  practical 
and  consistent  advocates  of  Pure 
Food  is  Mr,  E.  D.  Smith  of 
Winona.  For  years  he  has  been  a 
a  fruit  grower  and  nurseryman  in 
that  garden  of  Canada — the  Ni- 
agara Peninsula.  In  this  capacity 
his  dealings  with  the  public 
brought  to  his  attention  the  extent 
to  which  Canadian  preserved  fruits 
were  adulterated  and  he  decided 
to  establish  a  factory  for  the  manu- 
facture of  pure  jams  and  jellies. 
The  result  is  that  he  is  putting 
upon  the  market  a  class  of  j  xms 


ported  pure  goods  and  pay  the 
extra  price." 

Last  year  Mr.  McFarlane,  the 
Government  Analyst,  examined 
and  analyzed  seventy-four  samples 
of  jams  and  jellies  taken  at  ran- 
dom from  retail  shops  over  the 
country  and  found  sixty  adulter- 
ated out  of  the  seventy-four. 

The  fruit  used  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  goods  sold  by  Mr. 
Smith  is  all  cultivated  and  cared 
for  on  his  own  extensive  farm  and 
others  in  the  famed  Niagara  fruit 
belt  where  rigid  inspection  is  in 
vogue.  The  booth  at  the  Pure 
Food  Show  was  presided  over  by 
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and  jellies  that  contain  nothing 
but  fresh  fruit  and  pure  granu- 
lated sugar. 

Canada  imports  annually  about 
one  million  pounds  of  jams  and 
iellies  and  these  are  sold  at  a 
price  much  in  advance  of  the  home- 
made article.  Mr.  Smith  has  often 
asked  consumers  why  they  pur- 
chased these  imported  goods  when 
there  were  numerous  factories 
making  jams  and  jellies  in  Canada. 
The  reply  invariably  was,  •'  We 
want  something  pure  and  we  know 
that  we  can  get  it  pure  when  we 
buy  the  imported  goods.  Cana- 
dian jam  is  doctored  with  glucose, 
ha)'seeds,  preservatives,  colorings, 
etc.  and  we  prefer  to  buy  the  im- 


Miss  Coon,  an  expert  demonstra- 
tor who  appeared  to  thoroughly 
understand  the  fruit  business,  and 
whose  courteous  manner  with  the 
public  was  a  factor  in  popularizing 
the  goods  of  the  firm.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Adams  has  charge  of  the  Toronto 
office  at  32  Church  Street  from 
whom  any  further  information  con- 
cerning the  goods  can  be  obtained. 
In  concluding  a  circular  to  the  - 
public  Mr.  Smith  says  :  "  Buy 
only  jam  or  jelly  that  has  E.  D. 
Smith's  name  in  full  on  the  label. 
It  is  the  guarantee  of  absolute 
purity.  He  guarantees  every  bottle 
or  package  that  has  the  seal  unbro- 
ken to  contain  only  pure  granu- 
lated sugar  and  sound,  fresh  fruit." 
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Retail  Grocers'  Convention. 


The  12th  and  13th  of  April  were 
dates  fraught  with  interest  to  the 
Grocers'  Section  of  the  Retail 
Merchants'  Association  of  Canada, 
and  have  left  a  record  of  substan  - 
tial progress  on  the  pages  of  the 
Association's  history. 

The  occasion  was  the  first  annual 
convention  of  grocers  Irom  various 
parts  of  Ontario,  representing  67 
live  and  good  working  branches  of 
the  Association,  which,  apart  from 
its  many  pleasant  social  features, 
embodied  the  accomplishment  of 
substantial  results  of  a  beneficial 
character,  not  only  to  the  Associa- 
tion as  a  whole,  but  to  its  indivi- 
dual members  It  was  a  gathering 
of  the  most  representative  kind, 
including  as  it  did  among  the  dele- 
gates, mayors  and  alderman  of 
cities  and  towns,  reeves  and  coun- 
cillors of  villages,  all  of  whom  are 
engaged  in  retail  mercantile  pur- 
suits, and  from  the  knowledge  born 
of  experience,  were  able  to  speak 
intelligently  and  convincingly  upon 
the  legislation  required  to  place 
the  retail  business  on  a  fair  footing, 
and  of  the  best  methods  of  secur- 
ing it. 

The  first  session  convened  in  the 
board  room  at  2  o'clock  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoon,  with  over  100 
delegates  present. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Higgins  presided,  and 
after  a  brief  welcome  to  the  dele- 
gates, said  that  last  fall  it  had  been 
decided  to  form  a  Provincial  com- 
mittee, and  to  hold  the  present 
convention  to  discuss  business  of 
particular  interest  to  the  grocers, 
and  during  the  progress  of  the 
Pure  Food  Show  he  thought  was 
an  appropriate  time. 

President  S.  Corrigan,  of  the 
Toronto  Branch  of  the  Association, 
who  is  the  father  of  over  20  sec- 
lions  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  follow- 
ed with  words  of  welcome  ;  he  was 
very  much  encouraged  with  the 
progress  that  had  been  made,  and 
was  glad  to  know  that  old  prejudi- 
ces were  dying  out.  petty  jealous- 
ies were  disappearing,  and  the  work 
pf  the  Association  was  for  the  gen- 
eral good  of  its  many  members. 

Chairman  Geo.  Good  of  the  Grocers' 
Section  of  the  Toronto  Branch  then 
welcomed  the  delegates  on  behalf  of 
the  retail  grocers  of  Toronto  and  stated 
that  he  felt  sure  that  this  would  be  the 
commencement  of  one  of  the  largest 
organizations  of  retail  grocers  on  the 


continent;  that  the  retail  grocers  of 
Toronto,  through  the  grocers'  section 
of  the  association,  had  been  doing  a 
great  deal  of  hard  work  in  connection 
with  building  up  an  organization  that 
would  bring  forth  practical  results  and 
help  the  retail  grocery  trade,  not  only 
of  Toronto  but  in  every  other  city  and 
town.  They  had  endjeavored  as  much 
as  possible  to  deal  with  practical  sub- 
jects and  there  was  a  great  deal  of 
work  now  in  the  course  of  preparation 
that  would  ultimately  improve  retail 
grocery  conditions.  He  advocated 
still  greater  and  more  persistent  efforts 
towards  extending  the  organization 
and  contended  that  the  federation  of 
the  various  branches  of  the  retail  trade 
into  one  parent  organization,  must 
naturally  result  in  increased  benefit  to 
all.  Though  trade  competition  might 
be  keen,  all  branches  should  meet  on 
common  ground  for  mutual  benefit. 
He  was  convinced  that  the  Retail 
Merchants'  Association  was  bound  to 
extend  its  branches  over  the  whole 
Dominion,  and  in  such  combination 
merchants  would  be  able  to  exert 
mire  influence  on  legislation  than  by 
sectional  efforts.  If  such  an  organiz- 
ation accomplished  good  for  itself,  the 
public  could  not  fail  to  be  benefitted. 
In  closing  his  remarks  he  expressed 
himself  very  strongly  upon  the  import- 
ance of  thorough  and  wide-extending 
organizition.  In  unity  and-  numbers 
the  Retail  Merchants'  Association  of 
Canada  should  exert  such  an  influence 
that,  no  legislative  body  could  aff  )rd 
to  turn  a  deaf  ear  upon  its  just 
demands.  He  invited  all  the  dele- 
gates to  attend  the  Pure  Food  Show 
and  hoped  they  would  find  their  visit 
to  Toronto  one  of  pleasure  and  profit 
combined. 

Mr,  F.  C.  Higgins,  Chairman  of  the 
Provincial  Committee,  who  presided 
at  the  meeting,  then  delivered  a  very 
able  and  thoughtful  address  on  the 
needs  of  the  grocery  trade.  He 
thanked  all  those  delegates  who  had 
taken  the  time  to  leave  their  businesses 
to  attend  the  meeting,  for  the  interest 
they  were  taking  in  their  fellow  retail 
grocers.  He  believed  the  time  had 
arrived  when  retail  grocers  should 
recognise  that  meetings  of  this  sort 
were  as  much  a  part  of  the  individual 
business  of  grocers  as  was  their  daily 
occupation.  He  stated  that  several 
important  questions  would  come  before 
the  meeting  and  he  wished  every  mem- 
ber would  give  them  very  careful  con- 
sideration. He  desired  also  to  say 
that  he  believed  he  was  expressing  the 
views  of  everyone  present  when  he 
stated  that  they  had  not  met  for  the 
purpose  of  fault  finding  or  raising  an- 
tagonism against  any  other  portion  of 
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the  grocery  trade,  because  he  believed 
that  the  retail  trade  could  only  be  im- 
proved as  they  worked  in  harmony 
with  the  wholesale  and  manufacturing 
interests.  But  by  working  in  harmony 
he  did  not  mean  that  they  should 
accept  all  terms  and  conditions  pre- 
sented to  them  without  passing  an 
opinion  upon  them.  He  felt  that  the 
retail  grocers  of  the  Dominion  were 
quite  capable  of  understanding  their 
requirements,  and  that  the  trade  as  a 
whole  could  only  be  benefited  by  the 
manufacturers,  wholesalers  and  re- 
tailers all  working  in  harmony  under 
some  intelligent  methods  and  through 
properly  conducted  organizations.  He 
hoped  that  next  year  when  they  met 
again  that  they  could  point  to  a  great 
deal  of  good  work  that  had  been 
brought  about  through  their  gathering 
to  day. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
were  then  read  by  the  General  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  E.  M.  Trowern,  setting  forth 
the  organization  of  the  Committee  and 
they  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Receiving  of  reiolutions  was  then 
called  for  and  a  number  were  received 
and  ordered  to  be  dealt  with  by 
special  committees.

An  address  was  then  delivered  by 
Professor  Harcourt,  of  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College,  on  the  ''Chemis- 
try of  Food  Preservation  "  He  dealt 
very  ably  with  the  subject  which  prov- 
ed to  be  a  very  interesting  one,  and  all 
present  were  impressed  with  the  ad- 
vantage of  listening  to  one  so  well 
skilled  in  the  science.  He  spoke  at 
some  length  upon  the  cause  of  changes 
in  food  products,  due  to  oxidation, and 
very  common  in  butter  when  exposed 
to  the  air.  It  was  rarely,  however, 
that  food  changes  of  this  nature  were 
ever  injurious  to  health,  but  the  flavor 
was  invariably  spoiled.  In  some  kinds 
of  food  products  ingredients  were  used 
for  coloring,  especially  in  pickles.  A 
British  commission  had  investigated 
this  and  had  decided  that  the  practice 
should  be  discontinued,  but  notwith- 
standing this  decision,  the  trade  de- 
manded a  continuance,  and  it  was  a 
question  whether  sufficient  of  the  for- 
eign matter  was  used  to  be  injurious 
The  inland  revenue  reports,  he  said, 
showed  that  the  canners  of  this  Pro-

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vince  did  not  use  any  injurious  sub- 
stances. The  action  of  organizisms 
was  present  from  various  sources  and 
caused  many  changes.  It  was  practi- 
cally impossible,  he  said,  to  keep  our 
food  in  a  fresh  condition  without  the 
use  of  chemicals  or  spices.  A  few 
substances,  through  changes,  produced 
poison,  and  this  was  more  prevalent  in 
fish  and  milk  than  any  other  substance. 
Milk  kept  a  long'time  at  low  tempera- 
ture was  apt  to  produce  poison.  He 
spoke  of  various  methods  of  prevent- 
mg  these  changes,  one  of  the  most 
common  of  which  was  drying,  but  when 
foods  are  dried  their  digestibility  is  im- 
paired. Smoking,  in  the  case  of  meats, 
had  good  preservative  effects,  and  salt- 
ing had  a  tendency  to  impair  the  food 
qualities.  There  were  many  preserva- 
tives that  could  be  used  to  keep  food 
in  an  apparent  bright  and  fresh  condi- 
tion, but  many  of  them  were  injurious, 
and  some  that  were  now  allowed  were 
subject  to  dispute.  Of  the  injurious 
preservatives,  many  of  thtm  were  so 
he'pful  that  the  temptation  to  use  them 
was  very  strong.  He  referred  to  the 
test  made  by  Ur.  Wiley,  at  Washing- 
ton, where  twelve  young  men  had  vol- 
unteered to  test  the  qualities  of  food 
stuffs  in  which  preservatives  were  used. 
From  this  test,  Dr.  Wiley  had  con- 
demned the  use  of  borax  As  a  result 
a  shipment  of  butter  from  New  Zea- 
land, which  contained  a  half  per  cent, 
of  borax  was  refused  admission  to  New 
York.  He  had  tested  it  at  the  college 
at  Guelph  for  26  days,  but  had  dis- 
covered no  injurious  results.  In  answer 
to  a  question  as  to  the  best  method  of 
preserving  eggs,  the  Prof,  stated  that 
the  best  results  were  obtained  from  the 
use  of  "water  glass,"  a  semi  fluid  sub- 
stance, that  could  be  procured  from  a 
druggist.  It  was  simple  and  inexpen- 
sive. It  should  be  diluted  in  boiled 
water,  and  the  eggs  kept  immersed.  A 
stone  vessel  was  preferable  to  wood.  A 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the 
Professor  at  the  close  of  his  address. 

The  proposed  amedments  to  the 
Pedlars  and  Hawkers  Act,  as  proposed 
by  the  Dominion  Board,  were  then 
taken  up,  with  a  few  slight  alterations 
were  unanimously  adopted. 

Considerable  discussion  then  took 
place  on  the  proposed  amendments  to 
the  Transient  Traders  Act  as  suggested 
by  the  Dominion  Board.  Secretary 
Trowern  explained  that  the  present 
act  was  not  clear  and  was  easily  evaded. 
The  intention  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ments was  to  prohibit  persons  who 
paid  no  taxes  or  contributed  to  the 
revenue  of  the  municipality  from 
engaging  in  a  retail  mercantile  business 
for  a  short  period  to  the  detriment  of 
the  legitimate  merchant. 

As  an  example  of  this,  one  of  the 
delegates  from  a  lumbering  district 
stated  that  in  his  locality  it  was  the 
practice  of  certain  persons  to  open  a 


shop  in  December  for  the  sale  of  camp 
supplies  and  lumbermen's  goods, 
keep  open  for  a  short  period  while  the 
demand  was  good,  then  clcse  up  and 
leave  town.  Several  other  similar  in- 
stances were  cited.  The  discussion 
ended  in  the  unanimous  support  of 
the  suggested  amendments. 

The  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Trading  Stamp  Act  whereby  the  pre- 
sent act  would  be  amended  so  as 
to  abolish  all  coupons,  premiums, 
and  gift  schemes,  was  unanimously 
adopted  and  the  Dominion  Board 
heartily  congratulated  the  efforts  they 
had  put  forth  to  have  this  sjstem 
abolished. 

The  amendments  to  the  Division 
Court  Act  were  also  fully  discussed  and 
the  only  change  made  was  that  of  in- 
creasing the  fee  to  50c.  instead  of  25c. 
as  originally  proposed,  and  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  amount  of  salary  to  be 
allowed  a  debtor  from  $7.00  to  $6.00 
per  week. 

Six  o'clock  having  then  arrived  this 
completed  the  business  of  the  first 
afternoon  and  the  delegates  adjourned 
to  attend  the  Pure  Feed  Shew  and  to 
meet  the  following  day  at  the  morn- 
ing session  at  9.30. 

The  morning  session  opened  by 
continued  discussion  on  the  Pedlars' 
and  Hawkers'  License  Act,  which 
lasted  until  11.30,  when  the  Com- 
mittee adjourned  and  waited  in  a  body 
upon  the  Hon.  W.  J.  Hanna,  Pro- 
vincial Secretary  and  Minister  of  the 
Crown.  There  was  a  large  delegation 
present.  They  were  introduced  by 
Mr.  George  Pattison,  M.  P.  P.,  for 
South  Waterloo.  The  case  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  E.  M.  Trowem,  the 
Dominion  Secretary,  who  asked  for 
four  amendments  to  the  municipal 
act.  (1st)  That  the  Pedlars'  and 
Hawkers'  License  Act  be  amended. 
(2nd)  That  the  Transient  Traders' Act 
be  amended.  (3rd)  That  the  Trading 
Stamp  Act  be  amended.  (4th)  That 
the  Division  Court  Act  be  amended. 

The  following  speakers  then  en- 
dorsed the  need  of  the  amendments  in 
very  earnest  and  logical  addresses  : 

Mr.  J.  F.  Clark  of  the  Port  Hope 
Branch,  Mr.  J.  McMillan,  Bracebridge; 
Mr.  Hy.  Foulds,  Brantford  ;  Mr.  C.  A. 
Nairn,  Goderich;  Mr.  Alderman  Steve- 
ley,  London  ;  Mr.  G.  S  Klein,  Ham- 
ilton ;  Mr.  R.  S.  Ford,  Petrolea ;  Geo. 
Vicars,  Barrie  ;  Mayor  E.  Y.  Godfrey, 
Meaford. 

The  delegation  left  well  satisfied 
with  their  reception  and  feeling  that 
they  had  impressed  the  Government 
with  the  fact  that  their  requests  were 
just  ones  and  that  they  would  receive 
proper  consideration. 


The  afternoon  session  was  open- 
ed  at   2  o'clock,   when  the  resolu- 


tions and  reports  of  committees  were 
presented  as  follows  : 

Resolutions  on  Trade  Subjects. 

I  and  2.  That  the  practice  adopted 
by  some  manufacturers  of  placing  a  set 
retail  price  on  their  goods  and  adver- 
tising them  without  giving  the  retail 
trade  a  fair  profit  and  without  consult- 
ing the  retail  trade,  is  an  injurious 
practice  and  should  be  considered 
by  this  meeting. 

That  the  retail  grocers'  profit  is  so 
small  in  proportion  to  the  great  amount 
of  work  that  he  is  compelled  to  do,  we 
strongly  urge  upon  the  meeting  the 
desirability  of  having  as  many  goods 
as  possible  placed  upon  the  Price 
Contract  Plan. 

Resolved : — That  we  strorgly  con- 
demn the  practice  of  some  manufactur- 
ers advertising  their  goods  to  be  sold 
at  a  retail  price  that  doss  not  give  the 
retailer  a  fair  reward  for  his  labor,  and 
that  we  recommend  that  all  manu- 
facturers adopt  the  Price  Contract 
Plan  and  consult  with  .our  association 
before  doing  so.  Carried. 

3.  That  the  system  adopted  by 
some  wholesale  houses  of  selling  direct 
to  consumers  is  unfair  and  that  we 
take  some  action  at  this  meeting  to 
prevent  it  if  possible. 

Resolved : — That  the  system  adopted 
by  some  wholesale  houses  of  selling 
direct  to  consumers  is  unfair  and  we 
recommend  that  the  Secretary  write  to 
the  Wholesale  Guild  and  all  other 
wholesale  houses'or  associations,  both 
fruit  and  produce,  drawing  their  atten- 
tion to  this  abuse  and  ask  for  its  dis- 
continuance. Carried. 

4 —  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  grocers 
present  that  goods  in  bulk  are  prefer- 
able to  package  goods. 

Resolved  —  That,  excepting  those 
package  goods  that  are  sold  on  the 
Price  Contract  Plan,  we  recommend 
and  advise  that  bulk  goods  be  pushed 
and  sold  in  preference.  Carried. 

5 —  That  it  is  desirable  that  some 
system  should  be  adopted  whereby  dis- 
honest salesmen  could  be  reported. 

Resolved — That  in  the  case  of  a  dis- 
honest salesman  or  driver,  that  his  or 
her  case  be  reported  to  the  Secretary  ot 
the  Retail  Merchants'  Association,  and 
that  the  Secretary  or  some  other  per- 
son of  the  Retail  Merchants'  Associa- 
tion will  investigate  the  matter  and  will 
hold  all  information  for  all  members. 

6 —  Are  the  methods  adopted  by  the 
Wholesale  Grocers'  Guilds  or  Associa- 
tions beneficial  to  the  retail  trade  ? 

Resolved — That  we  consider  that  the 
methods  adopted  by  the  Wholesale 
Grocers'  Guilds  or  Associations  are  not 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  retail  grocer 
if  the  retailers  are  not  consulted  and 
made  a  party  to  all  trade  arrangements. 


Resolutions  on  Legislation  : 
I — That  the  proposed  legislation 
brought  into  the  Provincial  Legislature 
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by  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Toronto, 
whereby  all  fruits,  meats,  etc.,  shall  be 
kept  inside  and  net  txposed  in  any 
manner,  is  injurious  legislation  for  the 
grocery  and  fruit  trade,  and  that  this 
meeting  oppose  it. 

Resolved: — Thatthis  meeting  approve 
of  the  above  resolution  and  believe  that 
the  officials  of  all  municipalities  should 
make  special  efforts  to  keep  the  public 
streets  clean  before  they  ask  the  trade 
to  cover  up  their  goods.  Carried. 

2.  That  the  legislation  committee  be 
requested  to  look  into  the  possibility 
of  having  the  law  amended  in  reference 
to  grocery  salesihen  going  from  town 
to  town  taking  orders  for  delivery 
from  city  stores. 

This  resolution  was  approved  and 
transferred  to  the  legislative  committee 
of  the  Provincial  Board. 

3.  That  the  weight  of  a  bag  of  pota- 
toes be  determined  so  that  we  can 
have  uniformity  in  all  Provinces. 

This  was  unanimously  approved  and 
transferred  to  the  Dominion  Board  to 
take  it  up  at  once. 

4.  That  it  is  advisable  to  have  the 
Adulteration  Act  amended,  so  that  the 
manufacturers  can  be  compelled  to 
label  the  quality  of  their  goods,  and 
hold  them,  and  not  the  retail  grocer, 
responsible  for  the  quality. 

This  was  also  approved  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  Dominion  Board  to  take  . 
it  up  at  Ottawa. 

5.  We  consider  the  present  system 
of  scale  inspection  is  an  injustice  to 
the  retail  merchants,  and  think  this  a 
very  important  matter  and  should 
be  brought  before  Parliament  and 
adjusted. 

As  this  matter  is  now  being  dealt 
with  by  the  Dominion  Board,  we 
express  our  hearty  approval  of  their 
action  in  taking  it  up  and  we  promise 
them  our  best  support. 

6.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Con- 
vention we  consider  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  sale  of  pure  foods  and  the 
discouragement  of  impure  foods  will 
encourage  the  manufacturers  to  bring 
their  products  to  a  standard  of  purity. 
Unanimously  approved. 

A  very  able  address  was  then  de- 
livered by  Professor  Dean  from  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College,  Guelph, 
on  the  value  of  Milk  as  a  Food  Pro- 
duct. There  was  no  more  honorable 
occupation,  he  said,  than  that  of 
supplying  pure  food.  What  a  man 
could  do  was  largely  dependent  upon 
the  food  he  ate,  but  it  was  only  within 
the  last  few  years  that  proper  attention 
had  been  given  to  this  important 
question.  Most  of  the  family  jars  he 
thought  were  due  to  poor  and  im- 
properly cooked  food.  Speaking  of 
the  food  value  of  cheese  he  said  most 
of  the  cheese  consumed  in  Canada 
was  not  fiist-class  because  it  was  sold 
too  green.  Cheese  was  not  fit  to  eat 
until  at  least  six  months  old.  The 


exporter  secured  most  of  the  matured 
article  and  there  was  nothing  left  but 
the  green  article  for  local  consumption, 
which  was  very  indigestible.  Difficulty 
was  also  experienced  in  securing  first- 
class  butter,  but  for  this  he  saw  no 
good  reason.  Milk  he  considered  one 
of  the  most  necessary  and  health  giving 
articles  of  diet.  It  was  necessary  for 
the  young,  and  a  benefit  to  the  old. 
The  cow,  he  said,  was  the  foster 
mother  of  the  people  of  this  country. 
Skim  milk  was  one  of  the  cheapest 
foods  that  could  be  supplied,  but  as 
a  muscle  producer  its  value  ranked 
high.  Buttermilk  was  especially 
valuable  to  grown  persons,  as  it  pos- 
sessed the  qualities  which  destroyed 
the  germs  of  decay.  A  pint  of 
buttermilk  was  better  than  a  dollar's 
worth  of  medicine.  This  was  no 
fancy,  but  a  fact.  The  speaker  dwelt 
at  some  length  on  the  great  value  of 
milk,  ils  proper  use  and  proper  care, 
and  the  necessity  for  careful  feeding 
and  good  attendance  to  cows.  He 
told  how  they  should  be  fed  and  kept 
in  a  way  that  was  no  more  expensive 
to  the  faimer  or  dairyman  than  the 
many  slovenly  and  careless  methods 
practiced.  Proper  care  and  attention 
meant  more  and  better  milk.  In  the 
general  public  mind  there  was  a  good 
deal  of  misunderstanding  regarding 
the  value  of^cream.  The  cream  that 
tested  20  to  25  per  cent,  of  fat  was  of 
more  value  as  a  muscle  builder  than 
that  which  tested  50  per  cent,  of  fat. 

Some  dealers  claimed  greater  value 
for  their  cream  because  of  its  high 
percentage  of  fat,  while  in  reality  it 
was  of  less  value  than  that  which 
tested  lower.  He  was  sorry  to  know, 
too,  that  some  unscrupluous  dealers 
used  artificial  and  injurious  means  to 
raise  the  percentage.  He  then  dealt 
with  the  question  of  marketing  milk, 
and  explained  how  poisons  were  pro- 
duced under  certain  conditions.  Ice 
cream,  for  instance,  kept  too  long  was 
dangerous.  All  dairy  products  should 
be  used  while  fresh,  and  every  milk 
package  should  be  sterilized  before  be- 
ing used.  He  advocated  a  rigid  in- 
spection of  all  premises  where  milk 
was  handled,  and  of  the  persons  hand- 
ling it.  He  exhibited  samples  of  milk 
in  a  powdered  form  made  by  a  patent 
process  which  extracted  all  the  water, 
which  was  apparently  as  good  as  it 
was  a  year  ago,  and  which  dissolved  in 
hot  water  produced  milk.  The  Pro- 
fessor had  several  samples  of  this 
character,  but  did  not  ofier  an  opinion 
on  their  food  value,  beneficial  or  in- 
jurious effects.  Milk,  he  said,  should 
be  kept  in  tightly  closed  vessels  in  a 
cool  place,  never  in  an  open  vessel, 
and  when  required  for  table  use,  only 
sufficient  quality  for  the  occasion 
should  be  taken  from  the  supply. 
Milk  should  never  be  taken  from  the 
sick  room  to  another  part  of  the  house. 


as  the  germs  of  the  disease  grow  fast 
in  milk.     Concluding  his  address  he 
humorously  remarked  that  some  milk 
sellers  who  watered  their  milk  used 
bad  water,  and  ended  by  saying  that 
there  were  many  milk  inspectors  who 
did  not  know  how  to  apply  the  properj 
test.    On  the  conclusion  of  the  address 
the   following    resolution     was  ue9 
animouly  passed  ;  ■ 

"  It  was  moved  and  seconded  thatM 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to' 
Professors  Harcourt  and  Dean  for  their 
able  and  instructive  addresses  deliver- 
ed before  this  convention,  and  that  this 
meeting  is  heartily  in  sympathy  with 
the  work  being  done  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  in  the  way  of  educating  the 
public  up  to  using  a  higher  standard  of 
food  products,  and  of  our  appreciation 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  subjects  on 
pure  food  are  dealt  with  by  the  Profes- 
sors who  addressed  us,  and  that  this 
resolution  be  placed  on  record  and  for- 
warded to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
and  the  President  of  the  Agricultural 
College. ' 

An  address  was  then  delivered  by 
Mr.  A.  McNeil,  Chief  Inspector  of  the 
Fruit  Division  at  Ottawa,  on  the  pro- 
per method  to  enforce  the  Fruit  Marks 
Act.  Mr.  McNeil  went  very  thorough- 
ly into  the  subjecc  and  it  proved  one 
of  great  interest  to  the  members.  The 
Fruit  Marks  Act,  he  said,  was  some- 
thing in  which  fruit  dealers  and  grocers 
should  be  very  deeply  interested.  The 
Fruit  Marks  Act  meant  perfect  hon- 
esty ;  it  meant  that  it  was  illegal  to 
sell  fruit  packages  with  the  largest 
specimens  on  top  and  the  smallest  on 
the  bottom  ;  it  meant  a  uniform  grad- 
ing of  fruit.  Before  this  act  was  placed 
on  the  statutes,  fruit  packages  were 
marked  indiscriminately,  and  fifty-two 
different  marks  were  used  to  indicate 
first-class  apples.  The  intention  of  the 
act  was  to  simplify  marking,  remedy  an 
evil  and  trace  dishonest  packing  to  its 
originators.  To  comply  with  the  act 
fruit  must  be  packed  so  that  the  sur- 
face will  be  an  indication  of  the  kind 
of  goods  contained  in  the  whole  pack- 
age. Owing  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
act,  Canadian  apples  were  quoted 
higher  in  England  than  any  others. 
While  the  act  applied  as  much  to  home 
trade  as  to  export,  it  had  not  been  as 
rigidly  enforced  on  the  home  market 
as  in  the  export  trade,  and  he  thought 
that  steps  should  be  taken  to  secure  a 
better  local  enforcement.  This  was  a 
matter  which  the  retailers  might  profit- 
ably take  hold  of  through  the  medium 
of  the  Association,  whose  influence, 
properly  applied,  should  be  sufficient 
to  secure  enforcement  Fraudulent 
packing,  he  said,  should  be  p:nalized. 
He  suggested  that  municipal  councils 
be  asked  to  appoint  an  officer  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  the  act.  Very 
little  technical  knowledge  was  neces- 
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sary,  and  the  Department  at  Ottawa 
would  be  pleased  to  supply  all  the  re- 
quired instruction  for  such  an  ofificer. 
He  thought  the  Association  might 
profitably  take  the  matter  in  hand,  and 
felt  sure  such  action  would  strengthen 
the  bonds  of  unity.  He  would  be 
pleased  to  meet  the  grocers  and  fruit 
dealers  at  any  time  to  give  further  in- 
formation or  instruction,  or  to  address 
any  municipal  council  with  a  view  to 
'  securing  the  appointment  ol  a  local 
inspector. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  the 
following  resolution  was  passed  : 

"  That  we  are  heartily  in  sympathy 
with  the  work  of  the  Department  of 
.'Agriculture  at  Ottawa  and  we  are 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
methods  so  ably  explained  and  sug- 
gested by  Mr.  McNeil,  Chief  Fruit 
Inspector,  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
Fruit  Marks  Act,  is  a  practical  and 
feasible  one  and  that  we  urge  the 
adoption  of  the  same  as  early  as 
possible  and  we  pledge  ourselves 
to  give  him  all  the  assistance  in 
our  power  to  make  the  act  workable."

Since  theCrown  Bank  of  Canada, 
with  head  ofifice  in  Toronto, 
opened  its  doors  for  business  on 
the  first  of  June,  1904,  it  has 
steadily  increased  in  prestige  and 
popularity,  and  now  stands  on  a 
firm  footing  among  the  monetary 
institutions  of  the  country.  It  was 
organized  with  an  authorized 
capital  of  $2,000,000,  of  which  the 
directors  decided  upon  the  issue 
of  only  $1,000,000,  and  of  this 
amount  about  $200,000  is  still 
available  to  intending  investors. 

At  its  inauguration  four  branches 
were  opened  in  addition  to  the  head 
ofifice  at  Toronto,  two  at  Ottawa, 
one  at  Burford  and  Port  Dover. 
Good  business  and  bright  pros- 
pects have  since  warranted  the 
opening  of  other  offices,  which  in 
all  now  number  thirteen,  the 
original  five  being  supplemented 
by  branches  at  Aylmer,  Que,, 
Bracebridge,  Brockville,  Comber, 
Enterprise,  Kingston,  Wood- 
bridge  and  Woodstock,  Ont,  The 
progress  made  has  been  very  satis- 
factory to  the  directors,  the  de- 
posits now  reaching  $1,140,000 
and  the  circulation  over  $250,000, 
The  prosperity  that  has  attended 
the  institution  is  due  entirely  to 
the  legitimate  commercial  activity 
of  the  country,  combined  with  the 
careful  management  of  its  officers. 
One  feature  of  the  Crown  Bank's 
methods  that  give  it  popularity  is 
its  willingness  to  make  advances 
to  the  small  borrowers,  thus  secur- 
ing a  good  class  of  patrons  who 
are  excluded  from  some  of  the 
older  banking  houses.

THE  ILLUSTRATION  OF  DARK 
PLACES. 

Fresnel,  the  French  physicist, 
is  credited  with  being  the  first  to 
turn  to  practical  account  the  valu- 
able refractive  property  of  the 
prism,  by  means  of  which  he  found 
he  was  able  to  project  a  powerful 
beam  of  light  upon  the  object 
which  he  was  desirous  of  illuminat- 
ing. Within  the  last  few  years  the 
principle  has  been  extensively 
utilized,  and  various  forms  of  the 
Fresnel  lens  have  been  devised  with 
the  object  of  more  efificiently  light- 
ing by  means  of  natural  daylight 
dark  and  frequently  otherwise  use- 
less apartments  and  spaces.  Im- 
provements have  suggested  them- 
selves from  time  to  time,  the  latest 
which  has  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  JOURNAL  is  an  in- 
genious combination  of  lens  and 
prisms  which  produces  an  astonish- 
ingly satisfactory  result. 

The  latest  invention  is  the 
Maximum  Light  Glass.  It  is  a 
patent  daylight  increasing  glass 
made  in  sheets  of  any  size,  the 
outside  of  which  is  formed  of 
parallel  lens  bars  of  large  radius, 
while  the  inner  side  is  formed  of 
parallel  prism  bars  placed  at  a 
right  angle  to  the  lens  bar?.  The 
function  of  the  ex'ernal  lens  forms 
is  to  refract  the  light  in  a  horizontal 
direction,  and  to  make  use  of  later- 
al rays  which  would  strike  at  so 
great  an  angle  that  they  would  be 
almost  entirely  reflected  from  a 
plane  surface.  The  forms  ol  these 
lenses  are  such  that  there  is  no  re 
flection  from  the  inner  face  of  the 
prism,  thus  securing  the  emission 
of  all  rays  that  strike  these  sur- 
faces. The  function  of  the  internal 
prism  forms  are  to  refract  the  light 
in  a  vertical  direction,  which,  com- 
bined with  the  horizontal  re- 
fraction of  the  external  lenses,  pro- 
duces nearly  uniform  diffusion  of 
light  in  the  room.  All  the  light  is 
gathered  and  utilised,  there  is  a 
complete  absence  of  glare,  and  all 
streakiness  of  effect  is  avoided. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Toronto 
Branch  of  the  Retail  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation of  Canada  was  held  in  the 
board  room  on  Richmond  street  on 
the  evening  of  Tuesday,  March  28th, 
1905.  The  meeting  was  a  thoroughly 
representative  one  with  an  attendance 
from  nearly  every  section  of  the  retail 
trade.  A  good  deal  of  enthusiasm  was 
manifested  in  the  work  and  progress  of 
the  association,  which  is  extending  its 
branches  and  good  work  all  over  the 
province. 

President  S.  Corrigan  occupied  the 
chiir  and  in  his  introductory  remarks 
congratulated  the  association  on  the 
progress  made  during  the  past  year. 
He  had  visited  many  of  the  sections 
and  found  them  in  a  vigorous  state  of 
health.  Retail  merchants  all  over  the 
city  were  appreciating  the  benefits  of 
the  association,  the  advantages  of 
meeting  together  for  the  interchange 
of  ideas,  social  intercourse  and  the 
adoption  of  means  which  improved 
business  conditions  and  ensured  a 
uniformity  of  method.  The  necessity 
of  the  association  was  not  doubted 
and  now  in  Toronto  its  twenty  sections 
comprised  over  one  thousand  members. 
Seventy-one  branches  with  a  member- 
ship of  between  three  and  four  thou 
sand  were  establi>hed  throughout  the 
province,  and  th.'se  working  in 
harmony  with  the  Dominion  Board 
wielded  an  influence  towards  securing 
suci\  protective  legislation  as  was 
necessary  for  the  successful  carrying 
on  of  the  retail  trader.  He  referred 
with  pleasure  to  the  financial  success 
of  the  excursion  to  Niagira  Falls  last 
summer  and  to  the  banquet  tendered 
the  outside  members  at  the  Arlington 
Hotel.  He  referred  to  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  executive,  th.ir  amiable 
character  and  the  energy  displayed  in 
carrying  out  all  possible  projects  in  the 
interests  of  the  association.  In  closing 
his  remarks  he  thanked  the  association 
for  the  honor  which  had  been  bestowed 
on  him  and  signified  his  wish  to  retire 
from  the  presidency. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  John 
Hargreaves,  ex-president,  expressing 
regret  at  his  inability  to  be  present, 
but  endorsing  in  a  hearty  manner  the 
aims  and  objects  of  the  association. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  showed  that 
the  income  had  been  sufficient  to  meet 
all  liabilities  and  left  a  balance  of 
forty  seven  dollars  on  hand. 

The  Secretary's,  Mr.  E.M.  Trowern's 
report,  was  received  with  manifest  en- 
thusiasm. He  went  exhaustively  into 
the  subject  of  pedlars'  and  hawkers' 
licenses,  transient  traders,  ths  Divisioq 


Court  act  and  the  evil  of  trading 
stamps.  He  thought  the  association 
flag  should  be  planted  firmly  in  every 
Province  of  the  Dominion,  and  re- 
ferred with  pleasure  to  the  fact  that 
twelve  members  of  the  association 
were  now  members  of  the  Dominion 
Parliament. 

He  stated  that  he  had  attended 
every  meeting  of  the  Toronto  branch 
of  the  association  that  had  been  held 
during  the  year,  and  had  addressed 
meetings  in  all  paits  of  the  Province, 
and  he  was  pleased  to  say  that  the 
association  never  was  in  such  a  sound 
and  healthy  condition  as 't  was  at  the 
present  time.  Considerable  discussion 
followed  Mr.  Trowern's  report,  which 
brought  out  ideas  of  a  varied  charac- 
ter that  gave  food  for  intelligent  and 
beneficial  debate. 

The  discussion  culminated  in  a 
motion  by  Messrs.  S.  R.  Hanna  and 
J.  B.  Davidson,  "  That  this  Associa- 
tion is  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the 
amendments  proposed  by  the  Dom- 
inion Board  as  explained  by  the 
Secretary."  Carried. 

The  election  of  officers  was  pro- 
ceeded with  and  resulted  as  follows  : 
President,  Mr.  S  Corrigan  ;  ist  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  F.  C.  Higgins;  and 
Vice-President,  Mr.  J.  A  H.  Carna- 
han ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  VV.  Dineen  ; 
S-cretary,  E.  M.  Trowern  ;  Members 
of  Industrial  Exhibition  Board,  Messrs. 
J.  Wilmot  and  W.  Mann;  Members  of 
Civic  League,  Messrs.  Geo.  Good,  M. 
Moyer  and  Snuggs. 

The  opinion  of  the  meeting  was 
that  the  association  should  be  entitled 
to  five  members  on  the  Exhibition 
Board,  and  a  motion  was  passed  to 
ask  for  such  representation. 

The  question  of  exposing  food  stuffs 
was  discussed  at  some  length,  and  it 
was  pointed  out  by  various  speakers 
that  the  present  propased  by  law  was 
impractical.  One  speaker  said  if  the 
streets  were  properly  cleaned  there 
would  be  no  ground  for  such  an  agi- 
tation. Some  parts  of  the  by-law 
were  commendable  but  other  portions 
were  absurd.  The  discussion  ended 
in  a  motion  to  refer  the  matter  to  the 
legislation  committee. 

The  question  of  holding  an  excur- 
sion during  the  summer  was  brought 
up  and  referred  to  a  committee,  with 
Mr.  J.  Wilmot  as  chairman  to  arrange 
the  date  and  the  details. 

Speeches  were  delivered  by  the 
newly  elected  officers  and  one  of  the 
best  meetings  in  the  history  of  the 
Toronto  Branch  was  brought  to  a 
close,

The  Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Hawkers', 
Pedlars'  and  Transient  Traders'  Act 


We  publish  below  the  exact  copy  of 
the  Bill,  as  it  was  finally  adopted  by 
our  Association,  and  prepared  by  our 
solicitors,  and  presented  before  the 
members  of  the  Ontario  Legislature. 

We  think  this  is  necessary  so  that 
every  member  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  reading  it  over  carefully  so  that  if 
any  one  should  think  there  are  any 
alterations  or  changes  to  be  made,  they 
can  submit  them  before  the  special 
Committee  of  the  Legislature  when  it 
meets  to  consider  these  questions. 

BILL. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Municipal  Act. 

His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  enacts  as 
follows : 

I.  The  paragraph  numbered  14  with 
sub-clause  (a),  and  the  paragraph  num- 
bered 16  of  section  583  of  said  Act,  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor : 

HAWKERS  AND  PEDLARS. 

By  the  Councils  of  Counties,  Towns, 
AND  Cities. 

14.  For  licensing,  regulating  and  gov- 
erning hawkers,  pedlars  or  petty  chap- 


men, and  other  persons  carrying  on 
petty  trades,  or  who  go  from  place  to 
place,  or  to  other  men's  houses,  on 
foot,  or  with  any  animal,  bearing  or 
drawing  any  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise for  sale  or  in  or  with  any  vehicle, 
boat,  vessel  or  other  craft,  or  other- 
wise carrying  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise for  sale,  and  for  determining  the 
time  during  which  the  license  shall  be 
in  force. 

Provided  always  that  no  such  license 
will  be  required  for  peddling,  hawking, 
or  selling  from  any  vehicle  or  other 
conveyance,  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise—not being  liquors  within  the 
law  relating  to  tavern  licenses — to  any 
wholesale  or  retail  dealer. 

And  provided  always  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  affect  the  powers 
of  any  council  to  pass  by-laws  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  579  to  582 
and  clause  30  of  this  section. 

(o)  The  word  "hawkers"  in  this 
clause  shall  include  all  persons  who,  not 
resident  within  the  municipality  or  be- 
ing agents  for  persons,  firms  or  cor- 
porations not  resident  within  the  muni- 
cipality, sell  or  offer  for  sale  within  the 
municipality  tea,  groceries,  confection- 
ery, nuts,  fruit,  dry  goods,  furs,  ready- 


made  clothing,  millinery,  upholstery,  fur- 
niture, carpets,  curtains,  watches,  plated 
ware,  silverware,  hardware,  optical 
goods,  jewelry,  photographs,  pictures, 
books,  stationery,  wall  paper  or  carry 
or  expose  samples  or  patterns  of  any  of 
the  above  named  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, for  the  purpose  of  soliciting 
or  taking  orders  for  any  of  above  named 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  to  be 
afterwards  delivered  within  the  munici- 
pality to  any  person  not  being  a  whole- 
sale or  retail  dealer  in  such  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise. 

By  Councils  of  Counties,  Cities  and 
Towns. 

16.  For  fixing  the  sums  to  be  paid  for 
licenses  under  by-laws  passed  under 
clause  14,  but  the  license  fee  shall  not 
be  more  than  $350  for  a  two-horse 
wagon;  $250  for  a  one-horse  wagon; 
$200  for  a  push  cart;  $150  for  one  carry- 
ing a  package  or  basket ;  and  $200  for 
one  carrying  or  having  patterns  or 
samples  and  selling  or  soliciting  or  tak- 
ing orders  therefrom  for  future  de- 
livery, and  every  such  licensee  shall  at 
all  times  whilst  carrying  on  his  business 
have  his  license  with  him,  and  shall,  up- 
on  demand  by   any   license  inspector.

TRANSIENT  TRADERS. 

By  the  Councils  of  Townships,  Towns 
Villages  and  Cities. 

30,  For  licensing,  regulating  and  gov- 
erning transient  traders,  merchants  and 
other  persons,  firms  and  corporations, 
whose  names  have  been  duly  entered 
on  the  assessment  roll  of  the  municipal- 
ity in  respect  of  business  property  or 
of  a  business  assessment  for  the  purpose 
of  being  taxed  thereon  for  the  then  cur- 
rent year;  and  who  in  such  municipality 
offer  or  cause  to  be  offered  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  of  any  description  for 
sale  by  retail  or  by  auction  or  in  any 
other  manner  conducted  by  themselves, 
or  by  their  agent,  or  by  a  licensed  auc- 
tioneer for  or  on  behalf  of  such  trader, 
merchant  or  other  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration, or  who  solicits  or  takes  orders 
for  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  of  any 
description,  or  cause  such  to  be  done, 
by  pattern  or  by  sample  where  the 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  so  ordered 
are  intended  to  be  delivered,  either 
forthwith  or  at  any  future  time,  or 
who  offer  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise for  sale  in  any  other  manner  by 
sample  ^or  pattern. 

(a)  No  such  by-law  shall  affect,  ap- 
ply to  or  restrict  the  sale  of  the  stock 
of  an  insolvent  estate  which  is  being 
sold  or  disposed  of  within  the  county 
in  which  the  insolvent  carries  on  busi- 
ness therewith  at  the  time  of  an  attach- 
ment or  at  the  execution  of  an  assign- 
ment. 


31.  For  requiring  all  transient  traders, 
merchants  and  other  persons,  firms  and 
corporations,  who  are  not  entered  upon 
the  assessment  roll  of  such  municipality 
in  respect  of  business  property  or  of  a 
business  assessment  for  the  purpose  of 
being  taxed  thereon  or  who  may  be 
entered  for  the  first  time  upon  the  as- 
sessment roll  of  such  municipality  in 
respect  thereof,  and  who  offer  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  of  any  descrip- 
tion for  sale  by  retail  or  by  auction  con- 
ducted by  themselves  or  their  agent,  or 
by  a  licensed  auctioneer  for  or  on  behalf 
of  such  trader,  merchant,  or  other  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation,  or  who  solicit 
or  take  orders  therefor  by  pattern  or 
sample  or  cause  such  to  be  done  where 
the  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  so 
ordered  are  intended  to  be  delivered 
forthwith  or  at  any  future  time,  or  who 
offer  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  for 
sale  in  any  other  manner  by  pattern, 
sample  or  otherwise,  to  pay  a  license  fee 
before  commencing  to  sell  or  other- 
wise trade  or  solicit  or  take  such 
orders.  No  such  by-law  shall  affect,  ap- 
ply to  or  restrict  the  sale  of  the  stock 
of  an  insolvent  estate  which  is  being 
sold  or  disposed  of  within  the  local 
municipality  in  which  the  insolvent  car- 
ries on  business  therewith  at  the  time 
of  an  attachment  or  at  the  execution  of 
an  assignment. 

(b)  The  words  "transient  traders," 
wherever  they  occur  in  clauses  30  and 
31  of  this  section  shall  extend  to  and 
include  any  trader,  merchant,  con- 
signee of  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
dise, and  any  other  person,  firm  and 
corporation  commencing  or  carrying  on 
within  the  municipality  the  business  in 
the  said  clauses  referred  to,  who  has 
not  resided  continuously  in  such  muni- 
cipality for  a  period  of  at  least  six 
months  next  preceding  the  time  of  the 
commencement  by  him  of  such  business 
therein.

BLANKETS  SOLD  BY  PEDLARS. 

The  movement  to  have  the  license 
fees  increased  on  pedlars  and  hawk- 
ers by  our  Association  is  meeting 
with  favor  everywhere,  while  educa- 
tion along  the  same  lines  is  steadily 
progressing,  and  the  general  public 
are  learning  that  the  pedlar,  as  a 
rule,  is  more  of  a  nuisance  than  a 
benefit.  The  item  published  below, 
taken  from  the  Chesley  Enterprise, 
whose  publisher  is  warden  of  the 
county  of  Bruce,  will  give  some  idea 
of  inside  methods  of  the  peddling 
fraternity,  and  gives  the  people  who 
patronize  pedlars  some  information 
respecting  the  class  of  goods  sup- 
plied by  these  itinerant  merchants. 
The  paper  referred  to  says: 

"In  conversation  last  Thursday 
with  a  former  member  of  Bruce 
county  council,  who  will  appear  at 
the  June  session  to  ask  for  an  in- 
crease in  pedlars'  licenses,  he  in- 
formed us  that,  when  in  a  pedlar's 
supply  house  in  Toronto,  and  needing 
some  gray  blankets,  he  asked  the 
price  of  some  he  saw  in  stock.  The 
actual  wholesale  price  of  such  blan- 
kets was  thirty-two  cents  a  pound, 
but  the  salesman  said  the  price  was 
twenty  cents  a  pound.  'But,'  says 
the  salesman,  'I  would  not  advise 
you  to  buy  them — we  keep  them  for 
the  pedlars;  they  were  used  in  an 
isolation  hospital,  and  disinfected, 
but  it  is  scarcely  safe  to  depend  too 
much  on  disinfection.'  That  sales- 
man was  honest,  but  still  his  em- 
ployer would  sell  those  blankets.  He 
bought  them  to  sell,  and  he  knew 
where  he  could  get  his  customers. 
Our  informant  declined  to  run  the 
chance  of  spreading  a  contagious  dis- 
ease in  his  home  locality — the  pedlar 
took  the  stock;  and  if  the  facts  were 
known  we  might  be  able  to  account 
for  the  origin  of  some  mysterious 
disease.  Filth  and  disease  are  fre- 
quently spread  by  the  foreigners  who 
prefer  to  go  from  house  to  house 
with  their  packs,  rather  than  do  an 
honest  day's  work."'

THE  GREAT  WEST. 

Crop  reports  from  the  Cana- 
dian North-West  are  of  the  most 
rosy  character,  and  opinions  of 
experts  agree  in  promising  a  re- 
cord harvest  for  1905.  An  early 
season  and  favorable  weather,  be- 
sides the  influx  of  thousands  of 
new  and  well-to-do  settlers,  have 
been  conditions  that  have  resulted 
in  a  very  large  increase  of  acre- 
age sown.  It  is  estimated  that 
fully  1,000,000  acres  in  excess  of 
last  year  are  under  crop,  which 
brings  the  total  up  to  the  neigh- 
borhood of  6,000,000.  Of  this 
vast  area,  about  1,300,000  are  de- 
voted to  coarse  grains,  the  bal- 
ance being  in  wheat.  With  a  fair 
season  and  average  yield  of 
twenty  bushels  per  acre,  it  is 
estimated  that  the  real  output 
this  year  will  amount  to  about 
90,000,000  bushels.  Weather 
authorities  and  crop  experts  say 
that  the  crop  is  now  so  far  ad- 
vanced that  only  the  most  ex- 
traordinary unfavorable  weather 
conditions  will  affect  the  yield. 

Such  conditions  as  these  lead 
one  to  wonder  what  the  outcome 
will  be  ten  years  hence.  The 
construction  of  the  G.T.P.  and  the 
various  branches  of  the  C.N.R. 


stretching  into  new  and  fertile 
districts,  places  the  virgin  soil  at 
the  disposal  of  the  thousands  of 
settlers  who  are  flocking  west- 
ward in  eyer-increasing  numbers, 
means  that  in  the  next  decade  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  will  be  one 
of  the  greatest  countries  on  the 
globe  with  resources  as  a  wheat- 
producing  country,  beyond  the 
most  optimistic  conceptions. 

J.  A.  McRae,  of  the  Saskatche- 
wan Valley  Land  Co.,  speaking  to 
a  local  press  representative  a  few 
days  ago,  said:  "I  have  not  the 
least  hesitation  in  saying  that  we 
have  had  fifty  per  cent,  more 
settlers  into  the  West  this  sum- 
mer than  last.  This  is  by  long 
odds  the  best  season  the  West 
has  ever  had.  People  are  simply 
pouring  in  from  the  States." 

Another  gentleman,  who  had 
been  through  the  Battleford  dis- 
trict, said:  "Last  year  much  of 
the  country  was  unsettled;  this 
year  settlement  is  visible  on  every 
hand,  as  far  as  125  miles  from 
the  railway."  "It  is  truly  re- 
markable," he  added,  "the  way 
the  country  is  filling  up.  Most  of 
the  new  settlers  are  from  the 
States,  and  well  supplied  with 
stock  and  implements  to  imme- 
diately start  farming.  The  dis- 
trict all  along  Prince  Albert  is 
growing  very  fast.  There  is  fully 
twice  as  much  land  under  culti- 
vation this  year  as  last,  and,  ac- 
cording to  present  prospects, 
farmers  are  going  to  have  large 
crops  of  small  grains."

CANADA  IS  PROSPEROUS. 

An  evening  pap(;r  some  days 
ago,  whose  reporter  had  evidently 
interviewed  a  couple  of  unlucky 
commercial  travellers,  published 
a  rather  pessimistic  item  in  re- 
ference to  general  business 
throughout  the  country.  Because 
a  couple  of  travellers  had  had  an 
"off  week,"  the  paper  referred  to 
seemed  to  think  that  the  business 
of  the  country  had  partially  col- 
lapsed. Opinions  of  other  travel- 
lers, manufacturers  and  whole- 
salers, however,  do  not  corrobor- 
ate such  a  gloomy  view.  Just  at 
this  season  of  the  year — the  holi- 
day season — there  is  always  a 
slight  falling  off  owing  to  vari- 
ous natural  causes,  but  on  the 
whole,  business  is  better  and  de- 
mand for  goods  greater  than  one 


year  ago.  The  influx  of  thou- 
sands of  good  farming  settlers  to 
the  West,  the  entry  into  Canada 
of  thousands  of  immigrants  of  the 
better  class,  the  inauguration  of 
hundreds  of  new  industries,  and 
the  extension  of  old  ones,  and  the 
orders  booked  by  wholesalers,  is 
in  direct  contradiction  to  the 
statement  that  general  business  is 
receding.  To  know  that  the 
country  is  prosperous,  one  has 
only  to  consider  how  rents  have 
advanced  in  Toronto,  and  that 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
more  houses  are  being  erected 
this  season  than  in  any  one  sea- 
son heretofore,  the  supply  is  still 
unequal  to  the  demand.  New 
factories  and  factory  enlarge- 
ments are  bringing  more  people 
in  to  be  housed,  and  if  business 
was  not  prosperous,  there  would 
be  no  necessity  for  such  exten- 
sion of  production.  What  is  true 
of  Toronto  is  also  true  of  the 
other  cities  and  towns  of  the 
country.  Everywhere  there  is  an 
air  of  business  activity,  and  it  is 
only  in  a  few  isolated  cases  where 
there  is  any  attitude  of  depres- 
sion, which  is  caused  by  local 
conditions  of  a  transient  char- 
acter. 

Speaking  on  the  subject  to  the 
representative  of  a  Toronto 
paper,  Mr.  Thomas  McQuillan, 
president  of  the  Commercial 
Travellers'  Association,  said: 
"Business,  as  far  as  my  informa- 
tion goes,  is  not  nearly  in  so  bad 
a  condition  as  to  be  inferred,  and 
I  have  had  several  travellers  tele- 
phone me  to-day  that  they  con- 
sider the  reports  as  exaggerated 
and  harmful.  Every  traveller  has 
his  off  weeks  and  no  doubt  some 
do  find  things  a  bit  quiet  lately, 
possibly  because  it  is  unseason- 
able, and  the  season  backward, 
but  business  conditions  and  the 
volume  of  trade  are  quite  satis- 
factory. One  big  local  manufac- 
turer was  telling  me  that  what  is 
puzzling  him  is  how  to  get  out 
all  the  orders  he  has  received." 

Canada  is  truly  a  land  of 
plenty;  her  future  prosperity  is 
beyond  dispute.  What  we  re- 
quire is  to  bury  the  pessimists 
and  fault-finders,  and  all  work, 
having  one  common  interest,  the 
building  up  of  this  Canada  of 
ours,  the  most  prosperous  por- 
tion of  the  British  Empire,  and 
all  will  be  well.

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The  Result  of  the  Legislation  Introduced 
in  the  Ontario  Legislature  at  the  last 
Session  by  our  Association 


Four  measures  were  prepared 
by  our  Association  and  intro- 
duced by  members  of  the  On- 
tario Legislature,  which  has  just 
closed. 

The  four  were  as  follows : 

1st.  An  amendment  to  the 
Hawkers'  and  Pedlars'  Act. 

2nd.  An  amendment  to  the 
Transient  Traders'  Act. 

3rd.  An  amendment  to  the  Divi- 
sion Court  Act,  so  as  to  simplify 
and  reduce  the  fees  for  the  collec- 
tion of  small  debts. 

4th.  An  amendment  to  the 
Trading  Stamp  Act. 

The  above  measures  received 
very  close  and  careful  consider- 
ation by  the  members  of  our  vari- 
ous branches  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince, and  everyone  regarded  it 
as  very  necessary  legislation  for 
all  classes  of  retail  merchants. 

Our  Legislative  Committee 
spent  considerable  time  with  the 
assistance  of  our  solicitors  in 
drafting  the  various  amendments. 

A  bill  was  then  introduced  to 
amend  the  Pedlars',  Hawkers', 
Transient  Traders',  and  Trading 
Stamp  Act  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Downey, 
M.P.P. 

It  received  its  first  and  second 
readings  and  was  then  transferred 
in  the  usual  way  before  the  Muni- 
cipal Committee  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, where  it  was  very  fully  and 
thoroughly  discussed.  The  chief 
point  for  contention  centred  on 
the  abolition  of  the  clause  pre- 
venting farmers  and  others  from 
selling  produce  of  their  own 
growth  direct  to  consumers, 
especially  in  places  where  no  pub- 
lie  markets  exist. 

The  result,  however,  of  the 
discussion  showed  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  were  all 
in  favor  of  amending  the  present 
Act,  and   they    considered  that 


our  request  for  a  change  was 
justifiable.  They  recognized  that 
it  was  a  very  large  question  and 
one  pertaining  to  important 
changes  in  our  inland  commerce, 
and  they  decided  to  appoint  a 
special  committee,  consisting  of 
seven  members  of  the  House,  to 
gather  information  on  the  entire 
subject  of  Pedlars,  Hawkers  and 
Transient  Traders,  from  every 
available  source,  and  to  hear  evi- 
dence from  our  retail  merchants, 
and  then  prepare  a  bill  and  have 
it  ready  for  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature. 

The  special  committee  are 
selected  from  various  parts  of 
the  Province,  and  consist  of  the 
Hon.  W.  J.  Hanna,  chairman ; 
Messrs.  W.  H.  Hoyle,  J.  P. 
Downey,  J.  R.  Dargavel,  T.  H. 
Preston,  J.  S.  Duf¥,  and  E.  J.  B. 
Pense. 

They  desire  the  active  co-oper- 
ation of  our  Association  in  as- 
sisting them  in  this  matter,  and 
they  will  hold  special  meetings 
during  the  interval  at  the  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  to  receive  reports 
when  every  branch  of  our  Asso- 
ciation will  be  notified,  so  that 
they  can  attend,  and  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  our  Provincial  Board 
to  hold  our  Provincial  Convention 
on  or  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
date  of  the  above  meeting,  thus 
giving  every  one  an  opportunity 
of  being  present.  The  amend- 
ment to  the  Division  Court  Act 
was  introduced  by  Mr.  A.  B. 
Thompson,  M.P.P.,  for  Simcoe. 
It  received  its  first  and  second 
reading  and  then  came  before  the 
Legal  Committee.  They  recog- 
nized that  it  was  a  just  measure, 
but  before  it  could  be  made  to 
work  satisfactorily,  other  parts  of 
the  Division  Court  Act  would 
have  to  be  adjusted  so  as  to  make 
up  for  the  loss  in  the  revenue, 


which  would  take  place  through 
the  application  of  our  amend- 
ment, and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Government  decided  to 
take  up  the  whole  question  of 
Division  Court  Reform,  our  bill 
was  transferred  to  be  considered 
when  the  whole  subject  was  be- 
ing dealt  with.  It  will  be  brought 
up  again  at  the  next  session, 
and  we  trust  that  it  will  be  passed, 
as  requested  by  our  Association. 
The  amendment  to  the  Trading 
Stamp  Act,  we  are  pleased  to  re- 
port, was  carried  unanimously 
not  one  member  objecting  to  it 
either  in  the  Municipal  Com- 
mittee, or  in  the  House,  when  it 
received  its  third  reading.  Those 
actively  interested  in  the  Pre- 
mium, Coupon,  and  Trading 
Stamp  business  strongly  opposed 
the  measure,  and  engaged  some 
of  the  leading  solicitors  in  To- 
ronto to  advocate  their  claims, 
but  it  was  of  no  avail,  the  good 
judgment  of  the  legislators  pre- 
vailed, and  our  request  became 
law,  and  now  it  only  remains  for 
every  city  and  town  in  the  Pro- 
vince to  pass  by-laws,  and  no 
one  can  then  carry  on  the  Pre- 
mium, Coupon  or  Trading  Stamp 
business.  Copies  of  the  by-law 
will  be  sent  to  every  one  of  our 
branches,  as  early  as  possible. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  all  the 
circumstances,  we  consider  that 
we  have  made  great  progress,  and 
that  in  the  very  near  future  we 
shall  have  the  legislation  that  we 
have  all  been  seeking  for  for  very 
many  years,  and  the  result  of  the 
good  work  done  is  further  prac- 
tical evidence  that  in  "Unity  there 
is  Strength,"  and  that  only 
by  thorough,  united  efifort  can  we 
ever  expect  to  accomplish  any 
reforms  that  will  put  the  retail 
trade  of  this  Province  and  Domin- 
ion upon  a  higher  and  better 
plane.

If  a  new  and  popular  class  of 
goods  is  on  the  market  don't  wait 
until  someone  asks  for  them  be- 
fore ordering.  Put  in  a  small 
trial  stock  and  show  them  to 
your  customers.  If  you  are 
competent  to  conduct  a  retail 
business  you  will  sell  the  goods.

A  prominent  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  County  of  Bruce, 
says :  "When  the  country  was 
new,  when  the  stores  were  far 
apart,  and  the  roads  next  to  im- 
passable, the  pedlar  was  a  neces- 
sity, but  in  the  old  settled  por- 
tions of  Ontario  there  is  no  need 
of  him  now  whatever,  and  it  is 
only  justice  to  the  resident  mer- 
chant to  bring  the  pedlars'  hu'^i- 
ness  to  a  close.  Those  who  sup- 
port our  in.stitutions  should  profit 
from  them." 


If  business  becomes  dull,  get 
out  some  nicely  printed  circulars 
and  mail  them  to  your  best  cus- 
tomers. Make  a  nice  description 
of  some  popular  line  of  goods, 
quote  prices,  etc.,  and  the  chances 
are  you  will  make  many  more 
sales, — enough  to  yield  one  hun- 
dred per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  your 
printing.

Anticipate 
the  wants  of  your  customers,  and 
have  the  goods  when  they  ask 
for  them.  Remember  that  the 
world  progresses  and  you  must 
progress  with  it.  People  who 
walked  ten  years  ago  now  ride  in 
automobiles.  Which  class  is 
your  store  in?

Mark  your  goods  in  plain 
figures.  It  saves  time  and  it 
helps  to  sell  the  goods.  When 
customers  look  over  a  certain  line 
and  have  to  ask  the  price  of  every 
article,  it  is  tiresome  to  them,  it 
takes  your  time  to  answer  ques- 
tions, and  on  busy  days  you  are 
liable  to  lose  many  sales  if  you 
retain  the  old  idea  of  cabalistic 
marks.

Some  merchants,  who  do  a 
credit  business,  are  inclined  to 
ask  a  higher  price  from  "slow 
pay"  customers.  This  is  sugges- 
tive of  an  old  story  of  an  Irish 
butcher,  who  sold  to  a  sailor  on" 
credit  a  choice  cut  at  a  price  in 
advance  on  regular  price  because 
he  thought  he  was  one  of  the 
"slow  pay"  fraternity.  When 
the  customer  had  left  with  his 
purchase,  a  by-stander  remarked 
that  he  would  never  receive  any 
money  from  the  sailor  as  he  was 
leaving  town  and  not  likely  to 
return.  "Bedad,"  said  the  butcher, 
"if  Oi'd  known  that  Oi'd  have 
charged  him  double."  Are  there 
not  some  retailers  who  are  similar 
to  the  Irish  butcher?  Sell  for 
cash  at  the  closest  possible  price ; 
if  credit  is  given  let  it  be  plainly 
understood  that  proportionate 
interest  must  1^  paid.  Insist  on 
thfs.  You  may  lose  a  few  "slow 
pay"  customers,  but  you  will  gain 
a  reputation  for  fair  dealing  that 
will  more  than  compensate.

To  Prevent 


Trading  Stamp  Companies 

and  Coupon  Givers  in 
Ontario  from  Deceiving  the 
Public. 


Ever  since  the  organization  of  our 
Association  we  have  vigorously  op- 
posed the  system  of  trading  stamp 
and  coupon  giving,  because  we  con- 
sider the  whole  system  is  based  upon 
false  and  misleading  premises. 

Through  our  efforts  we  secured  a 
legislative  act  in  1901  to  abolish  the 
giving,  selling,  receiving  or  dealing 
in  trading  stamps,  coupons  or  other 
similar  devices.  The  Act  was  as  fol- 
lows: 

By-laws  may  be  passed  by  Councils 
of  Municipalities  or  Boards  of  Com- 
missioners of  Police,  and  for  the  pur- 
poses in  this  section  respectively 
mentioned. 

That  is  to  say, — 

By  the  councils  of  cities,  towns 
and  villages  for  prohibiting  the  giv- 
ing, selling,  distributing,  or  receiving 
of  trading  stamps,  coupons,  or  other 
similar  devices,  and  for  prohibiting 
the  giving,  selling  or  dealing  there- 
with by  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion engaged  in  trade  or  business. 

(A)  No  by-law  shall  apply  to  any 
merchant  or  manufacturer  who  places 
in  or  upon  packages  of  goods,  or  de- 
livers to  purchasers  of  goods  sold  or 
manufactured  ,by  him  tickets  or  cou- 
pons to  be  redeemed  by  such  mer- 
chant or  manufacturer,  either  in 
money  or  merchandise. 

(B)  No  such  by-law  shall  come  into 
force  or  take  effect  until  after  the 
first  of  January,  1902. 

In  securing  the  above  legislation 
our  Association  had  Clause  A  placed 
in  the  Act  so  as  to  not  interfere  with 
manufacturers  of  soaps,  cigars  and 
cereals,  etc.,  from  giving  away  cou- 
pons if  they  so  desired,  or  preventing 
merchants  from  giving  away  cou- 
pons and  redeeming  them  themselves. 
The  trading  stamp  companies  were 
not  satisfied  with  this  legislation,  and 
they  appealed  to  the  High  Court  on 
the  ground  that  the  Legislature  of 
Ontario  had  not  the  power  to  pass 
such  legislation,  but  they  were  again 
defeated.  The  result  of  the  legislation 
was  that  by-laws  were  passed  in 
nearly  every  city  and  town  in  On- 
tario to  prohibit  the  carrying  on  of 
the  trading  stamp  and  coupon  busi- 
ness, and  it  djove  the  existing  trading 
stamp  companies  out  of  business,  and 
for  a  time  the  community  was  freed 
from  their  ravages.  Shortly  after- 
wards, however,  a  few  merchants  in 
the  . city  of  Hamilton  conceived  of  a 


plan  whereby  they  pooled  their  in- 
terests, rented  a  store,  stocked  it  with 
premiums  and  started  a  similar  busi- 
ness to  the  old  trading  stamp  com- 
pany. They  named  it  "  The  Mer- 
chants' Premium  Exchange  Co."  Our 
Association  prosecuted  them  in  the 
police  court  for  violation  of  the 
Trading  Stamp  Act,  and  they  put  in 
evidence  to  show  that  all  who  gave 
out  their  tickets  were  co-partners 
and  owners  in  the  business,  and  that 
they  simply  rented  the  store  so  as 
to  form  a  common  centre  or  distri- 
buting point  for  convenience.  The 
police  magistrate  held  that  under 
Clause  A  they  had  that  power,  and 
as  no  appeal  could  be  taken  from  his 
decision  they  remained  in  business. 
Not  being  satisfied,  however,  with 
their  imposition  on  the  Hamilton 
public,  they  opened  out  a  similar 
institution  in  Toronto,  and  from  the 
day  of  their  opening  until  the  pre- 
sent our  Association  has  been  en- 
gaged with  them  in  a  legal  battle, 
police  court  cases  and  appeals  having 
cost  time  and  money.  An  amend- 
ment to  the  Act  was  then  prepared 
and  asked  for  at  the  Ontario  Legis- 
lature which  has  recently  closed,  and 
so  fair  was  our  amendment  regarded 
by  the  members  of  the  Legislature, 
and  so  great  was  the  demand  for  it 
from  the  members  of  our  Branches, 
that  not  one  member,  either  in  the 
committee  or  in  the  House,  voted 
against  it.  Those  interested  in  de- 
feating the  Legislation  secured  the 
services  of  the  most  talented  solici- 
tors in  Toronto,  but  it  was  of  no 
avail.  The  amendment  to  the  Act 
reads  as  follows: 

"No  such  by-law  shall  apply  to 
any  merchant  or  manufacturer  who 
places  in  or  upon  packages  of  goods, 
or  delivers  to  purchasers  of  goods 
sold  or  manufactured  by  him,  at  the 
time  of  such  purchase,  tickets  or 
coupons  which  bear  upon  their  face 
the  pl^ce  of  delivery  thereof,  to- 
gether with  the  cash  or  merchantable 
value  of  the  same,  and  are  redeem- 
able at  any  time,  and  only  by  the 
merchant  or  manufacturer  giving 
them,  and  only  at  the  store  or  fac- 
tory where  such  goods  were  sold  or 
purchased." 

The  result  of  this  legislation  will 
be  to  drive  all  those  who  desire  to 
live  and  thrive  on  the  thrift  of  help- 
less merchants  and  unsuspecting  cus- 
tomers out  of  business,  as  it  removes 
one  of  the  great  evils  of  the  system. 


viz. :  the  placing  in  the  hands  of  a 
cornpany  the  power  to  redeetn  tickets 
which  are  pretended  to  represent  a 
cash  discount,  and  advertised  as  rep- 
resenting such,  and  which  have  been 
extorted  from  the  merchant  by  the 
customer  for  the  benefit  of  the  Trad- 
ing Stamp  Company,  they  reserving 
the  right  to  redeem  such  tickets  with 
any  merchandise  that  they  (the  com- 
pany) may  think  fit  and  proper. 
They  pretend  that  all  cash  customers 
are  entitled  to  a  cash  discount,  the 
same  _  as  retail  merchants  who  pay 
cash  are  entitled  to  a  cash  discount, 
but  they  are  so  blind  that  they  will 
not  see  that  retail  merchants  who 
are  entitled  to  cash  discounts  want 
said  cash  discounts  in  cash,  not  in  a 
lot  of  old,  cheap  furniture  and  fancy 
lamps  and  showy  silverware  ;  and 
furthermore,  no  retail  merchant 
would  consent  to  horde  up  a  whole 
lot  of  tickets,  which  would  be  worth- 
less unless  he  gathered  so  many,  and 
when  he  had  gathered  the  necessary 
quantity  to  be  told  that  he  could 
not  get  cash,  but  he  must  take  any 
cheap  rubbish  that  the  wholesalers 
or  manufacturers  may  of?er  him. 
Any  retail  merchant  who  would 
transact  business  in  that  manner 
should  hasten  to  a  physician  to  be 
examined  as  to  his  sanity,  and  if  he 
was  guilty  of  allowing  himself  to  be 
inveigled  into  any  such  proposition  it 
certainly  would  be  found  that  if  he 
was  not  insane,  his  head  was  not 
fastened  properly  on  his  body.  ' 

Oh,  no,  Mr.  Trading  Stamp 
Schemer,  your  plan  has  been  dis- 
covered, and  your  journey  in  the 
community  of  the  unenlightened  has 
ended.  The  Legislature  has  stepped 
in,  and  your  course  is  complete, 
your  day's  work  is  done,  and  oui» 
Association  will  now  see  that  you 
live  up  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  law, 
and  we  promise  you  in  the  future,  as 
we  have  promised  you  in  the  past, 
anything  but  J3.  path  of  roses,  and  we 
have  kept  our  word.  We  have  followed 
you,  and  we  will  follow  you  to  the 
highest  court  in  the  British  Empire 
if  necessary.  Our  cause  is  a  just  one, 
our  contention  is  fair,  and  success 
must  crown  us  with  victory.  All  we 
ask  is  the  continued  loyal  support  of 
every  fair  -  minded  merchant  and 
manufacturer  in  the  Province  and  the 
community  will  soon  be  freed  from 
the  trading  stamp,  premium,  and 
coupon  giver.

During  the  past  few  weeks  five  new 
branches  of  the  Retail  Merchants'  As- 
sociation of  Canada  liave  been  organ- 
ized in  the  following  towns:  Ux- 
bridge,  Port  Perry,  Stouffville,  Mark- 
ham  and  Orillia.

SPECIAL  MEETING  OF  THE 
HAMILTON  BRANCH. 

A  largely  attended  meeting  of  the 
Hamilton  branch  of  The  Retail  Mer- 
chants' Association  of  Canada  was 
held  in  the  Ambitious  City  on  Tues- 
day evening,  June  20th.  Mr.  Adam 
Ballantine,  president  of  the  branch, 
was  in  the  chair,  and  expressed  his 
satisfaction  at  the  interest  taken  by 
the  members  in  the  work  of  the  As- 
sociation. After  routine  business  had 
been  disposed  of,  an  address  was  de- 
livered by  the  Dominion  Secretary, 
who  was  received  with  manifest  en- 
thusiasm. Mr.  Trowern,  in  a  concise 
and  pointed  address,  gave  details  of 
the  work  being  accomplished  by  the 
Association,  of  the  work  that  had 
been  done  in  Toronto  by  the  general 
officers  and  committee,  assisted  and 
supported  by  the  members  generally, 
in  looking  after  legislation  to  abolish 
the  trading-stamp  parasite,  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Pedlars  and  Transient 
Traders'  Act,  and  the  work  being 
done  to  secure  an  amendment  to  the 
Division  Court  Act,  whereby  small 
accounts  could  be  collected  without 
recourse  to  burdensome  costs  and  in- 
tricate legal  proceedings.  The  new 
Assessment  Act,  known  as  the  "busi- 
ness tax,"  was  dealt  with  and  ex- 
plained, and  he  asked  that  members 
who  had  any  complaints  to  make 
against  the  Act,  or  who  desired  in- 
formation regarding  its  provisions, 
should  communicate  with  the  head 
office  at  the  earliest  date  possible,  in 
order  that  such  matters  could  be 'laid 
before  the  proper  authorities  with  a 
view  to  securing  satisfactory  adjust- 
ment of  any  alleged  injustice  or  mis- 
understanding of  the  Act. 


Various  members  of  the  Association 
spoke  on  subjects  of  interest  to  the 
retail  dealers,  and  Western  Organizer 
Brubachar,  one  of  the  Association's 
indefatigable  workers,  gave  some  in- 
teresting details  along  the  line  of 
organization  work  and  the  objects  for 
which  the  Association  was  working. 

The  Hamilton  branch  of  the  As- 
sociation is  in  a  healthy  condition, 
and  its  members  realize  that  har- 
monious action  collectively  means  the 
best  results  individually.

HONOR  TO  A  GOOD  MAN. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Forsyth,  of  St.  Thomas, 
who  was  president  of  the  St.  Thomas 
branch  of  the  Retail  Merchants'  As- 
sociation of  Canada,  was  recently 
given  a  banquet  by  his  mercantile  as- 
sociates and  competitors,  prior  to 
his  departure  for  London,  where  he 
has  gone  to  engage  in  the  wholesale 
fruit  business.  The  banquet  was  held 
in  Stevenson's  Hall,  with  Mr.  J.  Mc- 
Manus,  vice-president,  in  the  chair. 
The  speakers  of  the  evening  made 
many  complimentary  remarks  con- 
cerning the  guest  of  the  evening,  who 
held  a  popular  place  in  the  com- 
munity. 

In  responding  to  the  toast  of  "The 
Retail  Merchants'  Association  of 
Canada,"  Mr.  P.  L.  M.  Egan  told  of  ' 
the  work  done  by  the  delegation 
which  went  to  Toronto  to  secure  the 
killing  of  the  trading  stamp  evil,  and 
in  a  capital  speech  urged  the  mer- 
chants to  stand  together,  thus  wield- 
ing an  influence  on  legislation,  as  the 
labor  men  and  farmers  did.  He  in- 
stanced the  meeting  in  the  City  Hall 
the  night  before  as  showing  what  an 
influence  the  merchants  wielded.  They 
paid  65  per  cent,  of  the  taxes,  and 
should  be  considered.  He  analyzed 
the  new  assessment  law  and  com- 
pared it  with  the  old,  showing  himself 
well  posted  on  the  question.  He  de- 
clared for  a  reduction  in  division  court 
fees,  for  amendments  to  the  law  re- 
garding pedlars  and  hawkers,  for  abo- 
lition of  trading  stamp  coupons,  for 
free  inspection  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures, which  the  public  and  not  the 
merchants  should  pay  for,  and  said 
merchants  should  be  fair  one  with 
another.  In  concluding  his  able  re- 
marks, Mr.  Egan  paid  tribute  to  the 
excellent  qualities  of  Mr.  Forsyth. 

The  toast  of  the  evening  was  last 
on  the  list,  and  Mr.  Forsyth  made  a 
reminiscent  speech  in  response.  He 
briefly  reviewed  his  business  career, 
and  advised  the  merchants  to  stand 
together.  Many  people  appeared  to 
consider   the   merchants    a   band  of 
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Manufacturers 
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steel  Tray  and  Tubular  Barrows  ;  Railroad  Wheelbarrows ;  Garden 
Wheelbarrows  ;  all  kinds  of  Wheelbarrows,  Store  and  Warehouse 
Trucks ;  Railroad  and  Steamboat  Trucks ;  Cheese,  Barrel  and  Bag 
Trucks  ;  Hand  Carts  ;  Platform  Factory  Trucks  and  Wagons  ;  Port- 
able Forges  of  all  kinds  ;  Blacksmiths'  Blowers  ;  Tuj;ere  Irons,  Tire 
Benders,  and  Upsetters  ;  Horizontal  and  Upright  Drills ;  Mandrells, 
Swage  Blocks,  etc.;  Pressure  Blowers  and  Fans ;  Washing  Machines  ; 
Lard  and  Tallow  Presses  ;  Cider  Mills;  Print  Butter  Carriers  ;  Butter

WAGING  WAR  ON  "GIFT 
SCHEMES." 

Everybody  knows  how  the  country 
was  flooded  a  few  years  ago  with 
cereal  foods  of  every  description.  It 


seemed  as  though  a  new  "breakfast 
food"  was  born  every  week.  There 
were  certainly  more  than  "57"  varie- 
ties. Cereal  food  factories  sprang  up 
everywhere.  This  was  the  result  of 
public  education  on  the  white  flour 
question.  The  people  wanted  cereal 
foods. 

The  natural  result  was  keen  com- 
petition. The  market  was  glutted. 
One  of  the  fruits  of  this  keen  compe- 
tition was  the  pernicious  "premium" 
system.  All  sorts  of  premiums  were 
given  with  each  package  of  "break- 
fast food,"  rebates  were  offered,  and 
other  gift  schemes  adopted  for  push- 
ing the  sale  of  goods.  All  this  time 
the  makers  of  shredded  wheat  kept 
on  in  the  even  tenor  of  their  way, 
firmly  refusing  to  be  drawn  into  the 
premium  business,  and  steadfastly  ad- 
hering to  their  fixed  policy  of  making 
the  cleanest  and  purest  cereal  food 
product  on  earth  and  selling  it  strictly 
on  its  meritg. 

It  was  a  stiff  fight  for  the  Natural 
Food  Company,  but  things  are  now 
coming  their  way.  The  reaction  has 
set  in.  Breakfast  foods  have  dropped 
out  one  by  one,  and  most  of  those 
who  are  still  in  business  are  gradually 
falling  in  line  with  the  Natural  Food 
Company's  policy,  and  are  abandon- 
ing the  "premium  coupons"  and  all 
other  devices  that  were  used  to  in- 
duce people  to  buy  cereal  foods. 

Some  idea  of  how  the  Natural  Food 
Company  has  won  out  in  its  fight 
against  these  "gift"  schemes  and  how 
completely  it  dominates  the  situation 
may  be  had  from  the  report  of  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Retail  Grocers,  held  in 
Chicago.  In  its  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings the  Southern  Merchant  says: 

The  first  one  called  upon  was  Maj. 
M.  B.  Butler,  general  manager  of  the 
Natural  Food  Company.  No  one  was 
surprised  when  the  Major  stated  their 
disapproval  of  premiums,  etc.,  for  it's 
a  world-wide,  well-known  fact  that  his 
company  have  never  been  guilty  of 
this  practice.  Major  Butler  did  not 
take  advantage  of  this  fact  nor  of  the 
co-operation  and  support  that  his 
company  had  given  the  National  As- 
sociation to  hold  their  products  up 
as  being  worthy  of  the  unstinted  sup- 
port of  every  retail  grocer,  and  yet 
before  he  had  closed  his  remarks 
there  was  not  one  present  who  did 
not  realize  that  there  stood  a  man, 
broad-minded,  fair  and  just  to  friend 
or  foe,  liberal  in  his  views,  con- 
siderate of  the  opinions  of  other.s;  in 
fact,  a  man  in  the  highest,  holiest 
sense  of  the  word.  Men  were  drawn 
to  him  as  naturally  as  a  needle  to  a 
magnet. 

In  rapid  succession  the  following 
gentlemen  approved  of  what  Major 
Butler  had  said,  and  avowed  their 
willingness  to  sign  up  an  agreement 
then  and  there  to  discontinue  giving 
premiums. 

The  agreement  signed  by  eight  of 
the  big  cereal  manufacturers  requires 
that  they  shall  give  the  National  As- 
sociation their  answer  in  regard  to 
discontinuing  the  premium  and  gift 


schemes  not  later  than  June  i,  1905, 
and  it  is  believed  that  most  of  them 
will  agree  to  drop  this  pernicious 
practice.  —  Daily  Cataract,  Niagara 
Falls,  N.Y.,  May  25,  1905.

LAW     REGARDING  FRUIT 
BOXES  AND  BASKETS  TO 
BE  ENFORCED. 

An  order-in-council  has  been  passed 
assigning  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
the  Act  passed  in  1901  respecting  the 
packing  and  sale  of  certain  staple  com- 
modities. The  Act  has  particular  re- 
ference to  the  size  of  boxes  containing 
berries  or  currants,  and  baskets  con- 
taining diflferent  kinds  of  fruits.  In 
order  to  protect  the  public  and  those 
box  and  basket  manufacturers  who  are 
now  complying  with  the  law  the  Min- 
ister has  directed  that  steps  shall  be 
taken  to  have  the  law  enforced.  The 
following  are  the  provisions: — 

The  Dominion  fruit  inspectors  have 
been  instructed  to  watch  for  violations 
of  the  Act,  but  any  person  may  lay  an 
information  against  those  who  fail  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  statute. 

1.  Every  box  of  berries  or  currants 
offered  for  sale,  and  every  berry  box 
manufactured  and  offered  for  sale,  in 
Canada,  shall  be  plainly  marked  on 
the  side  of  the  box,  in  black  letters 
at  least  half  an  inch  square,  with  the 
word  "Short,"  unless  it  contains  when 
level-full  as  nearly  exactly  as  practic- 
able (a)  at  least  four-fifths  of  a  quart, 
or  (b)  two-fifths  of  a  quart. 

2.  Every  basket  of  fruit  offered  for 
sale  in  Canada  unless  stamped  on  the 
side  plainly  in  black  letters  at  least 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  deep  and 
wide,  with  the  word  "Quart,"  in  full, 
preceded  with  the  minimum  number 
of  quarts,  omitting  fractions,  which 
the  basket  will  hold  when  level-full, 
shall  contain,  when  level-full,  one  or 
other  of  the  following  quantities,  (a) 
fifteen  quarts  or  more;  (b)  eleven 
quarts,  and  be  five  and  three-quarter 
inches  deep,  perpendicularly,  inside 
measurement,  as  nearly  exactly  as 
practicable;  (c)  six  and  two-thirds 
quarts,  and  be  four  and  five-eighths 
inches  deep,  perpendicularly,  inside 
measurement,  as  nearly  exactly  as 
practicable;  or,  (d)  two  and  two- 
fifths  quarts,  as  nearly  exactly  as 
practicable. 

3.  Every  person  who  neglects  to 
comply  with  any  provision  of  this 
section,  and  any  person  who  sells  or 
offers  for  sale  any  fruit  or  berry 
boxes  in  contravention  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  liable,  on  summary  con- 
viction, to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  basket  or 
box  so  sold  or  offered  for  sale.

THE  DAIRY  INDUSTRY  OF 
CANADA. 

Speaking  before  the  Agricultural 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons, 


at  Ottawa,  recently,  Mr.  J.  A.  Rud- 
dick,  Dairy  Commissioner,  gave  some 
interesting  figures.  He  said  the  total 
value  of  dairy  products  made  in  Canada 
last  J  ear  was  $80,000,000.  An  example 
of  recent  growth  was  condensed  milk. 
In  1898,  we  imported  $59,101  of  that 
product,  whilst  last  year  we  exported 
$150,094  worth.  Our  hold  on  the  cheese 
market  of  Great  Britain  is  strengthen- 
ing, as  Canada  now  supplies  72  per 
cent,  of  the  cheese  imported  there,  and 
of  the  brand  which  is  our  specialty, 
the  Cheddar,  we  supplied  85  per  cent,  of 
their  needs.  The  demand  for  Canadian 
dairy  products  in  the  West  Indies  was 
growing. 

He  suggested  that  there  was  possibly 
an  opportunity  for  our  Canadian 
farmers  to  commence  the  manufacture 
of  soft  cheese  for  home  consumption. 

Dealing  with,  cold  storage  matters,  a 
very  important  announcement  was  made 
to  the  effect  that  one  line  of  London 
steamers  would  this  year  be  able  to 
discharge  butter  and  cheese  at  Surrey 
commercial  dock  direct  into  cool  air 
and  cold  storage  chambers,  in  place  of 
landing  the  cheese,  as  Jieretofore,  at 
Tilbury.  Docks,  and  then  sending  them 
by  rail  some  35  miles  to  the  Commer- 
cial Road  Station.  The  new  docks  are 
only  two  miles  from  Tooley  Street. 
This  will  save  a'  great  deal  of  handling 
and  exposure  to  heat.

REGULATING   CHEESE  SALES. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Brock- 
ville  Cheese  Board  the  consideration 
of  revised  rules  and  regulations  was 
taken  up  in  the  form  of  a  report  by  a 
special  committee.  One  clause  pro- 
vides for  a  penalty  of  $25  if  cheese 
is  sold  on  any  day  except  at  the 
regular  .meeting,  or  upon  any  condi- 
tion. Another  clause  provides  that 
members  using  the  public  board  shall 
have  their  factories  identified  by 
registration  under  the  Dairy  Act  of 
1897,  and  each  box  of  five  cheese  must 
be  identified  with  the  board  by  the 
use  of  the  Brockville  registered  im- 
press brand  to  prevent  substitution.

THEY  FAVOR  CANADIAN  MEAT. 

United  States  Consul  Day,  at  Brad- 
ford, England,  reports  that  for  some 
time  past  there  has  been  a  steady  de- 
crease in  the  British  consumption  of 
United  States  meats,  i.e.,  hog  pro- 
ducts, while  a  corresponding  or  even 
greater  increase  has  occurred  in  im- 
ports of  Canadian  meats,  and  for  the 
time  being  it  looks  as  though  United 


States  packers  were  rapidly  losing 
the  English  trade.  It  has  previously 
been  pointed  out  by  a  correspondent 
that  "when  the  United  States  packers 
realize  that  hog  products  are  pro- 
duced to  be  consumed  and  not  to 
gamble  with  it  will  be  better  for  the 
United  States'  provision  trade."  This 
fact  is  exemplified  by  the  consider- 
able shipments  of  stale  and  overkept 
meats  from  that  country,  which  has  in 
every  way  helped  Canadians  to  take  a 
firm  .hold  on  the  market. 

Consul  Day  quotes  one  of  the  leading 
importers  as  saying:  "The  Canadian, 
by  his  regular  weekly  shipments  of  a 
mild  and  well-selected  meat,  has  met 
the  popular  taste  of  the  north  of  Eng- 
land artisan,  and  leads  me  to  think 
that  the  business  will  be  done  more 
largely  with  Canada  and  still  less 
with  the  United  States."  These  are 
points,  Mr.  Day  adds,  which  it  will  be 
well  for  United  States  exporters  to 
take  into  consideration.

EXTENDING  THEIR  BUSINESS. 

The  Western  Canada  Flour  Mills 
Co.,  (comprising  the  A.  Kelly  Milling 
Co.,  of  Brandon,  and  the  Lake  Huron 
and  Manitoba  Milling  Co.,  of  Goderich), 
in  addition  to  a  4,000-barrel  mill  in  the 
vicinity  of  Winnipeg,  will  erect  a  stor- 
age elevator  with  capacity  of  half  a 
million  bu.she[s,  a  warehouse  capable  of 
holding  60,000  barrels  of  flour,  and  a 
complete  line  of  new  elevators  through- 
out Manitoba.  The  latter,  together  with 
26  already  in  operation,  will  give  a  total 
capacity  of  two  and  a  half  million 
bushels.  The  organization  will  have  a 
total  daily  milling  capacity  of  6,500  bar- 
rels of  flour,  and  200  barrels  of  oat- 
meal, and  will  also  continue  the  manu- 
facture of  salt  in  Goderich,  the  present 
output  being  200  barrels  per  day.  The 
total  capital,  all  paid  up,  is  $1,500,000.

CANADIAN  CIDER  IN  ENG- 
LAND. 

From  recent  reports  received  at 
the  Trade  and  Commerce  Depart- 
ment at  Ottawa  from  Mr.  Ball,  com- 
mercial agent  at  Birmingham,  it  is 
evident  that  Canadian  cider  makers 
have  a  good  chance  for  a  large  ex- 
port trade  with  England.  The  agent 
states  that  British  cider  manufac- 
turers are  anxious  to  have  such  trade. 
Canadian  apples,  it  appears,  produce 
almost  one  half  more  juice  than  Eng- 
lish apples,  and  are,  as  a  consequence, 
in  great  demand.  Several  large  ex- 
portations  of  cider  were  made  last 
year  to  England  from  Canada,  and 
they  turned  out  very  satisfactory. 
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A   MODEL  AND  MODERN

quirements  and  necessities  of  the

CANADIAN  FISHERIES. 

Mr.  S.  T.  Bastedo,  Deputy  Com- 
missioner of  Fisheries,  has  issued  his 
report  for  1904. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  season 
was  late  in  opening,  being  from  two 
weeks  to  one  month  later  than  usual, 
owing  to  the  long  and  extremely 
severe  winter  of  1903-04,  it  is  grati- 
fying, Mr.  Bastedo  says,  to  report 
that  the  fishermen  have  had  a  very 
prosperous  year,  judging  from  the 
returns,  which  show  that  the  catch 
was  2,815,765  pounds  greater  than  in 
1903.  Prices  for  all  kinds  of  fish 
have  ruled  high.  The  total  quantity 
of  fish  taken  was  24,009,970  pounds, 
the  estimated  value  of  which  was 
$1,793,229.  Licenses  to  fish  with 
3,490,036  yards  of  gill  net,  514  pound- 
nets,  473  hoop,  120  seines,  75  deep 
nets  and  three  machines,  besides 
several  thousand  books,  have  been 
issued.  Fishing  has  given  employment 
to  3,125  men  and  128  tugs,  and  1,477 
other  boats  have  been  in  use.  The 
number  of  prosecutions  were  some- 
what fewer  than  during  the  previous 
year. 

Regarding  the  depletion  of  inter- 
national waters,  Mr.  Bastedo  lays  the 
blame  for  excessive  fishing  on  the 
American  fishermen  and  authorities, 
as  the  failure  to  provide  protective 
measures  and  to  regulate  the  fishing 
was  indefensible  and  unjustified. 
From  the  increasing  number  of  fisher- 
men, and  the  improved  means  of 
handling  the  nets,  he  says,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  if  something  is  not  done 
the  lakes  will  be  exhausted.  No 
sane  people  can  expect,  he  add^,  that 
the  Canadians  will  enforce  measures 
to  prevent  such  a  calamity  which  are 
not  adopted  by  the  Americans.  The 
Federal  Commission,  whose  work 
will  likely  be  undertaken  in  1905. 
should  attend  to  this  matter  as  well 
as  that  of  close  seasons. 

The  same  danger  has  been  noted 
in  inland  waters,  where  Canadian  and 
American  sportsmen  for  some  time 
threatened  their  depletion.  For  four 
seasons,  however,  the  Government, 
aided  by  the  railroad  companies,  has 
been  restocking  these  waters.  Last 
year  was  most  successful,  12,955  bass 
having  been  deposited. 


WESTERN   SUPPLY  OF 
WHEAT. 

Estimating  available  supplies  of 
Manitoba  wheat,  the  Winnipeg  Com- 
mercial says  up  to  June  3rd  the 
amount  inspected  was  35,018,000 
bushels.  This  has  been  shipped  out. 
In  addition,  1,800,000  bushels  have 
been  delivered  at  Winnipeg  and  sold 
in  the  West  for  feed,  etc. 

There  were  in  transit  on  June  3rd, 
103,000  bushels.  Elevators  west  of 
Winnipeg  contained  on  that  date 
2,993,072  bushels,  and  there  had  been 
milled  west  of  Winnipeg  5,700,000 
bushels.  The  quantity  used  as  seed 
is  given  at  7,437,000  bushels,  and  a 
fair  estimate  of  the  quantity  remain- 
ing in  farmers'  hands  to  be  marketed 
places  this  at  2,000,000  bushels.  This 
would  make  the  total  crop  of  last 
year  55,051,692  bushels. 

The  flour  mills  west  of  Thunder  Bay 
will  require,  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  their  operation  between  June  3rd 
and  September  1st  of  this  year  quite 
3,500,000  bushels  of  wheat,  and  against 
this  quantity  there  is  now  in  store  at 
the  three  principal  mill  storage  points 
600,000  bushels.  This  would  leave 
2,000,000  bushels  to  be  obtained,  or 
practically  the  entire  visible  supply 
in  store  at  Winnipeg. 

These  figures  mean  that  the  West 
has  now  available  for  export  only 
that  wheat  which  remains  in  farmers' 
hands.  There  is  no  great  quantity  of 
flour  on  hand  and  domestic  consump- 
tive requirements  are  steadily  in- 
creasing. The  people  must  have 
bread,  and  they  will  pay  enough  for 
it  at  all  times  to  enable  the  miller  to 
buy  wheat  and  mill  it  at  a  profit.  For 
this  reason  we  argue,  says  The  Com- 
mercial, that  the  wheat  market  is  now 
to  a  large  extent  in  the  control  of  the 
milling  industry,  and  that  it  will  re- 
main there  until  another  crop  is  avail- 
able.

The  Sydney,  N.S.,  Steel  Works  are 
now  turning  out  steel  rails. 

Southampton  ratepayers  have  voted 
the  expenditure  of  $4,000  for  water- 
works extension. 

The  Imperial  Bank  of  Canada  will 
shortly  open  a  branch  at  New  Liskeard, 
in  New  Ontario. 

The  value  of  the  prizes  offered  at 
the  Industrial  Exhibition  this  year 
amounts  to  $40,000. 

In  France  they  have  at  last  passed 
a  law  reducing  the  length  of  a  day's 
work  from  12  to  10  hours. 

W.  M.  Robertson,  of  Dunchurch, 
Ont.,  has  sold  his  general  store  busi- 
ness to  the  John  H.  Newell  Co. 

The  retail  merchants  of  Guelph  have 
agreed  to  close  their  stores  on  Thurs- 
day afternoons  during  July  and  August. 

While  wool  receipts  are  increasing, 
the  price  has  remained  steady  at  14c. 
for  unwashed,  22c.  for  washed,  and  19c. 
for  rejects. 

While  the  prices  of  hides  have  ad- 
vanced, there  has  as  yet  been  no  cor- 
responding change  in  the  leather  mar- 
ket. 

W.  J.  McMurtry  &  Co.,  hardware 
dealers,  of  St.  Thomas,  have  acquired 
additional  premises,  in  consequence 
of  increasing  trade. 

The  Bank  of  Hamiltor.  at  Hamilton 
will  add  several  stories  to  their  head 
office  building,  and  make  other  exten- 
sive improvements. 

Gold  has  been  discovered  in  Barrie 
township,  Frontenac  County.  From 
samples  taken  out,  the  quartz  as- 
sayed $1,000  to  the  ton. 

The  Department  of  Railways  at  Ot- 
tawa has  awarded  a  contract  for  25,- 
000  tons  of  steel  rails  to  the  Dominion 
Iron  and  Steel  Co.,  of  Sydney. 

The  Gutta  Percha  and  Rubber  Co., 
Limited,  of  Toronto,  has  completed 
arrangements  for  opening  sample  and 
stock-rooms  in  London,  England. 

There  will  be  a  general  shortage  of 
small  fruits  in  Great  Britain  this  year, 
and  it  will  pay  Canadians  to  give  more 
attention  to  the  trade  in  this  respect. 

The  plant  of  the  Empire  Tobacco 
Co.,  at  Granby,  Que.,  suffered  from 
tire  in  the  early  part  of  this  month. 
The  loss  was  fully  covered  by  insur- 
ance. 

The  Fleischmann  Co.,  an  American 
company,  has  been  licensed  to  manu- 
facture compressed  yeast  and  vinegar 
in  Canada.  The  capital  stock  is  $40,- 
000. 

The  town  of  Gait  is  considering  the 
question  of  municipal  ownership  of  its 
lighting  plant,  the  present  company  hav- 
ing made  an  offer  to  sell  out  to  the 
town. 


The  value  of  building  permits  granted 
in  Toronto  for  the  five  months  ending 
May  31st  was  $3,191,118,  an  increase  of 
$1,670,000  over  the  corresponding  period 
last  year. 

The  ratepayers  of  Perth,  Ont.,  have 
carried,  almost  unanimously,  a  by-law 
to  grant  $25,000  towards  the  erection 
of  a  factory  for  the  manufacture  of 
milk  sugar. 

A  fire  at  Rodney,  on  the  9th  inst., 
damaged  Davies'  grocery  store  to  the 
extent  of  $2,000,  and  the  Eberhardst 
tailoring  establishment  suffered  to  the 
extent  of  $300. 

The  total  duty  collected  at  the  port 
of  Toronto  for  the  month  of  May,  190S, 
was  $751,135-61;  for  the  same  mop^h  of 
last  year  it  was  $742,988.73;  an  in- 
crease of  $8,146.88. 

The  Scott  Furniture  Co.'s  big  seven 
story  warehouse  at  Winnipeg  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  on  the  13th  inst.,  en- 
tailing a  loss  of  $200,000.  Fire  was 
caused  by  lightning. 

It  is  announced  that  the  Plymouth 
Cordage  Co.  has  decided  to  establish 
a  Canadian  factory,  investing  $1,000,- 
000  in  plant,  buildings,  etc.  An  option 
has  been  taken  on  a  site  at  Welland, 
Ont. 

A  permit  to  construct  a  chewing  gum 
factory,  costing  $35,000,  has  been 
granted  the  American  Chicle  Co.,  which 
will  build  at  the  corner  of  Dickens  and 
Thackeray  streets,  in  River-Ward,  To- 
ronto. 

Mayor  Sharpe,  of  Winnipeg,  has 
announced  that  he  will  veto  any  by- 
law for  Sunday  street  cars  unless  it 
is  submitted  to  the  ratepayers.  His 
action  is  generally  endorsed  by 
citizens. 

Secretary  Hodgetts,  of  the  Fruit 
Growers'  Association,  and  Prof. 
Lochhead,  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College,  have  been  conducting  experi- 
ments with  new  fruit  sprays  in  the 
Niagara  district,  with  a  view  to  aid- 
ing fruit  growers  in  the'ir  fight  against 
insects. 

The  Hamilton  Bridge  Works  Co.  has 
secured  the  contract  for  the  structural 
steel  work  for  the  fifteen  story  build- 
ing to  be  erected  by  the  Traders  Bank 
at  the  corner  of  Yonge  and  Colborne 
streets,  Toronto.  About  3,500,000  lbs 
of  steel  will  be  used  and  the  contract 
price  is  $100,000. 

The  number  of  foreign  passengers  to 
Canada,  according  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  returns,  was  less  last  year  than 
in  any  of  the  last  few  years.  The 
figures  are :  39,643,  for  1003,  and  21,- 
917  for  1904.  Of  British  and  Irish 
passengers  there  came  to  Canada  in 
1904,  69,681,  as  compared  with  59,652 
in  1903. 

The  winding-up  proceedings  of  the 
Elgin  Loan  Co.,  of  St.  Thomas,  which 
was  forced  to  close  its  doors  owing  to 
the  extensive  defalcations  of  Manager 
Rowley,  have  turned  out  much  better 
for  the  creditors  than  was  expected. 
The   creditors   will   receive   100  cents 


on  the  dollar.  The  Atlas  Loan  Co.,  of 
St).  Thomas,  which  was  involved  in 
the  Ames  tailure,  has  already  paid  30 
cents  on  the  dollar,  and  it  is  understood 
that  the  creators  will  get  an  additional 
10  cents. 

At  a  luncheon  given  to  the  Can- 
adian Manufacturers  in  England,  on 
the  20th  inst.,  Mr.  VV.  K.  George, 
president  of  the  Association,  took  oc- 
casion to  show  by  quoting  hgures  that 
Canada's  manufacturing  interests  were 
almost  as  valuable  as  her  whole 
agricultural,  mining,  tishmg,  dairy 
and  forestry  output  combined.  This 
fact,  he  thought,  was  hardly  realized 
in  the  Mother  Country.  Canada  re- 
quired a  competitive,  not  a  pro- 
hibitive tariff. 

M.  J.  Haney,  of  Montreal,  has  been 
awarded  the  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  proposed  water  tunnel  under 
Toronto  Bay,  to  take  place  of  the  pres- 
ent conduit.  His  tender  was  $269,- 
000,  the  lowest  among  the  five  opened 
by  Controller  Hubbard,  the  chairman, 
the  others  were  $318,975,  $443,000, 
$637,000,  and  $379,000  respectively.  Mr. 
Rust,  the  City  iLngineer,  estimated  about 
$375,000  as  the  cost  of  the  work,  and 
surprise  was  expressed  by  the  Con- 
trollers at  the  marked  difference  in  the 
tenders. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  T.  H. 
&  B.  Railway  Co.,  held  in  Hamilton, 
on  June  6ih,  the  following  directors 
were  elected:  William  K.  Vanderbilt, 
of  New  York;  John  N.  Beckley,  of 
Rochester;  Sir  Thomas  Shaughnessy, 
ui  Montreal;  William  H.  Newman,  of 
New  York;  David  McNicoll,  of  Mont- 
real; Henry  B.  Ledyard,  of  Detroit; 
Charles  F.  Cox,  of  New  York;  E.  B. 
Osier,  of  Toronto;  Nicol  Kingsmill,  of 
Toronto;  W.  P.  Torrance,  of  Toronto, 
and   D'Arcy   Scott,   of  Ottawa. 

The  Keewatin  Flour  Mills  Co.,  Kee- 
watin,  Ont.,  have  commenced  work  on 
their  new  mill,  which  will  have  a  capa- 
city of  3,000  barrels  per  day,  and  pro- 
vision will  be  made  to  increase  the 
capacity  to  5,000  barrels.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  company  will  erect  storage 
elevators  with  a  capacity  of  half  a  mil- 
lion bushels,  and  will  also  build  small 
elevators  throughout  the  West  for  the 
purpose  of  wheat  buying.  Officers  of 
the  company  include  D.  L.  Mather,  Rat 
Portage,  Ont.,  and  John  Coates,  Ot- 
tawa. 

The  Eckardt  Casket  Co.  and  the 
Eckardt  Silver  Plate  Co.,  who  were 
burned  out  in  Toronto's  big  fire,  have 
made  an  extensive  purchase  of  property 
on  the  south  side  of  Niagara  street.

A  prominent  Canadian  milling  com- 
pany estimates  that  there  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  farmers  about  two  million 
bushels  of  unmarketed  wheat. 

The  commercial  travellers  of  Hamil- 
ton, Ont.,  are  arranging  for  a  grand 
reunion  on  July  14th  and  iSth.  A 
unique  programme  is  promised. 

The  Natural  Food  Co.,  of  Niagara 
Falls,  N.Y.,  have  started  their  new 
Canadian  plant  at  Niagara  Falls,  Ont. 
The  formal  opening  will  take  place  on 
July  1st.

MERCHANTS  BANK  STATE- 
MENT. 

The  annual  statement  of  the  Mer- 
chants' Bank  of  Canada  for  the  year 
ending  May  31st,  shows  that  the  earn- 
ings were  not  as  large  as  those  of  the 
last  year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  notes  for  money  were  not  by  any 
means  as  favorable  during  the  past  year 
as  they  were  during  the  previous  twelve 
months,  a  condition  that  is  reflected  in 
the  statement  of  many  Canadian  banks 
for  the  past  year.  The  statement  shows 
that  the  net  profits  of  the  year  were 
$649,233.66,  as  compared  with  net  profits 
of  the  previous  year  of  $729,714.39,  with 
recoveries  realized  from  other  securities 
amounting  to  $90,000,  and  balance 
brought  forward,  from  the  year  ending 
May  31st,  1904,  of  $18,959.54.  The  total 
is  $758,197.20,  as  compared  with  a  total 
of  $803,959.54  for  the  previous  year.  The 
sum  of  $200,000  is  added  to  the  rest, 
compared  with  $300,000  added  to  the 
rest  on  May  31st,  1904,  and  a  balance 
of  $73,197.20  is  carried  forward  to  next 
year,  compared  with  a  balance  of  $18,- 
95954.  brought  forward  from  the  year 
ending  May  31st,  1904.

ARE  CANADIANS  TOO  SLOW? 

Thomas  Keilty,  chief  factory  in- 
spector, has  just  completed  a  tour 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  He 
states  that  a  very  large  number  of 
Englishmen  are  employed  all  over, 
but  the  mechanics  are  too  slow. 


Mr.  Keilty  says  that,  although  the 
manufacturing  industries  of  Ontario 
are  growing,  they  are  not  growing 
anything  like  the  way  they  should, 
having  regard  to  the  great  increase 
in  population.  He  instanced  a  case 
of  where  a  cement  manufacturer  who 
came  to  Canada  on  a  holiday  sold 
45,000  barrels  of  American  cement  in 
three  days,  and  joked  about  the  way 
the  Canadians  were  closing  their  fac- 
tories. Another  firm,  he  says,  was 
obliged  to  let  over  forty  carloads  of 
hardware  orders  for  the  year  go  by 
on  account  of  their  inability  to  supply 
the  goods,  which  were  shipped  from 
the  United  States.  Iron  manufac- 
turers, he  says,  complain  that  if  they 
waited  for  the  Canadian  concerns  to 
supply  them  with  iron,  they  would 
close  up  their  factories. 

Mr.  Keilty  says  business  men  are 
beginning  to  realize  that  it  is  easier 
to  keep  this  trade  out  than  to  drive 
it  out  after  it  gets  in.

FIFTY-FOUR  TRADE  DISPUTES. 

Robert  Glockling,  secretary  of  the 
Bureau  of  Labor,  has  issued  his  fifth 
report.  It  shows  that  in  1904  there 
were  54  trade  disputes,  resulting  in 
strikes  in  Ontario,  involving  171 
establishments  and  8,945  persons.  An 
aggregate  of  878  days  was  covered 
by  the  strikes,  the  average  duration 
of  each  dispute  being  14.41  days,  or 
10.18  days  per  person,  compared  with 
82  disputes,  involving  429  establish- 
ments, 10,562  persons,  aggregating 
994  days,  an  average  of  12.12  days  to 
each  dispute,  and  10.62  days  per  per- 
son in  1903. 

The  establishments  reporting  to 
the  Bureau  were  174,  employing 
11.503  persons.  The  gross  value  of 
their  aggregate  product  was  $25,- 
714,296;  the  amount  paid  in  wages 
$4,400,626,  an  annual  average  earning 
of  $382.56  per  person.  The  percent- 
age labor  cost  of  production  was 
17.15,  as  against  21.69  in  1901,  and  25 
in  1903. 

The  report  also  contains  a  mass 
of  information  concerning  the  ad- 
vantages of  nearly  every  place  in  the 
Province  for  purposes  of  manufac- 
ture.

MACHINERY  EXEMPTION. 

The  new  general  tax  on  manufac- 
turers' machinery  will  not  be  col- 
lected this  year  by  the  city  of  To- 
ronto, the  manufacturers  being  called 
upon  only  to  pay  school  taxes  on 
their  equipment.  The  Board  of  Con- 
trol has  instructed  the  tax  collectors 
that  the  manufacturers  are  to  be  ex- 
empted from  the  tax  for  this  year. 
The  loss  to  the  city  will  be  $26,000. 
The  board's  action  was  taken  in  con- 
sequence of  representations  made  by 
Mr.  R.  A.  Donald,  the  chairman  of 
the  Toronto  branch  of  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers'  Association,  who  was 
supported  by  a  large  delegation  of 
members. 


GOVERNMENT  CONSIDER  PRO- 
VINCIAL TELEPHONES. 

Minister  of  Public  Works  Enquires 
into  Systems  in  Vogue  in 
the  East. 

The  Hon.  Robert  Rogers,  Minister 
of  Public  Works,  returned  to  Winni- 
peg on  June  15th  from  Toronto, 
where  he  had  been  for  a  week. 

The  Minister  was  called  on  by  a 
reporter  for  the  Winnipeg  Telegram, 
who  asked  him  how  he  had  found 
matters  in  the  East,  with  special 
reference  to  the  telephone  systems 
operated  there. 

"I  went  east,"  said  Mr.  Rogers,  "to 
investigate  more  especially  the  sys- 
tem of  telephones  in  use  there.  I 
made  a  hurried  trip  to  see  what 
could  be  done  by  the  Government  in 
applying  the  same  to  the  needs  of 
the  Province.  I  was  very  favorably 
impressed  with  the  telephone  systems 
I  saw,  more  especially  the  Stark 
system." 

"Has  any  policy  been  decided  on 
by  the  Government?"  asked  the  re- 
porter. 

"Nothing  has  yet  been  decided  on," 
was  the  reply.

WANT  EXPERIMENTAL 
STATION. 

Niagara  fruit-growers  are  still  de- 
sirous of  having  an  experimental 
horticultural  station  in  the  peninsula. 
A  deputation  a  few  days  ago  waited 
on  Hon.  Nelson  Monteith,  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  who  conducted  them 
to  Premier  Whitney.  They  explained 
to  the  Premier  the  need  of  such  a 
bureau,  and  asked  the  aid  of  the 
Province.  The  deputation,  which 
was  introduced  by  Dr.  Jessop,  M.P.P. 
(Lincoln),  consisted  of  M.  Pettit, 
A.  H.  Pettit,  Mr.  Hosenburger,  presi-

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CHINA  IS  RETALIATING. 

In  retaliation  for  the  Chinese  ex- 
clusion l^w,  adopted  by  the  United 
States,  the  Chinese  guilds  are  boy- 
cotting American  goods  in  China,  and 
American  manufacturers  who  have  been 
doing  a  large  trade  with  the  Flowery 
Kingdom  have  gloomy  forebodings  in 
reference  to  future  trade  with  people 
of  that  Empire.  Chinese  merchants  are 
refusing  to  purchase  goods  made  in 
the  United  States,  and  native  news- 
papers are  refusing  to  advertise  them. 
President  Roosevelt,  who  is  developing 
some  good  diplomatic  proclivities,  may 
succeed  in  pouring  oil  on  the  troubled 
waters  by  securing  a  modification  of  the 
present  rather  fanatical  United  States 
law,  which  excludes  the  natives  of  China 
from  that  land  of  boasted  freedom. 
In  the  meantime,  Canadian,  British  and 
German  goods  are  finding  good  mar- 
kets in  the  East.  Enterprising  and  un- 
scrupulous Americans,  whose  fertility 
of  invention  and  evasion  is  proverbial 
will  next  try  to  obtain  entry  under  the 
guise  of  trade-marks,  labels  and  ship- 
ping bills  of  more  favored  countries, 
as  they  are  now  doing  to  meet  the  pre- 
ference for  certain  Canadian  goods  in 
England.

CUBAN  TOBACCO  CROP  FOR 
1904. 

El  Tabaco,  of  Cuba,  has  compiled  the 
following  figures  of  the  Cuban  tobacco 
crop.  The  calculation  was  made  on  all 
tobacco  marketed  from  April  ist,  1904, 
to  April  1st,  1905,  which  the  trade  re- 
gards as  the  true  tobacco  year,  instead 
of  the  calendar  year  on  which  the  Gov- 
ernment  bases   its  compilations. 

The  1904  crop  consisted  of  428,108 
bales,  classified  as  follows :  Vuelta 
Abajo,  250,404;  Semi-Vuelta,  22,995; 
PartidoSj  60,420;  Matanzas  241;  Reme- 
dios  88,262;  Puerto  Principe,  748,  and 
Santiago  de  Cuba,  5,038.  The  total 
428,108  bales,  is  larger  than  the  1903 
crop  by  75,360  bales,  and  larger  than 
the  calendar  year  amount  by  12,217 
bales.

CROPS   IN  JAPAN. 

Mr.  Alexander  Maclean,  Canadian 
commercial  agent  in  Japan,  writing 
to  the  Trade  and  Commerce  Depart- 
ment at  Ottawa,  states  that  there  is 
•  an  abundant  rice  crop  there  this  year. 
The  value  of  the  crop  in  1904  was 
estimated  at  $275,150,000.  Wheat  and 
barley  also  did  well,  and  large  crops 
are  reported.  The  cotton  spinning 
industry,  which  is  yet  in  its  infancy 
in  Japan,  is  prospering  well,  and  is 
giving  employment  to  thousands  of 
men  and  women.

CANADIANS  IN  MEXICO. 

An  Associated  Press  despatch  from 
Mexico  City  says:  The  Mexican  Light 
and  Power  Company,  a  Canadian 
concern,  operating  here,  has  pur- 
chased all  the  light  and  power  plants 
in  this  city.  This  is  believed  to  be 
the  biggest  individual  deal  in  the 
commercial  history  of  Mexico.  The 
amount  paid  the  Mexican  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  is  $5,000,000,  and  to 
the  Ildefonso  Company  $4,000,000  in 
stock  and  $2,000,000  in  bonds  are 
given  for  its  property,  the  total  figur- 
ing $11,000,000. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Mexi- 
can Light  and  Power  Company  when 
work  is  completed  will  be  $40,000,000.

POURED  GOLD  DOWN  CHUTES. 

In  Chicago  a  few  days  ago,  more 
than  $50,000,000,  of  which  $45,000,000 
was  in  gold  coin,  was  moved  through 
the  streets.  It  was  moving  day  for  the 
sub-treasury,  which  was  going  to  its 
new  quarters  in  the  government  build- 
ing after  an  eight  years'  sojourn  at  the 
Rand-McNally  structure.  The  work  was 
done  so  unobstrusively  that  few  of  the 
pedestrians  who  passed  the  treasure 
wagons  realized  what  was  in  them. 

The  vehicles  were  accompanied  by  a 
banc:  of  city  detectives,  government 
secret  service  men,  uniformed  police- 
men and  the  special  agents  of  the  United 
States  Express  Co.  The  wagons  were 
loaded  from  a  galvanized  iron  chute  at 
the  Rand-McNally  building.  The  bags 
of  coin,  each  containing  $20,000,  were 
turned  over  to  the  money  clerk  for  the 
Express  Company,  by  the  employees  of 
the  government.  From  that  instant  the 
company  was  sponsor  for  the  gold. 

The  clerk,  with  his  assistants,  released 
the  bags  at  the  second  story  window. 
They  slid  down  the  chute  to  the  wagon. 
There  a  clerk  checked  off  the  bags. 
His  account  had  to  correspond  with  that 
of  the  man  at  the  window.  The  first 
wagon  carried  $1,380,000. 

The  money  transferred  was,  to  be 
exact,  $51,436,601.  Of  this  $45,500,000 
was  in  gold  coin,  $3,300,000  was  in  silver 
dollars,  and  $500,000  was  in  fractional 
currency.  The  remainder  was  bank 
notes  and  treasury  certificates  and  small 
denominations. 

The  total  weight  of  the  coin  moved 
was  more  than  198  tons.  A  bag  of 
gold,  as  it  was  delivered  to  the  Express 
Company  agents,  was  valued  at  $20,000. 
Each,  however,  contained  four  smaller 
bags.  In  each  one  of  these  was  $5,000. 
The  smaller  bag  easily  could  be  carried 
in  a  man's  coat  pocket. 

Five  thousand  dollars  in  gold  weighs 
approximately  iSyi  lbs.  The  paper 
money  was  packed  in  bundles  one  foot 
square.  Each  of  these  weighed  less 
than  four  pounds  and  contained  4,000 
United  States  bank  notes.  A  bundle  of 
$1  certificates  was  worth  $4,000.  As 
the  wagons  were  loaded  the  detail  of 
police  and  detectives  stood  close  around. 


FLEECED  BY  BOGUS  CHEQUES. 

That  the  merchants  in  the  vicinity  of 
Van  Buren,  Ind.,  have  been  fleeced  out  of 
$100,000  by  bogus  cheques  on  the  Stan- 
dard Oil  May  pay-roll  has  developed 
on  the  arrival  there  of  assistant  treas- 
urer, F.  S.  Davis,  from  New  York, 
to  investigate. 

The  forged  cheques  range  in  face 
value  from  $80  to  $1,000,  and  are  dupli- 
cate numbers  of  the  genuine  Standard 
cheques,  through  which  fact  the  frauds 
were  discovered. 

The  forgeries  passed  the  banks  and 
were  not  discovered  until  checking  up 
began  at  the  company's  office.  The 
signature  of  F.  S.  Blake,  treasurer  of 
the  company,  is  so  well  imitated  that 
it  deceived  bankers  familiar  with  it. 

It  is  said  that  bogus  cheques  are  be- 
ing received  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Kentucky  oil  fields, 
in  each  of  which  investigations  are  be- 
ing made.

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OIL  STORAGE. 

Much  attention  has  been  given 
the  question  of  safe  oil  and  gaso- 
line storage  of  late,  the  rissult  of 
a  serious  loss  of  life  in  the  North- 
West. 

A  merchant  was  obliged  to  go 
down  in  the  basement  soon  after 
dusk,  to  get  a  can  of  oil,  and  in 
some  way  upset  his  lantern.  The 
flames  caught  up  a  small  stream 
of  oil  that  had  leaked  out  of  an 
old  tank,  and  before  the  merchant 
could  extinguish  the  flames  his 
clothes  were  ablaze  and  the  tank 
ignited.  In  the  catastrophe  which 
followed,  the  unfortunate  man 
was  burned  to  death,  and  his 
store  destroyed. 

Only  a  few  days  previous,  a 
representative  of  a  tank  manu- 
facturing firm  called  upon  this 
merchant  and  endeavored  to  con- 
vince him  of  the  disadvantages  of 
his  method  of  handling  oil,  and 
the  advantages  which  a  good  sub- 
stantial self-measuring  oil  outfit 
would  oflfer.  His  reason  for  not 
buying  was  that  there  was  not 
much  profit  in  oil,  and  he  did  not 
feel  he  could  afiford  a  new  tank. 
Upon  a  return  visit,  shortly  after 
the  fire,  this  salesman  had  little 
trouble  in  placing  his  outfits  in 
the  stores  of  the  other  merchants 
in  the  town  referred  to.

CANE  SUGAR  OUT  OF 
BEET. 

Th§  Paris  correspondent  of 
"Commercial  Intelligence"  gives 
an  account  of  a  process,  just 
patented  in  France,  for  making 
"cane  sugar"  out  of  beet  sugar. 
It  is  explained  that  although 
chemically  pure  sugar  has  always 
the  same  taste,  whether  made 
from  beet-root  or  sugar-cane,  the 
accessory  products  of  the  root 
and  the  canes  have  a  different 
flavor,  and  cane  sugar  owes  to 
its  distinguishing  quality  its  high- 
er price  in  the  market.  The  new 
process  consists  in  "giving  beet- 
root sugar  the  essential  character- 
istics of  cane  sugar  by  replacing 
wholly  or  in  part  what  is  scien- 
tifically known  as  the  "eau  mere," 
the  small  globules  of  water  which 
adhere  to  the  particles  of  sugar 
when  crystallized — by  a  specially 
prepared   syrup,  which,  in  addi- 


tion to  saccharine  contains  other 
substances  known  over  here  as 
dextrose,  etc.  It  is  afiflrmed  that 
the  products  so  produced  are  in 
all  respects  equal  to  those  of  the 
veritable  products  of  the  cane." 
The  addition  of  saccharine  to  the 
beet  sugar  seems  to  be  a  practical 
admission  that  in  sweetness  as 
well  as  in  other  characteristics 
beet  sugar  is  inferior  to  cane 
sugar.  What  the  cost  of  this 
"doctoring"  process  is — a  very 
important  question  if  we  assume 
it  to  be  efficacious — is  not  stated.

CONDEMN  CATTLE  EM- 
BARGO. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Agricultural 
Committee  on  June  20th,  in  Ot- 
tawa, the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  : — 

"  That  in  the  opinion  of  this 
committee  the  embargo  on  Can- 
adian cattle  entering  the  United 
Kingdom  is  most  unfair  and  un- 
just, and  it  is  a  publication  to  the 
world  at  large  that  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  considers  it  unsafe  to 
permit  Canadian  cattle  to  come 
into  contact  with  the  herds  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  whereas  it  is  a 
well-known  fact  that  in  no  coun- 
try other  than  Canada  can  herds 
be  found  so  free  from  disease. 

"That  the  scheduling  of  Can- 
ada by  the  Imperial  Government 
is  considered  from  a  financial 
point  of  view  as  a  serious  loss  to 
the  Canadian  cattle  trade,  the 
farmers  and  the  stock-raisers  of 
the  Dominion. 

"That  action  of  the  Imperial 
Government  is  not  justified  by  the 
facts  of  the  case,  it  having  been 
clearly  proved  that  the  disease  of 
pleuro-pneumonia  has  never  ex- 
isted in  Canadian  herds. 

"That  in  view  of  such  condi- 
tions the  removal  of  Canada  from 
the  schedule  would  be  but  an  act 
of  justice,  and  should  be  strenu- 
ously pressed. 

"That  as  the  Dominion  is  a 
stock-raising  country,  and  capable 
of  producing  a  large  and  constant 
supply  of  beef  cattle,  it  is  con- 
sidered important  to  the  Empire 
that  no  obstructions  nor  diffi- 
culties should  be  placed  in  the 
way  of  Canadian  cattle  breeders 
which  would  tend  to  decrease  the 
food  supply  within  the  Empire." 


U.S.  FLOUR  ON  THE  WANE. 

It  is  significant  that  during  the 
past  eight  months  the  output  of 
flour  in  the  United  States  has 
fallen  very  far  short  of  the  mills' 
capacity,  especially  at  Duluth  and 
Minneapolis,  these  important 
centres  having  made  i^^  million 
barrels  less  than  in  the  corres- 
ponding previous  period. 

American  millers  are  pushing 
each  other  hard  in  the  matter  of 
price  in  the  home  markets  also, 
and  it  will  take  them  a  long  time 
to  get  into  line  themselves,  and  a 
longer  time  to  get  into  touch  with 
users  on  the  European  side  of  the 
Atlantic.  American  wheat  will 
come  almost  as  a  surprise  after 
the  next  harvest,  but  unless  it 
comes  cheap  it  will  come  in  vain. 
British  and  Irish  millers  are  now 
able  to  do  without  it  entirely,  and 
never  again  will  it  be  a  power  in 
the  land.  It  will  come,  of  course, 
unless  our  cousins  mill  the  whole 
harvest,  and  in  that  case  they  will 
have  to  take  unprofitable  prices. 
Presumably,  if  English  millers 
have  the  least  sense  of  the  fitness 
of  things,  the  next  dumping 
period  should  be  the  last  as  far  as 
flour  from  the  United  States  is 
concerned. — The  Miller.

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COMMERCI^AL  SUMMARY, 

A  site  has  been  secured  and  a 
company  organized  with  a  capital 
of  $100,000  for  a  large  flour  mill 
to  be  erected  at  Edmonton.  The 
mill  is  to  have  a  capacity  of  250 
barrels  per  day,  and  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  complete  it  in 
time  to  handle  a  portion  of  this 
year's  crop. 

Mr.  Geo.  Brown,  Montreal, 
sold  this  month  seven  carloads  of 
Essex  County  leaf  tobacco  to  a 
large  manufacturer  in  that  city. 
This  is  the  largest  and  practically 
the  first  shipment  of  any  account 
that  has  been  made  to  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  and  shows  that 
the  native-grown  Quebec  leaf  is 
meeting  with  a  strong  competitor 
in  the  Western  Ontario  product. 
Prices  realized  for  the  leaf  were 
9,  12  and  15c.  delivered  in  Mont- 
real. 

The  Rolla  L.  Crain  Co.,  Limit- 
ed, Ottawa,  manufacturers  of 
loose-leaf  systems,  have  been 
granted  supplementary  letters 
patent  increasing  their  capital 
stock  to  $100,000.  The  firm  have 
found  this  move  absolutely  neces- 
sary, owing  to  the  increasing  de- 
mand for  their  goods.  They  have, 
during  the  past  year,  more  than 
doubled  their  capacity,  and  now 
stand  out  in  the  forefront  of  man- 
ufacturers in  Canada. 

The  Canadian  Coal  &  Ore  Dock 
Co.  will  build  a  combined  coal 
and  ore  dock  at  Port  Arthur,  Ont. 
The  first  section,  to  be  3,000  by 
600  feet,  will  be  completed  this 
year.  It  is  proposed  to  dredge 
a  channel,  about  200  feet  wide 
and  3,000  feet  in  length,  from  the 
harbor,  which  will  cross  the  end 
of  the  dock,  and  to  divert  into  it 
the  waters  of  the  creek  and  river. 
The  dock  will  be  open  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  all  coal  dealers  will  be 
permitted  to  use  it,  a  fixed  tariff 
being  arranged  for  handling  and 
storage.  The  Barnett  &  Record 
Co.,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  are  the 
contractors. 

Mining  operations  in  the 
County  of  Hastings  are  at 
present  very  active.  The  Craig 
Gold  Mine,  near  Bannockburn,  is 
doing  well.  Some  fifty  men  are 
employed  there.  The  Star  of  1;he 
East  Mine,  near  Cloyne,  is  being 
developed  with  good  results.  The 
main  shaft  is  sunk  180  feet  into 


the  rock,  and  there  are  three 
drifts  from  this  shaft.  At  present 
a  ten-stamp  mill  is  in  operation, 
which  is  continually  kept  busy. 
The  Golden  Fleece  Mine,  situated 
near  Flinton,  has  recently  been 
secured  by  a  Mr.  Cowan,  who  is 
developing  it,  and  claims  that  it 
is  rich  in  mineral  deposits,  but 
the  working  conditions  are  not  so 
economical  as  upon  other  pro- 
perties.

APPLES  IN  ENGLAND. 

In  his  weekly  report  of  June 
19th,  Mr.  J.  B.  Jackson,  Com- 
mercial Agent  in  Leeds,  England, 
writes  as  follows  in  reference  to 
apples  in  England  : — "Australia 
and  Tasmania  apples  are  arriving 
in  large  quantities.  These  apples 
are  shipped  in  a  nice  sized  box 
holding  about  40  pounds  of  fruit, 
and  are  bringing  wholesale  to-day 
from  $3  to  $4.15  per  box.  The 
packing  and  grading  is  excellent, 
each  apple  is  rolled  in  tissue  pa- 
per, and  all  interstices  in  the  box 
filled  therewith. 

"I  have  seen  no  apples  import- 
ed into  England  that  can  in  any 
way  approach  these  apples,  either 
as  to  packing  or  appearance.  They 
come  out  of  the  box  without  the 
least  sign  of  bruise  or  discolora-' 
tion,  and  in  as  perfect  condition 
as  when  picked  from  the  tree. 
The  best  varieties  sent  are  very 
fine  in  flavor,  but  do  not  excel 
the  best  Canadians  as  we  find 
them  in  the  orchards  in  Canada. 

"The  boxes  are  well  stencilled 
'Australian'  or  'Tasnianian,'  to- 
gether with  the  initials  of  the 
grower,  and  the  place  where 
grown.  Within  the  box  quite  a 
neat  showy  card  the  full  size  of 
the  box  is  found,  printed  in  colors, 
stating  where  grown,  the  variety, 
and  a  guarantee  that  they  have 
been  packed  and  graded  accord- 
ing to  Government  regulations, 
together  with  the  address  of  the 
grower  and  shipper.  In  every  re- 
spect well  packed,  neat  and  at- 
tractive packages. 

"These  apples  sell  readily  retail 
from  8  to  12  cents  per  pound.  For 
the  finest  '  Canadian  dessert 
apples'  packed  in  boxes  in  this 
attractive  form,  there  should  be  a 
ready  sale  at  prices  almost  double 
what  the  same  apples  would  bring 
in  barrels."

FRAUDULENT  BRANDS. 

The  matter  of  preventing  the 
use  of  fraudulent  labels  on  canned 
salmon  sent  from  British  Colum- 
bia to  Australia,  which  was  dis- 
cussed at  the  Vancouver  Board  of 
Trade,  June  6th,  is  one  deserving 
attention.  It  appears  that  Skeena 
River  salmon  holds  a  high  posi- 
tion in  the  Australian  market.  As 
a  result,  fish  from  other  rivers  in 
Northern  British  Columbia — of 
inferior  quality — is  being  shipped 
to  Australia  labelled  as  Skeena 
River  salmon ;  this,  of  course,  in- 
juring the  reputation  of  the  real 
article  and  damaging  the  British 
Columbia  genuine  product  in  the 
market. 

The  salmon  industry  is  one  of 
the  most  important  in  the  Pacific 
province.  The  permanent  inter- 
est of  the  fishery  requires  that 
every  effort  be  made  to  prevent 
unfair  and  dishonest  competition 
such  as  that  referred  to  above, 
since  the  retention  of  foreign 
markets  is  essential  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  industry.

MUST  PAY  FOR  THEIR  STOCK. 

In  the  Non-jury  Hi^h  Court  at  St. 
Catharines  on  June  6th,  Mr.  Justice 
Meredith  gave  a  verdict  to  J.  M. 
Ross,  Sons  &  Company,  Limited,  of 
that  city,  against  V.  Winkler  and  Dr. 
McConnell,  both  of  Morden,  Man. 
The  company  carry  on   business  at 


St.  Catharines,  manufacturing  thresh- 
ing machines,  having  lately  moved 
their  works  there  from  Brampton. 
McConnell  and  Winkler  in  June  last 
year  each  subscribed  for  five  thou- 
sand dollars'  worth  of  stock  in  the 
company,  they  to  pay  down  25  per 
cent,  of  the  price.  Immediately,  how- 
ever, they  sought  to  cancel  the  agree- 
ment, alleging  that  the  affairs  of  the 
company  had  been  misrepresented  to 
them.  The  company  started  suit  to 
recover  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
price  of  the  five  hundred  shares, 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
Judge  Meredith  held  that  there  had 
been  no  misrepresentation  on  the 
company's  part,  and  gave  the  plain- 
tiffs the  verdict  with  costs.

THE  POPE  RECOGNIZES  THE 
NEED  OF  AN  OFFICIAL 
ORGAN. 

The  Pope  is  to  become  the  publisher 
of  a  newspaper.  The  publication  will 
take  the  form  of  a  weekly  gazette,  and 
will  be  issued  in  September.  It  will 
be  printed  by  the  Vatican  press,  and  is 
to  be  the  sole  official  organ  of  the  Holy 
See. 

The  object  is  to  prevent  the  spread- 
ing of  inaccurate  reports,  and  to  avoid 
the  now  common  occurrence  whereby 
private  and  imprudent  expressions  of 
opinion  by  various  clerical  and  semi- 
clerical  journals  compromise  the  Holy 
See. 

The  head  of  the  Roman  Catholic^ 
Church  evidently  sees  the  necessity  of 
having  an  official  organ,  a  necessity 
which  has  been  realized  as  absolutely 
necessary  by  every  commercial  body  and 
organization  in  the  world.  Retail 
merchants,  you  have  an  official  organ; 
support  it  by  your  influence.

I  would  try  to  make  every  customer 
remember  me  personally,  so  that  when 
they  called  again  or  sent  friends  they 
would  ask  for  me. 


I  would  not  drink  nor  smoke  cigar- 
ettes during  business  hours. 

I  would  not  antagonize  a  customer  by 
making  too  positive  statements  when  it 
appeared  that  my  customer  was  pretty 
well  set  in  his  opinion  and  seemed  to 
believe  that  I  was  wrong.

PURE  PRESERVED  FRUITS. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Journal 
attention  was  directed  to  the  new  in- 
dustry established  at  Winona,  Ont., 
by  Mr.  E.  D.  Smith,  who  is  well  and 
favorably  known  to  the  fruit  dealers 
of  Canada.  As  stated  in  the  issue 
referred  to,  Mr.  Smith  erected  last 
season  a  large  building  and  installed 
a  modern  plant  for  the  manufacture 
of  absolutely  pure  jams  and  jellies. 
In  this  respect  Mr.  Smith  is  branch- 
ing out  in  a  new  line,  but  his  ex- 
perience as  a  fruit  grower  and  dealer, 
his  connection  with  the  fruit  trade  of 
the  country,  and  his  wide  knowledge 
of  the  demands  of  consumers  places 
him  in  a  position  to  competently  fill 
a  place  that  has  hitherto  been  left 
vacant. 

Millions  of  pounds  of  jams  and 
jellies  are  being  imported  into  Canada 
every  year  from  England  and  Scot- 
land, besides  the  millions  of  pounds 
produced  in  Canada.  The  complaint 
of  the  consumers,  however,  has  been 
that  the  Canadian-made  article  is 
adulterated  to  a  very  large  extent,  a 
contention  that  is  borne  out  by  the 
report  made  last  year  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Farlane,  the  Government  analyst, 
who  examined  seventy-four  samples 
of  jams  and  jellies,  taken  at  random 
from  retail  stores  throughout  the 
country,  and  out  of  the  seventy-four 
found  sixty  that  were  adulterated, 
and  none  of  the  Canadian-made  jams 
pure. 

It  was  this  state  of  affairs  that 
prompted  Mr.  Smith  to  launch  out 
into  the  manufacture  of  jams  and 
jellies  in  which  he  guarantees  abso- 
lute purity,  and  which  he  sells  at  a 
price  midway  between  the  price  of 
the  compound  Canadian-made  article 
and  the  genuine  imported  goods.  To 
ensure  purity  and  best  quality  he  has 
employed  an  English  jam  maker  of 
long  experience,  under  whose  super- 
vision the  product  of  the  factory  is 
turned  out. 

Since  inaugurating  the  industry 
many  tons  of  jams  and  jellies  have 
been  sold,  and  consumers  have  ex- 
pressed unqualified  satisfaction.  Many 
letters  from  retail  merchants  and 
consumers  say  it  is  the  first  good 
Canadian-made  jam  and  jelly  that 
thev  have  had,  and  all  agree  that  Mr. 
Smith's  product  is  fully  equal  to  any 
imported  goods  of  the  kind.  In  price 
these  goods  are  much  lower  than  the 
imported  article,  and  only  slightly 
higher  than  the  adulterated  jams  and 
jellies  that  are  on  the  market  every- 
where.

T  H  E, 
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Dominion  Parliament  has  passed  Anti=Trading  Stamp  Bill. 


Another  victory  has  been 
secured  by  The  Retail  Merchants' 
Association  of  Canada,  and 
through  the  strenuous  efforts  of 
the  Dominion  Committee,  the 
House  of  Commons  at  Ottawa 
has  passed  a  bill  to  abolish  the 
use  of  trading  stamps  in  Canada. 

The  Dominion  Secretary,  Mr. 
E.  M.  Trowern,  spent  nearly 
three  weeks  at  Ottawa,  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  bill,  receiving  able 
assistance  from  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Local  Association.  In 
the  House  the  measure  was  well 
supported  by  the  Premier,  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier,  H.  Gervais,  M.P., 
for  St.  James'  Division  of  Mont- 
real; E.  Gus  Porter,  M.P.,  for 
West  Hastings,  and  A.  E.  Kemp, 
M.P.,  for  East  Toronto.  The  bill 
was  promoted  by  Mr.  Gervais, 
and  received  considerable  opposi- 
tion through  representatives  of 
the  trading  stamp  companies, 
who  put  up  such  a  strenuous,  but 
vain,  fight  against  provincial 
legislation  on  the  same  subject. 

Mr.  Gervais  gave  a  sunnnary  of 
the  arguments  of  the  retail  mer- 
chants who  are  demanding  the 
measure.  All  the  commercial  in- 
terests of  Canada,  he  said,  had 
asked  for  the  law-  He  described 
the  trading  stamp  practice  a  busi- 
ness nuisance  and  an  arrange- 
ment in  restraint  of  trade.  To 
show  the  unanimity  and  volume 
of  the  support  which  he  had  he 
read  a  list  of  resolutions  passed 
by  a  great  many  Boards  of  Trade 
in  all  parts  of  the  Dominion- 
All  this  he  argued  went  to 
prove  that  the  trading  stamp  was 
a  nuisance   and   a    restraint  of 


trade.  Those  opposing  the  bill 
he  said  were  but  a  handful,  three 
or  four  men  who  were  reaping  a 
golden  harvest  out  of  an  immoral 
enterprise.  A  trading  stamp  was 
defined  by  Mr.  Gervais  as  a  kind 
of  paper  money,  which  may  be 
issued  by  anyone,  even  by  a 
schemer  without  capital,  under 
circumstances  to  result  in  a  con- 
spiracy in  restraint  of  trade,  in 
a    demoralization    of    the  mer-

chant's  customers,  and  in  a  con- 
tinuous violation  of  the  accepted 
principles  of  sound  currency.  On- 
tario and  Quebec,  as  well  as 
Rhode  Island,  Alabama,  Massa- 
chusetts, Vermont,  and  New 
York  had  legislated  against  trad- 
ing stamps.  Their  legislation, 
however,  had  been  declared  ultra 


vires.  It  was  necessary  that 
Parliament  should  act. 

Mr.  Gervais  condemned  the 
methods  of  trading  stamp  con- 
cerns, which  made  exclusive  con- 
tracts with  certain  dealers  in  each 
line  of  trade  for  the  use  of  their 
stamps,  and  then  sent  canvassers 
to  persuade  people  living  in  the 
neighborhood  not  to  deal  with  the 
stores  which  did  not  give  stamps. 

The  effect  was  demoralizing  all 
round.  The  use  of  the  stamps 
took  from  the  merchant  the  legiti- 
mate profit  of  his  business  and 
created  a  belief  among  the  poor 
people  that  they  could  get  some- 
thing for  nothing.  Next  Mr. 
Gervais  dealt  with  the  trading 
stamp  in  its  character  as  an 
irregular  currency,  which  may  be 
issued  by  men  without  capital 
and  without  responsibility.  He 
dealt  with  the  contention  that  the 
bill  would  be  in  restraint  of  com- 
mercial liberty,  and  argued  that 
there  was  precedent  for  it  in  the 
codes  of  the  various  states  in  the 
United  States,  and  that  its  efifect 
in  operation  would  really  be  to 
free  merchants  from  a  dangerous 
and  restrictive  monopoly. 

^Ir.  Gervais  was  heartily  ap- 
plauded when  he  concluded. 

Mr.  Foster  suggested  that  the 
Minister  of  Justice  should  ex- 
plain what  the  bill  would  do,  and 
was  told  by  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  that 
it  would  give  effect  to  Mr. 
Gervais'  speech.  In  the  discus- 
sion that  followed  reference  was 
made  to  the  practice  of  manufac- 
turers and  merchants  in  giving 
premiums  to  purchasers  of  their 
goods,  which  it  was  not  con- 
sidered well  to  prohibit.  A  verbal

leader  of  the  Opposition  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  trad- 
ing stamp  people  would  devise 
some  scheme  to  evade  the 
present  legislation.  Mr.  Borden 
thought  that  either  the  present 
bill  went  too  far,  or  else  it  did 
not  go  far  enough  to  accomplish 
the  object  the  Government  had  in 
view,  because  it  still  left  it  pos- 
sible for  stamps  to  be  redeemed 
by  the  person  who  issued  them. 
The  Premier  answered  that  if  the 
trading  stamp  people  •  invented 
any  new  way  of  duping  the  pub- 
lic it  would  then  be  time  for 
Parliament  to  make  whatever 
further  improvements  in  the 
present  bill  circumstances  showed 
to  be  necessary. 

In.  order  that  those  who  are 
collecting  trading  stamps  may  not 
be  refused  an  opportunity  to  have 
them  redeemed  a  clause  has  been 
placed  in  the  bill  bringing  it  into 
force  on  the  first  of  November. 

On  July  i8th,  the  bill  came  be- 
fore the  Senate,  where  it  met  with 
determined  opposition,  and  was 
subject  to  a  lengthy  discussion. 
Several  members  objected  to  such 
an  important  bill  going  through 
in  the  dying  hours  of  the  session, 
and  the  debate  was  adjourned. 

The  following  day  it  was  re- 
sumed, and  all  day  the  opponents 
of  the  bill  were  active,  using  all 


the  methods  they  were  possessed 
of  to  kill  the  measure.  In  fact 
they  rather  over-did  their  work. 
Friends  of  the  bill,  however,  were 
on  the  alert,  their  forces  were 
well  organized,  and  the  support 
accorded  by  both  sides  of  the 
House  of  Commons  exerted  an 
influence  that  could  not  be  over- 
come. 

Senator  Landry  was  the  cham- 
pion of  the  trading  stamp  advo- 
cates. He  spoke  for  six  hours, 
and  was  evidently  prepared  to 
continue  for  a  longer  period,  had 
he  not  become  convinced  that  his 
effort  was  hopeless. 

During  the  dinner  recess  the 
supporters  of  the  Government 
were  given  the  tip  to  prepare  for 
an  all-night  sitting.     They  were

told  off  in  relays,  with  the  result 
that  the  trading  stamp  men 
realized  that  the  game  was  up. 
Col.  Landry  is  a  strong  and  vigor- 
ous man  physically,  but  there  is 
a  limit  to  human  endurance,  and 
the  men  for  whom  he  was  fight- 
ing knew  that  he  must  cave  in 
sooner  or  later.  Accordingly  they 
started  out  to  make  the  best 
terms  possible. 

Representatives  of  the  trading 
stamp  concerns  conferred  with 
Mr.  Gervais,  M.P-,  who  had  been 
unremitting  in.  his  efforts  on  be- 
half of  the  business  people  who  de- 
sired the  passage  of  the  bill.  The 
companies  were  anxious  to  reach 
a  settlement,  and  they  wanted  to 
make  the  best  bargain  possible. 
Under  the  bill  as  it  came  from 


the  Commons  the  stamp  business 
was  to  terminate  on  November 
1st.  The  companies  thought, 
however,  that  immediately  the 
bill  was  passed  they  would  have 
to  entirely  cease  the  issue  of 
stamps.  The  compromise  reached 
provides  that  the  companies  may 
continue  in  active  operation,  both 
issuing  and  redeeming,  until 
November  ist,  and  then  the 
stamp  business  terminates  entire- 
ly in  Canada.  With  this  under- 
standing the  measure  was 
adopted. 

The  Dominion  Committee  of 
our  Association,  who  worked  so 
indefatigably  to  secure  the 
passage  of  this  bill  merit  the  con- 
gratulations of  the  retail  trade 
throughout  the  country,  to  who'm 
the  trading  stamp  evil  had  be- 
come a  serious  detriment  to 
legitimate  busuiess. 

Published  herewith  are  por- 
traits of  the  Premier  and  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  who  ably 
assisted  in  the  passage  of  the 
measure. 

As  "  The  Journal "  goes  to 
press  just  after  the  news  was  re- 
ceived from  Ottawa,  further 
particulars  can  not  be  given  in 
this  issue,  but  next  month  the 
Dominion  Secretary,  who  spent 
nearly  three  weeks  at  Ottawa  in

OTTAWA  GROCERS  WELL 
UNITED. 

A  report  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Ottawa  Grocers'  Section  of  our 
Association  is  taken  from  the 
Ottawa  Citizen  of  July  12th,  and 
given  below.  It  is  published  in 
full  as  it  appeared  in  the  Citizen, 
and  will  show  Branch  Associa- 
tions in  other  localities  that  the 
Ottawa  members  are  workers. 

The  Citizen  says:  "The  mem- 
oer.<;  of  the  Retail  Grocers'  As- 
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jQciation  are  working  hard  for 
their  picnic  at  Carleton  Place  on 
August  7th. 

The  Association  was  fortunate 
in  having  at  the  meeting  Mr.  E. 
M.  Trowern,  of  Toronto,  Do- 
minion Secretary  of  the  Retail 
Merchants'  Association ;  Mr. 
Beaudry,  Secretary  of  the  Feder- 
ated Retail  Merchants  of  Mont- 
real, and  James  Eadie,  Eastern 
Organizer  of  the  Association. 

Those  gentlemen  are  here  look- 
ing after  the  welfare  of  the  bill 
which  is  being  brought  up  in  the 
House  of  Commons  to  suppress 
trading  stamps  and  other  coupons. 
Mr.  Trowern  said  he  hoped  and 
believed  the  bill  would  be  carried 
on  Wednesday  or  Thursday.  The 
jbill  was  just  as  they  wanted  it 
[and  that,  he  continued,  was  of  no 
Ismail  importance.  If  it  is  carried 
jail  premiums  will  particularly 
|have  to  be  dispensed  with.  He 
was  glad  that  in  the  work  Quebec 
had  united  hand  in  hand  with 
Ontario,  and  that  accounts  for  its 
success.  The  only  way,  he  said, 
that  merchants  can  protect  them- 
selves against  the  wholesale 
houses  will  be  by  standing  united. 
He  quoted  different  incidents 
where  union  had  protected  the  re- 
tailer. 

Mr.  Beaudry  expressed  his  de- 
light at  being  present  and  assured 
his  listeners  that  Quebec  would 
always  remain  firm  in  the  union 
with  Ontario.  He  invited  as 
many  Ottawa  grocers  as  possible 
to  go  to  Cornwall  on  July  19th, 
when  the  Montreal  Association 
holds  its  picnic.  He  spoke  of  the 
struggle  which  had  been  going  on 
between  the  wholesale  and  retail 
people  of  Quebec  concerning 
licenses,  and  how  the  retail  mer- 
chants had  won. 

Mr.  Eadie  referred  to  the  pros- 
perous condition  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  stated  that  the  boot  and 
shoe  merchants  will  meet  in  the 
Grand  Union  Hotel  to-night  to 
form  an  association,  and  that  the 
hardware  merchants  intend  to 
form  a  society  later. 

J.  D.  McGregor  and  Aid. 
Fournier  also  made  brief  speeches, 
principally  objecting  to  the  way 
in  which  peddlars  are  selling  in 
the  city.  Both  gentlemen  ex- 
pressed themselves  as  strongly  in 
favor  of  their  licenses  being 
raised."

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CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  FALL 
FAIRS. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Guelph 
Branch  of  our  Association,  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  merchants  of 
that  city  have  decided  to  discon- 
tinue making  contributions  to  fall 
fairs  and  plowing  matches  out- 
side of  the  city. 

In  many  sections  of  the  coun- 
try this  method  of  preying  upon 
the  retail  merchant  by  the  direc- 
tors of  rural  agricultural  societies 
amounts  to  a  modified  system  of 
blackmail,  and  in  communities 
where  there  are  several  of  these 
societies,  the  practice  is  becoming 
intolerable.  The  director  who  so- 
licits the  donation  is  a  member 
who  pays  but  one  dollar  per  an- 
num to  the  society  he  represents, 
but  he  expects  the  merchant  to 
make  a  contribution  in  cash  or 
goods  for  some  special  prize, 
amounting  to  from  five  to  ten 
dollars.  If  the  merchant  refuses 
the  director  is  offended,  and  per- 
haps intimates  that  he  will  trans- 
fer his  patronage  to  another  deal- 
er— who  has  perchance  opened 
the  flood  gates  of  his  , gener- 
osity— and  hints  that  he  has 
considerable     influence  among 


his  friends  and  neighbors.  What 
is  the  merchant  to  do?  If  his 
competitor  contributes  he  must 
do  likewise  or  lose  a  certain 
amount  of  trade.  If  it  was  only 
one  society  that  he  were  asked  to 
contribute  to  he  might  comply 
with  some  pleasure,  but  there  are 
some  localities  where  from  four  to 
perhaps  ten  fall  fairs  are  held  in 
the  territory  tributary  to  the  mer- 
chant's trade.  He  is  approached 
for  a  donation  by  a  representative 
of  each  of  these,  and  the  question 
becomes  a  serious  one.  He  se- 
cures no  more  trade  in  conse- 
quence of  his  contribution,  but  he 
is  liable  to  lose  some  if  he  refuses. 

Every  merchant,  of  course, 
should  be  patriotic  to  his  com- 
munity, and  judicious  assistance 
in  a  reasonable  way  to  worthy 
objects  is  commendable ;  but 
when  it  comes  to  systematic 
bleeding  it  is  time  to  draw  the 
line  somewhere,  and  abolish  or 
minimize  the  practice. 

This  can  only  be  done  by  unity 
of  action  among  the  merchants 
and  associations  for  mutual  bene- 
fit and  protection.  If  all  the 
merchants  in  a  certain  com- 
munity agree  to  abolish  such  a 
practice,  or  to  restrict  it  to  a 
specified  limit,  the  burden  would 
be  rolled  away  and  no  trade  in- 
jury result  to  any  individual  re- 
tailer. ■

DONATIONS  TO  CELEBRA- 
TIONS. 

When  celebrations  of  any  sort 
take  place  in  a  town  or  village, 
why  is  it  that  the  retail  merchants 
are  always  expected  to  be  the 
largest  contributors  to  the  funds 
required  for  carrying  out  the  cele- 
bration? "The  committee  ap- 
pointed to  solicit  subscriptions" 
go  first  to  the  retail  merchant  and 
expect  him  to  head  the  list  with  a 
large  sum.  There  are  probably 
other  men  in  the  town — lawyers, 
doctors,  real  estate  agents,  insur- 
ance men,  etc. — who  can  afford  a 
larger  contribution  with  less  in- 
convenience than  the  merchant, 
yet  the  latter  is  called  upon  first. 
The  plea  invariably  is, — "the  cele- 
bration will  bring  a  large  number 
of  people  to  town  who  will  spend 
their  money  in  the  stores."  No 
doubt  this  is  correct,  but  at  the 
same  time  the  people  who  trade 
in  the  stores  on  that  occasion  are 


the  same  people  who  are  in  the 
habit  of  trading  there.  While 
the  merchant's  receipts  for  that 
particular  day  may  be  large,  his 
aggregate,  in  say  three  months, 
or  perhaps  a  less  period,  is  not  in- 
creased. Because  the  people  are 
attracted  to  town  on  that  day 
they  only  make  such  purchases  as 
they  are  in  need  of,  and  which 
they  would  otherwise  buy  at 
some  other  time.  Unless  the 
celebration  be  of  some  extraordin- 
ary nature,  few  people  are  at- 
tracted outside  of  those  who 
make  the  town  their  trading 
point;  and  even  when  visitors 
from  outside  places  do  come  in 
very  few  of  them  do  any  purchas- 
ing at  the  local  stores.  Butchers, 
grocers,  tobacconists,  confection- 
ers, and  restaurant  keepers  may 
do  a  little  more  trade,  but  seldom 
at  a  profit  commensurate  with  the 
arnount  they  are  expected  to  con- 
tribute. The  merchant  with  a 
stock  of  staple  articles  is  nothing 
ahead. 

W,e  do  not  contend  that  the 
merchant  should  not  contribute 
to  such  affairs.  We  believe  he 
should.  He  should  be  patriotic 
to  his  town  and  assist  in  anything 
that  tends  to  popularize  it.  But 
we  do  contend  that  the  merchant 
should  not  be  expected  to  con- 
tribute more  than  his  neighbor  

the  doctor,  the  lawyer,  the 
auctioneer,  or  other  business  men 
not  in  the  mercantile  line. 

Herein  lies  one  of  the  benefits 
of  organization  among  retail  mer- 
chants. It  is  such  matters  as 
these,  and  scores  of  others,  that 
in  this  age  of  keen  competition 
make  organization  and  unity 
necessary.  Contributing  to  de- 
monstrations should  be  done  on  a 
system,  and  in  a  uniform  way.  It 
is  so  much  added  to  the  uncon- 
trollable expense,  and  while  the 
merchant  may  be  willing  to  bear 
his  share,  he  should  not  be  ex- 
pected to  shoulder  more  than  his 
share.

At  a  recent  meeting  of  Mani- 
toba retailers  an  association  was 
formed  for  protective  purposes, 
and  one  of  the  main  platform 
planks  was  the  discouragement 
among  wholesalers  of  selling  to 
retailers  who  undersell  a  fixed 
price.  The  aims  and  objects  of 
this  newly  formed  association  are 
of  a  commendable  character,  and 
if  its  members,  (if  they  include 
the  leading  merchants  of  Mani- 
toba), are  honest  of  purpose,  will 
sell  only  first-class  goods  at  a 
legitimate  profit,  educate  their 
customers  to  the  necessity  of 
buying  good  goods,  and  will  not 
under  any  consideration  ofifer 
goods  of  an  inferior  quality  with- 
out explaining  the  discrepancies, 
there  is  no  reason  why  they 
should  not  score  a  success,  pro- 
vided there  are  not  a  number  of 
dealers  who  do  not  recognize  the 
Association,  and  who  buy  from 
questionable  sources  such  goods 
that  no  honest  dealer  could 
recommend  to  a  customer. 

There  is  a  class  of  people  in 
every  community  who  are  look- 
ing for  a  "cheap"  article.  They 
want  something  good,  but  do  not 
want  to  pay  a  reasonable  price. 
The  people  of  this  class  do  not 
consider  that  it  costs  a  certain 
amount  of  money  to  produce  the 
article  —  they  want  sorrjething 
cheap.  Therein  lies  the  tempta- 
tion of  the  dealer,  the  wholesaler, 
and  the  manufacturer  to  provide 
the  article  that  will  sell  to  this 
particular  class  of  customers. 
Rivalry  and  unorganization 
among  the  retailers  tends  to  the 
desire  to  secure  the  cheap  article, 
and  the  unscrupulous  retailer 
writes  to  the  wholesaler  or  manu- 
facturer,— or  explains  the  circum- 
stances to  a  traveller — and  the 
consequence  is  that  a  "cheap" 
article  is  manufactured  to  supply 
this  demand.  The  retailer  who 
is  unfortunate  enough  to  order 
goods  of  that  class  may  enjoy  a 
profitable  trade  for  a  few  months, 
because  he  can  sell  a  little  cheaper 
than  the  merchant  who  handles 
only  gfoods  that  he  can  con- 
scientiously recommend.  The  re- 
tailer who  buvs  the  sfood  good.<? 
finds  his  trade  leaving  him,  and 
to  retain  it  is  induced  to  lower  his 


profit  to  unload  his  stock,  and  as  a 
consequence  trade  is  demoralized, 
customers  are  not  satisfied,  and 
the  merchant  is  minus  the  fair 
wages  of  his  day's  labor. 

Herein  lies  the  benefit  of  or- 
ganization for  mutual  advantage 
which  our  Association  gives  to 
both  merchant  and  customer.  The 
merchant  buys  and  sells  only  the 
goods  that  he  knows  will  give 
satisfaction  to  the  customer,  and 
the  customer  after  using  the 
goods  is  satisfied  that  he,  or  she, 
has  received  value  for  the  money 
paid.  If  merchants  are  organized 
throughout  the  country  on  this 
plan  there  will  be  no  complaint  of 
unfixed  prices. 

Organization,  however,  does 
not  mean  a  meeting  occasionally 
with  a  social  talk. 

It  means  canvass  for  member- 
ship of  every  retail  deale'-,  in  a'l 
lines,  in  the  community. 

It  means  the  proper  representa- 
tion of  the  advantages  of  an  as- 
sociation for  mutual  benefit. 

It  means  that  retailers  of  in- 
fluence should  make  this  canvass. 

It  means  that  officers  of  a  local 
Association  should  be  selected 
from  those  who  are  broad  minded 
and  will  work  for  the  general 
good  of  such  an  Association. 

It  means'  that  no  member  of  the 
Association  should  act  unfairly  to 
another. 

It  means  that  every  member 
should  by  all  fair  means  induce 
non-members  to  become  members. 

It  means  that  every  merchant 
treats  his  customer  fairly. 

It  means  that  the  unfixed  price 
will  be  abolished. 

It  means  fair  business  to  the 
merchant  and  satisfaction  to  the 
customer. 

It  means  that  where  an  organi- 
zation is  formed  and  affiliated 
with  the  central  Association  at 
Toronto,  every  possible  informa- 
tion will  be  given  on  receipt  of 
inquiries  of  the  secretary. 

It  means  mutual  protection. 

It  means  that  there  will  be  no 
cutting  prices,  no  illegitimate 
means  of  securing  trade. 

It  means  that  there  is  room  in 
the  field  of  competition  for  every 
retailer  who  will  conduct  an  hon- 
est business,  and  not  buv  bv  some 
tmderhand  means  to  undersell  his 
rival.

INSURANCE  RATES  REDUCED. 

After  a  period  of  nearly  two  years 
in  which  several  advances  in  rates 
have  been  announced  by  the  Canadian 
fire  underwriters,  a  decision  has  now 
been  reached  to  reduce  the  rates.  The 
reduction,  which  went  into  effect 
July  1st,  consists  of  the  abolition  of 
the  surcharge  of  75  cents  for  $100 
made  on  May  9,  1904,  as  a  result  of 
the  big  conflagration  that  took  place 
in  Toronto.  This  surcharge  does  not 
afifect  Montreal,  Toronto,  and  the 
other  large  cities  ,  all  of  which  were 
dealt  with  separately,  but  afifects  all 
commercial  risks  in  all  the  smaller 
towns  throughout  the  Dominion. 

FIRE  INSURANCE. 

A  fire  is  always  a  calamity,  and 
although  the  total  premiums  paid  in 
by  the  assured  are  and  must  of  neces- 
sity be  greater  than  the  amount  of 
losses  paid  by  insurance  companies, 
and  although  far  more  insured  build- 
ings are  pulled  down  to  make  room 
for  others  that  are  burned  down,  still 
the  calamity  of  a  fire  is  so  great  that 
no  sane  business  man  carries  a 
building  or  a  stock  of  goods  without 
ample  insurance,  and  no  farmer  can 
afiford  to  leave  his  buildings  and  their 
contents  for  one  day  without  having 
them  insured  for  a  fair  proportion 
of  their  value.  Fire  comes  as  unex- 
pectedly as  a  thief  in  the  night,  and 
in  the  morning  its  traces  on  the 
ground  spell  disaster  and  ruin  to  the 
man  without  outside  resources,  and 
even  to  the  man  with  money  to  the 
good  the  loss  is  serious  unless  prop- 
erly covered  by  fire  insurance.  Unfor- 
tunately it  is  too  often  the  hard-up 
man  who  does  not  insure — cannot 
afford  it — and  yet  he  is  the  man  who 
can  least  afiford  to  be  without  insur- 
ance. Let  other  matters  wait  if  neces- 
sary so  that  the  insurance  premium 
may  be  paid,  for  after  all,  the  cost  is 
not  great.  Pay  the  premiums  when 
due,  better  before  dut  than  after,  for 
many  a  case  is  on  record  of  a  claim 
being  successfully  repudiated  by  an 
insurance  company  because  of  non- 
payment of  premiums.

The  new  G.T.R.  station  at  Ches- 
ley  was  struck  and  destroyed  by 
lightning  on  June  25th.  The  station 
was  built  only  last  year,  and  was  of 
frame  construction.  The  loss  will 
probably  reach  $1,200. 

T.  R.  Shields  &  Co.,  dry-goods 
merchants  of  Brampton,  suffered  a 
$2,000  loss  on  June  26th.  During  a 
thunderstorm  lightning  entered  the 
store  by  an  electric  light  wire  with 
the  above  consequence. 


On  June  28th  the  Winnipeg 
asphalt  plant  was  partially  destroyed 
by  fire.  The  fire  spread  so  quickly 
that  the  employees  had  to  leap 
through  windows  to  save  their  lives. 
The  loss  is  $12,000  to  $15,000,  cov- 
ered by  insurance. 

On  the  night  of  June  26th,  fire  was 
discovered  in  Mr.  W.  T.  Johnson's 
boot  and  shoe  store,  Listowel,  which 
is  one  of  a  three-story  brick  block. 
The  fire  had  gained  considerable 
headway  before  it  was  discovered,  but 
owing  to  the  good  water  pressure 
from  the  pumping  station  it  was  soon 
under  control,  without  damage  to 
other  buildings.  The  stock,  esti- 
mated at  $5,000,  was  badly  damaged 
by  fire  and  water,  and  insured  for 
$2,500.  Books  and  papers  were 
saved. 

The  Goderich  Elevator  and  Tran- 
sit Company's  elevator  took  fire  on 
July  3rd  just  before  noon,  and  in  spite 
of  every  effort  to  curb  the  flames,  was 
totally  destroyed.  Spontaneous  com- 
bustion is  said  to  have  been  the  cause. 
The  elevator  had  in  store  over  300,000 
bushels  of  wheat,  and  was  valued  at 
$130,000,  on  which  there  is  insurance 
in  various  companies  to  the  amount 
of  $95,000.  The  elevator  was  erected 
some  seven  years  ago,  largely  by  out- 
side capital,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  it 
will  be  rebuilt.

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ADULTERATED    MILK  AND 
DAIRY  PRODUCTS. 

The  health  authorities  of  Brantford 
have  discovered  that  the  milk  dealers 
of  that  city  have  been  resorting  to  the 
use  of  preservatives,  and  it  has  caused 
some  excitement  among  the  dealers 
and  consumers  of  tliat  city.  It  was 
discovered  that  formaldehyde,  or  em- 
balming fluid,  was  being  sold  in  large 
quantities  by  the  hardware  stores. 
An  investigation  disclosed  the  fact 
that  the  use  of  the  "fluid"  was  very 
prevalent,  and  also  that  it  was  not  the 
pure  drug  that  was  used, .but  a  prepar- 
ation that  was  manufactured  in  the 
United  States,  composed  chiefly  of 
formaldehyde,  with  the  addition  of 
ether  to  make  it  evaporate  and  leave 
little  trace  in  the  milk.  Medical  men 
say  the  effect  is  detrimental,  and  it 
may  be  that  tlie  recent  unaccountable 
sickness  in  that  city  mainly  among 
children  is  due  to  the  use  of  the  fluid. 

When  brought  on  the  carpet  the 
dealers  admitted  everything.  Five 
confessed  to  using  it  this  year.  Seven 
used  it  in  other  years.  The  rest  either 
professed  innocence  or  had  simply 
bought   the   drug   without   using  it. 

The  matter  has  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health  and  the  medical  health  officers 
throughout  the  country  are  asked  to 
make  a  special  investigation  of  the 
milk  sold  in  their  locality.  The  Do- 
minion authorities  who  have  charge 
of  the  enforcement  of  the  Pure  Foods 
Act  will  be  asked  to  co-operate. 

To  add  any  material  to  a  natural 
product  is  adulteration  and  subject  to 
the  Dominion  law  on  that  subject.  If 
the  material  be  injurious  to  the  health 
of  the  consumer  it  comes  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  of  Ontario.  This 
statute  entitles  inspectors  to  examine 
milk  exposed  for  sale,  and  if  it  is 
tainted  or  suspected  of  containing 
some  foreign  material  may  seize  it. 
In  cases  where  such  diluted,  tainted 
or  adulterated  milk  is  fraudulently 
sold  the  dealer  is  liable  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $i  and  not  more  than 
$50. 

The  discoveries  made  by  the  nives- 
tigation  of  the  Brantford  case  have 
resulted  in  the  issue  of  a  bulleti'n 
from  the  Ontario  Agricultural  Col- 
lege at  Guelph  in  reference  to  the 
preservation  of  cream  and  butter. 
Milk  and  cream  preservatives  are  con- 
demned, and  the  bulletin  adds: 

"For  the  home  trade,  with  proper 
means  for  pastuerizing  the  cream  and 
suitable  cold  storage  facilities,  we  do 
not  consider  that  preservatives,  other 
than  salt,  are  needed  to  keep  butter 
for  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 

"l""or  the  export  trade,  which  allows 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  boracic  acid 
in  butter  it  would  seem  as  if  this 
amount  might  be  used  to  advantage 
in  some  cases,  but  with  suitable  cold 
storage,  and  especially  where  pastu- 
crization  is  followed,  less  than  this 
amount  would  preserve  the  butter 
and  be  less  liable  to  injure  the  con- 
su  mer. 

"Salicylic  acid,  sodium  fluoride,  and 


formalin  may  not  be  recommended  as 
butter  preservatives.  The  first  one  is 
more  or  less  harmful  and  gives  an 
objectionable  flavor  to  butter,  while 
the  latter  two  are  considered  quite 
harmful  to  the  human  system."

PAY  FOR  MILK  ACCORDING  TO 
QUALITY. 

An  interesting  experiment  is  re- 
ported from  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College  that  will  be  of  value  in  draw- 
ing attention  to  an  old  but  important 
topic.  To  have  some  striking  object 
lesson  for  the  June  excursionists  Prof. 
Dean  secured  two  vats  of  milk  hold- 
ing 300  lbs.  each,  the  one  testing  3.3 
per  cent,  fat,  and  the  other  4.6,  a 
difference  of  1.3  per  cent.  fat.  Both 
were  made  into  cheese  in  the  usual 
way.  The  following  table  gives  the 
main  points  of  the  experiment  in  con- 
cise form,  and  is  worth  considering 
by  patrons  and  managers  of  cheese 
factories. 

These  figures  reveal  the  fallacy  of 
paying  for  milk  for  cheese-making 
by  weight  alone.  Dividing  according 
to  the  weight  of  milk,  A  loses  26c.  and 
B  gains  26c.,  or  about  Syic  per  100 
pounds.  According  to  the  fat  basis 
A  gains  19c.  and  B  loses  lOc,  or  6Vsc. 
per  100  pounds.  According  to  the 
"percentage  of  fat,  plus  2"  A  gains  4c. 
and  B  loses  4  cents,  or  this  system 
gives  the  actual  cheese  value  of  the 
milk  within  iVsc.  per  100  pounds,  still 
giving  a  slight  premium  to  the  richer 
milk.

STUDYING  CONDITIONS  IN 
GREAT  BRITAIN. 

Prof.  Dean,  Director  of  Dairying  at 
the  Ontario  Agricultural  College,  left 
on  June  23  to  visit  Great  Britain, 
Ireland,  and  the  northern  dairy  coun- 
tries of  the  Continent.  He  is  investi- 
gating the  attitude  of  the  trade  in 
Great  Britain  regarding  Canadian 
butter.  He  will  also  endeavor  to  dis- 
cover the  position  of  the  British  con- 
sumer with  reference  to  the  preser- 
vatives used  in  making  what  is  known 
as  "saltless  butter"  and  also  with 
reference  to  "cool  cured"  cheese  and 
the  paraffining  of  cheese.  Prof.  Dean 
will  also  enquire  wherein  Canadian 
Cheddar  cheese  is  unequal  to  English 
and  Scotch  cheese,  and  why  Canadian 
butter  does  not  obtain  the  same  price 
as  Danish. 

Dairy  Commissioner  Ruddick  sailed 
on  July  7th  for  England,  and  will 
be  away  till  near  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember. While  away  he  will  make 
a  close  study  of  dairy  conditions  in 
Great  Britain,  France,  Belgium,  Hol- 
land and  Denmark,  and  hopes  to 
obtain  a  large  fund  of  information 
that  will  be  of  benefit  to  Canadian 
dairying.  He  will  accompany  Prof. 
Dean  to  various  points  where  con- 
ditions are  to  be  studied. 


COLD  STORAGE  CHEESE 
SHIPMENT. 

The  cheese  inspectors  of  Eastern 
Ontario  and  the  produce  merchants 
of  Montreal  held  an  important  meet- 
ing on  June  30th  to  discuss  matters 
of  general  interest  to  those  engaged 
in  the  dairy  produce  trade. 

Mr.  Derbyshire,  M.P.  for  Brock- 
ville,  in  addressing  the  members, 
said  the  object  of  the  meeting  was 
to  bring  the  men  of  Eastern  Canada 
to  Montreal  to  see  how  cheese  is 
handled  in  that  city.  "We  are 
pleased,"  he  said,  "that  you  are  doing 
your  best  to  benefit  trade,  but  I  say 
that  the  statement  made  in  Ottawa 
recently  that  the  Montreal  mer- 
chants were  robbing  the  farmers  is 
untrue.  We  are  going  to  demand 
that  the  Government  supply  us  with 
refrigerator  cars,  and  the  people  who 
are  making  the  cheese  will  do  their 
share.  We  are  going  to  make  this 
business  the  best  in  Canada,  and  we 
want  the  merchants  of  Montreal  to 
assist  us." 

Mr.  G.  G.  Publow,  of  Kingston, 
said  that  the  defect  of  the  cheese  so 
far  inspected  showed  that  it  was  too 
acid,  and  he  advised  the  setting  of 
the  milk  sweeter,  then  less  poor 
cheese  would  be  found.  Mr.  Publow 
referred  to  certain  inspectors  of 
cheese  who  passed  a  poor  class  of 
cheese  as  good.  Such  tactics,  Mr. 
Publow  claimed,  were  detrimental 
to   the  trade. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Ruddick  spoke  at  some 
length  on  the  manufacturing  of 
cheese  in  Canada,  and  gave  some 
advice  which  he  hoped  would  be 
followed  by  those  in  the  trade.  He 
said  that  there  should  be  a  uniform 
understanding  all  over  the  Dominion, 
and  referred  to  the  best  methods  of 
cold  storage  and  cooling  houses. 
The  Federal  Government,  he  said, 
should  not  interfere  with  the  making 
of  cheese.  That  was  for  each  Pro- 
vince to  do;  but  the  Ottawa  end  of 
the  business  must  be  of  a  national 
character. 

As  a  result  of  the  meeting  repre- 
sentation has  been  made  to  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  which  has 
taken  the  matter  up  with  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway.  The  company  has 
undertaken,  where  practicable,  to 
furnish,  during  the  period  of  July  3rd 
to  September  9th  of  the  present  year, 
refrigerator  cars  for  carload  ship- 
ments of  cheese  to  Montreal.  Mini- 
mum weight  to  govern,  24,000  lbs., 
subject  to  the  following  conditions: 
When  shippers  make  a  requisition 
fur  refrigerator  cars  they  will  be 
supplied  as  far  as  practicable,  and 
the  Government  will  pay  to  the  ex- 
lent  of  $5  per  car  for  icing  a  limited 
number  of  cars  (say  forty  from  all 
points)  per  week.  It  is  suggested 
that  a  ton  of  ice  each,  or  a  little 
mnrc,  will  be  sufficient  to  cool  the 
cars  for  the  cheese,  as  they  do  not 
require  ti)  be  kept  at  a  very  low 
temperature.  In  the  case  of  long 
distances  a  larger  quantity  may  be 
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needed.  The  cost  of  the  ice  supplied 
is  an  "advance  charge"  against  the 
property,  and  where  refrigeratoi 
cars  afe  ordered  and  it  is  impracti- 
cable to  funish  ice,  the  trainmaster 
will  arrange  to  have  the  car  iced  at 
the  most  convenient  point. 

Any  cost  for  icing  over  the  $5 
above  mentioned  to  be  paid  for  by 
the  owner  of  the  cheese.  In  the 
case  of  cheese  for  Montreal  (local) 
this  additional  charge  may  be  way- 
billed,  but  in  the  case  of  shipments 
consigned  through  to  European 
ports,  via  Montreal,  under  through 
bills  of  lading,  this  additional  icing 
charge  must  in  every  case  be  pre- 
paid.

DAIRY  NOTES. 

The  cheese  factories  in  the  Brock- 
ville  district  have  adopted  a  uniform 
brand. 

The  Everleigh  Dairy  Co.,  capital 
stock  $9,900,  has  been  incorporated. 
N.  W.  Everleigh,  Sussex;  N.  Smith, 
Halifax;  W.  Fowler  and  A.  R.  Cassidy, 
Hammond,  are  the  incorporators. 

The  sanitary  inspector,  W.  S.  Shaw, 
and  Dr.  Van  Buskirk,  Health  Officer, 
tested  the  milk  of  th^;  St.  Thomas 
milkmen  a  few  days  ago,  and  found 
five  samples  to  contain  formaldehyde. 

The  production  of  creamery  butter 
in  Alberta  is  growing  enormously. 
The  creameries  there  manufactured 
over  50,000  pounds  in  May,  as  com- 
pared with  23,000  pounds  for  the  same 
period  last  year.  The  Northwest's 
butter  trade  with  Japan  is  also  show- 
ing satisfactory  increase.  One  steamer 
recently  carried  9,000  pounds  to 
Japan,  whereas  formerly  the  total 
quantity  going  from  Canada  in  a  year 
did  not  exceed  2,000  pounds.

Canada  is  making  a  display  of 
cereals,  fruits  and  grasses  at  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Exposition  at 
Pittsburg,  which  opened  this  month. 
About  2,400  feet  of  space  has  been 
reserved  for  this  purpose  in  a  court 
of  the  main  building.  To  reach  any 
part  of  the  main'  building  visitors 
will  have  to  pass  through  the  Cana- 
dian court. 

On  July  4th  the  town  of  Wingham 
carried  two  by-laws,  one  of  $12,000, 
to  improve  the  waterworks  system; 
the  other  was  to  fix  the  assessment 
of  the  Canadian  Furniture  Co.  at 
$20,000  for  ten  years,  in  considera- 
tion of  which  the  company  will  erect 
a  64  by  70  feet  addition  to  their 
union  factory,  and  increase  the  num- 
ber of  hands  at  present  employed. 

London  is  threatened  with  an  ice 
famine.  The  dealers  have  doubled 
the  price  for  all  ice  after  July  15th, 
and  have  notified  customers  east  of 
Adelaide  and  north  of  Uundas  Street 
that  hereafter  they  will  refuse  to 
deliver  ice  ,to  that  part  of  the  city 
owing  to  distance  from  ice  houses. 


COAL   FOR   PROVINCIAL  IN- 
STITUTIONS. 

The  Public  Works  Department 
has  awarded  contracts  for  the  supply 
of  fuel  for  a  number  of  the  institu- 
tions of  the  Province.  Wm.  McGill 
&  Co.,  of  Toronto,  will  supply  the 
Toronto  Normal  and  Model  Schools, 
Osgoode  Hall,  Government  House, 
School  of  Practical  Science,  and  Par- 
liament Buildings  with  grate  coal  at 
$5.80  per  ton,  egg,  stove  and  nut 
coal  at  $6  per  ton,  pea  coal  at  $4.20 
per  ton.  The  firm  will  also  supply 
at  $2.96  per  ton  all  the  screenings 
necessary  for  the  Parliament  Build- 
ings. 

James  Hammill  &  Co.,  Toronto, 
get  the  contract  for  pine  slabs  at  $4 
per  cord  for  Government  House, 
Osgoode  Hall,  Nermal  and  Model 
Schools  and  School  of  Practical 
Science. 

At  $4.25  per  ton  the  Imperial  Coal 
Company  of  Toronto  were  awarded 
the  contract  for  soft  coal  for  Govern- 
ment House,  Osgoode  Hall,  Normal 
and  Model  schools,  and  School  of 
Practical  Science.  They  were  also 
awarded  the  contract  for  hardwood 
and  pine  for  the  same  institutions. 
Their  tender  was  $7.00  per  cord  for 
hardwood  and  $5.00  for  pine. 

For  the  Belleville  Institute  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  Geo.  Plunkett  was 
awarded  the  contract  to  supply  egg 
and  nut  coal  at  $6.00  per  ton.  N. 
Allan  was  given  the  contract  for  large 
egg  at  $5.70  per  ton,  and  for  stove  coal 
at  $6.00  per  ton. 

The  hard  coal  required  for  the 
Ottawa  Normal  and  Model  schools 
will  be  supplied  by  C.  C.  Rae  &  Co. 
His  price  is  $6.25  per  ton.  Robertson 
&  McLeod  will  furnish  the  hardwood 
at  $5-75  per  cord,  and  pine  slabs  at 
$2.75- 

F.  H.  Walsh  was  awarded  the  con- 
tract for  soft  coal  at  $4.00  per  ton  for 
the  Institute  for  the  Blind  at  Brant- 
ford,  and  the  Brantford  Coal  Com- 
pany for  hard  coal  at  $5.68  per  ton. 

The  tender  of  Wm.  Buchanan  for 
hard  coal  at  $6.35  per  ton  and  pine 
slabs  for  $4.00  per  cord  for  the  Lon- 
don  Asylum  was  accepted.

DOMINION  COAL  CO.  AND  THE 
MINERS. 

An  important  conference  took  place 
at  Glace  Bay  on  June  28th  between 
the  management  of  the  Dominion 
Cnal  Company  and  representatives 
from  the  diflferent  P.W.A.  lodges  in 
the  colliery  district  for  the  company 
with  respect  to  the  mining  of  coal. 
One  of  the  principal  features  of  the 
three-year  contract  which  was  entered 
into  last  January  was  that  a  better 
quality   of   coal    was   to   be  mined. 


It  is  now  understood  that  one  or  two 
large  contracts  are  being  held  back 
pending  the  result  of  this  agreement. 
At  the  conference  held  on  the  28th 
a  further  understanding  was  reached 
regarding  the  mining  of  larger  coal, 
the  outcome  of  which  will  undoubt- 
edly prove  satisfactory  to  both 
parties.  Another  conference  will  be 
held  this  month,  the  matter  in  the 
meantime  being  referred  back  to  the 
lodges  for  further  consideration  and 
action.  The  company  will  probably 
instal  more  shearing  machines,  and 
modify  the  present  regulations  for 
mining  coal,  so  as  to  insure  further 
improvements  in  its  quality.

GOVERNMENT  AND  CITY 
COAL    PRICES  COM- 
PARED. 

That  the  Government  secures  its 
coal  cheaper  than  the  city  will  be 
seen  by  a  comparison  of  the  prices 
paid  by  each. 

This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  the  Government  has  a 
larger  number  of  buildings  to  supply 
than  the  city,  or  by  the  fact  that 
the  city  tenders  were  called  when 
fuel  prices  generally  were  higher.

One  miner  is  killed  for  every 
million  tons  of  coal  raised. 

A  combination  of  twenty-six  coal 
companies  of  Indiana,  controlling  29,- 
000  acres  of  coal  lands,  has  been 
for.ned  at  Pittsburg  under  the  name 
of  the  Vandalia  Coal  Company.  The 
new  concern  has  a  capital  of  $7,000,- 
000.  A.  M.  Ogle  of  Indianapolis  is 
president. 

J.  E.  Weatherall  &  Co.  were 
awarded  the  contract  for  supplying 
400  tons  of  Straitsville  select  lump, 
and  20  tons  of  hard  coal  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Toronto  Junction 
Public  School  Board  on  July  4th,  the 
coal  to  be  verified  on  the  town's 
scales. 

The  output  of  the  Dominion  Coal 
Company's  mines  for  the  first  half  of 
1905  totalled  1.367,275  tons,  compared

OTTAWA   GROCERS'  SECTION. 

One  of  the  most  progressive  and 
aggressive  branches  of  our  asso- 
ciation is  the  grocers'  section  at 
Ottawa.  It  is  one  of  the  most  prom- 
inent business  associations  of  the 
city,  composed  of  members  whose 
public  spiritedness  and  business 
energy  in  trade  questions  show  that 
they  take  a  vital  interest  in  the  organ- 
ization. In  referring  to  the  organiza- 
tion a  recent  issue  of  the  Ottawa 
Evening  Journal  says: 

"It  has  been  fortunate  since  its  in- 
ception of  having  had  progressive 
officers  at  its  head,  and  its  affairs  have 
always  run  smoothly.  The  idea  which 
caused  the  grocers  to  organize  sprang 
from  the  daily  meeting  of  the  buyers 
at  the  fruit  auction  exchange,  and 
when  first  broached  the  grocers  en- 
thusiastically endorsed  the  scheme. 

"It  is  now  five  years  since  the 
organization  was  effected,  and  the 
members  have  never  lost  view  of 
the  great  aim — to  protect  the  commer- 
cial interest  of  those  belonging  to  it. 

"Mr.  W.  J.  Eastcott  of  Bank  street 
was  the  first  president,  holding  office 
for  two  years,  being  succeeded  by  Mr. 
C.  J.  Provost,  who  had  held  office 
until  April  of  this  year,  when  Mr.  H. 
W.  Forde  was  elected  to  the  office. 

"The  first  secretary  was  Mr. 
Norman  McLeod,  who  gave  way  six 
months  afterwards  to  Mr.  Herb  C. 
Ellis,  who  has  performed  the  duties 
ever  since. 

"Mr.  William  York  was  the  initial 
occupant  of  the  position  of  treasurer, 
and  he  held  office  until  the  present 
term,  a  testimony  to  his  valued  ser- 
vices. 

"Shortly  after  organization  Mr. 
Geo.  W.  Hunt  kindly  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Grocers'  Association 
a  spacious  room  in  his  exchange,  and 
monthly  meetings  have  been  held 
there  ever  since. 

"While  the  principal  object  was 
commercial,  other  good  was  attained, 
as  the  Association  has  created  good 
feeling  among  the  members  of  the 
trade,  grocers  who  otherwise  would 
never  have  known  each  other  became 
acquainted. 

"Discussions  have  taken  place  at 
the  winter  meetings  on  such  subjects 
as  the  best  modes  of  book-keeping, 
buying  and  selling  of  teas,  collection 
of  debts,  and  in  this  manner  great 
good  has  accrued   to  the  members. 

"At  its  inception  the  Grocers'  Asso- 
ciation took  up  the  agitation  against 
street  pedlars,  and  took  the  matter 
in  a  test  case  to  the  police  court,  but 
the  law  was  found  weak,  and  the 
action  was  thrown  out.  There  was  no 
by-law  to  protect  the  grocers. 


"Determined  effort  was  made  also 
against  the  use  of  trading  stamps,  but 
soon  the  grocers  found  they  could  not 
accomplish  anything  owing  to  existing 
laws.

association,  at  which  Secretary  H.  C. 
Ellis  attended  as  delegate. 

"Since  that  time  the  Ottawa  grocers 
have  assisted  the  retail  merchants  in 
agitation  for  the  betterment  of  the 
iransient  Traders  and  Pedlars  Act, 
and  the  improvement  in  the  Division 
Court  Act  in  relation  to  the  collec- 
tioil  of  small  accounts. 

"The  grocers  also  assisted  mater- 
ially in  the  effort  to  have  the  price  of 
telephones  reduced  here. 

"Puring  the  past  two  years  the  As- 
sociation has  held  excursions  to  Stan- 
ley Island,  and  on  both  occasions  it 
has  proved  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
outings  of  the  year.

ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  GUELPH 
BRANCH. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Guelph 
Branch  of  our  Association,  held  last 
month,  was  another  demonstration  of 
the  success  of  the  organization.  The 
retailers  of  the  Royal  City  are  men  of 
keen  business  capabilities,  and  there 
is  no  town  in  Canada  where  the 
general  retail  trade  is  in  a  more  pros- 
perous condition.  Such  favorable 
circumstances  are  in  a  large  measure 
due  to  the  good  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion, the  unity  of  action  among  the 
members,  and  the  enthusiastic  inter- 
est taken  by  the  individual  members 
in  all  matters  pertaining  to  trade  and 
the  betterment  of  its  conditions. 

At  the  meeting  every  section  was 
represented,  and  many  questions  of 
interest  were  broached  for  discussion. 
Among  other  things  brought  up  was 
the  question  of  contributing  to  fall 
fairs  and  ploughing  matches  outside 
of  the  city.  In  the  neighborhood  of 
Guelph  there  are  many  of  these  fairs 
held  every  year,  and  it  has  become 
the  custom  of  the  directors  of  these 
fair  associations  to  look  to  the  retail 
merchants  for  substantial  contribu- 
tions towards  the  prize  lists  every 
year.  In  fact,  the  retailer  ,  is  con- 
sidered the  legitimate  prey.  To  such 
an  extent  has  this  been  carried  on  in 
Guelph  that  it  is  becoming  burden- 
some, and  it  was  decided  at  this  meet- 
ing to  discontinue  the  practice  of  mak- 
ing donations  to  outside  fairs,  etc. 
Another  abuse  of  the  good  nature  of 
the  Guelph  merchants  is  the  frequent 
visit  of  the  programme  advertisement 
fiend.  The  promoters  of  every  kind 
of  an  entertainment,  from  a  Sunday 
school  picnic  to  a  baseball  game 
must  have  a  programme,  and  the 
merchants  are  asked  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  printing  and  circulating 
these  programmes  by  paying  for  ad- 
vertising space  therein,  while  not  one 


cent's  worth  of  value  is  obtained  from 
such  advertising,  as  it  circulates  only 
among  a  very  limited  number  of  peo- 
ple, the  majority  of  whom  are  not  the 
buying  factor  of  the  community.  The 
discussion  of  this  question  resulted  in 
a  resolution  to  discontinue  such  ad- 
vertising entirely. 

Officers  were  elected  as  follows: — 
President,  J.  A.  McCrea;  Vice-Presi- 
dent, G.  B.  Ryan;  Treasurer,  R.  E.

MAKE  YOUR  WINDOWS 
ATTRACTIVE. 

Window  dressing  nas  become  an 
art. 

It  is  an  art  that  is  the  evolution  of 
necessity. 

Necessity  is  the  profit  a  retailer 
makes  on  the  goods  he  sells. 

Profit  is  what  pays  his  taxes  or 
his  rent,  and  keeps  himself  and  family 
out  of  the  poor  house. 

In  order  to  have  profit  he  must 
have  customers. 

To  secure  customers  he  must  have 
something  to  attract  them. 

To  attract  customers  he  must  have 
goods   they  need. 

If  he  has  the  goods  he  must  display 
them  in  an  attractive  manner. 

To  a  very  large  extent  he  can  do 
this  in  his  window. 


But  he  must  display  them  in  an 
attractive  manner — in  a  manner  that 
will  cause  passers  to  stop  and  look. 

If  the  passers-by  stop  to  look  they 
will  perhaps  see  something  they  want. 

If  the  price  mark  is  on  the  article 
they  know  whether  or  not  they  can 
afford  to  buy  it. 

If  the  price  is  suitable  to  their 
pocket  they  will  probably  come  in 
and  buy. 

Your  window  is  bringing  you  cus- 
tomers while  you  are  selling  to 
others. 

Be  sure  you  have  the  same  kind  of 
goods  on  sale  that  you  show  in  the 
window. 

Don't  try  to  deceive  the  public — 
you  will  lose  sales  and  money  if  you 
do. 

If  you  sell  out  of  a  certain  line  of 
goods  shown  in  the  window,  change 
that  particular  display  at  once. 

Make  your  window  display  season- 
able. 

Keep  that  window  well  dressed. 

Wash  them  frequently. 

Don't  let  dust  and  dead  flies  accu- 
mulate on  the  goods. 

Change  the  display  at  least  once  a 
week. 

Don't  show  snow  shovels  in  July 
or  straw  hats  in  December. 

Some  merchants  dress  their  win- 
dows once  or  twice  a  year. 

Some  don't  dress  them  at  all.

They  go  there  again. 

They  eventually  desert  you  alto- 
gether. 

You  wonder  why  it  is. 

His  window  did  it. 

Go  out  on  the  sidewalk  and  look  at 
your  window.  Imagine  you  are  the 
customer,  and  decide  whether  that 
window  would  induce  you  to  go  inside 
and  buy. 

Your  store  may  be  in  a  city  or 
town  or  small  village,  but  the  prin- 
ciple is  just  the  same.

It  is  just  as  important  to  you  as 
the  goods  you  buy,  the  price  you  pay 
for  them,  and  what  you  sell  them  for.

TAXING   THE  TRAVELLERS. 

The  travellers'  tax  passed  by  the 
Quebec  Legislature  came  into  force 
on  June  21st.  It  provides  for  the 
imposition  of  a  tax  of  $200  "for  each 
license  to  act  as  a  commercial  travel- 
ler by  soliciting  or  taking  orders  for, 
or  selling  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, other  than  intoxicating  liquors, 
or  by  advertising  or  offering  such 
goods  for  sale  by  sample,  catalogue 
or  price  list  for  a  person,  firm  or 
corporation  having  no  place  of  busi- 
ness in  Canada." 

English  and  American  business 
houses  are  considerably  exercised 
over  the  measure,  and  comments  of  a 
depreciatory  nature  are  freely  made 
in  the  press  of  these  countries.  A 
Boston  item  says: — 

"  Boston  commercial  travellers  en 
route  from  Toronto  to  Montreal  were 
surprised  to  learn  that  if  they  went 
farther  east  they  woiild  be  subject  to 
a  new  tax  of  $200,  as  representatives 
of  commercial  houses  having  no  place 
of  business  in  Canada.  The  law  be- 
came effective  Wednesday  last,  and 
the  penalty  is  very  severe;  ranging 
from  $500  to  $1,000.  The  Boston 
men  immediately  returned  home 
after  notifying  their  customers  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  that  they  must 
send  their  orders  direct  to  the  home 
office  or  arrange  a  meeting  at  To- 
ronto or  elsewhere  in  Ontario." 

A  letter  from  a  large  association  of 
manufacturers  to  the  Canadian  Manu- 
facturers' Association  says: — "This 
would  appear  to  be  a  matter  for  Do- 
minion legislation,  and  not  for  that 
of  a  province,  seeing  that  it  is  to 
some  extent  an  interference  with  in- 
ternational trade.  It  is  conceivable 
that  if  it  is  constitutionally  correct 
for  one  province  to  pass  legisla- 
tion of  this  kind  others  couUl  do  the 
same,  and  might  perhaps  place  the 
license  at  so  high  a  figure  as  to  abso- 
lutely prevent  any  traveller  frorn 
Europe  or  the  States  soliciting  busi- 
ness in  Canada,  if  that  should  be  the 
object." 

From  England  comes  a  protest  in 
the  Yorkshire  Post,  which  says  that 
"the  fault  with  Canadians  in  the  mat- 
ter of  commerce  is  that  they  arc  gi^'ins 
too  little  and  asking  too  much.  The 
effect  of  the  bill  will  be  that  a  British 
firm  will  be  prohibited  from  business 
in  Quebec  unless  employing  an  agent 
or  setting  up  a  branch  house.  This 
is  stretching  the  right  of  taxation  be- 
yond reasonable  limits.  Canadians 
ought  to  be  told  plainly  it  is  an  un- 


friendly action  which  cannot  be  ex- 
cused or  condoned.  If  Canadians 
wish  to  solicit  sympathy  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  embargo  which  is  im- 
posed for  a  specific  purpose  they 
should  put  down  with  a  firm  foot 
attempts  to  keep  British  trade  out 
of  Canada.  The  Post  thinks  some 
strong  language  from  Chamberlain 
might  have  some  effect  at  present. 
The  great  need  is  to  convert  the 
colonies,  who  think  that  in  return  for 
the  perfectly  free  market  we  give 
them  with  competition  for  British 
agriculturists,  they  must  hinder,  as 
far  as  they  can,  competition  with 
colonial  manufacturers,  while  they 
talk  of  'rights.'  " 

That  the  Toronto  Board  does  not 
take  kindly  to  the  enactment  of  the 
Quebec  Legislature  is  shown  by  the 
following  resolution,  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  Council  at  a  recent 
meeting:  "That  this  Council  notices 
with  regret  the  passage  of  an  Act  by 
the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  imposing  a  tax  on  com- 
mercial travellers  representing  estab- 
lishments having  no  business  place  in 
Canada  visiting  that  Province,  and  de- 
sires to  record  its  opposition  to  this 
kind  of  restriction  in  commercial  in- 
tercourse, and  that  steps  should  be 
taken  to  give  the  widest  publicity  to 
the  fact  that  no  such  tax  exists  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario." 

The  penalty  for  contravention  of 
the  Act  is  from  $500  to  $1,000. 
Several  English  travellers  have  left 
Montreal  and  located  at  Toronto,  and 
there  appears  to  be  a  general  feeling 
of  resentment.  The  opinion  is  ex- 
pressed that  the  Act  is  premature  and 
ill-advised:

THE  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  TAX. 

While  the  tax  imposed  on  com- 
mercial travellers  in  Quebec  applies 
only  to  those  representing  the  houses 
of  foreign  countries  the  British 
Columbia  Legislature  have  made  a 
more  sweeping  enactment  by  impos- 
ing an  almost  prohibitory  tax  on  the 
travellers  representing  any  house  out- 
side of  that  Province.  In  rcfercm-e  to 
the  matter,  advices  from  Ottawa  state 
that  the  Federal  Cabinet  has  about 
made  up  its  mind  that  the  recent  Act 
of  the  British  Columbia  Legislature 
imposing  a  tax  on  commercial  travel- 
lers from  the  other  provinces  is  ultra 
vires  of  the  Province,  and  cannot 
therefore  be  allowed  to  remain  in 
force. 


The  British  Columbia  Cabinet  will 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  itself 
withdraw  the  Act  in  question.  Should 
it  fail  to  do  so  the  Dominion  will 
probably  exercise  its  right  of  veto 
on  the  ground  that  the  statute  violates 
section  91  of  the  British  North  Am- 
erica Act  which  entrusts  the  regula- 
tion of  trade  and  commerce  ex- 
clusively to  the  Federal  Parliament. 

The  same  objection  is  said  to  exist 
against  the  recent  enactment  of  the 
Quebec  Legislature  taxing  British  and 
foreign  commercial  travellers.

AN  IMPORTANT  ITEM  IN 
BUSINESS. 

The  last  census  five  years  ago 
showed  the  population  of  the 
United  States  to  be  76,303,000. 
What  the  population  is  now  is  a 
matter  not  of  enumeration  btit  of 
estimate,  but  the  statisticians  get 
at  the  matter  pretty  closely,  says 
the  Wall  Street  Journal.  The 
April  statement  61  the  circula- 
tion of  money  in  the  United 
S!tates  estimates  the  population 
on  April  1st,  1905,  to  be  82,910,- 
000.  There  has  thus  been  in  the 
last  five  years  an  increase  in  popu- 
lation of  6,607,000,  an  average  in- 
crease each  year  of  1,320,000.  One- 
half  of  this  increase ;  or,  to  be 
more  definite,  3,255,000,  repre- 
sents the  immigration  since  1900. 
Putting  the  increase  of  popula- 
tion in  the  form  of  percentage,  it 
appears  that  there  has  been  a 
gain  in  five  years  amounting  to 
8.7  per  cent.  There  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  before  the 
next  census  is  taken,  in  1910,  the 
United  States  will  have  a  popula- 
tion of  90,000,000.  Sufficient  ac- 
count is  not  taken  of  the  increased 
population  when  estimates  are 
made  of  the  business  outlook. 
Every  addition  to  the  population, 
adds  so  much  to  the  consumptive 
demand  upon  the  productive  in- 
dustries. If  it  is  estimated  that 
the  average  amount  needed  by 
every  person  to  maintain  life  is 
$200,  then  the  increase  of  1,320,- 
000  in  the  population  every  year 
means  an  increase  in  the  con- 
sumptive demand  of  $264,000,000. 
This  fact  sufficiently  explains  the 
enormous  vitality  displayed  by 
that  country,  its  power  ~bf  recu- 
peration and  the  growing  pressure 
upon  its  producing  energies.

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APPLE  PROSPECTS. 

Mr.  P.  W.  Hodgetts,  of  the  On- 
tario Department  of  Agriculture, 
returned  the  first  of  this  month  from 
an  inspection  of  orchards  near  Mea- 
ford,  where  the  Department  is  car- 
rying on  an  extensive  series  of 
spraying  orchards  with  a  power 
sprayer.  Mr.  Hodgetts  reports  the 
work  as  being  very  successful,  and 
attracting  a  great  deal  of  attention 
from  the  fruit  growers.  The  pros- 
pects of  the  apple  crop  in  that  sec- 
tion are  not  as  good  as  had  been 
anticipated  earlier.  There  will  pro- 
bably be  a  light  crop  of  Spies  and 
Baldwins,  but  a  fair  crop  of  Green- 
ings and  Ben  Davis.  Plums,  which 
are  a  specialty  in  the  Meaford  dis- 
trict, promise  a  heavy  crop,  but  the 
plum  rot  is  increasing.  The  wet 
weather  is  favorable  to  the  spread 
of  all  fungus  diseases.

NIAGARA   DISTRICT  FRUIT. 

Encouraging  reports  of  the  pros- 
pect of  the  fruit  crop  in  the  Niagara 
district  are  received.  There  will  be 
a  heavy  yield  of  plums  and  peaches, 
although  there  is  only  one-quarter 
the  number  of  trees  in  the  district 
that  there  was  a  few  years  ago. 
Apples  will,  however,  he  scarce,  and 
tomatoes,  though  likely  to  be  plen- 
tiful, will  be  about  two  weeks  later 
than  usual.  Of  the  smaller  fruit, 
raspberries  and  blackberries  promise 
to  be  plentiful  and  of  good  quality.

FRUIT    IN    THE  WEST. 

Mr.  Alexander  McNeill,  fruit  ex- 
pert of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, returned  a  few  days  ago  from 
a  trip  to  British  Columbia,  where  he 
was  in  consultation  with  the  fruit- 
growers. He  says  that  in  the  Bench- 
lands  and  in  the  valleys  of  the  Pacific 
Province  the  fruit  men  are  reaping 
a  rich  harvest.  Ontario  will  have  to 
look  to  its  laurels  if  it  desires  to  get 
a  fair  share  of  the  fruit  business  in 
the  Western  Provinces.  British  Col- 
umbia men  know  how  to  pack  to 
advantage,  and  one  of  their  number, 
Mr.  Boies,  of  Vernon,  is  coming 
east  towards  the  end  of  August  to 
impart  the  most  up-to-date  methods 
of  packing  to  the  fruit-growers  of 
Ontario  and  Quebec. 

The  fruit  crop  in  British  Columbia 
this  year  is  simply  magnificent. 
From  one  cherry  tree  Mr.  McNeill 
measured  twelve  inches  on  one 
limb,  and  counted  127  fully  ripened 
cherries  upon  it. 


FRUIT  NOTES. 

Fruit-growers  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  St.  Catharines  are  looking 
forward  to  a  heavy  peach  crop. 

About  16,000  acres  of  land  in  On- 
tario are  in  vineyards,  and  of  that 
sum  over  10,000  acres  are  in  the 
counties  of  Lincoln,  Wentworth  and 
Welland  in  the  order  mentioned. 
Lincoln  alone  has  4,500  acres,  and 
the  figures  are  increasing  every  year. 

Mr.  Charles  Niechia,  representing 
Fratelli  Sacca,  fruit  importer.  New 
York,  has  been  in  Toronto  and 
vicinity  calling  upon  the  fruit  trade. 
Mr.  Niechia's  specialty  is  lemons, 
the  head  office  of  the  firm  being  in 
Messina,  with  branches  at  Hamburg, 
Leipsig,  Melbourne  and  New  York. 

The  average  yield  of  apples  in 
Nova  Scotia  for  the  past  ten  'years 
is  estimated  at  about  300,000  barrels,- 
and  fifty  barrels  per  acre  as  a  fair 
average  estimate.  This  shows  the 
crop  to  have  been  grown  on  about 
7,000  acres,  or  eleven  square  miles. 
The  total  area  of  Nova  Scotia  is 
21,731  square  miles,  or  about  2,000 
times  the  area  producing  apples. 

The  Georgian  Bay  Fruit  Growers, 
Limited,  have  been  incorporated  by 
Ontario  charter  with  a  share  capital 
of  $25,000,  and  with  headquarters  at 
the  town  of  Thornbury,  in  the  county 
of  Grey.  The  purposes  of  the  com- 
pany 'are:  (a)  To  deal  wholesale  and 
retail  in  all  kinds  of  fruit;  (b)  to 
build  and  own  fruit  houses  and  cold 
storage  plants,  and  (c)  to  own  and 
operate  evaporators,  canning  fac- 
tories, cider  and  pulp  mills,  factories 
for  the  making  of  barrels,  boxes, 
baskets,  crates  or  any  other  packages 
required  in  the  handling  of  fruit. 
The  directors  are  Grey  farmers.

CANADIAN  FLOUR  IN  AFRICA. 

According  to  a  report  from  Mr. 
Kittson,  Canadian  Agent  in  South 
Africa,  that  portion  of  the  Empire  is 
doing  a  large  trade  with  Canada  in 
flour.  The  present  duty  on  flour 
entering  South  Africa  is  two  shillings 
per  hundred  pounds,  and  one  shilling 
on  wheat;  the  old  duty  was  two  shil- 
lings on  wheat  and  four  shillings  and 
sixpence  on  flour.  It  is  now  pro- 
posed, according  to  Mr.  Kittson,  to 
increase  the  duty  on  flour  to  the  old 
rate,  four  shillings  and  sixpence.  This 
will  have  a  serious  effect  on  Canadian 
shipments.  The  reason  given  for  the 
increase  is  that  the  reduction  in  duty 
does  not  benefit  the  consumer,  and 
that  the  increase  will  add  to  the 
revenue  of  the  country  and  assist  the 
local  grain  farmer. 


MILLING  IN  GREAT 
BRITAIN. 

The  three  largest  milling  cities 
in  the  United  Kingdom  are  Liver- 
pool, London  and  Hull.  The  po- 
tential flour  output  per  hour  of 
each  city,  in  sacks  of  280  pounds, 
has  been  estimated  as  follows : 
Liverpool,  625  sacks;  London, 
450  sacks ;  Hull,  255  sacks.  This 
would  be  a  total  hourly  output  of 
1,330  sacks  for  the  three  cities.  If 
all  the  mills  in  these  ports  worked 
full  time  they  would  produce 
about  9,000,000  sacks  per  annum, 
or  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  total 
amount  of  flour  produced  in  the 
mills  of  the  United  Kingdom 
during  a  cereal  year.  The  num- 
ber of  milling  firms  in  these  three 
cities  is  30,  and  therefore  their 
average  capacity  is  about  45  sacks 
an  hour.  As  several  of  these 
firms  have  more  than  one  mill  the 
average  per  mill  is  about  40  sacks 
hourly. 

There  are  other  milling  centres, 
the  largest  of  which  is  probably 
that  including  Leith  and  Edin- 
burgh. Then  comes  the  New- 
castle and  Simderland  district, 
with  York,  Glasgow,  and  Cardiff 
following  closely.  Each  of  these 
centres  produces  over  100  sacks 
per  hour,  an  estimate  of  their  ca- 
pacity being  as  follows  :  Leith 
and  Edinburgh,  160;  Newcastle 
and  Sunderland,  150;  York,  150; 
Glasgow,  120;  Cardiff,  100.  The 
total  capacity  of  these  milling 
centres  is  about  680  sacks  per 
hour,  a  little  more  than  that  of 
Liverpool  alone.  There  is  prob- 
ably no  other  inland  city  or  town 
which  produces  over  100  sacks 
per  hour.  Sheffield  and  Birming- 
ham probably  come  nearest  to  it ; 
and  Bristol,  too,  makes  almost 
that  quantity.  Other  places  of 
fairly  large  milling  capacity  are 
•  Belfast,  Limerick,  Barrow,  Man- 
chester, Leeds,  Dublin,  Black- 
burn, Sowerby  Bridge,  Wrexham, 
.Stockton  district,  Plymouth,  Ips- 
wich, and  Carlisle.    The  capacity

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in  all  these  is  well  below  100 
sacks  per  hour,  the  average  being 
probably  about  50  sacks. 

The  total  capacity  of  all  the 
milling  centres  named,  other  than 
the  three  great  milling  cities,  is 
probably  about  1,600  sacks  an 
hour,  and  if  the  mills  worked  full 
time  the  yearly  output  would  be 
about  11,000,000  sacks,  making, 
with  that  of  the  three  cities,  an 
aggregate  yearly  capacity  of  20,- 
000,000  sacks.  The  great  ma- 
jority of  the  mills  involved  in  this 
survey  of  the  larger  concerns 
work  night  and  day,  and  there- 
fore the  actual  output,  when  due 
allowance  is  made  for  holidays, 
breakdowns,  and  stops  for  re- 
newals, can  not  be  far  short  of 
18,000,000  sacks  of  280  pounds 
each.  The  number  of  firms  which 
deal  with  this  huge  total  is  about 
100.  There  are  about  800  mills 
with  modern  roller  outfits,  and 
the  remaining  700  manufacture 
about  half  of  the  flour  made  in 
the  country,  the  other  half  being 
made  by  the  100  firms  in  the  large 
cities  and  centres.  The  average 
output  of  the  700  mills  is  thus 
about  500  sacks  per  mill  per  week. 
These  estimates  are  rough,  but 
they  will  serve  to  show  how  the 
milling  capacity  of  the  United 
Kingdom  is  distributed. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the 
English  millers,  and  especially 
those  in  Hull,  have  been  able  to 
capture  a  share  of  the  American 
flour  trade  in  the  United  King- 
dom. The  steady  growth  of  the 
imports  of  wheat  here  and  the 
falling  off  in  the  imports  of  flour 
are  evidences  of  this.  One  of  the 
chief  reasons  for  the  increasing 
use  of  home-milled  flour  is  its  ex- 
cellent quality.  Another  is  its 
cheapness.  Good  flour  can  be 
bought  here  in  14-pound  sacks  for 
IS.  6d.  (36  cents),  or  at  the  rate 
of  $4.48  per  barrel  of  196  pounds. 
The  reason  why  flour  can  be  sold 
here  as  cheaply  as  in  the  United 
States,  after  the  freight  on  the 
wheat  for  5,000  miles  has  been 
paid,  is  that  there  is  a  much  larg- 
er demand  for  the  oflFal  here  than 
in  the  United  States.  The  income 
received  from  this  source  enables 
millers  to  bring  wheat  from  Am- 
erica, grind  it  into  flour,  and  sell 
it  as  cheaply  as  or  more  cheaply 
than  American  flour  can  be  im- 
ported and  placed  on  the  market. 


Large  quantities  of  offal  are  pro- 
duced at  Hull  and  exported  to 
continental  ports  at  a  profit. 
This  offal  is  classed  as  bran,  pol- 
lard, and  sharps,  and  it  sells  here 
at  wholesale,  per  ton  of  2,240 
pounds,  at  the  following  prices : 
Bran,  $22.50;  pollard,  $23.70; 
sharps,  $24.30.  At  retail  this  offal 
sells  in  Hull  at  from  18  to  22 
cents  per  stone  (14  pounds),  ac- 
cording to  quality. 

Large  flour  mills  are  now  being 
built  in  London  and  Manchester, 
and  both  those  cities  hope  to  in- 
crease largely  in  the  near  future 
their  imports  of  wheat  and  their 
output  of  flour.  All  these  circum- 
stances go  to  show  that  the  Eng- 
lish millers  believe  that  their  con- 
trol of  the  home  market  and  a 
share  of  the  continental  flour 
market  is  well  estabHshed,  and 
that  the  growth  of  population  in 
the  United  States  is  fast  remov- 
ing that  cotmtry  as  a  competitor 
from  the  list  of  flour-exporting 
countries. — U.S.  Consular  Report.

CEREAL    CO.    AND  FREIGHT 
RATES. 

The  hearing  of  the  American  Cer- 
eal Company's  complaint  against  the 
export  rates  charged  by  the  Canadian 
Pacific  and  Grand  Trunk  railways  on 
shipments  from  their  mills  at  Peter- 
boro'  to  Montreal,  St.  John  and  Port- 
land was  held  before  the  Railway 
Commission  early  this  month.  The 
Company  set  up  the  plea  that  on 
account  of  excessive  railway  rates 
their  mills  had  to  be  closed  down. 
They  want,  accordingly,  lower  freight 
charges  and  the  privilege  of  mill- 
ing oats  in  transit  from  Chicago 
east  without  extra  charge.  It  trans- 
pired in  the  course  of  the  evidence 
that  the  Ontario  price  for  oats  is 
much  higher  than  the  ruling  prices  at 
Chicago.  The  Cereal  Company,  ac- 
cordingly, would  like  to  get  its  grain 
in  Chicago  and  have  the  cost  held 
over  whilst  it  is  being  converted  into 
rolled  oats  at  Peterboro'.  The  rail- 
ways assert  that  it  was  not  the  rail- 
way rates,  but  the  high  price  of 
Ontario  oats,  that  compelled  the  com- 
pany to  close  down  the  Peterboro' 
mills.  Mr.  Land  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Freight  Department  states  that  if  his 
company  were  called  on  to  haul  the 
product  of  these  Peterboro'  mills  on 
the  terms  that  the  owners  proposed 
thev  would  rather  do  without  the 
traffic  altogether  because  it  would 
mean  the  ruination  of  their  business.

GREATEST  COFFEE-DRINK- 
ING NATION. 

According  to  statistics  collected 
during  the  last  ten  years  and  pub- 
lished on  April  21st,  by  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce  and  Labor, 
the  United  States  stands  first 
among  the  nations  of  the  world 
in  the  consumption  of  coffee,  Eng- 
land first  in  the  consumption  of 
tea,  Russia  first  in  the  consump- 
tion of  whiskey  and  other  dis- 
tilled spirits,  France  first  in  the 
consumption  of  wine,  and  Ger- 
many first  in  the  consumption  of 
beer. 

Of  coffee  the  world's  consump- 
tion is  approximately  2,250,000,- 
000  lbs.  In  this  the  United  States 
holds  the  first  place,  with  a  total 
consumption  in  1904  of  961,000,- 
000  lbs. ;  Germany  second,  and 
397,000,000  lbs.,  and  France  third, 
with  168,000,000  lbs. 

Statistics  of  beer  consumption 
are  available  for  only  eight  coun- 
tries, with  a  total  of  5,753,000,000 
gallons  annually.  Germany  had  a 
total  consumption  of  1,783,000,000 
gallons;  the  United  Kingdom,  i,- 
501,000,000;  the  United  States,  i,- 
494,000,000  ;  Austria,  492,000,000 ; 
France,  289,000,000 ;  Hungary, 
38,333,000,  and  Italy,  6,750,000. 

Consumption  of  whiskey, 
brandy,  and  other  distilled  spirits 
for  which  statistics  are  available 
amounted  to  687,000,000  gallons ; 
that  for  Russia  being  set  down  at 
174,000,000  gallons;  Germany, 
124,333,000,  and  the  United 
States,  121,000,000. 

Wine  consumption  amounts  to 
3,090,000,000  gallons  annually, 
principally  in  the  Latin  countries. 

Per  capita  consumption  of 
various  beverages  in  the  principal 
countries  presents  some  sharp 
contrasts.  Thus,  in  the  per  capita 
consumption  of  tea  the  United 
States  is  credited  with  only  1.34 
lbs.,  against  six  lbs.  for  the  United 
Kingdom. 

In  the  per  capita  consumption 
of  coffee  the  relative  rank  of  the 
countries  is:  United  States,  11.75 
lbs. ;  Germany,  6.65  lbs. ;  France, 
4.29  lbs.

In  order,  therefore,  to  bring 
your  products  before  your  de- 
sired consumer,  you  must  con- 
sider the  type  of  consumer  whose 
patronage  you  desire  and  the 
type  of  advertisement  which  will 
prove  most  convincing.  Let  me 
tell  you  a  little  story  illustrating 
what  I  mean. 

An  Irish  deckhand  on  a  Mis- 
sissippi   River    steamboat  was 
anxious  to  be  promoted  to  the 
position  of  "sounder."    He  made 
formal  application  for  the  posi- 
tion to  the  captain  of  the  steamer 
who  thereupon  placed  him  in  the 
bow  of  the  boat  directing  him  to 
pay  strict  attention  to  the  man 
with   the   sounding   line.  The 
sounder,  carefully  watched  by  his 
Celtic    shipmate  threw  out  the 
lead  and  as  he  hauled  in  the  line 
and  took  his  depths  he  sang  them 
out  in  the  well-known  drone  of 
the  sounder  as  follows ;  "By  the 
m-a-r-r-k  eight  by  the  d-e-e-e-p 
nine"    repeating    the  perform- 
ance   and    the    drone    at  two 
minute     intervals,  mechanically 
swinging    his     line    back  and 
forth    as    the    boat  continued 
lier     way     down     the  stream. 
After  watching  him  and  his  by- 
standing  companion  for  the  space 


of  ten  minutes  the  captain  order- 
ed the  Irishman  to  take  the  line. 
Imitating  the  swing  and  the 
drone  of  his  predecessor  exactly, 
Pat  threw  out  the  lead  and  as  he 
hauled  the  wet  line  in  hand  over 
hand  cried,  "Aye  a  h-a-a-h  hem 
and  a  h-e-e-h  hi."  "What  in 
thunder  do  you  mean,"  roared  the 
enraged  captain,  incensed  by  the 
incomprehensible  stuff  the  man 
was  droning  without  intermission. 
"If  ye  plaze,  sorr,"  returned  the 
Irishman,  scratching  his  head, 
"Oi  caught  the  tune  but  Oi  did 
not  quite  catch  the  words." 
Needless  to  say  the  Irishman  did 
not  get  the  promotion  desired.

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BELL  TELEPHONE  COMPANY 
WINS. 

At  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur, 
where  there  is  one  of  the  best  muni- 
cipal telephone  systems  in  Canada,  a 
fight  has  been  waged  for  some  time 
with  the  Bell  Telephone  Company 
for  the  privilege  of  connecting  the 
municipal  system  with  the  C.P.R. 
stations.  During  the  first  week  of 
this  month  the  matter  came  before 
the  Railway  Commission  at  Ottawa, 
and  decision  was  given  against  the 
municipalities. 

Mr.  Chairman  Kilman  reviewed  the 
hearing  that  was  given  to  this  case 
during  Mr.  Blair's  tenure  of  the  chair- 
manship, and  referred  to  the  opinions 
that  the  late  chairman  and  his  two 
colleagues  then  expressed  upon  the 
application  and  upon  the  contract 
existing  between  the  C.P.R.  and  the 
Bell  Company,  by  which  the  latter 
company  alone  is  allowed  to  instal  its 
telephones  in  Canadian  Pacific 
stations. 

Mr.     Kilman's     judgment,  which 
represents  also   the  decision  of  the 
board,  said:  "In  my  opinion  no  com- 
pensation should  be  given  to  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  except  for  the 
damage  which  it  will  sustain  through 
the  loss  of  the  exclusive  privilege  for 
the  towns  of  Port  Arthur  and  Fort 
William   respectively.     The  -position 
of  the  railway  company  is  different. 
Nothing  has  yet  occurred  producing 
a   rescission   of   the    contract.  The 
railway  company  insists  on  its  perfor- 
mance.    If   the   installation   of  the 
municipal  system  in  one  of  the  railway 
stations  should  result  in  the  loss  to 
the  railway  company  of  this  contract 
it  should  receive  compensation  there- 
for.   Apparently  it  is  a  very  valuable 
contract    to    the    railway  company. 
This  value  has  been  estimated  as  be- 
ing about  $18,400  per  annum  over  and 
above  the  value  of  the  service  rend- 
ered by  it  to  the  telephone  company, 
but  it  is  still  as  uncertain  as  it  was 
when  Mr.  Blair  spoke  that  the  con- 
tract will  be  rescinded  in  consequence 
of  any  action  by  the  board.  It  is  true 
that   the    Bell    Telephone  Company 
has   announced   very   positively  the 
course  which  it  will  take,  but  if  the 
officials  of  the  Telephone  Company 
honestly    value    the    benefit   of  the 
contract  to  that  company  as  highly 
as  the  company's  counsel  claimed,  it 
appears   by  no  means   certain  that, 
after  learning  that  it  must  act  without 
compensation,  the  company  will  per- 
sist  in   the   course   indicated.  The 
evidence  does  not  furnish  a  satisfac- 
tory basis  for   definitely   fixing  the 
sums  to  be  allowed  for  compensation. 
I  propose  to  make  some  suggestions 
with  the  hope  that  either  they  will 
be  accepted  as  a  basis  of  action  or 
some  other  basis  reached  by  agree- 
ment or  allowed  to  be  settled  by  the 
board  after  hearing  the  objections  of 
the  parties." 

The  exclusive  right  of  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  is  estimated  by 
one  of  its  officials  at  $5.00  per  instru- 
ment per  year.  Another  witness 
valued  it  even  more  highly.  Mr.  Kil- 
man suggests,  after  determining  the 


number  of  paying  Telephone  sub- 
scribers in  Port  Arthur  and  Fort  Wil- 
liam, adjusting  the  compensation  at 
the  rate  of  $5.00  an  instrument.  So 
far  as  the  C.P.R.  is  concerned  Mr. 
Kilman  advises  that  it  should  first  be 
ascertained  what  space  and  facilities 
are  desired  for  the  municipal  'phone 
service  and  that  the  towns  should 
then  name  some  annual  payment  to 
be  made  to  the  railway  for  the  privi- 
lege. If  such  offer  was  not  accepted, 
probably  the  best  course  would  be 
to  have  an  amount  fixed  by  some 
independent  person  or  by  arbitration. 

If  the  municipalities  wish  to  contest 
the  point  whether  the  connection  of 
their  exchanges  with  the  C.P.R.  would 
give  the  telephone  company  a  right 
of  rescission  and  to  have  it  deter- 
mined by  the  Supreme  Court,  a  case 
should  be  stated  to  that  body.  Com- 
pensation to  the  Bell  Company 
should  precede  the  installation  of  the 
'phones  in  the  railway  stations.  The 
first  of  the  annual  payments  should 
also  be  paid  the  railway  before  the 
connection  is  established. 

In  view  of  the  possible  loss  to  the 
railway  company  through  the  rescis- 
sion of  its  contract  with  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company,  Mr.  Kilman 
thinks  the  towns  should  jointly  put 
up  security  bonds  to  the  sum  of  $85,- 
000,  if  they  want  first  to  have  the  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  upon  the 
points  raised.  No  order  of  the  board 
will  issue  till  this  is  given. 

The  board's  conclusion  is  that  com- 
pensation should  be  made  to  the  rail- 
way for  the  use  of  its  stations  and 
the  interference  with  their  property 
incident  to  establishing  their  connec- 
tion. Compensation  should  be  made 
also  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company 
for  the  loss  of  the  exclusive  privilege 
to  the  'phone  connection  with  the 
railway  stations   in  the  two  towns. 

The  municipalities  fail,  therefore,  in 
the  attempt  to  have  the  contract  in 
question  declared  invalid.  On  the 
other  hand  the  compensation  they  will 
have  to  pay  under  Mr.  Kilman's  judg- 
ment is  likely  to  be  considerably  less 
than  they  had  anticipated  from  the 
former  expressions  of  the  Railway 
Commission. 

In  speaking  of  the  above  decision 
Corporation  Counsel  FuUerton  of 
Toronto  is  quoted  as  saying: 

"The  railway  companies  can  suffer 
no  actual  damage,  and  I  don't  think 
they  should  be  allowed  to  collect 
from  the  municipalities  any  in- 
demnity. The  telephone  company 
may  suffer  a  loss,  and  they  may  have 
a  legal  claim  for  compensation,  but 
in  my  opinion  the  Legislature  should 
have  stepped  in  and  given  municipal 
companies  the  right  to  have  the  con- 
nection needed  apart  from  any  con- 
sideration as  to  compensation." 

The  same  paper  quotes  W.  D. 
Lighthall,  secretary  of  the  Union  of 
Canadian  Municipalities,  as  follows: 

"No  clear  report  of  decision  obtain- 
able yet,  but  proposed  security  and 
payment  to  C.P.R.  are  evidently  nom- 
inal, and  amount  of  $5.00  per  tele- 
phone is  only  a  maximum  suggestion. 


The  municipalities  have  won,  subject 
to  a  restricted  payment  per  local 
telephone.  Although  not  completely 
satisfactory,  the  principle  of  monopoly 
is  broken.  Legislation  can  do  the 
rest."

TRADE  GROWING  IN  TORONTO 

A  remarkable  expansion  of  the  trade 
of  Toronto  is  shown  by  the  customs 
returns  for  the  fiscal  year,  which 
closed  yesterday.  This  city,  in  fact, 
is  responsible  for  more  than  the  en- 
tire increase  in  the  customs  returns 
of  the  Dominion,  for  while  for  the 
fiscal  year  the  Dominion  increase  is 
$1,025,961,  Toronto  comes  to  the  front 
with  figures  greater  by  $1,409,133.22 
than  those  of  1904.  June,  it  is  true, 
showed  a  slight  decrease,  both  in  the 
Dominion  and  the  Toronto  returns, 
but  this  was  the  only  decrease  noted 
in  the  year. 

The  total  duty  collected  at  Toronto 
for  the  month  of  June,  1905,  was 
$745,274-89,  as  against  $750,322.97  for 
June,  1904,  a  decrease  of  $5,048.08. 
The  total  duty  collected  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30th,  1905,  was 
$9,594,392.06,  compared  with  $8,185,- 
258.84  for  the  year  1904,  an  increase 
of  $1,409,133.22.  The  total  number 
of  entries  taken  at  Toronto  during  the 
fiscal  year  1905  was  134,661  as  against 
124,149  for  the  year  1904,  an  increase 
of  10,512.

Canada's  customs  revenue  shows  a 
decrease  of  $12,216  for  the  month  of 
June,  but  for  the  twelve  months  which 
ended  June  30  there  was  a  gain  of 
$1,025,961.  The  following  are  details 
for  the  two  periods: 
June.

The  customs  revenue  for  the  Port 
of  Guelph  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1905,  was  $137,601.72.  This  is  a 
decrease  of  $2,276.17,  as  compared 
with  last  year. 

The  Tariff  Commission  enquiry  will 
begin  in  September  and  continue 
through  the  autumn,  holding  sittings 
from  end  to  end  of  the  country,  to 
acquaint  itself  with  the  condition  of 
the  various  industries  whose  interests 
may  be  affected  by  the  readjustment 
of  customs  duties.  The  first  meetings 
will  be  held  throughout  Ontario  and 
Quebec.  Afterward  the  Commission 
will  visit  the  Maritime  Provinces  and 
then  proceed  west  to  the  Pacific  coast. 
The  Tariff  Commission  of  1896  went 
no  further  west  than  Winnipeg,  but  it 
is  thought  that  interests  have  grown 
up  in  British  Columbia  that  call  for 
attention. 

The  re-arrangement  of  customs 
duties  next  session  will  provide  for 
what  will  be  known  as  minimum, 
maximum,  and  general  tariff  rates. 
The  first  named  will  be  for  Great 
Britain,  and  possibly  for  other  of  our 
best  friends  commercially.  The  sec- 
ond will  be  for  nations  like  Germany 
whose  duties  aie  deliberately  planned 
to  discourage  Canadian  trade.  The 
general  tariff  will  be  applied  to  im- 
ports from  all  other  parts  of  the 
world.  There  is  also  a  likelihood  that 
British  preference,  instead  of  being 
fixed  at  one-third  on  all  classes  of 
articles  alike  will  be  increased  in 
some  instances,  and  decreased  in 
others,  as  the  Cabinet  sees  fit. 

The  returns  from  the  customs  office 
of  the  Port  of  Toronto  show  a  de- 
crease of  $5,048  in  the  total  duty 
collected  for  the  past  month  as  com- 
pared with  June,  1904,  but  the  amount 
collected  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30  is  $1,409,133.22  larger  than 
the  receipts  in  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1904,  the  figures  being: 

1905    $9,594,392.06 

1904    8,185,258.84 

There  was  a  correspondingly  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  entries 
during  the  year,  the  total  for  1905 
being  134,661,  or  10,512  more  than 
last  year. 

The    customs   collections    for  the 


year  just  closed  in  Peterboro' 
amounted  to  $335,639.  Last  year  they 
were  $222,751.  The  collections  for 
June  were  $49,098,  an  increase  of  $32,- 
081  over  the  corresponding  month  in 
1904.  Ten  years  ago  the  total  customs 
revenue  for  Peterboro'  in  one  year 
did  not  equal  the  receipts  of  the  last 
month. 

Customs  returns  at  London  for  the 
twelve  months  just  closed  show  a 
slight  falling  off.  For  the  previous 
twelve  months  the  figures  were  $832,- 
165  37,  as  against  $807,270.37  last  year, 
a  decrease  of  $24,895. 

The  Niagara  Falls  customs  receipts 
show  a  slight  falling  off  during  June 
in  spite  of  the  good  start.  The  re- 
ceipts up  to  the  30th  only  amounted 
to  $127,352.35,  while  for  the  same 
time  last  year  the  amount  was  $134,- 
352.63. 

Mr.  Alexander  Patterson  of  the 
Toronto  Customs  House  recently  re- 
ceived a  letter  containing  $25  cons- 
cience money,  which  the  writer  said 
was  owing  the  customs.  There  was 
no  signature  to  the  letter  which  was 
post-marked  "Toronto." 

The  June  statement  of  the  London, 
Eng.,  Board  of  Trade  shows  in- 
creases of  $1,803,000  in  imports  and 
$9,578,000  in  exports.  Following  are 
the  imports  of  produce  from  Canada 
during  June:

Customs  returns  at  the  Port  of 
Montreal  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
J(me  30th  show  a  total  of  $11,591,- 
656.70  as  compared  with  $12,437,927.93 
for  the  previous  twelve  months,  or  a 
decrease  of  $846,271.25.  Three  causes 
are  assigned  for  this  decrease.  Less 
revenue  on  sugar,  a  decline  in  the 
importation  of  locomotives,  and  the  ' 
C.P.R.  Atlantic  line  billing  much  of 
its  import  trade  through  to  its  western 
destination,  where  the  duty  is  col- 
lected.

GOOD   CROP  PROSPECT. 

Latest  reports  from  Winnipeg  state 
that  there  are  no  rumors  of  rust  in 
Manitoba  as  yet,  the  crop  not  being 
at  a  stage  where  rust  develops. 
Fears  were  entertained  last  week  that 
should  the  rain  continue  rust  might 
come  from  undue  moisture  and  a 
soft  crop.  The  past  six  days  have 
been  generally  fine,  hot  and  dry,  with 
good  winds;  in  fact,  ideal  weather 
for  wheat,  and  the  crops  all  over  the 
Province  are  in  the  best  possible 
shape.

SUCCESSION    TAX  REVENUE. 

Returns  from  the  succession  duties 
for  tlie  half  year  ending  June  30  show 
a  marked  increase  over  those  of  the 
same  period  last  year.  This  is  indi- 
cated by  the  report  which  has  been 
issued  by  J.  S.  McLeod,  solicitor  of  the 
Treasury.  The  revenue  for  the  half 
year  from  this  source  was  $322,803.66. 

For  the  same  period,  ending  July 
31,  1904,  the  Government's  share  of 
the  estates  administered  was  $231,- 
127.94.  Thus,  there  is  an  increase  of 
$91,675.72.  During  the  month  of  June 
alone  $52,848.61  passed  from  the  es- 
tates of  the  dead  to  the  coffers  of 
the  Province. 

These  figures  would  indicate  that 
this  source  of  revenue  will  be  one  of 
the  most  important  this  year. 
Several  large  estates  have  yet  to  be 
heard  from.  Among  these  is  the  estate 
of  the  late  George  Gooderham,  which 
pays  a  heavy  contribution  to  the 
Provincial  Treasury.

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FLIES  AND  WINDOW 
SCREENS. 

Few  people  realize  how  many 
cases  of  disease  owe  their  origin 
to  infection  from  germs  trans- 
ported by  the  pestiferous  fly. 
Plumbers  are  often  looked  upon 
as  angels  in  disguise  owing  to  the 
good  they  do  in  preventing  dis- 
ease, and  in  the  light  of  recent 
experiments  conducted  at  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  it  appears 
that  merchants  who  push  the  sale 
of  screen  doors  and  windows,  as 
well  as  refrigerators,  are  entitled 
to  similar  distinction.  It  is  not 
new  to  learn  that  flies  may  be 
active  agents  in  spreading  bac- 
teria, but  the  results  of  the  in- 
vestigations spoken  of  demon- 
strate that  the  evil  is  far  greater 
than  generally  supposed. 

The  experiments  were  con- 
ducted with  a  box  that  was 
divided  into  two  compartments, 
in  the  first  of  which  was  ex- 
posed some  food  material  in- 
fected with  an  easily  recogniz- 
able species  of  bacteria — harm- 
less bacteria,  of  course,  being 
used — while  in  the  second  com- 
partment was  placed  an  open  dish 
containing  a  sterile  nutrient  such 
as  is  used  as  a  culture  medium 
for  bacteria.  Flies  were  placed 
in  the  first  compartment  and,  as 
soon  as  a  number  of  them  had 
been  seen  to  walk  upon,  or  eat  of, 
the  infected  material  they  were 
allowed  to  pass  through  a  small 
door  into  the  second  compart- 
ment, where  they  had  a  chance  to 
come  in  contact  with  the  culture 
medium  in  the  dish.  The  result 
was  that  bacteria  deposited  upon 
the  surface  of  the  sterile  nutrient 
multiplied  there  and  formed 
characteristic  colonies. 

In  these  experiments  molasses 
mixed  with  a  growth  of  yellow 
bacteria  was  spread  on  a  plate  in 
the  first  compartment,  and  a 
dozen  flies  were  put  into  the  ap- 
paratus. Half  an  hour  later  the 
door  between  the  two  compart- 
ments was  opened,  and  as  soon 
as  several  flies  had  been  seen  to 
come  in  contact  with  the  sterile 
nutrient  the  dish  that  contained  it 
was  covered  and  put  away  to  de- 
velop. A  few  days  later  there  had 
grown  on  the  nutrient  over  a  hun- 
dred colonies  of  yellow  bacteria. 
The    experiment    was  repeated 


with  red  and  violet  culture  and 
colonies  of  corresponding  color 
were  obtained. 

To  prove  that  the  germs  from 
which  these  colonies  grew  came 
from  the  infected  material  in  the 
first  compartment,  and  not  from 
accidental  sources,  further  experi- 
ments were  made  with  other 
groups  of  flies,  but  with  no  in- 
fected material  in  the  first  com- 
partment. In  this  case,  however, 
none  of  the  dishes  used  in  the 
second  -  compartment  developed 
yellow,  red,  or  violet  colonies. 
To  prove  further  that  the  flies 
were  the  only  means  of  trans- 
mitting the  bacteria,  experiments 
were  made  with  other  groups 
of  flies,  but  with  no  infected  ma- 
terial in  the  first  compartment, 
but  with  no  flies  in  the  apparatus. 
The  dishes  containing  the  nutri- 
ent in  these  experiments  also  de- 
veloped no  colonies ;  and  from 
these  results  it  was  considered  to 
be  absolutely  demonstrated  that 
flies  are  capable  of  carrying 
bacteria  from  one  place  to  an- 
other, if  they  have  an  opportunity 
to  come  in  contact  with  material 
containing  these  organisms.

CULTIVATE  MEMORY. 

To  remember  a  man's  name 
when  you  meet  him  is  one  of  the 
greatest  assets  any  business  man 
can  have..  To  be  able  to  call  a 
customer  by  name  when  he  enters 
your  store  or  your  department 
makes  him  feel  that  he  is  really 
important,  and  if,  when  he  has 
given  an  order  for  goods  to  be 
delivered,  you  can  put  down  his 
address  without  asking  him  what 
it  is,  you  will  score  a  hit  every 
time. 

Cultivate  your  memory  in 
every  direction,  but  particularly 
towards  remembering  names.  We 
do  not  mean  by  this  to  adopt  any 
"memory  system,"  but  learn  to 
concentrate  your  mind, — 'that  is 
the  whole  secret.  Begin  when 
you  hear  a  man's  name  for  the 
first  time,  and  while  repeating  it 
to  yourself  and  perhaps  shaking 
him  by  the  hand,  look  him  square- 
ly in  the  face  and  get  that  fixed 
in  your  mind  linked  with  the 
name.  Then  take  a  good  look  at 
the  man's  whole    figure,  noting 


any  characteristics  that  may  be 
peculiar.  Keep  the  name  in  mind 
all  the  time,  and  when  he  has 
gone  keep  on  thinking  of  the 
name  and  any  particular  feature 
that  may  have  impressed  itself 
on  you,  and  the  chances  are  that 
when  you  see  him  again  you  will 
remember,  his  name. 

Some  people  when  trying  to  re- 
member a  name  simply  take  one 
peculiar  feature,  a  scar,  a  limp,  or 
a  cast  in  the  eye,  but  the  general 
effect  is  much  better,  for  on  meet- 
ing a  man  you  may  not  see  the 
special  feature  that  you  have 
taken  note  of  and  will  then  miss 
the  name.  It  may  seem  a  con- 
siderable task  to  go  through  the 
inspection  and  concentration 
mentioned  above,  but  it  will  be 
only  at  first.  After  that  it  will 
become  a  habit  and  an  easy  mat- 
ter; in  fact,  you  will  do  it  with- 
out efifort  and  even  without  know- 
ing it.

PRESERVING  FURS. 

Furs  must  be  kept  out  of  the 
sun  to  retain  their  richness  of 
color.  Any  skin  will  fade  in  the 
sun,  including  even  the  expensive 
seal,  mink  and  marten.  A  great 
deal  depends,  of  course,  upon  the 
dye  in  a  seal  skin,  but  the  fact 
that  it  fades  does  not  mean  that 
it  is  poorly  dyed.  Skunk  will  curl 
in  the  sun,  caused  by  the  oil, 
which  is  plentiful  in  it,  drying  up. 
But  most  serious  of  all  is  the  dust 
which  collects  in  the  fur,  except 
when  treated  with  extreme  care. 
With  this  dust,  moths  are  certain 
to  get  in,  and  camphor  balls  are 
food  for  moths,  if  they  are  already 
in  the  garment.  If  the  balls  are 
put  in  when  no  moths  are  there, 
they  will  keep  the  fur  free  from 
moths,  but  will  not  drive  them 
out  once  they  are  there.  When 
furs  are  to  be  put  away  they 
should  be  thoroughly  whipped 
with  bamboo  canes  until  all  the 
dust  is  removed,  and  with  it  the 
moths  and  eggs.  Then  the  gar- 
ments should  be  plentifully  sup- 
plied with  camphor  balls  or  other 
preventive,  and  sealed  in  boxes. 
If  they  are  not  sealed  away,  they 
should  be  examined  once  a  month, 
aired,  whipped  and  cleaned.  This 
should  go  on  during  the  season  of 
sale  as  well.

Ontario. 
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Trading  Stamp  Companies  Ordered  to  Quit  by  Dominion  Government 


Trading   Stamp  Bill   Passes  the 
Dominion  House  and  the 
Senate. 

The  long  controversy  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Provincial 
Houses  have  the  right  to  pass 
legislation  to  prohibit  trading 
stamps  has  been  finally  settled  by 
the  Dominion  Government,  as 
mentioned  in  our  last  issue,  and 
an  Act  has  just  been  passed  which 
orders  these  exploiting  companies 
to  pack  up  their  baggage  and 
quit,  much  to  the  delight  of  the 
vast  majority  of  fair-minded  retail 
merchants  throughout  the  Domin- 
ion. The  task  of  abolishing  these 
deep-rooted  concerns  has  not  been 
an  easy  one.  Provincial  legis- 
lation had  been  obtained  both  by 
the  Province  of  Ontario  as  well 
as  by  the  Province  of  Quebec. 
This  legislation  had  been  con- 
tested by  the  trading  stamp  com- 
panies, and  it  was  decided  by  the 
highest  courts  in  Ontario  that 
the  Government  had  the  power  to 
adopt  such  measures.  In  Quebec 
the  matter  is  still  before  the 
courts.  At  every  stage  of  legal 
proceedings  the  trading  stamp 
company's  plea  was  that  the  Pro- 
vinces had  no  power  to  interfere 
with  them,  that  the  Dominion 
Parliament  was  the  only  body 
who  had  jurisdiction  over  trade 
and  commerce  and  in  order  to 
give  them  just  what  they  wanted 
the  retail  merchants  of  the  Pro- 
vinces united  and  a  deputation  of 
over  seven  hundred  and  fifty  men 
waited  upon  the  Prime  Minister 
and  laid  our  grievance  before 
him.    He  considered  our  case  and 


he -decided  that  we  had  a  griev- 
ance. He  promised  us  legis- 
lation and  we  are  glad  to  say  that 
not  the  slightest  attempt  was 
made  by  excuses  or  delay  to 
deviate  from  that  promise.  A 
bill  was  introduced  in  a  form 
which  was  entirely  satisfactory 
to  our  Association  and  which  was 
approved  of  by  our  solicitors. 
Upon  the  second  reading  of  the 
bill,  however,  Mr.  Pugsley,  of  the 
Comfort  Soap  Co.,  appeared  at 
Ottawa  and  objected  to  the  bill 
interfering  with  soap  wrappers, 
although  the  great  majority  of 
manufacturers,  whose  names 
a])pcar  ,  elsewhere,  signed  our 
petition  asking  the  Government 
to  abolish  the  coupon  soap  wrap- 
per and  premium  system  as  well. 
Fearing  that  a  conflict  might 
prejudice  our  interests  we  decided 
that  we  would  let  the  objection 
stand  and  appeal  to  the  retail 
merchants  and  manufacturers 
before  the  next  session  and  have 
an  amendment  made  so  as  to 
place  all  soap  wrappers  and 
premium  tickets  issued  by  manu- 
facturers in  the  same  position  as 
trading  stamps.  The  manage- 
ment of  the  campaign  at  Ottawa 
was  under  the  direction  of  the 
Dominion  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  M. 
Trowern,  of  Toronto,  and  Mr.  J. 
A.  Beaudry,  Secretary  of,  the 
Federation  of  the  Retail  Dealers 
of  the  City  of  Montreal.  The 
t  lading  stamp  companies,  as 
usual,  had  a  large  supply  of  legal 
tslent  on  hand,  and  at  times  the 
lobby  of  the  Connnons  and  the 
Senate  presented  an  active  and 
busy  scene.     Too   much  praise 


cannot  be  given  to  the  prompt 
manner  in  which  the  members  of 
our  Association  throughout  On- 
tario and  Quebec  responded  to 
their  duty  and  so  fully  were  our 
legislative  representatives  con- 
vinced that  our  cause  was  a  just 
one  that  after  a  discussion,  which 
lasted  over  five  hours,  the  bill 
was  carried  unanimously  through 
the  House  of  Commons.  Space 
will  not  permit  us  to  mention  the 
addresses  of  all  the  supporters  of 
the  bill,  but  the  members  of  our 
branches  can  rest  assured  that 
their  representatives  voted  in  the 
interests  of  the  measure. 

The  Bill  in  the  Senate. 

Defeated  in  the  Commons  the 
trading  stamp  companies  seemed 
to  become  more  active  than  ever. 
They  increased  their  forces,  and 
tliey  used  the  columns  of  some  of 
the  daily  papers  in  Montreal, 
C^ttawa  and  Toronto  to  buoy  up 
their  spirits  and  prophesy  that  the 
l)ill  would  be  killed  in  the  Senate. 
This  increased  the  activity  on 
both  sides  and  the  announcement 
that  the  bill  had  received  its  first 
reading  seemed  to  make  them  feel 
that  some  severe  measures  would 
have  to  be  adopted.  They  secured 
the  active  support  of  Senator 
Landry,  of  Quebec,  and  the  course 
they  adopted  was  to  endeavor  to 
talk  the  bill  out.  He  pleaded  for 
them  in  the  morning,  he  continued 
in  the  afternoon,  he  renewed  his 
plea  in  the  evening.  He  spoke 
for  six  hours.  During  the  recess 
the  supporters  of  the  Government 
were  given  the  tip  to  prepare  for 
an  all  night  sitting.    They  were 
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told  off  in  relays  with  the  result 
that  the  trading  stamp  men  real- 
ized that  the  game  was  up.  They 
were  prepared  to  make  terms  of 
peace.  The  committee  present 
representing  the  retail  interests 
of  the  Dominion  were : — E.  M. 
Trowern,  of  Toronto;  Messrs.  J. 
O.  Gareau,  Watson,  and  Beaudry, 
of  Montreal;  and  H.  C.  Ellis,  of 
Ottawa.  The  trading  stamp  com- 
pany representatives  misunder- 
stood the  reading  of  clause  two 
as  to  what  time  the  bill  should 
go  into  effect.  Our  committee 
told  them  that  it  would  take  effect 
on  November  ist,  the  time  speci- 
fied in  the  bill,  but  we  would  not 
under  any  circumstances  consent 
to  any  alterations  of  any  sort  at 
that  stage  of  the  proceedings. 
We  told  them  that  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier  had  promised  us  that  the 
bill  would  become  law  and  with 
that  assurance  and  the  action  of 
the  members  of  the  Senate  we 
knew"  that  the  Government  meant 
to  carry  out  their  promise.  The 
opposition  then  ceased  and  the  bill 
received  its  third  reading  and  has 
since  received  the  sanction  of  the 
Governor-General,  and  it  is  now 
part  of  the  Criminal  Code  of 
Canada. 

The  trading  stamp  companies 
should  now  be  satisfied,  as  they 
have  got  what  they  have  been 
asking  for,  not  Provincial,  but 
Dominion  legislation,  and  we  can 
assure  them  that  we  will  see  that 
the  law  is  properly  enforced  and 
its  conditions  strictly  carried  out. 
It  is  impossible  for  us  to  mention 
in  this  article  the  names  of  all 
those  who  assisted  us  in  support- 
ing this  legislation  and  also  to 
publish  all  the  addresses  that  we 
should  like  to,  but  we  must  refer 
in  terms  of  the  highest  praise  to 
Mr.  H.  Gervais,  M.P.,  who  not 
only  took  an  active  interest  in 
the  measure  but  who  delivered 
such  an  able  address  when  the 
bill  came  up  for  its  second  read- 
ing, and  who  watched  the  bill 
in  every  stage  of  the  proceed- 
ings. The  following  is  his  address 
in  full:— 

Able     Address     Against  Trading 
Stamps,  by  Honore  Gervais, 
M.P.,  in  the  House  of 
Commons. 

I  would  like  to  explain  to  the 
House  just  who  are  asking  for  this 
legislation  and  the  reasons  for  its  en- 
actment. Let  me  say  that  I  have  no 
particular  personal  interest  in  the 
subject.  This  legislation,  Mr.  Speaker, 
is  demanded  by  all  the  retail  mer- 


chants and  traders  of  Canada.  That 
is  quite  a  broad  statement,  but  I 
think  I  have  documents  here  on  file 
which  will  bear  it  out.  First  of  all, 
all  the  Retail  Merchants'  Associations 
and  all  the  boards  of  trade  of  the 
country  have  been  consulted  as  to 
whether  or  not  in  their  opinion  this 
commercial  evil  should  be  abolished, 
and  in  answer  to  that  request  I  may 
say  that  all  the  Merchants'  Associa- 
tions and  boards  of  trade  have  de- 
clared themselves  against  what  they 
call  a  commercial  pest,  a  commercial 
nuisance,  a  commercial  conspiracy  in 
restraint  of  trade. 

I  have  with  me  here  and  will 
read  to  you  resolutions  from  the 
Boards  of  Trade  of  Toronto,  Halifax, 
Montreal,  Edmonton,  Berlin,  Kam- 
loops,  St.  Johns,  Peterboro,  Brandon, 
Vancouver,  B.C.,  Quebec,  also  from 
the  Montreal  Wholesale  Grocers' 
Guild,  Montreal  Wholesale  Dry 
Goods  Association,  Three  Rivers 
Chambre  de  Commerce,  The  Federa- 
tion of  the  Retail  Dealers  of  the  City 
of  Montreal,  The  Retail  Merchants' 
Association  of  Canada,  and  among 
others  the  following  53  branches 
of  that  Association:  Aurora,  Acton, 
Bowmanville,  Brampton,  Belleville, 
Brantford,  Berlin,  Barrie,  Brockville, 
Collingwood,  Chatham,  Cobourg, 
Clinton,  Dunnville,  Dundas,  Deser- 
onto,  Elmira,  Gait,  Guelph,  Goderich, 
Hespeler,  Hamilton,  Ingersoll,  King- 
ston, London,  Lindsay,  Meaford, 
Milton,  Newmarket,  Niagara  Falls, 
Oshawa,  Orangeville,  Ottawa,  Pres- 
ton, Port  Hope,  Petrolea,  Paris, 
Peterboro,  St.  Marys,  Seaforth,  St. 
Thomas,  Stratford,  St.  Catharines, 
Sarnia,  Toronto,  Toronto  Junction, 
Trenton,  Wallaceburg,  Whitby, 
Woodstock,  Windsor,  Waterloo. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  expressed 
by  all  these  bodies  goes  to  show  that 
from  the  point  of  view  of  wholesale 
and  retail  merchants,  commercial 
agents,  bankers  and  traders,  the  trad- 
ing stamp  is  a  nuisance  and  a  con- 
spiracy in  restraint  of  trade.  Now, 
who  are  the  parties  opposing  this 
legislation?  Who  are  the  men  who 
have  engineered  this  commercial 
nuisance?  They  are  but  a  handful, 
just  half  a  dozen  throughout  Canada. 
Who  are  the  parties  to  the  suit,  as  we 
say  in  court;  who  are  the  parties  in- 
terested in  this  case?  You  have  on 
one  side  all  the  traders  of  the  coun- 
try, and  you  have  on  the  other  side 
three  or  four  men  who  are  reaping 
a  golden  harvest  from  this  illegal  and 
immoral  trade.  Now,  I  will  try  to 
explain  to  the  House  what  is  the  bone 
of  contention,  what  is  the  cause  of 
action.  To  avoid  misunderstanding, 
I  will  define  a  trading  stamp  accord- 
ing to  my  own  contention;  and  later 
on,  I  will  quote  a  definition  of  a  trad- 
ing stamp  given  by  the  American  and 
English  Encyclopedia  of  Law.  First 
of  all,  I  give  as  my  definition  of  a 
trading  stamp  the  following:  A  trad- 
ing stamp  is  a  kind  of  paper  money 
which  may  be  issued  by  any  one,  even 
by  a  schemer  without  capital,  under 
such  circumstances  as  to  result  in  a 
conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade,  in 
fleecing    the    merchants'  customers, 


and  in  a  continuous  violation  of  the 
accepted  principles  of  sound  currency. 
Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  permit  me  to  give 
a  short  sketch  of  the  legislation  re- 
lating to  trading  stamps.  In  a  few 
words  I  will  show  the  committee  what 
has  been  the  Canadian  provincial  legis- 
lation in  relation  to  trading  stamps, 
and  what  is  the  foreign  or  American 
legislation  in  relation  to  the  same 
matter.  We  find  that  only  two  pro- 
vincial legislatures  have  passed 
statutes  to  prohibit  the  use  of  trad- 
ing stamps.  I  quote  first  from  the 
statutes  of  Ontario  of  1901,  chapter 
26,  the  Municipal  Amendment  Act, 
section  41,  which' says  that  by-laws 
may  be  passed  by  the  councils  of 
cities,  towns  and  villages: 

41.  For  prohibiting  the  giving,  sell- 
ing, distributing  or  receiving  of  trad- 
ing stamps,  coupons,  or  other  similar 
devices,  and  for  prohibiting  the  giv- 
ing, selling  or  dealing  therewith  by 
any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  en- 
gaged in  trade  or  business. 

(a)  .  No  such  by-law  should  apply 
to  any  merchant  or  manufacturer  who 
places  in  or  upon  packages  of  goods 
or  delivers  to  the  purchasers  of  goods 
sold  or  manufactured  by  him,  tickets 
or  coupons  to  be  redeemed  by  such 
merchant  or  manufacturer  either  in 
money  or  merchandise. 

(b)  .  No  such  by-law  shall  come 
into  force  or  take  effect  until  after  the 
1st  day  January,  1902. 

And  finally,  in  1905,  the  Ontario 
Legislature  has  passed  the  following 
amendment: 

27.  Clause  "a,"  of  paragraph  41  of 
section  583  of  the  Consolidated  Muni- 
cipal Act,  1903,  is  repealed,  and  the 
following  substituted  therefor: 

A.  No  such  by-law  shall  apply  to 
any  merchant  or  manufacturer  who 
places  in  or  upon  packages  of  goods, 
or  delivers  to  purchasers  of  goods  sold 
or  manufactured  by  him  at  the  time 
of  such  purchase,  tickets  or  coupons, 
which  bear  upon  their  face  the  place 
of  delivery  thereof,  together  with  the 
cash  or  merchantable  value  of  the 
same,  and  are  redeemable  at  any  time, 
and  only  by  the  merchant  or  manu- 
facturer giving  them  and  only  at  the 
store  or  factory  where  such  goods 
were  sold  or  purchased. 

The  Quebec  Legislature,  in  1903, 
passed  an  Act,  chapter  39,  giving  cer- 
tain powers  to  the  councils  of  cities, 
towns,  villages  and  parishes.  Sec- 
tions I  and  2  of  this  Act  provide: 

1.  The  municipal  council  of  cities, 
towns,  villages  and  parishes  may  pass 
by-laws  for  prohibiting  the  giving, 
selling,  exchanging,  distributing  or 
receiving  of  trading  stamps,  coupons, 
or  other  similar  devices,  and  for  pro- 
hibiting the  giving,  selling  or  ex- 
changing the  same  -by  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation;  and,  by  every 
such  by-law,  may  provide  that  any 
person  infringing  the  same  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing three  months  in  default  of  pay- 
ment. 

2.  No  such  by-law  shall,  however, 
apply  to  any  merchant  or  manufac- 
turer who  places  in  or  upon  packages 
of  goods,  or  delivers  to  the  purchaser 
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of  '  goods,  sold  or  manufactured, 
tickets  or  coupons  to  be  redeemed  by 
such  merchant  or  manufacturer  either 
in  money  or  merchandise. 

One  may  see  at  a  glance  that  the 
Ontario  law  and  the  Quebec  law  are 
quite  similar.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  Quebec  law  is  a  reprint  of  the 
Ontario  law.  By  the  provincial  laws 
of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  authority  is 
given  to  the  municipal  councils  of 
cities,  towns  and  boroughs  to  pass 
by-laws  to  prohibit  the  giving  or  re- 
ceiving of  trading  stamps.  That  is 
the  state  of  provincial  legislation  on 
the  subject  of  trading  stamps  up  to 
the  year  1905.  Permit  me  now  to 
quote  some  foreign  laws  in  relation 
to  the  same  evil. 

When  I  speak  of  foreign  legislation 
in  relation  to  trading  stamps,  I  refer 
to  the  laws  of  certain  States  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  The  trad- 
ing stamp  evil  has  never  existed  out- 
side of  Canada  and  the  United  States; 
therefore,  except  in  these  countries 
no  special  legislation  against  trading 
stamps  has  been  necessary.  The 
trading  stamp  scheme  was  originated 
in  the  United  States  about  10  years 
ago,  and  was  imported  into  Canada 
about  the  year  1900.  I  said  a 
moment  ago  that  a  number  of  the 
States  of  the  United  States  had 
adopted  legislation  to  prohibit  the 
use  of  trading  stamps.  Among  the 
State  legislatures  that  have  adopted 
such  laws  are  those  of  Rhode  Island, 
Alabama,  Maryland,  Massachusetts, 
Vermont,  Virginia  and  New  York. 
The  same  principle  has  been  adopted 
in  the  district  of  Columbia.  As  a 
specimen  of  these  laws  I  may  quote 
the  statute  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  the  year 
1904.  This  law  is  chapter  657  of 
that  year,  and  is  called  an  Act  to 
amend  the  penal  code  relating  to  the 
issue  and  redemption  of  trading 
stamps,  or  other  devices.  And,  ac- 
cording to  that  statute,  the  use  of 
trading  stamps  is  forbidden,  unless 
redeemable  and  the  value  in  money, 
shall  be  printed  on  the  face  of  the 
stamp.  Then  it  provides  that  persons 
who  sell  or  issue  trading  stamps  shall 
redeem  them  in  money  or  goods  at 
face  value.  Section  4  of  the  law  pro- 
vides: 

Any  person  or  corporation  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. 

No  special  punishment  is  enacted  in 
the  statute.  We  have  to  refer  to  the 
penal  code  of  the  State  of  New  York 
to  ascertain  what  the  punishment  is 
for  issuing  or  redeeming  trading 
stamps.  Turning  to  article  15  of  the 
penal'  code  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
annotated  1903,  I  find  the  following: 

A  person  convicted  of  a  crime  de- 
clared to  be  a  msidemeanor,  for 
which  no  other  punishment  is  special- 
ly prescribed  by  this  code,  or  by 
any  other  statutory  provision  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  conviction  and 
sentence,  is  punished  by  imprison- 
ment in  a  penitentiary,  or  county  jail, 
for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  or  by  both. 

A  few  words  now  about  the  state 


of  jurisprudence  as  to  the  constitu- 
tionality of  these  special  enactments 
against  trading  stamps.  In  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  it  has  been  held  by 
the  Court  of  Appeal  of  that  province 
that  the  law  of  the  province  empower- 
ing the  City  Council  of  Quebec  and 
the  City  Council  of  Montreal  to  pass 
a  by-law  to  prohibit  the  use  of  trading 
stamps  was  not  constitutional,  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  within  the  e.xclusive 
jurisdiction  of  this  Dominion  Parlia- 
ment to  enact  any  law  relating  to 
trade  and  commerce,  under  article  91 
of  the  British  North  America  Act. 
But  we  find  that  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  a  re- 
ference of  the  provincial  government 
has  given  a  contrary  decision.  But, 
if  my  memory  is  good,  I  believe  that 
during  the  month  of  February,  1905, 
Judge  Morgan,  in  Toronto,  held  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  dictum  of  Ontario 
Appellate  Court,  that  the  law  of 
Ontario  was  not  unconstitutional,  as 
it  related  to  a  subject  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Ontario  Legislature, 
but  held  that  the  by-law  passed  by 
the  Toronto  Municipal  Council  and 
the  Ontario  law  of  1903  were  defec- 
tive, and  he  granted  an  injunction 
against  the  application  of  said  by-law. 

Now,  let  me  refer  for  a  moment  to 
the  state  of  jurisprudence  on  this  sub- 
ject in  the  United  States.  For  I  know 
that  my  hon.  friend  and  opponent  will 
say  that  these  State  laws  prohibiting 
the  use  of  trading  stamps  have  all 
been  declared  unconstitutional,  and 
will  raise  the  objection  of  unconstitu- 
tionality against  the  proposed  bill. 
But,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  argument  is 
wholly  inapplicable  to  the  present 
measure.  If  these  State  laws  have 
been  declared  unconstitutional  it  is 
because  they  were  passed  in  direct  op- 
position of  the  14th  amendment  to  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States, 
passed  and  adopted  in  1865.  But  the 
very  argument  against  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  several  State 
laws  is  the  strongest  argument 
in  favor  of  the  constitutionality 
of  the  bill  here  proposed.  As 
you  know,  the  legislature  of  any  State 
of  the  Union  has  no  power  to  deal 
broadly  with  matters  of  trade  and 
commerce.  We  have  no  such  limita- 
tion. The  Parliament  of  the  Mother 
Country  has  not  imposed  any  restric- 
tion upon  this  Parliament  in  its 
power  to  regulate  matters  of  trade 
and  commerce.  It  has  not  declared 
what  shall  be  deemed  matters 
of  trade  and  commerce;  who 
shall  be  parties  to  a  com- 
mercial contract;  what  shall  be 
the  lorm  of  such  a  contract;  or  what 
shall  be  the  cause  of  its  nullity.  There 
is  no  danger  that  this  law  will  be  de- 
clared ultra  vires,  for  we  have  full 
power  to  regulate  our  trade  and  com- 
merce for  the  benefit  of  our  merchants 
and  traders.  There  is  no  danger  in 
this  case  that  the  Imperial  law  of 
1865,  which  declares  that  the  colonial 
laws  may  be  void  for  repugnacy  will 
be  applicable  to  this  bill. 

Let  us  now  come  to  the  special 
reasons  and  motives  why  this  Bill 
should  pass.  I  have  stated  that  in- 
direct taxation  and  direct  loss  are  the 
results  of  this  felonious  and  fraudulent 


device,  and  that  it  operates  to  the 
detriment  of  bona-fide  traders,  and 
creates  a  monopoly.  No  doubt  every 
one  in  this  House  knows  how  this 
trading  stamp  business  is  worked. 
With  five  dollars  capital  a  man  can 
go  into  it.  He  does  not  need  any 
bank  account.  All  he  requires  is 
about  50  pounds  of  stamps,  which  may 
cost  him  $2.50,  and  he  is  then 
equipped  for  the  enterprise.  The 
trading  stamp  people  will  not  go  to 
every  trader  and  merchant  because 
that  would  kill  the  scheme,  and  there 
would  be  no  profit  in  it.  They  will 
go  exclusively  to  Mr.  A,  Peter  street, 
dealing  in  groceries;  D,  on  Notre 
Uame  or  Yonge  street,  dealing  in 
jewelry,  then  to  F,  on  Jarvis  Street, 
dealing  in  hardware.  Then  they  will 
make  a  contract  with  these  parties  by 
virtue  of  which  they  will  buy  from  the 
trading  stamp  people,  who  bind 
themselves  not  to  sell  to  any  other 
merchant  in  the  same  lines  of  busi- 
ness as  those  with  whom  they  have 
made  contracts.  What  is  the  result 
of  it  all?  The  result  is  that  these 
trading  stamp  people  are  creating  an 
outrageous  monopoly  in  favor  of  A, 
D  and  F,  to  the  detriment  of  bona-fide 
merchants  living  within  a  stone  throw 
of  these  other  establishments. 

You  may  say:  After  all  what  is 
there  wrong  about  that?  That  is  one 
of  the  ten  or  twelve  inalienable  and 
imprescriptible  liberties  laid  down  by 
the  law  of  nature.  These  include 
civil  and  religious  liberty;  and  when 
traders  issue  such  stamps  they  are 
simply  enjoying  that  natural  liberty 
of  trading  which  is  declared  by  James 
Lorimer  as  inalienable  and  impres- 
criptible. But  there  is  such  a  thing 
as  abusing  a  natural  right.  There  is 
no  reason  why  these  companies 
should  not  issue  trading  stamps  so 
long  as  they  do  not  discriminate  and 
endeavor  to  discredit  and  depreciate 
the  business  of  those  who  are  not 
their  customers.  These  trading 
stamp  people,  who  have  made  con- 
tracts for  the  sale  of  their  stamps, 
have  to  bind  themselves  to  certain 
conditions.  The  first  condition,  as;  I 
said,  is  that  they  will  not  sell  any  to 
a  neighboring  merchant.  They  fur- 
ther bind  themselves  to  send  out  can- 
vassers, who  will  visit  each  house  in 
the  district  and  interview  each  wife 
and  show  her  the  advantage  of  deal- 
ing with  stores  which  give  those 
stamps.  Here,  for  instance,  is  a 
synopsis  of  the  usual  conversation: 

Agent:  Well,  madam,  have  you 
heard  that  Mr.  Peters,  the  grocer  on 
the  corner,  is  now  giving  trading 
stamps? 

Wife:  Is  that  so,  what  does  it  mean? 

Agent:  It  means  that  they  are  giv- 
ing gifts  by  the  bushel;  are  you  deal- 
ing with  Peters? 

Wife:  No,  I  am  not.  , 

Agent:  Well,  it  is  too  bad,  who  is 
your  grocer? 

Wife:  It  is  Mr.  Jones. 

Agent:  Well,  the  goods  of  Jones  are 
no  good;  he  makes  no  gifts.  Go  to 
Peters,  the  man  who  gives  trading 
stamps. 

And  the  little  wife,  without  consult- 
ing her  husband,  will  go  to  Peters 
and  will  buy  worthless  articles.  The 
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result  IS  that  an  outrageous  mono- 
poly and  conspiracy  in  restraint  of 
trade  is  created  against  bona-tide 
grocers  and  others  in  favor  of  a  few 
petty  trading  stamp  people.  This  use 
of  trading  stamps  is  very  demoraliz- 
ing. It  is  demoralizing  in  this  respect> 
that  it  teaches  the  poorer  people  that 
they  can  get  something  for  nothing. 
And  in  a  utilitarian  age  such  as  ours, 
it  is  an  outrage  to  teach  the  poor 
people  that  they  can  get  something 
for  nothing.  A  second  bad  effect  is 
that  these  trading  stamp  people  hold 
out  temptations  to  our  retail  mer- 
chants to  robbery  and  other  dis- 
honest practices.  Competition  is  so 
keen  nowadays  that  a  net  profit  of  5 
per  cent,  is  a  good  profit.  What  then 
is  the  result  of  the  use  of  trading 
stamps?  The  result  is  that  the  pro- 
fits of  every  dealer  are  going  into 
the  pockets  of  the  trading  stamp 
people.  How  can  the  retail  trader 
make  compensation  for  the  loss  on 
trading  stamps  except  by  robbing  his 
customers,  or  going  into  bankruptcy 
and  then  making  his  creditors  the 
losers.  I  am  not  drawing  too  gloomy 
a  picture  of  the  condition  of  affairs. 
I  might  give  names  and  dates  to  show 
that  in  the  cities  of  Montreal,  Toronto, 
Hamilton,  Ottawa  and  other  cities  and 
towns,  poor  people  are,being  deceived 
by  that  scheme  of  the  trading  stamp 
people.  You  know  what  are  the  re- 
sults which  follow  the  issue  of  any 
paper  money.  Poor  people  think  that 
the  moment  they  have  a  bit  of  paper, 
in  their  hands  bearing  a  stamp,  it  is 
negotiable  and  may  be  given  in  pay- 
ment for  something.  That  is  why  I 
say  that  the  use  of  trading  stamps  is 
utterly  demoralizing  to  the  people,  as 
it  induces  the  poorer  classes  to  think 
they  can  get  something  for  nothing, 
that  they  can  get  something  for  money 
paper,  for  fiduciary  or  representa- 
tive paper  money.  The  trading 
stamp  business  is  a  direct  violation  of 
any  accepted  principle  of  currency. 
On  referring  to  the  American  and 
English  Encyclopedia  of  Law,  I  find 
that  the  definition  which  is  there  given 
of  a  trading  stamp  is  very  misleading, 
that  it  is  purely  and  simply  a 
hypothetical  rather  than  a  real, 
genuine  and  practical  definition,  and  I 
will  not  accept  for  a  moment  that  de- 
finition which  I  find  at  page  442  of 
volume  28  of  the  English  and  Ameri- 
can Encyclopedia  of  Law. 

It  is  very  strange  that  the  State, 
that  the  central  authority,  which  is 
over-jealous  about  its  control  of  cur- 
rency, should  be  so  negligent  as  con- 
cerns the  issue  and  circulation  of  cur- 
rency by  private  individuals,  as  it  has 
been  in  this  case.  You  know  as  a 
matter  of  fact  that  nobody  in  the  land 
can  issue  a  bank  note  except  a  State 
bank  properly  authorized  by  special 
Act  of  this  Parliament,  under  certain 
conditions  both  as  regards  the  sub- 
scription of  stock  and  the  keeping  in 
its  coffers  of  a  gold  reserve  and  the 
placing  of  a  deposit  in  the  hands  of 
the  Finance  Department  of  this 
Government.  You  know  I  cannot 
issue  a  bond,  I  cannot  issue  a  deben- 
ture, I  cannot  issue  a  share  in  a  com- 


pany unless  I  have  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  State  a  memorandum  of 
agreement,  a  memorandum  of  partner- 
ship disclosing  the  amount  of  the 
capital  of  the  concern,  the  names  of 
the  subscribers,  the  names  of  the 
directors,  the  amount  of  capital  paid, 
and  so  on,  and  I  cannot  issue  a  deben* 
ture  unless  I  comply  with  certain 
strict  conditions.  But  in  this  case 
what  do  you  find?  You  find  capital- 
less  people — if  I  may  be  permitted  by 
the  rules  of  English  grammar  to  coin 
a  new  word — you  find  capilalless 
people  who  are  starting  the  issue  of 
paper  money  without  any  authoriza- 
tion whatever,  without  any  guarantee 
as  to  their  means  or  as  to  the  reserve. 
I  declare  it  an  outrage  to  permit  trad- 
ing stamp  people  to  issue  so-called 
paper  money  with  a  fictitious  face 
value  of  one  hundred  per  cent,  when 
it  lias  but  a  value  conceded  by  them 
of  5  per  cent,  and  a  real  and  genuine 
value  of  only  I  per  cent. 

Is  it  not  apparent  to  every  one  that 
the  circulation  of  any  such  paper 
money  may  have  a  very  detrimental 
effect  amongst  the  people?  What  is 
the  result?  The  result  is  that  should 
this  Bill  become  a  law  to-night  you 
will  not  find  in  Canada  perhaps  more 
than  one  person,  that  is  one  merchant 
in  the  City  of  Montreal,  who  will 
stand  up  to-morrow  to  pay  the 
coupons  which  have  been  issued  by 
the  carload.  All  the  other  people 
will  have  gone,  will  have  spirited 
away,  as  was  the  case  when  the 
Quebec  Legislature  passed  its  pro- 
vincial law  empowering  the  muni- 
cipal corporation  of  Quebec  to  pro- 
hibit the  issue  of  trading  stamps. 
The  next  day  the  ten  concerns  which 
were  dealing  in  trading  stamps  had 
disappeared.  It  was  just  as  in  the 
spring  after  a  late  snowstorm,  the 
snow  all  melts  away.  They  had  gone 
and  nobody  could  be  seen  in  Quebec 
to  give  by  way  of  redemption  the 
showy  articles  they  had  been  promis- 
ing for  months  to  the  foolish  intend- 
ing purchaser.  What  occurred  in 
the  City  of  Quebec  is  what  will  occur 
throughout  the  cities  of  Canada  if  this 
Bill  becomes  a  law.  Some  trading 
stamp  schemers  having  felt  their  posi- 
tion very  weak,  and  felt  the  opposi- 
tion to  their  practice  so  strong  that 
not  more  than  eight  days  ago  one  of 
them,  when  he  saw  that  the  Minister 
of  Justice  was  about  to  introduce  a 
Bill,  felt  unwell  and  thought  fit  to 
publish  in  the  Montreal  "  Herald  "  a 
written  guarantee  under  his  hand  and 
seal  stating  that  as  far  as  the  trading 
stamps  issued  by  his  house  were  con- 
cerned, they  would  all  be  paid,  even  if 
this  Bill  becomes  a  law.  That  all  goes 
to  show  that  my  contention  is  right, 
that  the  issue  of  those  trading  stamps 
is  the  issue  of — I  will  not  say  of  paper 
money,  full  paper  money — but  of  a 
kind  of  paper  money.  It  is  a  sort  of 
paper  money  which  is  put  into  circula- 
tion by  irresponsible  people,  by  un- 
known people,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
deceiving  by  false  pretences  the  un- 
wary intending  purchaser. 

The  opponents  of  this  Bill  will  say: 
It  is  all  very  well,  this  Bill  is  in  favor 


of  abolishing  monopoly,  of  maintain- 
ing morals  among  the  people,  of 
maintaining  some  principle  in  so  far 
as  the  currency  of  money  is  con- 
cerned, but  the  great  argument  of 
our  opponents  to  this  Bill  is  that  the 
hon.  Minister  of  Justice  is  invading 
natural  liberty,  invading  that  in- 
alienable principle  of  freedom  of  all 
kinds,  even  freedom  of  expatriation 
since  1872.  Well,  I  will  answer  this. 
If  you  take  the  eight  or  ten  codes 
which  are  now  in  force  in  the  different 
provinces  of  Canada  and  in  the  65 
States  doing  business  around  the 
world,  you  will  find  that  those  series 
of  codes  are  purely  and  exclusively 
sets  of  rules  invading  the  ordinary 
natural  liberties  of  man,  but  these  in- 
vasions upon  natural  liberties  have 
been  accepted  and  declared  essential 
and  necessary  for  the  sake  of  all,  for 
the  sake  of  the  masses,  for  the  sake 
of  the  people,  for  the  sake  of  the 
State;  it  is  only  a  question  of  whether 
or  not  in  this  exceptional  case  there 
are  sufficient  grounds  for  interfering 
with  this  trading  stamp  enterprise. 
If  you  consult  the  authors  who  have 
written  on  anti-commercial  com- 
binations in  restraint  of  trade  you  will 
find  out  that  the  circumstances  under 
which  that  great  trading  stamp 
scheme  is  worked  are  directly  in  op- 
position to  commercial  practice,  and  I 
say  that  this  Bill,  instead  of  interfer- 
ing with  liberty  of  trade,  is  an  effort 
to  make  the  trade  of  Canada  per- 
fectly free. 

Instead  of  working  against  liberty 
of  trade  it  is  working  in  the  direction 
of  liberty  of  trade.  This  Bill  should 
be  accepted  as  it  is.  It  should  not 
be  made  a  party  question,  because,  as 
my  hon.  friends  from  Ontario  know, 
the  merchants  in  the  towns  of  that 
province  have  joined  with  the  mer- 
chants of  the  Province  of  Quebec  and 
other  parts  of  Canada  in  urging  the 
abolition  of  this  trading  stamp  pest. 
I  repeat  this  is  not  a  party  question. 
It  is  a  national  question,  and  it  is  a 
question  which  should  be  agitated  in 
the  interest  of  trade  by  hon.  members 
on  both  sides  of  the  House.  No 
trader  has  any  regard  for  political 
considerations  in  advocating  the  pas- 
sage of  this  Bill.  We  should  be  fair 
to  every  man  who  is  interested  in  the 
commerce  of  Canada,  and  try  to  free 
our  traders,  our  wholesale  and  retail 
merchants  from  that  commercial  usage 
which  has  been  called  the  trading 
stamp  nuisance.  This  Parliament, 
some  years  ago,  prohibited  the  im- 
portation of  the  San  Jose  scale,  and 
why  should  we  not  try  to  prevent  that 
American  commercial  evil,  coming 
from  the  United  States  of  America, 
from  taking  root  in  our  country? 
Mr.  Chairman,  who  are  the  parties  at 
issue?  Who  are  the  parties  to  the  ac- 
tion, because  we  are  the  jury  of  the 
country?  You  will  find  on  the  one 
hand  all  the  traders  of  all  classes,  and 
on  the  other  hand  you  will  find  a  few 
schemers.  They  are  only  a  few 
schemers  headed  by  a  few  lawyers. 
We  have  the  commercial  interests  of 
the  country  and  the  universal  con- 
sensus of  opinion  in  our  favor.

Tliis  trading  stamp  legislation  does 
not  require  the  commendation  of  the 
Government.  It  carries  its  own  com- 
mendation. The  applause  which 
greeted  it  from  hon.  gentlemen  op- 
posite shows  conclusively  that  there  is 
greater  objection  to  this  trading 
stamp  business  than  would  appear  at 
lirst  sight.  It  is  a  form  of  compul- 
sory selling,  and  above  all  things  it 
is  a  lottery.  Of  course  we  cannot  pro- 
tect poor  humanity  against  its  own 
follies  in  every  case,  but  there  are 
some  cases  in  which  the  legislators  in 
every  civilized  country  have  under- 
taken to  protect  people  against  them- 
selves. Nearly  every  country  pro- 
hibits lotteries.  In  Canada  we  have 
been  obliged  to  make  the  laws  against 
lotteries  more  severe,  and  we  have 
legislated  against  bucket  shops  and 
other  devices  of  an  equally  shady 
character. 

I  was  impressed  by  the  numerous 
delegations  which  waited  on  the 
Government  regarding  this  measure, 
and  I  was  particularly  impressed  by 
this  consideration  that  poor  people,  the 
wives  of  mechanics,  whose  incomes 
are  not  large,  are  induced  to  buy  be- 
yond their  legitimate  requirements  in 
order  to  get  these  stamps;  and  when 
they  have  enough  to  make  a  book, 
they  can  go  to  a  store  and  get  a 
chromo  or  a  glass  jar  or  something 
of  that  kind  for  which  they  will  pay 
double  the  value.  This  is  why  we 
have  thought  it  advisable  to  support 
this  measure.  There  are  some 
forms  of  abuses,  such  as  lotteries  and 
speculations  in  bucket  shops  which 
are  so  glaring  and  far-reaching  that 
Parliament  ought  to  interfere  and  put 
an  end  to  them  if  possible,  and  this 
comes  within  that  category. 

Let  me  repeat  the  concrete 
example  which  was  brought  be- 
fore us  by  the  delegation  that 
waited  upon  us.  One  of  the 
gentleman  who  is  directing  the  system 
in  this  country — I  will  not  give  his 
name — has  his  stamps  printed.  He 
sends  these  stamps  to  a  merchant, 
saying:  "You  must  buy  from  me;  I 
will  give  you  a  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  stamps  for  $5.  If  you  do  not  deal 
with  me  your  neighbor  will.  Of 
course,  what  one  man  does  the  other 
must  do.  These  stamps  carry  a 
certain  discount  on  purchases.  Well, 
here  is  the  wife  of  a  wage-earner, 
who  wants  to  get  a  certain  article, 
and  for  that  purpose  collects  trading 
stamps.  She  goes  to  a  place  of  busi- 
ness where  these  stamps  are  given. 
There  she  is  induced  to  buy  things 
that  she  does  not  want.  It  was  repre- 
sented to  us  that  the  wife  of  a  cer- 
tain man,  a  good  mechanic,  went  to 
a  store  and  bought  three  bottles  of  a 
proprietary  remedy — I  think  it  was 
Castoria — which  she  did  not  need, 
and  which  she  did  not  remove  from 
the  store.  But  she  got  these  trading 
stamps  to  put  in  her  book,  and  with 
her  collection  of  trading  stamps  she 
got  a  bracket,  a  mirror,  a  rocking 
chair  or  something  of  that  kind.  That 
is  a  lottery — the  person  pays  money 


for  a  chance  to  draw  a  prize.  We 
are  now  dealing  with  a  lottery  which 
has  invaded  every  city  and  town  in 
Canada,  in  the  form  of  these  trading 
stamps.  The  object  of  this  legisla- 
tion is  to  reach  this  form  of  lottery; 
and  we  think  we  have  done  it  and  will 
stamp  it  out. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Kemp,  M.P.,  Condemns 
Trading  Stamps. 

Certainly  some  remedy  should  be 
applied  to  this  abuse.  These  trading 
stamp  companies,  small  and  insignifi- 
cant as  they  are,  are  permitted  to  do 
what  no  other  kind  of  financial  cor- 
poration can  do.  They  are  permitted 
to  circulate  money.  This  trading 
stamp  resembles  a  postage  stamp. 
They  are  sold  at  $5  for  $100  face 
value.  The  merchant  hands  them  out 
to  his  customer  and  they  get  into 
circulation  that  way.  When  a  cus- 
toiner  gets  $100  worth  he  can  go  and 
exchange  it  for  some  article  valued  at 
from  25  cents  to  $1.  He  never  gets 
anything  worth  $5.  A  greater  evil  is 
this,  that  a  great  amount  of  these 
stamps  are  never  redeemed.  Very  few 
people  can  get  $100  together.  The 
people  who  have  been  deceived  into 
taking  these  stamps  are  generally 
poor  people,  and  it  takes  them  a  long 
time  to  collect  $100.  Where  the  tre- 
mendous profit  of  the  trading  stamp 
companies  comes  in  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  stamps  are  never  redeemed. 
Then,  as  the  hon.  member  for  Ren- 
frew (Mr.  Wright)  has  just  pointed 
out,  when  people  present  the  stamps 
at  the  store  they  will  be  told  that  the 
store  is  out  of  goods,  but  some  are  ex- 
pected in  a  few  days,  and  in  the  end 
the  trading  stamp  agents  get  away 
without  paying  anything.  I  am  in 
favor  of  our  doing  something  to  put  a 
stop  to  this  abuse. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  follow- 
ing members  spoke  strongly  in  favor 
of  our  Bill:  Messrs.  Porter,  Foster, 
Dr.  Barr,  A.  A.  Wright,  Macpherson, 
B.  C.  Lemieux. 

The  following  is  an  exact  copy  of 
the  Trading  Stamp  Bill  as  it  passed 
the  Senate: 

BILL  NO.  196. 
An  Act  in  Amendment  of  the 
Criminal  Code,  1892. 

His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: 

I.  The  Criminal  Code,  1892,  is 
amended  by  inserting  the  following 
sections  immediately  after  section 
526: 

'■  526A.  In  this  section — 

"  (a).  The  expression  '  trading 
stamps  '  includes,  besides  trading 
stamps  commonly  so  called,  any  form 
of  cash  receipt,  receipt,  coupon,  pre- 
mium ticket  or  other  device,  designed 
or  intended  to  be  given  to  the  pur- 
chaser of  goods  by  the  vendor  there- 
of or  his  employee  or  agent,  and  to  re- 
present a  discount  on  the  price  of  such 
goods  or  a  premium  to  the  purchaser 
thereof,  which  is  redeemable  either 


"  (i.)  by  any  person  other  than 
the  vendor,  or  the  person  from 
whom  he  purchased  the  goods,  or 
the  manufacturer  of  the  goods,  or 

"  (ii.)  by  the  vendor,  or  the  per- 
son from  whom  he  purchased  the 
goods,  or  the  manufacturer  of  the 
goods,  or  in  cash  or  goods  not  his 
property,  or  not  his  exclusive  pro- 
perty, or 

"  (iii.)'  by  the  vendor  elsewhere 
than  in  the  premises  where  such 
goods  are  purchased, 
or  which  does  not  show  upon  its  face 
the  place  of  its  delivery  and  the  mer- 
chantable value  thereof,  or  is  not  re- 
deemable at  any  time;  but  an  offer, 
printed  or  marked  by  the  manufac- 
turer upon  any  wrapper,  box,  or  re- 
ceptacle in  which  the  goods  are  sold, 
of  a  premium  or  reward  for  the  re- 
turn of  such  wrapper,  box,  or  re- 
ceptacle is  not  a  trading  stamp  with- 
in the  meaning  of  this  section; 

"  (b).  The  expression  '  goods  ' 
means  anything  which  is  merchandise 
or  the  subject  of  trade  or  manufac- 
ture; 

"  (c.)  The  expression  *  every  one,' 
'  vendor,'  '  purchaser,"  '  merchant,' 
'  agent  '  or  '  person  '  includes  any 
partnership,  or  company  or  body  cor- 
porate. 

"2.  Every  one  is  guilty  of  an  indict- 
able offence  and  liable  to  one  year's 
imprisonment,  and  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  who,  by 
himself  or  his  employee  or  agent, 
directly  or  indirectly,  issues,  gives, 
sells  or  otherwise  disposes  of,  or  offers 
to  issue,  give,  sell  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of  trading  stamps  to  a  merchant 
or  dealer  in  goods  for  use  in  his  busi- 
ness. 

"3^.  Every  one  is  guilty  of  an  indict- 
able offence  and  liable  to  six  months' 
imprisonment,  and  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  dollars,  who, 
being  a  merchant  or  dealer  in  goods, 
by  himself  or  his  employee  or  agent, 
directly  or  indirectly,  gives  or  in  any 
way  disposes  of,  or  offers  to  give  or 
in  any  way  dispose  of  trading  stamps 
to  a  purchaser  from  him  of  any  such 
goods. 

"4.  Every  one  is  guilty  of  an 
offence  and  liable  on  summary  con- 
viction to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  who,  being  a  purchaser  of 
goods  from  a  merchant  or  dealer  in 
goods,  directly  or  indirectly  receives 
or  takes  trading  stamps  from  the 
vendor  of  such  goods  or  his  employee 
or  agent." 

"  526B.  Any  executive  officer  of  a 
corporation  or  company  guilty  of  an 
offence  under  subsection  2  or  sub- 
section 3  of  the  next  preceding  sec- 
tion who  in  any  way  aids  or  abets  in 
or  counsels  or  procures  the  commis- 
sion of  such  offence,  is  guilty  of  an  in- 
dictable offence  and  liable  to  the 
punishment  stated  in  the  said  sub- 
jections respectively." 

2.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
tiading  stamp  issued  by  a  manufac- 
turer or  vendor  before  the  first  day  of 
November,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  five.

PUBLIC  REPRESENTATIVES 
WHO  ACCEPT  BRIEFS. 

It  has  often  been  said  that  in 
the  older  lands  those  who.  accept 
public  positions  from  the  hands 
of  the  electorate  regard  them 
entirely  as  works  of  public  honor, 
and  in  this  respect  comparison 
cannot  be  made  between  the 
methods  adopted  by  the  public 
men  of  Canada  and  the  public 
men  of  the  British  Isles.  It  is 
said  that  in  Canada  there  are  so 
many  opportunities  for  trade  and 
business  activities  that  busy  busi- 
ness men  regard  public  positions 
as  handicaps  to  financial  progress, 
and  that  only  those  who  can  see 
future  personal  advantage  to  be 
gained  seek  public  positions.  We 
dislike  to  believe  this  and  we 
sincerely  trust  that  it  is  not  true. 
At  no  time  more  than  now  in  the 
history  of  this  great  country  do 
we  require  the  best  business  men 
that  can  be  obtained  at  the  head 
of  affairs.  Whatever  the  future 
of  Canada  will  be,  the  foundation 
must  be  laid  now,  and  it  must  be 
laid  strong  and  firm,  and  without 
entering  into  any  discussion  as  to 
what  religious  sentiment,  if  any, 
should  or  should  not  enter  into 
or  be  left  in  the  warp  and  fibre  of 


our  constitution,  or  whether  we 
should  discard  every  appearance 
of  religious  sectarianism,  one 
thing  is  absolutely  certain  that 
the  underlying  principles  that 
direct  the  rulers  and  the  public 
men  of  this  country  must  be  that 
of  honor  and  integrity.  Canada 
has  an  opportunity  on  this  great 
North  American  continent  of 
standing  out  prominently  above 
all  other  nations  of  the  earth  as 
the  one  place  where  her  laws  will 
be  such  as  to  set  an  example  to 
the  world  for  their  uprightness, 
their  fairness  and  their  justness. 
This  can  only  be  accomplished 
by:- 

"Men  wliom  the  lust  of  office  does  not  kill; 
Men  whom  the  spoils  of  office  cannot  buy; 
Men  who  possess  opinions  and  a  will; 

Men   who  have  honor,  men  who  will  not 
lie." 

And  to  this  class  ot  men  the 
electorate,  who  have  the  welfare  of 
Canada  at  heart,  should  continu- 
ally look  when  selecting  men  for 
positions  of  public  honor.  There 
may  be  dififerences  of  opinion  on 
questions  of  public  policy  and 
religious  teaching  but  there  can 
be  no  two  opinions  on  the  ques- 
tion of  what  constitutes  integ- 
rity and  uprightness,  -Unfortun- 
ately wealth  worship  has  crept 
into  the  public  as  well  as  into 
the  private  life  of  a  great  many 
men,  and  what  may  have  in  the 
past  been  regarded  as  vicious  and 
degenerating,  in  some  cases  is 
upheld  as  excellent  examples  of 
good  business  ability  and  shrewd 
modern  methods. 

One  of  the  most  unfortunate 
illustrations  of  the  lack  of  that 
high  sense  of  regard  for  public 
honor  and  personal  respect  was 
shown  recently  in  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  the  City  of  Toronto,  when 
a  solicitor,  who  was  elected  to 
represent  all  the  people  of  his 
ward,  stooped  to  accept  a  brief 
and  from  his  seat  in  the  Council 
Chamber  defended  the  actions  of 
a  trading  stamp  company,  whose 
business  it  was  to  prey  on  the 
merchants  and  their  customers 
and  against  whom  a  by-law  was 
under  discussion  to  prohibit  all 
such  systems  of  doing  business. 
This  solicitor  and  alderman 
])leaded  hard  for  his  clients  but  it 
was  of  no  avail,  as  the  good  judg- 
ment of  the  councillors — with  the 
exception  of  this  aldermanic  solic- 
itor and  one  sympathizer — pre- 
vailed, and  the  by-law  carried. 


We  refer  to  this  as  one  small 
instance  where  it  was  openlly 
stated  in  the  committee  room  by 
the  solicitor  himself:  "I  appear  on 
behalf  of  my  clients,"  and  while 
this  same  aldermanic  solicitor 
was  pleading  in  his  professional 
capacity  on  behalf  of  trading 
stamps  and  for  his  clients  in 
I'oronto,  from  his  seat  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  the  Dominion 
Government  at  Ottawa  were  just 
passing  legislation  making  the 
whole  scheme  a  criminal  offence. 
Upon  investigation  we  find  that 
we  have  no  laws  upon  our  statute 
books  to  prevent  this  disgraceful 
condition  of  affairs,  and  solicitors 
and  others  can  be  elected  by  the 
people  to  represent  them,  and 
they  can  then  accept  briefs  from 
individuals,  companies,  or  corpor- 
ations, and  from  their  seat  in 
public  places  they  can  arise  and 
plead  for  their  clients,  and  noth- 
ing can  prevent  them  except  the 
size  of  their  consciences  and  the 
fear  of  the  electorate,  therefore 
this  is  one  law  among  many 
others  that  should  at  a  very  early 
date  be  pLc?d  upon  the  statute 
books,  and  which  would  be  of 
immense  advantage  at  this  form- 
ative period  in  the  !  istory  of  t  i  i 
young  country.

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STRENGTH    IN  GOOD 
ORGANIZATION. 

In  these  modern  days  of  keen 
competition  the  necessity  of  uni- 
formity in  business  methods  is 
becoming  more  apparent  every 
day.  The  old-fashioned  merchant, 
who  conducts  his  business  along 
the  line  laid  down  by  his  father 
or  grandfather,  is  passing  away, 
and  is  now  only  found  in  a  few 
isolated  country  places.  Times 
have  changed,  and  the  successful 
retailer  must  change  with  them. 
There  are  yet,  however,  hundreds 
of  retail  merchants  throughout 
Canada  who  are  satisfied  to  play 
the  important  game  of  business 
alone  in  spite  of  many  opportuni- 
ties they  have  to  improve  their 
own  and  fellow-merchants"  posi- 
tion by  combining  for  mutual 
benefit.  While  they  may  conduct 
their  business  along  improved 
lines,  they  seem  to  be  afraid  to 
enter  into  any  sort  of  co-opei-ation 
with  competitors  lest  some  one 
might  take  an  unfair  advantage 
of  them.  They  appear  to  think 
they  would  lose  some  of  their  in- 
dependence and  be  bound  by  dis- 
agreeable rules.  They  hold  aloof 
from  an  association  of  merchants 
under  this  mistaken  idea  and  are 
consequently  deprived  of  many 
advantages  they  would  otherwise 
enjoy. 

It  is  in  instances  of  this  kind 
where  individual  members  of  our 
Association  can  accomplish  excel- 
lent missionary  work  by  continual 
efforts  to  bring  those  outsiders 
within  the  protecting  fold  of  the 
local  branch.  In  every  town 
where  a  local  branch  exists  every 
retailer  should  be  a  member.  It 
is  more  satisfactory  to  the  branch 
when  every  merchant  in  the 
community  is  enrolled,  and  the 
man  who  has  held  aloof,  once  he 
becomes  a  member,  discovers 
many  advantages  that  he  pre- 
viously had  no  conception  of,  and 
in  many  cases  the  man  who  is 
brought  in  after  much  persuasion 
becomes  one  of  the  most  enthusi- 
astic and  best  working  members. 

Strength  lies  in  unity  and  the 
larger  and  more  far  reaching  the 
Union,  the  greater  the  strength. 
At  the  present  time  there  is  no 
class  of  people  who  have  more 
necessity  for  unity  than  retail 
merchants.  They  have  been 
preyed  upon  by  dishonest  cus- 


tomers, they  have  been  hampered 
by  the  passage  of  fanatical  by-laws 
in  some  localities,  their  business 
has  been  cut  into  by  the  non-tax- 
paying  transient  trader  and  irre- 
sponsible pedlar,  and  in  scores  of 
other  ways  lack  of  converted 
action  has  militated  against  the 
business  of  the  retailer. 

On  the  other  hand  look  at  the 
results  that  have  been  accomp- 
lislicd  by  the  organization  of  The 
Retail  ^lerchants'  Association  of 
Canada.  Each  local  branch  can 
exert  sufficient  influence  in  its 
own  community  to  ameliorate 
local  conditions,  and  when  feder- 
ated and  acting  together  under 
the  direction  of  the  Dominion 
Board  they  can  secure  broad 
planed  legislation  that  places  the 
retailer  on  equal  footing  with 
other  lines  of  business  and  eventu- 
ally will  rid  the  country  of  the 
parasites  which  are  demoralizing 
to  merchant  and  customer  alike. 
Through  the  influence  of  our  As- 
sociation the  pernicious  trading 
stamp  has  been  abolished,  tran- 
sient travellers  and  pedlars  are 
being  restricted,  legislation  is  be- 
ing introduced  to  facilitate  the 
collection  of  small  accounts  and 
many  other  matters  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  merchants'  trade 
are  given  the  attention  that  only 
a  strong  bond  of  unity  can.  At 
present  our  Association  has  up- 
wards of  one  hundred  branches, 
and  organizers  are  forming  new 
ones  as  rapidly  as  the  work  can  be 
accomplished.  But  it  rests  with  the 
retailers  themselves  to  manifest 
the  enthusiasm.  They  understand 
their  local  conditions  and  they 
know  full  well  what  is  to  be 
gained  by  a  union  with  an 
influential  body  such  as  The 
Retail  Merchants'  Asociation  of 
Canada.

THE  INCONSISTENCY  OF 
SOME  NEWSPAPER 
WRITERS. 

In  the  Toronto  Mail  and 
Empire  of  July  22nd,  Flaneur  has 
departed  from  his  usual  Level- 
headedness in  the  production  of 
the  following: — 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Senate 
did  not  throw  out  the  Trading  Stamp 
Bill.  This  is  a  specimen  of  the  fool 
legislation  we  are  so  fond  of  in  Can- 
ada. I  would  never  spend  a  cent 
with  a  firm  that  issued  trading  stamps, 


because  it  is  fake  trading;  but  any 
firm  has  a  perfect  right  to  resort  to 
this  kind  of  thing  if  it  likes,  just  as 
people  have  a  right  to  be  swindled  if 
they  like  it;  and,  of  course,  m^ny  peo- 
ple do  like  it,  or  so  many  transparent 
fake  games  could  not  flourish  as  they 
do. 

Is  not  this  somewhat  incon- 
sistent? The  passage  of  the  anti- 
trading  stamp  bill  is  character- 
ized by  him  as  "  fool  legislation," 
but  it  is  admitted  that  the  trading 
stamp  is  a  fake  and  a  swindle.  If 
it  is  a  fake  and  a  swindle  it  should 
be  suppressed,  and  the  proper  way 
to  suppress  acts  which  defraud 
the  public  is  by  legislation. 
Flaneur  says,  "  he  would  never 
spend  a  cent  with  a  firm  that 
issued  trading  stamps,  because 
it  is  fake  trading."  His  is  exactlj' 
the  contention  of  our  Association, 
and  it  is  to  put  an  end  to  this  fake 
trading  and  the  victimizing  of  the. 
public  that  efforts  were  put  forth 
to  secure  the  passage  of  the  bill 
which  was  so  determinedly; 
opposed  by  the  trading  stamp 
fakers.  While  Flaneur  may  not 
trade  with  firms  using  such  per- 
nicious means  to  secure  trade, 
because  he  is  aware  that  it  is  prac- 
tically a  swindle,  there  are 
thousands  of  people,  who  have  not 
enjoyed  his  wide  experience,  who 
see  nothing  wrong  in  the  trading 
stamp  until  after  they  have  been 
victimized.  The  masses  are  sus- 
ceptible to  such  schemes  as  the 
trading  stamp,  and  where  com- 
petition is  keen  a  merchant  may 
be  induced  to  use  them  in  the 
hope  of  securing  increased  busi- 
ness. He  afterwards  discovers 
that  he  is  paying  dear  for  the 
whistle,  his  profits  are  reduced, 
btisiness  of  other  merchants  is 
injured  and  customers  are  not 
satisfied.  The  staimp-vendor, 
however,  who  probably  had  at\ 
initial  capital  of  five  dollars  is 
securing  handsome  returns.  The 
trading  stamp  is  a  fake  which 
promises  something  it  does  not 
fulfil  and  the  users  should  be  just 
as  amenable  as  the  man  who 
secures  or  disposes  of  goods  under 
false  pretences. 

The  same  writer  in  the  Mail 
and  Empire  has  been  complaining 
of  the  poorly  kept  hotels  in  the 
vicinity  of  Toronto,  where  ade- 
quate accommodation  is  not  fur- 
ni' hed  for  travellers,  and  intimates 
that  such  hotelkeepers  should  be 
deprived  of  their  licenses.  In

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ether  words  that  the  law  should 
step  in  and  compel  the  delinquent 
to  rectify  his  error,  or  suffer  the 
penalty.  We  are  perfectly  in 
accord  with  that  contention,  but 
we  further  contend  that  the  trad- 
ing stamp  evil  is  of  much  more 
importance,  more  far-reaching  in 
its  deteriorating  effects,  and 
adversely  affecting  a  gteater  num- 
ber of  people.  If  the  law  punishes 
the  incompetent  hotelkeeper,  why 
should  it  not  punish  the  trading 
stamp  faker?  Flaneur's  remarks 
on  the  trading  stamp  bill  are  not 
consistent  and  we  would  advise 
all  newspaper  writers  to  not  pass 
judgment  on  any  retail  subject 
until  they  have  first  studied  the 
conditions.  Flaneur  evidently  has 
neglected  to  study  the  greatest 
subject  in  the  commercial  com- 
munity to-day,  that  of  retail  mer- 
chandising, and  we  hope  that  he 
will  soon  become  enlightened  and 
not  pass  judgment  on  the  intel- 
ligence of  every  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons — and  all  but 
one  member  in  the  Senate — who 
all  voted  for  the  trading  stamp 
legislation,  as  well  as  on  the 
intelligence  of  thousands  upon 
thousands  of  retail  merchants  all 
over  this  country  who  petitioned 
and  requested  that  such  legis- 
lation should  be  passed. 

Flaneur  has  evidently  taken  his 
view  of  trading  stamp  legislation 
from  some  of  those  paid  solicitors 
who  sit  in  council  chambers  and 
legislative  seats  and  who,  while 
elected  to  represent  the  people, 
accepts  briefs  for  pay,  and  who 
should  be  hurled  out  of  office. 
Our  advice  to  Flaneur,  of  the 
Mail,  is  to  understand  the  facts 
of  his  subject  first,  before  he 
advises  others,  or  he  will  do  dis- 
credit to  his  widely  read  paper. 
Our  Association  was  organized 
and  stands  ready  to  defend  the 
consumers  against  all  "  fake  trad- 
ing," and  we  hope  to  ever  con- 
tinue to  do,  and  notwithstanding 
Flaneur's  discouraging  comments 
when  our  Association  was  first 
oiganized  it  is  the  largest  com- 
mercial body  to-day  in  Canada 
and  we  hope  it  will  keep  on 
increasing.

THE  PEDLAR  NUISANCE. 

That  some  pedlars  are  a  nuis- 
ance to  househouders  and  the  gen- 
eral public  as  well  as  a  parasite 
cu  legitmate  retail  business  is 
demonstrated  by  the  following 
item  taken  from  a  Toronto 
paper : — 

Residents  of  Wood  Street  and 
other  streets  in  that  part  of  the  city 
complain  of  the  insistence  and  im- 
pertinence of  a  pedlar  who  frequents 
the  locality  to  dispose  of  his  fruit, 
and  have  complained  to  the  Chief  of 
Police,  but  the  Chief  thinks  that  very 
little  can  be  done  under  the  existing 
by-law,  and  suggests  the  increasing 
of  the  pedlar's  license  fee  as  a  remedy 
for  the  nuisance. 

In  cities,  towns  and  villages, 
and  even  in  the  rural  districts,  the 
pedlar  has  become  an  insufferable 
nuisance.  In  years  gone  by  when 
settlers  were  few  and  retail  stores 
far  removed  the  pedlar  filled  a 
want  in  the  newly  settled  dis- 
tricts, but  in  those  days  he  was  of 
a  different  class  to  some  of  the 
unkempt,  dirty  and  lazy  foreigners 
who  now  appear  to  monopolize 
the  business.  The  average  pedlar 
of  to-day  is  invariably  a  man  too 
lazy  to  work,  who  picks  up  a  few 
articles  of  little  value,  and  with 
a  smooth  tongue  cajoles  the  un- 
suspecting housekeeper  into  the 
idea  that  he  is  offering  a  bargain 
of  rare  merit.  In  cities  and  towns 
the  pedlar  is  particularly  annoy- 
ing. The  writer  has  been  told  by 
housekeepers  that  they  have 
sometimes  answered  the  door  bell 
piobably  a  dozen  times  in  one  day 
only  to  find  a  pedlar  with  some 
cheap  and  almost  worthless 
article,  or  an  article  which  they 
could  purchase  more  advantage- 
ously from  their  regular  dealer. 

Our  Association  is  using  every 
endeavor  to  secure  such  legis- 
lation as  will  have  this  nuisance 
abated,  but  not  very  much  prac- 
tical work  can  be  accomplished  to 
regulate  pedlars  and  hawkers 
until  the  present  Pedlars  and 
Hawkers  Act  is  amended.  But,  as 
our  Association  had  a  special 
committee  appointed  by  the 
Ontario  Government  at  the  last 
session  to  prepare  a  proper  Act 
and  have  it  introduced  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature, we  hope  that  when  this 
is  done  we  will  be  able  to 
make  all  pedlars  pay  their  fair 
share  to  the  community  and  this 


will  have  the  effect  of  reducing 
the  number  and  also  restricting 
their  operations.

A   NEW   POST  OFFICE 

REGULATION. 

The  post  office  department  at 
OUawa,  has  notified  postmasters 
that  the  provisions  of  the  follow- 
ing new  regulation  must  be  com- 
plied with : — 

"  The  postmaster  is  aware  that  his 
salary  is  based  on  the  volume  of  busi- 
ness done  at  his  office,  and  that  the 
volume  of  business  is,  to  some  extent, 
shown  by  the  amount  of  his  stamp 
sales.  He  will,  therefore  understand 
that  the  stamps  and  postcards  sold  by 
him  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  used 
on  letters,  etc.,  posted  at  his  office. 
The  postmaster  is  therefore  forbidden 
to  make  a  business  of  selling  stamps 
or  postcards  for  use  at  other  offices 
or  for  the  purpose  of  making  remit- 
tances. 

"  Any  violation  of  the  above  regu- 
lation will  expose  the  postmaster  to 
the  risk  of  instant  dismissal. 

"  If  the  postmaster  finds  that  let- 
ters, etc.,  are  being  posted  at  his  office 
in  large  numbers  by  persons  who  do 
not  purchase  their  stamps  from  him, 
he  should,  in  his  own  interest,  at 
once  bring  the  fact  to  the  attention 
of  the  department." 

The  above  appears  to  be  a 
regulation  that  postmasters  will 
have  some  difficulty  in  following. 
How  is  he  to  kiiow  that  the  pur- 
chaser of  stamps  or  post  cards 
does  not  intend  to  use  them  at  the 
office  where  they  are  purchased, 
or  if  he  suspects  they  are  to  be 
used  at  some  other  office,  can  he 
legally  refuse  the  sale  when  pay- 
ment is  tendered?  How  is  he  to 
know  whether  stamps  purchased 
from  him  are  intended,  in  the  first 
instance,  for  postage  or  remit- 
tance? Stamps  are  issued  by  the 
Government  and  worth  their  face 
value  as  legal  tender,  then  why 
should  they  not  be  used  in  mak- 
ing remittances?  In  remitting 
small  sums  of  less  than  one  dollar 
stamps  are  very  convenient,  and 
by  their  use  many  small  sums 
are  paid  more  promptly  than 
would  otherwise  be  the  case. 
Remittances  of  small  amounts  in 
silver  through  the  post  office  are 
very  inconvenient  and  attended 
with  a  maximum  risk  of  loss, 
besides  being  a  temptation  to 
some  not  too  honest  clerks.  Pos- 
tal notes  or  post  office  orders,  of 
course,  can  be  used,  but  these

expense.  A  merchant,  for  instance, 
who  is  busy  in  his  store  during 
the  day,  sits  down  to  his  desk  of 
an  evening  to  "  clean-up  "  his  cor- 
respondence, and  discovers  that 
there  are  several  small  remit- 
tances of  less  than  one  dollar  to 
be  made.  He  has  a  supply  of 
stamps,  as  most  merchants  have, 
uses  them  and  the  business  is  dis- 
posed of.  If  he  is  not  to  use 
stamps  for  such  purposes  he  finds 
it  too  late  to  secure  a  postal 
order,  leaves  the  matter  over  for 
the  next  day,  then  in  the  hurry 
of  daily  business  forgets  to  pur- 
chase the  necessary  postal  note, 
and  so  perhaps  the  affair  would 
be  neglected  for  a  week.  In  the 
same  way  and  from  the  same 
cause  the  merchant  would  exper- 
ience delay  in  securing  small 
accounts  due  him. 

The  regulation    may    be  well 
intended,  but  it  is  difficult  to  see 
how  it  is  to  be  carried  out.

THE  ANNUAL  CONVEN- 
TION. 

All    arrangements    have  been 
made  and  everything  is  ready  for 
the    annual    convention    of  our 
Association,  which  will  be  held  in 
the  board  room  at  21  Richmond 
Street  West  on  Monday  and  Tues- 
day, August  14th  and  15th.  This 
will  undoubtedly  be  the  largest 
annual  meeting  since  the  Associ- 
ation was  organized  and  many 
matters  of  interest  and  importance 
to  retail  dealers  throughout  the 
covmtry  will  be  discussed.  Reports 
will    be    heard     from  various 
branches,  and  ways  and  means 
projected  for  improving  the  con- 
ditions which  surround  the  retail 
dealer.     One  interesting  feature 
of  the  meeting  will  be  Dominion 
Secretary    Trowern's  report  on 
trading    stamp    legislation  with 
details  of  the  struggle  at  Ottawa, 
where    the    Association's  point 
was  gained  in  spite  of  the  stren- 
uous opposition    of  the  trading 
stamp  companies.    The  conclud- 
ing function  of   the  convention 
will  be  an  excursion  to  Niagara 
Falls  by  the  Niagara  River  Line 
steamers  and  electric  railway  on 
August  i6th.     There    are  now 
nearly  one  hundred  branches  of 
our  Association   throughout  the 
country,  and  it  is  expected  that 
every  one  of  them  will  send  sev- 
eral delegates.

PURE    FOOD  LEGISLATION 
HELPS  HONEST  MANU- 
FACTURERS. 

Thomas  Balmer  in  "  What  to  Eat  " 
writes: 

A  few  food  products  advertise 
largely;  a  very  large  number  advertise 
to  a  small  degree,  and,  finally,  the 
great  mass  of  real,  staple  foods  upon 
which  life  depends,  which  are  neces- 
sary to  nearly  every  human  being,  are 
not  advertised  at  all— not  enough 
space  used  even  by  the  biggest  and 
most  successful  advertisers,  —  un- 
limited opportunities  and  a  field 
scarcely  touched,  with  all  the  odds  in 
favor  of  the  advertiser  whose  food 
product  passes  every  test  of  purity  and 
nourishment. 

I  saw  a  food  advertisement  the 
other  day  that  made  a  hit  with  me. 
It  was  fifty-six  inches  long,  and  it  ad- 
vertised Scarborough  Clam  Chowder. 
It  showed  a  picture  of  a  black  clam 
and  a  white  clam  side  by  side,  and  it 
started  ofif  by  saying  that  white  clams 
were  better  than  black  clams,  an  in- 
teresting fact  and  one  new  to  me. 

It  then  went  on  and  explained  that 
Scarborough  Clam  Chowder  was  made 
from  white  clams  only.  The  point  is 
that  the  advertiser  made  an  interest- 
ing statement  about  his  food  product 
new  to  most  people  and  interesting  to 
all. 

It  is  said  that  one  of  the  leading  ad- 


vertisers of  a  food  product  is  about  to 
withdraw  all  of  his  advertisements 
from  the  magazines  because,  as  he 
complains,  the  magazines  have  been 
friendly  to  the  Pure  Food  Bill  and 
have  caused  a  great  deal  of  talk  and 
suspicion  on  the  part  of  the  public  in 
regard  to  the  absolute  purity  of  food 
in  general,  which,  of  course,  reflects 
upon  his  food  products.  He  admits 
that  his  products  are  slightly  adulter- 
ated, but  not  nearly  so  much  as  his 
competitors',  although  he  gets  the 
credit  of  being  as  bad  as  any  of  them. 

This  is  significant.  It  means  that 
the  food  advertiser  of  the  future, 
with  a  food  that  is  like  Caesar's  wife 
— beyond  suspicion — can  use  advertis- 
ing to  build  up  a  tremendous  busi- 
ness, to  the  exclusion  of  all  com- 
petitors whose  food  products  cannot 
compare  with  his.

GUELPH  TELEPHONES. 

The  disagreement  between  the  City 
of  Guelph  and  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company  in  reaching  an  agreement 
for  the  extension  of  the  telephone 
franchise  in  that  city  has  been  ad- 
justed. The  Finance  Committee 
will  recommend  the  Council  to  accept 
the  proposal  of  the  company,  who 
offer  in  return  for  the  granting  of  a 
five  years'  franchise  a  rate  of  $25  on 
all  house  telephones,  whether  the  sub- 
scriber has  another  telephone  at  his 
place  of  business  or  not,  the  present 
system  of  fire  alarms  free  to  the  city, 
and  eight  free  'phones  for  the  use  of 
the  civic  offices.  An  alternative  pro- 
posal is  made  of  $500  in  cash,  the  city 
to  pay  for  the  fire  alarm  and  office 
'phones.  The  city  pays  for  the  fire 
alarm  system  a  sum  of  $326,  but  has 
the  use  of  'phones  free.  The  present 
proposal  represents  a  nominal  cash 
equivalent  of  about  $566.

THE    QUEBEC  TRAVELLERS' 
TAX. 

More  complaints  are  being  made  to 
the  Quebec  Government  regarding 
the  recent  law  taxing  commercial 
travellers  representing  foreign  houses 
without  permanent  offices  in  Quebec 
a  $300  license  per  year  for  the  privi- 
lege of  doing  business. 

A  large  delegation  waited  upon  the 
Provincial  Cabinet,  which  met  at 
Montreal  on  July  27th,  and  asked  that 
the  law  be  abrogated,  as  it  was  driv- 
ing trade  away  from  Montreal  to 
Toronto  and  other  business  centres. 

The  foreign  firms  refused  to  pay  the 
tax,  and  in  many  instances  the  mer- 
chants said  travellers  had  come  to 
Montreal  and,  finding  the  tax  in  force, 
had  gone  to  Toronto  and  other 
Ontario  points  and  demanded  that  the 
business  if  done  be  done  by  mail. 

The  delegates  said  that  especially  in 
the  hardware  business  the  result  of 
the  law  would  be  to  hit  a  hard  blow 
at  Montreal  trade  for  the  benefit  of 
coming  cities  in  other  provinces. 
They  were  well  received  by  the 
Government,  but  no  promises  were 
made. 
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AMONG  the  educational  institutions 
in  Canada  organized  and  conducted 
as  a  private  enterprise,  and  providing 
special  courses  of  training-  for  the  benefit 
of  young  men  and  women,  it  is  evident 
that  THE  CENTRAL  BUSINESS  COL- 
LEGE of  Toronto  occupies  a  leading  place.

than  to  any  other  causes. 

The  total  number  of  students  who  have 
passed  through  this  College,  leaving  their 
names  on  its  register,  is  now  above  the 
eight  thousand  mark,  and  with  this  force 
of  representatives  scattered  throughout 
the  various  provinces  of  the  Dominion, 


aiding  in  the  conduct  of  the  commercial 
enterprises  of  our  country,  sounding  the 
praises  of  the  College,  and  sending  their 
friends  to  enjoy  the  training  which  gave 
them  a  successful  start,  it  is  no  surprise 
to  find  this  school  the  strong,  well 
equipped,  well  organized  institution  it  is 
to-day.

In  the  business 
department  instruc- 
tion is  provided  in  all 
Commercial  subjects, 
special  attention  be- 
ing given  to  Rapid 
Calculation,  Writ- 
ing, Arithmetic  and 
Accounts.  Business 
Law,  Methods  and 
Customs,  Actual 
Practice  in  Banking 
and  Office  Work,  the 
use  of  all  modern 
methods  in  offices, 
such  as  Card  Sys- 
tems, Loose  Leaf 
Ledgers,  Billing,  Fil- 
ing, etc.,  all  find  a 
place  in  the  work  of 
this  department; 
while  ample  provision  is  made  for  the 
teaching  of  Higher  Accounting  and  for 
the  preparation  of  candidates  for  the 
Commercial  Specialist  examination  under 
the  Education  Department,  and  for  all 
examinations  required  by  the  Institute  of 
Chartered  Accountants  for  Ontario. 

The  Shorthand  Department  is  under 
the  direction  of  experienced  teachers  and 
includes  in  its  equipment  no  less  than 
one  hundred  and  twenty  typewriting  mach- 
ines.   The  work  is  well  systematized  and 
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good  stenographers  and  operators  are 
produced.  Not  only  do  the  students 
receive  technical  training  in  Shorthand 
and  Typewriting  but  particular  attention 
is  paid  to  English,  Correspondence,  Spel- 
ling, and  Business  Routine,  so  that 
graduates  are  qualified  to  do  good  work 
the  moment  they  leave  the  school.  The 
standard  set  is  high  and  business  men 
so  appreciate  it  that  very  many  calls 
for  stenographers  go 
unfilled  ev^ery  month 
in  the  year  for  want 
of  well  skilled  grad- 


uates to  send  out. 

Th  e  Telegraph 
Department,  now 
known  as  the  Cen- 
tral School  of  Tele- 
graphy, is  the  suc- 
cessful pioneer  of 
such  schools  in  Ont- 
tario.  It  is  distinct 
from  the  College 
proper,  but  it  is  in 
affiliation  with  it. 
From  it  each  year 
dozens  of  competent 
operators  are  sent 
out  into  positions 
always  available  on 

the  Railway  Systems  of  Ontario  and  the 
West.  These  graduates  receive  from 
$40  to  $60  per  month  at  the  start. 
This  department  is  well  equipped,  and 
is  under  the  direction  of  a  principal, 
Mr.  T.  Johnston,  who  has  eighteen 
years'  experience  with  "  Record  good, 
left  of  his  own   accord  "  to  his  credit. 

In  addition  to  the  residence  courses 
the  College  is  now  giving  well  defined 
courses  by  mail    including  Commercial, 


Illustrating,  Advertising,  and  Chartered 
Accountancy.  This  latter  course  is  given 
under  the  direction  of  David  Hoskins, 
F.  C.  A.,  now  associated  with  the  Col- 
lege, and  seems  to  be  the  best  of  the  kind 
ever  attempted  in  Canada,  judging  from 
the  large  number  of  letters  shown  us 
from  successful  candidates  at  the  last 
May  examination  and  scores  of  others 
who  are  taking  the  course.

BROCKVILLE  RETAIL  MER- 
CHANTS' AND  CLERKS'  FIRST 
ANNUAL  PICNIC. 

The  first  annual  and  much  talked-of 
retail  merchants'  and  clerks'  picnic  is 
now  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  those 
who  did  not  or  were  unable  to  join 
in  the  festivities  missed  one  of  the 
finest  outings  yet  afforded  the 
citizens  of  the  town.  The  promoters 
of  the  affair  spared  no  expense  nor 
labor  to  make  it  pleasant  for  every 
one,  and  in  this  they  succeeded  far 
beyond  anticipations.  The  weather 
was  fine,  the  ground  selected  a  beauti- 
ful one,  a  long  list  of  sporting  events 
was  called  of¥,  all  of  which  conspired 
to  lend  pleasure  to  the  occasion,  and 
make  it  an  event  long  to  be  remem- 
bered. Mallorytown  Landing,  the 
place  selected  for  the  outing  for  this 
first  annual  picnic  (for  it  is  now  to  be 
a  yearly  event),  is  No.  6  of  the 
Dominion  public  lands  which  the 
Federal  Government  set  apart  for  the 
use  of  picnic  parties,  and  in  fact  a 
public  place  for  anyone  to  land. 
Unlike  the  others,  it  is  located  on  the 
main  shore,  about  two  miles  above 
Chimney  Island.  Five  and  a  quarter 
acres  of  beautiful  land,  including  a 
pavilion,  compose  the  property,  and 
the  township  of  Yonge  and  Escott 
Front  joined  did  fully  its  share  in 
procuring  this  beautiful  park,  on 
which  are  several  shade  trees  and  an 
open  space  where  games  and  other 
amusements  may  be  called  off.  While 
it  is  a  delightful  place,  it  can  hardly 
cope  with  St.  Lawrence  Park,  a  spot 
where  Brockvillians  have  celebrated 
in  the  past.  Then  again,  while  it  is 
a  beautiful  place  for  a  picnic,  a  whole 
day  must  be  set  apart  for  such,  as  the 
distance  from  P>rockville  is  almost 
too  great  for  a  steamer  to  make  many 
trips  in  a  half-day.     Some  criticism

was  heard  of  the  irregularity  of  the 
"Brockville"  with  the  time  bill  as  pub- 
lished, but  it  might  be  stated  that  no 
boat  on  the  river  at  present  could 
handle  such  a  crowd  as  that  of  this 
occasion  and  run  on  the  time  given. 

A  large  crowd,  somewhat  over 
three  hundred,  left  shortly  after  one 
o'clock,  and  after  making  all  the 
stops  along  the  route  were  landed  at 
Mallorytown  Landing  a  short  while 
before  three  o'clock.  Thus  it  was 
that  the  "Brockville"  was  not  enabled 
to  leave  on  the  second  trip  until 
after  four  o'clock,  consequently  carry- 
ing a  small  crowd. 

Arriving  at  the  Landing  shortly 
before  three  o'clock,  the  party 
divided  itself  into  groups  about  the 
grounds  and  proceeded  to  make  fun. 
The  41st  Band,  which  accompanied 
the  excursionists,,  assembled'  under 
a  group  of  trees,  and  during  the 
afternoon  kept  the  pi^oceedings  lively 
with  appropriate  selections.  The 
party  were  joined  by  a  large  number 
of  residents  of  the  surrounding  coun- 
try, including  not  a  few  from  Mal- 
lorytown. Immediately  after  ar- 
rival the  sports  committee,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Gilhooly, 
procedcd  to  "  get  busy,"  so  to  speak, 
and  from  then  until  the  boat  whistled 
for  the  return  trip  there  was  excite- 
ment galore.  Boys  and  girls,  young 
and  old  men,  who  had  thrown  business 
cares  aside  for  the  time  being,  en- 
tered heartily  into  the  sport,  and  thus 
it  may  truly  be  said  to  have  been  an 
nid-time  picnic.  Such  veterans  as 
Hon.  George  P.  Graham,  John  Cul- 
bert,  e.K-M.P.,  and  the  genial  Irish- 
man from  Belfast,  Robert  Craig,  were 
officials  at  the  finish,  and  performed 
their  duties  to  a  nicety.

"  Brockville  "  was  nuickly  loaded  for 
the  first  home  trip.  The  weather  being 
delightful.  Captain  Scott  piloted  the 
excursionists  up  the  river  as  far  as 
Poole's  Resort,  when  the  return  -trip 
was  commenced,  home  being  reached 
at  nine  o'clock.  A  large  number  re- 
mained and  danced  in  the  pavilion 
at  the  water  front.  Music  was  sup- 
plied by  the  Opera  House  Orchestra, 
and  a  merry  time  was  spent  until  the 
"  Brockville  "  arrived  and  declared  the 
picnic  at  a  close,  the  last  party  ar- 
riving at  12.15 


MONTREAL  GROCERS'  PICNIC. 

The  twenty-fifth  annual  picnic  of  the 
Montreal  grocers  was  held  at;  Corn- 
wall on  July  19th.  It  proved  an  ideal 
day  for  a  picnic.  Two  special  trains 
conveyed  the  party  from  Montreal, 
and  some  eight  hundred  visitors  ac- 
companied them.  They  were  met  at 
the  station  by  a  deputation  from  the 
Town  Council,  composed  of  Mayor 
Phillips  and  Councillors  Cavanagh  and 
Munro,  and  a  number  of  the  grocers 
of  the  town  and  several  prominent 
citizens.  Mayor  Phillips  formally 
welcomed  the  visitors  and  wished 
them  a  pleasant  holiday.  The  pre- 
sident, Mr.  Placide  Daoust;  vice- 
president,  Mr.  Edward  Upton,  and 
other  officers  of  the  society  were 
present  and  acknowledged  the  cordial 
reception  accorded  them.  Th*  party 
then  proceeded  up  town  by  electric 
cars;  the  Citizens'  Band,  of  Cornwall, 
which  had  turned  out  as  a  compliment 
to  the  visitors,  occupying  the  front 
of  the  first  car. 

A  large  delegation  of  Ottawa 
grocers  came  over  by  the  N.  Y.  &  O. 
Railway  and  joined  in  the  festivities. 

The  annual  banquet  was  served  at 
the  Rossmore.  The  president,  Mr. 
Daoust,  occupied  the  chair.  At  his 
right  sat  the  vice-president  of  the 
Ottawa  Association,  Mr.  H.  C.  Ellis, 
and  on  his  left  Mayor  Phillips,  of 
Cornwall.  At  the  close  of  the  repast 
several  felicitous  speeches  were 
made,  the  visitors  expressing  great 
appreciation  of  the  hearty  welcome 
they  had  received  officially  and 
from  individual  citizens  of  the  town. 
An  address  was  presented  to  Mayor 
Phillips  thanking  him  and  the  people 
of  Cornwall  for  their  kind  greeting 
and  wishing  the  town  of  Cornwall 
continued  and  increasing  prosperity.

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ONE   FARMER   WHO  SEES 
THINGS  IN  THE  RIGHT 
LIGHT. 

The  following  from  an  American 
trade  journal,  referring  to  the 
methods  employed  by  Chicago  cata- 
logue houses,  is  equally  applicable  to 
Canada,  and  is  printed  below  as  it  ap- 
peared in  the  journal  referred  to: — 

There  is  a  farmer  out  in  Min- 
nesota who  is  entitled  to  a  tablet  in 
the  Hall  of  Fame.  If  he  could  only 
impart  his  ideas  to  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  farmers  throughout  the  country 
who  at  present  buy  from  the  retail 
catalogue  houses  in  Chicago,  the  re- 
tail merchants  in  the  smaller  towns 
would  have  nothing  to  fear  from  this 
class  of  competition. 

Recently  one  of '  these  catalogue 
house  concerns  wrote  to  this  man 
asking  him  to  return  a  catalogue 
which  they  claimed  to  have  sent  him 
some  time  previous,  and  which  he  had 
not  acknowledged.  His  reply  con- 
tains so  many  good  reasons  why  the 
farmer  should  buy  his  goods  from 
the  local  merchant  that  it  is  repro- 
duced in  full  herewith: 

Eyota,  Minn.,  May  12th,  1905. 
 ,  &  Co.,  Chicago,  111.: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  your  favor 
dated  April  29th,  1905,  relative  to  a 
catalogue  which  you  appear  to  think 
was  sent  me  by  you  some  time  ago, 
and  which  you  intimate  you  should 
be  obliged  to  recall. 

Now,  in  regard  to  this  matter, 
would  say  that  I  have,  never  received 
a  catalogue  from  your  house.  Some 
time  ago  I  received  a  letter  from 
you  requesting  me  to  send  15  cents  or 
an  order  for  $1  worth  of  goods,  in 
consideration  of  which  you  would 
send  me  your  catalogue.  You  also 
agreed  to  send  the  catalogue  on  ap- 
proval, subject  to  a  ten  days'  ex- 
amination before  same  should  be  ac- 
cepted by  me,  or  paid  for  as  above. 
This  letter  proposition  of  yours  was 
evidently  only  a  bluff,  because  the 
catalogue  has  never  been  sent  me, 
and  I  am  therefore  somewhat  sur- 
prised at  the  contents  of  your  more 
recent  favor,  soliciting  an  order  from 
me. 

Personally,  I  have  never  had  any 
cause  to  regret  the  fact  that  I  had 
not  received  your  catalogue,  because 
I  do  not  believe  in  buying  my  goods 
in  Chicago,  distant  some  three  hun- 
dred miles  from  home.  I  can  get  my 
goods  within  one  hour's  drive  of  my 
farm  and  enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  in- 
specting these  goods,  which  privilege 
is  worth  more  than  the  slight  dif- 
ference in  cost.  Furthermore,  if  I 
send  to  you  for  goods  you  expect  the 
cash  to  accompany  the  order,  or  you 
refuse  to  send  the  goods,  and  I  am 
therefore  paying  for  goods  that  I 
have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  see, 
which  to  any  sane  man  is  rather  an 
unbusiness-like  proposition. 

Here  at  home  I  am  able  to  obtain 
goods  from  my  home  dealer  on  sev- 
eral months'  time,  often  without  pay- 
ment of  a  cent  of  interest,  which  no 
catalogue  house  I  know  of  will  do. 

I  am  satisfied  that  if  our  home  deal- 


ers could  do  a  strictly  cash  business 
as  you  do,  they  could  sell  goods  as 
cheap  as  any  catalogue  house  on 
earth.  We  who  are  obliged  at  times 
to  ask  for  more  or  less  credit  would 
certainly  be  very  unreasonable  to 
give  that  portion  of  our  trade  only  to 
our  merchants  and  send  what  cash  we 
do  have  to  concerns  like  yours,  who 
are  of  no  benefit  whatever  to  our 
community.  We  should  be  willing, 
in  fact,  to  pay  a  little  more  for  what 
we  have  to  buy,  when  we  must  realize 
that  the  difference  in  the  price  is 
simply  our  just  portion  towards 
building  up  our  community  and  main- 
taining the  thriving  cities  and  towns 
that  have  made  our  life  worth  living, 
and  most  decidedly  increased  the 
value  of  our  farm  lands. 

Moreover,  I  certainly  do  not  be- 
lieve in  contributing  towards  the 
establishment  of  more  "  trusts."  We 
certainly  have  "  trusts "  enoug'h  to 
contend  with  at  the  present  time 
without  making  any  more,  and  we  are 
simply  assisting  to  establish  a  trust 
when  we  persist  in  sending  all  the 
surplus  cash  of  the  country  to  you, 
doing  it  at  the  expense  of  our  own 
merchants,  and  therefore  our  own 
welfare. 

Farmers  who  will  stop  to  consider 
this  matter  will  realize  that  their 
home  merchants  will  make  to  them 
many  concessions  in  prices  and  other- 
wise that  will  more  than  equalize  any 
benefit  that  may  be  derived  from 
patronizing  your  house. 

You  express  regret  at  not  having 
received  any  orders  from  me,  and  I 
have  only  to  say  that  you  should  re- 
member that  all  fish  do  not  bite  on 
sucker  hooks.  Respectfully  yours, 
Ignatius  Grzechowiak.

SMALL  TEA  CROP  IN  JAPAN. 

According  to  advices  to  the  Cana- 
dian Government  from  Japan,  the  te<i 
crop  of  that  country  will  be  very  sni  .il 
this  year.  The  first  crop  of  this 
season's  tea  is  now  being  shipped 
eastward  by  the  regular  liners  via 
^  ancouver,  Seattle,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco, for  distribution  throughout 
the  American  Continent.  The  chief 
points  of  destination  for  this  product 
are  NewYork,  Montreal  and  Chicago. 

Tea  experts  now  count  upon  a  large 
shortage  in  the  tea  crop  this  year,  be- 
cause of  unfavorable  weather. 
Taking  1904  for  a  fair  year,  the  quan- 
tity was  forty-five  to  forty-seven 
million  pounds.  This  year's  first 
crop,  now  harvested  and  estimated, 
will  yield  between  eighteen  and 
nineteen  million  pounds,  which  is 
from  25  to  30  per  cent,  less  than  its 
normal  proportion  for  the  year.  The 
second  and  third  crops  are  not  ex- 
pected to  make  good  this  deficiency, 
although,  if  the  conditions  should 
soon  take  a  favorable  turn,  the  later 
yields  may  substantially  reduce  it.  The 
first  crop  this  year  is  of  good  quality, 
and  if  the  second  and  third  crops. 
Which  are  lower  grade,,  turn  out 
abundant,  the  market  for  Japan  teas 
may  not  be  greatly  disturbed. 


A  BUSINESS  AND  A  PROFIT. 

The  following  extract  from  an  ad- 
dress delivered  by  D.  F.  Anderson,  ac 
a  convention  of  hardware  and  imple- 
ment dealers,  is  applicable  to  any  line 
of  retail  trade: — 

A  mercantile  business  must  be  con- 
ducted on  a  business  principle,  to  be 
successful.  Now,  what  is  that  busi- 
ness principle?  When  I  was  a  young 
man  and  made  my  first  business  ven- 
ture, an  old  man,  who  was  a  friend  of 
my  family  and  who  had  spent  his  life 
in  the  mercantile  line,  said:  "The 
first  thing  with  you  is  to  be  sure  in 
buying  your  goods  to  know  that  you 
are  buying  them  from  right  parties, 
and  at  such  prices  that  you  can  sell 
them  at  a  good,  fair  profit  and  com- 
pete with  your  brother  merchants. 
Buy  only  standard  goods,  those  you 
can  recommend  and  guarantee,  and  at 
all  times  stand  under,  and  make  your 
guarantee  good.  Make  your  assort- 
ment complete  for  the  demands  of 
your  locality,  as  the  shorts  are  where 
a  large  loss  in  profits  occurs.  Also 
be  very  careful  not  to  overstock,  as 
old  goods  usually  color,  damage  from 
rust,  etc.,  and  you  are  the  loser.  When 
you  have  bought  your  goods  right, 
have  a  good  and  complete  assortment, 
then  you  are  in  a  position  to  say  to 
your  patrons,  "Come  and  deal  with 
me." 

I  have  never  forgotten  this,  and  be- 
lieve it  has  done  me  a  lot  of  good 
during  my  years  of  business,  and  I 
believe  it  is  the  best  of  advice  to  any 
young  man  engaging  in  a  business. 
But  we  do  not  stop  there.  The  first 
principle  required  in  a  good  salesman 
is  to  know  his  goods,  to  know  the 
cost  and  selling  price,  and  this  can 
only  be  done  by  having  the  cost  and 
selling  prices  plainly  marked  on  each 
article.  The  quality  of  your  goods 
can  only  be  known  by  carefully  study- 
ing and  constantly  watching  what  you 
are  selling,  and  always  advise  your 
customers  of  the  true  facts  as  you 
know  them.  Keep  your  stock  well  ar- 
ranged and  in  such  shape  that  it  can 
be  shown  quickly  and  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage. The  old  saying  is  that 
"Time  is  money,"  and  it  is  true;  and 
it  is  also  a  fact  that  most  of  your 
best  customers  are  active  and  busy 
men,  and  do  not  want  to  be  delayed 
when  they  come  to  your  store  to 
trade.  They  prefer  to  get  what  they 
want  quickly  and  a  good  salesman 
will  at  all  times  study  his  customer 
and  his  needs  and  requirements,  and 
be  able  to  know  as  nearly  as  possible 
just  what  will  please  him.  By  doing 
this  the  salesman  will  reduce  his  work 
very  much  and  please  his  patron. 

Profits  should  always  be  fair,  the 
co.st  of  the  article  and  the  rapidity 
of  the  sale  should  be  considered  al- 
ways in  figuring  out  a  margin.  That 
is  to  say,  an  article  occasionally  called 
for  should  bear  a  greater  margin  than 
a  staple  article.  But  all  should  bear 
a  fair  margin.  When  I  say  a  fair 
margin  I  do  not  mean,  as  a  merchant 
once  told  me  when  talking  to  him 
about  profits,  that  he  looked  at  an 
article  and  his  first  thought  was,  what 
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EVOLUTION

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does  my  competitor  get  for  this;  or, 
if  my  competitor  does  not  have  it, 
how  much  can  I  get  for  it,  what  will 
it  sell  for  and  bring  me  the  greatest 
profit  and  still  sell;  but  I  mean  a 
profit  that  will  reimburse  me  for  my 
investment,  rentals,  cost  of  insurance, 
clerk  hire,  and  such  other  expenses 
as  a  merchant  usually  has  in  running 
a  business.  This  must  be  added  to 
expense  and  the  balance  sheet  must 
show  a  profit  over  and  above  all 
these  expenses  so  that  we  can  add  to 
our  capital  each  and  every  year. 
That  is  what  I  mean  by  a  fair  profit. 

How  shall  a  merchant  determine  his 
profits?  This  can  only  be  done  by  a 
careful  inventory  each  and  every  year. 
The  invoice  should  be  taken  with  the 
same  care  as  if  he  was  buying  the 
stock,  a  careful  balancing  of  his  books 
and  charging  to  profit  and  loss  all 
doubtful  accounts;  then,  after  deduct- 
ing all  liabilities,  he  can  know  -what 
is  left.  I  regret  to  say  so  many 
guess  at  their  stock  and  hold  on  their 
books  accounts  for  years  that  should 
not  be  there,  and  in  this  way  the  bal- 
ance shown  by  their  books  is  mis- 
leading. We  do  not  make  a  profit  by 
trying  to  induce  or  influence  our  com- 
petitors' customers  to  come  our  way 
by  cutting  prices  to  them  when  they 
happen  to  come  to  our  place  to  buy; 
when  they  do  come  as  a  rule,  the  ar- 
ticle wanted  is  something  our  com- 
petitor is  out  of.  We  do  not  make  a 
profit  or  gain  trade  by  abusing  our 
competitor  or  denouncing  his  goods 
as  being  inferior.  It  is  enough  for  us 
to  advocate  the  best  qualities  and 
points  of  our  own  wares. 

Business  and  profit  must  have  a 
close  relation.  The  business  produces 
the  offspring,  profit,  and  the  offspring 
must  support  the  parent;  the  one  can 
not  long  survive  without  the  other, 
and,  for  that  reason  I  stated  above,  a 
good,  profitable  salesman  should  and 
must  know  his  goods  and  must  know 
the  cost  and  profits.  When  sold  at 
marked  prices  there  can  be  no  guess- 
ing on  this  matter;  if  so,  the  mer- 
chant is  lost.

BRITAIN'S  BANKRUPTS. 

A  Board  of  Trade  return  of  the 
bankruptcies  in  Great  Britain  for  1904 


shows  that  they  numbered  8,631,  of 
which  487  were  failures  of  women. 
The  total  liabilities  were  £12,086,357. 
The  estimated  loss  to  creditors  was 
£9,371,780. 

The  Inspector-General  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  great  use  made  of  their 
wives  by  bankrupts,  the  wife  being 
put  up  as  the  principal  and  the  hus- 
band assuming  the  position  of 
manager.  He  also  points  out  the 
steady  decline  in  the  desire  of  bank- 
rupts to  obtain  their  discharge.  Since 
1883  there  have  been  89,583  adjudica- 
tions and  only  19,136  applications  for 
discharge.  The  evils  caused  by  the 
growing  population  of  undischarged 
bankrupts  have  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  a  bankrupt 
can  get  credit  up  to  £20  without  in- 
forming the  tradesmen  that  he  is  a 
bankrupt.

COMMERCIAL  SUMMARY. 

A  large  cigar  factory  is  being  es- 
tablished at  Fort  William. 

The  average  wheat  yield  in  Alberta 
is  estimated  at  32  bushels  to  the  acre. 

The  boycott  of  American  goods  and 
shops  at  Shanghai  is  reaching  very 
large  proportions. 

The  Government  has  been  notified 
that  samples  of  tobacco  and  cigars 
cannot  be  sent  by  post  to  Belgium. 

A  company  has  been  organized  to 
erect  300  workmen's  houses  in  Hamil- 
ton. 

Canadian  cider  is  in  demand  in  Eng- 
land, importers  preferring  it  to  other 
brands. 

The  Consolidated  Hardware  Co.  is 
opening  a  branch  at  Hamilton  for  the 
manufacture  of  hardware,  and  will  em- 
ploy about  thirty  hands. 

The  National  Wholesale  Lumber 
Dealers'  Association  of  America  will 
hold  a  midsummer  convention  at 
Ottawa,  August  16  to  18. 

The  Fowlers  Canadian  Co.,  Limited, 
Hamilton,  a  branch  of  the  S"wift  Co., 
of  Chicago,  will  enlarge  their  plant,  at 
a  rost  of  about  $70,000. 

The  works  of  Scarfe  &  Co.,  varnish 
manufacturers,  Brantford,  have  just 
been  greatly  enlarged  by  the  addition 
of  a  new  warehouse  with  a  capacity 
for  storage  of  about  100,000  gallons. 
The  firm  of  Scarfe  &  Co.  has  now 
been  in  existence  for  thirty  years. 

The  price  of  meat  has  risen  in  Ger- 
many from  20  to  25  per  cent,  during 
the  last  six  months,  so  that  now 
prices  are  higher  by  30  to  35  per 
cent,  than  in  the  neighboring  con- 
tinental states.  The  prices  outside 
of  Germany  usually  are  10  to  15  per 
cent,  lower. 

The  Postmaster-General  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Australia  has 
given  notice  that  the  rate  of  postage 
on  letters  sent  from  Australia  to 
Canada  has  been  reduced  from  2i/2'i- 
per  half  ounce  to  2d.  per  half  ounce, 
commencing  on  July  15,  1905. 
Canadian  postmasters  will  therefore 
not  impose  any  additional  charge  on 
letters  from  Australia  prepaid  2d.  per 
half  ounce. 

Stratford  has  carried  a  by-law  to 
loan  $30,000  to  the  thread  mills  which 
will  locate  in  that  city.  The 
guarantee  does  not  commence  until 
$75,000  stock  of  the  company  is  sub- 
scribed for  and  $50,000  paid  up;  the 
by-law  will  also  carry  exemption 
from  taxation  (except  school  taxes) 
for  a  period  of  ten  years  on  the  land, 
buildings  and  plant  erected  thereon, 
the  city  to  take  first  mortgage  on  the 
latter. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Bradford 
(England)  Chamber  of  Commerce  a 
letter  was  read  from  a  London  firm 
complaining  of  the  legislation  of 
Quebec's  levy  of  a  tax  on  commercial 
travellers,  and  suggested  that  repre- 
sentations on  the  subject  be  made  to 
the  British  Government.  The  presi- 
dent said  he  did  not  think  there  was 
much  chance  of  getting  an  alteration 
in  the  tax  unless  it  was  in  the  direc- 
tion of  a  preference  to  English 
travellers.
